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PREFACE. 



Am amBjsemmil of all tbe voyages whieh liato been made nrand the 
worMy within Che eoinpass of a modemte-aized volome^ eeeme to be one 

of those wants which modrTn literatnrr has brrn, for some years, called 
upon to supply; oflering, ay it cioos, not merely much solid ioformation, 
with the ^ealeat amusement, but because it is adapted to every age, sex, 
end coodttion in life. It it one of thoee nevef-imiling aourcea of plea* 
eore, which may claim a constant place on the parlour-table, in the aenool* 
room, and in the library ; which cnn never he taken up without instruction, 
nor put down without regret ; which offers the results of much skill and 
adventure, without the labours or dangers necessary to gam them by 
experience. 

Such a work eloeidalea aeveral pointe which astronomy has taught ; it 

exemplifies to the student in geography much of what he haa learned, 
stamping the conclusions of science and theory with the evidences of 
fads. For a familiar acquaintance with the people of distant countries, 
«ut with tbe fignre and peculiaritiee of the eattb, whiel! voyages nraod 
the worlcTtend so eminenthjrlo teach, are among the first offerings of the 
pn?rtif:al navigator to the science which first taught hint it was probable 
he might be enabled to sail round the globe he is destmed to itiliabit. 

The distinguishing characteristic of the human mind bein^ an invincibia 
fphrit of inquiry, which diadaina to teat aatiafied vrith the ainaple imprea- 
sions communicated by the external senses, it was, in all probability^ one 
of the first desire?; of the first men who tenanted the earth, to gain, not 
only a more intimate, but comprehensive acquaintance with its peculiar 
qualities and figure. . 

To them it would naturally appear, as it doea to the vulgar 'even of 
Uie pramiA day, a vaat plain, extending they know not where, fixed they 
know not how, diversified by various productions, <;tudded with hill and 
dale, rock and sand, wood and water, but still essentially a plain. To 
conceive anything else, was, indeed, unlikely in the infancy of society. 
An bad not time to do mneh for it, and aeienee nothing. Knowledge, 
we know, is but of slow growth, Isboriously and scantiTy quarried from 
obscnritv hy human wit for human uses; neither had men yet congre- 
gated in those vast massee which, by the continual collision ot individuals, 
at length elicit light and tradi of every deaeription. If aoeiety haa oecft* 
aioned aome of our vices, it has also been the parent of most of oar 
milder virtues, and of all our information Man, bad be been always 
aolitary, had he en always barbaroua and ignorant. 

The sea was an object so truly wonderful in itself, its qualities and 
phenomena were so pe<:uliar, ita extent ao boondloM, and uie difficulty 
of traveratng or examining it so great in the early agea of mankind, 
that we may well conceive, while they wondered at its nature, they could 
form no idea of its uses. They could not imagine that its riches vied 
with those of the land ; thai its contents ascended in the form of vapour, 
and again deaeended in abowera to fertiSae that land ; that it occupied 
nracb tbe larger portion of the globe Ibej inhabited ; and that, in time, 
it waa to tan tbe beat and apeeidiest meant of comnMWtioBtion betweea

disUnt cuuntries, a&d thus lo become the parent of knowledge, commerce, 
and civiltntkm. 

Its Buperfices, according to the best calculations, occupies 131,701,440 
miles, or about two-thirds of that of the whole earth. Philosophers 
have long speculated about its probable depth, without arriving at any 
certain conclusion. Some suppose that its bed is not more below than 
the hills are abinw the general Jetrel of the earth, whieh, if tnie, woald 
flialte it, at most, in particular spota, between fire and alx miles deepw 
Bnffnn f-onpider?; that its bed is equally irregular with all other surfaces, 
which we have better opportunities for examining ; that there are num- 
berless depths and shallows ; that the greatest depUis exist in the vicinity 
of the bigheet ianda, and viea Tana; and that fha madhua depth of tho 
whole ocean does not, in all probability, exceed one-fourth of a mile. To 
this there seems no solid objection. The inaccuracy of our knowledge 
on the point arises from the incompetency of our instruments for sounid- 
ing, none haying yet been invented likelv to answer the purpose at any 
considerable distance from the surface oi the sea, though one inataoca ia 
recorded where it was sounded so far as a mile and sixty-six feet. 

The existence, however, of so many islands scattered in all the oceans, 
affords proof that the sea, far from increasing m depth as we recede from 
the abore, on the contrary, frequently shallowe ; and that while some of 
theaa trregukritiea appear as iaianda abova the aar&ce of the water, 
there are others not so high, known to the navigator as shoals against 
which he has to prviard. Added to these, there are many thousands more 
of still less clevauon, which neither the eye nor the iead-and-Un^ can 
teacb, every practicid tailor knowing that ha cannot alwaja depend 
upon the latte? at a greater depth than 100, or, perhape, 160 fathoms, but 

most commonly not so much. Nor is thore, in pcnrra!, much attention 
paid to this subject except when m the immediate vicmity of land. 

As the mountains of the earth form its prominences, so the beds of 
the different oceana conatitnto ita concaTitiea, of which the largest ia 
that of the Great Pacific, or Sonth Sea, extending from the aaatam aboia 
of New Holland to the western const of America, and ocrtipvinir nearly 
one-half of our globe. The second in size is the Ail intic, cotujectin^ 
Kurope with America ; the Indian Ocean forms the third : to these may 
be added tiio Arctic and Antarctic, the MeditairanaaD, Baltic, and other 
seas, fimning together an amazing body of water. The circumference 
of the earth, according to geographers, docs not exceed 24,912 miles. 
To sail over this seems an arduous undertaking:: ; l>at, m fact, to encom- 
pass it, as slnps usually do, on account ot contiary winds, currents, and 
oecaeional Tanationa from the direct track, it ia neeaaearj for drenmnaTi- 
gators to traverse more than treble this space. 

The knowledfTc of the fifrnro of the earth, by which it was first sup 
posed capable of being sailed round, has been gamed solely from the 
progressive improvements of astronomy. This science is supposed to 
nave made some progress among the antedilnviane, whose lives, according 
to Josephus, the Jewish historian, were purposely prolonged by Providence 
for its advancement. Noah communicated all that was known on the 
subject to the Chaldeans, by means of bis immediate descendants. The 
Egyptians succeeded to all the ecientific acqairemente of theae people 
aiM, according to aome writera, firat conjectured the earth to be spnencal, 
some time previous to the era of Solomon, the Jewish ruler, by obser- 
ving the moon to fnll into her shadow. This shrewdness of remark indi- 
cated considerable advancement in the science. It is remarkable, however, 
that by eae of those strange revoliaions in empires, which history faila 
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to record, and for which even tradifion offers no explanation, this people 
•unk from the summit oi power and civilizatioin to imbecility and bar- 
barism ; so thata in the time of Augustus of Rome, astronomy, along 
with every other science, had beoome nearly eitinct in lliat conn^. 

From Egypt, Thales carried its general principles among the Gfraekn. 
Anazimanoer, however, seems early to have taught that the eartl) was 
a^erical; bat Pythagoras, especially, was the first who formed clear 
▼lews of the positioii and economy of all the heavenly bodies. About 
440 years beiofe Christ, Philolaoa, a celebrated follower of Pythagoras, 
endeavoured to prove that the earth rcvolvrd round the sun ; and, after 
him, Hicetas, of Syracuse, asserted its diurnal motion on its own axis. 
The Romans seem to have done little in this science. The darkness of 
mmd which peiTaded all Europe after thehr M, aflbcted astronomy as 
well as every other spades of knowledge ; disregarded in Europe, they 
took flif^ht for n sr.ison into Arabia, where, aniid ihe feats of arms and 
the enchantments of poetry and romance, they were zealously fostered 
by the caliphs, who were themselves not unfiequently among the most 
enlightened philosophers of thmr dommions. Astnmomy, more particiH 
larly, was in this way frequently honmmd. 

The revival of letters procincpd a correflponding enlargement of scif ncf». 
Several eminent astronomers adorned Germany and Italy. But it was 
reserved for Christopher Columbus, who united much skill in this science 
to a tnie idea of the figure of the earth, and great ezperienee as a prao- 
tical seaman, to piopose to aafl round, or rather aeroas, it ; foF|iq» to this 
time, but one great ocean and one continent were supposed to constitute 
our globe. To this great raan, therefore, the first idea of circumnaviga- 
tion, though not the full execution of the design, is justly due. He had 
upheld it with a constancy as surprising as it was for a lonpr time hofffr* 
less, amid derision, neglect, and suspicion ; exposed, like au other baiM* 
factors of mankind, to alternate insult and praise, to enw and injury, MM 
if a fatahty attended those destmed to enlighten or exalt then species ; or 
Providence had ordained it as a drawback, in order to lessen a vanity 
that might otherwise pioro inordinate. 

In 1513, Yasco Nnnes de Bilboa discovering, for the first time, the 
South Sea from the mountains of Panama, Ferdmand Magellan, a Portu- 
guese officer, formed the scheme of entering it, and thus going round the 
world ; for with the daily progress of discovery he had acquired clearer 
▼tews of its practicability. He opened his pfams to the goremment, bat 
in vain ; ministers in all countries being prone to suspect the motives of 
projects they do not properly appireciate or understand. S[>airi again, as 
in the instance of Columbus, was applied to, and with similar good 
effect. Charles the Fifth then wielded her sceptre, a princo wwieo 
talente, nearly as great as his ambition, aiming at adding the wholo of tho 
east to the finest part of Europe already in his possession, saw at once 
the national glory, if not wealth, which would redound from the enter- 
prise. He admitted the courageous projector to a formal interview, gave 
him, though a foreigner, the eluef command in opposition to much native 
influence and prejudice, and by a liberslity more freqoently worthy of 
imitation, added the hononr of knighthood for making an attempt which 
others vvould probably have awarded only to its successful accomplishment. 
The generosity of the emperor stimulated the zeal of the navigator, fot 
no undertaking was ever more rigorouslv porraed or ably completedt 
though, unfortnnatelyt tho advoatnnnia leaosr did nol live to reap tht 
ftmui of hi9 cfKini|9» 
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The loeeeM of Um enterprise full/ Mltled tiia pomt pt the fotnndity 
ef the globe. To this conclusion nearly afl the philoeophers of the age 

' had already arrived. But j^wliticians were not eo easily convinced : and 
one of the strongest objeciions to the attempt of Columbus, among the 
ooortiers of Ferdmaod and Isabella, was, that be would probably go to 
iur u to he vnahlo to ntum minst tho ntielaiico offtted hf tint veij 
conyexity which wao to aaiiit bmi » proceeding. They did noi conaidw 
that the earth is so vast a mass as to answer every practical purpose of a 

plain ; and that it would be no mere difficult to return foun any paiticuUr 
point, than to go thither. 

Tho iptrik which *«ctoated Ao eaily drammaTtgalon will ho moro 
adniiod wiien wo consider thogioofc fanpodSwtians oif nsfigatioa at that 

time. Of correct longitudo !;carcely anything was Tinmvn. No depen- 
dancp could be placed on the common reckoning in strange seas, where 
unknown and irregular currents drove thein to and fro they knew not 
whither; while lonarobeemtioiiB and cfaionomotoia^ the onl^rtraoonidea 
of the mariner in oor days, were utterl;^ nnknown. A mendian aiutodo 
of the sun, indeed, indicated their pooitUNH north OT aOOtht but CTOI]Ftluilg 
else was confided to Trovidunce. 

Their vessels also were extremely small, clumsily built, poorly provision- 
odt ill-fitted, on aecoont of the bacswaidatato of oeomanship, and ill-pn»» 
vided with storaeto replace thoeo doatrojed in action or worn out by ooo. 
The loss of a mast, a topsail, or an anchor, were to them dangerous 
accidents ; while the unshipping of a rudder would probably have been 
followed by immediate destruction. In short, we should scarcelv trust 
MiBolTeo tou Dofor to Calaia in Teaaelo in which they snoeeeefelly cir- 
cmnnaTigated the globe. Few, at toaat, of our boldest adTentoreia 
woold undertake such an enediton in vessels of thirty, fifty, or eighty 
tons, thus fitted, provided, and navigated, as did the companions of Drake 
and others of our ancient heroes. The only modem instance anything 
like thie, la that of the late OapCain Flindeia» of the royal navy. Being 
wrecked on a sand-bank off th% eastern shore of New Holland, he built 
a small vessel, less than our Gravesend boats, out of the wreck, in which 
he proceeded to Port Jackson, intending to continue his route in her to 
£ngland. Touching, however, at the Isle of France in hie way, the d»* 
mga appeared to the French so desperate and imprbbaUo that hie story 
wap not believed ; war had also taken place between the two countries, 
and though provided with the passport of Napoleon to guard against 
capture, was most cruelly and ui^stly detained seven years in captivity 
ao a apjr. Ho did not, tbetofovo» con^ploto hhi voyage, wludi woola havo 
boon naif round the world, in tho emalloat vessel in which it has been 
attempted since the days of Drake; it was called the Cumberland and 
ia still to b€ seen m the harbour of Port Louis, in Mauritms. 

Among the most trying difficulties with which the early voyagers had 
to contend, woio the feara, supeistitione, and inraboidiinatum of tbeif 
aeatnon. The latter, above all otheie, ie the most arduous and appalling 
to a commander. Enemies may be repulsed, the elements cannot bo 
always adverse ; but against the mutinous spirit of our companions, those 
who are constantly by our side, by whose exertions alone we can proceed, 
and who have neoeaaarily all tho power in their own handa, what, in 
flenoral, can the voice of a eaptam or an officer or two effect ? Even 
tnis seriooe obstacle was commonly overcome, sometimes by great pru- 
dence and management, and frequently, it must be coniessed, by the 
sacrifice of human life. Magellan executed some of his companions^ 
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put i r«w to dMih hf Um itonourable means, and Mi othtn to drag out 
a miserable existaoeo aauMg the nuMt ifretched Mfaget. Diake foUovr* 

td the example. 

Seamen, no doubt, often require strict discipline and superintendence. 
Want of education, and ignorance of iottled habits of life, added to 
their ever-wandering mode of existence, occasionally inspire a restleae« 
ness of character against which it is necessary to guard, as it has some- 
times led to great excesses, and even to the most serious crimes. Fatigued 
by the monotony of their life, they desire a change ; and impatient of 
coDluuial restraint, frequently seek among savages that freedom, happiness, 
and eiemplion from labour which they believe to exist only in such a 
community. It is thus that some of the South Sea islands contain hun- 
dreds of English sailors. It is also tru^ that, with fewer personal com- 
foita than any other claea of meo, their treatmeot by commanders is often 
nnduly severe. Some degree of tytonny hae always prevailed at sea in 
vessels of all nations ; nor was our own royal nary, till within these few 
years, exempted from the charge ; but, in truth, the skipper of a collier is 
quite as great a despot in his way as those of biffher rank and pretension. 

Another source of apprehenaton and diflkufty to the early voyagere 
was the disposition with which they might be received by tne atrange 
nation*! inhabiting the countries of which they were in search, as want 
of refreshments must continually bring them into contHct. The know- 
ledge of human nature was then so limited as to give nae lo the most 
extravagant coojectnrea cooeemiog the inhabitanta of thie aa well as of 
the other world. The majority of people beUeved in witches and conjtt« 
rers, in cnnninnf dwarfs and monstrous giants, which the adventurers no 
doubt expected to see, as well as many other wondera in the new 
countries. It is remarkable that this idea was, in some measure, ventied. 
For the first strange people they met with, the FatagonianBy proved of 
extraordinary stature, tfaon^ not, in fact, such giante aa at first repre- 
sented. Added to these were the usual dangers, common to al! seamen, 
of storms, shipwreck, famme, thirst, and the most horrible of all, from 
which there is no hope and no retreat, namely, the calamity of fire. 
"When the variety aad importance of all theae diffienltiea are cooiidered, 
our admiration of those brave men beeomea aa great aa their viewa wen 
grand, and their courage invincible. 

An interval of hfty-seven years elapsed from the expedition of Magel- 
lan, when Drake, who had served in the West Indies against the Spa- 
niards, struck out the novel scheme of cruising against them on theeoaate 
of Chili and Prrn, to which coujilries no Enjrlish vessel had yet pene- 
trated, though a fev adventurers had reached Panama, across the Isthmus 
of Darien. Besides, the prospect of gaining wealth from the enemies 
of bia country, in itaelf an irreeiatiUe temptation, there waa the farther 
faononr, by returning round the Gape of Good Hope, of being tbeaeeood 
circumnavigator. It is unnecessary to say this bold undertakinji suc- 
ceeded. Cavendish and others followed with equal success ; but Drake 
may justly be termed the father of the bucanien of the South Sea. 
Of ihia celebrated aaaociation, which origuiated in the Weat Indieoi and 
occasionally extended its operations to the Pacific Ocean, to the continual 
anxtoty and terror of the Spaniards, it will be necessary to give aomo 
account, as without it the followiny; pages would be incorn[»lrtte. 

The name bucanier, which originally signified one wbo dried or smoked 
fleah in the manner of the Indiana, was given to the first French 
aettlers of St. Domingo, who hooted wild boars and cattle in <wder to 
•ell the bidea and fleth to their more aettled najghboiire. Vutf lived irf 
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hots built on patches of elotnd gnmnd, jait tnBcUtalCLjhtge to admit of 

(IryirifT tho skins. Thfsp spots were named Boucans, and the huts, 
which were commonly only temporary, Ajoup?i5, terms borrowed from 
the native Indians. With the more regular Spaaish settlers of the same 
Island they were eontimtally tt war, and, tharefore, eoneealment waa in 
some degree necessarf, the motives of the Spaniards for thia penacadoa 
being jealOQey of the presence of all other Europeans. 

The tenants of the Boucans, having neiiher women nor dnl lren, con- 
gregated in parties, each keeping a servant, who, being some recent 
adventoter from Eoropa, waa obliged to bind himaeif Ibr tfaraa yaara to 
an older bocanior in order to gain a footing in the communitj ; more a 
companion, however, than a servant, the fruits of their labouTH were en- 
joyed in common ; and in cases of death, the domestic regularly suc- 
ceeded to the property of his master. In process of time, some, tired 
of thia oecttpation, aatUed as plantera in the little island of Tortu|;a, 
sitoated at a short distance from the north side of St. Domingo, to which 
thev were by degrees driven by the repeated massacre?* of the Spaniards. 
• Others commenced freebooters by sea, amply revengmg upon th'it nation 
the injuries sustained hy their companions on land. Success continually 
added to their confidence and to tneir nombera. They seldom, at firat, 
acted together ; but in parties of from fifty to two hundred men eaoh, 
embarked in small boats, ill-adapted either to war or security from the 
elements, and would attack the largest vessels, overpowering them by a 
despemte bravery wbfeb nothing cooTd withstand. Thus they fought tbetr 
way to riches and power. Every additional prize afforded increasM mesne 
of capt'irincr othrrs ; till at length the Spaniart???, afraid of proceeding 
to sea, had their uitercourse with the mother coutitry nearly annihilated. 

Although their vengeance was directed against this, their wealthiest 
and bitterest enemy, other nationa weie not exempted lima their depreda^ 
tiona. When diatressed for men, money, or ships, almost every stranger 
became an enemy. Thus far they were pirates. The booty was reg-.ilarly 
divided into as many shares as there were men. None had a preference. 
The leader of an enterprise, commonly elected only for the occasion, 
among the most distingnished for skill and courage, enjbyed more honours, 
bat had no claim to greater emolumeata than hia associatea, except what 
the general voice chose to award when an enterpriae proved profitabloy 
and had been ably conducted. 

No fixed laws guided their proceedings. These were made upon the 
spot of the occasion. But onenoes against the ^neral good, such aa 
peculation or treachery, were severely and anmmanly punished, either by 
death or by leavin-T the culprit upon a desert island. " Such was the 
certainty of punishment, or the sense of justice to each other, that few 
instances of this kind occurred. Their behaviour verified the adage of 
<* Honesty among thieves for though robbers by profession, none were 
ever more equitable amon^ themselves. Every sliare was chosen by lot. 
The wounded were provided for hy a certain sum, and an allowance 
during cure. Tjie companion or servant of a member killed, received 
his share. If he had none, it was transmitted to his relations ; or if 
theae were unknown, given to the poor or to chnrchea, to apologize for 
misdeeds neither repented of nor discontinued. They seldom went to 
sea except when in want of money, and, when gained, it was as quickly 
spent. Jamaica commonly formed the resort of the English, and St. 
Domingo of the French, where the fruita of their cruises being soon 
dissipated in rioting and dehauchery, neeesatty drove them to the same 
desperate ondsviakinga for farther anppliee.

years, peace or war in Europe being of DO import in the eyee of their 

leaders. The principal of these were Morgan, Samms, Wilner, Towley, 
and olhers, among the English ; Montbar, L*Oioaois, Grognier, Picard, 
he Sage, and Grammont, among the French ; Van Horn, a Dutciiiuaii, 
end De Baeeo, ft Portogoeoe. 

MoigftD, the most renowned of the English freebooters, after a Tariety 
of minor exploits, conceived the bold project of subdninnr Porto Be!lo, 
which he accomplished with great skill and no loss, gaining a large booty 
from its plunder sod ranoom. Pantmft, Kowever, ft Iftfffs town ■ttoated 
across the Itdmios of Barien, on the shore of the Soom Seas, promised 
still more wealth. Having reduced the Tslarul of St r?ath:irin(-''s by a 
Fpcret undor-^tanding with the Spanish governor, who wished to have the 
honour, though not the dangler, of resisting tlie adventurers, he proceed- 
ed to the mouth of the RiTOr Chagree, leading part of the wtf to hie 
ultimate destination. Here waa e fort situated upon a rock ; against which 
bfrit thn wnvn3 of the spa ; and defended by an officer and n garrison, 
worthy of the trust commuted to thtnr coumge. The bucaniers attacked 
it with desperation, and were as vigorously resisted, but this resistance 
only stimulated the energy of the men accustomed, not merefy to expect* 
but almost to command, success. For some time the contest continued 
doubtful, ti!l a bickv shot killed the commander of the fort, while at the 
same time it took hre, when the besieged, losing courage, surrendered. 

Morgan, leaving his vessels at anchor ander a guard, proceeded in 
canoes up the river thirty*five miles, where, being no longer navigable, 
he disembarked, and marched toward Panama, about thirty miles distant. 
On a plain, withotjt the town, a considerable army appeared drawn up to 
oppose his progress. This was no sooner attacked than dispersed. In 
the city, in boats, and in the neighbouring forests, were found vast trea- 
sures concealed in caves and eeUsrs, the mhabitants having had time to 
retire themselves, but not to carry off their wealth ; added to these were 
immense quantities of valuable articles of commerce, which, being unable 
tu remove, were, as well as the town, according to the barbarous practice 
of that ajge, set on fire by the adventorers, who regained their ehips with 
a prodigious booty. 

Among the French, who distinguished themselves as much for cruel^ 
as bravery, was Montbar, a native of Langucdoc. He had in early life 
conceived a strong prejudice against the Spaniards, on account of their 
cruelties to the Indians ; this spirit ineiessing with his years, he embark- 
ed fro.m Europe to joui the bucaniers. In the passage out, a Spanish 
vessel being met with, was attacked, boarded, and taken, Montbar lead- 
ing the way to the decks of the enemy, along which he carried wounds 
and death, nothing being able to resist his desperate fury ; and when 
eubmtssion terminated the engsgement, his only pleasure aeemed to be 
to contemplate, not the treasures of the vessel, but the number of dead 
and dying Spaniards, against whom he had vowed a deadly and eternal 
hatred. This inveterate enmity never subsided. His opponents suifer- 
ed so much and so frequently from it, during the whole of hia life, that 
he acquired from them the name of the Extermiofttor. 

Another of the same nation, named L*01onois, from the situation of 
bondsman, had raised himself to the command of two boats and twenty- 
two men, with which he was bold enough to attack, and fortunately enough 
to capture, a small Spanish frigate on the coast of Cuba. With this 
tessel he succeeded in taking four shipe fitted out at Port^aa-Prince to 
<> st wi T him ; but cnwllj threw their crewt over-boaid, eicepting one 
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man, sent back to the gevereor of the HaTtnnth, wi^. a message diat 

all Spr^niards who might fall into his hands, not excepting even his cxceT- 
kncy liimself, should exp^rieiice a similar fate. At Torluga he met \\ith 
Micliaei de Basco, already celebrated for having taken a ship under ibe 
gunt of Porto Bello, vateed at £830,000, and a rmMj of othor enterprieea 
equally daring and prafiCaUa. Between them a naw aspedrtion was plan* 
red, supported by 460 men ; in the bay of Venezuela they reduced n 
foft, Binkinrr the ^na, and cruelly putting the garrison of 250 men to 
death. He-cmbaikin^, they reached Maracaibo, built on tlic wesleru 
■bore of tba laka of Sat nama, a city which bad acqnhrad wealth by its 
trade in skina, cocoa, and tobacco, The inhabitants, at the first alarms 
flwl with their principal effects ; enough, however, remained to keep the 
bucaniers in drunkenness and debauchery for some time ; in ibe inean- 
whila woika were thrown up toimpada their progress, which they reduced 
at tha aipenta of blood and labour, but without any profit. Maracaibo 
itaelf was ransomed ; Gibraltar, situated near the extremity of the lake, 
was burned, owing to the exasperation of the adventurers at missing the 
axpected plunder ; aud at length they letired laden with crosses, pic* 
totaa, and mD% more thin with wealth. 

Van Horn, tn 1603, formed the design of an axpeditioD, which promised 
a rich harvest to his followers. He himself was at once their admiration 
and terror, being not only remarkable for intrepidity but for punishing the 
amallest want of it in others, often going round the decks during the 
heat of an engagement, and inetantly ahooting those who^ in the amall- 
est degree, flinched from their guns. In other leapects he was cqnitahle 
and generous, sharing equrtllv with his crew the produce of tbnc cooiagey 
though sailing in a ?hip wholly his private property. 

To aid in the present scheme, he toc^ Gramont, Godfrey, Janqu^, and 
Be Qnff, all commandera of approf ad skill and courage, with ISOO men» 
the largest force which had yet been mustered, and in six veaeela tailed 
for VerR Cruz. Night, and ignorance of the armament, fnvoaring their 
design, the bucaniers landed eight uiiles from the town, entered it un- 
discovered, and, before day-break, secured the governor, forts, barracks, 
and all the eokiiera capable of making opposition. The inhabitanta aougbt 
refuge in the churches, at the doors of which were placed barrels of gun« 
powder, guarded by the invaders with lighted matches, m order to deatroy 
the whole in case of insurrection or tumult. The work of pillage, in the 
meantime, proceeded without intermptkm, nothing being left which it 
was poetibla or desirable to carry away. A proposal was likewise flMde 
to the imprisoned people, who bad not tnsted food for three days, to ran- 
som their lives and freedom for a sum of £440,000. This, whether able 
01 not, they were compelled to accede to, half the money being paid 
immediately, and the other half promised in a few days. Suddenly, how- 
ever, a large armed force appeared before the town, and a fleet of seven- 
teen nhips fmrn Enropp before the port, which, though sufficient to inti- 
midate a regular firtny, if not todes* rt their plunder, had no other pfTect 
on the bucaoiers tiiaa to induce them to retreat quietly with 1500 slaves, 
as an indemnification for theremaming half of the expected ransom, and 
o pash deliberately through tha Spanish fleet, which, instead of inteiw 
capting, was itself happy to escape from such terrible assailants. 

r or a long series of years these depredations continued, Scarcely a 
town escaped, except such as were situated very far m the interior ; 
Ibrts and soldiers were of little nse on the coast, for the former were soon 
reduced, and the latter, whenever they attempted a fair contest in the 
fisl4, alwaya con«iiaied. Toward the daelina of thi8|icedat€ry warfare^ 
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Oramont embarlccd witli a considerable force for Otmpeachy, anf! landing 
without opposition, found 800 Spaniards drawn up to dispute the approach 
lo the town, who were attacked, beaten, and nursued into it, with the 
iotaden dose behind, till stopped by the citadel. Afaioat thia aU the 
cannon they could find was directed in vain. Fear, nowever, effected 
what force could not. The g imsan, dreading the Jiatne of the bucn- 
niers, evacuated the place during tiie night, ieaTinj^ only an Engiislmun 
in it, (a gunner,) who, with the apirit of « aoldier, diadaioed to deaert that 
which he had sworn to defend, and which, it appeared, was capable of 
biMiig obstinately dcfeiuleJ ; and go hin^hly did this principle of honour 
and courage operate upon the assaiianta, who were held together suU ly 
by the same feelin||a, that they received him with distinction, and reward- 
ed hioit not only with prataea and liberty, bat iikewiae with wealth. 

For two months the conquerors kept possession of the city, searching 
not only every nook and corner in it for plunder, but the country for thirty 
or foriv miles round, discovering^ what had been hidden m the earth or 
in llie woods, to the great loss uf the inhabitants, who vainly believed thoy 
had, bv thia means, aeewed part of their property. The pninder» as aeon 
as collected, was deposited on ship-board. The governor of the piOfiiice 
kept the field with nearly 1000 men, but dared not interrupt men who 
seemed as desperate, wi^erever booty was to be procured, an they were 
inaenaible to danger and regardlesa ol* death. His refusal to ransom the 
city eanaed ito immediate deatnietion by fire. The citadel, likewise, was 
levelled to the ground. A more extraordinary sacritice on the part of 
the freebooters was a bonfire made of logwood, valued at £1,000,000 
aterling, and forming part of the plunder, which, in celebrating the festival 
of 8t Iiouis, on the amu?efaery of the IVeneh king, whose enbieete they 
principally were, wma given to the flamea in the intoxieatton of folly imther 
than of loyalty. 

Tiie last memorable attenipt of the. bucaniers, on a large scale, in 
thia part of the world, tooki)lace m lt>^7, when ISOO men ^med a squa- 
dron of seven ships from Eoiope, in order to attaek the atr of Oaittm* 
gena. Their commander waa named Pointis, a man of littte bonoor or 

fcnerosity, but intent on aggrandizing himself. The enterprise was ar- 
uous ; the place the strongest in the new world ; the port diiricult of 
approach to enemies ; and, if not immediately reduced, the climate so bad 
that were the Speniirda even to do nothmff more than to eontiive delaya, 
it would soon deatroy the invaders. Inis, however, the latter knew. 
They therefore proceeded vigoronslv to work, seconded by th-^t zeal 
accustomed to contend with, and to conquer next to impossibilities ; of 

J runs they had no want, and their men were prodigal of their blood ; each 
on jdit as if his individual honour and inteteat were at stake, which, in- 
deed, formed the life of these associationa ; and their sood fortune, as 
usual, prevailing, the city yielded to their anna with a booty calcnlated 
at £1,750,00U. 

Of a great part of this they were deprived by the knavish rapacity of 
their eoaimanner. Exaaperated at his tricks, a party proceeded toward, 
his ship, determbed to inflict summary punishment on the offender, but 

recoUecting this could be of no immediate service, cried out, " Brethren, 
why should we pollute ourselves witii the blood of this knave 1 He is 
unworthy the indignation of honourable men ! Let him live to bedeapised 
and booted, rather than die lamented by any one who may hear of his 
fate, without knowing his crimes. Our share of the booty ia etiU at 
Caithagena, and there alone must we look for iL'* 

% 
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RetTirninrr to the city, which wa«^ rp'-*»ntcred without oppo"?nion, th« 
inhabitants were shut up in the churches till the sum of £220,000 should 
be paid, the amount of the sum of which they believed themselTei de- 
frauded. P o aa e sa e d of thia, they promiaed to retire without molestation to 
property or person ; without it they threatened the most frightful destruc* 
tion to both. Unable, or nnwillinrr, to satisfy men whose wants wf>reas 
boundless as their conduct was dana^ and unprincipled, the poor people 
knew not what to do. A tenenble pneat, at length, mpunied the pulpit, 
to aid, by the force of religioua eloquence, the exactions of Uiat rapacity 

which it was probably usrlrss to ref-iFC, arul impossililr; to prevent, and 
which, if ungratihed, would tertniimtn m more terrible and destructive 
consequences. This appeal not producing the sum expected, the city 
waa ordered to be plmwered. 8ated» at length, with noting and plun* 
der ; with money, merchandise, and moveables of all kinda, they quitted 
this unfortunate pirtce ; but soon afterward, fillinfr in with an Enrjli^^h 
and Dutcb squadron ihen in alliance with Spain, were attacke'.l and nearly 
destroyed, part being taken, part sunk, and part escaping to St. Domingo, 
a piece of doe retciSntiTe justice for their extortionate and illegal deeds, 
which had now become, on many occasions, quite piratical, and onaane* 
tioned by the practices of fair and honourable warfare. 

From this time bucaniering rapidly declined, the Tmjonty becoming 
settlers in the different West Indian islands, to winch they were induced 
by the European powers sending out ahips^of-war to dear those seas 
and establish perfect security in commerce, which had been, for a cen- 
tury, much interrupted, and, so far as rerrarded Spain, often, for years 
together, quite destroyed. Those who persisted in illegal practices 
were eteeuted as pirates ; while others, more diapoaed to acquire wealtli 
hy honest means, received encouragement from the local ^vemmentu 
in g;rrint"5 of land. Thf renewal of war with Spniii orrnsionallv drew 
forth sonr»e of the more turbulent spirits from tiieir peaceful occupations, 
but the greater portion had acquired settled habits ; and, in time, the 
name of bueanier, aa well as hia praeticea, became gradually obUtentcd 
among all but the Spaniards, by whom they wilt never be forgotten. 

It most also be admitterl, thnt tlir?;e advrntnrrr5= ac^ffl, in some mca- 
suri , from principle. Many consciciui ously detested the Spanish p«^ople 
on account of real or alleged cruelties toward the Indians. In plun- 
dering them, they beh'evea they were only despoiling robbera of that to 
which they had no legal claim ; and far from considering their acCiona 
as crimes, esteemed them not merely honourable but just. 

If the cruelties of Pizarro and Cortes have ever been avenged on 
their countrymen, it has, doubtlesj, been by the bucaniers. It is hke- 
wise true that thehr [uracticea foatered the nautical spirit of the age, and 
particularly of OUT own country, at a time when it was much wanted, 
and which has since beofi cultivated to such valour and renown. They 
encouraged the spirit of enterprise as well as of discovery ; they led 
the way to commerce ; they introduced wealth in shape of merchandize, 
aa well as in specie ; they made sailors *, they improved the conatruction 
and equipment of ships ; they fixed the attention of government on the 
best, and it may be said natural defences of Britam ; they brought men 
of rank, of fortune, and of talent to sea, who, but for the induccmenti 
held out bv the hope of participating in Spanish wealth, would probably 
hare left the naval profession to that humbler elaaa of aociety to whom 
it had been hitherto confined, who, had they even possessed the am- 
bition, could not have enjoyed the meana to raise it to that pitch of 
glory it has ever since retained. 
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Our oWitratians to the bucaniers are, therefore, not mron«Mf ruble. 
VVhile these are admitted, let us not forget to condemn ireebuotin^ 
practices, directed too often against every age and sex, agaititit the in 
nocent trader u well m guilty plunderer of the lodiuii, tgainet friends 
as well as foes. Their system was fitted only for a ruder age, and na- 
turally expired with the occasion. Ifc holds up to view moch for oor 
wonder, but nothing for imitation. 

To elucidate sUtt ftitber the foUowing " foyages round the world,*' 
it may not bo uninteresting to oar rsadsfs, more particularly the younger 
part, to LTivc some idea of the structure of the ^lobe, the formation of 
some of the southern islands, with such additional remarks on their 
language, government, and manners, as may render their btetorj and 
eomUtion perfeetljr intelligible. 

Various theories have been given to the world, by learned men, on Us 
probable origin nnJ stnirtnrf^. To detail these is not our intention. 
Tbo piibj^ct occupies many and large volumes, and is daily giving birth 
to many more. M. Cuvier, of the French National Institute, and Dr. 
Knight, of Belfast, in Ireland, have toij reeentlj made farther reseafch* 
ea on this intricate and uncertain aabjeet, but, peifaaps, without more 
general success than some of their predecessors. Public opinion i?, 
and has been for some years, divided between the systems of Dr. James 
Uutlon and Profeiisor Werner, the latter of which is likewise called the 
l^eptunian theory, and of these a ehort aceoant is neeesaarj. 

Dr. Hntton supposes that bj far tbe greater part of the bodies whkh 
compose our globe bear the marks of hp'wyrr composed of substances of 
much more ancient date, or in other words, that the present world is 
formed from the wrecks of ^ former. For the remains are so generally 
spread in nature, that no doubt the strata, which constitnto the pre- 
ssnt continents, are meioly new combinations of oihsr strata infinitely 
older. 

The present rocks having all existed in the form of loose materials at 
the bottom of the tea, must have been consolidated and converted into 
stone by the operation of some very powerful and general agent This 
agent he considers to be subterranean fire. The pressure of the super- 
incumbent .ocean y>re vented the heat, however intense, from volafilizmg 
those substances, which, under the lighter pressure of our atmosphere, 
it would have consumed. The same presrare, by keeping these sub- 
stances united, which on the surface of the earth are easny separated, 
would prob tbly occasion fosion, which in our hottest lomacea produce 
only calcination. 

Another circumstance is, that the straiified rocks, instead of being 
horisontal, or nearly so, as they were no doubt originally, are now of all 
degrees of elevation even to the perpendicular, and those which were 
once at the bottom of the sea, are now raised many thousand feet above 
its surface. From this, as well as from the inflections, breakings, and 
aeparatioiMs of the various strata, it is deduced, that they wore raised by 
some great expansive power acting under them. This must be the vol* 
cano, or earthquake, but in a more violent d/^greo than we brave wit- 
nessed those phenomena. The very great disturbanco of the strata 
cannot be traced to any other cause. 

A fourth consideration is, the great breaches among rocks, which, 
contrary to other divisions of nature, are filled op by materials quite 
different from those that surround them. These are what are called the 
veins. They include not only metallic substances, but wliinsrone, y»or- 
pbyry, and granito. These are of posterior formalioi >o the s*»ata 
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wliich they intersect, and bear marks of the violence with which they 
have come into their place. The materials of all these veins have been 
melted by subterraneous heat, and while in a state of fusion) injected 
■mongr the fissures and emvitief of rocks already fonned, bal moved 
from their original place. 

All mineral bodies, it is likewise Trmarkod by Dr. Hutton, arc, with- 
out exception, gomg fast to decay when exposed to the atmosphere. 
That from the mountain to the sea-shore, from the softest clay to the 
hardest quartt, are oiMlergoinff a separation of their parts, and earned 
down by riven and depositions from the atmosphere, 10 be agun de- 
posited in the sea. Ttius far thn O'ltlinn of Hutton. 

Werner's geognosv. as he terms it, allows that a very r^Mornl tlirorY 
of the exterior crust oi the ^iuhe may be loruied, but that m dithcult or 
impraeticable to gain any definite knowledge of the interior. It is 
eertain, that some portion of it has been in a fluid state, from its being 
now in a spheroidal form. The crystalline figure of rrrj^nitr nnd other 
rocky sub-slances, const itutinc^ the base of that part of llie earth which 
we know, are sufiicient prooi^ ihat they have been in a state of minute 
dissolntion. The stratified appearanee of the majority of monntatns and 
Tocks, evineea they are accumulations of precipitates or sediments de* 
posited one over another. The numerous remains of marine animals 
found imbedded in many rocks, and of which some species still exist in 
our seas, render it highly probable, that this solution was aqueous ; that, 
in fact, a vast ocean once covered the globe to a considerable height. 
The inference is, that the exterior part of the globe has been entirely 
dissolved by the waters which surrounded it, and from this solution 
certain chemical precipitations took place, which have formed the crusts 
we now see. 

This view is supported bj a variety of arguments and proofs drawn 

from the congeries of strata, each composed of a certain set of minerals, 
nearly the same in all parts of the world. These congerie*? Werner 
calls formations, divided into six classes, four of which aie universal 
ever the globe, and two partial, disUngoished by appropriate names. 
Thrs theory, the latest, most celebrated, and, on the whole, the clearest^ 
is prol);iMy the most consonant to truth. 

Atioiher subject always interesting to the navigator, is the flux and the 
reflux of the sea, and the cause of these phenomena. The theory of 
Inner attraction, adopted by Newton, was mentioned by Plotarch, and 
was taught through the middle and daik a^s ; bat aa attraction, or a 
body Bctin.fx where it is not, is an absurdity m tnrm?, wo shall introdiice 
OUT reail- rs U) [lie more rational theory of Sir Richard Phillips, which 
proves that ttic tides are mere oscillations of ocean, and that these 
oscillations are caused by the motions of the earth and moon, and are 
necessary consequences of mutual action and reaction, without any le- 
gerdemain powers like that of attraction, Tcpulaion. or gravitation 

The tides, says Sir Richard PhilHps,* are simple and palpable phe« 
Domena of motion. They are caused by the disturbance of the centre 
of the earth*s motion ; and this disturbance is rendered apparent fay 
the waters of the sea, because fluids, as fluids, can move from place to 
place, so as to restore any disturbed equilibrium. The solid parts of *;he 
earth may have a tendency to move, but the moving power, in this case, 
is great enough only to move the fioids ; and when the equilibrium is 
twtoied by these, the force created fay the distnrbaacd ceasee to aet.

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If the eurth tamed on a inathon»Ucai centre, (or axis,} and no cause 
ever disturbed the forces acting on each aide of that centre, (or axis,} 
there would be do tides, or flux and reflux of the waters. 

But if the forces which revoWe the earth were to act unequally on its 
sides, so as to have a tendency to vary the centre, then the waters, hy 
their mobility, would restore the equilibrium as the disturbance took 
place, so that the diatoxbanc« woiiUI be ■imidtaiiMiielj corrected, bat 
the means of correction woold, bj the motioiis of the waien, prodoco 
what are called tides. 

If the earth were a smooth sphere, equally covcrpd with water, 
equable and uniform motions would cause no tides But if the earth 
were not a tme homogeneotia qihero, or had piojecLing parte on one 
aide, or were denser on one side than on the other, then, te the momenta 
of the two fides, produced by a common force, must necessarily be 
equal, the side least dense, or. having least maitcr, would perform a 
larger circuit than the other ; or, in ouer words, the centre of gyration 
and the mathematieal oaatve would not be tho aime, and uon the 
moTeabU fluids, becanee moveable and leaat deaie, woold mih to w> 
store the equilibrium. 

If, mstead of a projecting side, we were to suppose a small globe to 
be annexed or joined to the earth, both revolving together on u common 
centre, or centre of their quantity of matter, than ihe centre of gyration 
woold be considerably elevated toward that side, aqd the watera, in 
resppctinfT that centre, would he impelled toward the annexed globe. 

Supjjtose, farther, that tlie annexed globe were separated from the 
other, dxid earned to a di&Lance, their masses stiii revolving about a com- 
mon centre acting and reacting through a fixed or |{aseoga lever, it ia 
evident that the former eflfect would not bo diminiahedi and that tha 

waters, in beino^ able, by their mobility, to respect tiiat Centre Of mOtiiPli» 
would be impelled toward tho suparaLed globe * 

Such are the circumstances of tho earth and moon. They move round 
a common eentio oc fokrom in the medinm of space^ the anna or dia- 
tancea of the gaseona lever being in the inverse duplicate ratio of their 
distances and of their quantities of matter; and the mundane fluids, as 
fluids, in respecting the centre of motion, rise toward the centre of mo- 
tion, or toward the fulcrum of their mutual revolution, which is always 
necessarily in the right line joining the contrea of the earUi and moon. 

But while this joint revolution of the earth and moon is performed 
round the fulcrum of the gaieooa lever of apace, the earth ia turning on 

* The reader who is accustomed to eonsider apace as a vacuum, because 
with his eye he does not see anything in space ; or he who has adopted the 
notion of a vacuum, because any matter in space might interfere with the 
neeeaaaiy perpetuity^Af Newtoini whimsical^rojectile foroe, may ask what 

connects the bodies \vi\en thus separated ? To this it may be replied, tliat 
the gaseous mcdmm \^'bich fills space la as [terfect a lever as a rod of iron or 
platma, though it propagates force to any point by a law «ta generis^ or difib- 
sively as the reciprocal square of the distances ; and is more sensible and 
perfect than a fixed lever, in the exaet proportion of its rarity — that is, the 
more rare the more sensible, and liio more capable of propagating motion 
and Ibrae from one part of apace to another. All the bodies in the universe 
are thns neeessarily connected, and the connexion is formed by the gaseooa 
medium hiling space, whicl> diffuses or divei^es all foroes and motiona in* 
versely as the squares of the distances, and directly as the quantities of mat* 
ter moviriu' wiili equal velocity. Soli^l levers propagate force in ri|^ linct 
by piopulsion, and fluid and gaseous ones in spheres by diffuaion. 
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its vm by a separate motion ; and as all parts of its surface are succes- 
wfeif prssentea to the moon, or to the eoamioii fileram, so the snceessivo 
portions of water sre elevated toward the nuxm or falcmm ; and heneo 

the phenomrna arise which we call tides governed nf?cpssari!v in suc- 
cessive rotations by the times which the moon, or the common fulcrum, 
paasea the meridian of any places. 

The foleram of the earth and moon la the point about which both re* 
Tolve, and is the centre of their reciprocal momenta. Itneeesssrily lies 
in thr linn which joins the centres of the earth and moon ; and, being 
the centre of their joint momenta, is the point acted upon by the sun's 
impulses on the medium of space, in producing the orbicular motion ; 
and isy therefore, constantly in the earth's orbit ; while the centres of 
the earth and moon constantly revolve around it, by their mntaal action 
and reaction on each other through the medium of space. 

The moveable tiuids always accommodate themselves to the centre of 
gyration, which becomes their centre, without regard to the disposition 
of the fixed concrete masse^ which they keep in mondsne eqnilibriom : 
hence it is, that if a mountain on one side of a globe occasions the cen- 
tre of gv ration to approach that mountain, the waters, in accommodating 
themselves to that centre, will accumulate about the mountain : hence, 
if another globe be annexed in contact, (suppose the moon in contact with 
the earth,) and the centre of gyration were then raised considerably 
toward that annexed globe, the waters, in respecting the circle of gyra- 
tion performed by both globes, would fill up the chasms between the 
curved surfaces of the two globes : and hence also, if the two globes, 
being sejSarated and connected In motion only by a gaseous lever, (like 
the earth and moon in a medium of space,) still the centre or (ulcmm 
of motion would, as a centre of gyration, trovorn the moving waters, and 
they woold flcv, or endeavour to flow, toward that fulcrum, and would 
even flow around it, if they were not restrained by a local rotatory force 
Uke that of the earth, and by a density of the finid, sufficient to counter- 
act the tendency to ascend to the common centre of motion. 

Suppose the carili to he tnrnin? on its axis, with the fulcrum vertical 
over tlic meridian of central Africa, where, as there is no sea, there will 
be no apparent tide — though the seas of the Antarctic Ocean would be 
slightly affected. In an hour the rotation carries the shores of the At- 
lantic opposite the moon or fulcrum, and the waters being capable of 
rushing to restore the equilibrium, in conscqnence of tho drstnrbnnce 
already explained, they rise toward the fnlcruia or cfMitrc of lur;ar and 
mundane gyration, and the elevation continues as the Atlantic passes 
under the moon or fuIcranL 

Bnt when the Atlantic shores of America arrive opposite the moon or 
fulcnnn, the waters rise on the coast, and fill the ei^ances of the riveiSt 
when the continent is presented to the moon or micrum, and then no 
tide is raised. Nevertheless, the waters were brought to the shores and 
left tiiere — what then becomes of themi The caase which produced 
their elevation has departed to another meridian. Is it not astonishing 
that no one ever asked, or ever answered, this qaestion ? Must they 
not swing back, and is not this the second tide 1 Is not this a necessary 
cause of the second tide on the African and European shores ; and is not 
such second tide a necessary consequence of the waters beui^ so aeeu* 
mulated 1 Would not the constant succession of this sufficient causa 
produce the same equable effect in the secondary as in the primary tide? 
Would not such constant succession produce a sj^ecies of QscUlatioa 
such as exists in the tides of the ocean ^ 
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We need not accompany the phenomena to die shores of the Pacific, 
wTiere the oscillations are less, because the liquid pendulum is larger and 
heavier — but where exactly the same causes produce a primary and 
•econdary tide. 

In a word, the second tide arises from the reactions of the first tide 
against the visible continents and invisible rocks which bound and fill the 
ocean ; and which reactions concur with the departure of the force over 
land 10 other meridians, so ihat a returning tide is a necessary conse* 
qoenee of • primary one. And in confiniuUioii of this tbeoiy of iSm 
secondary tide, is it not notorione, tbat in certain parts of the Sooth 
Pacific, where few or no disturbances arc created by reflectionf of landi 
there is but one tide in twenty-four hours 1 . 

The other peculiarity of the tides — their neap and spring, depending 
on the relative positione of the etin» moon, and earth, are •oaceptible m 
explanation etjaally clear and simple. In the quarters, the line joining 

the centre? of the cnrth and moon, coincides with liie line of the p;irth*s 
orbit, or vJilh the direction of the e3riirs orbicular force ; and the iu]e 
IS then produced solely by ihe revolution of the earth round the fulcrum 
of the earth and moon. Bnt as aoon ae the moon departs in ite orbit, 
toward the solar coninnction or opposition, from the line of the earth's 
orbit, the centre of tnp eArth is also carried on the opposite side out of 
the line of its orbit, and the line of the rotatory and orbicular motions 
DO longer coincide. This disturbance the waters are able to restore ; and 
herein ie a new cause of tide, vdiich, at the opposition and conjonctione, 
not only coincides with the direction of the lunar fulcrum, but becomea 
itself a maximum, because the earth's centre is then removed the farthest 
from the line of the orbicular force. Uence the sprmg- tides at the new 
and full moon ; and hence all the degrees of tide, as the centre of the 
earth and the line of the fulcrum approach the direction of the orbit. 

In fine, says this writer, I ascribe (1) the tides of the reroluton of the 
earth round the fulcrum, or centre of the momentum, of the earth and 
moon, which fulcrum is always in the line which joins the centres of the 
earth and moon ; and as the moveable waters accumulate oppoeite that 
fulcmnit eo they have the appearance of being attracted^ aa it ia called, 
hy the moon. 

I ascribe (2) the double tide in every twenty-four hours to the depar- 
ture of the force from the sea over the land, owing to the interrention ot 
the great continents which separate the two great oceans from each other. 

And, I ascribe (8) the variable heights of the tides, as apparently con- 
nected with the age of the moon, to the variable distance of the body of 
the earth from the line of its orbicular force, during its revolution round 
the lunar and mundane centre of motion. 

When the land, by whatever ineaaei emerged ttom the maaa of waters, 
laige portions of the latter were still left in particular concavities by the 
order of Providence, for the wisest pnrposcs ; for it is qnite clear that 
were it not for this arranfrement, there would be little or no communica- 
Uou between the more distant parts of the world. No commerce could 
poaaiblj eiiat; the ezpensee of conveyance, added to obstnictiona of a 
thousand kmds, would be altogether insurmountable. Rtven^ forests, 
deserts, mountains, and innumerable hostile nations, must necessarily in 
tervene, as we see every day on our continents, to interrupt the inter- 
course of distant portions of the globe, were even the fatigues, trouble, 
and expenses of a land-journey capable of being generally eoeonntered* 

The greatest of these convenient media of communication is, as has 
been alnady alluded lo^ the great South Sea gr Pacific OmiOi estendiqg 
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fhim Uw •uim iboraof New H(4ltiid lo tliewMlm 

and from Cape Horn to Kamtachatka, a apace of about 140 degreea d 

longitude by 120 of latitude ! This vast body of water hnd other claims 
to consideration besiJ^os its extent It was long the object of cntrr^irwe 
and adfenture in the pursuiis ui lame aud wealth ; of inquiry iur ita 
auppoaed eeatlieni eontiiient ; of enrioaiiy Am meant of encnmiav^ 
gating cbe globe. It wa« ttie lait greet oceen which tfio ekill of Euro- 
peans traversed, and of conrse possesses even to this monxent much of 
the gloss of novrlty. But it was more jjartiCLihtrly reiiiiirkahle for the 
iecredihle number of islands scattered over its enormous surfiice, not 
•iogly, or here end there, hot m greet mod variAl cloeteie. Menj of 
thMO heve been esiunined ; many hoodredeof othefB ere douhlleee etill 
unknown ; for every ship that takee-o nowiooto, or lomaine any tiine 

here, adds daily to our knowletige. 

■ So extensive and oopulous have been these additions to geographical 
eeieneop that aome aulnil men propoae two new diviaiona of the globe to 
the old number of -fbnr: New Houand, Now Gtainee, and some oibeieui 
tiieir vicinity to be named Australasia ; and all the rest Polynesia. 

The origin of many of these islands dilfers materially from those of 
Europe and from each other. While several are as ancient as creation, 
othera are only lecently elevated aboTO the water. MHitte the eofipoft* 
era of the two great ^eoriea each assign the operation of their lavcHiiite 
cause, a third, totally indcjiendent of eithor, must be added to accminl 
for many of the new formiiuons. This is the aciioa of certain small ma- 
rine animala, named Zoophites, iriiidi may he couadered the ante of the 
ocean. Their uidoatry, m feet, etoeeda anything that can he eonoeiYod. 
The FubstancP which they produce, or construct, is called madrepore, 
or bastard coral, sometimes in larger or smaller masses, or shapod like 
the branchea of trees, and growing hke them from stems. JXothing can 
he more heantifuUy arrang^. Were the ocean for a moment to recede 
from ita bed, thia madrepore wonld be aeon like an unmense shrobbeiy, 
except that it is mom regular on its summit, no part being higher than 
another. Where the tides operate such as on the shores of some of the 
islands, or between the smaller ones where the depth of water is not 
great, this aingnlar apectaele ia frequently seen. Laying dieir fiMmdation 
at the bottom of the ocean, theae animals continue working without in^ 
termission, probably for many goneiationa» before their fobric cornea near 
the surface of the sea. 

Banks of coral are found at ail depths and at all distances from the 
ahore. Known atftnt aezealB and ahoals, they aeon become talanda. 
They are frequently observed in all stages, some only beginning, others 
only half constnictrj, others an;airi finished, or at lr!ast brought to tho 
surtacc of the w;iifr ; several witiiont, vprrptation liavm^ vpt hcfT\in ; and 
many wiiere sod has accumulated and this process is observed in its infancy. 

It ia more diflkolt to conceive, however, how thia madrepore, which 
ia in itadf brittle and branching, becomes converted into aoUd rock, but 
the solution ia easy. As the fabric ascends, the interstices of this net- 
work — for such it appears — are filled up by sands from the continual 
washing of the aea. From the tame cause, vast quantitiea of the coral 
itself are broken off from the outer parts of the bank, and the looee |iiecea» 
added to sea-weed, and the variety of extraneous substancea alwaya 
driven about bv the sea, comes in aid of the sand, and in time fill up every 
cavity, rendering the whole that compact, solid mass required for the 
foundation of an island. The aand being most easily raised by the flux 
of the wavesy tieeomeo lodged at tofi. jBote^ when once above the roach 
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of the ^Tater, it soon forms a resting-place for birJs. Their dung, featherty 
and other raatlcrs, carried thither by accident, augmeiit and rnrich the 
•oil) preparing it for the reception of roots, seeds, and branches thrown 
ip by too tea, or brought tfannor hf birdo. Th* doeompoiition of Uiom 
sobolaDeoo again tond to form a mould mwhieh Tegetation tlirifoo. And 
thnt ^ent trrasnrc of the tropics, the cocoa-nnt, which can remain long 
in the water without losing lus veactative power, havmo; at length been 
thrown on such itdaods, gires birth to the tree which tiourisbes best in a 
aandy soil, and Umo tibo nM coni^bonk in timo boeonoo tb« Mtlbl 
island, and the habitaCion of man. That such is the usual pioeOM on> 
ployed by nature, we have mnny proofs. One is, thnt the cocoa-nnt tr^e 
is often found on such islands in a ^uxiahiag condition, when there ia 
scarcely anyother ahrub to be seen* 

Captain Flmdera, in Ua yoyage to Ten* Anatnlia, Ofoaas inlaraatinf 
aeeoant of a coral reef on the southoni ooast of New South Wales. 
Landin;^ on it, and the water being clear ronnd tho margin, he distinctly 
perceived the various firrures of wlieat sheaves, mualirootns, stairg' horns, 
cabbage leaves, and numberless others, tmged with a variety ot colours, 
all eieoodingly beantifnL The general hoe, bowofOTt ii a dirtf wbHo. 
Several projectins masses, called negro heads, wara lonipa disjointed and 
ftandinp^ higher wan othert, but blackened bv exposure to weather ; in 
these the forms of coral, with the admixture of shells, were clearly dis- 
tinguishable. The whole maywell bear the name of stone-fungus. 

jbnfof thoie Idanda fiae 900 or 800 lalhoa% or probably more, naa^ 
If perpendicularly from the bottom of the ocean, the Zoophites having 
an instinct to work directly upwanl. Yet it is remarkable, that when 
the surface of the water is attained, they can work, no longer, or at least, 
li not partially covered by that element ; for out of it they soon die. 
Pnmdoneo tboa» aa with ovarythii^ elae, poinia oat tho purposea of tbair 
existence ; they have certain duties to perform, and those once finished, 
they cease to have beinff. Where these islands are more shelving, it 
arises from the outer ana upper, and of course newer, portions of coral 
being broken off by the action of storms from the outer edge, and wash- 
ed toward the centre of the structure. 

The islands of the Pacific, in addition to their formation and numbers, 
offer much for curiosity and remark in their population. This is pretty 
extensive, amounting in the whole, according to the best authorities, to 
800,000 persons, llie principsl groups in which thar osiat, are the Folow 
islands, the Lsdrones, the Carolines, the Sandwidt law n da, Uie Marquesas, 
the Society islands, the Friendly islands, besides some hundreds of others 
conaiderably smaller m extonl, or detached. Whence they had their ori- 
gin, is a fruitful source of contest and conjecture among the learned, and 
n likely to continue ao. The moot pfobablfi aopposilion ia from the con- 
tinent of America, in boats driven to laa bj stress of weather, unable 
from ^vant of nautical knowledge to recfain that land of which they had 
lost sight, and thus exposed to the nicrcy of the wide ocean, drifting 
they knew not whither ; if fortunate enough to reach an laland, there of 
course they wodd reniaiB, and in time their posterity booomo a natkm. 

That such loally was the origin of these people is midoilbted. Soma 
of the bucaniers found boats thus bewildered off the coaat of Peru. 
Le Maire, in 1 6 1 G , met with a very capacious and sea-worthy double canoe, 
containing sixteen men and eight or nine women, who did not seem to 
know where tfae^r weio^ or whither thcj worn going. If oalj one island 
was th»s peopfcad, tbqr would soon apraad ow the otlwit in this ocean 
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by the stme means. An instance of the fact occnnred in Captain Coo1i*t 
third voyage, and is related at length in oA 271st page. Besides, it is 
well known to all acquainted with these islands, on what slight occasions 
they commit themselves to the mercy of the winds and waves ; if a weaker 
island be invaded b^ a strong^er ; if two kings or chiefs quarrel so as to 
proceed to extremities ; or if the life of an individual be sought by a 
powerful enemy, it is common to resort to this desperate alternative for 
preserving it. Numbers of these certainly perish ; but others have been 
more fortunate in reaching spots where their progeny have multiplied. 

The best informed navigators agree in giving them a common origin. 
Differences in features, manners, customs, and language are no doubt 
frequently observed, but the general resemblance is sufficiently obvious ; 
and, after all, the variations are by no means so great as we met with 
among the various nations of the continent of Europe. 

Few traces remain of their American origin in point of language. 
Resemblances, however, have been traced hf ^bligent inquirers, but even 
this forms a very trifling objection. Nothing, iCBppears from experience, 
is more liable to change than language, not merely in barbarous and un- 
settled, but in polished tongues, as we know from the transformations 
experienced throughout those of Europe. The Latin, for instance, has 
given birth to the Italian, French, Spanish, and Portuguese, and some 
part of our own, all differing in every ]X)int from their source, yet the 
origin is undoubted. A considerable mixture of the Malay tongue is 
likewise said to prevail in most of the Polynesia^ islands. Their speech 
is in general soft, well modulated, of tolerable compass, abounding in 
vowels, and judging from the facility with which it has been caught by 
our seamen, not difficult of being acquired. The pronunciation, however, 
often differs both in the names of things and places ; and, to obviate this 
defect, the missionaries, who have had the best means of becoming familiar 
with the subject, give the following rules : 

1st. When a tingle vowel forms or closes a sylable, 

a is sounded as in father ; 
e as in equal ; 

• as in open ; 

« as in duty. 

« 3dly. When two vowels come together, 

ae has the same sound as the adverb ay ; 
ai is sounded as in fail ; 
au as in autumn ; 

ei has the sound of i long ; for which this improper dipthong 
has, from the first, been substituted in names that are now become 
too familiar to be altered, as in Otaheite, Eimeo, Huaheine, &c. 

00 is sounded as in the adverb too, for a similar reason ; 

ou as in our ; and 

oe has the same sound with oy in English words, as in joy, 6cc. 

All other combinations of vowels are to be pronounced, according to 
the preceding rules, in distinct syllables. 

3dly. When any single vowel is followed, in the same syllable, by a 
consonant, it has its shortest sound, as in matter, gift^ otter, upward. 

4thly. Every consonant, single vowel, or dipthong, uniformly retains a 
distinct and appropriate sound, subject to the preceding rules. The letters 
ID and y are, therefore, used only as consonants ; g is always hard ; and 
th is always sounded as in think. The e is never mute. Thns Otaheite 
is to be pronounced so as to rhyme with the adjective mighty. 

5thly. That syllable on which the strongest emphasis is to be placed 



18 marked aa a longr gyllable,(80 Tonfrataboo, OhTttr\!ioo,) when the wor^ft 
first occur; but this distinction, agreeably to rule 4lh, indicates ao other 
change in tho sound of the vowels over which it is placed. 

Am the point of language ia one of MMntial uuiofttiioe to tboao wlio 
may viait the South Seas, or to those who read for information, it maj 
be necessary to state that their alphabet consist of only seventrf n Iptters. 
With these, however, they express themselves with precision and f&cihty. 
Their pronouna are remarkable, diifering according to the nomber of 
paiaoBa apakaB of ; w$ signifying two on^ ; we two oift jof three in com- 
panv ; we an indefinite ntmiber— have each a distinct pronoun, specificaDy 
marking the person A com|>aH$on of structure being, however, both more 
explanatory and useful, the loilowiug is added lor general information :

The government of most of the South Sea ieiands is an hereditary 
raonarcl^, undat xihom are many inferior diieie, mdmodeot, or near^ 

king. BebeUtons, hmnwmt are frequent agnnl Ut pCHMr, arising either 

from his oppreasioilf or the ambition and power of some of the chiefs. 
The royal person is comotonly heid sacred in ordinary timet^. He has 
hie pecuUai etteoiants, his houses, his iandsp bis rereaoee, besides taking 
htm edMtawhaii tte^may think proper, fnr kw iaMmdy puide fSt 
the MMMOit of these forced Mateibatioos. In a period of war the ehi^ 
are obliged to attend the kin^ with all the fighting men of their districts ; 
with eanoes, if there be any ej^pediiion to another island on foot ; and 
with aaj^lies of aims and provisions. Sometimes refractory chiefs refuse 
tojrttM Aff kind's •BSMBons, iaatsnott ttf wtmk mMbbm^mw ai all 
fkaialttils; tal it is only Y«ry ptmmM tliik Im d» iStm^ Ttm 

Weaker are punished for their remissness. 

IS'ext 111 rank to the chiefs are their younger brothcra, tayos, or friends. 
These have tiie caie of the more scattered possessions of their superiors, 
ncfiva ani anka naa «f the prodoala^. m mmh m ^ anaondlte af oa* 
caaiaudlf Mtertainiag the principal aUaf on his ezaaninaa, «r when 
•carcity prevails at his usual residonce. Added to these are others etiH 
lower in the scale of rank, down to the toutous, or servants, each of whom 
has some inti&rest in the produce of the ground. The power of tho

particular occasions. The lowest class perform all the kl>ours reqnirett 
by the chief with seeming willingness, but tbeir services are hy no means 
constant. They are genoraUy well treated; and if they plea«e, may 
changa aUaft and #rt3ata ai any time. Onrtpai, ma fear, ie the raasoii 
•f their xeepect and attachment They aie at all times admitted as eooi» 
p'anions raUier than inferiors. A atranger can discover little external 
di^erence between them. The king is in eonstanl connannion with the 
lowest of bis ■objacls, and never treats them with the Itask distance or 
iMQ^taiaaa af aMsoar. it it iaMliab)a» homwni^ thai wHii all tMa 
aitpwant Mpia%» tha dilSvence of tanks is so subalafltfal, that a low maft 
can nerer, by any exercise of talents or bravery* become a principal chief ; 
while the latteCi for the same reason, thoogh de^Klilcd of hi^ district and 
command, can never sink, in rank, or respect, to an inferior conditdon. Any

think proper, all they leeeive in return^ kaiwg» indeed, the only wants 
kr^ovvn in such a life, are food and a ololh.twtniMniayddla i thaatjaMAia 
requiring no other clothing. 
Xuditioa and some few land-marks form the only dependence of landed 
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property, but these are quite sufficient for tho purpose. Ko attempt is 
made to iofriitg* on the rights of another, as this would bo consideiM the 
height of baseness and injustice. Bequests on a dealh*bed are good t and 

when there are witnesses, v/hich is almost p.I\v.h\ s tho case, never disputed. 
Hospitality is their great virtue. Poverty is not contemptible ; but cove- 
tousueis 18 coniinouly a great reproach, so that the^ who are guilty of it 
are attacked by the whole neighbourhoodt and their property destroyed. 
An Otaheitin, particularly, will giro OTerythiaghe has m the world, sooner 
thanbr c:i!' d { rc pecre, or stingy ; at least tliis was their characteristic, 
hut as J ilt y l upiove in civilization, property is less readily parted with. 

Their roii^ioa u like that of nearly all people ignorant of the blessings 
of Christismty, a system of polytheism. Each mmily hasita aoardtan 
spirit, a figure cut in wood, and set up to be wonhipped at the ouryin^' 
y3lace Aliove these arc ar-otlifr kind, and superior to a'!, the Great Spirit, 
liort: III lii^Mt, whose favour is courted only on extraordinary occasions, 
cuuimuii uifairs being considered beneath his notice. And it not a 
little remarkable that in Otaheite there are Tftne, to Medooa, the father ; 
Oromattow, toca tee to Myde» Ooi in toni Taroa» MSnnoo te Hooa, 
the bird, the spirit. 

They firmly believo in a future state, saying that no one perishes or 
becomes extinct. P^inishments after death are not credited ; but degrees 
of eminence admitled aceording as persons ha^e acted correctly in tho 
sight of the deity. Etsij sicknoes or serious accident is considevsd a 
judn^ment of Providence ; zr\ olfering is, therefore, made to avert the evils 
attendant on the supposed transi:re?sinn. Tr-o priest«, tlwif^h roinierous, 
have abundance of employment in birthb, deaths, siciuieaii, and feasts, 
being physicians in addition to tlioif clorienl fnnctioiis. They possess 
great |M>lrer, and are much dreaded, aa being thought capable of inflicting 
or removing diseases, and even, on some occasions, producing death itself. 
The most horrible rite is that of hum a sacrifices. The victims are of 
the lowest class of the people, and always slain treacherously. When 
dead, the body is canied to the mora! or burying-ground, where the d^ee 
are scooped ont and oSSated to the king, who anrays attends on such an 
occa'^ion, and is supposed to derive pecnliar virtno from &is horrible 
Uon itioM of the principal organ of the deceased. 

1 he colour of the islanders is naturally an olive, but the sun and use 
of oil render the majority something darker. The women, taking more 
care of themselves, display their proper hue, and are generally distin- 
guished for many feminine characteristics as well as novv ai t! then for 
beauty. The men are, in general, larger than Europeans ; and both sexes 
live to an old age, if. not given to debauchery. The dress of both is two 
or three pieces of cloth, thrown over or wound round the body, but 
frequently a single rag round the middle forme the only covering. The 
women unrovf-r their shouldn - j breasts in i rrsencc of a chief, or in 
jm^^iiig the morai. Neither are they often permitted to eat with the men. 
Tattoomg is general. The operation is painful, but so great is the orna- 
ment in 3mr eyes, that the girls, though struggling and screeehfaag under 
it, persist in being thus adorned. Garlands of flowers are common to 
lioth men ari*! women. Child rm are seldom chidden and never beaten ; 
their passions arc, tfKrrfore, never attempted to be controlled, and this is, 
probably, one reason why savages in general give way to them so readily. 
Theur ingenuity in constmctinnf their inqtlemente, canoes, ornaments, and 
other wants, is very great. All are good judges of the weather. When 
out of bight of land they steer by sun, moon, or stars, hut ihoir voyages 
are necessarily very shorts or these gu^es would be of Utile use.

ROUND THE WOULD. 

ITERDINAND MAC.LIANES, OR MAGELLAN, 

TUS FiBST CIRCUM .NAVIGATOR, 1519-22. 

Columbus appears to have hp.cn the fust who :rmi,n'McJ ihc practicability 
of sailinr; round the world, and he Iclt Sp tui iv>r ti ;U purjKisc ; hut the 
interveniiou of the western continent stopped his progress, and the 
hoDOttr of completing his design was «bUmed by Ferdinand MagellaOt 
' commander in an expedition fitted out by the Spanish government. 

Magellan was by biith a Portiifjuf so, descemlcJ from a pood family, 
and born toward the end of the hftoonih century. His youih v.;':5 oc- 
cupied in maritime a0airs, and we tind him in early life serving up- 
ward of five years in the Indian Seas; as an officer in the aquadror. 
commanded by the Portnguese admiral, Albuquerque. 

For his services on those seas, Magellan applied to the government 
for some rrcompense ; but this being^ treated with neglect, he left hia 
own country to seek, employment in a foreign land. In company with 
Ruy Falero, an eminent astronomer, and one of his associates, be tra- 
veUed into Spain, and explained to Charles V.^ the reigning monarch, 
fats project of making discoveries in distant seas. The Portuguese am- 
bn?'^'! ior dpTioanced Magellan and his companion as deserters, and vilely 
depreciated their courage and capacity, at the same time privately oiler- 
ing them pardon and rewards, if they would return and serve their 
native prince. 

Cardinal Ximenes was then at the head of the Spanish ministry ; 
Hnd the court, now tolerable judges of n:\val affairs, listened to the ad- 
venturers, creating them knight of the order of St. Jaiucs, and adjusting 
terms to their advantage and satisfaction. 

MageUan's idea was, that a passage mighl be found to the South Sea 
by some strait or opening on the American coatt-^that what Coiambus 
hsd '•^•'f rh'd of the possibility of discovcriii«r a passage to the East 
IjiUies by the west, would be found true in point, of fact. If this were 
accomplished, the profits of both Indies would rtvcn lo Spain, as the 
pope's grant conceded to Spain all countries west of the Atlantic, and 
any discovery made from the we^ would fall within the terms uf it. Ic 
was stipulated that the undertakers should have a twentieth part of the 
profits with the govcrnrncnt, to them nnd their heirs, of the places to bo 
discovered, and the title of Kiug's lieutenant. 

Magellans little squadron consisted of five ships — the Trinidad, 
liaving on board Gomez;, an experienced Portuguese pilot ; the Santa 
Vr'oria, under I<orenzo Mendo.'.a ; the St. Antonio, cotiunaiidt d by Ju^ 
de CurtUogcua ; the St. Jago^ of which Ju«a Hw^ao was capUin ; aiy

the Conception, under Gasptr da Quixida. These ships were manned 

with two hundred and thirly-spven men, and amonj^ them were thirty 
Pofiogueac, on whose ju.itureJ bkili the admirai placed hia chief depen- 
dence. Their supply of provisions, axnmunitton, and stores, was on aa 
•stimate of two years. 

From the first, great hopes vere entertained of this Toyage, and the 
men in fTfnf»r^l ernhaikcd with singular alacrity, I'lito with t!;e pro<pect 
of ioaduig iheinstilvcs with gold, 'i hetr ultimate dtaliuation was a secret ; 
the admiral had only si^niiied to his people, in general terms, that he was 
going in search of ondiscovered countries. 

On the 1st of August, 1519, tiMy left Seville, and on the 27th of Scp- 
temHcr sailed from Sanlurar, stct^ring for the Canaries. Thrv refreshed 
at '1 enerilFe, and cnrly in October passed the Cape de Verd i&Uiids. 
They were long in sight of the coast of Guinea and Sierra Leone, detained 
by tedious calms, and here they saw a number of birds and fishes with 
which they were totally tuiacquainted. They held on their course, bear- 
ing along the coast of Africa, tiU they crossed the line, seveitty days after 
tht'ir departure. 

In the beginning of December the admiral came to that part of Brazil 
which now is called the Bay of St. Lucia. Here they landed on plain, 
low lands, and rem tined in the bay till December 37th, having had fre- ' 
quent iiitrrcourse with the natives. Some days suhj^oq iPiitly to this, the 
a4tniral anchored his squadron at the mouth of a large nver, supposed to 
be the Ilio Janeiro. The inhabitants were olive-coloured, and fiockcd 
to the beach in great numbers, beholding, as they imagined, fire sea mon- 
sters approaching the shore. When the boats put out from the ships, the 
natives set up n ^reat shout, eoQceiviog thcm to be youDg sea monsters, 
the oifspring of the otherti. 

On the Spaniards landing, a commercial intercourse took place, and 
the natives frequently went off to the ships in their canoes, rroviisooa 
and refreshments of various kinds were in such abondanci^ that for a 
knave out of a pack of carils six fowl were gladly given in exchange^ 

ilore they conlitiucd ahout a fortnight. 

In some parts of Brazil where thcv landed, they found fruits, sugar 
canes, and diSerent sorts of enlmsis in great abundance ; and in the largest 
of seven islands, at the mouth of a great river, they found a quantity of 

jewels : they gave it the name of St. Mar}'. 

Coasting onwart! toward the south, liicy discovered two islanda so full 
of seals and penguins, that in an hour they could have catched a num- 
ber sufficient lo load all their ship. The penguins are a tarve black fowl, 
with 8 bill like a raven's : they are remarkably fiit, coverea with down 
instead of fta'hfr^, and live entirely upon fish. 

Proceeding alon;T the South .\incrican coast, they arrived at an immrnse 
river, conceived to be that since called La Piata. The fc>t. Jago was 
sent lo examine whether there was any passage through it. That vessel 
was absent fifteen days : she went up twenty-five leagues, and brought 
the notice that the rivt r turned toward the north. Durine this interval 
Magellan iiiriisrlf, with two other ships, had ruu along the coast twenty 
leagues to the south. 

After these inquiries the squadron proceeded, sailing along the shore 
(ill they arrived, in April, 1520, at a large hay, now called by the name ol 
St. Julian. Here, for ili;' flr.st (some accounts sav the .second) t;mt\ they 
saw a will], ^ii^riulic race, of gr. at fierceness, who tnadc a roaring not 
unlike that ol bulls. At first the Spaniards thotight the country unin- 
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habited, till after an interval of somo works thoy aaw a sivat^o come 
singing and dancing toward them. Wh^n arrived on tjie beach he threw 
dust on hia head, and some of the mUors going on shore and performing 
the same ceremony, he weiit on bonrd wim them without scruple. Hia 
stature was sucfi that a miiidlo-sized man \rou!d reach bnt liitlo above 
his waist, and his whole figure was stro? tr ni proportion. His hair was 
white, his boJy painted yellow, and be iiad a stag's born drawn on each 
ebeek. Roand hb eyoa were great round circles, and his covering waa 
the akio of some animal that resembled a camel in ^hape, with the eara 
of a mule and the tail of a horse. Ifo was armed with a bow, the string 
of which was made of the guts of the saute beast, and the heads of hia 
arrows were tipped with sharp stones. 

When conducted to Magellan he pointed to the aky* aa if to inqoira 
whether the SjNintarda had descended thence. Tho admiral entertained 
him to his satisfaction ; but happening to cast his eyes on a looking-glass, 
he was so terrified or agitated that, starting backward, ho beat to the 
ground two men who stood behind him. 

The civil treatment thie man reeeived induced others to come on board, 
whose behaviour afforded great entMtainment to the ofHcers. One ot 
thorn ate a basket full of ship biscuits, and drank a lariro bowl of water 
at a meal. Tho natives, as before observed, were much It-:^ r than 
Europeans : and their bodies painted with various figures ; they carried 
bowa and arrowa, and were clad in garmenta made of the dtina of beaata. 
They wore aandals, or a kind of shoe made also of skina, and this caused 
their feet to appear likp those of an animal. Magellan named them Pala«» 
gtmes, from the Spainsh word paia^ signifying a hoof or paw. 

These Patagons, or Patagonians, had no fixed place of abode, but 
wandering about erected for themaelvea a hovel or hind of hot, made of 
akina like thoee which covered their bodiea. Their chief food was raw 
flesh, and a certain sweet root called Capar. It is reported of them, that 
if they are ill, they take emetics or bleed theiaselvea, by chopping the 
part adSected with some instrument. 

Magellan detetniined to continue here till the return of spring, as it ia 
winter in the aouthern hemisphere daring our aummer. He had ordered • 
the allowance of provisions to be shortened, to meet this exicjrjnce, which 
caused much discontent among the crews. The captains of three ships 
conspired against the Ufe of the admiral,, having had several altercations 
with him daring the voyage. It was repreaented that the King of Spain 
did not expect them to accomplish impoasibihties, that they had already 
proceeded firfh^r than any other vessels, and thoyproposed that the fleet 
should r 'turn nnruediately to Europe. As Magellan persisted m his de- 
tertntuaiion to execute bis original intention, a mutiny was the conse- 
quence, which waa not quelled till Ca|>tain Lewia do Mendoza, being 
brought to a trial, waa hanged, and Captain Juan de Carthagena, and some 
others with him, were sent on shore, to be left among the Patagonians. 
Before th^v qMittod the station, they look solemn poaaeaaioQ of the 
country by the erection of a cross. 

Five dreary montha were paaaed in the harbour of St. Julian, during 
' which every poaaible exertion was made to insure the aooeessful prose* 
cution of the voyage, Before they quitted it, Magellan waa guilty of a 
notorious breach of hospitality toward two of the natives. VVisl.mg to 
convey them into Spam, as objects of curiosity, ho practised a stratagem 
to hinder them from avafling themaelvea of their aoperior atrength. Firat 
pnaentiog them with kniToa, beada, and toya, ao aa completely to fiU tbak 
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handi», some bright iron rings and shackles were shewn to them, and aa 
tbeir hands were full, Magellan proposed to put them on their legs. Con- 
ceiving them to be onmnents, and pleaeed witblfaeir jingling sound, they 
unsuspectingly assented, until they found themselves fettered and betrayed. 

'J'hry then strn:33!r(l, but in v:iin, to liberate themselves, and gn\o vent to 
their feelings, by bellowing in a most frightful manner. Soon after this 
act of duplicity, the natives attacked a parl^ of Spaniards that wore on 
shore, and killed one of them. Magelliiny in levengc, sent off twenty 
men with orders to pursue the natives in every direction, artd to take 
or kill every one they should find. After a search for eicrht days, they 
retnrned, without accomphshing their object, ail the Indians having 
retired into the interior of their country. 

• On the Mth of August, 1520, the squadron again set sail, the weather 

being fine, and they proceeded on their passage soatbward, till a violent 
gale from the cast drove one of their vessels, commanded by Juan Ser- 
rano, on shore, but happily the crew and cargo were saved. With the 
four remaining ships, Magellan entered a river about tiiirty leagues frora^ 
St. Julian, where, in a convenient part, he foend plenty of wood, water, 
and fish, and in expectation of a better season, he remained in that station 
till the 18th of October. 

Patting again to sea, and suU coasting southward, they dif»covered, 
on tho festival of the Eleven Thousand Virgins, a cape to which they 
affixed that name. Near this cape an opening was discovered by the 
Vtttoria, which was found afierwnrd to be a strait, and received itariame 
from the ship. Upon this, Mnyellnn fjave orders that all the oiher ships 
should carefully examine the strait, promising to wait for them a certain 
number of days. While the tluree vessels were employed in thi« ixpedi 
tion, one of them, commandod by Olivarey Mkqiiitos, his cousin, was 
driven out of tho strait by the reflox of the tide, when the crew, disaa* 
tisficd with their situation, rose on the captain, made him prisoner, and 
again set sail on their return to Eorope. One of the other two ships 
had discovered a large bay, obstructed wiih rocks and shoals, but the 
other had sailed on three days, without any interruption ; and from the 
* depth of the water, the height of the mountains on each side, and their 
observations on the tides, there was every reason to believe that this pas- 
sage was a strait by which a cofflmanication was opened between the 
Atlantic and Indian Oceans. 

Notwithstanding these promising appearances, Magellan wuted for 
Misqnitos' ehip for seTOTal days beyond the time he had fixed, when, after 
, a consiiltation with the Other commanders, he entered that strait or arm 
of the sea which has ever since retained his name. The entrance lies 
in 52 degrees south latitude, and the strait, which is about 1 10 leagues 
in length, is very wide in some places, and in others not more than half 
a league from mre to shore. On both tides the land was high and 
irregular, and the mountains were found to bo covered wiih snow, on 
advancing about fiO leap^nes west from the entrance. In several places, 
however, the lower lands near the shore were clad with trees and verdure, 
and presented on each side a namber of beaatifnl and pictoresqae scenes. 

In aboat sir weeks from their entering this pasesge, they foond them* 
selves again in an open sea, the coast terminating westward in a cape, and 
the shore of the continent taking a northerly direction. The sifrht of the 
PaciHc Ocean, or great South Sea, gave Magellan the utmost ioy, ho 
being the first European who sailed upon it. Magellan came to the end 
of the strait^ and enterod k on the 86th of novonSier, 1580« 
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Magellan was desirous of Stopping here, fur liie purpose of refreshing 
hiB ineii, buL the natives were m addicted to thie?iug, that be was obliged^ 
to reprett their depredetioDi bjr foiee. Floekiw on board the ahipe m 
tmtnenM nambest, thej endeavoured to carry on everything within their 
rc-^cb, and they evrn seized one of the boats. Mfigellan, in revenr^p, 
landed with nitiety of his men, killed a niunber of tho i?)h:ib!tant«, svi lira 
lo their hou»as, and to sti^mati^e iliese i^biauds, cdiled liiem Isias dc Lot 
LaJbroMs^ or the islands of Thieves end Robbers. 

llie {feople were of an ohye complexion ; the men went naked, except 
a few, who wore a kind of bonnet on their heads, made of the leaves of 
the palm tree. Tlicii hair was black and very lon^, rcarhin^j down to 
the waist. They anuxuted their bodies with the uii ui liie cocoa-nut, 
end steined their teeth Ueek or ved. The women wore co? erbgs made 
of the inner bark of the palm tree ; they were much handsomer than tho 
men, and had long, thick, black hair, whic!i roacliod almost to the ground. 
While the mea were abroad, tho wouieu einjiioyed themselves at hoine 
in making nets and mats ui tiie palm tree. Their bcd^i coasii^ted oi uahn 
mats lain one open another. The weapons of these islanders were clabs, 
on which they had fixed haadi of horn. Their food consisted of fowls^ 
flying-fish, figs, bananas, and cocoa nnts The sails of their canoes were 
made of broad date leaves, sewed together, and their boats wore con- 
trived so as to sail with either end foremost. In general, the people were 
painted all over either Uaekt wbite, red, m wamm other colour. 

They sailed from the Ladrones on the 10th ef March, and next da^ 
went ashore at an uninhabited island called Uumuna, to which the admi- 
ral gave the name of " Good Sighs and here they found excellent 
water and abundance ui iiuit treas, with some gold and wluie coral. 
Duiing their stay, they were visited bj the peopb of a neighbouring 
Island, Zulvan, who brought them presents of fish, and wine made from 
th«^ inico of the cocoa-nut. They mvited the admirnl into their barks, 
and bt iiiLT mvited in r<niijn on board the ships, a great gun was fired in 
compliment to them, winch was so terrifying, that the visiters with great 
dtffieolty were pertuaded to ataf on board. 

The oativea had also in their canoes several kind of qiices, and diffe- 
rent ornaments made of gold, which they were accustomed to sell as 
merchandise. In person they were sliort and thick, of an olive colour, 
with gold and jewels in their ears, and pieces of gold fastened to their 
arma ; they had alee dafM^ers, knives, and lances, ornamented with the 
eame metal. Their cMm clothing was s species of cloth roond the old* 
die. made from the inner bark of some tree, but the principal persons were 
distinguished by a piece of siik needle-work wrapped about their heads. 

The Spaniards continued at this island somewhat more tiiau ten i^ays, 
dorinff which thej reoovered* in a great meaanre» from the eflSscta oi 
their late an fliMi ag a ; they were likewise enabled to lay in a considerable 
store of provi«iions, wood, and water, for the supply of the ships. 

They left the pi ice on the 25lh of March, and sailing W. S. W., 
arrived on ihu 2Sta atanuthei island, whicii Magellan calls Buthuan, but 
which Is not maihed in the modem maps. Two of his officers went on 
shore, and were introduced to the king, m a building like a great hay-loft, 
thatched with palm leaves, and elevated so hi^h on posts oi timber, that 
there was no access to it but bv ladders. The klrirr comiufj on i o ird, 
presented Magslkm with a quantity of gold and spices, and tne admiral 
gave him in letnm two garments of cleih» made in the Turkish fashiony 
one lid and tbe other yelleir^ and aamg thm of bia retimie be distit- 
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biitod faiivesi lilMMs, and cryital kmdg* At thdr rncals tks Mtitwiftl 

cross-legofed, and instead of randlei, burnt the |nrom of a tree wrapped up 
in palm leaves. In his person, the king was comely, his hair black and 
long, and his coui^loxion olive ; he had ^old ringa in hia ears, and three 
an each foiger ; his head was corered with a aiOraii and a piece oi 
cotton wrought with silk and gold hung down to his knoes ; he wore a 
dagger with a handle of gold, the acabbaid being (k wood, ho^wed, and 

finely carved. 

The men were naked, but painted ; the women had a covering, though 
only from tho waist downward ; they had also |old ear-rings. They 
were frequently seen to eat a frint lika a pair, ent in slices, and rolled op 

in leaves like a bay leaf. 

Leaving this place, the king's pilots conducted them to the isles of 
Zeilon, Zubut, Messana, and Galeghan. In Messaua they found dogs, 
cats, hogs, poultry, goats, rice, oranges, wax, and gold. 

From Messana, tbo king bearing them company, thsy sailed to Lubut, 
distant about seventy leagues, and entered the port on the 7th of April, 
when they find their great guns, to the great terror of the jntiabitants. 
The King of Messana went on shore, and so represented matters, to 
the peaeeabls intentions of the Spaniards, that ths King of Lobot waived 
the demand of tribute, and offered terms oC fiiondsh^i to Magellan. Then 
he and his nephew, with the King of Messana, went on board the admiral, 
after which Magellan visited the king on shore, and lound him sitting on 
a fine mat made of date leaves, with a roll of cotton about his waist. 
On his head he had a veil of needle-work, a chain of gold about his neck, 
and jewels in his ears. Before him there lay a number of China vessels, 
some filled with ^g:g8, and others with date wine. For their entertain- 
ment, the king made bis daughters dance and sing naked before them. 

The people had the use of weights and measures, and are reprcsente4 
as being remarkably just in aU ttieir dealings. Their houses were of 
timber, at some heiglit above tho groand, so Uiat the aacoiit to thorn was 
by stairs. 

Magellan pursuaded tho king and his principal subjects to embrace the 
Christian religion, and their baptism was performed with great solemnity. 
The king was named Gharist, and the pnnee Ferdinando ; at the same 
time tho queen and forty ladies were baptised, and among them the 

prince's wife, who wft«=( yonncf and beautiful. Her head wris adorned with 
a triple crown of date leaves, and her body was covered with a white 
cloth. On the conclusion of the ceremony, and after hearing mass, the 
king any his principal people dined on board the admual's ship^ in honoor 
of which visit all the great ordnance was discharged. Amt five hnn- 
drcd persons of inferior rank were likewise baptized, and in eight days 
time, the whole body of natives, except the inhabitants of one village, 
followed their example ; whereupon the Spaniards burnt the village, and 
erected a erosa upon the ruins of it. Tho idols throoghout the island 
were destroyed, and crosses set up in many places. In iheir trafRc with 
the people, the Spaniards had many advantages, receiving ten pesos of 
gold in exchange for fourteen pounds we^ht of iron, and coosiderable 
supplies of provisions for any kind of toys. 

From Lobnt, or Lebu, one of the PUlipaine islands, in the neighbour- 
hood of which they continued several weeks, Uiey sailed to the Island of 
Malhan, the inhabitants of which offered hogs as sacrifices to the sun, two 
aged matrons noting as pnestcsscs, siagmg and dancing about the animal^ 
and sounding a kind of txumpet made of (eeds. Alter several prayers (o 
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(he eun, with antic gestures, one of tho wmnen struck the hog dead witll 

a lance, and put a lighted hmp into its tnoulh, which continued hurniti.^ 
Uurmg the ceremony. Their funeral ceremonies were hkewme very curi- 
ous ; aU the principul women sitting round the corpse of any chief, ikc, 
'fire days aacceseiTely, clothed in vfhite cotton. The hair of the de* 
ceased person wiis cut off, afVer which the widow sung a merty song, ^c. 

The Island of Malhan being governed by two kings, and one of ihom 
refu&iWE to pay tribute to the King of Spain, ^lagellan prepared to reduce 
bioA. The king desired to be on good terms with the Spaniards, and 
had sent them a present of provisions. As to ahedience, he would owe 
none to strangers, of whom he liad never before heard. 

Magellan was accotnpajiied by siAiy Europeans, armed with coats of 
mail and helmets, and attended by the iiing oi Lebu, with a number of bis 
TCbjects in canoes. Confident in the superior courage and weapons of 
hie men, Magellan declined the assistance of the king, and marched to 
some distance into the interior of the island. Here he was attacked hy 
three distinct bodies of the islanders, in front and on each n.;ijk. Thwr 
united iorce amounted to upward of six thousand ; their arms wero 
bowl, arrows, darts, and javelins. The batUe was for some time doubt* 
ful, till the adnural*s impetuosity carrying liim too far, he vvii>! wounded 
in ihf; leg with a poisoned arrow, and his helmet being beaten olT his heud 
with stones, and being also wounded in the right arm, so that he could 
not use his sword, he was brought to the ground, then stabbed through 
tbe body with a spear, and a lance tbrast into his head. Eight or nine 
of the Spaniards and Afteen of the Indians were also slain. 

The Spaniards would have rodcerned the body of tfaetr commander, 
but the Indians refused to part with it. 

1 he King of Lebu, who had embraced the Christian faith, now re- 
noonced it, and, in concert wkh his late rival, the King of Mathan, laid a 
plan for the destruction of the Spaniards. Those of them who remained 
on shore were invited to an entertainment, where, during the repast, they 
' were all murdered, except Don Juan Serrano, whom they kept, in hopes 
of guiung a ransom for him ; this the Spaniards on board would readiiy 
have given, bat they discovered so much prevarication in the behaviour 
of tbe King of Lebu, that, dreading tbe fats of their companions, they 
determmod to put to sea. 

When Serrano saw them about to weigh anchor, he fell on his knce<;, 
imploring their uitcrposition, in the most movmg manner, that he might 
not be fell amo!)g the savages ; but their fears, as their whole force 
amounted to only one hundred and fifteen men, made them deaf to hia 
entreaties, and what became of him afterward was never known. • 

New commanders were chosen from among the survivijirr officers, and 
as the ships were now in a very bad condition, it was found necessary to 
make use of one, the Conception, to repair the other two, into which the 
men, ammahitlon, and provisions, were transferred. This was at the 
Island of Bohul. 

One principal object of tiiis expedition had been, to reach the Molucca 
iftlauda by a westerly course from Europe. Before his death, Magellan 
had ascerttuned that they were not far from the Philippines, and his 
surviving companions now agreed to proceed in search of them. 

Sailing from Cohol, or Buliol, in N. lat. 9^ :10', and steering to the 
S.W., they came to Clipper, a large island about fifty leagues from Lu- 
but, in Sdeg. N. lat., and 170 deg. W. longif idc from their first setting 
out* Tbe island abounded with ncc, ginger, goats, hogs, dec. The king 
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receivetl the Spani irds in a friendly manner, drawing the blood from his 
light arm and marking his body, face, and the tip ot his tongue wiih it, 
in token of poace. u thi« ceremony he was foUowed bj the Spaniard's. 
Here all the men, ammunition, and stores were landed, and about forty 
days were occr.ytied in repairing and refitting the ships. 

Sailing W. a:)d S.W. 10 leagues from hence, they canw: to Caghaian, 
a Urge island, but ihiiily inhabited, by Mahometans, a kind of exiles from 
Borneo, who had great quantities of gold, and made use of pointed ar- 
rows. Hence they sailed to Puloaii^ an island abounding in figs, bata- 
tos, cocoas, and sugar canes. The people went naked, used poisoned 
arrows, and were greatly addicted to the cruel ?port of cock-fighting. 
Their chief drink was a kind of wine (arrack) made of rice, and which 
was found to be very intoxicating. 

From Poloan they came to the rich Island of Borneo, the chief city of 
which contained twenty thousand houses. The king, who was a Maho- 
mrlan, kept a mngnififrent court ; he pent two elephants adorned with 
?ilk to bring the Spanish messenger (with their presents) to his palace, 
and afterward he dismissed them with valuable presents. V/i;en his 
subjects approached the king, they lifted their hands close together ^ree 
times over their heads, then lifted up each foot, and lastly Eiesed their 
hands. The island abounded in cattle, fowls, melons, cucumber^, sngir, 
lemons, oranges, niirabolatis, ginger, camphor, and lice; of which last 
they make great ^uaTltitles of arrack. 

From Borneo they sailed to Cimbobon, where they were detained 
forty days in repairing their ships and t iking in wood and water. 0»- 
trichps, hogs, and crocodiles were found here in great nntr/Hpr". and 
they took a fish whose head resembled that of a hog, hut \vi»h haril^; cm 
it ; the body appeared to be an entire bone, aiid the back was shaped 
like a saddle. 

Bendnig their courso hence to the S. E. for the Moluccas, they 

cfiu.e to the islaruls of Solo Taghima, whence the King of BomeO had 
received two pearls nearly as big as hens' eggs. 

Pursuing their course from hence, they arrived at the Island of Sa- 
rangani, where they pressed two pilots for the Moluccas. In this vovaga 
they came to a beautiful island called Sanger, governed by four kings, 
and on the 6th of Septcmbrr, in the twenty-seventh month after iheir 
deprtrtnrc from Spain, they discoverfd five islands, which tiie pilots 
pronounced to be the Moluccas, The Portuguese had described them 
as situated among rocks and shelves, surrounded continually with dark, 
thick fogs, and the shores so shallow that it was dangerous sailing near 
them. In sailing through llie Arrhir)- lan-o, t'ne SynniarJs liad taken . 
possession of some j'T^ks, m one of which tiiey found the son of the 
Kmg of liuzon, whom the commander set at liberty, without consulting 
the rest of the company. 

fn approaching one of the chief of the Moluccas, they sounded and 
found the depth of water full a hunJrrd yards, and on the Blh of No. 
vrtnhcr, before .«5un-riso, they came to anclior in the port of Tirridore. or 
Tidor. Tho king of the island was a Moor or Malioinetan ; he gave 
the Spfiniiirds a kind reception, calling them his brethren and children, 
and a friendly intercourse was opened for the sale and exchange of 
merchatidise. The kin^ was di.s;)loascd that the Portuguese had in 
preferen'-e e^tihliehed their fort and factory on the Island of Trrnate. 
Hereby they were eiiaH^d to purchase a large stock of spices, and also 
to obtain for the ships an abundant supply of providoni. On tho island 
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t»ai« Mtt of iMe» kui 9i whfdb, aftar being steeped m fvltart 
dnn oat in fin* threads Uke eilka ; tbece wero nwde ialo aprons bf 

th** women, and worn by them tis fheir only garments. 

From Tirridore thev passed to il.e L^reat Island ol Gilola, inhabited by 
Malioo^tazis ami Fugaus. liiu iaUer wuisiiipped the firol thin^ tbcy 
beheld in the moroiog. Among other 'vegetable prodiictiont in this 
lilaail^ IMS k feed about the aiae of a man's leg, which contained a large 
quantity of pure water of a very good t^stn. Tho Mahometan district 
was governed by two kingSi each <^ whom had a great anmber of con- 
cubintjs and ciiiidren. 

On the ISih of Noeenber, a pablio wavehonte being epened for the 
exchange of commodities, for eTery ten yarda of red cloth the Spa- 
niards received o'te hahar of cloves, being near .^ovrnieen hundred 
\ weight ; for fjfr: en yards of a more ordinary cloth, also one bahar ; for 
thirly-dve drinking glasiies, one bahar ; and the same quantity for 
oerenleeB eathyis of qnieksilrer. The inhabitants brought provisiona to 
the ship daily, and water from springs on the mountains where the 
cloves grew. This water is hot whon first taken up, but afterward 
grows cold. A present was sent fro:ji the Moluccas for the King of 
iSjpain, consisting of two dead birds, about the size of turtles, with long 
biUe^ amali heaoe and legs, and ier wingt two or three fetthen oiiiVt en 
tferent colours, the rest of the body beuig a light bioenu Theaemijle 
never fly but when the wind blows to assist them. By the Mahometans 
who thought they came down from heaven, they were called " Birds 
of Paradise. " * 

The MohKQM were fimnd to be rich fai difletot prodnetions i eogar 
canei^ melons, goorde, oloret, ginger, rice, white and red figs, almonaOy 
pomegranates, oranges, and lemon?, with another fruit called camalical, 
the taste of which was romnrkablv cold, and a kind of honey made by 
Hies less than ants. There were also poultry, sheep, and goats. When 
they ieft the pert of Tirridore, they were attended oy several knige of 
the adjacent islands in their canoes, who conducted them to the me oC 
Maro, and then took leave of them. The ship Trinidad, however, was 
unable to keep the seas, and she was left behind in order to ho repaired, 
to prosecute the remainder of the voyage afterward; but it appeara that 
ehe wee taken by the Poftngoese. 

And now the Vtttoria alone, (forty-six Spa nhirds and thirteen Indians,) 
with fjfty-nino persons on board, set sail for Europe ; J. Sebastian del 
Eleano had been appointed commander at the Island of Borneo. They 
passed in sight of Ambuno, (so in the Spanish original,) or Amboyna, 
and the Banda islea, ateering on the outaide of Sumatra, and avoiding 
the Portuguese settlements. 

At Mallua, which lies in S degi^rcea S. lat., they staid fifteen days to 
repair the ship. The people were cannibals ; their arms were bows and 
arrows, and they wore their hair and boards twisted up in canes. Sail- 
ing hence W. and N. W. in a long course, they came to Uie Island of 
Eude, where cinnamon waa found'growing in great abundance. 

To double the Cape of Good Hope with the greater safety, they sailed 
as low R3 42 degrees S, lat., where they were obliged to wait seven 
weeks lor a wind. When they supposed they weie approaching the 
cape, they looked ont for land, ana dieeovered part or the coast or 
coasts of Africa, atretobtng in a N. £. and S. W. direction ; and on 
doubling the cape, they were so distressed by hun;^er and sickness, that, 
the crew being assembiedi many of them proposed to put in at some 
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port in Africa ht rafrethiiMiit ; bat^ ftrnn m inad <X tiM PortugMMp tlw 
majority refl<dved on sailing home. This was on the Ist of July, 1523, 

at th<> distance of about twelve leagi)*»« from the Cnpe Verd islands. 
For two months the/ held on their course to the N. W. without tuuch> 
iog at any port, during which they lost twenty>one persons, and the 
mt wer» emadtted, and on tho point of oCarving. 

In this situation they arrived at St. Jago, on the Cape de Yertl islands, 
where they discovered, for the first time, t!irit ihey aiffered one whole 
day in their reckomng of time from the inhabitants of that island. On 
goiiig ashore, and representing their deplor^le circumstances, the Por* 
tngaMo were not badcward in toUoving thotr ncc ooii tiea ; bnt, on a party 
landing a second time, to purchase some negroes and provisions, and to 
pr^y for them with cloves, (clavo,) they were made prisonon* and the reii 
who were left on board were required to surrender. 

Sebastian continued to insist on the delivery of his men, a bark be- 
longing to the island passing and repassing between the ship and tho 
shore \ till at length, suspecting 90me foul play, he weighed anchor, 
having on board onlv twentv-tivo Tiion, sick aiid able. The wind being 
fair they crowded sail, and on ihe 4th of September came within sight 
of Gape St. Vincent.- On the 7th, 1522, they entered St. Lucar, with a 
nnmber now rodnced to about eightoon penone. Aoeoriinf to ibdr 
fockoning, they had sailed 14,000 leagues, and crossed the equator ma. 
times, having been absent three years wanting fourteen days. 

Of the fifty-nine that sailed from the Moluccas, some hdA been put to 
death on the Island of Timor for bad conduct, thirteen were detained by 
the Portuguese at St. Jago, and twenty or more died in the passage. 
At Seville, the ship's company returned thanks to Providence for their 
safe return ; and at Valladolid, where the court resided, Eleano and 
the other principal officers waited on the emperor, with such natives of 
the distant islanda as had survived the voyage, and wilit tho praaenla 
sent by their ships. Among these were several Chineoo aworaa md 
mamucoSf with the rare birds, and abundance of rich spices. 

The emperor, Charles V., bestowed noble rewards on all who had been 
employed in the expedition, and the whole value of the rich cargo was 
distributed among them. The lesdtrs he distinguished in a puticolar 
manner ; a patent of nobility was granted to Juan Sebastian, and an 
annual pension of 500 ducats for his life. For his arms the emperor 
gave him the terrestial globe, with this motlo : * Primus me chcumde' 
aUlif^ — *■ Thou hast tirst surrounded me.' Sebastian and his companions 
where honoured by the whole Spanish nation at large ; and the vena* 
table baric, the Vittoria, became a worthy adbjcct for the ingenuity <tf 
the poets, and as furnishing matter for sundry historical and romancing 
accounts. The newly discovered strait had at first assumed the name of 
Vittoria, but it was soon afterward known by the name of MageUao» 
urhiob it haa retainad over since. 



SIR FRANCIS BRAKE.— IS77-1580. 

Mr. Drake was first apprenticed to the master of a small vessel trading 
to France and Zealand; at tho age of eighteen be vtent pviaer of a 
•hip to the Bay of Biscay, and it twenty made a voyage to the coast of 

Guinea. In 1565, he went to thp West Tndifs, arxl in 1667, si^rved 
under his kinsmaui Sir John Hawkins, m the Bay of Mexico. Being a 
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MOmifMe Io8«rb7 IIm Itst twa TOfagev, he made a tTi'ird !ii liTO, with 

two ships, the Dragon and the Swan ; and in the foUowinn; year sailed 
again to the same parts with the Swan only, with a view to gain srich 
experience and iniforinaiiati as might qualifj^ him to undertake aoiue 
voyage of moTO importance. 

On the 9Mk of May, 1673, he sailed from Plymouth in the Pasca, 
burden fnvrnty tons, in company with the Swnn. bnrclrn v,vo hundred 
and fifty tons, commanded hy his brother, John Drake, with seTentjf- 
three men and boys, and provisions for a year. 

In thia voyage he aaeked the (own of Nombito de Dtoa, and aAar* 
ward from a high tree saw the South Seas, which inspired him wilh an 
firdfnt desire of carrying an EngHsh ship thither. Drake wa^ a cereal 
gainer by this expedition, but his generosity and iovL' of justice A t o 
very extraordinary, an instance of which is worth recoiJmg. Having 
presented a eottaaa to a prince of the firoe Indiana inhabiting the lathmoa 
of Darien, the prince gave him in retoro four large wedges of gold, which 
he thrrw into the common stock, saying, " My owners gave me thai 
CUtla&s, aiid it IS bat just they should have their sharf* of its produce." 

In his return to England, Captam Drake sailed Irom tiiu capes of 
Florida to the isleo of SeiUy in twenty-three days, and anived at Ply- 
month on Snnday, the 0th Angast, 1673, having been absent one year, 
two months, and some days. The riches he had acquired hf» spent with 
great generosity in the service of his country, fitting out iliree frigates 
at bis own expense, which he commanded in peisuu, under VValier Earl 
of Essex, against Uie rebdb in Ireland. 

After Uie death of Essex, Drake applied himself to Sir Christopher 
Hatton, vice chamberlain to the qneen, hv whofsc intercut he at length 
obti'iiiK-d ihc ijiicetrs [jermission for an t TiK ihuon aganist the Sp^ni;xrds. 

kin inciuiA contnbuted largely toward this expedition, for which live 
ships were fitted oot. The Pelican, which he named the Hind, harden 
one htindred tons, commanded by himself ; the Elizabeth of eighty tons, 
John Winter, captain; the Marigold, a hark of thirty tons burden, John 
Thomas, cmnriiander ; the Swan, a fly-boat of fifty tons, corTunnnded by 
John Chester ; and a pinaace of fifteen tons, of which i iioans Moon 
was the commander. The ships had one hundred and aivty-four able 
. Inen on board, a large qoantity of provisions, together with four pinnaces 
stowed in pieces, to be put together whenever they might be wanted. 
It is said that all the vps^pI-? f»>r the rnpfr^iTi's table, and many belonging 
to the cook-room, were ui silver, und uUicr furniture on board propor- 
tiorfably grand. 

This fleet sailed out ^f Plymouth Sound the 6th of November, 
l^u J * but meeting with a violent storm, in which several of the ships 
were damaged, were obliged to put \mck and refit. On the 13th of 
December tiicy sailed again with a favourable wind, and saw no laud till 
thf 26th, when they passed Gape Gantin, on the coast of Barbery ; and 
on the 27th, came to the Island of Mogados^ lying one mile out at sea, 
between which and the continent they found a safe harbour, where the 
admiral gave directions for puttinjjr toi^ether one of the pinnaces, which 
they brought from England. While the men were engaged in this buei- 
*ness, some of the inhabitanta came down, and making signs of peace, 
the admiral sent one of his men <m shore, whereupon two natives ven- 
tured on board, and told them, by f hns, that the next day they wouki 
supply the ships with provisions, lor which kind offer the admiral gave 
them iinen-cloih shoes and a javelin. The next day the^ came to the 
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rna-siJe, agreeaWe to their promise, when one of the men, whose htltob 
'A-r^s Fry, leaped hastily aiiioiifr liioni, imagining timy had been frirnds, 
when Uiey seized hmi, and thrcalcning lu 8iab him if he made auy re* 
BWUnce, carried him up into the countij. Th« taiton men about to 
Bttempt to rescue Fry, but seeing others of the DitiTea appear fioip 
phces where they hid themaelfes, were glad to recover their boaty aod 

make ofi' to the ph:p 

The admiral sent, a i)ody of men into the coontr? to recover Fry, and 
punish the trescheroos moors ; but they eonsUDtiy avoidod hts people ; 
ao that after searching in vain, they returned to the ship, and sailed from 

the coast of Morocco on the 30Lh of December. In the meantime Fry, 
being examined, dfclarod that the fleet consisted of J'^nglish ship;', ijrjder 
the command of Admiral Drake, bound to tlie straiU ; a report which the 
commander had circulated to conceal his real design ; whereupon Ftf 
was sent back with presents for the admiral, and an assurance of frieno- 
ship ; but he being sailed, Fry was aft* r^vnrd sent to P'n^land in a mer- 
chant sh'p. The admiral arrivinf^ at Cape Bianco on the 17th of January, 
found a ship at anchor witii only two sailors left to guard her, which he 
immediately aeixedt and took her into the harbour, where they lettained 
four days, doring which he exercised hie men on shore, to pvepare Ihefli 
for land as well as sea service. 

They left this liarbour on the 22d, the master of tiie bark having in- 
formed the admiral that in one of the Gupe de Verd islands, called Mayo, 
there was plenty of dried cabitos, or goats, which were prepared everj 
year for such of the king^s ships as culed there. They arrived here 00 
the 27th of January, but the inhabitants could iio* trade with them, bein^ 
forbidden by the king's order, and had left their villages. The next day 
the admiral landed a body of men, with orders to march into the country, 
which they found extretnely fertile, producing ^reat quantitiee of cocoas, 
figs, and a very delicate sort of grapes. This island alioondcd with salt, 
dried by the heal of the sun ; and they found many goats and kids, dead 
and dried, which the inhabitants iiad laid in their way, but they did not 
think proper to accept of them. Leaving this place onUhe 3Ist, they 
• sailed by the Island of Jago, and aeeing two Portuguese vessels under 
sail, took one laden with wine ; but the admiral detained only the pilot, di»> 
charcjin? the master and his crew, and giving them some provisions, a , 
butt of wine, their wearing apparel, aiid one of his own pmnacr's. Three 
pieces of cannon were fired at them from the island, but did them no 
damage. They arrived the same evening at Del Fucgo, or the Buraing r 
Island, so called from a volcano on its north side, from which constantly 
issues smoke and flame. • 

l''n I'ne pouih of D'jl Fuego they discovered the beautiful island of 
Jiid vu, covered with evergreens, and watered with cooling streams, which 
pour themselves into the sea, which is so deep around it, that there is no 
possibility of coming to an anchor. But some of the sailors going on 
sliore found a poor hermil,^who3e eel! was furnished with an ill-contr-vptl 
altar, some imatres badly carved, and a crucihx ; and this man appeared 
to be the only inhabitant of the place. Quitting this group, they sailed 
toward the line, being eometimes tossetf tempests, and at others quite 
becalmed. They saw numbers of dolphins, bonitos, and flying fish, which 
beinof pursued by the sharks, frequnntly flew out of the water, and their 
fins drying, they dropped on the sliips, and were unable to rise again. 

Having paesed the line, they at length discovered the coast of Brazil on 
the Sth of April, being fifty-four days since they saw tend. Am flOOO m 
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the pcopfe on Aora taw ttia ships, thay made larga firas In ditfcrent pafts^ 

and performed various ceremonies to prevail on the pods to sink :l;c ves- 
sels, or at Icist to prevent their landinpf. Ou the 7th, in a storm of Light- 
ning, rain, and ihunder, they lost the Christopher, bui hap|niy mul witli 
hor agahi on tha 11th, at a place which the adaural oUted Cape Joy, 
where they found a harbour between a lar^c rock and the main, in which 
the ships rode in safety. At this place thry found no other inhabitants 
but herds of wiUl d«^cr, but the s2;lor? discovered the pr'ut of human feet 
in the sand. The air was mud^ and ilie soil rich and fertile. They 
killed seTeral seale on the rock, which they foond to be wholeeome ibedt 
thoogh not extremely pleasant. HsTing taken in water, t^iey sailed for 
the great River Plate ; where, finding no good harbour, they put to sea 
again, and came to a good bay, in which were pevf rr?! i«!r!nds stocked 
with seals aud fowls, and abounding in fresii water. 1 ue aduural going 
on shore, the natives came leaping and dancing about him, and aaieaiai 
eitremely willing to trade, bat wonld touch nothing but what waa fiiA 
thrown flown on the ground. 

The Marigold and the Christopher, leaving been sent to discover a con- 
venient harbour, rclurnod with tho agreeable news that they had fouud 
one, whereapon all the fleet ssiled thiuer. The admiral, having no lar- 
ther use for the Swan, ordered her to be burnt, having first divided her 
provisions and iron work among the rest of the fleet. While they were 
employed on shore, the natives came to them without fear ; they had a 
covering made of wild beasts' skins about the middle, wore something 
wrapped roond their heada, and had their faoea and iMdiaa munled. They 
had bows of an ell long, and two arrows each. Two of umd being plea^ 
sed with the admiral's hat, snatchefl it of hia head, and rnn away with it, 
dividing the prize between them, one taking the hat and the other the iace. 

Sailing hence, they anchored in port St. Julian, which name was given 
ft by Magellan, where, the admiral going on shore with aix of hie men, 
iome of the natives slew the gunner, whose death was revt ner d by the 
commander, who killed the murderer with his own hand. At ihi?^ p! ice 
Magellan having executed one of his company who conspired agninst his 
life, Drake caused one of the crew named I)oughty to be tried for the 
the same offence against himself ; and execaled mm on the same gibbet. 

On the 17th of August they left tho port of St. Julian, and on the 20th 
fell in with the strait of Magellan, which they entered on the 2l8t, but 
found so full of intricate turnings and windings, that the same wind which 
was sometimes in their favour, was at othore against them. This pas- 
sage is dangerons, for though there is aeveral good harbours and plenty 
of fresh water, vet the drpt'i of the sea i? i^reat, that there is no an- 
chorinjj except m some very narrow river, or bp^wecn the rocks. On 
both sides are vast mountains covered with snow to a prodigious height 
above the clouds, notwithstanding which the trees ana plants near tho 
shore maintain a constant verdure. The bf^adth of the strait is from one 
league to four, and the tides rise high from ope end to tlie other. After 
several difficulties thev entered the South J^e-i on the 6th of September, 
and on the next day a violent storm drovo tnem two hundred leagues 
south of the strait, where thsv anchored among some islsnds, abounding 
in water and excellent hetbe. On the 3d of October discovered thiea 
islands, on one of which waa a most incredible numSer of birds ; and on 
the 8th, in a storm, lost the Eijzabeth, Captain Winrr r. who, beinrr driven 
back into the strait, took possession of the country in the name ot i^ueen 
Klizabetb, and aftarwaid «P»f «4 safe in Engkmd. 
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BeiAg now arrived at the other mouth of the atrait, thej steered for 

the coast of Chili, and on the 29th of November cast anchor at the Island 
of Mocha, wt re the adniiral, with ten men, went on shore. The udiabi* 
tants were such as tho exlretne cruelty of the Spaniards had obliged to 
seek a refug« here ; and they behaved very civilly, giving the Mmiral 
two fat eUeep and aome potatoes in exchange for some tn(Ung presents. 
And now continuing their course for Chili, they met an Indian in a canoe, 
who, mistaking them for Spaniards, lulormed them tliat at St. Ja^o 
there was a large ship laden for Peru. The admiral rewarded him rot 
hie intelligence, whereopon he conducted them to the place where the 
thip lay at anchor. There were only eight Spaniards and three ne^ror's 
on board, who, laist iking them for friends, welcomed them by heat of 
drum, and invited ihem to drink Chili wine. Drake accepted the iuvi* 
tation, and going on board, put them all under hatchet, except one, who, 
leaping overboard, swam on shore to give notice of the coming of the 
£oglish : upon which, the inhabitants quitting the town, the admiral se- 
cured his prize, and then going on shore, rifled the town and chapel, from 
vrhich he took a silver chalice, and other articles. Tiioy also found in 
the town a large quantity of Chili wine, which the admiral sent on boards 
and then steered for Lima, the capital of Pera, having first discharged all 
his prisoners except one, whom he kept for a pilot. Proceeding to sea, 
the admiral examined the value of the booty Hf> had taken, which exceed- 
ed thirty-seven thoasatid Spanish ducats of pure gold of Baldivia : con- 
tiuuu»g their course, they put into the harbour of Coquimbo, where the 
admiral sending fourteen men on shore to fetch water, the Spaniards 
sent three hundred horse and two hundred foot to attack them ; but the 
English, making a good retreat, reached their vessels with the loss of only 
one man, who was shot; and the next da^, the admiral ordering some 
of his people on shore to buy himi the Spaniards displayed a flag of truce ; 
but the sailors doubting their eincerily, returned to the ships as soon as 
they had buried their companion. From this place they sailed to the 
port of Tarapaxa, where some of them, going ashore, found a Spaniard 
asleep, with eighteen bars of silver, worth four thousand Spanish ducats, 
laying by his side, which they took away without waking him ; and not 
ftr from the same place, going ashore for water, they met a Spaniard and 
an Indian driving eight Peruvian sheep, each sheep having on his back 
two leather bags, and each bn j containinf^ fifty- two pounds weight of 
very fine silver. They took away the load, and permitted the Indian 
and Spaniard to drive on the sheep. 

Entering the port of Lima on the 13th of Febmarj, Ihey found twelve 
sail of ships at anchor unguarded, the crews being all on shore. Exa- 
minmg these vessels, they found a chest filled with rials of plate, which, 
together with some silks and liuen, they made prize of ; but having intel- 
Itgenee that a rich ship, called the Cacafuego, was lately sailed from that 
harbour for Puiia, the admiral determined to follow her» hot, on his arri< 
val at Paita, found she had sailed for Panama. They met with another 
prize, however, in which, besides ropes and other nsefnl tackling for 
ships, they found eighty pounds weight of gold, and a crucihx of the 
same metal, adorned with emenlds: bnt Tesolviug still to proceed in 
search of the Cacafaego, the admiral promised a golden chain, wluch he 
usually wore about his neck, to the first person who should discover her ; 
which fell to the share of Mr. John Drake, who first saw. her about three 
o'clock in the afternoon. Having come up with the chase about six 
0*clock, they gave her three thois, which brought away the mizzen-mast| 
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whereupon they boarded her, and found tlnrieen chests full of riaU of 
plate, eighty pounds weight of gold, a quantity of jewels, and tweuty-six 
torn of Sliver in tart. 

The admiral finding, among other rich pieces of plate, two Iarg« Bilver 
bowls gilt, which belonged to ib.e pilot, told him he must have one of 
them, which the pilot readily complied with, delivering the other to the ' 
admiral's steward at the same time. Contmuing their course to the west, 
ibey met ivith a ship Uden wilh linen clolfa, china diabee, and silics ; from 
the owner of which, a Spaniard, who was then on board, the admiral took 
a falcon of massy gold, with a larije rjnprald in the breast of it ; after 
which, they seized such of tiie eiiects rs ihuy choose, and dismissed the 
Tessel, keeping the pilot of her for their own service. This pilot con- 
ducted ihem to the harbour of Gnatoleo, in which town he said there 
were <mlj seventeen Spaniards. The admiral and some of his people 
^in^ on shore, entered the town, ain] j roceeding directly to the hall of 
jastice, found a court sitting, and the ludgo ready to pass sentence on 
several poor negroes, who were accused of a plot to fire the town. But 
the admiral eeited every person present, and sent them on board his ship ; 
from whence he compelled the judge to write to the people of the town 
to keep at a distance, and not attempt to m^kf any resistance. This 
being done, they ransacked tlie place, but found nothing ot value, except 
a bushel of rials of plate and a chain of gold set with jewels, which an 
English sailor took from a rich Spaniard who was flying ^ut of the town. 

Mr Drake having now revenged both himsrif nnd his country on the 
Spaniards, began to think of the best way of r< turning to England. To 
• return by the strait of Magellan (and as yet no other passage had been 
discovered) would, he thought, be to throw himself into the hands of the 
Spaniards ; he therefore determined to sail westwazd to the East Indies, 
and so following the Portuguese course, to return homo by the Cape of 
Good Hope. But wanting wind, he was obliged to sail toward the north, 
in which course, havmg continued at least six hundred leagues, and being 
got into forty-three degrees north latitude, they found it intolerably eold, 
upon wliich they steered southward, into thirty-eight degrees north lati- « 
tude, where they discovered a country, which, from its white cliffs, thej 
cailpd New Albion, though it is now known by the name of California. 

They here discovered a bay, which entering with a favourable gale, they 
found aevetal hots by the water-side, well £fended firom the severity oif 
the weather. The men so quite naked, but the women have a deer-skin 
over their shoulders, and round their waists a covering of bnU-rushes» 
dressed aftfr the manner of hemp. 

These people bringing the admiral a present of feathers, and cauls 
of net-work, he entertamed them so kindly and generously, that they 
were extremely pleased, and soon afterward sentliim a present of fea- 
thers and bags of tobacco. A number of them coming to deliver it, 
gathered themselves together at the top of a small hill, from the highest 
point of which one iiarangued the admiral, whose tent was placed at the 
fiottom; when the spee^ was ended, they hud down their arms, and 
came down, oflfering presents, at the same time retumiog what the 
admiral had given them. 

The arrival of the English at California bemi; soon known throughout 
(he country, two persons, in the character of ainbassadur;^, came to the 
admiral and informed him, in the best manner they were able, that their 
kiuj} would visit htm, if he might be assured of coming in safety^ 
Being satisfied in this pointy a numerous company soon apneared» m tho 
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front of which was a vptv comely person, bearing a kind of sri ptto, on 
which hung two crowns, and three chains of great lenglh. Xiiu ciiaiiis 
were made of bones, and the crowns of net^^work, cQiiouely wion^t with 
feathers of Tarioos eoloon. 

The men being drawn up in line-of-battle, the admiral stood ready tO 
receive the king within the fences of his tent. The comnany having 
halted at a di&itance, the sccptrc-beartr made a speech haii an iiour long, 
at the end of whteh he began singing and dancing, in which he was 
followed by the king and all the people, who, continuing to sing and 
dance, came quite up to the tenu ; when silting down, the king took oS 
his crown of feathers, placed it on the adiniral's head, and put on him 
the other ensigns of royalty ; and he also made hiiu a solemn tender ol 
his whole kingdom ; aU which the admiral accepted, in the name of the 
queen, his sorereign, in hopes that these proceedings might, one time 
or other, contribiue to the advantage of Encrlanc! 

The aumiral and snruc of his people travellmg to a distance up the 
country, saw such a number of rabbits, that it appeared an entire war- 
ren : they also saw deer in soch plenty as to ran a dionsand in a herd. 
The earth of the country seemed to promise rich veins of gold and silver, 
some of the ore being const intlv fonrid upon digging;. The enterprising 
commander at his departure sot up a pillar with a large plate on it, on 
which was cngjaved her majesty's name, picture, arms, and title to tlie 
country, together with his own name, and the time of his arriTal there. 

Sailin*T from this hospitable country, they lo^t si^ht of land till the 
13th of October, -vvhen they saw the Ladroiic island.-', from whence came 
off a grc.U iiuni!)cr of small vessels, iacJen wjth cocoas and other fruit. 
'J aese vessels on the outside were smooth and shining, like burnished 
horn ; on fsach side of them lay two pieces of wood,' and the inside was 
adorned with white shells. These peojf^ at first dealt fairly, but soon 
began to steal whatever thev could rr^t at, p fasiiifr to give up whatever 
they had seized ; whereupon the English detc-iiuned they should coinn no 
more on board, which so enraged them that they began to timg stones j 
but a gun being fired, they leaped into the water, and sheltered themselves 
under their vessels, luU the ship was at a distance ; and then potting their 
boats ri^ht in t!ie wntcr, madu the bi st of their way to the shore. 

They came to other iji^lands, which appeared to be very populmip, on 
the ISlh ; and passed by the islands of Tagulada, Zewarra and Zelon, 
whose inhabitants were friends to the Portuguese. The first of these 
islands produces great quantities of cinnamon. 

The admiral hoM on his course witliout delay, and on the 4th of No- 
vember, fell in with the Moluccas, and proposincr to sail for Tirrir' re, 
coasted along the Island of Mutyr, which belongs to the King of Teri dte, 
but in the way met his viceroy, who, seeing ti^e admirals win, went on 
board without fear, and advised him not to go to Tirridore, but sail di- 
rectly for Tnrnatc, because his master, who was an enemy to the Portu- 
guese, would not deal witii him, if he had any concerns with tlie people 
of Tirridore, or the Portuguese who were settled there. Hearing this, 
the commander steered for Ternate, and coming to an anchor beforo 
the town early the next morning, his first step was to send a messengei 
to the king, with a velvet cloak, as a present, and to assure him that his 
only design in cominrj thither was to e.xchange his merchandise for such , 
provisions as the island afforded. His maicsty returned a Jund answer 
to the admiral, assurmcr htm that a friendly correspondence with the 
English would bo Yd^Ty agreeable to hia { that they were wekome to 
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the produce of his kingdom, which, together with himself, he should he 
proud to lay at the feet of his royal niiiitt^ss, and acknowledged her for 
his sovereign. 

The king having deterniined to visit the admiral on board his ship, 
sent a number of his most considerable people in four large pleasure- 
barges, who sat under a large canopy of perfumed mats, which reached 
from one end of the vessel to the other, and was supported by a frame 
made of reeds. They were all dressed in white, and attended l>y a 
number of servants clothed in the same colour, behind whom stood se- 
veral ranks of soldiers, and on each side of the vessel were the rowers, 
in three galleries, one above another. The soldiers were furnished with 
warlike instruments of various kinds, and well accoutred. 

The admiral having made the king and his principal people some valu- 
able presents, his majesty took his leave, promising lo come on board 
again the next day ; and'that evening sent him a quantity of rice, fowls, 
fruit, sugar, and other provisions. TSo king did not go aboard the next 
morning, but sent his brother and the viceroy lu invite Drake on shore, 
while they were to remain on board as hostages for his safe return. 
The admiral did not think proper to accept the mvitation, but sent 8ome 
of his officers on shore, detaining only the viceroy till they came back. 
They were received on their landing by another of the king's brothers, 
and several persons of quality, and conducted to the castle m great state, 
where they found a court of at least a thousand persons, the chief of 
whom were si,xty elderly men, who formed the council, and four 
envoys from Arabia, in scarlet robes and turbans, who were there to ne- 
gotiate matters of trade between Muscat and Ternate. The king came 
in, guarded by twelve persons bearing lances, while a large canopy of 
gold cloth was borne over his head. He was covered with a gold tissue ; 
in his hair were fastened a number of gold rings by way of ornament, 
and a large chain of the same metal hung round nis neck ; his legs were 
uncovered, but ho wore shoes of a kind of red leather, and several rings 
set with jewels on his fingers. He spoke lo the English gentlemen with 
great kindness, and sent one of his council to conduct them back to iho 
ship. He is a powerful prince, having the government of seventy 
islands, bcsiiles Ternate, which is the chief of tho Moluccas. The 
religion of the country is Mahornetanism. 

Mr. Drake having dc<!p?.tched all his business at Ternate, weighed 
anchor, and sailed to a little island south of Celebes, or Macassar, where 
they staid twenty-six days, in order lo repair the iron work of tho ship. 
In this island are bats as big as hens, and a sort of land cray-fish, which 
dig holes in the earth like rabbits, and are so large, that one of them is 
sufficient to dine four persons. Here they observed a sort of shining 
flics in great multitudes, which, flying up and down between the treea 
and bushes in the night, make them appear as if they were on fire. 
The whole island is covered with trees, very high and straight, without 
boughs, except at tho top, the leaves, of which are like English broom. 

Setting sail hence, they ran among a number of small islands, and the 
wind shifting about suddenly, drove them upon a rock, at eight in tho 
evening of the 9lh of January, 1579, and stuck fast till four in tho 
afternoon of the next day. In this extremity they lightened the vessel, 
by taking out eight pieces of ordnance, some provisions, and three tons 
of cloves ; and the wind as suddenly changing again, they made sail, and 
happily got off. On the 8lh of February, they fell in with the fruitful 
Island of Barotcne, the people of which have very comely persons ; and 
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their pnnctuality in all their dealing, and civil and courtffons hnhaviour 
to strangers, is very extraordinary. The men have a covering for tbeir 
heads, and another round their waist, and the women arc clothed from the 
niddlfi to the feet, benidee which, they toad their amw wHb eight hracelets, 
made of bone, brass, or horn, the least of which weighs two ounces. 

Leaving Bareteiic, they sailed for Java Major, where they met with 
courteous and honourable entertainment, llie ibland is governed by 
five kings, who live in perfect friendship with each other. They had 
mice four of their majestiee oo ship-boenl at a time, and the coinpa'D;;r of 
two or three of them very often. The people of Java are stout, active^ 
warlike, and go well armed with daggers, swords, and targets, of their 
own manufaciure, and very curious. Their sociabieness is such that 
in each village they have a public house, to which each pereoa carries 
•och pntviaion as be haa ; and here they daily join to make a feast, for 
the promotion of good fellowship. They havo a method of boiling rice 
peculi&r to themselves ; first putting it into an earthen pot, in the iigure 
of a sugar loaf, open at the greater end, and perforated all over j and 
fixing this in a large earthen pot fall of boiling water, the rieo awelle 
and fills the holes of the pot, so that only a small quantity of water can 
enter. By this method the rice id brought to a firm consistence, and at 
length cake J into a ^nn of bread, whichf with batter, oil, sugar, and 
Bpicea, makes a very pleasant Toad. 

They sailed from hence on the 26th of March ; on the 18th of Jnno 
they doubled the Cape of Good Hope, and on the 22d of Jnly arrived at 
Sierra Leone, on the coast of Guinea, where they found a great number 
of elephants, and saw trees on the shore with oysters hanging to them, 
on which they lived and multiplied. They also found lemons in plenty, 
with which, and the oysters, all the crew were greatly refreshed after 
their fatiguo ; having put in at no place since they left Java. They 
stayed hero two days, taking in wood, water, and refreshments, when 
sailing homeward, they were oS" the Canaries on the 2Gih ; but, being 
in no want of provisions, held on their course for Plymouth, and arrived 
on Monday, the 86th of September, 1580 ; bat, according to their own 
reckoning, on Sunday the 25th ; having gone round the world in two 
years, ten months, and a few days. 

On the 4th of April, 1581, Queen Elizabeth dined on board Admiral 
Drake^s ship at Deptiord -, and, after dinner, conferred on him th£ ho- 
nour of knighthood, teUing him, at the same time, that his actions did 
him more honour than his tide. His ship was preserved many years, 
and when she became decayed, a chair was made from some small remains 
of it, which is still shown as a curiosity at Oxford. By this voyage 
England acquired the honour of Having the &rst commander-in-chief 
who had sailed round the world, Magellan having been killed on hii 
voyage, as before related. 



SIR THOMAS OAV£14DISH.--*1586^. 

Thomas Civknoish, of Tremley, mthe Comity of Suffolk, esquire, wis 

a gentleman of a considerable family, and possessed a large estate near 
Ipswich. He had an early inclination to the sea, which he indulged on 
his coming of age, by convening part of his estate into money, with 
which he htted out a stout vessel, of 120 tons burthen, called theTyger, 
and in which he accompanied Sir Ktchaid Onyenviile in his voyags to 

m J. 
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Virginia, in 1585 ; and having encountered many dangers and difficult 
ties, without any advantage, retained safe to Falmouth on the 6th of 
October in the same year. 

In this voyage having seen a great part of the Spanish West Indies, 
and had an opportunity of conversing with several persons who had sailed 
through the South Seas with Sir P'rancis Drake, who was by this time 
raised to the head of his profession, he became emulous of attempting a 
like adventure ; and, therefore, as soon as he returned home, sold or 
mortgaged a part of his estate to raise money for equipping two ships 
proper for the expedition. So intent was he on the business, that in less 
than a month his carpenters began to work on the large vessel ; and hia 
little squadron was entirely completed and properly furnished in less than 
half a year. 

ILiving provided such sea charts, maps, draughts, and accounts of for- 
mer voyages as could be procured ; and having, by means of his patron, 
Lord Himsdon, then lord chamberlain, obtained a commission from 
Queen Eliaabeth, he embarked at Harwich, on the 10th of July, 16R6, 
on board the largest ship, called the Desire, burthen 140 tons, having 
with him the Content, burthen GO tons, and a bark, called the Hugh 
Gollant, of 40 tons, well supplied, at his own expense, with provisions 
for two years, and manned with 12C officers and sailors. 

From this port he steered to Plymouth, whence he sailed again on the 
25th, and on the next day fell in with eight ships from Biscay, one of 
which attacked the admiral, but meeting with a warm reception, sheer- 
ed off. 

On the 5th of August, ihey fell in with the Island of Forteventura, 
from which they continued their voyage to Cape Blanco, on the coast 
of Guinea, by which time the officers and men beginning to complain 
much of the scnrvy, it was determined to put them on shore as soon as 
opportunity offered. On the 25th, fell in with the south side of Sierra 
Leone, where, going on shore, they destroyed a negro town ; while a 
negro killed one of their men with a poisoned arrow. On the 3d of 
September their boat went four miles up the harbour, and procured a 
great many lemons, caught a large quantity of fish, and on their return 
saw a frreat number of buffaloes. Quittinj; the harbour of Sierra Leono 
on the 6th of September, they anchored next day at two miles distance 
from one of the Cape de Verd islands, where, going on shore, they found 
an Indian town deserted by its inhabitants, who had left a considerable 
quantity of provisions behind. 

They departed from this island on the lOth, and, on the last day of 
October, sailing W. S. W. on the coast of Brazil, discovered a moun- 
tain with a high round summit, which at a distance resembled a town. 
On the 1st of November, sailed in between the town of St. Sebastian 
and the main land, and, going on shore, employed themselves till the 23d 
of the month in creeling a lorge, building a pinnace, and repairing the 
damages of their ships. They reached a harbour on the coast of South 
America on the 27th of November, which the admiral, entering first, 
called Port Desire, from the name of his ship. Near this harbour, which 
is very convenient, they found a great quantity of seals and gray gulls. 
Going on shore, the savages wounded two of the sailors with their arrows, 
which were made of canes, and headed with flints. These people were 
of a prodigious Sflature, the length of one of their feet being eighteen 
inches, and their height seven feet or better. When one of them dies, 
he is buried in a tomb formed of stones, by the sea-side, and a number 
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of shells laid under his head. When the admiral left the place, he called 
them Pata^oniaos, and the account of them agreet tolerably weU with 
that of Magellan. 

Leaving Port Desire on the 26th of ]>8eaBiber» and continuing a conne 

S. W. and by S., thry fell in ^ith a grent rnpe on the 3d of January, 
which reaches to the opeomir of the Straits of Magellan. Anchoring 
under this cape, a violent storm arose, which lasted three days ; they part* 
ed from theat eaUe, and on tbe 6th entered the ttnite, which were in 
aome places very nanow, and in others five or six leaffuea wide. On 
the next day t!iey met with a Spaniard, who infonned them there were 
twenty- two more of the same nation in the vicinity, being all that rcmain- 
ed of four huadred, who had been left there three years before. On the 
8th they anchored at Pengnin Island, ao called from that Irird, great nam* 
bora (tf which were killed and aalted $ and next sailed south and aooth- 
Tvest, to a place^uilt by the Spaniards, called Cividad del Rey Felippe, or 
King i'hilip^s City, which had four forts or bastions, each fort havin'Tone 
piece of cannon, which had been buried, and the carriages left standing. 

Hiey aatled hence through seveTal channels, frequently steering diffe- 
rent coursea to the month of the atraits opening to the Pacific Ocean, 
• which, owing to the contrary winds and the badness of the weather, they 
did not reach till the 23d of February. On the 24th they entered the 
South Sea ; and, on the Ist of March, in a great storm at night, parted 
firom the Hug^ Gallant, aboat 46 leagues from l^d, and in 40 degreea 
aenth latitnde. The storm continued about thfee days, during which 
this vessel pprurn; a leak, and it was with the utmost difficulty trie men 
could keep her from sinking ; but, on the 15th, in the morning, she met 
the other ships between the Island of St. Mary and the maiti land. The 
admiral and the Content had aecnred theaoaelvea two daya during^ the 
violence of the storm, at the lale of If ocha, in 88 degrees south latitude, 
where some of the company going on shore, wdl armed, were attacked 
by the Indians armed with bows and arrows. 

On the luth the admiral wbnt on shore, attended by eighty men, well 
armed, and were met by two Indiani^ who treated th^m with great respect, 
•ad Gwdncted them to a chapel bnilt by the Spaniards, near which were 
many store-houses filled with wheat and baney, equal in goodness to 
that of England. Cavendish invited the two Indians on board, who, 
after some time, perceiving they were not among Spaniards, began to talk 
much abont the gold mines, intimating, by signs, that if they would go 
across the country to Aranco, they might furnish themselves with as much 
of that metal as they pleased. But this the admiral did not think fit to 
do, and having supplied himself with a good stock of com, hoga, fowls, 
potatoes, and dried dog-fish, deterinmed to continue his voyage. 

They left this place on the ISth, and next day anchored at an island 
called the Conception ; sailing thence, they came to the Bay of Qointero 
on the GOtli, and, on the last of the month, fifty men, well armed, marched 
several miles up the country, which they found well stocked with wild 
cattle, horses, doss, hares, rabbits, and partridges ; they also saw seve- 
ral riveiavnear which were ^eat quantities of wild fowl Having pro-, 
ceeded aa fax aa the monntams, they refreshed themselyes on the banka 
of a pleasant yver, and returned to their shi[ s at night. A party of two 
hundred Spanish horse were in pursuit of the detachment that day, but 
being seen, would not venture to aiUck them ; however, on the 1st of 
April, while t!ie English were on ahore filling water, the Spaniards potircd 
dovm two hundred oavaby from the billa npen them» who killed aevvra^ 
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tlul took a few pri^oneTP : hwt a reinforcrment of fifiepn TTii^l'.sli coniinf^ 
upt Tcscued their companions, killed twenty-four of the Spaniards, and 
drove the leat to the mountains. After this they continued tiUcmg ia 
water unmolested for firar days, and tben not off to an island at the dis- 
tanee of a league, abounding with pengains and uther fowl, with which 
havinf^p'entifuHv stocked the shii)'^, thrv rnn^rvji (Ulioir%'oyngt» nortli west. 

On the 15th they arrived at an excellent harbour cnlled Moro-Mormo, so 
formed by the situation of au island as to admit a ship at cither end. At 
this place the adniral went on shore with thirtj men, and was plentifully 
supplied with wood and water by the Indians, who brooght iton their backs. 
These harmless people lived in a very wild mnnnrr, thongh kept greatly • 
in subjection by the Sj»aniards. They conducted the adrnintl and liib party 
to theu houses, whicii were about two rnilcii from the harbour, composed 
of two or thiee finked sticks stnok in the ground, a few rafters being laid 
across from one to the other, and the whole coTsred with boughs. They 
subsisted on stinkir^ fish, and their beds were the skins of wild beasts 
spread on tho tloor. 

Leaving Moro-Moreno, they proceeded till tho third of May, and tl.en 
•nchoied in a bay near three email towns, in shoot 13 degrees south lati* 
tvde, called Pisca, Chincha, and Paraccn, where, going on shore at the 
former, they found some ho»]?ps <l"sf>rtp:l by the inhabitants. Here they 
supplied themselves with wine, brend, hgs, an<l poultry ; but the sea rnn 
so high they could not get on shore at Paracca, which was the principal 
lilace. . They also fonndhen two ships laden with sngar, molasses, maizei 
cordovan skins, and other effects, oat of which they took what they chose, 
put the people on shore, and burnt the ressels. It was judged that the 
cargo of one of these ships wonld have yielded them twenty thousaud 
pounds, had a proper market for it been at hand. 

Sailing hence, they came, on the S6th, to. the road of Psita, the town of 
which name is a neat well-built place, containing about two hundred 
houses. The ;uhnirn! Inndinfr with seventy men, drove the inhabitants to 
the hills, from v. in tjce tiioy hred small shot upon his party, but the Spa- 
xuaids would nut come to close quarters ; whereupon the English, havmg 
possessed themselves of the town, raardied in porsnit np the hills, com- 
pletely routed them, and brought back considerable property, whiclk they 
had hid among the mountains. HaviTig seized twenty-five pounds weight 
of silver, "m pieces of eight, they set lire to the town, and to a vessel 
which lay in the harbour, embarking while the place was in flames. 

Sailing hence to Fane, an island in one degree south latitude, they 
found a ship of 350 tons burthen in tlie harbour, which they sunk, and 
went on shore. 

The cacique having removed the valaable furniture of Jiis pahce and 
other effects to a neighbouring island, the admiral weui tliere on the 26th, 
and seizing what be thought proper, had it conveyed on ^JOU]d the th*ps. ^ 
They also burut the church and took away five of the bells. The Enj^lish 
were attncked on the 2d of Juno by a hundred Spaniards, who, with the 
loss of forty-siX of their o.vn rnpn. killed and took. j)risot;'^rs ;iV)out twelve 
oi the English ; but sevcniy aaiiurs going on shore lau t^me day, at- 

^ tacked and routsd one hundred Spaniards srmed with muskets, and two 
hundred Indiana with bows and arrows ; and then, destroying their or- 
jchards, nho burnt four lar^re ship5 upon the stocks, together with the 

' town, which consisted of three hundred houses, which was reduced to a 
heap of rubbish. 

On the 1st of J uiy grained a sight of New Spaia at Ibe distance of ibui 
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leagues from land; and on the 9th took anew ship of 120 torn, whicli, 
haviiig rifled, and taken her pilot, one Sancius, and the crew on board, 
they set on fire ; and the next day also took a beik, which wae deatined to 

give intelligence of their arrival along the coast. 

About the middle of Augtist the admiral and thirty men went in the 
pinnace to Port JValivity, in 19 degrees north latitude, where Sancins, 
the oilot of the former ship they had takeoi informed him that a rich prize 
would be found ; but» before their arrival, ahe had aaiied twelve leaguea 
farther to fiah for pearls. Tliey, however, took a mulatto, who had been 
sent to give notice of their arri\'al along the coast of Neuva Gallicia, and 
having burnt the town of Nativity, with two vessels of two hondred tons 
burthen on the stocks, they returned to their ships. On the 26ili, sailed 
into the Bay of St. Jago, where having watered, caught a conaiderable 
quantity of fish, and tnken some pearls, they left it on the 2d of Septem- 
ber; next day sailed a league to the westward of Port Nativity, into the 
Bay of Malacca, where the admiral and aoout thirty of his men went ashore 
to a little Indian town called Acatlan, consisting of upward of twenty 
nouaee and a church, to which they aet fire, and went on board again in 
the night. This bay they left on the 4th, and sailing along the coaat 
with a friir wir fl, arrived in the road of Chacalla four dav?; nftrrward. 

On the day after their arrival, the commander sent forty men, with the 
pilui (Sancius) as a guide, through the woods into the country, where they 
found a few Indian and Spanish fainiliea, and one of Portuguese, all of 
whom they made prisoners and carried on board the ships. The admiral 
employed the women to fetch plantain*, lemons, orange**, and other fruit 
on board ; and as a reward for their industry, discharged all their husbands 
except Diego, a Portuguese, and Sembrano, a Spanish carpenter. On 
tile iith entered the road of Massatlan, which lies under tne tropic of 
Cancer, where they found plenty of fine fish, and the adjacent country 
abounded with fruit. They left it again on the 27fh putting, in at an 
island a league to the northward, where they cleaned their ships and new* 
built their pinnace. Being now much in want of water, one Flores, a 
Spanish prisoner, adviaed them to dig in the aand to the depth of three 
feet, where they found a sufficient quantity for the use of the crew. 

They sailed from this island on the 9th of Octohpr, and on the VUh' 
fell in with Gape St. Lucar, on the west point of Cahfornm, a place which, 
as Sir Francis Drake's people had obeerved before, exactly resembles the 
Needlea at the lale of Wight. A fine bay, called by the Spaniatda A«i- 
ada Segura, the banka of which are inhabited by a great number of In* 
dians during the summer season, is situated within this cape. At this 

?Uce they watered, and waited for the Acapulco ship till the 4ih of 
November, on which day, in the morning, one of the admirars crew, going 
up the topmaatrhead, saw a veaael coming in from the aea* on which he 
cried out, *• A sail ! a sail !" 

Everything being immediately prepared, the admiral chased her nearly 
four hours, when corning up he ssduted her with a broadside and a volley 
of small shot. She appeared to be the St. Anne, a Spanish vessel of 700 
tona burthen; aomo of the admiral's people immediately boarding her, 
found the crew provided with javelins, targets, and great stones, with 
which the Spaniards attacked the English and forced them to retire, with 
the loss of two men killed and several wounded. The admiral now gave 
them a second salute with his great and small arms, by which a great 
number were killed, but thefV atili continued fighting, till a third broadatde 
obliged them to yield or link ; whereupon they flun§ oat a flag of trucoy 
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•tnick their sails, and the captain, pilot, and a principal lueichaat came un 
board tlie admiraL ^ Tho prize conUined one hundred end tweo^-two 
thousand pezoea of gold, besides ffreat quaotttiet of rich eilka, saltiiii 

damask, musk, and a good stock of provisions. 

Havii^g obtained this rich booty, ihey pui iuto the harbour of Puerto 
Scguro on the 6th of iXovember, whero the admiral set all the prisoners 
w ahorev ta the Dumber of one bnodred and fifty, giving them wine, pro- 
iriaiona» and the sails of their ship, with planks to boUd boinea. Tha 
captors now began to divide the booty, when the avarice of some of the 
aatlors caused a considerable didUirbancr, vvhich threatened a mutiny, 
but the candid and generous behaviour of Cavendish at length compro- 
mised all difleienaea. Of the prisonexa of the St. Anne were reaerved 
two Japanese boys, three that were born on the Island of Manilla, a 
Portuguese who had visited China and Japan, and a Spanish pilot, who 
was well acqua!n<pd with the scaa between Acajmlco and Now Spain* 
and the Ladrone mianJ^. 

On the 19tb of November, the admmil bavmg made a preser^t to tho 
eaptam of the St. Anne, put him on shore with arms to aefend himself 
tg«in«t the Indians, and then burnt tho ship, wiih five hundred tons of 
goods in her, waiting till he saw her destroyed quite down to the edge of 
the water. This being done, they proposed to sail for England ; and at 
Ihia time had the misfortune to lose the Contenti which lemabing behind 
some little time in the road, they aailed out, ezpeotiog abe wonld follow, 
but ihey never saw her again. 

They however directed their course to the Ladrones, which held ihem 
till the 3d of Januaiy, when, earl;^ in the morning, they had sight of one 
of the cloater called Onaro. Sailing on with a gentle wind, Siey camo 
within two leaguea of the island, when sixty or seventy canoes, filled 
with savages, came off to the ships, bringing fresh fish, corons, plantains, 
and potatoes, to exchange with the sajiors, who gave thetn pieces of old 
iron in return. The bits of iron they fastened to cords and iLshing lines, 
which they threw om the ahip^a aiae to the canoea, and receiTed back 
the provisions by the same conveyance. These savages crowded about 
tho f>h\p in such a manner, that two of their canoes were broke to piVres, 
but the people diving escaped unhurt ; and they would not leave the ship, 
at last, till some small arms were discharged. They were very lusty 
men, of a tawny colour, remarkably fat j most of them wore their hair 
▼ery long, but sonte tied it op in knots on the crown of their head. 

Their canoes, made of rafts of canes, were seven or eight yards in 
length and half a yard in breadth, furnished with eijuare or triangular 
aaila made of aedges, both head and atom of the Teaael bemg alike, and 
aailing equally with or nearly against tho wind. 

Sailing hence, they fell in with the headland of the Philippine islands, 
called Caha del Spirito San!o, at day-break, on the l4th of January. 
The island is large, high m the middle, running a great way into the sea 
' westward. It is one hundred lea^nea from Guam, and sixty from Manilla, 
which is the chief of the Philippmea, and inhabited by six or aeven hun< 
dred Spanlar^ls The place has no great strength, but is immensely rich 
in gold and other valuable commodities. It has a constant annual cor- 
respondence with Acapulco, and employs twenty or thirty ships to trade 
to Chhfia with the Sangueloea, who are Chmeae merchants, extreme good 
mechanics, and the best embroiderera in silk and satin in the world. 
The people of Manilla are great gainers by their trade with tha Saogae* 
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loea, v<?ho send ^cat qxuntiliOT of gdd thither, aod exchange it for aa 

equal weigiit ot silver. % 

On the uext day (bey fell in with the Island of Capul, passing a yery 
narrow atrati between thai ialand and another. Ooming to an aochor in 
four fathom water, within a cable's length of the ahore, a canoe came up 
to them, in which was one of the sevon caciques, who are joint gover- 
nors of llie island. They passed for Spaniarda wnh these people, who 
brought provisions, exchanging a quantity of potatoes, or Ibor coeoae for 
a yard of fine doth. The caciqoe eomins on board, they deuined him, 
and desired, by eigne, that he would eend for his six brother caciques ; 
whereupon the servants, who managed the canoe, went for them, and they 
quickly came with a great number of the people of the island, bringing 
with them hogs, poultry, xocoas, and potatoee, eo that the eailoia ^ote 
Ailly employed in exchanging, which they did at the Spanish rate, giving 
eight rials of plate for a hog, and one for a fowl. The pilot, v^hom they 
took on board the St. Anne, having laid a plot to betray them to the 
Spaniarda, was hanged at this place. 

The people of the island are of a tawny complexion, go almost naked, 
worship the devil, and practise the rite of circumcieion. They, as well 
as several other neighbouring islands, have paid tribute to the English, 
on a supposition thnt they were Spaniards. The admiral summoned all 
the caciques on tlie 2:Ji3, and acquainting liicm that they were English, 
end the mortal foes of the Spaniards, at the same time paying them in 
money for the hogs and other provisions which he had received as tribute. 
These chiefs much admired the admirers generosity, and promised to 
assist him with all their forces, if he would make war upon the Spaniards. 
At their departure, the admiral fired a gun, in compliment to bis visiters, 
after they had eoTeral times rowed round his ebip to afibrd him divereion. 

On the next morning, June the 24th, they set sail, steering north-weat 
by several islands, where the Spaniards, having been alarmed, V^pt fires 
and a strict watch all night, continually discharging their pieces. They 
passed the Island of Panama, whicli is a plain, level country, abounding 
in tall trees, proper for making masts of ships, and baring eoTeral mines 
of fine gold, which are in possession of the Indians. To the southward 
of this, in nine degrees north latitude, lies the large Island of Negro, a 
low and fruitful country, where the natirei maintain their independcncv 
At .six in the morning, on the 39th of June, they passed through the strait 
between Panama and the Negro Island. They met with nothing remark* 
able irom this time till the let of March foUowmg, when, bsfing pasaed 
the straits of Java Major and Minor, they came to an anchor on the 
south-west of ,Fivn ]V1'4ior, where they saw people fishinfr in h bay under 
the island, to whom the admiral sent out a hoat with a negro who could 
speak the Malay tongue, which is much used at Java; but the people 
being frightened, ran away to the wooda. One of them afterward ven- 
turing to the sea- side, the negro told him it was expected they would 
find fresh water for the use of the ship, and desired to be conducted to 
the kin^, whom having found, he acquainted hiin that the admiral was 
come hither to traffic for prorisione, or any valuable commodities the 
seland afforded. 

On the l^h, ten of the king's canoes came off to the admiral, laden 

with oxen, hogs, poullrv, ^eese, eggs, sugar, cocoas, plantains, oranges, 
lemons, wiae, and acqua vitas. Two Portugue. e who were on the island 
came on board, and gave thetn a full account oi ihe manners and caetome 
of tho inbahitaDte, 
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The atlmirai having paid for the proyisions they brought, sailed on Um 
I6th of March for the Cape of Good Hope, and on the 11th of May one 
of the company spied land, hearing north and north-weet, at the Uii$uuce 
of about forty leagaiHi* Being hecBlmed on the following two days, they 
could not got near enough to be certain what land it wte ; but, on the 
14th, found it to be Cape False, from which the Cape of Good Hope 
bears west and by south at near tifty Icagncs distance. On the IGih 
they saw the Cape of Good HopOi which, by their reckoning, apncared to 
be one thonrana eight bandfed tod fifty leagues from Java. 

On the 8th of June they came whhia sight of the Island of St. Helena, 
at the distance of eight leagues; but, having little wind, could not reach 
it tiil the next day> when they came to an anchor near the shore, in 
twelve fathom water. Going on shore, they entered ihe church, whicli 
was hung with painted cloths, having an altar with a picture of the Vircin 
Mary, and the Story of the crucifixion. This church stands in a valTev 
so filled with fruit trees and excellent plants that it appears like a well 
cultivated garden, adorned with long-lemon, orange, citron, pomegranate, 
date, and trees, presenting the c/e with blossoms, and green and ripe 
finiit all at the same time. 

Having taken on board what necessaries thoy wanted, thtfj sailed for 
Enfrland on the SOth of June, and on the 3d of September met with a 
Fieinibh vessel, from Lisbon, by which they learned the agreeable news of 
the total defeat of the Spanish Armada. On the 9th of September, after 
« violent storm, which carried away the greater part of their sails, they 
anived at Plymouth, from which they had been absent two years and 
somethin,;:' loss than two months ; and soon afterward Mr. Cavendish 
received the hono^ii of knighthood from Queen fiUaabetb*

Several eminent Dutch merchants, about tlie beginning of the year 
I69S, formed the design of sendhig some stout vessels tlirbugh the straits 
of Magellan, to cruise on the Spaniards in the South Seas, to which they 
were chiefly induced by the reports of many English seamen, who had 
served under Draiie, Cavendish, and others. As the success of the en- 
terprise depended in a great measure on the capacity of the admiral, 
OUver Van Noort; a native of (Ttrcchi, a man in the fiower of bis age, 
was pitched upon to take charge of the expediUon. Two stout vessel?, 
the Manrice and the Henry Frederic, and two yachts, the Concord and 
the H li e, manned by two hundred and forty-eight persons, were appomied 
for Ltus service. The Maurice was commanded by Oliver Van Noort, 
admiral, the Henry Frederic by James Claasz, vice-admiral, the Concord 
^y Peter Van Lint, and the Hope by John Hnidecoopc. 

The Maurice and the Concord sailed out of the port of Goreo on the 
13th of September, 1698, and being joined by the Henry Frederic and 
the Hope from Amsterdam, they cotiiinaed their voyage together for 
I'lymootb, in order to take on board the clothea and other necessaries of 
their pilot, Mr. Mcllish, an English genlioman, who had beea abroad 
before with Sir Thomas Cavendish 

. On the 21st they left Plymouth, with a fresh gale at north east, and 
next mormng missed the vice-admirars shallop, with six men on board her. 
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in search of whom they began to entertain thooghts of retarning to PIy« 
moatb ; bot m«eliog with an En^iAi pritrateer, they learnt that the fel> 
Iawa had designedly ron away witS the l>oal. The escape of these fellows, 
however, occasioned some munnurings among the sailors, tvhich were 
increased the next day by the vice-admiral's losing his other shallop, 
which he had in tow, with a man in her. 

On ihe 4th of October they met with a fleet of EnglUb, French, and 
Dutch, by whom they were informed of a dreadful pestiltfaco which had 
lately destroyed t vo hunJrod and fifty thousand persons on iho coast of 
Barbary. On the 4ih of December they were oif Cape Palaia, and o:i 
the lOih came within sight of Prince's Island, possessed by the I'orta- 
guese, in one degree north latitude, and eending their boats on ahore, 
carried a flag of truce, while a negro with some Portuguese met them 
with a similar token of peace. The Diitch asked for a supply of provi- 
sions, which the others seemed willing to grant; but, while they were 
talking on this subject, a number of persons, who bad lain in ambuscade, 
attacked them suddenly, and killed several, among whom were the admi- 
ral's brother and Mr. Mellish, the English pilot. It was dotermmed in a 
council of war to rcvengp this outrage bv attacking the casile, but upon 
trial tiuiiing themselves unequal to this business, they burnt the sugar 
houses, and having taken in a supply of fresh water, set sail on the 17lh 
for GoBsalvd, where the winds blow from tho sea in the daj'time, and 
from the land at night. 

On the 1st of Jmuary, 1589, they passed tho Island of Annobon, and 
on the dth of February reached Cape St. Thomas, on the coast of Brazil, 
in twenty-two dt grccs south latitude. On the 9th they came to Rio 
Janeiro, where the Portuguese killed several of the crew. From Rio 
Janeiro they went to St. Sebastian, where they harboiirod in safety, and 
met with plenty of wood and water. On the Mlh of March encountered 
a violent storm, in which they were parted from tho vice-admiral and the 
Hope, bat had the happhiess to meet again three days afterward. By 
this time winter beginning to approach, and the scurvy making some 
havoc among; ihcm, they proposed to pnt in at St, Helena, biH missing 
that place, were driven on a desolate and barren island, where they found 
no provisions but a few fowls, which were knocked down with sticks; 
they therefore put to sea again, and on the 1st of June, when expecting 
to have reached Ascenrion, they found themselves off the continent of 
Brazil. The Portuguese not permitting them to land, they sailed to tlie 
little Island of St. Ciara, nhont a mile from the contment, where rrirrting 
with some herbs and a kind of sour plumbs, these cured all who were 
afflicted with the scurvy in fifteen days. 

On the 16ih of June they sailed for Port Desire, which is between 
for tv proven and forty-eight degrees south latitude, but having very bad 
weather, did not arrive there till the 20th of September. On an island 
three miles to the south of this place, they caught great quantities of 
fish, and took fifty thousand penguin?, besides a vast number of eggs, 
which proved very refreshing food to thoso who were sick. On the 5th 
of October sotTift of the seamen went on shore, and found beasts like 
Slags and buffaloes, and a great number of ostriches, in each of whose 
nests were nineteen eggs. The admiral proceeding also to take a vi(»w 
* of the country, left strict orders for those who attended the boats not to 
leave them ; but disobeying his injunctions, some rambled into the coun- 
try, where they fell into an ambuscade of savages, who killed three and 
wounded a fourth. These savages were very tall, nearly naked, painted 
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their skins, and were armed with bows and arrows. Sailing hence on 
the 29th of October, they reached Cape Virgin Mary on the 24ih of next 
month, and attempted to enter the straits of Magellan, but were prevented 
by contrary winds, rain, hail, and snow ; they also lost their anchors, and 
broke their cables ; and to add to the train of misfortunes, sickness rfiged 
much among the men, who began to complain ; all which accidents 
uniting together, made it near fifteen months from the beginning of the 
voyage, before they were able to enter the straits. 

On the 25th of November perceived two islands near Cape Nassau, on 
which were some savages, who shook their weapons at them in token of 
defiance ; bnt the Hollanders landing, pursued them to a cave, which 
was obstinately defended, every man of the party dying on the spot. On 
this the Dutch entered the cave, where they found their wives and chil- 
dren ; and the poor woman expecting immediate death, covered their in- 
fants with their bodies, resolving to meet their fate in that posture ; but 
the Europeans only took away four boys and two girls, who wera carried 
on board the ships. One of these boys being afterward taught to speak 
Dutch, informed them that the largest island was called Castemme, and 
the other Talcke ; that they abounded in panguins, the flesh of which 
served the iuhabiCants for food, and the skin for clothing ; that they caught 
ostriches on the neighbouring continent, which they also ate ; and that 
they had no habitation but caves under ground. The inhabitants were 
divided into four tribes, three of which were people of moderate stature, 
broad over the breast, which they always painted, and went naked, except 
a cloak of penguin skins which reached to their waist ; that the fourth 
tribe were people of a gigantic stature, being full tea feet high, and con-- 
stantly at war with the other tribes. 

Leaving this place, they sailed toward the continent on the 28th, seeing 
some whales at n distance, and observed a beautiful river, shaded with 
trees, covered with a number of parrots, to which place they gave the 
name of Summer Bay. On the 29th proceeded to Port Fa.nine, where 
they cut down wood to build a boat ; but finding no good anchoring, 
doubled Cape Froward on the 2J of December, and. at the distance of 
four miles, found a large bay, in which they anchored in safety. Here 
they found a plant like sneezewort, which proved an excellent remedy for 
the scurvy ; and another plant, which, being tasted, caused the person 
who eat it to run distracted for a time, but soon afterward recovered. 

On the 2d of January, 1600, departed for Maurice Day, which was 
found to extend far to the eastward, receiving into it several rivers, the 
mouths of which were filled with ice, which seemed not to melt all the 
vear round ; for though now near the middle of sunimer, it was still ten 
fathoms thick. In this place they were greatly distressed by continual 
rains and the want of provisions ; and two of their company going on 
shore to pick muscles, were murdered by the savages. Sailing on tlic I7th, 
they were driven by a storm into a bay at three miles distance, which, 
from the number of penguins they found there, was called Goose or Pen- 
guin Bay. At this place the vice-admiral was tried by a council of war 
for divers crimes, and sentenced to be set on shore to shift for himself in 
that inhospitable country. 

On the last of February they passed Cape Desire into the South Sea, 
their men being now reduced to one hundred and forty-seven ; and soon 
afterward they lost the Henry Frederic, of which the vice-admiral had 
been commander. Having waited some time in fruitless expectation of 
this vessel, they sailed, on the 12ih of March to the Island of La Mocha, 
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which lies in 98 degraes toath toiiiude, abOBi tiro 1mi(|«m tiom the eoa- 
tineot. This island is temarkable for a b^gh mountain in the coutre, ua 
which it a large cleft, from whence runs a stream of water to the valleys ^ 

below. Going ashore at this place, they exchanged hatchets and knives 
for shecpi fowls, maize, and diU'erent sorts oi Iruit. The^ also visited 
the town, which consisted of about fifty houses, built chiefly of straw, 
where the inhabitants entertained them with a soar liquor, called Ciei, 
which is chiefly used at their grand entertainments, and is made by soak- 
ing maize in water. The people of this island purchase their wives, and 
every one may buy as many as Ite can keep ; so that it sometimes hap- 
pens that a man, who has a number of handsome dsoghters, makes a 
fortune by the sale of them. They have no Uws or magietnites wmoog 
them ; but if a man kills another, the relations of the murdered person 
are both his judges and executioners, but will frequently remit his sen- 
tence for a treat of Cici. The clothes of the inhabitants are made of 
the wool of targe sheep, which they also employ to carry burdens. 

OS St Mary's Island, at the distance of six leagues, they chased and 
took a Spanish ship, which was carrying lard and meal to Aranco and 
Conception. The pilot informed them there were two men-of-war wait- 
ing for their commg at Arica ; on which they determme<l to »ail to Val- 
paraiso, where they took two ships, and killed several Indians ; but the 
Spaniards had sU left the place. Eighteen miles from Valparaiso, up tha 
country, lies St. Jago, which abounds in red-wine and sheep ; these they 
kill only for the fat, with which alone they lidc many vessels every year. 
At ilus town some letters asserted, that ttie Indians of ChiU had ti»ea 
against the Spaniards, sacked the town of Baldivia, took many prisoners, 
and destroyed great numbers. That they hod burnt the houses and 
churches, and struck otf the heads of the popish images, crying, "Down 
fall the gods of the Spaniards." About five thousand Indians were con- 
cerned in this action, who bore so jperfoctan enmity to the Spaniards, 
tliat they ripped open the breasts of all they conquered, merely to have 
the pleasure of tearing out their hearts with their teeth. Those Indians 
had a peculiar method of »jlecting their gfneral : the man who carried a 
heavy log of timber on his shouldt-rs for the longest time, was to com- 
mand in chief. Several carried it for four, hvo, or six hours, but at length 
one was found who bore its weight twenty-four houni, without resting ; 
and he was their present genersl. That part of ChiU between Baldivia 
and St. Jago is one of the finest spots in the world, having a fine and 
wholenomfl nir, being remarkably fertile, abounding in cattle and iruitsof 
\anout» kinds, and having abundance of gold mines. 
• On the I6th of September arrived at Guana, one of the Ladrones, 
which is twenty miles in extent, and produces fish, cocoa-nuts, bananasp 
and sugar tancs, which the Indians broaght in their canoes in great quan- 
tities to the ship. Two hundred of these vessels at a ti.me, hnvintr each 
of them four or five men on board, would come bawlinj,^ to the side« of 
the ships, calling out, <*Hiero, Hiexo," that is, iron, oi which they are 
so eager, that they would frequently run a^unst ^e diips and overset 
the canoes. Both the men and women were great cheats, and would 
sell a basket of cocoa-shells, covered with rice at the top, a bas- 
ket of nee ; or would snatch a sword out of the scabbard, or take any- 
thing else they could lay their hands on, and diving into the sea, make 
their escape. On the 17th sailed for the Philippines, and three days after* 
ward met with ice, though they were then but in three degrees of north 
latitude. Thej anchorMsin Bayla Bay on the of October, and pre- 
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tiBdinff to bft HyMMwh, got well iiip|iliod willi what pcoTi«0M tbejr 
wanted. The poor Ittdiin* of this pUoe pay a tax of Ion rials a head to 

the Spaniards for every one who is above the of t\v<^nty. These 
people 00 naked, and mark their skins with figures so J< (•[) ihai they never 
w«ar out. After bavuig got supulies here, they were dibiovctcd, where- 
upon thi^ aaiWd for tho Btiail or M aniUa, and in their way met with a 
•udden goat of wind, which carried awaj their maata and sails. 

On thp evening of the 23d they went on shore, and eri? palmltos, and 
drank [ 1' nt fuily of water, aooQ aiW which aevcral were aeaed with the 
bloody -ilux. 

On tho Mth enteiod tho atrait, and in the evening paaaed the Itland 

Caput, seven miles within the strait, and crowded aU aail for Manilla^ 
which i s eighty miles from Capul, but the wind was against then^. hesidea 
v- lucti. ihcy wanted the as^istHnce of maps and a good pilot. Un llie 7th 
of r^iovemijer tooka juiik oi Uiiuxa, iadeu wkii pruvisiuu, lur Manilla, the 
maater of f^eh iafomed thorn thoco were at that tune at Manilln two 
laigo vessels, which came annually ftom New Spain thitlier ; and alao a 
Dutch ship from Malacca ; that there was a wall round the town, and 
that the harbour was defended by two forts ; that a prodigious trade was 
earned on in siiks and other valuable coimnodiiica between Manilla 
China, in which not leea than four hundred shtpe were annually employ- 
od ; aiid that two ships were daily expected from Japan, laden with pnH 
visions. On the 15th they took two barks laden with swine and poultry, 
intended as tribute for the Spaniards ; after wliich they lay at anchor ia 
fifteen degrees north latitude, waiting for the Japan ships, one of which, 
of abont fifty tone horthottfthoy took on tho lot of December ; thtaveaaet 
was of a very uncouth shape ; her sails wolO made of reeds' her anchora 
of wood, and her ropes of twisted straw ; the people 0:: board her WOro 
bald, except a small tuft of hair on the back part of the nead. 

On the 9th they took two barks, one of which was laden with rice 
and ponitiy, and tba other with eocoa, wino, and aqua vite. On tho 14th 
diey UXL in with the two Spanish ships from Manilla, on which a warm 
engagement en«ncf^, whi^n the Dutch admiral was attacked, and at length 
boarded by the iSpaniards ; wiiereupon the admiral declared aloud that he 
would immediately blow up the ship if his men did not clear hci ui ilie 
ISpaniarda, and roeovor the fortune of tho day. The Dutch, animated at 
once by hope and despair, fought like tigers, and not only drove the ono* 
my from their ship, but, in return boarding theirs, soon sunk her. In 
this action the bpamards lost several hundreds, many of whom were 
drowned, while the loaa of the Dutch amounted only to five killed and 
twenty-six wonndod ; bntby this time their whole number of hands able 
to do duty was no more than thirfy-five. Continuing their voyage tiU 
the 26th, they came to anchor at Borneo, in a commodioiig briy three miles 
in compass, exchanging linen cloth for fish with the neighbouring fisher- 
men. The admiral sent a messei^er to the king, desiring leave to trade, 
which waa granted ate tho pnpor offieora haOMenon board, and found 
that they were not Spaniiids. 

On the first of January, 1601, the Borneans having laid a plot to seize 
tho Dutch ship, a great number of natived came toward the vessel in a 
hundred little boats called proas, and preteudingio have presents from 
tiie king, desired to be taken od board ; but the Dutch, anepecting theit 
intention, threatened to fire on them if they did not keep o( upon which 
thev desisted from the attempt. 

The Island of Borneo ia 4he largest in the £aat Indies, and the capital 
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city, which bears the same name, consists of three thousand houses, but 
is built in such a 'low, wet situation* tliat the inhabttants ate conunioiilj 
obliged to flo fnim one house to anocber in their pnu* Every man goes 

armed ; and even ihc wompn are of so wfirlike a disposition, that if they 
are allfouted, they seek their revenge by the daejgei or javelin. A Dutch- 
man having otfeuded one of these ladies, she attacked him with a javelin, 
and would soon have despatched him, had she not been withiield by fcrce. 
The inhabitants profess the Mahometan religion, in (he ntea of which they 
are eilremf'Iy siij)prstitious. The people of fashion wear a cotton turban 
oil the head, and a covermg of linen from the waist downward : but the com- 
mon people go naked, and are constantly chewing the herbs called betle 
and areka. lo the night of the 4th of Janiiary» four Bomeaae came to* 
the ship, designing to cut the cables that she alight drive on shore, but 
the Dutch, discovering the design, fired r»t them, whereupon they made 
iheir escape, leaving iheir proa behind, which the other seized, aiMi being 
weary of Borneo and its inhabitants, sailed for Bantam. On the 16th 
took a junk from Jor, on boaid of which was a skilful psiot, who conduct^ 
«^ them through those dangerous seas, where otherwise they would pro- 
bably have been lost ; for now they hnd but one anchor left, the cable of 
which was almost worn out, and they were surrotmded with a great 
number pf small islands and shoals. 

On the 88th they arrived at Jortan, on <he Island of Java, wfaeic thejr 
had news of Dutch ships being at Bantam, a eity constating of about a 
thousand houses, built of timlter. The king of this pkce commands a 
considerable part of that end ol the island. The people are said to be 
Mahometans, hut from the pagoda still in use among the common class^ 
it appears that the superstitious practices of the MnssotoMn are intermixed 
with those of the Indian worship. Their chief-priest was one hundred 
and twenty years of a<re, and had »nany wives, the milk of whose breasts 
was ail his food, is'aiiing hence, they saw a Portuguese veMei, of sis 
hundred tons bortheO) run aground on the shoals, the crew of which 
said they were gouig to Amboyna to engross the Hade of that place ; but 
the admiral, suspecting she had put to sea to- craiso againat thooiy left the 
crew to perish in that dreadful situation. 

They passed the straits of Sunda on the 6th of February, and leavii^ 
Java on the north-east, steered for the Cape of Good Hope. On tho 
• 18th had the sun vertical at noon, after wueh they were becalmed for 
eleven days. On the 24th of April, at night, saw a light like fire about 
four miles to the north-west, which they had no idea of, aa they were 
foU 2UU miles from the cape. 

On the 25th, at night, perceived another tire, and the next morning 
discovered land bearing noith-east, but continuing their course* arrived 
off St. Helena on the 26th, where thiiy refieshed themselves with gocnl 
fresh meat, fish, and water. Leaving the island on the 30th, sailed 
homeward, but, by the 22d of July, were extremely distressed, being at 
short allowance of bread, and what they bad was worm-eaten. 

This distress increased daily tilt tho 18th of August, when ihey me* 
three ships from Embden, which gave them bread and fresh meat, for 
rice and pepper; and on the 26th of the same month, at noon, they ai- 
rived safely before the city of Rotterdam, iiaving been very ueaiiy khiQe 
years on the voyage. 
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Captain william dampier.— i683-no6. 

Wiluam Bavpibk, dMceniied of t repuUble iiunilj in Somerseitliire, 

vras bom in the yew 1859 ; but having the misfortuae to lose both his 
parents while very yoMng, his relations neglected his etiurcition ; and his 
disposition strongly inclining him to the sea, he was, at the age of seron- 
teen, |>iit apprentice to the master of a ship at Weymouth, in Dorsetshire, 
with whom h« made a voyage to Franca In the year 1660, and aoother to 
New England in the year following. But in tho second voyage, enfferh^ 
so much from rxuennfl cold, he lost much of that ardour for a mnritime 
life^ with which he had before been inspired ; so that on his return he 
retired to his friends in the country* proposing not to go to sea any more. 
UearuMr , however, of m ootwaid boond Eaat India abip which wae aoon 
to aailylie came to liondon, entered himself ae a foremast roan, and made 
e voyage to Bantam, by which he ao'-jvirfd considerable experience ; and 
retarning to England in January, 1072, rnnauied during the following 
stmimer at the house of his brother in SomRrset;ihire. 

In 1679 he eerved iilider Sir Edward Sprs^ge in two engagements 
against the Dutch ; after which he went again mto Somersetshire, where 
he met with one Colonel Hellier, who. havin? a large e«';t«e in Jamaica, 
peri»uadcd Mr. Dampier to go there and take the management of it ; but 
being soon weary of this employment, he engaged with Captain Uodsell 
to cut logwood in the Bay of Campeaehy. This bnsiness beinff attended 
with profit, he continued it for a considerable period ; and during this 
tim#*, became acqnainled with the bncanifrs, wiih whom he afterward 
engaged ; but of which connexion he was ai leitglh much ashamed, f n 
the Bay of Campeaehy he formed some projects for advancing his fortune ; 
which, however, made it necessary for him to retom to England, where 
having raised what money he was abfe, he embarked for Jamaica in the 
beginning of the year 1679. He arrived ahont the end of April follow- 
ing, with a full intrnlion to have furnished himself with all materials for 
carrying on the logwood trade ; but afterw;trd altered his rebaluiion, and 
laid out the greater part of his fortune in the porchase of a small estate in 
Dorsetshire. Soon after this he made an agreement with one Mr. Hobby 
to make a voyage to the Moskito shore before he went to England. Soon 
after settititi out, they anchored off Nigral Bay, nt the west end of Jamai- 
ca, wliere iinding tho Gaplaind Coxon, Sawkms, Sharp, and others, goin^ 
on a privateering expedition, Hobby*s men all engaged with them, and 
Dampier finding no one left with Hobby but himself, consented to go also. 
Their first expedition was against Porto Hello, which having accomplished, 
they came to a resolution of crossing the Isthmus of Darien, to pursue 
their design in the South Seas. 

On the fifth of April, 1680, they landed near Golden Island, being in 
ntimber upward of 300, and carrying with them all kinds of provisions, 
and plenty of toys to urd^ity the Indiana. Mirchinir henrc, in nine ddvs 
they came to Santa Maria, which they jjlundcred ; hut tliuiing very little 
booty, after remainiitg three days, they embarked on board canoes and 
other small vessels for the Sooth Seas. On the 23d of April, being in 
sight of Panama, they made an onsuccessful attempt upon Puebla Nova, 
in which Oaf»tain Sawkni*?, who was commander-in-chitf, was kiiliiJ. On 
the Clh of June steered fur ihe coast of Peru, and touching at the i><l;in(i.-t 
of Gorgonia and Plata, came to \ lo, which they took in the month of 
October. Arriving at Jaan Fernandez about Christmas, they displaced 
Captain Sharpy who had commanded in chief since the death of Sawkins, 
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and made ehoica of Captain Watling in hit loom ; aorni aftar whieh they 
made a fruitless attempt upon Africa, a strong town on the coast of Peru, 

where Walling and tweniy-eifjht of his men being killnd. the crew di- 
vided them?p!vps into two factious, some of whom wirt lor k storing Cap* 
tain Sharp, and oihera for excluding him. But tiie lormer party prevailiogi 
Dampier with the latteti being forty-aeven in nambert detemuned upon 
croesmg the isthmus ; whieh bold and daogerooa ondertaking, notwith- 
standing they had no regular commnndf^r, was accomplished in twenty- 
three days. 'F'hpv set out on this expedition at three o'clock in the 
afternoon on the iat of May, carrying with liiem a kettle to dre8<( tiiexr 
proTisiona, twenty or thirty poonda of cnoeolatey aome sugar, and a qoantttj 
of flour. On the second day, these adventurers travelled only about five 
miles, stopping at an Indian plantation, where they found only women, 
one of whom pave them a kind of beer brewed from corn. In the eve- 
ning thebu^uauds of these women came home, and ucaLed uur travellerj 
with fowla, yama, plantatna, dee., and one of them, who apoke a litUe 
Spanish, agreed to guide them to an Indian, who, being maater of that 
language, could give full directiona; and for tbia aerviee he waa to be 
rewarded with a hatchet. 

On the next day, about noon, he introduced them to the Indian who 
apoke Spaniah, bat he gave only iU'Satared aaawera, and appealed to be 
their enemy ; some of the patty giving hia wife a fine petticoat, ahe brought 
htm into a better humour, t?nd ho procured them a guide for two days, 
being unable to attend himself on account of a wound in his foot. He 
informed them of a Spanish euardship that was sent out to destroy their 
Tessel, and aa it rained very liaid, would have had them atay in hia hut 
nil night ; bat th^ chose rather to abide the inclemency of the weather, 
than remain so near enemies. 

At length arriving at Sound's-key, after a variety of accidents, they 
joined Cauiain Tristian, commander of a French privateer, with whom 
they sailed to Springer'e-key, uniting there wilh eight prtrateera more, the 
whole fleet having on board near 600 men, yvith which force they flattered 
themselves with the hope of doing great things against the Spaniards. 
But the commanders disagreeing, Dampier and his companions put them- 
selves under the command of Captain Wright, with whom ttiey continued 
cruising along the Spanish coaat aa far aa the Dutch settlement of Curacoa ; 
from this they sailed to Tortugas, and thence to the Oaracca coast, where 
they took three prizes, which were shared ; and resolving to separate, 
Dampier, and about twenty others, took one of the barks and proceeded 
for Virginia, where they arrived in July 1683. 

At Virginia, Dampier associated himself, with Captain Gooke, wit|i 
vhom he had formerly been acquainted, and who now intended to aail 
in'o the South Seas to cruise agunst the Spaniar(??f. 

They set sail from Accomac on the 23d of August, 16S3, sleermg 
for the Cape de Verd islands ; but had not been many days at sea before 
they were overtaken by a violent storm, which continuing for a week, 
sc.irccly left any hope of outliving it. At length they made the Tslarul 
of Salt, so called from the qnantities of congealed salt which is found 
there, and the number of salt ponds with which it abounds. 

The soil of this island, situated in sixteen degrees north latitude, is 
extremely barren, prodncing only a few mean ahruba near the sea-side, 
which serve to feed a number of poor goats. There are some wild fowl 
on iho ishnd, the chief of which is the flamingo, a reddish bird, somewhat 
Uke the heron, wluch frequents the m^irshcs, whero u is not easy to get 
neai enough to shoot them. They build their nests of mud, scraped 
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•ogttdwr iBlo lilCle hiUoeki, tapering on dw top^ ^^dtk fiM iwarly fw» 

feet above the surface of the water. 

At the top of the hillock they leave their eggs, of which no more than 
two are laid, and cover them with their tails, their legs being at the samo 
time in the water ; a potition which nature has rendered easy to this 
bird, ac oCherwiee the weight wi their bodies weald break the eags, or 
smother the young, which cannot fly till full grown, but run with^such 
swiftness that it is very difficult to take them. ThcTr tongtsca are es- 
teemed great dainties ; but the rest q( the body is and black, though 
not of an ill taste. 

All the inhabitants of this talaad anoonted to no mere thaa six ; the 
chief of whom, making a naost ragged and deplorable figure, presented 
them with three or four lean goats ; in return for which, Captain Cooke 
gave him a coat, and bought a quantity of salt for some other old clothes. 
The traffic beinff over, ho begged a little powder and shot, and departed 
well satisfied ; bat one of the others, uiutDOwn to the chief, pretended 
to sell a piece of nmbergris to a sailor, which proved to be nothing bat s 
preparation of goats' decrement. 

oailing hence, they steered to St. Nicholas, another ef ^e Cape de 
Verd iskuds, at the distaaee of twenty-twe kegoes to the soatb-west, 
end andiored on the south-east side of it. 

Thry rc:nair<cd hero ahnnt five or six davs, dlfjmng wells for fresh 
water, and scrubbuii^ the ship's bottom, and Uien stoo<l over to the Islanrl 
of Mayo, another of the Cape de Yerds, where they proposed to have 

Cirehased seme goats eewe ; hot a Captain Bend having sone toao 
fore aeised the governor and some other gentlemen, ami refiising e 
rnrtsom which was oifere:], carried them off ; the inhabitants on this ac- 
count would not permit any of Captian Cooke's men to land The IsUnd 
of Mayo abounds in goats and other horsed caUle, and smaM turtle are 
Iband hoM in May, June, July, and Angiist 

Captain Cooke steered from the Cape de Verd islands directly for 
the straits of Magellan : but the wind blowing hard at south when they 
were in ten degrees north latitude, they stood over for the coast of Gui* 
nea, and in a few days anchored at the mouth of the River Sherborough, 
southward of Siem Leone. Not far Iron the shore tfiey saw a pret^ 
large Tillage, inhabited by negroes, the booses of which were all low, 
except one in tlic n.iddle, where they were entertained with palm wine; 
n<Hnr this place was an English factory, which carried on a considprable 
trade iu a red wood used by the dyers, called camwood. These ueoplo 
behaved with great civility, and supplied them with rice, fowls, oonef, 
end sugar canes. They continued their TOyage for the straits of Maget* 
Ian about the middle of November, but were no sooner out at sea than 
they met with violent gusts of wind, interchanfred with calms, so that 
they proceeded very slowly. Having touched at the three islands of 
Sebakl de Weert, where they foond nothing but a few bashes, and some 
small red lobsters about the size of a man's finger^ they came within 
sight of the straits of Le Maire on the 1st of February, which they found 
n>ountainor.s on each side, and very narrow. They encountered a violent 
storm at west-south- west on the 14th, which held till the 3d of March ; 
on the 19th diseevered a saU, which they supposed to be a Spanish mer- 
chantmen, bound from Baldivia for Lima ; but it proved to be an English 
ship, commanded by Captain Kaion, bound from London for the South 
Seas, with whom thf^y kept co;n;ianv quite throuwh the straits, and were 
supplied by thura with water, which ihey stood m need of, m retui£ for 

bread and beef which Giv»Cain Eaton wanled* 
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* On tfai Mlh UDtiund in a baj on the south side of the Iilaad ef 

Juan Fernandes, within two cables' length of the shore. As soon as 
fully secured, they sent a boat with a Mosqaito an'l two or three siiiloru 
to the shore m search of a Mo&quilo Indian, whout Uiipiaiu Watling had 
left theiw UifM years before, having at tbi^ ttme cooeaatad hiiMelf la 
the woods from the search of the Spaniards. He was soon found, for 
having^ the day before discovered an English sit!, he had killed three 
goats to entertain the crew, running to the shore lo iiicet tiiern. As 
soon as be aaw the other Indian he ran toward hiin, and having thrown 
himself mth hia face to the gromid, embraced him with all tba marka 
af tenderaeaa^ and then saluted his old friends the sailms, wh»ha thought 
were come on purpose to bring him of^' the island. 

Some Spaniards who had fieard of iua being there, had often scarchpd 
for him in vain, as he always took care to liide himself from them. 1 iu« 
man waa catted Will, and tha other Robert, for though the Moaqoilo In- 
dioaa had no naoiea by which they distiognish themaahei, thay take it 
as a favour if the K iropeans will bestow one on them. 

Will had built himself a hut above half a mile from the sea-side, 
which he itad lined with goats' skin, a piece of which he wore round Itiin 
Inatead of hia cbthea, fmich had bean worn oat for aome time ; ho 
also made his bed of the aama materials. When he was left on ahoro 
he had with him a knife, a gun, and a little powder and shot. 

When his amnuuiiiiou was expended, he made a saw of his kmfe by 
BOtchmg it, with winch i^e sawed the barrel of the gun into small pieces ; 
then kindling a liro with hia fltot, worked the iron into a lance, fiahiog^ 
hooks, and Imrpoons. Tbeao contrivances were the result of necessity, 
founded upon what ho remembpred of the worktnanship of the Englihh 
smiths ; (tnd indeed all the Mosquito Indians make their instruments with* 
out forge or anvil. With the help of these instruments, this poor /ellow 
had anbaiatad vj^^^^ ^ ^^ueo yaara opon goala and aoch fiah aa ho 
eoold catch. 

The TOyagers sailed from the Island of Juan Fern^inde?, after a stav 
of fourteen days, on ihe 8th of April, 16S1, in company vvuii Uaptaiu 
Eaton, for the South Seas ; steering toward the line off the high land 
of Pera and Chili, at tho diatance of fifteen or aizteen leagues from the 
•lK}re, lest the Spaniards should discover them. Captain Eaton took a 
prixe on the 31 of May, bound from Guaquil to Lima, laden with timber ; 
after which, Htcering within five leagues of the continent, they arrived 
at the islands of I.»obo6 do la Mar, which abound in penguins, boobies, 
and other fowla. Theao islands are each about a mile round, and to tho 
west of one of them is a safe harbour, where Captain Cooke having 
scrubbed the ships, and examined the men who were on board the prize, 
learned that the Spaniards, having intelligence of their being in those 
eaaa, wonld not trust their vesaela lo sea witboot a aofficient guard, and 
therefore proposed to his men to make a descent opon Truxillo, a popu- 
lous town six miles from the port of Guanohap-no. To this the crew 
unanimously agreed ; but changed their resolnti iii on being acquainted 
that the people of Truxiiio were erecting a fort near the harbour of 
GnanehagDO. Thia information they received from the crewa of throo 
Spa n ; s n voaaelo, which they had taken, and which were bound to Panama 
with dour. 

They now resolved to bear away for the Gallapagos, a number of un- 
inhabited islands, lying under and near the line, on both sides of it. Ou 
the evening of tlw 3 let they anchored in aixtoan lathom walor, on tho 
oaat rdo c7 one of tho oaataromoat 
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Some of thesa iilaiida wn mvm or eight leagues long, and Uitm or 
four broad ; they are mostly rocky and barren, having no grist excepi 
jus t on the sea-shoie i but thej have tolermbie good water in the cavitiev 

oi ihe rocks. 

When thar had remained twehra days, one of the Indian prisoners, 
bom at Rio Leja, giving them an advanugeons account of the rieh«a of 

that plare, and promising to conduct them thither, they set sail on the 
12th ot June, but, by the beginning of July, light winds and fair weather 
brought them within view of Cape Blanco, in the Mexican Sea. Two or 
three leagues off Cape Blanco, Captam Cooke, who had been ill ever 
aince be left Juan Famandes, died ; and they unanimously choaelCr. 
Edward Davis, the connpany's quarter-master, captain in his room. 

As they came to an anchor in about four hours af^cr Oajjtain Cooke's 
death, near the mouth of a rivulet, the body was ordered on snore, to bo 
boried, under a guard of twelfe men ; but while they were employed in 
digging his grave, three Spanish Indians came up ; whom the aailort 
conversed with for a time, and then suddenly seized ; but one of them 
found means to make his escape. The two others being carried on board, 
and examined by Captain Eaton, were found to be spies from Nicoya, a 
amall molatto town, about foorteen leaguea to the eastward of Uia cape, 
the inhabitants of which lived by tilh'ng their groand and feeding their 
cattle on the plains, of which they had great n lumbers. 

As the men had tasted no fre^h meat since Icaviritr the Gallripajros^ 
twenty-four persons, among whom was Dampier, wall a Spanisii Indian 
for a pilot, were despatehed in two boata to bring off aorae cowa and 
bulls from a farm at about a league distance from the ship. Hauling np 
the boat on dry land, the guide conducted them to the pen, whi;^h \vag 
sittiated in s Urge savannah, v;7here theie were a great number of horned 
caitie, which appeared very fat. 

Being weary, and night coming on, some were for reating tilTmoming, 
and then kilting what they wanted, while othera were for proceeding to 
business immediately. Twelve of thf-m, among whom was Dampier, 
returned on board the ship, while th*^ o^ln rs cnose to rem-iin till the next 
morning ; but they had reason to repent of tiiis rashness, for at break 
of day, when preparing to drive away as many eattle aa they wanted, 
they were beset by forty or fifty Spaniarda, who bad concealed themselves 
among the bushes, and discharfiod several shot at them. They retired 
in as ret»ular a manner aa possible to their boat, which, to their great 
cunfusion, now appeared in flames ; the Spaniards keeping at a distance, 
and mocking their diatreaa. 

Wading to a rock a little way into the water, where the Spaniards 
could not approach, iIm^v remained several hours in extromf distress, in 
danfTcr of Lf iii<^ swallowed by the sea, which flowed jn very fast. In 
the meaniime, those on board the ship, seeing nothing of the absentees 
by fior oVlock in the afternoon, sent a canoe with ten men in aeareh of 
them, by whom they were found up to the middle in water, and in snch 
a situation, as the sci conttn*^pd to f!o\v, that they mast hare bean drown* 
ed if the canoe had come onn hour later. 

At this place they seized three good canoes, and having provided them* 
aelvea witn a qnantity of lance wood, which ia atraignt and heavy, to 
make looms for oars and scouring rods for ^nns, and taken in what wa- 
ter lhf»y wanted, they sailed on the 20th of July for Rio Leja, which may 
be discerned at sea at the distance of twenty leagues, on account of a 
remarkable burning mountain, by which it is distinguished. They intend- 

6 
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ed to have landed here, but having row^ed in their canoes, nnd taken a 
distant view of the town, they found, by some coramotioasoavboro, the/ 
wore diiicovcred, and therefore returned ou board. 

It was DOW determined, in a conference between the captains, Dtvi« 
end Eaton, to vteer Ibr the Gulf of AmapaUa; which being entered by 
the former with two canoes, in order to get a prisoner and obtain intel- 
ligence, he came the first night lo Mangera. In the morning, observing 
several canoes hauled up in a bay, he landed there, and struck into a 
path which led to the town ; hat all the inhahitante fled to the wooda, 
except an old priest and two Indian boys. Theae being made priaonera 
by Captain Davis, were brought to the sea-side, and compelled to con- 
duct him to the Island of Amapalla ; bf inn- landed, he proceeded to a 
town on the top of a hill, the mhabitants ol wnich would have lied into 
the wooda, but were prevented by the eecretary to the chief magistrate, 
who, though an Indian, could read and write the Spanish language, hot 
was nn enemy to the Spaniards. 

Tills rnan having persuaded his countrymen that Captain Davis and 
his people were friends, who desired their assistance against their com- 
mon enemy, they bid them welcome ; whtteupoa the captain advanced 
at the head of his men toward the Indiana, who came forward, led by 
the priest, and received them in a very friendly manner; after which the J 
proceeded toward the church LO confer together. 

Davis intended, as soon as* he had got into the church, to prevail on the 
Indiana to lend him their aaaistance against the Spaniards ; and all thim 
seemed in a fair way to succeed, when, just as they were entering £e 
church, one of his men, who thought an Indian before him went on too 
slowly, pushed him forward, upon which the poor fellow, being frightened, 
ran hastily away, and all the others following him, the captain and the 
priest were left in the church by themaelvea. Not knowing whatcauaed 
the confusion, the former ordered the men to fire upon the fugitives ; and 
his friend, the secretary, being killed at one of the first alK>te, bia COr* 
rcspondence with these people was entirely at an end. 

The shipii coming to an anchor near the Isle of Amapalla the same 
afternoon, Captain Davta and hia men went on board, taking the friar 
with them ; who told them, that as the secretary was dead, the only 
thing they could do, would be to send for the cacique ; which beini^ done, 
be came on board, attended by six of of his prmcipal people, and being 
received in a very friendly manner, they remained oo board as long as 
the ships lay in the g[ulf, directing them wh^re to go for wood, and water, 
and cattle, and readily affording all the assistance in their power ; for 
which the captain rewarded them with aome trifling preaenta, with which 
they depnrlpd highly satisfied. 

Sending the priest on shore, Captain Davis sailed out of the Gulf of 
Amapalla on the 3d of September, 1684^ leaving the cacique and his at* 
tendants in possession of one of the prizee, which was half full of floor. 

Captain Eaton had parted company the preceding day, but though in 
less tlian three weeks he olTered to join Captain Davis aaain off the 
Island of Plata, yet Davis's men refused to share with Eaton's iu such 
prizes as might faH into their hands. 

The Islaim of Plata ia pretty high, and aorrounded with rocky cliffs, ex- 
cept in one place, where a torrent of fresh water pours down from the rocks. 
Tt produces gtass and three or four small kinds of trees, which Dampier 
did not know the name of. It abounds with the birds called boobies, and 
the maii>of»war bird | and near the shore are plenty of email tttrlle. It is 
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tnrd to hare been named La Plata, because here thv. rich prize of p'ntc, 
called the Cacafuego, w.is divided by Sir Francis Drake ainong li s mcM. 

They stayed here ooiy oue day, and iheu steered Tor Point tit, heknai 
which it a iiigb fl«i land, beariii|f tooth firom La Plata, in twanty-thrao 
degrees fifteea nuaatea touth latitude. 

On the north side is a large bay, on the shore cf which stands a poor 
. Tillage, which is also called St. Plelena, inhabited by Indians, who have 
neither grain, plants, nor fruit, but water melons, which are tery iurga 
' and tweet ; they have neither spring nor rirer of any kind near thenw 
and are obliged to fetch their ifesh water from a liter at fimir kagiiea 
distance. They live chipflv upon fish, except some maize procured in 
exchanyp for a ftituminoua su'ustance, which the Spf^niards call algatrane, 
which lasae out of the earth above high-water maik, and which, when 
boiled* antwert all the pnrposet of pitch. The captain landed aome men 
here, who seized a email bark, which they preserved fron being burnt, 
the TndiHns having set it on fire, as they affirmed, by command of the 
vici rov ; ihry also took a few pn^soners. from whom it appeared the vicei o / 
iiad connnandud ail soameu to burn their vessels, and take to their buat^, 
if they thould happen to fa)) in the way of the EngUth Inicanieia. 

The men coming back the same evening, they sailed ag^in for the 
, Ishnd of Plata, and anchored on the 26th of September, immcdintdy 
sendmg some of the men to Manta, an Indian village three leagues went ^ 
of Cape Lorenzo. The Inhalxtafits, perceiving their approach, fled from 
^the town, exca^rt two decrepid old women, who declared the Ticeroy, 
having heard lhata number of men had marched over-land through Darien 
to the South Seas, had ordcre<l thf ?hip5 to be burnt, the goats on the 
Island of Plata to be destroyed, and no provisions iiept there bat what 
was wanted for immediate use. 

At the alarm which had been spread throoflh the conntry prevented 
their finding any booty, they returned on board, and the next day sailed 
back to the Island of Plata, where having waited till the 2d of Octuber, 
and bemg undetermined what course to take, they were then jumed by 
Captain Swan, in the Cygnet. This ship was from London, on a tra> 
ding voyage, but having met with many disappointmentt, hit men had 
forced him to take on board a party of bucaniers, who had travel!^ over 
the Isthmus of Darien, under the command of Cnptf^in Peter Harris, who, 
having a small hark, and being now three in company, they earnesUy 
wiiihed to meet with Captain Eaton, as they hoped, with such a force, to 
be able to undertake an expedition of some consequence. The bark was 
therefore immediately sent in search of him, with a letter of invitation 
to share their fortune ; but she did not meet him, he having lately quitted 
those seas, as it was iaiagined, for the East indies ; a scheme which bo 
had for a long time prop<»ed to execute. 

The bark, however, wiiich had been three days cruising, took a prize 
of 400 tons, laden with timber, bound from Guaquil to Lima; tho master 
of which said the viceroy of Peru was titting out ten frigates to drive 
tliem out of those seas. This news, though disagreeable, did not discou- 
rage them from making a descent upon Pay ta, where, on the dd of Norem- 
ber, they landed 110 men, and having seized open the town, kept posses- 
sion of it for several days, in hopes the inhabitants would have redeemed 
k ; hut that not being done, they set it on fire, and retired to the ships. 

The captains had offered to spare the town for 300 sacks of ilour, 3,000 
pounds of fiugar* 25 j^n of wine, and 1,000 jara of water; bat these 
moderate conditiont weito tligbted. 
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They left the Bay of Payta on the 10th of Nov^'mber, at night, and 
anived at Lobos de la Mar on the 19tb, where ibe Mosquito men siruck 
a great number of turtle. Here they came to a reaolution of attacking 
QoaquU, which is sUaated in a bty of th« nme name, bet««ea Cape 
Blanco on the sooth and Point Chandy on the north ; aiKl at the bottom 
of the bay lite a tinaU ialand, shaped \jk» a dead man ia a shnod, calied 
St. Clara. 

Having heretofore had a design againat Ouaquil, they left the shipa 
at Cape Blanco, and steered with a bark and some canoea to the Isle of 

St. Clara, and thence in two canoes to Point Arena, where they the next 

d iv took some of the fishermen of Puna, and afterward «?eized the town. 



cloth, from the master of which they learned there were three barks full 
of negroes coming with the next tide. 

Leaving five men on board the prize, they embarked all the rest in 

canoes, and pro' pnded toward Guaquil, but the ca?)oes being heavily 
laden, it was break of day before they got within two leagues of the town ; 
whereupon they hid themaelvea all day in a neighbouring creek, and sent 
one of the eanoee back to the bark, with orders not to fire at anythmff 
till next dsj. Before they arrived with these directions, two barks fiUed 
with nerrropsi cominf? ont of the harbour with the evening ti<Llp, nnd falling 
down with the ebb toward Puna, coming withm sight of the English, they 
fired three guns at them ; which put these in the canoes in great conster- 
nation, not doubting bat the people of the town had taken the alsrm. 
Some of the company were now for advancing to the town immediately^ 
and mhers for returning to the ships ; but as the ebb tide prevented their 
going upward, Captain Davis, with hfty of his men, determined to march 
by land to the place ; the rest, judging it impossible to succeed, conti- 
naed in the creek to wait the event. 

* After an absence of foar hours, Captain Davis and his men, being 
almost choked among the mangrore woods, which grew in the marshes, 
and finding it impossible to go forward, returned. It was then determined 
to row up within si^ht of the town, and, if they found themselves dis- 
covered, to retire without attempting to Isnd $ therefore, rowhie through 
the north-east channel, they got within view of the town during the night ; 
when, on a sn<!(!cn, at the discha'fjc of a mnsket, they perceived the 
whole place to be { jll of lights, and as they had seen but one before, they 
certainly concluded that they were discovered ; but several of ihetu 
observing that the Spaniards used lighte on the evenings preceding their 
festivals, and that the next was a hoTydaj, they upbraided Captain Swan 
and his men with cowardice. , 

On this, all the party landed at a place about two miles from the town, 
which being over-run with woo^ls, they were forced to wait for day-light ; 
when, having an Indian guide, whom they bad taken three days before, 
a cord was tied to him, and he was led by one of Captain Davis'a men, 
who seemed one of the most forward in the enterprise ; but now, peihap«i, 
beginning to repent his rashness, cut the rope, and let the Indian escape 
into the town* When he thought the fellow was at a proper distance, 
he cried out that somebody had cut the rope ; when the company, having 
searched in vain for the fugitive, determined to abandon th& enterprise ; 
however, they landed on the opposite shore, and killed aeow, which was 
dressed and ate, undisturbed by the inhabitants. 

On the 9th of December returning to Puna, on their way took the two 
barks abovo-mentioned| and finding a thoosand'ki^groee on hoard, kept 



On the ebb they took a bark 
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abont sixty, and left the rest, with thp bark^, Hp^irul, an^ soon snw th«?n 
make the shore. Mr. Dampter seems of opinion ihat this was a very 
impolitic proceeding, and that if tbey had taken these people direcU/ 
over the Isthmus of Darieii, they might have been abie to have worked 
the gold mines of St. Maria ; an undertaking which would have 1)een so 
y well supported by the English nnd French firivateers from all ])arts of 
the West indies, that they might liave been auie to have stood their ground 
against all the power of Spain in that part of the world ; end in tioi* 
Imvc been strong enough to have extended their eooquette to the wealthy 
gold mines of the province of Quito. 

Setting sail on the 13lh, in three days arrived at La Plata, on their 
way to which they met the bark which had been sent in search oi (Jap- 
tain Eaton, of whom ibey had got no mtelliflence. Here they divided 
the cloth which they had taken on board the hark; and having supplied 
themselves with fresh water, resolved to steer Isr Lsvelia, a town m the 
Bay of Panama. 

Accordingly tbey sailed on the 23d, and the next raorning^paased ia 
sight of Oape Passao, a high round point, covered with froit trees on 
the land side, bet bara toward the sea. Between this and Cape Frsn* ^ 
Cisco are abun;!-ince of small points, fuU of variotts lunds of tieea^ which 
IWlclose so many sanciv creeks. 

As their design was to bcaich ioi canoes in some iivur unfre<)uonted 
by the Spaniards, they endeavoorod to make the Island ol St. Jago, on 
account of its vicinity to the Isle of Gallo, where then was safe anchor* 
ago for tlie ships, and gold in great plenty. 

The River of St. Jago is larire arif^ navio-able ; nljout seven \en':ifjes 
from the sea it divides into two branches, surrounding a large island, the 
mould of which is of a deep black, producing a nwnber of tall trees^ 
anumg which the largest sie the cabbage tree, and those of rad and 
whito cotton. 

The cabbaae is the tallest, and Mr Dumpier measured one that was 
12U iuet long, it has no branches but near the top, where they sprout 
oat to the length of twelve or fborteen feet, covered with small long 
leaves, in soch regular order, that at a distance they appear but as one 
leaf. In the middle of these branches grows the fruit, which is as big as 
a man's )p<t. about a foot as whito as milk, ^nd very sweet, whether v 

eaten raw or boiled. As soon as the iiead is gone the tree dies ; for 
which reason they cat it down to gather the frait. Between the cab- 
bage and the branches many small twigs sprout forth, about two feet 
long, ai the end of which grow Ixard round berries, about thr; size of a 
cherry, which, falling once a year, alibrd excellent food for the hogs. The 
body of the tree ia full of round rings from top to bottom, about half a 
foot asunder ; tho bark is thin and linitle^ the wood bhu:k and hard, and 
tbero is a white pith hi the middle of the tree. ThV pleasing verdure of 
these trees is a great ornamsnt to the grove, and they are mnch used hj 
the planters of Jamaica. 

The contmual rains which iail in this part of Peru, added to the natn- 
ral ferocity of the inhabitants» which it appears impossible to tame, have 
prevented the Spaniards from mdting any considerable discoveries on this 
const; and the people bear so moriHl a hatred to the Spaniards, and are 
so jealous of all other Europeans, that whoever attempts to row up the 
river most lie eipoeed to their smbuacades on each aids ; and they are 
such excellent marksmen that their ariowe seldom miss their aim. 

Notwithstanding theio dangers, Bampior and somo ol)iMa Tentaied 
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to row six leagues up the river, Liii ihey came to two huts, ^here they 
fi»oiid ■ bo^, wEicli appeared to beof tht £arop«an kind, aad tome fowls 

and plantains, whieh they dreaiad and fed Teiy heartily upon ; while the 

poor Indians who owned them, seeing their approach, took tli^ir wives 
and ciiiidren into canoes, arul paddled away with aiich ej;|>editioo, that 
there was no, possibility oi loiiowing them. 

On the oppoaite aide wey aaw many hota, which, like tbeae, ware covered 
with Palmetto leavett bat the aiream being veiy rapid,, they were afraid 
to Tonture farther up ; so that after a day's excursion they returned to 
their ships, which were stationed off Gallo, a small uninhabited island, 
about ihrec leagues Irom liie mauiii uf tiit: luvcrTomaco, and four anu a 
half from an Inoian TiUage of the aame nane. At twelve o'clock on the 
following night they made a deacenti and going into one of the housea* 
seized upon all the inhabitants, among whom was Don Diego de Pinas, 
a Spanish kni^fht, who whs come thither to load umber ; but finding 
nothing in the ve:»st:l lliat brougiu him but lliiiLccn jars of wine, they 
took them out, and tamed the veeael adrift. 

While proceeding in canoes from Tomaco toward Gallo, on the lat 
of Janunr}', 16S5, they seized a Spanish packet-boat going from Panama 
to Lima, by which they learned that the Armada was arrived from Spain 
at Porto iieilo, where it waited lor the Plate fleet from Lima : on this 
they changed their leaolntioa of going to LaveUa« reaolving to reodesvoaa 
among the King'a or Peari ialaada* by whieh the abipa, bound bom Lima 
to Panama, must nece!;«ar!ly pass. 

The Pearl islands are numerous, low, and woody ; seven leagues from 
the conlineiit, and twelve from Panama. Dampier says, that though ia 
the mapa they are called Pearl iahnda, he coola not find one pearl oyater 
near them. The most northern island is called Pachca or Pacheqoe, 
and St. Paul's is the most southcrnly : all tho rest, though large, having no 
name?. The negroes who belong to the inhabitants of Panama have 
planted some of these islands with plantains, bananas, and rice. The 
channel between them and the contment ia aevea or eight leagnea broad, 
of a moderate depth, and haa good anchoring all along it ; and though the 
islands lie doae together, there are good chanela between them, proper 
for boats. 

Having sent their barks on a cruise toward Panama, they returned on 
the fourth day with a prise, laden with maize, aalted beef, and fowla. 
They found abundance of oysters in the harbour, together with musclee, 
limpets, and clams, which last are a kind of oysters that cling so close 
to the rorks that, to be eaten, they must be opened on the spot. They 
also found turiie-doves and pigeons here. 

The ahipa being well careened by the 14th ot Febraary, they took in 
wood and water, and sailed out amuiiij the islands, where, on the I6thy 
thcv anchored within* a league of the island of Pachequo, and on 'Jio 18th 
steered, with a north-east wind, directly toward Panan^a, anchoring oppo> 
site Old Panama, once a place of considerable consequence, but the 
greateat part being laid in aehea by Sir Henry Morgan in 1673, it was 
never rebuilt. 

New P «n?^m3, which stands on the rivBr-side, four l^iacrucs from the old 
town, is a iiandsome city, watered by several rivers, some of which have 
gold in them, aiul run into the bay. The houses are chiefly of biick ; 
and with the chnrehea, monaateriea, and preaident^a hooae, make the beat 
appearance of any buildings he saw in that country. This place has a 
view of many pteaaant ialai^ and from the variety of hills, vaUeye, groves, 
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and plains around it, afTords a most onclianting prospect from the sea. 
It is eucompassed by a iiigh :iiune wall, ou which a uuruber of guns are 
noonUNl, whieh famiuij weie pbeed only on the land dule, bat now are 
also planted iowaid the ocean. 

Tiie ciW has a vast trade, being the staple for all goods to and from 
all parts of Peru and Chili ; besides that, rvery three years, wh -n tho 
Spanish ships go to Porto liello, the Plate lioet comes hither wuh the 
kms's plate, aa well aa what bakioga lo tha maichanka, whence it -ia car- 
lied by mnlea t» Porto Bello; and at that time everything aeemed ex- 
cessively rlrar. 

On the 20th of March they anchored about a league from the PHrico 
islands, and on the 2 1st another prize fell into their hands, ladca wuh 
hogs, beef, fowls, and aalt, from Lavelia. 

Three days after taking this vessel, they steered for Tobagoy an island 
in the Bay of Panama, three miles long and one broa;], the soil of which 
produces plenty of plantains and bananas, together with oa and mam- 
mee trees ; which last are sixty or seventy feet high, without knots or 
boughs, except at the top, where tome ainaU bian^ea apront out, thick* 
and close together ; the liruit is of the bigness of a lai^ quince ; round, 
and rovorcd wiih a gray rind, which, before it is ripe, is brittle ; but 
when come to maturity, turns vellow, and will peel with ease. Tiie ripe 
fruit has an agreeable smsU and taste, and has two rough stones in the 
middle, each of which ia abost the aise of a large almond. The loatb* 
west side of this island is covered with treea awl fire-wood, and on the 
north side there is a fine fresh water spring, v?hich falls into the sea. 
Here was forriif rlv a handsome church, but it has been (Ifstroycil by the 
bucatiieri) ; and to the north-west hes a small town called Tobogilla, ueitr 
whieh they came to an anchor on the 29th, and had like to haTo been 
deatroyed a pretended trader, who, under a show of trading privately 
with them, mstead of bringing his bark in the ni^ht ladni with merchan- 
dise, advanced toward them in a fire-ship. So^hm of ihe [njople suspect- 
ing his design, fired upou llie vessel, whereupon Laoso who aiiendud hex 

look to their boats, and the English cutting their cable* to avoid her, ahe 
blew op without doing any damage ; at the aame time a small float which 

was ir\ sight, guide d by one man, and Tvas supposed to be a compound ol 
cornliuatibles desi^'ued to in' h.olJ of their rudder, also disappeared., 

Taesc engines arc said to have been contrived by Captain Bond, who 
formerly deserted to the Spaniards, for without his aasistance they could 
not have fitted out a fire-ship ; the ignorance of the Spaniards in the 
South Seas, in maritime affairs, being altogether astonishing ; and it is 
common for. tlie vessels there to be manned with ludiatis, harmg only 
one Spaniard on board, who is the commander. 

On the morning of the dSth they were joined by 300 English and 
80 French bucaniers, who came from the North Sea over the Isthmus 
of Parien. The En'^lish were taken on board by Captains Davis and 
Swan, and the rest put into the prize they had taken, loaded with tlour, 
under the comiuaud ol a Frenchman called Captain Gronet, who offered 
Dana and Swan each a commiasion from the governor of Petit Guave. 
Swan having a comidaaion from the Boko of York refused, but Davia 
accepted it. 

With this reinforcement, they set sail on the 2d of March, toward tha 
Gulf of St. Michael, in search of Captain Townley, who was said to be 
crosni^ the isthmus,- with 180 men, and came up with him next dav 
•MOiig the Petil islands. Townley had taken two barkiy one ladea with 
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wgur and tlie oth«r flour, and aome jaia of wta» and tmaijrr ^kh 
divided among the men belonging to Davia and Switi» as he wanted ifaa 

jare to fill with water. In sr^irch of this, as it was the dry season, they 
steered lo Point Garachiiia, where the natives gave refreshments ; but 
meeting wiih no water they stood lor Port Pines, so called from the 
great mmiliar of pinea whka grow on tho ahora. Bot tha aea ran ao 
high that dia boats could not land, on which thaj atoaaad for Tobago, 
&v.d in their roiirsf fell in with knir Indians and a mulatto in a canoe, 
who, having beetj on board the hre-ship that was sent to burn Caj^taui 
Davis's ve&iiol, were iminedialely hanged. 

While employed in taluQg in wood and water at tbo laland of PeiieOb 
at which place they caat anchor on the 3d of April, tbey sent fonr eanoea 
to the continent to get snirar in the adjacent sn^Hr-works, to make up 
their cocoa into chocolate, and to get same copper kettles, which, as 
their numbers were cuuMderabiy increased, were much wanted for the 
iNHling of proviaiona. 

In the mterim Capt4in Davis sent his bark to tbo laland of Oroque, 
in the Bay of Panama, which is inhabited by a few nepro^s, who breed 
fowls a:i(l hogs ; here ihev found a messenf^tr, who was despatched to 
Panama with an account that the Lima fleet had sailed. Most of the 
lattera had been tbmwn into the aea, but from the rest th^ learned the 
fleet was coming nnder a convoy, consisting of*feill such ships as they had 
been a!>lo to ^et together froin Peru. Beirji; informed hv the pilot that 
the king's ships always camn that way, lliey sailed hac»c to the Pearl 
islands on the 10th, and oa the 22d arrived at Chepelto, one of the plea* 
aanteat ialanda in the 8aj of Panama, thoogh bot a mile in length, and 
not quite so broad. 

On the 24ih the 250 men, who had been sent to this place, returned, 
having taken it without opposition ; but found nothing worth mentioning. 
• Captain Harris joining on the 2.'>th, they sailed the next day for Tobago, 
where they arrived on the 88th, and having some thooghta of making an 
attempt upon Panoma, examined aome prtwners as to its strength. But 
thougn now mustering 1000 men, they were (?'\ cr*rr! from the attempt 
on being informed that the inhabitants had bt»'f) iTrc iily reinforced from 
Porto Bello, and that the height of the walls and the strength of the 
place were very considerable. 

They sailed again for the Peai! iaiands on the 4th of May, and cruised 
t'l! the when they sent three canoes to the Island of Ohej^elio to take 
aome prisoners ; who returned on the 25th with three seamen of Panama, 
who informed them that a strict order had been issued there not to feteh 
any plantains from the adjacent ielanda, which had occasioned a great acar- 
city ; and that the arrival of the fleet from Lima waa every day expected. 

On the south side of iht; Island of Pachcque are two or three small 
islands, between winch the fleet lay at anchor, and then consisted of ten 
aail, two of which only were men-of-war. Captain Davis's ship carried 
thirty nine gone and 166 men; Captain Swan*a, sixteen gone and 140 
men. The rest were provided only with small arma, and Snof mnatorad 
in all 960 men ; they had also one flre-ship. 

About eleven o'clock the weather, whicti had been very bad, beginning 
to clear up, they discovered the Spanish fleet at the distance oi three 
leagues ; and about three in the afternoon bore down right upon the 
S()aniardsi, who kept cloee on a wind, to come up with them ; but night 
coming on bt-forQ they came to close quar'or?, theyconld only exchange a 
fcir shot, one ol which took eflfect, and itiiied a man in one of the privateeia

When it bprrnn to j^tow ^larV, the admirnl pnt ont a h'ght at his tap, as 
ft signal Jor the flopt to come to an anchor, which they took down again 
in about hali an hour, but it soon appeared as before. The Engluih, 
topposing it to be in the admiral*! top, and bfling to the windward, kept ' 
under aaily but found themselves deceived in their ezpeetattcmt, by a 
stratagem contrived by the Spaninrds ; who, having put this second light 
on the top-mast head of ono of their barks, sent her to the leeward ; so 
that in the raorninff the English found that the enemy had the weather- 
gage of them, and^ning up with a fell eail, they weie obUged to make 
a running fight of it all the next day, almost round the Bay of Ftaana; 
and in the end they anchored under the Isle of Pacheqiie. 

Captain Townley being hard passed by tiu- enemy, was forced to make 
a bold run through the channel between i'acbeque and three adjacent 
iahnda. Captain Hania waa foiced from them dating the fight ; and 
Captain Gronet, with 908 men, in the Boot pTiae» of ninety tons bnrthea, 
kept at a distanre while there was any appearance of danger; for which 
it was the next dav airreed to dismis? him with his men, most of whom 
'whero French ; atid periuiltin? him to keep the siiip, he was ordered to 
leave the company iiiiniediataly* 

Though the Spanish fleet consisted of fourteen sail, besides periaguas, 
or boats of twelve or fourteen oars, yet the English had but one man 
killed. The loss of the Spaniards is not known ; and it is thought that 
if Oronet bad conttnned firm, they might easily have made themselra 
masters of the fleet and ita treasure. 

The whole fleet set sail from Pacheque on the 1st of June, for the 
Isle of Quibo, in search of Captain Harris, whom thov expected to meet 
there, as it was the place of general rendezvous, and he was accordingly 
there before their arrival. It was now immediately agreed that, as they 
had been nnancce i a fu l in their late attempt, tfa^ would try than fortano 
by land, by attacking the city of Leon, on the coast of Mexico. 

This town stands twenty miles up the country, in a plain ; the houses, 
which have iar^^ ^^ gardens, are ooilt of stone, and covered with uantiles : 
it haa a cathedral and five churohea, and from the pleaaantoesa or its situ- 
ation, some trayellera have called it the Ptoadise of the West Indieai 
Near it is a high volcano, which, at times, casts forth smoke and flames, 
and may be seen from the sea: it has a good manufactory of hemp, ia 
rich in sugar, pasturage, and cattle ; but is a place of no great trade. 

They began their march about eight o'ekicK in the morning, Captaoi 
Townley, with 100 of the beat men, leading the van : Captain Swaa 
followed Inrn with 100 mora; and Captaina Knight and Davia brooght 
up the rear wjih 170. 

Captain Townley was attacked, on his entering the town, a party of 
200 Spaniah horse and AGO foot % hot two or three of the prineij^ effieera 
being diamonnted, the horse fled, and the foot aeeiog them retire ibllow<» 
ed their example, abandoning the city to the mercy of the enemy. In 
about four hours all the English entrred the town, except a few, who, 
being tired, were left upon thQ road ; among these was an old gray- 
headed feUow, of the name of Swan, who had aerred nnder Oliver Grom* 
well in Ireland, and waa eighty-four years of age. On his absolntdy 
rf fusinrr to tnkc quarter, the Spaniards shot him tlend ; but thov took 
several otiier prisoners, among whom was one Mr. .Simth, who, having 
lived in the Canaries, spoke the Spanish tongue tiuently. Smith being 
cavfied before tiie governor, and eiamined wim regard to the atrengtfa ol 
the iovadaia, represented them to he 1600 men 1000 in the lowa and 
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600 in canoes ; which well-timed piece o[ decnt had such an effect upon 
his exceiieucy, that though ho was at the head of more thau 1000 meo, 
ke did nek ehooM to atlMk t]io enemy, bol Mnt'e flur ef trace the next 
itsf to propose a nuisom for the town. But the Ei^lish demanding 

provisions for 1000 men for four months, and 30,000 pieces of eight, he 
did not choose to comply with the demand ■ and therrilore they (xra] the 
city on the 14th of August, tiio next moimng marching toward then 
euoee* 

A gentleman^ who had been taken prisoner, wte delivered back in ex- 

chnnr^c for Mr. Smith, and n Spanish j^rntleman was rth^'ised, on pro- 
misin to deliver 150 oxen at Kio Leja, where they intended to maiw their 
next attempt. 

They rowed in their eamoee tovnod Rw Leja en the iMi of Aogoet» 

where their eh^ were by that time come to an anchor. This is a 

heautiful place, seated a mile from tho harbour, on the month of a riveri 
onapmall plain, and has tlirro churches, nnd an hosjalal wuh a jianc'somc 
garden to it j but is aituated in an unwholesome air, near some fens and 
inaiBhee> whidi oeeasien a nonaooa nell. 

The eieek that leade from Rio Leja haaa hioad entrance, bat aftemwd 
closes into n narrow, df'op channel covered on both sides with COCOa 
trees. A niiin from the entrance of the crock it v/mds to the west, where 
the ^uauimds cast up an entrenchment, which wds deieuded by 1^0 mcn^ 
and tmMr down had laid a boom of treee aerooe the eieek ; bat aa 
soon as the Enfi^iih had fired two gons the Spaniards (quitted their poai» 
and left the enemy to take the town, which they did without opposition. 
They here found only empty houses, except five hundred sacks of tloar, 
some pitch, tar, cordage, and some sugar m the neighbourhood, together 
with the hnndied and fifty oxMkwhiehhad been pronuied bjrthe Spemth 
gentleman whom they released at Leon. The bucaniers staid here a 
week, and then set fire to the town, though lir. Dani|tter declaioe iuimetf 
Ignorant by whose order tt was done. 

On the 25th of August, Davis and Swan parted, the former being de- 
termined to ti7 Ub Ibrtinio on the coaet of Pera, and the latter proposing 
to proceed farther to the west. 

Captains Knight and Harris went with Davis, and oar author on board 
Captain Swan, who was joined by Captain Townley with ius two barks. 

About this time they all suffered very considerably by a maiiguaat 
leter, which eaified off nao? of the men, and wae luj^oaed to bo the 
remain* of a fever contracted at Rio Leja. 

On the 27th, Davis sailed out of the harbour, Swan eompliMlthif 
him with hfteen guns, which he answered by eleven. 

Swan and Townley sailed on the 3d of September, with 340 meo* 
•teering westward, havmg bad weatiMr aH iloDgthe coaet, together with 
thander and lightning, which kept them at sea till the l4th, when they 
discovered the volcano of Gnatimala, a h-f^h forked hill, which, before 
bad weather, generally emits smoke and flames-. It derives its name from 
the city of Guatimala, which stands at its loot, eight leagues from the 
8oath Sea» and forty or fi% ftom the Golf of Matiqiie in the Bay of Hon* 
duras, in the north seas. It is esteemed a rich city, the country roond 
abounding in several commodities, which are exported thcnrc into Europe, 
especially the four usofnl dycf?, cochineah svlvester, annatta, and indij::^o. 
The sea is full oi drift wood and pumice stones, even at^ome leagues 
distance iioin Guatimala, which are rappooed to be bioo|^t down nom 
the mooiitainby the fiefiient and Tioloat raiM. 
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On the 24lh, being in fourteen degrees and tVsirtrrn minutr»8 nort^ lati- 
tudp, Captain Townley went on shore, taking with hmi nine ca»oe» and iU8 
men, prupuaing to march to a town called Teguontapeque, situated 
wbei0 in the neighboorhood, in bopM to hftv» proeai«d mnm provitkm 
for tb» aide men, as gr«al nambers of the crew were in a very weak 
condition. Not being able to find the town, Captaifi Townley returned 
on board the Ud of October ; but baitig tltJtermined to try his fortune 
once more, he ran his canoes ashore in a sandy bay, whore bo binded 
with the loM of one baq and moot of bio powdkr apoiiod bgr tho eanooo 
oversetting; and waanoaooner on shore, than he was attacked by a party 
of 200 Indians and Spaniards, whom, with some difficiiUy, hp rcpnlsed. 

Having again joined Captain Swan, they set sail wiih lair weatiier, and 
the wind at east-noith-ea.<)t, keeping a westward course, and having rua 
abont twenty leagues, they came to tho lalaod of Tangola, where then 
ta a good anchorage with plenty of wood and water. Siilii^ thence one 
leafTue farther, ihey came to the Port of Gnn'Mlro, one of the best in the 
kingdom of Mexico. About a mile Iroin tiic cast side ol the harbour is 
a small island ; but the west side is the safest for shipping, affording 
ahelter from the eoath-weat wfaida, which are firaqoentty yioleot, tho 
water dashing furiously under the bottom of a rock, which it has under* 
mined, and wnich is perforated quite throiiejh, formincr, t'VP!i in the calm- 
eat season, a natural jet d'eau ; and afibrdmg a ?ood mark to seamen 
bound for this port At the bottom of thia haroour, which is a mi}e 
broad, and three miles in depth, there is a fine brook of fresh water, near 
which formerly stood a town sacked by Sir Francis Drake ; ail that re- 
mains of which, at present, ia an old chapel atanding in the midat of a 
group of trees. 

Captain Swan, being unwell, went on shore at thia place with the sick 
people and a surgeon, while Townley headed n per^ who marched to 

the eastward in search of houses and inhabitants ; and at n le^sne from 
Guatuico came to a riTer called Capulita, which has a swift current, and 
is very deep. 8ome of the men swimming across the stream, seized 
two Indiana, whom they apprehended were placed there as sentinels to 
watch their proceedings, though these were unacquainted with the Spa- 
nish ton^e. They carried one on board the ship* and made use of the 
other to conduct them to an Indian settlement, whore they found plenty 
oi vmello, a perfume used in the West Indies, where it bears a high price, 
to infiiae into chocolate, to which it gives a delieate flavonr. It ia a pod 
of four inches Ions, full of black aeed, ariaing hom a yellow flower, and 
pro(!tirod hy a kind of vine lhat growa op the tieea which are near it, 
adln rwi;^' to iheni like ivy. 

liiey sent four canoes to the westward on the 10th of October, in 
hopea of taking prisoneta who had aome knowledge of Uie eonntry. The 
canoes were ordered to wait at Port Angelo for the shipe, which on tho 
12ih left the harbour of Guatuico, where they had taken in wood and 
water, and caught a considerable number of small turtio, which, as they 
had eaten no meat for a considerable time, were a great refreshment. • 
Two of the canoea returned on the 89d, being separated from the rest, 
and having attempted to land at a place where they saw many blaek cattle 
feeding upon savannas ; but the sea running high, ^hey were overturned ; 
four guns were lost, the rest of the arms spoiled with the water, and one 
man drowned. Tliey had no news of the other two canoes till the 3l8t, 
when Captain Townley, who lay near the shore, haaring thefiring of guns, 
mannod oneof hia «anoeo,andatoodinfortiie krnl. Ia the nid& of 
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a tail watpr hkc, at a dittance T^ithin hnd, he saw t!i*» two canoes lying 
upon thpir oars, and percejvjr>c^ I v their difponition that they were beset 
•o both sideSf immediateiy put iiia men oti :ihore, upon the approach of 
wboiBttcMn Spaaiardt, who bting aiMlterad hf Um rocks had irad upon 
then, took to their heels, leaving the p—age free to pro out ; hot ucgr 
must certainly have starved or fnllen a prry to the crnpky of the eaomyf 
if Townlcy had not relirvptl tl.cm in this timely manrirr. 

Having thus recoveied tiicir canoes, they sailed on the 2d of November, 
tnd bekl a weatarard eoaiae, till they arrived at a lana river« two lei^^oea 
from the rock of Algati oss, on tlie banks of whioh the Spaniards had 
raised a breast-work, which was def rtdrd by 200 men, notwithstanding 
which the English landed and obliged tbrin to fly, after thev had dis- 
charged twenty or thiriy guns without effect. They now marched aliout 
three leagaea tip the coontij, and haviof ukeii a molatto prieoner, he 
eaid that a ship, richly tadeiH wat lately arrived at Lima from Acapnlco ; 
upon which Townl«y proposed cutting her out of the harbour, and not- 
withstanding Captain Swan's remonstrances on the danger and difficnily 
of the attempt and his representing the neceasity they were under of 
supplying themeelTee with maiie and ether prcmaioDa, whldi abonodad 
in the place where they now were, he carried his point ; and the canooa 
were accordingly manned hr tb.c ^T]irdition They, however, were much 
damaged, narrowly escaping being iost in a tornado, and were afterward 
objiged to wait a whole day in Tort Marquis, a league to the eastward 
o( Aeapoleo. Here having dried their clotbas and arme, they rowed 
aoflly, on the following night, into the harbour of Acapulco ; but on their 
arrival, found the ship so well guarded, as to be obliged to abandon the 
enterprise, and rettirn in a very desponding condition. 

Landing afterward to the north-west ofiPatapUn bill, they marched, to 
the^ nomber of 170, a lew milee np the coimtry, to an Inmui viUagOi in 
which there was no piovisionti nor any inhabitants to be found bat a poor 
mulatto woman and four children, whom they carried aboard. The woman 
declared that a number of mules, laden with flour and other goods^ de- 
signed for Acapulco, had stopped on the west of the village ; upon which 
information they sailed to aharboar called Che<|uetan, wb<)re, on the 9tht 
they landed ninety-five men, who having the woman for their guide, con- 
d'lcted them through a pathless wood into a plain, near which, at a farm- 
house, they found sixty mules laden with flour, cheese, chocolate, and 
earthen- ware ; all of which were carried off except the earthea-wtze. 
They also diaeoverad plenty of black cattle, npon which Captain Swan 
went on shore and kiQed eighteen. 

Quitting this river on the 2l9t of November, by the help of a land 
wind from tlie north, continued their course, in hopes of discovering the 
town of Cupan, supposed to be situated in about 18 dwrees north latitude, 
bat they could neitner find this place nor the city of Colina* which waa 
said to be very rich. They now rowed twenty leagues along shore, but 
conld find no place convenient for landing, nor the leas*, sirn of inhabi- 
tants ; at length they saw a man on horseback, aiul having made the 
shore with some difficulty, pursued htm, but soon lost sight of the fugitive 
in the woods, where they conld find no track. 

Disappointed and dejected, they returned to their ships on the 28ih, 
and next day 200 men were sent in canoes in search of a town called 
Sallagua. As they rowed along, saw two horsemen on shore, one of 
whom drank to them out of a pocket-bottle in derision, in retom for which 
one of the canoee fired a shot, which killed the bona under him aAet 
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which bis companion ro le otT; two of the men stripping, swam on shore 
to secure the dismounlrJ m m, bnt defrndin<; himself with a long iuufaa 
wit^ they were unarmed, could not succeed m the attempt. 

On the 30th retnnied again to their ahipe, the aea nnning too high to 
find a convenient place for landing ; but on the Ist of December came 
in sight of the Port of Sallagua, which appears like two harbour?, bring 
parted by a high rockv point in the middle. Here they saw a nuinoer of 
bparuards, both horse and loot, who made a miUtary parade, with drums 
beating and colours flying ; bnt 200 of the bueaniers landing the next 
morning, the foot did not stand a single charge, and the horse soon fol- 
lowed. Two of tho Englisli having knocked two Spaniards off their 
horses, mounted and pursued the others so far that thoy were surrounded 
by them ; and would have undoubtedly been killed, li some ul the swiUest 
of their companiona had not come to their leacae jnat in time : aa thaw 
had 8toq4 the discharge of several pistole, and were already unhorsed. 
Here igjis a broad stony road, which they were informed by two mulattoes, 
prisoners, led to the city of Onrrah, distant four long days' journey, the 
country being ver^ ihin oi luiiabitauU ad the way ; and that the troojps 
they had put to flight were eent from tha^ city to eeenie tho Hanitta ahijp 
which was to set some passengers on shore there. v.;^,. 

On this they sailed on the 6th, intending to cruise ofif Cape Corientei^ 
to wait for the ship; on the 11th, being within sight of the cape, they 
•tationed themaelvea ao as they imagined ahe could not pass ; bat being 
in want of provisidne, iifty or sixty men went in a bark to procure some, 
to the west of the cape, which being unable to get round, were obliged 
to return ; however, they left some men behind fnera in four canoes, who 
intended to row to the west. On the 2ith, the four canoes meeting with 
very indifferent success, returned to the ships near the cape, having, by 
the help of their canoes, got round it and landed in the Valderas, or 
valley of flags. This vale lying at the bottom of a deep bay, is about 
three leagues widr. On the land side it is bounded by a preen hill, which, 
descending gradually into the valley, afibrds a delightful prospect, rendered 
attll more Maotifal bv tho wide-spread pastures stored with cattle, and 
the pleaeant grorea of guaivas, orange,*and lime trees, which grow wild 
here in prodigious numbers. In this delightful place the canoes landed 
thirty-seven men, who, advancing three miles into the country, were at- 
tacked by 1 50 ^pamards, horse and foot ; when^ to avoid the trampliuz 
of the horses, tho bueaniers retired to a close wood, where they austained 
the attack of the enemy with great bravery, killing the leader and soven^ 
teen of the horsemen, and the rc$! flyiJig. The English lost four men, 
bf s!<k s two wounded, who were btu.ighl down to the canoes upon horses ; 
0 :r of the laitci laey were obliged to kdl and eat, lor though there were 
PiL ij y of horned cattle upon the savanna, they were a&aid to voutiiro 
there again, their enemies being too strong. . ^ 

On the 25th, being Christmas day, they re!:^!o.l on some Jew fish ; 
and, on the 2Slh, Captain Tpwnlev returned on board with forty hnahels 
of maize, which he had taken at an Indian vulagc up the country, live 
leagues to the east of Capo Gorientea. Their pcoviaiona boing agaia 
exhausted, they steered to the vale of Yaldcras, to provide a aupply of. 
beef, coming to an anchor about a mile from the shore, in sixty fathom 
water. Here 240 men landed, fifty of whom were appointed to watch 
tho motions of the Spaniards (wlio frequently appeared in larfe com- 
panies, bat dared not attack them) while the reat wore employed in kUkl • 
mg and salting as many cows as would stiflloe for two nioBth% tbak sslfc -t 
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hems insufficient fm a longer tnne. Here ending six or seven days, 

the Maiiillfi ship passed by fo the eastward, as they afterward learned 
from soino prisoners whnm they h?^ppPTied to seize. The lo.ss of this 
prise is attributed to the wilfulness of Captain Townley, who would 
insist on attempting to take the liima ship in the harboor of Aeapulco, 
when they ouglit to have been providing themselves with beef and maize, 
which afterward, being absolutely in*want cf, they were compelled to do, 
while the sliip escaped ihem. Townb'v's chief view in cruisin;^ in thf«o 
seas bt-ing the hope of meeting the ship, and that now being at an end, 
he and Swan parted company ; Swan keeping on a westward course, 
and Townley going back to the east ; but the rarmer alone it it oor ba- 
siness to follow. 

Sailiijg from the bay on the 7t!i of Jannafy, with a good wind 

at north-east, at night passed by Pumt Pontique, the most westerly end 
of the valley of Valdcras. On the 20tb, anchored on the cast side of 
the Cfaaraetly islands, which are sut in namber, and lie in twenlj^tbree 
degrees eleven minutes north latitude. 

Here Captain S .var, taking; TOO men with hnn, proceeded to the north- 
wai-d to discover the Kivcr CulI.Tcan, supposed to lie in n province of the 
^aiiiu name, in twenty-four degrees north lalitudef and to have a wealthy 
town OB its bsnks. They rowed thirty fea^iues without seeing any signs 
of the river, or any place where to land with safety; but afterward dis- 
embarked on the wc^l side of a salt Ink"^, seven league.^ from the 
Chametly islands, whors tiiey found soi ii- f v hf sliel.s of innize in a 
farm-house, and look a priboner. This maa iniormed them there were 

fenerally a considerable nnrober of black cattle in that place, whieh the 
ipsniards had ddm off; but that in all probability they would fn I } to* 
vi^iorr^ \n an Indian town about five leagues distance, to whicli tin y im- 
mediately marched. Here they were opposed, on attempting to enter it, 
by a considerable party of Spaniards and Indians, whom they repulsed 
at the first charge ; and entering the place, fbnnd two or three wonndett 
Indians, «dlo told them the town was called Massactan, and that th<ero 
were two rich gold mines about five leagijes distant. On the 2d of 
February, eighty men were F^nt to a town called Kosario, situated on n 
liver of the same name ; and though they were told the mines were not 
iibaTe t4ro leagues thence, yet, as they were more m want of proTisions 
than of gold, they paid no regard to the information, contenting them- 
selves with carrying off about ninety bushels of maize. Quitting Kosario 
for the River of St. Jago, in hopes of finding a town of some consequence, 
seventy men were sent up tlie river in canoes, while the ships anchored 
at its month. They soon found a corn-field, and while busy gathering 
maise, took an Indian, who informed them that four leagues farther was 
a town called Santa Pecaque. As soon as the news went on board. 
Captain Swan ordered eight canoes and 140 men to proceed with the 
Indian to the place. 

Thev sailed some miles up the river, and then landing, marched 
fhroQgh woods sod plains for three or four -hoars, and then approaching 
the town, and the Spaniards quitting it, the bncaniers entered without 
opposition. The town of Sanln Pecaque, near which arc some silver 
mines, is situated in a large plain on t'ln borders of a wood. It is neatly 
built, but not large, has a bq.ia.'-G laarkot-place in the middle, and two 
churches. Here they found plenty of salt fish, salt, sugar, and maize, 
and the captam dividing his people into two comp mies, ordered half to 
carry the p fo vbi one on boaxd, and the other baU to take care of the town ; 
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fituif ee&tlnned this bvnness for tmo dft^ft, but a mutinous spirit getting 

among the men, they Tefused to march wiih the rcgularily the captaia 
wished, so that fifty-rour horses, guided by (iTty men, who were eonvcv- 
ing maize to the canoes, were attacked by the i:>paniard8, who kiiied 
them every one upon the spot ; and though Captain Swan maiched to 
their relief, the enemy, who it is hkely had paid pretty dear for the vie- 
tory, nevci attempted to attack him; tb« Teat of the men rctomed safety 
on hoard with their commander. 

On l\\<? day following this unhappy engagement, the captain gave or- 
ders for fiUing water and sailing ; accordingly, they got under tail the 21st, 
ateering toward OaUloniia. On th« Tth of Fehmary, anchored at Prince 
Geoi^e'a lalandi tho middWmoat of the Tree Mariaa, at which place 
our autnor, who was much afflicted with the dropsy, was buried for about 
half an hour up to the neck m the hot sand, which producing a plentiful 
perspiration, he was then wrapped up warm, and put to bed in a teat, by 
which moans ho obtained great relief in the diaordtr. They remained 
hero careening till the 20th ^ but as no fresh water could be got, it Itoing 
a dry season, thny sailed to a rivulet on the coniinent, Tica: Cape (Jon- 
entes, where thoy remained for some time ; and having had hut. iuditlerent 
success in these parts, came to a resolution of steering for the Ed6t 
Indies, to whieli voyage many of the men were averse. Captain Swan, 
however, Mr. Dampier* and a majority of the people, declared in favoor 
of the attempt. 

They sailed for Capo Oon'entr's on the 31st of March, 1686, and 
having a trade-wind and fair weather, proceeded quickly iu tijeir voyage. 
On the SOth of May, abottt foot o'clock, discovered land, at eight leagues 
distance, to their great joy, having then but three days* provisions left, 
^ and the people beginning to murmur at the captain for carying them so 
far out of their knowledtro About eleven at night, on the 21 si of May, 
they came to an anchor aDout a mile from shore, on the west side of the 
Island of Gruam, one of the Ladronea : and the next morning Captain 
Swan wrote a letter, which he sent with some presents to the governor; 
who, in rotnrn, sent plenty of hogs, cncoa noti, rico, fifty pounds of fine 
Manilla tobacco, and other refreshments. 

Here the captain being informed by a fiiar, whfK^anie on board, that the 
> Philippines aboanded with proviaions, they made nil on the Sd of June, 
iuid on the S^aT'arrived at the Island of St John, which ho passed by, 
and came to an anchor in a small bay, on the ca?5t side of Mindanao, 
which had been represent' d ns the mo.st {)lentiful of these islands. 

The Philippines are a ra.iige of large islands, extending from five to 
nineteen degfoea of north latitude. The chief is called Loconia, where 
Magellan was killed by a poisoned arrow, and Is now in possession of the 
Spaniards. St John and Mindanao are the only islands of all the Philip- 
pines which are not under Spanish subjection ; and &re situated most to 
the south. St. John is m length about thirty-eight leagues ; its greatest 
breadth is about twenty-four, and the soil is very fertile. Mindanao is 
aixly leagues in length; and between forty ami fifty in breadth ; the soil 
is good, and there are some stqny hilts, which produce many kinds of 
trees entirely unknown in England. The valleys are well watered, and 
abound with yams, potatoc??, pumpkins, watermelons, plantains, bana- 
nas, guaiva.q, nutmegs, cloves, betle nuts, duriana, cocoas, oranges, &c., 
but partieolariy the tree whence ango is gathered, which the inhabitants 
call the libby tree, and which grows wild by the water-side, in giOToa of 
aovoral miles in length. 
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The people in general renemble each other in strength, sfaturc, ind 
colour ; they arc not larn^r*, bat well lunged, with httic black eyeM^ oval 
faces, tiat foreheads, short noses, wide mouths, black teeth and fiair, and 
bright tawny akia«. They never cat their tfamiib*iiAik» bul Mmetim&p 
ecrnpe them ; and that of the left hand it generally the lon^et Thej * 
are tl- ?vish and indolent, not caring to work hard, except Ihc y are drove 
to it ; but ingeriToas and nimblo, and very civil to strangers. 'I'Uc men 
neither wear shoes nor stockings, but breeches and frocks, and have a 
turbau tied once round the head in a knot, the tode hailing down, and 
either laced or fringed. v 

The women have smaller features than the men, and look agreenble 
enou^^h at n distance ; hut thetr noeca are so very small, that in some 
scarce any risaig between the eyes can be discerned. Tiiey have also 
very e;nall feet. They wear their hair tied in a knot, hanging down their 
backe. Their garments are a piece of cloth, which forms a kind of pefr^ 
ticoat, and a loose frock that reaches a little below the waist, the sleeves 
of which arc so narrow that they can hardly j^^t tlicir hands through, 
but are longer than their arms, and set in piail^ round theii wrists. 

They have a custom peculiar to the city of Mindanao. On the arrival 
ef alrangera, the men come on board to kYite them to their hooaea, 
where it is asked if they choose a p^aUy, or comrade, which the stran- 
ger, throipli civility, is ohlifjrd to accept; and, to show their <^ratitude 
for which, must in.iko a small present ; in return for which, they have 
the liberty of eating, drmking, and dleeping in their friend':» house a6 oflea 
as they please. 

The most populous and extensive district in the island is Mindanao, 
whence it derives its name ; the people are tolerably well civilized, lying 
near the sea, and being pretty much engaged in commerce. Danipiar 
does not pretend to describe ail the dili'eient people of this island ; but 
infomie us, that the most remarkaUe among them are the HiiJanoooa» 
who inhabit the inland mountainous part of the emmtry, and are prc^fie> 
tors of the gold mines. The houses of Mindanao are built upon posts 
eighteen or twenty feet high, to which they ascend by a ladder. The 
budding coni-i»ts only of one Hour, which is divided into several TOOma. 
The roof ia of palm leipes, and in the apace under the house the common 
people keep dncks and fowls. 

The hou^e of the sultan stands upon 150 great post?, and is much 
higher lliau the rest, with broad steps leading up to it. In tii^^ first room 
are twenty^ iron ^uns on carnages ; the general aiid other great men have 
al«o guns in their housea. Near this ia another, raised about four feet 
from the ground, where the sultan and his council sit cross-legged on 
rich carpets, to fjive audience to amba.'ssadors and foreign merchants. 
Th.e floors of the liouses in general are well matted, as no chairs are used 
in the country. The common people feed on fish, rice, and sago, but 
the better sort have buffaloes and fowls, which they dress with a great 
deal of rice ; but are miserable cooka. They nee no spoons, but take up 
food with their fingers, and nsually wash after meals. Bathing is much 
y>ractised among these people, a beneficial custom in hot countries; aiul 
it is common for them to go into the river, strip themselves, wash their 
clothes, put thorn on again, and go about their business. Some speak 
Spanish,n>ut the most common languages are the Malayan and that of 
Mindanao. They have frequently mvited the English to settle among 
them, hut ar^ afraitl of t!ie Dutch and Spaniards. Almost every person 
here i» a goldsmith, bbck:smith, or carpenter. They buiki good «h;pa, 
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adapted for trade or pleasure, and deal in (^oM, bcea-wat, and tobaeeo« 

Ibe last of which is befter than that of ManiU.i, whicli mny prolinbly be 
owing to the ditlerence of the soil. Aj^ues, fevtrs, tluxcs, are the most 
common disorders ; for ali wiucii disea^^es the courttry aifords 8UtHcieut 
aiodieuiet, vrfiich the people very well know how to preparo and use. 

The atilten is despotic, but so poor, that if he knows any of his subjects' 
have mcipy, hp will borrow it, nor do t!icv dare to refuse him. He h i 
in Dampier's :i:nr?, besides his sultana, t .' rnty-nine concubines, and was 
then between iiiiy and sixty years of a^e. beveral of the concubines would 
beg trifles of the sailors wkom they met in the streets. When the solian 
went abrold, he was carried in a titter upon four nen^s shoulders, attend- 
ed by a gtiarj of Pight or trn men, bat lie never went far fiom the 
city, f!s the adjacent coiiDtry was woody, and inconvenient for truvt lUng. 

bomeliraes he took pleasure on the water with his women, in a neat 
▼esse! boilt for that purpose, with a esbin made of bamboo, and diTided- 
into tl^ee rooms ; in one of which fte reposed on a carpet, whereon little 
pillows were laid for his head ; the women attended in the second ; and 
the servants, with belle and tobacco, waited in the third. He sonieiirnes 
makes war with the mountaineers ; the weapons ihe^ use are swords, 
knees, s»d a sort of bayonet ealled a eresset, which is worn by all per- 
SODS from the highest to the lowest. They fight no pitched battles lt|. 
the field, but inrike small wooden forts, which they defend by guns, and 
from which they sally to suxprisa each other in smali parties ; but neither 
give nor take quarter. 

The only imiste tiiey have are bells withont clappers, which are com- 
monly sixteen in number, and increase in weight ni>oi three pounds to 
ten. These being placed upon a table, are struck with a stick, and pro- 
duce an uncouth disH(»roeable noise. Mr. Dampier heard a set of thesa 
la the house of the king's brother, whose son hein^ to be circumcised, 
occasioned their bewg used for several days together, previous to the 
eersnonj. They have women who sing and dance to the music of their 
own voices, and others dance with them : nor aie the sultan's children 
above joining in these jnrambols. These people observe the Ramadnm, 
or fasting lime, in the month of August, beginning at one new moon and 
continuing till the next, during which time they f»st till the evening, then 
go to prsyers for an hoar, and afterward feast heartily. They have so 
great an aversion to swine's flesh as not to permit a person who has 
touched a horr to enter their houses for some days afterward ; yet there 
are great numbers of these animals running wild about the island, which 
ihsy often reqnested Captain Swan's people to destroy. The sultan's 
brother having desired to have a pair of shoes from one of the sailors, 
but being told that they were sewed with threads pointed with hogs* 
bristles, hf returned them in a n^refit pRcsioTt, and desired to have a pair 
t»ewcd in some other manner, and was extremely pleased that his request 
was complied with. 

As the people of the tshmd proved civil, and as the season of the year 
was far advanced, Oaptain Swan began to entertain thoughts of staying 
at Mindanao for a considerable time ; and thinkin;? that, in this case, it 
would bo proper to make a friend of the sultan, he sent Mr. Moore on 
shore with three yards of scarlet cloth and three of silver lace, as a 
present. An audience being granted to him aboot nine o'clock at night 
by the sultan, his intarpretdr conversed with him above an hour in Spa- 
nish ; after which he and his people were oTiterlain^d with an err cHent 
sofiier. Next day Captain Swan visited the sultan, and was eater tamed 
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v;ith betic and tobicco ; two letters were shown liim, one from the Eiisl 
India company of London, who had entertained thoughts of building a 
fort tiiere ; and the other, which was directed to any Englishman who 
migbt happen to stop there^ was from ooa CapUn Goodlud, and conclnded 
wilh these words, " Trust none of tbtm, thoy are all thieves." One ol 
the general's men had stolen some good.s from this Ciptmin Goodlud, 
and tied to the mountains. This fellow being taken winle Captain JSwan 
was upon the island, the saltan would have delivered luiu to ihu captain 
to be pQn!«hed ; but Swan refaaing In interfere in the buaineaa, the aul- 
tan, to marufcst Ids love of justice, ordered him to be bound to a post by 
the hands and feet, where he was exposed the whole day to tho heat of 
the sun and the stinging of the moscht toes. In consequence of ihia 
equitable behaviour in the sultan, Captain Swan gave positive orders that 
none of his people should otfend the natives ; and he punished Mr. Teat, 
hie chief-mate, for aome ahghi feoU he had been guiiij of. The ekiel^ 
general, Raja Laut, being at variance with the aiutan, was not present 
vvhfin Criptain Swan held his conference with his majesty, but he waited 
his return, and treated hun and his penple very hospitably with rice and 
fowls boiled. Raja was a piri»oii of exceeding good understandings wrote 
the Spanish language, and spoke' it fluently, waa cooTerBant in Moka of 
that language, and not un acquainted with the coatoms of European na- 
tions. He was very friendly to Captain Swan, ^ave him his bebt advice, 
and oflered him the use of his house while he remained on ihe island. 

As tho tempestuous weather began to approach, the sailors, by tho help 
of filly or sixty fishermen, hauled Uie ship up the river, where they dug a 
hole and moored her, so that ahe waa alwaya afloat ; and the inhabitanta 
coming on boaid, all the men were soon {HPOvidod with pagallys, or com* 
radcs, who behnved in a very friendly manner to them. Captain Swan 
was usually attended with trumpets at his dinner, the music of whida 
afforded liaja Laut the highest entertainment. 

The city of Mindanao, which ia a mile in length, and aitnated on the 
bank of the river, is a perfeet pond during the wet aeaaon« and the ship 
would have been in the nt-iK-st danfrer from the lartre pieces of timber 
which were washed down by tlio floods, had not great earr been taken to 
preserve her. When these began to abate, Captain Swan hired a ware- 
house, where he kept his goods and aatla while the ship was careening ; 
and remarking that Raja Laut was exceedingly fond of dancing, sent for 
hia violins on shore, with some of the men to entertain him. Among the 
rest one John Thacker, a frugal fellow, who had saved money enough to 
dress himself genteelly, and who had learned to dance at some of the 
music houbes in Wapping, whs mistaken by the general for a noblemsm, 
and one of the sailors confirmed him in his error. But the affair coming 
to the knowledge of the captain, the tar a is thraahed for the imposition, 
and the general waa undeceived, but could never afu rward endure the 
sight of the rollow. When careening the ship, i!; y firjnd tliat a most 
astonishing number of worms bad eaten into her bottom during her stay 
in the harbour ; but having new aheathed this, they steered out on thie 
10th of December, and began to fill water, and carry rice on board. The 
general, however, who had his views iu detaining the vessel, kept several 
of the men on shore hunting wilh him, under pretence of stocking the 
ship with beef; but Mr. Dumpier, who was one of tho hunting party, 
says, that in ten days' excursion dmy met with only four cows, and of 
these were not able to catch any one. Captain Swan now began to en*> 
tartain thon^ts of quitting the ialand, with « view lo take itta.ladiqg «l 
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Site at i^n adjacent island, which has been since in possession of the 
Utch ; but the men cxp^^cted he wovjUI have continued the privaleeriug, 
which he was extremely averse to, though he carefully concealed it from 
them. Raja Laut had a huntiog match in search of black cattle the day after 
OhnatmaB-day, m which he was accompanied by all his wives, and five or 
aixEni^hmen : in this expedition they killed three heifers, but he and his 
rompnnv took care to drink so plentifully of a very agreeable liquor, ex- 
tracted !inm rice, that ihcy were drunk two or three times before mght. 

At this time one ol tho men happeuing by accident to &ad Captain 
8wan*s joumal, showed it to l»s compatuonf ; and as they foand holiad 
made remarks on the smaUeit oflbnee of every sailor on boards and beea 
very free in his reflections on the crew in general, they determined to 
deprive him of the command, choosing Mr. Read ca[)iain, and Mr. Teal 
master ; and having resolved to cruise before Mandla, they set sail uu 
the 14th of January, 1687, leaving Captain Swan and thirty*six men on 
shore. Mr. Bampier was among those who left Mindanao. On the 3d' 
of Fehmary they anchored off au island to the west of the Isle of Sebo, 
the name of which they did not know, in Itiiitnde nine degrees fikeen 
miautes, where neither house nor inhabitants were seeu, but a prodi< 
gious number of large bats, the wings of some of which, when extoidedt 
meaamed eight &am tip to tip, and weie edffsd with sharp crooked 
claws, which clm^fast to anything they happen^ to touch. 

Thf»y sailed from this place on the 10th of February, coasting along 
the west side of the Philippine islands. Oa tiic ISih came to an anchor 
at the norih-west end of Mindora, an island fort^ leagues in length. 
Here they foond a eottll river of fresh water, nmmiigaolo the eea, near 
the place where they lay at anchor, and saw plenty of oxen and hogs, . 
bnt so wi'fj they could not catch them During their stay, a canoe from 
Manilla, w:th tour Indians on board, came and j^ave information that iu 
the hnrbour of Manilla there were generally twenty or thirty vessels be* 
longing to the Spaninnls, Portugneee, and Chinese, and that if inclined . 
to engage in a dandeetine trade* they would carry letcen to eome mer^ 
chants of that place. 

Left this place on the 2Ist ; on (he ^3d arrived at the south-east end 
of the Island of Luconia, where tliey took two barks bound to Manilla, 
from Pagasaanatn, a small town on lois island. Lucoma is near 60 
leagaee hreadi Sad not less tfau 190 in length ; it b smioanded by many 
mall idaiidi^ mt which Mindora, the principal* liee neareat, and gives ita 
name to a chartnel between it and the forrnf>r. The country' is partly 
composed of mountains, which afford soiuc ^^old, and partly of large pas- 
ture-plains, stored with bulIaloi.';s$, cuw», nurses, sheep, goats, aud hogs. 
It is said to be evtremely healthy, thotiffh aitoaled in fiftMn degrees north' 
latitude ; and its water is esteeined the beat in the world. It is inhabited 
by Indians, who live in small towns, and are instructed in the RomaA 
Catholic relicriort by Spanish priefiti. Manilla is th^3 chief, if not the 
only city, seated at the foot of a ndge of high hills. It is defended by a 
strong wall ; the houses are spacious, strong, and covered with tiles i 
the streets large and regolar, with a market-plaoo in the middle. It ia 
adorned with several churches and convents, and the harbour is very large. 
The city is well watered, and the country about it ie firiotfulandpientJlttL 
Its chief trade s w'uh Acapnico. 

As the season of the year was too far advanced to tliink of trade, they 
deletnined to loillbr Pub Ceodore, the chief of a doster of small is* 
. !afidi oa tiw coMt^f Ounbodia, and to ntnm in the aumth of Mfl^» to 
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lie m wnit for the Acaptilco ship ; accordinrrfy they sailed from TiTtconTa 
on the ^vOth of Febrrmrv, and anchored on the Dorili side of Pulu (.'ua- 
^ dore on the I4lh uf March. This island, the ou\y uue of the cluster 
that it inhabited, prodncM tefwal kinda of tree*, anong which ia a vaiy 
tall one, between three and four feet in diameter ; from an incision made 
in the trunk of which they distilled a liqaor, that when heated a Itttlo, 
had the virtues of tar, and being kffit lo]ig;cr over the fire, acquired ihe 
coni^isteuce ol pttcbi in heu of whicii it was used with success. One o^ 
theae traea aflforda two qoarta of jniea daily, fof a nonth tofather ; after 
D^iciu dwymg up* it racovers itself again. Mango treea are also prodtMait 
hern, the fruit of whirh is picklfd while ^rron with salt, vinpn-ar, and 
garlic. The fruit is ;>hout the size of a smaii jiench, very juicv and jslca- 
sant, and is so fragratit as to perfume the air at some distance Oii this 
iaiand growa a atraigbt tree, about a fool in diameter, upo« which grapea 
grow in clusteta aMQt the body of ^ tree, like the fruit of the cocoa 
tree, and have a very pleasant tr\^lp. Thfre is also a kind of bastard 
nutmeg, which exactly resemhlrs the true, hut has neither smell nor Usio-, 
Here are hogs, guanoes, and hzards, together with several sorts of iowi, 
aa parrota, {mroquets, wild eoeka and liens, turtlo-dovoa and pigeons. 
The sea'sho^e abemida wkh moscles, limpets, and turtle. ^ 

The inhabitants, who came originally from Cochin China, are small, 
but well shaped ; of a dark complexion, long visage, black bair, thin lips, 
Itiilo eyes, and white teeth ; very civil, but poor ; their chief eooployment 
conaiatiogin aupplying -raaaala withtKo jnieo of the tat tree, and nuking 
turtle oil, by bmfing the Alt of the fiah, which they send to Goehtn China. 
These people nre mostly idolaters ; but Dampier does not pretend to be 
acquainted with the ceremonies of their religion ; only he imagines they 
worship the elephant and the horse, having observed a representation of 
the latter on tbo ootaide, and of the former in the inside of a temple, 
which was a mean wooden building, in a anaU Tillage on the aoath aide 
•of the island. They staid at this place from the 16th March to the 16ih 
of April, during which they careened the ship, and mad^her a freah anit 
of sails out of the cloth taken on boaid the Spanish prize. 

While rattaining here, the inhabitants supplied them with plenty of ho|[8, 
turtle, and Ihait, for which they took rice in eKhange. BMng nuloadod 
the priae taken at Manilla, they went to the north side of tho iiland to 
aipply themselves with water, and then taking on board a person who 
understood the Malay language to pilot them to Siam, with which place, 
as well as the islands lying on the roud, he pretended to be aci^uaiuled» 
they aet aail on tho 17th of April, and entered the Bay of Stam on the 
94lh, where tho t^t lan them aground. At this place Captain Read 
went on shore amonj^ the islands in «;earch of fish, but returned without 
success ; and steeriDir lor Pulo \jW\, at which place they had touched in 
• their passage hither, found two vessels at anchor, laden witli lacquer, such 
aa ia naed in japanning. Thaae veaaela, one oif whieh was tamarkabtj 
neat, had on hoard forW aailors, brisk sociable fellows, armed with guna» 
swords, and lances. Tjiey returned to Pnlo Comlore on the 21st of May, 
where was found a small bark at anclior, to hai! which Captain Read sent 
a canoe along side of her ; but charged his men not to venture on board, 
without having firat made frieada of the people, leat thoy ahodld hm 
Malaya, whom he knew to be remarkably traacherooa. However, tha 
men neglected his orders, and boarded her, but were soon obli^^pd to re- 
treat, being attacked with »kind of bayonets, called cresses, and compelled 
to leap into the sea and swim for their Uvea ; and it is not a UtUe 
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trtordbiftry, that oM of tlia msn, named Daniel WaUis, swam on that 
occasion, though he could never awim before, nor waa able to repeat it 

afterward. Captain Read manned two canoes, in order to punish these 
people : but as soon as they saw the En:£lish advancing, escaped iuto the 
woods* having 6r6t cut a hole ia the bark s bottom, and sunk her. 

Quitting Pulo Condoro wflh a aoulh-weat wind on the 4th of June, 
1687, intending to cruise off Manilla, the wind soon changed to the aonth- 
eaat, and they were forced on the coast of China, and coming to an an- 
chor on tha north-eaat of Si. John's Island, lying in 29 degieea30 minutea 
north litutude. 

The skirts of this spot, bordering the sea, are for the most part woody : 
the soil is generally fertile ; and in th? inland parts there are good paS' 

tore-grounds and many groves of trees. They have plenty of tame ducks, 
cocks, and hens, but no wild fowls : buffaloes, bullocks, goats, and China 
hofrs are very plenty. These hoL's are black, have short necks?, small 
heails, short legs, and bellies which sweep the ground. The natives 
chiefly maintain themselves by cultivating rice. They are tall, raw«boned, 
airaight-bodied men ; haye tawny complexions, long faces, acquiline noses, 
small eyci?, bl «,rk hair, and thin beards, which are lied up in knots, or 
curled in winskers on each side of their lips. They were formerly very 
proud of their hair, but the Tartar?, when they made a conquest of this 
country, compelled them to ahave their heads, leaving only one lock on 
the crown of the head, which they permit to grow to a great length, 
and sometimes it flows loose, though it ia generally pl iUrJ It is as 
much as the life of a Chinese is worth, to be f.nind witli lij");^ hair; and 
many have been known to abandon their country rather than part with it. 
They wear no covering for the head, bot instead, use an umbrella to sliade 
them from the weather ; a large fan ia need for the same purpose, if they 
have but a little way to go. They wear no stockings, but slippers oa 
thoir r<>ct, and l!)e covering is a light frock and breeches. 

1 tiC women on this island, as well as those on the continent of China, 
sre compelled to be much at home, on account of the smsllness of their 
feet, which are bound up prodigiously tight in their infancy to prevent 
their growing, small feet being esteemed a great beauty ; for this reason 
they only stumble about th«_Mr housc'ss, beinnr obliged to sit down ai the 
end of jbvery two or liicee steps. Tiicy make very curious embroidery 
for their shoes, and in general are excellent needte*women. The feet of 
the poorer women are sufTered to grow much larger, that they may be 
able In produce their subsistence. There is a sm.ill town on the island, 
siluatf d in mar:iiiy ground, the houses of which are mean, lowly, badly 
furnished, and buiU upon posts. 

While at anchor, a Chinese junk lay near them, flat both at the head 
and stern, iiaving little huts Ihijeo feet high on the deck, which were 
covered with palmetto leaves. She had a larg-"* ca!)in, with an altar and 
lamp burning in it. The hold was divided into several partitions, eacii so 
tight, that il a leak siiould spring m one, the goods la the next would 
receive no damage. Every merchant has his particular room, where he 
stows his goods, and sometimes lodges in it himself. This has only two 
masts, a main-inast and fore-mast; the last has a square sail and square 
yard, but the main-mast has a sail narrow aloft, like a sloop's sail. In 
fair weather they use also a top-sail, which in foul weather they haul 
doA'n on deck, yard and all. The main- mast of the largest junks is at 
large as that of our third-rate men'of^war, bat made all out -of one tree 
•tid not pieced as ours are. 
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PeramBf tH knagkiftUe wgnt of ta appwadunff Motm, on Um fld of 
Jttlj they weighed axichor* and got out to sea with all possible e3q>aditioii| 

that ihpy miirht not want room. About ekvon o'clock at ni^ht the storm 
o%-{^rtouk them, which !a!»!e{i with proJiinoua fierccnehs till aljout fonr in 
the liiOiiiing, when the hopes of the super siitiuus saihtrs were revived by 
the sight of a corpus ssnct urn upon themam-iAst, which thoy looked upon' 
as the fofsrunner of good weather, but had it been upon deck, they would 
hivo estfemed it a trrtain si^ii of b(?Ing lOist. Tliv corpun sanctum is 
a firnnU ghtterin*T hi^ht Itiiie a *t ir, wliich iiju.illy dances ahout a sliip in 
hard weather. By eleven o'clock the next morniirg it was stark calm } 
after which the storm raged more -violently than ever ; and as they dread- 
ed the contiimence of bad weather durin:r this mooii» which was near the 
full, lhc3* determined to steer away for the Pisc.idores, or Fibher islands, 
which lie in 23 degrees north htiin;^o. On thn 20th of July, frainpd si^t 
of them, and came to an anchor between the two easternmost ishnds, 
oa the weat aide of one of which they were agreeably surprised to tind » 
large town, with a fort commaiiding the harbonr, the houses of which 
were neatly built, but low. 

Some of thn men who went on shorn were carried before the gavornor, 
who, being informed that they were English} and intended to trade, said 
they must not pretend to do it, as it was a thing absolutely forbidden there. 
He'treated them, however, with great civility, and said he would assist 
them as much as lay in his power, sending a present to the captain, of a 
small jar of flour, some watermelons, about a doren pine npples, and some 
cakes of fine bread. They were visited the next day by nn otlker of a 
very grand appearance, dressed in a loose coat, with breeches and boots 
of Slack silk, and a Mack silk cap, on which was a phime of black and 
white feathers, lie brought on board with him, as a present from the 
governor, a very fat heifer, two large hojrs, four ^otiis, two baskets of 
flour, twenty large flat cakes of bread, two jars of sa:n-sbu, or arrack, and 
fifty- five jars of hoc-shu, a strong pleasant liquor reseaibhng mum, and 
which is extracted from wheat. In return for these presents Captain 
Read sent the jQOv^or a silvcr-hilted sword, a carbine, and a^Id chain; 
and on the gentlf man's rctnni, ho. was saluted u ilh three guns. 

They sailed fro;n tbe Piscadures with a south west wind on the 29th 
of July, steermg for some little islands between Formosa and Luconia, 
known by no other name than the Five isles, which they imagined to be 
uninhabited ; but, to their great surprise, found three po|)ulous towns, alt 
Aithin a league from the sea. One of these, about eight leagues long 
and two hro 'd, thoy called the Prince of Orange Island, in bononr of the 
Piinco of Orange, afterward King William the Third. Toanottier Dam- 
p. i f uave the name of Grafton, in honour of the Duke of Grafton, in 
whose family his wife then lived ; and a third was called Monmouth Is- 
fand, in hononr of the Duke of Monmouth ; these were the three largest, 
and of the otiiers, one they called the Goat Island, from the number of 
poats they saw upon it, and tlic o'her 13 ishee, from a plnsnnt liquor of 
Ibai name, wliich tiicy drank theie. Orange Island, though the largest, 
is uninhabited, being rocky and barren ; on Goat Island there is one town, 
bi t MoiKiiouth and Grafton Islands contain a great number of inhabitants. 
The hills ijf • 0 are rocky, but the valleys are fertile in ^rns**. plan- 
tains, bananas, pine apples, puinpions, sugar cane?, potatoes, and cotton. 
They are well watered with running streams, and stored with goats and 
bogs, but have scarcely any fowl, either wild or tame. 

The natives are short and thick, round-visaged, with low foreheads, 
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and thick ey«-l«Nrt ; their noses flattiah and short, their iBjFes of a hazel 
oolour and tmaU, but not so mutt «■ Ibooe of the Cbinete ; their hm 
and mouths of the Middle ewe, with white teetb> and falaefc thick etrai^ 

hair, which they cut short, so as not to pernnt it to «ovw their ears. 
Their complexion is a dark copper colour. Tht) men px) bare-headed ; 
some wear no clotlies but a cioth about the middle, but others have a 
kind of jacket made of plantain leaves, as rough as a bear's skin. ThiK 
women have a short petticoat of ooaise oalicOt of tfaotr own makinff, 
which reaches « ttttlo below the k»eee. Both stxes wear ear-rings msde 
of a yellow metal, which tb<?y di<T out of the monntains ; it is of th^ 
weight of true gold, bat rather paler. Our author is not absolutely (Cer- 
tain whether it wab real gold or not, for though of a fine colour at first 
it afterward faded, whiefa mskuig the people on board sospect it, they did 
not bay mch. They obeerved the natives cover it with a kind of red 
earth, and then put it into a quick fire, titt it was red-hot, which broogbf.^ 
it to its former colour again. 

The houses ate very small, and not above hve feet in height, built wilk 
soisll posts fesiened togetheff with boughs. At one end e? the bouse i^ 
the fire place, near wliich lie a number of boards, on which they sieoj^. - 
They inhabit villages built on the sides of rocky hills, three or four rowi 
of houses being one above another. These rorky precipices are framed 
by nature into deep steps or stories, upon each of which tiiey build ». 
tow of their hooses, and aseend tma one fow or street to the other bf 
ladders, which being drawn up, there is no possibjlill^ of climbina to at* 
tack them. The street to every row of houses runs parniiel to the top*" 
of the houses of the row beneath, and the ladder by which they ascenAr 
is placed in the middle of the street. These people hve mostly by fish* 
ing, and aie v^y expert in beildhif beale, wnieh lesembte our yawls 
They have also larger vessels, which are managed with twelve or four- 
teen oars. \Vliat husbandry affairs they carry on, are managed chiefly 
by the women. It was customary for them to beg the paunches of thf* 
hogs and goats killed b^ the ship's crew, the contents of which they pui 
into a pot, and then boiling it, eat it with raw fish ; but they have a diiil* 
made of locusts, which is not ill tooted. These uiseets coming* at cer- 
tain seasons to devoor their plants, ate caught with nets, and bako or 
boil them in an earthen pan Their common drink is water, but they 
have also a strong and mtoxicating liquor called bashec, made of the 
sugar cane, boiled and mixed with some blackberries, which is put intc* 
jars and kept five or six daye» and then it greatly resemblee English beeT« 
both in colour and taste. 

Dampier docs not pretend to be acquainted with thctr langiiago, which 
is neither like the Chinese nor Malay ; but he observes that the yollow 
metal already mentioned, is called by the name of bullawar, which is 
the word that the Indians of the Philippine islands use for gold. They 
fiave no arms but lances, headed with iron, and wear a kind of coat of 
mail made of the akin of the hnf!;ilo, which k thick as a board, has 
no sleeves, and reaches down to the calves of their locrs. These people 
appeared to have no reli^iou or government, nor any precedency among 
them, except that the chddren were very obedient to their parents ; bnt 
Sb fmeies they have ancient customs which serve them for laws, for they 
jaw a vonng lad buried alive, a« they supposed for theft. Ench man his 
only one wife, who is very obedient to her husband. Their boys are 
brought up to fishui^, aud the girls work on the plantations with theii^ 
motors, wkeie uA UmSj cnltifitev u much ground as is neoeesajy 
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iMrili ovm wamAj. They are tM, gtN}d<4Mpief«d people, mMier quarrel* 
ling among tliennelToa nor with other». They have no coin, but past 

their veHow me*.;il as monPV, whirh thrv rav iwnv }yy n-i^ps?. On the 
ship's first anchoring here, ahoiii a li irflrt d l»o.its. ulledwiih the natives, 
came round her at once, and made no scruple ol' going on board, ex- 
cfaangiag yama, potatoes, and baahee, for leaden bajleta» apikea, and old 
nails ; a iat goat for an old iron hoop; and a till hof of eightjr ponnda 
weight for two or three pounds of iron. 

On the of September our nfiveritiirers were driven oat to sea by 

a violent storm, which continued lo such a degree til) the 29lh, that they 
were every moment in danger of being swallowed by the waves ; and it 
waa the lat of Oetober before they cooM get boek to Baahee Island. The 
men were* so discouraged by this, that they detatnined to Uy aside all 
thoughts of cruising brfare Maiiilln, nn<! were more inclin^f? tf> a home- 
ward voyage than to any other enterprise ; but CEptam Read and Mr. * 
Teat at length persuaded them to steer for Cape Coinunn, by going round 
to the eatt of the Fbilippme iaianda, and ao keeping aooth w the Spice 
iaiands, to pasa into the Indian Oeean, aboar the laland of Timor ; m* 
etead of which, at the eaatem monsoon was at hand, our author obsertea, 
that their nearest and beat way wooU have been to have ptaaed throngh 
the straits of Malacca. 

They quitted these islands with fair weather, and wind at west, on tlie 
8d of October, 1687 ; and, on the I6tb of the eame month, anchored 
between two small islands to the south of Mindanao, whore they haaled 
the ship on shore to clean her bottom, and made a new fore topn^r^st. a 
pump, a fore-yard, and a bowsprit. At this place a youiK^ princo, belong- 
ing to one of the adjacent Spice inlands, came on board and mformed 
them that Captain Bwan and Ibb men, whom they left \jMitd them, hod 
fooght under Raja LtQt with good success against the mountaineers, and 
the captain was in great esteem nt Mindanao. Being now so near him, 
onr nuihor would have persuaded the men to submit once more to his 
authority ; but the affair coming to the ktiowledge of Captain Head, he 
took care to prevent it. After this, Mr. Dampier learned that most of 
Swan'a men got on board different ships, hot that he htmeelf and the 
anrgeon i^oing on board a Dutch veaael, were overset by the natives and 
drowned ; and that there was some pounds to iimrrine thnt this murder 
was perpetrated hv order of Raja T/nnt, part'v in revenge for some slight- 
ing expressions which Swan had imprudently uttered, and partly for the 
aale of some gold which the captain had amaaaed, and which, by hia 
death, fell into the handa of the general. 

They sailed hence on the 2d of November ; on the 22d, being three 
leagues to the southward of the Island of Celebes, saw a larjje pro;^, in 
which were sixty men, attended by six smaller ones, to whom they hoisted 
JDotch colours, but m vain, with a view to allnre them on board. On the 
coaat of this island saw cockles so prodigiously large, that one-waa aof- 
ficient to feed seven or eight people. A kind of vine alao grew here, the 
leaves of which beinf? nounded with hog's lard, m-ide an excellent snlve 
for wounds. In three n ees south latitude, on the 30th of November, 
they discovered three vvatcr-spouts : these are very dangerous to ship* 
ping, bat the ill conaeqnencea of them are eomethnea prevented by firing 
great guns lu order to break them. They arc first formed opon the sur- 
face of the sea, the water of which, after whirling about a long time in 
the circumference of perhaps a hundred paces, flics up in a pvratnidinl 
form to a cloud, which crowns it, and along with which it drives upon itie 
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waler, until the suction being spent, the spout separates from the cloud, 
■ad thewttler falls sgsin into the tea with e dteadfid noise, and deatrojre 
idiatever may happen to be beneath it. 

On the 1st of December steered a southern course, and on the 6th 
catne to an anchor on the cast sitif^ of tiie Island of Button, lyinrr in fonr 
degrees fiUy-lour minutes south latitude. This island is flat aiid woody, 
•boat twenty-five leagQes long end ten broad. At half a mile from the 
sea is Callasnsung, the residence of the suluin ; it is a long town, seated 
on the top of a sinnll hill, in a pleasant plain, enclosed with a strong- stone 
wall, within wluch is a walk of cocoa tree6. The inltahitnnts are neat, 
cleaii, smiiU, and well shaped ; in manners and complejciori resembling 
those of Mindanao. They are Mahometans, and speak the Mslaj tongue. 
The saltan, hearing the Aip was English, oamoon board with three of 
bis sons, attended by some of his nobles, and assured Captain Rend lio 
would serve him to the hvst of his power, and that he was willing to trado 
with his subjects for whatever he pleased. The captain caused him to 
be sainted with fire guna on commg on boatd, and the same number when 
he went on shore. The people brought on board plenty of potatoes, 
eggs, fowls, and other provisions : and the next day Head, agreeable to 
an invitation, visited the sultan at his palace, which was a very neat 
buildmg. He was received in a room on the ground door, covered with 
mats, after having first passed dirough a lane of forty soldiers, armed 
with lances, who were quite naked; and was entertained with tobaceo, 
betle, and cocoa nuts. Some time after, the sultan made him a present 
of two goats, and a boy, each of whose in^va were lined with two rows 
of teeth. The island abounded m nco and potatoes, and several beauli- 
M birds, particularly paroquets and coekadores. The coekadove ia as 
ifhite se snow, with the shape and bill of a parrot, and has a banch of 
feathers like a crown on its head. 

Captfiin Head remained here till the 12lh, but in attemptinpf to weJah, 
broke the cable and lost the anchor, which had hooked on a rock. On 
the 16th got clear of the shoals, which lie in great numbers aboatlhis 
island ; and oil the 90th passed the Ishind of OSnba, which in some maps 
is called Pentara, where they saw iliick smokes by day and brge 6res 
- by night. There is a (rood town on the north sido of this island, near 
the sea ; but they could not iMdnd in for it, on account of the badness of 
the weather. Being clear of all the islands by the 27th, they steered for 
New Hdland, whieh land they fell in with on the 4th of January, 1688, 
in latitude sixteen degrees fifty minutes south. They ran twelve leagues 
nlon<r the shore before they could find a proper place to anchor in ; but 
the luliowing d\y discovered a good harbour, and came to an anchor at 
the distance of two miles from the shore. 

New Hollaod is a vast tract of land, which joins neither to Asia, Africa, 
nor America ; but it k uncertain whether it is part of the main continent, 
or an island. The land is dry and sandy: near where ihcy anchored 
there were no rivers ; so that what fro^h water they had was got by dig- 
ging. The country produces many kinds of trees, which grow at a dis- 
tanee from each other, having under them pYetty long ^rass. From one 
of these trees distiUsd a gum, which, on examination, appeared to be 
p^m draf^n. They saw no animnls, hut discovered the footstrp of 
some {joast that appeared to be like that of a mastUT dog. They found 
no fruits, and very few birds, tlie largest of which was no bigger than a 
thrush; and the sea app^^ared almost destiiuto of fish, except the mana*^ 
tee and turtle. The inhabitants of this coi«iitxy appear to be the moat 
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mT«erab!c people on earth ; having no gamirnls except a piece of th# 
bark of a tree tied Uko a girdle round the waist ; no houites or coverings, 
but the heavens ; no sheep) poultry, or (roite; iheit food hmng a snuU 
sort of fiah, brou<;ht m with eveiy tide, ai^ left ia atono wen, wkicb m 
wected on the ahore at low water-ioark for that piir))osc ; and they have 
sometimes a few cockles, mnsclf'^, ant! periwinkles ; whatever they catch 
ia equally divided) and ii their supj ly fails, they are ui danger of sl.trving ; 
but thia« through the care of Providence, aeldom happens. These people 
aae tall, thin, and strong hmbed, with large heads, bushy eye-browS| broad 
flat no3os, thick lips^ wide mouths, short black curleti l air, and coa^dez* 
ion as dark as the nerrroes of Africa ; and like tliem also have no beards. 
Their features are (li.safTiccable, and it is remarkable that the two fore- 
teeth of the upper jaw are wanlaig both in nieu and womea ; but whether 
these were taken out by way of omametit, or whether it was a uaioral 
defect, Mr. Damfiier does not protend lo be certain. There appeared to 
be no marriarres or other particular connexions between the men and 
women, but they Uved tofrr ther in a promiscuous manner. Neither was 
it observed that they had any lonn of^avernment, or practised any kind 
of religious cereiuonies. Their only Papons were wooden swords, and 
wooden lanees formed of a straight pole, made sharp and hardened at the 
end. Their language is entirely guttural, and none of the sb^*s compa- 
ny could even njurss at the meaning of a single word they uttered. The 
fties here were so extrenu ly tronble.-^ouie they were apt to (jot into the 
eyes, nose, or mouth, far which reason the natives coinmonly kept their eyes 
half shut, and are obliged, when ibey look at ai^thiog» to hold their hands 
before their eyes, ss a person does when he atlempla to look at the sun. 
The first appearance of the ship's crew upon the coast terribly alaroa* 
ed these poor people ; but their fears subsided on findinir that they had no 
intention to hurt them. Some of the sailors gave iliein clothes, with a 
view to prevail upon them to assist in carrying water to their canoes, but 
they conld b^ no means make themselvee understood, and the nalivea 
having examined their clothes with seemieg amasement, grinned at eaeh 
other like monkeys, nnd laid them down on the ground. Dampior was 
threatened to be put on shore at this inhospitable place, for endeavouring 
to persuade some of the men to leave the ship, and go to some English 
factory; a design which he had long harboured, but now|(afe over all 
thoughtaof, till some convenient opportunity should present itself. Th^ 
left the coast of New Holland on tho 12th of March, taking thehr eotuse 
north ; on the 28th fell in with a small island covered with wood, in 10 
degrees 30 minutes south lititude, where theycanorlit a number of boo- 
bies and land crabs, and took in fresh water. On the 12th of April, came 
to the Island of Triest, which is about a mile in circumference, and so 
- very low, that the tide at flood flows quite over it | but, nevertheless, it 
bears great plenty of cocoa tints, with which they supplied tliomselves, 
and caught a quantity of nnd two yonnj alligators. Leaving this 
island on the ISth, on me ^litii saw a proa at anchor, witli four men in 
her, whom Captain Read very inhumanly detained ptisonersi after havmg 
seized the cargo, which consisted of oil and cocoa nuts, and sunk the < 
vrssel, which was done lo prevent Mr. Dampier and otherSi whom they 
suspected, from niakinrr their escape. 

On the 4lh of May they had sight of the Nicobar issknd?, wluch lie 
forty leagues north-west of the Island of Sumatra. Tne chief commo- 
dities of these islands are ambergris and fruit, which the naiira cany m 
proas OD . board such ships as come into tho road. They came to an an 
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stiof in eigKt fathom tvater on the 6tb, at th« west ttde of -the Island of 

Nii obar, properly so called, and which givea name to the others. It lies 
in 7 degrees 30 minutes north Iititiulc, is t.vdvc leagues m Ieri_;t,h anJ 
ihrt'c or fo'ir broad. It forms a bcauiiful landscape when seen from the 
fiea ; tiie soil icrlile and well watered. Many »otia of trees AourUh hcra, 
among which are eocoat and malloriee, the latter being a frait of & light 
green colour, with a tougli, smooth rind ; it eata like an apple, and ia 
about the rizc of the bread fruit. The native? arc tall and well jjiopor- 
tioncd, with black eyes, handsome noses, ioiig facca, lank black li iir, and 
a deep copper-colour connplexion. The womou have no hair on their eyu- 
brows, which It ia imagined they pluck oflf to incieaae their beauty ; their 
only dreaa ia a abort petticoat, which reachea no lower tlian the knees, 
and the men have only 4 piece of cluih wrapped round the waist, and 
swathed two or three times about the thigh. Their houses consist only 
of one room, wiiich is about eight feet highTrom the ground, being raised 
Upon posts, and covered with palmetto leaves. Their language was alto* 
gether unintelligible, nor could any one discover any aort of religion 
among them, nor any kind of octlled government, every one appearing 
on an equal footing. They live in houses scattered about the island, sel- 
dom more tlian four or five being found together. They have neither 
rice, yama, nor potatoes, but pUniaina in a moderate quantity, and soma 
cocks, hena, and email hogs. Their canoea» or proas, will contain twentj 
or thirty men ; they sit upon benches made of split bamboo, and row in 
the same manner that the watermen on the Thames do the wherries. 

At this place Captain Head ordered the men to heel tiie ship, in order 
to clean her ; he also took in a fresh supply of water. Here Mk. Dam- 
pier obtained leave of Captain Read to go on shore with bia cheat and , 
bedding, being resolved to leave so wicked acrew ; and two other persona^ 
named Ambrose and Hall, followed his example. Mr. Coppin^jo, their 
surgeon, was very dcsuous of bearing ihein company, but was detained 
by force. Tiicre were but two houses at the place where they landed, • 
the master of one of which invited Mr. Dampier, by signs, to enter, inti- 
naating that he would be exposed to danger, from the wild beasts of the 
woodj, daring the darkness of the night. The four men that had been 
taken in the proa oil' yurnafra, and the pilot they brought from Pulo 
Condorc, were also left upon this island. Tlie latter, who was a Portu- 
guese, proved a useful member of the community, as he underatood the 
Indian and Malay tongues. Captain K< ad got under sail about twelve 
o'clock at niL'ht, after wliich, "Dampier and his friends laid down to sleep, 
which they were afraid to do before, lest tiie captain should have repented 
having given theni hberiy, and sent some of his people to force them on 
board again ; and perhaps he would acareely have permitted them to go 
on aiiore, had he imagined they could have got off the island, as thejr 
afterward did. 

Dampier was visited by his friendly host early in the morning, togniher 
with fonr or five friends, who brought witli them a large calabash filled 
with toddy. The Indian seemed surprised at first to see the number of 
his guests so much increased, but he soon appeared well satisfied, and sold 
them a proa for an axe, which cue of the sadors, knowing it to be a valu- 
able commodity among the Indians, had stolen and brought away from 
the ship. This skiff was about the size of a wherry, but they had no 
sooner got on board with all Ihcur effects, than she overset, and it cost 
three days' time to dry their papers, clothes, and other goods. 

At leofthy with the asaiatance of the Achin sailors, they aet the YeaaeS

to rights, fitted her out with a good mast and balance-logs, or oiit*ritf- 
gers ; after which they ataered for the east aide of the island, being m- 
uiwcd by the inhabitanta in eight or ten canoes, whom Mr. Hall frightened 
away by firinnr n wim nvpr their heads, bring apprehensive that snch a 
laifii! coinpanv \vi»uM prhance ihe price of provisions. This inconside- 
rate action had iike Lo iiave been productive of ill cooseqneoeea, for their 
* moat uaeful hands, the Aehin ineD, were wo frightened, that they leaped 
oot of the canoe, and it was some time before they could be convinced' 
that no iryury was intended them. It also intimidated the inhabitants, 
who, till then, had brought them provisions, which they used to purchase 
for old rags and small pieces of clolh. After this, the inhabitants ap- 
peared in great numbera eirerywhere to oppose their landing ; howerer, m 
a day or two, Dampierand Hall leaped on shore in sight ot a great many, 
with whom they soon made pence by shaking hands, upon which they 
were supplied with provisions in the same abundance as before. Their 
provisions consisted of mallories, the pulp of which, bcinjg separated from 
the rind and the core, and preaaed together^ will keep mz or aeven daya ; 
some cocoas, and a few hena. TheaOt with twelve large cocoa not ahella, 
and two or tliree ham'>oos, nil which cont:n*rtpd about eight galloiis of 
water, were their only sea store, with which they left the Island of Nicobar 
on the 16th of May, 1688, and directed their course toward Achin. 

After being three daya at aea, they obaenred the aky beginning to bo 
doody ; also a halo, or bright circle, cncompaaaing the son, an infallible 
progno'?t:c of bad weather; accordingly, they were attacked by so dread- 
ful a storm, that they expected every moment to lie swallowed by the 
sea; but the next day, after such a tempest of wind, ihunder, lightning, 
and tain aa it was astonishing their Tefeael could ontlive, they were agreea* 
bly surprised lo h: ir o k of their Acbin aailora call oot Pab-way, (that 
is, the Island of Way,) which is situated near the north-west end of Suma- 
tra. Af ter some hours they discovered that what they bad taken for tho 
Island of Way was the golden mountain of Sumatra. 

The next day they anchored near the month of tho River Pkaaange 
lonea, in the Island of Sumatra, thirty'six leagoea Irom Aehin : and as 
they were half dead wHh the fatigues of the voyage, ihey were carried 
lo a small fishincr town near the river, and entertained with nreat kind- 
ness by the inhabitants. The news of their arrival being carried to seve- 
ral of the oramkis, or noblemen, they came to see them *, and having 
heard their adventorea, ordered a hooae to be provided, and aent them 
plenty of rice, 6sh, egga, fowls, plantains, and cocoas. They remained 
here till Ji]!>r. but recovered fhrir health very slowly : they then deter- 
mined to ])rocoed to Achin, where there is an Enalish factory ; for which 
purpose they embarked on board a proa, which m three days carried ihcm 
safe to that place. Here they were foceived with great friendship, and 
treated with great hospitality, by Mr« Dennia Driacol, an Irishman, in the 
aervice of the East India company, who acted as interpreter between 
them and the chief-magistrate, who is called the Sahandar. At this place 
Dampier commenced an acquaintance with Captain liowrey, who wanted 
him to make a voyage to Persia aa boatawain ; bnt hia ill atato of health 
would not permit him to accept the offer. Mr. Ambrose and Mr. Hall 
entered on board Bowrcy*^ ship ; and when Uampicr had recovered his 
health, he engaged with one Captain Weldon, with whom he remained 
fifteen months, and made several trading voyages ; after which he entered 
as gunner to the Eng'tab factoiy at Bencooion, in which station ho con* 
tinned five numtha, bnt disliking the govonmr of tho fort, then quitted it 
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He refnained upon ih\9 con^t till tho vear 1691. ant] then embarked on 
board the Defence, Uaplaiii lieath, which lav in Uu- road of BpncoolQn. 
As the governor iiad given him permissiua Lo tiepdrl, but afterward re- 
voked it, he wee obliged to make hie eeeape by creeping through one of 
the port-kolee of the fort, but cerried off his most valuable papers, and 
in particular his jonrnal He got on board the 2l! of Jnnuarv, 1091, and 
they sailed on the 25tli, bnt liad not been tnaiiy il lys at sea before a fatal 
distemper raged on board, by which they lusi about thirty men. 'i'hey 
reeehed the capo in tlie befiniiiDg of April, when the sick went on 
ehore,- and were supplied with mutton, beef, and other refreahmente. 
Going on shore at the Cape of Good Hope, he took with him an extra- 
ordinary person, called the painted prince, whose name was Joelly, and 
y/ho, together with his mother, had been purchased by one Mr. Moody, 
at Mtn^inao, who afterward went with Mr. Dampier to Benceolen, and, 
at parting, gave him the kalf share of the painted pneee and hie mother, 
and left them in his custody. 

These people were born on the Island of Mean:zis, which abounds in 
gold, cloves, and nutmegs. The prince was cunousiy painted, after the 
manner of flower-woik, on the breast, on his bark, between his shoul- 
ders, and on the fore-part of his thighs. According to what our author 
could learn, this pr.iniing was performed Vy pricking the skin, and rub- 
bing on it the gma of a tree called dam ncr, which is nsed instead of 
pitch m some parts ot tlie Indies. He toid Dumpier that the people of 
Jiie ooontry fed oh fowl, fiab, and potatoes, and wore golden esir-iiiigB» 
and bracelets about their arms and lege. As to his bemg made captive, 
he said that, as one day he, his father, and mother were golnrr in a canoe 
to one of the adjacent islands, they were taken by some hshermen of 
Mindanao, who sold them all to the interpreter of Raja Laut, with whom 
be and hie mother lived as slavee five years ; and wen then eold to Mr. 
Moody for sixty dollars. After a while Mr. Moody gave his other share 
of these people to Dampier, who tells us that the mother soon died, and 
it was not without difficulty he was ahle to preserve the lifp of the son; 
whose history we ma^ as well conclude here, by observing that Mr. 
Dampier, after his arrival in the Thames, being in want of money, sold 
a part of his property in him at first, and afterward the whole ; from 
which time the poor Indian was carried from place to place, and showa 
for money, til! at lenrrth h^ died of the small-pox at Oxford. 

Uavmg remained six weeks at the Gape of Good Hope, Captain Heath 
sailed on the 23d of May, and arrived at St. Helena on the 20th of Jnoe. 
They h ft tliis island on the 2d of July, in company with other ships 
bound for England, and on the I6th of September, 1691, anchored in 
the Down^!, where they found several KnfT!i?;h and Dutch ships preparing 
to cruise gainst the French^ with whom tiioy were then at wacr : and 
jOQT adventorers thought thraiselves very happy they did not fall into the 
bands of their enemiee. 

The publication of the above voyage round the world having recom- 
mended D?impier to the notice of persons of the first eminence, he waa 
atterward employed by government in discoveries both in the eastern and 
southern seaa. ' His first expedition was to the coast of New Holland^ 
which eoahl have no other object bat discovery in view. He sailed from 
the Downs on January 14, 1698, in bis majesty's ship the Roebuck, car- 
ryinrr only twelve guns and fifty men, and having twenty months' provi- 
sion on board. On the 1st of August they fell m with the western coast 
9f Neir Holiand; in latitude 26 degrees south, where, however, they 
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The only Umd animilfl thoy saw wait a mmu tort of racoons, different 

from those of the West Indies chiefly in iheir leas, which are short be- 
fore, anJ on which they run jumping ; and a sort of guanoes, or hzards, 
pecuhar tu the country, whicU appear to have two heads, but in re<iitty 
hafe but om, and a* tail ; and what ia no.laaa imaarkalJiH ftbeir ibof 
lega appear to be all fora-lagt, ao formed that tba craatora aay walk 
either way. To these may now hp ndded the kangaroo, ? quadruped of 

y>nrticnlar shape, as large as a sheep, and a cre.uurc of il)e opossum 
k;iid, with dogs and wolves ; of the latter sort some were aeen by Dani> 
mar^a man, but ao lean thM ^y ware aotlung bat skin and boiie. In 
latitude 88 degrees sooth, they saw dolphiaa and amaUwbalaa, and abun- 
dance of scuttle shells, swimming in the sea. They were much distress- 
ed for water here. Bf-ing ashore employed in digging a well, Dani|>i« r 
was assaulted j>y ten or twelve of the natives, with whoui he h^d a skir- 
niish, and was forced to shoot one dead, to disengage a young man who 
was aurroondad bf tbraa of tbam, and woondad in tba chaek with a lance. 
On a gun being fired orer the beads of the aiaaiianta, though it star- 
tled them at first, they soon recovered their surprise, and contii;uf d their 
hostilities ; but, as soon as tliey saw a man fall, were terribly frightened, 
and tied with precipitation. D.unpier very humanely adds, that he tres- 
passed on the nativea no ftrtber, being very sorry for what bad happened. 

Oar royagarnot being able either to find freeb water or a liaihour to 
careen his ship, set sail from this miserable country about the be^'innin;T 
of September, 1G99 ; and, direciing his course to the l!»land of Tnnor, 
arrived there September 15, and received a sup^^y of water and provi- 
aiona from the chief of the Dutch factory there. 

In hia return, he touched again at Timor, and from thence sailed to 
Batavia ; where, having careened his ship and supplied himself with 
necessaries of every kind, on the 17ih of October, 1700, he set fttI foi 
the Cape of Good llupe ; from thence continuing his voyp.ge to St. He- 
lena, he arrived at that island January 31, 1701 ; but, in hisj course 
home, hie ship sprung a leak at eea, and, after endeavourinf in Tain t0 
atop it, he was obliged to run her aground on the Island of Atcenaion; 
where, having landed his men, and taken from oa board all necessary 
provisions, they in a short tuue discovered a fine spviiifr of water, and 
lived tolerably, till they were at last relieved by some English men-of- 
war, who were convoying home the Canterbury Indiaman, and brought 
them all safe to Bngland. 

In 1703, notwithstanding the bad success of the voyage just mentioned, 
Dampior was again employed in an expedition to the South Sea, in con- 
junction With Captain Pulling, who had each a ship of iwenty-six guns 
and 120 men under hts command. That commanded by Captain Dam- 
pier waa called the St. George ; and that by Captain Palling, tbe Fame. 
They were victualled for nine months, and had commissions from hia 
Roval Highness Prince George of Denmark, then lord-high-admlral, to 
proceed in a warlike manner against the French and .Spaniards ; and 
both were upon the same terms of no prices no pay. Bat while in the 
Pownfl» tome diffidreoee having arisen between the two captaina, Polling 
aet aail alone, and left Dampier to t ike his own course ; who, stopping 
some time in Ireland, was joined by the Cinque Ports galley of ninety - 
tons, sixfccji guns, and sixty-three men. Captain Char] p 5 Pickerint^ com- 
inaudcr. la this expedition, Dampier had three grand objects in view : 
the fint waa, to aaU to Bnanoe Ayrea in order to surprise the Spanish 
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g»TIeons that usually take in their lading at that port ; the second de- 
pended on missing the lirst, in .which case they were to pass tliroui^h the 
straits of Magellan to cruise upon the coasts of Peru, for the Bdldivia 
ships that earry gold to Luna ; and the third, if hoth the former mis- * 
carried, waa to proceed to the eoast of Mexico, to intercept the Mantlb 
ship chat aenuaUy arrives at Acapulco, and is said to be worth eight or 
nine miUioiis of pieces of eight, eqaai to a miUion and a half of l^gUsh 
money. 

, Full of these projects, they set sail from Ivinsale, in Irelaod, on tho* 
llth of September, 1703, and on the 35th anived off Madeira, where 
they learned that the galleons were sailed from Buenos Ayres, and then 

lay at Teneriff. The first project being thus defeated, they proceeded to 
put the second in execution wiih all pussilile desp itch. f )ii the 24th of 
I^ovember they anchored on the liUnd of Lc Gtand, on the coasi of 
Brasil, where they baried Captain Pickering, and chose Jjieutenaot 
Straddling in his room. From this island they sailed on the ttth of Decem- 
ber ; and doubling Gape Horn on the 20th of January, changed their 
direction, sailed to the northward, and on the lOih of February cime to 
an anchor in the great Bay of Juan Fernandez, where they in* t ihtjir con- 
sort, Gapttun Stradling, with whom they had parted in passing Gape Horn 
in a violent storm, which happened on the 2Gth of January. 

At Juan .Fernandez they continued refitting their lihips till the 29th, 
when se^'infT a sail, they slipped their cables and put to sea. She proved 
to he .1 French ship of 400 tons, thirty guns, and full of men. The St. 
George fought her about seven hours, when a gale springing up she 
sheared off. On this occasion ihe Cinque Ports behaved but indiffe- 
rently, firing only a few guns, end lying by. Next day, in returning to 
Juan Fernan'lez., they fell in with two French men-of-war, of liiirty-six 
guns each ; fioin whom they narrowly escaped, leaving their cables, an- 
chors, aud tive or six of their men belonging to the Gm^ue Potls oa 
that island, with a new snit of sails, and several other neceesartes which 
they could ill spare. They now proceeded upon their eecond enterprise ; 
but were equally unfortunate in that as in the former. The Baldivian 
ships were salU d, and the gold secured. They then meditated a siir- 
• prise agaiiibl Uie town of Santa Maria, in the Gulf of Panama, witere 
the Spaniards, getting intelligence of their designs, laid ambuscades, and 
after killing and wounding several, put Uie rest to flight. • 

In this manner, disappointment succeeding disappointment, differences . 
bPfran to arise between the commanders, and ihev concluded to part 
cou)patiy. But aliont this time a large jshij), fortun.ilely for liiem, 
coming to an anciiUr in the night cloaO by, they instantly boarded and 
made prize of her. She was deeply laden with flour, sugar, brandy, 
wine, about thirty tons of malmaladc of quinces, a conaiderwle quantity 
• of salt, witii some tons of linen and woollen clotli. This proved a sea- 
sonable supply ; and provisions, that were br-fore so i*carce that only live 
green plantains were the daily allowance for six men, were now so abun- 
dant on board the prize, that they might have laid in a stock for several 
years ; yet, in less than six months, we find them starving. After 
searching the prize and dividing the spoil, the captains parted ; and in 
two or three days Dampier fell m with a Spanish man-of-war, fitted out 
on purpobe to take him. The two ships had a smart engagement, and 
parted in the night by consent. 

Soon alter this engagement, Dampier and Clippington, hie first lieu 
teatnt, havii^ some diderencoi Glippi^gton aoized upon tiie ship's tender, 
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in which vrrrf" thft stores and ammnnition, and with twenty-one of the 
best ini n weighed anchor and set satl. When he had cleared the islands, 
he sent lo mviie all those who were willing to MuL with bim to come on 
botrd ; hnt Dampior's last project bmng now on tho point of boing efurrlod 
into execution, tne men who remain^ with him resolfod to unde the 
issue. The rnns^or of this hark, Christian Merlin by name, was a Spa- 
niard bv liirtli, b it taken prisoner whilf a boy, and bred up in Fnaland. 
This man tiiey kept prisoner on board, axid uow proceeded io Uiiercept 
the MaaOlo ship. 

On tho 6th of December, in the morning, they saw a oafl, and Boon 
came up with her. She proved their last hope, the great Manilla ship, 
from the East Indies They instantly bore down upon her, and before 
she could bring her guns to bear, gaire her aeyeral broaiidsides ; and, taking 
her unprepared, put the eompanj on board in tiie ntmoat diaoider. Cap- 
tain Martin, thooghH Spaniard, advised to lay her aboard immediately, 
before the Spaniards had recovered their surprise ; bnt that advice was 
disregarded till it was too litr ; for, while two pnrties were quarrelling 
on board the St. G«'orcr^. the otn^ for lavinj;^ the enemy on board, the 
other not, the Spaniards got out u tier ui twenty-four pounders, every 
one of which that took place was ready to aend the St. George to tlio 
bottom. The assailants were, therefore, soon beaten off widi diagrace, 
after having received a shot between wind and water in the powder-room, 
by which two feet of plunking was driven in on each side the stern. 
And now, being disappointed of this their last expectation, all the men 
grew discontented, and impatient to return home. However, they were 
prevailed upon to cniae a few weeks longer on the coast of Mexico ; 
and with that view passed the ports of Acapulco, Port Angels, Port 
G tinttilco, and several others ; but without meeting any prize worth wait* 
ing lor. 

Ill success is generally succeeded by discontent ; the men who were 
before impatient of fiitigue withont reward, grew now ungovernable. A 

party, therefore, formed the doaign of returning home by way of the East 

Indies; and these were encouraged by Mr. Fnnnel, the chief-mate, who, 
having the command of the small Spanish prize already mentioned, de- 
termined to hazard everything to regain his native country, rather than 
continne under the direction of a man with whom they could not agree. 
He therefore embraced the first opportunity to reach the Gulf of Ama* 
palla, to water his bark, and prepare for his voyage home. 

It should seem that this voyage of Dampier, though countemricpd 
with a government commission, was, notwithstanding, fitted out t^v ]m ivate 
adventurers; for, on this occasion, the owners' agent is eaid lo have 
divided the provisions and atores between thoae who chose to remain 
with D.impier, and those who deterrnincd to follow the fortune of Mr. 
Funnel. Their whole number was alreaily reduced to afvty effective men, 
thirty-three of whom cho^e (o accompany Funnel, and twenty-seven only 
rdknained with Dampier, but unon what terms they engaged, or what 
course they pufsued afterward, we are not told ; for Dnmpiei, though he 
returned home, never published any account of this voyage. What we 
bevo related concerning it, in order to complete his adventures as far aa 
our materials extend, we have extracted from the account written by 
Funnel; who, having left Dampier in the Gulf of Amapalla on the 1st 
of February, 1706, takes no farther notice of his captain ; but goes on 
with the story of his own voyage, which was indeed onfortunate enough ; 
for hia ahip waa aiei^ by tho ENitch at Ajnbovna, the good* on boavd 
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ciliiiscated, and most of the men cruelly nsed, being eoAined and kftlf 

aUrved by the Dutch, who were jealous lest they should make discovc- 
Tica prejudicial to their commerce. Funnel himself, howevrr, poon [r^t 
released ; and, having made strong representations agaiuiit ihu authurii 
of hit iufferinga at Amboyna, at length obtained aomo show of lodNW ; 
with which, though not a compensation for his losses, he was Ibfoed to 
be content'^'l. On the 21 of rSovemhcr he, with two of his company, got 
passrirre to Europe in the J latch East India fleet; and, on the 15th of 
July foiiowing, arrived sale lu the 'i'excl, from whence, after visiting the 
principsl towns in HoUand, he came to England, and puhlisbed the ac- 
count just mentioned, in which he followed the example of Dampier, by 
giving a description of the natural productions of the ttlaada at which ho 
toQcl^, their inhahttantSf arts, and eommerce. 



Mb. COWLEr.— 1083-86. 

Ok Cowky we cnn find no other account than what is contained in 
the voyage written by himself ; therefore, we shall, lu his own words, 
preserve such parts of that voyage as have not already been reUted in 
the voyage of Dampier ; premisiBg only, that in hn first setting out among 
the bucaniere was in the samr prize in which Dampier set sail from 
Virginia, under the command of Captain Cook ; that he continued to 
serve that commandor, as mnster, durin*^ life ; nnd that, after sailfnjr 
some time in consort with Captain Eaton in the South Seas, he cho^e 
rather to serve that gentleman than to continue with his own captain's 
SQceesaor. One remark more, and then to proceed. We find him, m 
every collection of voyages in which he is introduced, distinguished hy 
the appellation of Captain Cowley, thoiicrh the highest employment to 
which he ever seems to have arrived was master on board the bucaiii»'rs. 

We, in our ship, says Cowlev, toward the middle of August, set sail 
, from the Oalf of Miguel, in tae Bay of Amapalla, steenng for Capo 
8t Francisco, where we chased a ship that escaped from vs ; and then 
bore up to latitude 7 degrees south, where, finding the country alarmed, 
we stood for Paytn, in latitude 4 degrees south, where we took two ships 
lying at anchor ; which the Spanish refut-ing to ransom, we, by way of 
farewell, set them on fire. From hence we sailed for Gorgona, at which 
island we watered our ship for the East Indies. 

1 his island lies in latitude 8 degrees 15 minutes north, and in hmgi- 
tudfi 305 decrees east, and as soon as wo had supplied ourselves with 
wooil and water, took our departure, stecrini,' west-north-wei^t, till we 
caiiie as low almost as the rocks of St. Bartholomew, in longitude 340 
degrees, and then sailed into latitode 15 degrees north, till judging we 
were passed those rock:^, returned into 13 degrees north, which latitude 
we held till we made tho I.sl uid of Guam, in latitude 13 degrees north, 
and in longitude 150 dffjrees east, accordir-j to our reckoninp ; at which 
island we had a very sickly ship, no man being free from the scurvy, and 
most of us iu a weak condition. It was on the 14th of Match, about 
seven in the morning, that we saw land. At twehre o'clock we were in 
latitude 13 degrees 2 minutes north, by observation, having made out 
on our sailing, by judgment, Vb16 miles, that is to s:iv, departed «o mnny 
miles fro u (iorsrotia by loss made out in longitude, winch is about iJ'>4*.) 
lea<jued. Tho next day we soUcd about the south-west pait of the inland, 

and came to aft anchor m a iaii bi^, (torn whence we sent a boat on sboio^ 
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with n f1?i?f of tnicc ; but, on landing, our people found that the natives 
had burnt their houses, and had fled ; howeveri our men felled some 
60QM vfA treM^-tad brought a Irandrad or two oo bdtid to velnsli the 
crew, hk IkB meantima a party of Indians rushed from bchmd the 

bushfp, Jind in n hostile manner threotpnfx! to attack ; but we made 
signs of frieifd <}iip, and one of tho Indians returned to tae wood, and 
haviug peeled a stick so as to make it appear white, he came forward, 
ithm one of liia companions) pareaivio^ that ha had no eajp to eompUmeat 
our paople, called him back, and preaentod him with one for that purposa. 

From the loth ti!! the 17th wo continued a frco trade wilh the Indians; 
but on that day our men going over to a small i.shnd on the west side of 
Guam, the Indians fell upon them with stones and iancesi which occa- 
aioned a frajt tn wlueh aoma of the Indiana wero killad npon tiia apot. 
Two days after, the goyernor, who happened to be a Spaniard, came to 
a point of land near the ship, and sent a letter written in Spanish, French, 
and Dutch, demanding, in tho name of the king, his master, who we 
were, whither we were bound, and from whence we came ? Our answer 
waa written in French, that wa weio employed by aome gentleman in 
Franca upon the diseovarj of aoma unknown parte of the world. On 
the return of tho messenger, the governor sent a letter of invitation to 
the captain to come on shoro, with which he instantly complied, and was 
received under a triple discharge of cannon from the fort, which was 
answered by the same number of guns from the ship. Thay soon came 
to a good nndantaoding. Oar captain made an apology for killing some 
of the Indians in his own defence ; and the governor ^ve for answer, 
that, if he had killed them all, he should have esteemed the favour tho 
greater. We wero afterward told that the Indians on the small island 
were in rebellion. 

On Wadneaday, about twalvo o*cloeky a Spanish captam eaaata on hoaid^ 
and ooatlnvad with ns till twalva tiia nazt dij. He brought, aa a present 
from the governor, ten hogs, a large quantity of potatoes, plantaina, 

oranges, papas, and red pepper; in return for which, our commander , 
Bciit the goveruur a diamond ring, and presented ihe utiicer with a rich 
award. Whila matoal ciTiltties were passing betwaen the governor and 
tho captain, our people went out evafy day, chasing tha IiMlians, whom 
they had full license to kill and destroy v/hcrover they met with them ; 
but ihey, finding us not to be Spaniards, became very tractable, and 
offered to assist in supplying us with fish and fruit, which they exchanged 
f» dd naila and old iron. After having taniad here some time, and a 
free intarcoatae had been established between the Indiana on shore and 
our people on board the ship, the Indians made signs for as many of our 
men as chcae it, to come and see them haul the seine. Our men, not 
suspecting any design, manned the boat, and went to look at them ; but, 
whua tha man weia amnsing themsdvaa with the sport, the Indians had 
very artfully broaght thair aeine round the boat, with a design to draw it 
on shore, and thereby entangle both boat and crew ; but the sailors, die- 
covering tho plot, gave the Indians no time to cirrv it into execntion ; 
for, being provided with fire-arms, which thoy never went ashore without, 
they fired among the Uiickest of the crowd, killed a great man^, and 
drove the rest away. Tbaaa Indians are l|rge in etattnra, aome bemg six 
feet and a half high ; they go stark naked ; never bury their d6ad, but let 
them lin in the sun to rot. They have no arms hut s!in<T.<? and lances; 
the &i»aip likU of iho latter are pointed with d( a<l men's bones, which, 
being cut like scoops, and jagged at the edges like unto sawit, if a man 
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happens to be wounded by ihein, and is not cured m nine days, he cer- 
UxitHy dies. Our peopie took fuur of iaeae treacherous savages pri^oiiers^ 
boand them, and brought them on board ; but they had not been long 
among us, before three of them leaped into the sea, and, with their hands 
tied behind thera, swam away !iko fishes. The Spanish governor's kind- 
ness increased in proportion to the mischief done to the Indians. He 
sent us, the succeeding day, by one of his captains, thirty hogs, some 
melont, pumpions, potatoes, fruits, and rke, and received in retnm atx 
' email patararoes. Having now rigged anew our ahip^ and eoppUed oiir« 
selves with wood and water, we began to prepare for our departure. 

On the 1st of Aj)ril wei^^hed anchor, and no.Kt day came abreast of the 
fort, whicli we ^aluttd with three guns, and were complimented with the 
same number ; and, on the 3d, the goremor sent his laet present to our 
captain. On the 4ih set sail, and steered W* by S. till we arrived at the 
height of St. Bartholomew, then shaped our course W. N. W. til! in ihg 
latitude of 20 degrees 30 minutes north, when we fell in \vi»h a cUistor 
of islands, lying to the north of Lucooia, distant from Guam 500 leagues. 
They seemed to be uniidluibited ; bat the men who went on shore in the 
boat, found abundance of nutmegs on one of the ehisters, and saw 
some goats. 

From these islands we steered 8. W. for the island of Ijuconia, and 
on the 25th of April, Capo Bajadore boro from us east ; alter which we 
came up with Cape Mindato, where the S. W. monsoon overtaking us, 
we were obhgcd to bear away for Canton, in China, where we lay tud 
refitted our ship, and ulirrc we might have lji!en onrs^lvos '.vith plunder 
from tliirteen Tartar ships, which came thuher full of the richest goodt> of 
China; but our men, being under no government, refused to attack 
them ; saying, they came f<>r gold and silver, not to be made pedlers 
to carry packs. 

From Canton we sailed for Manilla, to .wait for the Tarter ship that 
annually goes thither, and which we were informed was laden one-half 
with silver ; but, though we were fortunate enough to come in si^ht of 
. ' her, she out-sailed us, and escaped. We then bore away lor an ishtnd 
that lies to the north of.Lueonia, intending there to stay titt the vtrind 
came f.- ir t o carry us to Bantam, not then knowing that Bantam had been 
taken from the English by the Dutch. At this island we stored ourselves 
with fruit, goats, and guanoes ; which last are here good meat : here 
was found an Indian, who directed us to an island containing plenty of 
great catile ; but the wind soon coming fair, we made sail to the soutlt- 
ward, steering our course S. S. W. till in latitude 10 degrees N., where 
we were so entangled among the islands of Parago, that none ever ex- 
pected to escc4>G with life. After three days, however, we very provi- 
dentially got clear, and stood in for an island at the north end of Borneo, 
where we hauled oux ship on shore, and erected a tent, planting a bat* 
tery of ten guns for defence^ in case of an attack from the natives. Here, 
utiloadin;! fht; t-hip, and having provided snfficienliy for our security, we 
ranged liie ccintrv for natives to ttado wuh ns ; but ihoy, having never 
eeeu any white men before, proved very shy ; and when» by chance, our 
moil fell in with one of their caboes, filled with women, among whom was 
the queen of the country and her retinue ; oa the approach of our ship's 
boat, they all leaped over-hoard ; but, after taking them up, and treafinrr 
t!^em ktndiv, they laia aside their fears, and grew faniiluir ; and, upi»a 
our oiT' Tiii^r 111 MP. civdity, instead cf uvoiding, thoy suou buoauie foiid of 
US. Tiiey b;ot:^ht fish in great plenty, with oranges, kawns, mangoes, 
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planlSiins, and pine apples ; and, besides these, we (^tthnnged ^om^ lilttM 
for bczoar, musk, and civet, with which the island is well t^toit J. 

The year was now drawing lu a ciuse, when we set sail iiom ilus iiUle 
ifllaod, atBering a coone for Timor, wImiOi itiiSng the thip't companr 
begin to grow mutinoiit, and not omler eommand Of the captain, myself 
Mr. Hill, and ci^'htcen more, joined our forrf^s together, rind purcha^'-c? a 
lari^e hoat, ia wluch wo Railed to thp I [ii jj of Java, distant from Timor 
300 leagues. The wind being contrary lor Batavia, we bore away for 
Gheribon,* a factory belonging to tlw Doleh, Ijmg eastward of Batavit, 
where we were kindly received by the governor. There we heard tbat 
King Charles of Eiijjrland was dead, and that his brother James was 
proclaimed king ; we heard also that Bantam had been taken fiom the 
£i)gli«ii, and that the Dutch had erected a new factory on that island. 

After refrethhig at Gberibon, we agreed to divide oar twenty men into 
three partiea ; two of which eboee to tail for the Bay of Bengal, and the 
third to stay with me ; hut knowinj^ that Batavia was the Hollanders* 
mn^rt/.ino for India, we proposed firHt to sail thither, and there to provide 
cacii ibr himself as well as be could. Having arrived, we were courte- 
ously received by the general ; and I, with Mr. HHI atid another friend, 
all my party, were promi«ed*oor paasago to Europe in their Kast India 
fleet. About this time the general was sending four or five ships of-war, 
with soldiers, to procure satisfaction from the kin^ of the island for an 
outrage that had been committed on a party of Hollanders, who, to the 
number of eighty, had been slaughtered by the Javanese. These ships, 
it eeema, were originally designed against SiNebar, an English setUemeot 
on the west coast of -Sumatra : but this act of hostility happening to in- 
tervene, it had diverted their purpose, a\jd saved the factory for this time. 
There were now in Batavia twenty of us, who, on hearing this news, 
would willingly have repaired to Sillebar ; but the Dutch would' by no 
means permit it, though we had bought a 8K>op for that purpose. 

This project failing, Mr. Hill, another friend, and I, embarked on board 
the Solida Indiamon, bound to Holland ; and when leaving the road, saw 
our ship, Captain John Eaton, coming in ; however, we held our course ; 
but binding the wmd unfavourable, turned down to Bantam to take in 
provisions, and thence steered to Princess Islandt where we hy for a fair 
wind three weeks. About the end of March, set sail again with the 
wind at N. W., and shaped onr course to the O ipe of Gk)od Hope. On 
the 1 Ith of May, after a pleasant passage, made the land called Point 
Pfimicra, bearing N. W. distant i2 leagues. We had the wind at N. E., 
being distant from the cape 560 miles, the lend tending away S. W. by ' 
W. The fish whksh came about die ship near the Island of Mona, iho 
of Match, ]rf\ \:.^ now, when wo jadged ourselves in latitude 32 
degict s -17 minates south. From the 15th of May to the 29th, we had 
sailed only Uti miles ; but observm^ next day, found by the latitude that 
we had a very strong current, thstnad driven the ship to the southward 
34 ^miles farther than by the reckoning ; for we thought wo had been 
in the latitude of 33 degrees 41 minutes soutli, whereas we found our- 
selves in latitude 34 degrees 15 minutes south, the course having been 
S. W. 40 mUes. I argued the reason with the chief-mate of the shtp, and 
he told me it once happened in this place that they lay-to with three 
main-sails, and the wind at W. S. W., three days ; and when they took 
their observation, found their ship driven to windward 200 English miles ; 
and likewise in latitude 36 de|^e8 37 minutes, it is said, ofien find thtf - 
aiue cociotts occur eoce. 
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^ Prom Kenri* to th© 27th nothing remarkable happened ; but on that 
»1ay the wind blew a furious storm from W. S. W. We lay-to wiib roain- 
saUs, and found we were in latitude 30 d^rees 2 minutes S.y coming in 
with the land ; and now the eunent went to the oaatwaid, m that we begaa 
to fear loaing our passage by the c^pe. The captain, who had long been 
sick, was now judged to be pist recovery, and in the middle of the night 
died ; tins occasioned a great deal of confusion, and to add to our diffi- 
culties, water began to fail, and we were reduced to a pint a day per man. 

On the 1st of Juno again came in sight of land. It appeared l&e a 
loimd bill» flat at top, aad bore fj^om us N. N. E., with a smaller hUl to 
the eastward. Next day we were before the harbour of the cape, with 
the wind at north, and fine fair weather. On the third, at night, came to 
an anchor in the bay before the ca^iie, m nine fathoms water. Tiiis day 
four of the natiYOS came down to the city, dancing naked, and oflering 
their wives to &e Hollanders for little hits of tobacco. They were the 
filthiest men I ever saw. Next day my two friends and I walked about 
the town, in which are about 100 houses, built very low, to save them 
from the boisterous gales of wind thai blow here in the months of Deceai- 
bsr, January, and Abraary : but the Ikitch have here a strong castle, 
with, eighty guns well mounted, and a spacious gardcD, with pleasimt 
walks, and plnnted with almost every kind of fruit, flowera, and herbs. 
This is the ^rpatcst rarity that we saw at the cape. We walked, more* 
over, wiihuul ihc town to the village inhabited by Hottentots, so called by 
the Hollanders, who are the natives of the country. These people are 
said to be bom white, hut make tbeoiselves black by anointing their bodies, 
anJ fxposing their infants to the sun and smoke. Their houses, or huts, 
arc built m a circular form, with the fire-place in the middle, round which 
they all lie in common, covered only with the akuis of some beasts^ and 
without -any other bed than the ashes of the wood on which they dress 
their meat. They eat anything that is foul, and wiU flather from the 
dnnghills the offal that is thrown out by the Dutch to Teed tlicir dogs. 
Their men are not at all jealous of foreigners ; but will beat their 
wives unmercifully for adultery with their neighbours. When the women 
many, they cnt off a joint of the middle finger ; and if the husband dies, 
end the widow marries again, she cuts off another joint ; and so many 
men as they marry, so many joints of their fingers they lose. They are 
supposed to worship the moon, because at tlie full and change they as- 
semble in great numbers, dancing and rejoicing when she shines, but 
howliog and lamenting when they are deprived of her iij^ht. 

It happened, while we were at the cape, that one of the Hottentot j 
drank himself dead at the fort, of which his countrymen, getting intelli- 
gence, assembled about him, and wuh oil and milk endeavoured to reco- 
ver the defunct ; but hnuing all their eiiorls vain, and that they couid 
perceive no spark of life remaininff, began to mske preparations for his 
funeral, which was performed in the following manner. They first brought 
knives, and shaved him from head to foot ; then, digging a hole in the 
ground, careftilly placed him in a sitting posture, with his body and head 
erect, and his lcg» and thighs stretched out horizontally, and pressed down 
Straight ; this l^iug performed, they propped him up in this attitude with 
stones; and then came a company of their women to howl over the body, 
who accompanied their lamentations with a hideous shrieking, as if deaUl 
appeared before them in the shape of a monster, and was ready to devoui 
them. After their time of niournuig was over, they filled up tho hole 
with earth, and covered jt over with the green tuif. We were now three 
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ships m company, tonfi for Europe, the Sotida and Critsman, which came 
tofTPthpr from B ittivia, and the Einpland, which cimp from Bengal. On 
TuH'-rjav, ihe IGtii, tnirsued our course to the N. W. aiui N. W. by W, 
till Tuesday, the 2Dth, without any ouiterlal ilicideitt interteniM^. 

On llw IScii of July, came off the falaiid of AaceniioD, atfaiioit 6af 
took a new dqmrtare from thence. On the 20th, found we were in lati- 
tude 15 de^'recj! north. Wedne^^riv the 2*2d, mmle the lo<ncritride from the 
cape 1 1 degrees 56 minutes, judging ourselves to be in longitucie 355 
degrees 56 maiute:}. And now it waa that I cut the same line which I 
did ^eii I depoTtod fironi Tirginia m tho yew 1683^ hvimg encomputed 
ihe ^obe ; and cannot but note, that I haye been fitfther ooothward than 
anv Tmn that I ever heard or rrr^d of before me, in this YoyptTp • hnvin^, 
as I hire already said, reiched as far as latitude CO di gree.^ 30 miiiules 
ftoutb ; and so it happened, that, being bound to go norih about Scotland to 
aiftke Holland, I passed about 60 degrees north, though I menttoii this as 
BO extraordinary thing. We met with no particular oqnirrence till the 
3d of August, when our rnj f:\iii, nftcr three days' it^nrss, died of a pair* 
m hia bowels. Ilia chief stccn>man was m:\6c commander in his room ; 
but, though hia cauae was warmly espoused by the men on a former oc 
eatkm, yet it was not till after mch opposition that they acQoiesced m 
his present advancement. 

On Sunday, the 19th, when the weather began to clear np, T saw land, 
as did also two mtn rnorr*. T ?nppo6od it to be the Island of Shetland ; 
but our ci4)tain would not beliCTc it ; however, about six in the evening, 
Ihe ClHaman's people saw land also. We came up witfi the Isle of Par- 
Uj by the 28d, steered on, and on the 25th had the wind all round the 
compass. Wext day, with the wind at E. S. E., we found ourselves in 
latitude 53 degrees 36 minutes north, and I judged us to ho. on the West- 
bank. On Tuesday, the 28th, came before the Mae», with the wind at 
B. N. B. When it was day we saw the Brill church, and came to an an- 
chor m ten fathoms Water. Next dar we entered the harbour at Helfoel^ 
ahija, after having been aeTon montha in oar paaaage froaa Batavia. 



CAPTAIN WOOD£S ROGERS.— 1708-11. 

Tains are few voyages which have been undertaken with equal pm* 

dence, or for which such careful and nmple preparations have been made* 
aa for the following, which was in a great measure owing to the spirit of 
the gentlemen of Bristol, at whose expenae, and for whose emolument, 
the undertaking was aet on foot. The first care of the gentlemen con- 
cerned was, to make a proper choice of officers, In whidh they were ex* 
tremely fortunate. Captain Woodes Rogers, who commanded in chief, 
was a bold, active, indefatigaWe officer; and was chosen bv the proprie- 
tors for the peculiar art he had of maintaining his authority over tiie 
•ailora, and his readiness in findine out expedients in the most difficult 
conjunctures. ^ Captain Stephen Courtney was a man of birth, fortime, 
and many amiable qualities, and had contributed largely to the expense 
of the voyage. Mr. Timings Dover, third in command, was al.so a pro- 
prietor ; be was by profession a physician, and the same who afterward 
made a considerable noise in the woild, by recommending the use of crude 
mercury ; he was a man of a rooj^ temper, and not easily pleased ; but as 
he had not the chief command, this was of the less consequence. Mr. Ed- 
ward Cooko, who bad been twice taken by the French, wa6 second cafttaia 
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to Mr. Cmrtney, and the chief pilot was Captain William Bampter, inborn 
name was snfficienily terrible to the Spr\niart?s in the South Seas. 

They saile<l from Kiniy-road, Bristol, on the 1st of Ang^nst, 17U8, their 
force consisting of the Duke, a ship of 300 tons buithen, thirty guns, and 
170 mm, commanded by Captain Woodee Rogers ; and th« BucHeea, 
of 270 tons, twenty-six guns, and 151 men, under the command of Cap- 
tain Stcp'.cn Courtnf^y ; both ships having legal commissions from his 
royal highness, Prince George of Denmark, Icrd-high-admiral of England, 
to cruise on the coasts of Peru and Mexico, in the Souili Seas, against 
ber majeaty'a enemies, the French and Spaniards ; and to act jointly, as 
belonging to the same owneis, the merchants of Bristol. 

On ih.n 5th of August, saw the Iri-^h phorc, and came to an anchor m 
sight of Kinsale, where a pilot came on board the Duke, and undertook 
to steer her into the cove of Cork. Instead of which, on the morniDg of 
the 6th, while it was yet dark, and the weather foggy, he would have 
carried her into a bay to the westward of Cork, had not Captam Rogers, 
V/ho happened to be well acqnaintcd with the coast, prevented him, and 
brought her into the cove himself, where she came to an anchor the 
same day. While in this harbour, they took in a good quantity of provi- 
sions, and enlisted a nonbcr of seamen, in the room of abont forty felbws, 
some of whom ran away, and others were discharged aa unfit for the scr* 
vice. The compliment was now 333, among whom above a third of the 
number wore forciiniers of various nations : t!:erc was one nejiro and 
ten boys ; and of the English and Irish, a great many were tinkers, tai- 
lors, haymakers, pedlers, and fiddlers. With this mixed crewtiiey sailed 
from Cork on thp Ist of September, in company with the Hastings man- 
of-war, which sailed with them till the 6th, when Captain Paul, who 
commanded her, supplied them with several necessaries which they had 
omitted to bring with them, nor would he acceoi of any return ; where- 
npon they gave him a letter to Aldnrman BatctieW and the rest of the 
proprietors at Bristol. 

About six o'clock, on the morning of the 10th, discovered a sail, to 
vthich they immediately gnve chase, and came np with her about three in 
the afternoon, when ehe bore down, showing Swedish colours. They 
fired at her twice, after which she brought-to ; they suspected, from some 
expressions ottered by two or three of her hands, whom they foond dronk, 
that she had contraband goods on board ; but finding, after a strict exa- 
mination of the master and several of his mf^n, that it v^onld be difficult 
to prove her a prize, and being unwilling to lose time by carrying her into 
port, they let her depart without farther detention. This master appeared 
to be very thankful that he was detained so short a time, and at his de- 
parture, presented Captain Rogers with some dried beef and two hams ; 
in return for which he received a dozen bottles of rerlstrpik cider. She 
was a sliip belonging to Stadt, of 270 tons burthen, ami iwenty-two g"uns, 
and had sailed round Scotland and Ireland. On her leaving the Duke 
and Dnehess, she sainted them with hat guns. 

During the time tbe ship was in custo<ly, a design had been privately 
formed on board the Dnki . by four inferior officers, to make a prize of 
her; and when they found she was given up, they began to mutiny ; but 
Gyles Cash, the boatswain, being displaced and, wiili ten others, put in 
irons, and a severe whipping ^iven tosome of the principal leaders of the 
disturbance, all was quiet a(.'uin, and things began once more to move in 
their proper channel. A lik« inclination had appeared among the hands 
on board the Duchess, but when those on board the other sbi|» were 
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brought to obedicuce, ii subsided. AAer ibk, however, they had &omm 
troQMe with tlieM mottneers. On tbs I4(h of Saptember, soma of the 
•bip*s company, beaded hy a bold daring fellow, came op to Captam Ro- 
gers at the steeranrc-door, and demanded the discarJcd boalswnin ont of 
irons. The ca}>tain gave them good won!"*, and h:ivir;<r taken the ring- 
lender aside, as if to speak privately with him on lue 4^uarter-deck, had 
bim suddenly seiaed by the help of the officers, and liihed by out of hit 
own followers. The next day he sent the boaiawain, in irons, on board 
the Crown ^nlloy, of Biddeford, which had kept them company since the 
Cih !T!st i?if, uiid left them on the 15th. On the I6ih the captain dis- 
chnim U the prisoners ouL of irons, on their acknowledging their sorro\w 
fur what wtts jtast, and promiaing better behaviour for the time to come. 

In the Afternoon of the 17th, sained sight of the peak of Tenanff, and 
Ihe neit day took a Spanish birk of twenty-five tons, bonnd from Otata- 
via to Fiicrtoventur.i, witli l'u;\-live pn^sencrers, men ant! wo'nrn, on 
boHrd, among whom was a priest. On ihc 19ih, bore jiway lor Oraluvia 
road, and stiit the master of the Spautsth vessel on shore with the priest, 
to agree abont her ranaom, and to get wine, promions, and other neces- 
saries for both ships. They were accoinpaniea by Mr. Carlton Van- 
burgh, who went on this errand contrary to the opinion and inclination 
of Captnin Rogers. Soon afterward a boat came from the town w'th a 
letter directed to the Cnpiaini? Rogers and Cui;rlney, r.x postulating wsth 
them for making prize of the hark, and alleging that Mr. Vauburgh should 
be detained uirshe was restored, to keep which was not only against a 
private contract entered into between Spain and England, relative to the 
fjiinaries, but wonld h« of tlic iiUnoFt detriment, as well la the trading 
sdbjects of both cri'un.s, as to several EngUsh merchants residing on 
these island.^ ; of whu.'n a tenfold satisfaction would he exacted. Tiiis 
letter was signed by John Poolden, vice-consul, and three merchants, 
Bernard Wajsbi John Crosse, and George Fitzgerald. 

The captains agreed on ans^^enng this letter, te this effect ; that in 
Keppin^ the bark they acfe 1 up to their instructions ; that ihev knew no- 
thing of any private articles lu favour of the bhi]).s of these islands ; that 
in case Mr. Vanburgh was not restored, they would carry away ail ihe 
prisoners they had ; and if they apprehended any detriment to the fac- 
tory, they might ransom the lHurk« and seek their redress in England. 
They desired despatch, there being no time to lose ; s.iiJ, that upon 
sending back Mr. V^anburgh, they would rcb asc their prisoners. At 
length, after other letters had passed net ween them, Mr. Crosse, one of 
the English merchants who bad signed the above-mentioned letters, 
came off in a boat on the 3Sd, bringing with ,bim Mr. Vanburgh, to- 
gether with five butts of wine, some hogs, grapes, and other things. 
Upon which the captains ordf i rfl the goods to be taken out of the prixe, 
which they sold to Mr. Ciosse lor 450 dollars, and put the prisoners oa 
board ; but at the request of Mr. Vauburgh, whatever could be recovered 
of the effects belonging to any of them, were returned, particularly their 
crosses, relics and books; and Captain 'Rogen made a present of a 
cheese to the priest. 

On the 2.'3th of September passed the tropic, when about sixty of tlio 
crew, who bad never been this course before, were ducked three times, 
by hoisting them halfway up tho main-yard with a rope to which they 
were made fast, and sousmg them into the water: this dipping was of 
great service to some of them, as it cleansed them from the dirt and ^tll 
which they had cyntracted in th% voyays. Those who chose to pay 
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half a cromi, to he spent in morry-makmj^ among the ship's crew on their 
return to England, were excused from this ceremony. On the 30ih of 
September discovered St. Lucia, one of the Cape de Verd islands, and 
aboal eleven a*eIock anchored in the harboar of Si. Yincent, where, as 
they knew the island to be nninhabttecl) and saw several men on shore, 
Captain Cook wrnt in tlip pinnace to learn who they were, and found 
tiit in to be Portuguese from the Island of St. Aatonio, come to catch 
turtle. 

On the 8d, it was determined to send Joseph Alexander, their linguist, 

with a respectfal letter to the governor of these islands, desiring leave 
to frndo for refreshments, as bcmg subj'^-t'^ of Grrat T3ritam and allies 
of fiio crown of PortM!^:'.1. Durinrr their stay the hnguist deserted. 
The deputy-governor, who was a negro, came ou board the Duke, and 
bfOQght with him tobacco, brandy, hogs, fowls, oranges, limes, musk- 
melons, and watermelons ; for which he was paid in prize goods of small 
value While they lav here to clean their ships, and take in wood and 
water, a cornmitlee was held on board the Duchess, in which certain 
regulations were maijl^relative to prizes and plunder, which were agreod 
to t>y all parties. Care was also taken to prevent too common a prac- 
tice among the sailors, of selling their clothes to the negroes and natives 
of these is'ands for brandy and other trifles There are ten island.^, only 
seven of which are inhabited : these are .St. Jago, St, Nicholas, Bona- 
viata, St. Antonio, Brava, Mayo, and Fuego, which last is so called iru;a 
its volcano ; St. Nicholas and St Jago are the moat populous, the lat- 
ter of which is a bishop's see, and bMirs the same name wiili the island. 
Here is also a considerable town, said to contain upward of 500 houses, 
the principal commodities of which are tobacco, sugar, indigo, and goat 
skins, from which the fine morocco leather is made. Their soats, which 
are fat and well tasted, yean once in four months, and have uree or four 
kids at a time. The soil in this neighbourhood is but indifferent, but the 
valleys produce corn and grapes. 

The ships set sail on the 8th of October, in the eveninfr, after having 
pu.t the deputy-governor on shore. On the 22d, Mr. Page, second mate 
of the Duchess, being ordered to a birth on board the Duke, from whence 
Mr. Ballet was to remove on board the Duchess, he (Page) refused to 
change his ship, aad Captain Cook insisting that he should, he struck 
him ; but he wa3 at length brought on boird the Duke, and Captain Ro- 
ers condemned him to irons. Before the sentence was put in execution, 
e deaired to go to the head, when he jumped overboard, and endeavour* 
ad to swim back to the Duchess, where, aa the captains were both ab- 
sent, he might have excited the men to mutiny ; but tho boat, which was 
nlon^side, followed and brought him back, when he was heartily lashed, 
and then confined in irons till the 29tb> when he was set at liberty, on 
promise of better behaviour. 

On the 14th they came within sight of the land of Brazil, and on the 
Mth came to an anchor before the Island of Grande, in eleven fathoms wa^ 
ter. While they lay here, new quarrels arose, and thir\^s h-id certainly 
come to an extremity on board the Duchess, if Captain Courtney h-id 
not put eight of the ringleaders into irons, which irightened the rest, and, 
in all probability, prevented an attempt to run away with the ship. On 
the 20th, Mr. Dam pier and a lieutenant commanded two boats, which 
wpre sent to the watering place, to see that it was clear of enemies ; 
when they found a Portuguese boat, the people of which complained 
thai they had lately been robbed by the French. On thu day four men, 
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who hiui been observed to be very forward in mutimcs, were put iatt* 
irons ; and in tbe wemng Captain Cook ud lieotanant Pope wont to 
Angro de Keys, a village about three leagoea distant, called 1^ ihm 

Portufjupso, Nostra Senora de la Conceptionc, with a present of butter 
and cheese to the governor, and a request of hi.-s Iriuadehip. As they 
approached tlie shore, the inhabitants, wistakiug ilicia for Freach, tired 
^sToral times, but did no damage, and entieated their pardon as soon aa 
tb^ discovered their mistake. 

The governor being* at the city called Rio de Janeiro about twelve 
leagues diirtant, they were hospitably entertained by a friar, who infonned 
tliein the French had lately plundered, and used tbein very ilt. Several 
of the inhabitants canoe frotn the town on the 88d, with canoes laden 
with com, fowls, limes, and other provisions, which they enchanfsd for 
a few trifles : to these people the captain behaved with the utmost civili- 
ty, and promised a harvl^^tofnc fgwaid to those who should aecore any of- 
the (ieaertcjrs from the snips. 

A Portuguese vessel coming to an anchor near to the ship^ on lue 
99d, laden with negroes, who were broaght to work in the gold muies up 
the copntiy, Gsptam Rogers fitted out wd aimed fhc pinnace, to go and 
io4|uire whence she came ; to which the captain replied in a very satis* 
factory manner, and sent bark some very fine sugar and a pot of sweet- 
meats, as a present to the Ejiglisii capLauiii. The Portuguese are 
extremely careful to conceal the roads leading to their mines from all 
other nations ; and they affirm that the distance from the seaports to 
these ^tourcea of wealth is prodi'^iously great. 

It wa-? not long before this, that some French bucanters, who put in 
here to water, seized above 120U weight of gold in boats, the laud road 
being abnost impassable, leading from Rio de Janeiro to the mioef» 
Captain Dover and Mr. Yai l) r jK, having beenDut to take theur i^easnre 
ill the pinnace, on the 24th of this month, returned with a creature that 
smelt intolerably; the skin of which was covered with fur. stuck full o^. 
<|uills or pricklcB, like a hedge-hog, and its head resembled that of a 
monkey. Several Poitumiese, and among them some Franciscan friars, 
who came alongside the ship, affirmed that the nauseous smell arose only 
from the skin, and that the flesh was very fine eating ; but it was so 
very offensive, thnt none of the sailors ronld be prevail^^d \)pon to try it. 
Oa the 25th two men descrte-d troni the Duchess, find made latir escape 
iplo the woods ; but in the night were so temped by the noise made by 
baboons and monkeys, which they mistook for the howling of tigers, that 
they ran back and plunged into the water, haiHng the ship, aod praying 
to be taken on board again. On the same day two Irish land- men got 
away from the Duke, but were taken on shore two days afterward, while 
they were waiting for a Portuguese canoe to cany them to some other 
place; and, being brought on board. Captain Rogers ordered them to bo 
8evv?rely whipp^, and then put in irons. 

About four o'clock in the morning, the <hy before these fellows wero 
retaken, the wairli on the quaiter-deck espied a canoe, and called her to 
come on board, but the people not answering, and striving t^ get away, 
caused a sn^cion that they had either got deserters, or were going, by 
agreement, to fetch them off the island. On this, the pinnace and ^wl 
were immediately despatched after them : the pinnace coming up near 
the c:\noc, fired to stop them, but to no purpose ; at lentrth one of the 
Indians, who rowed tho canoe, was wounded ; the person who owned 
and ^t^P^ed her was a iriar, who had a quantity of gold which had 
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got in the mines, by confessing the ignoTaot people. Thw man ran the 
canoe on shore on a little island full of wood, juat as bis pursuexs landed, 
and was •tteuiBliag to make hi« efcype, but a Port^gnaae, who Ind n*. 
gold to lose, cailsd him back. He was taken with the otlm faumn Wt ' 
board the ship, and civilly entertained by Captain Rogers ; toe poor In- 
dian died in about two hours afterward, and the friar was inconsolable, 
threatening to seek redress eitkex in England or Portugal for the death, 
of hit slave, and the losi of his gold, which possibly he had dropped ui^ 
the bustle, or bcBied st the place canoe ran on sheie. 

Captains Rogers and Courtney, and some of the other officers, on the 
27th October, went in a boat to tiie town of Angre de Reys, to see a 
procession in hg^our of the Virgin Mary. The Poitusuese governor, 
who traated thorn with the iitnost politeness, requested that their isasic, 
which consisted of a hautboy and two tnunpets, might ho peniittod tot 
assist at divine service instead of an organ ; which request was readily 
complied with. When the service of the church was ended, the musi- 
cians, who were by this time half drunk, marched at. the head of the 
piooession, m whioi was eanied faaaps of inoeasoi a hos^ a^d an imags» 
of the Tirgiii Mary sDioniod with flowers, surrondod wiUi wax candlei^ 
borne on a bier by four men, and followed by the guardian of the convent, 
about forty priests and friara, the governor of the town. Captain Rogers^ 
Captain Courtney, and the other officers of their company, every one of 
whote eanied a wax t^er tbroagh complaisaaee. Some junior priseta. 
and the principal inhabitants of the p]ace» every one with his consecrated 
candle, closed the procession. The ceremony ended, a genteel entertain- 
ment was provided for the EngHsh gentlemen at the convent ; and tlie 
governor, whose house was at three nailes distance, accommodated the 
Met of the eompany at the guardrhoase, fihere twenty soU^^ w^ro slOr 
tioned, under the command of ^ Ueuteiunt and an ensign. «. ■ 

The town of Angre de Reys consists of about sixty low houses, poor- 
ly built, ill-furnished, and covered with palmetto leaves ; it has two 
ohurches, and ajmonastery of Franciscan friars, plainly furnished, but neat, 
aid deesMt. The fima posaessed sonie hiaek cattle, bat did sat chooai' 
lo sell any. Perhaps the mean appearance of the place might have beea 
owmg to their having seciotedtheiv hoot e0e6|B| aa they had SO lat^fy been 

plundered by the French. 

The officers retuminj^. on board, sent the boat back to the town for 
liquor, together with^'SA nmlatioii to the principal gentleman of Uio pIsco 
to return the visit on board, with which they complied, and were eztremeljr 
■lerry. When the liquor began to operate, they toasted the pope's healthy 
and Captain Rogers in return gave the Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
William Penn, the famous quaker, which they readiiv pledgod. ;> « . ©v.-j 

The Island of Giando is mmarkably high land, and abont pmalsifBea 
lonff. It abounds with moalceya aqd otur wild heasCs; has yiMj oC 
timber and excellent water ; and oranges, lemons, and guaives grow wild 
in the woods. The rivers and bays abound with fish, among which the 
shark is reckoned the most remarkable ; it has three rows of teeth, a very 
Magh skin, aad die old ones especiallv taste very strong : the^ are tei 
feet long, and usually attended by a fish called the pilot-ash, which finds 
out prey for them, and whom, it is said, they never devoar. The shark 
is a very heavy fish, and his mouth lying under the head, he is obliged to 
turn on his back to catch his prey ; and in this manner he often catches 
held of the limb of a man who ia awiniBitiif, vrMsh ho takes off at a bite ; 
ho lib kowavoTf iooii aickmed hj phqrinf wiUi • Ub% though saeimii^

strong under water. The pilot-fith is sictaft^gly Uke a mackerel wbes 
swimimng in the water, and looks m if it wtts jMUBlai Ude mo4 wbitm 
in a circular Ibm, somcthinff like a b«iW*8 pole ; but there is another 

kind of pilot-fish, of a deep blue when out of the water, the hnck sparkled 
like a seal's skin, the beny of a higher colour than the back ami >;J!'s, 
and the scales smooth liice those of a tench. One of these, which was 
eight inches long and three broad, wa» struck by Captiio Geok viith • 
iMurpoMii^'iron. 

They sailed out of the Bay of Grande on the 1st of December, steer- 
mc! Tor Juan FcrnaTrde? \ on the 5tb of Janiiarv, encounteretl a violent 
*torm, which drove such a quantity of water into the Duchess, that they 
•xpected she would sink every moment. As die mm'WW going to sup- 
per about nine o'clock at night, she shipped n sea at the poop, wUebbeai 
m the bulk-head and all the cabin-windows, and drove the first lieutenant 
half way l>etwecn the decks, together with sfrveral pistols and nruskeU, 
that were hanging there, darting a sword that was against the bulk-bead 
af the calm, raroush a hammock and rug that hung againti tlMlMlDt'>iMNid 
0f the steerage. Had the bulk-head of the great cabin not given mqr, 
those who were in the other cabin must certainly havs been drown 
before the watrr co^A] hare rtm ofT. It is astrniishing that many of the 
men were not killed with the shutters, the bulk-head, and the anas, 
which were dhven with amazing violence. However, the yawl wi» 
•tBved on the deck, and one or two of tlw mon worn woandod, and all 
libe clothes in the ship were excessive wet— chests, hrmmocks and bed- 
ding being soaked t<» soch a degree, that they had not • rag of anythiiig 
diy to cover them. 

On the 17tb, took an observation, by which they found they kad ^ 
loond Cape Hom^ Term M Pom, mid tho ttmito tf Magellan, bemg 
then to the northward of Cape Tittorin. About this time, the scurvy 
began to make a gre^t havoc among the crews, hot on the d6tll nw iaod, 
which they took to he part of the coast of Chili. 

They now bore away for the Isiuud of Juan i'eruandez, which appear- 
ed ill sight on Hw last day of January, and neit 4tj Captain Dover, 
second captain of the Duke, manned the pinnace, and went off in searcb 
of provisions, as wpU as to find a convenient place for the ship to anchor. 
Perceiving, as soon as it grew dark, a fire kindhed on the island, it was 
imagined that there were ships in the road ; this iighl wa^i also seen by 
thoee on boud the ships, who thonght it nroeeedod firom I^eneh vossew 
at anchor, and imagined they should be ander n necessity of fighting theca, 
or remain in want of water, nnd tho ships were ordered to prcpnrf for an 
engagement. Captain Dover returned on board with the pinnace about 
two o'clock in the morning, having been afraid to land, on seeing the fire 
on shore. Next day, while still under apprehoneions of an enemy, thej 
stood in for the shore, fircnn which blew such sudden and frequent gusts 
of wind, that they w»»re forced to rcpf their top sat!, and stand by tho 
masts, lest they should go by the board ; tiiey wow expectoil to find the 
enemy ; but seeing all clear, and no ships either in that bay or m anoihai 
to the northward, conjectured that some ships had boon there, hut had 
departed on aooing them. 

About noon, sent the yawl ashore, with Captain Dover, Mr. Fry, and 
six men, well armed ; but as they did not stpeeoily return, Captain Kogers 
sent hie |»nnace, well manned, to inquire into the occasion of their stay ; 
for he began to fear that the Spaniards might have a garrison thor«» and 
MflBadotenpriiOMia. ThajthaMfecopntoiitaaifnidlbr theyawi 
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md the Dochesb showed a French ensign. The boats retenied toward 

evening, and brought with them abundance of cray-fish, and a man clothed 
in goats' skins, who appeared wilder than the goni9 themselves. This 
man had been on the island four years and tour mouths, having been left 
there by Captain Straddling^ commander of a vessel called the Cinque 
Porte, of which ihie peieoD, whoee ninie wae Alexander Sdkiik, had 
been muter. CapteiD Dam|uer, who had been at that time on board 
Captain Straddling's ship, informed Captain Ro^^f>r>' that Selkirk was the 
best sailor on bo^r(\ her ; whereon he was immediately in^de mile of 
the Duke. It was he who had made the fire the last night, wheu he saw 
the ahip* which he imagined to be English. Doriog hit abode on 4ho 
ialand, he had seen aeveral ahtpe poaa by, but only two came to an an- 
chor; on which, he went to reconnoi re, and finding them to be Spa- 
niards, retired, and escaped, notwithstanding they shot at him. Had they 
been French, he would have submitted, but he chose rather to run the 
rUk of dying alone on the ialand, than fall into the handi of the Sp»- 
.niaids; apprehending that they would either make him a alave in the 
mines or murder him ; as he could by no means suppose they would spate 
any stranger, who was so well acquainted with tlu' South Seas. These 
Spaniards had landed -before be knew what they were ; and they came 
ao near that itwaa with great diflicaltj he escaped, for after they had htod, 
they pursued him to the wooda, where he climbed to the top of a tree, at 
the foot of which some, who were searching for him, killed seYoral goata 
within his sicrht ; but at length departed without di«covcrin;gr hini. 

Mr. Selkirk said he was a native of Larjo, in the county of Fife, in 
Scotland, and bred a sailor from his youth. That the reason of his being 
left on the island, was a difference between him and his captain, which, 
tegether with the ship*s being leaky, made him at hist willing to stay 
there, rather than go with him ; and that afterward, when he altered his 
. mind, and would gladly have gOTie on board, the captain would not re- 
ceive him. He had been at tiiis island before to wood and water, at 
which time their vessel was chased thence by two French ships, leaving 
two of the crew on the island ; but after they had been there six monthsp 
the ship returned and took them off. He had his clothes and bedding 
with him, also a firelock, a little powder, some bullets, and tobacco ; a 
hatchet, a kettle, a knife, a bil)le, some books of practical divinity, and 
his mathematical instruments and books. He diverted and provided for 
himself as well as he could, but for the first eight months be was ex- 
tremely melancholy, and could hardly support the terror of beii^ alone 
in such a desolate place. He built two huts with pimento trees, covered 
them with long grass, and lined thorn with the skins of goats, which he 
kdled with bis gun as he wanted, so long as his powder, which was but 
a poond, lasted. He procoied fire by nibbing two tricks of pimento 
wood upon his knee. 

In the smaller hut, which wa*^ at some distance from the other, he 
dressed his victuals ; and in the larger he slept, and employed himself in 
reading, smgaig psalms, and praying ; so that be said be was a better 
Christian while in this aolitade, than he was before or than, he featedt 
he ever should be again. When first left alone, he eat nothing till con- 
strained to it by mere hunger, which aioso partlv from the want of bread 
and salt, and partly from the excess of his grief j nor did be go lo bed 
till be was able to keep awake no longer. 

The pimento wood, which burnt veiy clear» served him both for fire and 
caadle» and refieahed him with its fragrant smelL fie-could have pro- 
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carec! fi-^i cnojp;li, bnt would not eat them for want of salt, because they 
occasioned a iooseoess, except a sort of cray-£uBb, which were exiTemaly 
good, and m kig« at omr lobsters. Tkete me •ometimes broiled, and at 
other tines boiled^ as be also did the goai'a flesh, and made veij gooi 
broth, for the taste of it is much more pleasant than that of the goats of 
England and Wales. He kept an recount of fivi^Jiundrcd of these ani- 
mals which he had killed, and m m&iiy inore which he caught, and ha- 
ving marked them on the ear, let them go again, When his powder was 
gMM, he took them by OQl>f owiing thesa ; for his w$f of livng and bio 
contkraal exercise of walking and runniog, bad so cleared his body of all 
gross hnmouTi*; that lio ran with wonderfn! swiftn^'ss through the woods- 
and up the rocks and hilia, aa the people belonging lo the ship? perceived 
when they employed him to catch goats for them ; they had a ball-dog 
which th^ sent, with eoTonl of their ainibleec ranaerB, to eaeist him iat 
calebillg goats ; but he distanced and tired both men and dog, catching 
the ^oats and bringing them on his back. He told them that his agility 
in pursuingr a f^oat hud once like to h^ve cof^t him his life ; he pursued 
it witii bo liiuch eageriitiS5, thai he caught iioid ui il ou the brink of a 
precipice, of wlrieh he was not -awaie^ as the btiehes ooneealed it ftom 
his sight ; so that he fell with the goat down the precipice, a prodigioua 
height, and was so ?hinned nnd bruised with the fill, that he 'ay there 
insensible, as he imagined, about twenty-four hours, and when he came 
to his senses lie found the goat dead tmder him. He was so hurt that 
he was hardly able to crawl' fb hte hut, which was aibotit a mile distantt 
nor was he able to go> abroad again in less than ten days. Ha oime at 
length to relish his moat well enough without salt or breaJ, rtnr! fonnif 
. plenty of good t 'rTjipf , %vhich had been sowed there by Captain Dam- 
w pier*s men, and had now overspread some acres of ground. He had 
plenty of ^ood eabbege fronr the trees, and aeaaoned his meal with the 
fruit of phnento trees, commonly called Jamaica pepper. He foand also' 
a black pepper called tnaiageta, wliich was very good to expel wind and 
prevent a griping in the bowels. He soon wore out his shoes as well as 
his clothes by running in the woods, and at length his feet became bq 
hard» that he ran everywhere without difficulty ; and it was aome time 
after he was found beforerhe could wear shoes again, ibr not being, naed' 
lo any so long, his feet swelled when he came first to put them on. 

After he had conquered his melancholy, he diverted him^^'lf some- 
times with cutting his name on the trees, together with the time of his 
being left, and continuance there. He was at first much pestered with 
rats, wlrieh had bred in great nombers from- some which had got on shofo- 
from ships, which put in there for wood end water. The rats gnawed 
his feet and clothes while be slept, so that he was obliged to cherish 
some cats, which had also bred from some that had got a-*hore from dif- 
ferent ships; these he icd with goat's tlesh, by which many of the.n 
' became so^ tame, that they woold lie abeot him in hondreds, and soon 
dellsvred him from the rats. He likewise tamed some kids ; and to divert 
himself, would frcqriPiitly sii^ and dance with them and his cats ; sat 
that by the favour of Providence, and the vigour of youth, he being now 
only thirty years of age, he at length was enabled to conquer all the in- 
conveniences of his soKtodto, and became eictremely easy. When hio 
clothes were worn out he made a coat and a cap of goat^s skin, sowed 
together vvlili Htlle thongs of the same, which he cut with his knife. Ho 
had no other needle but a nail, and when liip 1:nife was worn out he made 
others as well as he cmiid oi some iron iioops that were left ashore^ 
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which he beat straight and thin, and ground upon stones. Having somo 
linen cloth, he cut out some shirts, which he sewed with the worsted of 
his old stockings, pulled out on purpose, using an old nail to mike holes,, 
instead of a needle, and he had his last shirt on when he was found. At 
first going on board, he seemed much rejoiced, but had so far forgot his 
native language for want of use, that he could not speak plainly, only 
dropping a few words of English now and then, and withoui connexion ; 
but in two or three days he began to talk, and then told them that his 
silence was involuntary ; for that having been so long on the island with- 
out any person with whom to converse, he had forgotten the use of his 
tongue. A dram wa^ offered him, but he would not taste it, having drank 
nothing but water for so long a time, and it was a good while before he 
could relish the victuals on board. He gave no account of any produce 
of the island, which had not been discovered before, except some black 
plums, which were very good, but difficult to come at ; the trees on 
vi^liich they grow being on high mountains and rocks. Pimento trees 
were plenty here, some of which were sixty feet high, and two yards in 
circumference ; the cotton trees were still higher, and near four fathoms 
round at the bottom. The cUmate of this island is so good, that the 
trees and grass continue green all the year round. The winter lasts no 
longer than June or July, and it is not then severe, there being only a 
small frost and a little hail, but sometimes great rains. The heat of the 
summer is equally moderate, and there is not much thunder or tempestu«> 
ous weather of any sort. 

Selkirk saw no venomous creature on the island, nor any sort of beast 
but goats, which had originally been put on shore here, on purpose for a 
breed, by Juan Fernando, who settled here with some families, till tho 
continent of Chili began to submit to the Spaniards, which being a more 
profitable soil, the planters were tempted to remove thither. They got 
the smith's forge on shore on the 3d of February, set the coopers to 
work, and made a little tent for Captain Rogers to have the benefit of 
the air. The people of the Duchess also erected a tent for their sick 
men : those in health were employed in providing fish both for themselves 
and the sick, and were sometimes able, so great was the abundance, to 
catch as many in a few hours as would serve two hundred people. The 
bay abounded with sea-fowls, v/hich are as large as geese, but they had 
a fishy taste. 

Mr. Selkirk, to whom they gave tho name of governor, never failed 
to procure two or three goats a day, for the use of the sick men, by which, 
together with the wholesome air and the help of the greens, they soon 
got rid of the scurvy. They spent the time till the 10th in taking in 
wood and water, and refitiing their ships. They likewise boiled up 
about eight gallons of sca-Iions' oil, as they might have done several tons 
had they been provided with vessels. This they refined for their lamps, 
to save candles ; and it was sometimes used by the sailors instead of 
butter, to fry their meat, and they found it far from disagreeable. 

The healthy men eat the flesh of the young seals, which they preferred 
to the ship's provisions, and said it was as good as English lamb ; though 
Captain Rogers observes, he should have been very glad of the exchange. 

On the 13th of February, a consultation was held on board the 
Duchess, in which they made several regulations for preserving strict 
honesty, discipline, and secrecy, on board both vessels, and agreed to 
sail to the islands of Lobos do la Mar ; and the ship which arrived there 
first was to lea?e directions for the other how to procee4, buiied in a 
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glass bottle at tlw diittnce of twenty yards from the tkfn% at cerUOfft 

plrtcps which thrv nnmfd. On the 14rh wpij^brd anrhor, with a fair gale 
^at south-east/ hnving buried only two men ni tiio Island of Juan Feman- 
(iez. On the 24ih of the month, crussed Lhu tropic of Capricorn, when 
Ihey Mw Mvml tropical Wrda, among wlridi ware the boobiaa, wMeh are 
about tiw size of a magpie ; the eyaa laigo, tbo bick red, and the tail 
consisting only of one feather, about eightppn iiiches in !pnj:th ; the fea- 
thers aro black and white on the top of the h:\rk and wjiigs, and white 
underneath ; tiiey are supposed to live on hah ; they % high, ami are 
aeareoljofor aoon bat near tbo tropieo. 

On tho 9d of March, when the weathor waa extremely hot, saw severai 
pieces of woo:! nnd some trf"^? floatinfi on the water, together with abun- 
dance of wf^ed.s, alioui whicU was scvn a considerable number of «?ea* 
larks, dome of which UapUitn Gooii shoi^ as he did a booby, almost whitCi 
Mid a aaal, wbieh innadiately sunk ; a large aan-IMi eoomig near tbo 
boat, Ihey struck it witb tbo fisgig, but it got oS, Tbejr alao a a wa o foi a l 
Bying fish, which are lonrr and slender, havint? n verv large eye, «nd a 
body which in shape aii(i colour resembles thdt ot a mullet. They some- 
tunes dy near the length of a musket-sliot before they touch the water, 
and then, wotting their wings, rise up again ; thdr ononuooi the dolphinoi 
ehaaiBg thoaa and swimming sfter them with such swiftness, that tbejr 
frequently catch them oh their foiling into tbo water ; and oowotimeB tM 
flying fish drop into ships. 

On the 4th of MarcA every man was put to an allowance of three 
piiila of water per day, tbat tne aleek atgnt bold out, they beins^ deter* 
mined to keep at aea, in the hope ol tabttg aomo piiso from Lima or 
elsewhere. According to their hopes, on the evening of the 15th, tliry 
saw a sail, and the Duchess being nearest soon took her. Slic wds a 
little Teasel, of eixteen tons, from Fayta, bound to Cheripe, to take la 
flour, with a small sum of money on board to purchase it llw mnatetV 
name waa Antonio Heltagoa, a nioitiio, that la, one begotten be t w e e n an 
Indian and a Spaniard : me eiew» which consisted of eight men, were a 
Spaninrd, a negro, and si^f Indians. They said that all the French ?hip9, 
being sevt;;n in number, were sailed out of those seas six months before, 
and that oo more were to come there ; adding, that the Spaiuardb bad 
tfoeb an antipathy to tfae French, tbat at Oake, the aeapott of Lima, they 
quarrelled so frequently, and killed so many, that none were suffered to 
go on shore for some time before they sailed thence Tho prisoners 
ukewise said, that there had be en no enemies m those parts since Cap- 
tain Dauiuier had boea there four years before ; and that Captain Strad^ 
dling's ship, the Cinqoe'Ports, who waa Danpier's consort, fonndored on 
^e coast of Barbacom, where he and about atx or seven of bis men were 
saved, but heinrr taken in their boat, had been kept prisoners at Tiima 
ever since, where they had fared much worse than poor Selkirk, who-H 
they had left on shore at Juan Fernandez,. Wheu they had manned the 

Erize with English aailoiat thw banlod off close oa a wind for Loboe, 
aving abot within it ; and ban not the crew of tbo prin inlbrmed them 
better, they mif^ht have endangered their ships by ronnaig in iartiier, aa 
there are shoaU Ix tween the island and tiie main. 

On the 17lh, anchored between the two islands of Loboa de la Mar, 
together with the prize, which on the day following they prepared to fit 
out as a cruiser, under the command of Mr. Stratton, giving her the name 
of the BetrinninLj. On the 20th, hciis; mannoi! with thirtv-two men. nnd 
stociied with firoTisioiis, she put to sea with^ the Duchess i and on the 
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Mth broQgfit in a prtz« which Ifaey had taken m MtanpAb^; ber burden 

was fifty tons, and she was laden with timber, cocoa nuts, and tobacco, 
which last article was distributed among the crews of the Duke and 
Docbeas. Uaviog cleaned and refitted the last prize, they made Mr. 
Seflciih nMt«r, and foaiavad tb« aick «f both ships on bMtd h«r« nndor 
tfw cars of a surgeon. The largest two of these islands, called Loboa 6m 
la Mar, (to distinguish them from tho^se called Lohos do !a Terra,) are 
about sixteen leagues frum tlie coniirjcnL, rnid mx mde.s m lerifTlh. The 
soil 18 a white clay, niixed with sand and rocks. They aiiord no fresh 
walor nor an^tfains gTeen» and haio no kind of wood. There are a vasi 
pleotf of a knid of volttureef or carrion ciow% lAieh at a distance looked 
so like turlcev», that one of the ship*B officers blessed hinisrif with the 
sight of them, thinking he should lare deliciousJy ; nay, so very earrer 
was he to taste them, that he had not patience till the boat could put 
him ashore^ bat lumped into the water with his gon in hit hand, and get- 
ting near enoo^, let fly at two of them ; but, when he came to take np 
his game, it stunk so intolerably, that he was laughed at l»K hia finutlnin 
impatience by his brother otHcers. 

On the island are ^ibundance of seals, and some sea-hons ; the seals 
era mneh biger than thoee al Joan Fetnandei, hot the for not so fian* 
They kUled many to eat their livers, bnt one of the crew, a Spaniardy 
dyirt^:^ suddenly after enting of thetu, the use of this sort of food was 
forhijdeti. The prisoDors .said that old seals were very unwholesome. 
Tiie wind always biowuig fresii over land, brought an u^ly noisome smell 
from the eeak on shore, which ffave Captain R^ser*a a Tunent head aehe» 
and this smell was complaioed of by everybody elso on board ; but nn, 
complaint of this kind had been made tnm the audi of those animals at 
Juan Fernandez. 

The prisoners told them, it was expected that the widow of the lain: 
Tie«oy of Peni, with her ftmily and riobeo, would shortly embaik Ibr 
Anapolco, and stop at Pay ta to rafreeh, ore ail in sight, as customary in 

one of the king'3 ships of thirty guns ; and tliat about eight months 
before, a ship with :<:00,()00 pieces of eight on board, besides a cargo of 
liquors and dour, had passed by Payta for Acapulco. They aUo said,.; 
Ihey bad left Signior Morel in n stoat ship, with dry goods lor Luna, t^' 
emitiogat Payta, where he ezpeetcd in a few days a French built ship,, 
belonging to the SpanianJs, to come from Panama, richly laden, with a 
bishop on board. Upon tins advice ibcy agreed to spend as much tin»e 
AS possible cruising olf Payta, witliuut discovering theioaeives, iux fear of. 
htndeiing their ether deeigns. - . . » ^ i: • 

On tto 1st of April found the sea of the colour oi blood, whieh, on 
inspection, appeared to be c?5n*!ed by the spawn of fiah sr/imming^ on tha 
surface of the water. On the 2J, Mr. Fry was sent in the pinnace after 
a vessel Ihey discovered ; ha soon took and brought her in, when she 
appeared to be the ship ahready manlioned, commanded by Signior Morel 
and hM brother ; her burthen was 600 tons, and, besides her cargo» she, 
had on board fifty negroes, and many passengers bound from Panama to 
I/isna, with a fme stock of fresh provisions ; the command ol this vesml 
was given to Lieutenant Fry ; and the following day tiie Be^iumtig touk 
n nriae of thtrty-fiTn tons burthen, boond from GoaqnO to Chaneay ; by 
which Teasel they learned that the bishop already mentioned was still ali 
Pavta, but would soon pass the road in which they now were, on hie Wiy^ 
to Lima. On he:^ring this, the cruisers were <=!tationed in SUCh a manner 
as seemed to t)id fair for shortening hi* lordship's voyage^ „ ^^jj. f 
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On the 7th, Mr. Vaiibiir;7h ptill continning- to bell a ve in a rery riotoui 
and improper manner, was, m a full council uf the ulficcrs of botli ships, 
turned out of bis post as a person undt to be trusted, it was evolved 
in a oimmiltni on die IfUh Aprii, net to eend the Beginning prize 
into Pfejie, M htd been agnad en* Sat leer of b«tng diecoTered ; but to 
attempt the town of Gaaquil ; the pnterprise to be conducted by llif^ 
three captains, Rogers, Courtney, and Dover ; Ro[Ters to commanu a 
company of seventy-one officers aud sailors ; Couruicy to be a.t the i;cad 
of seventy-three men ; and Dover te hiTe eeveokf men nnder his con^ 
niaad. Captain Danpiar to ceminand the artillery, with a zeaerve of 
twenty-two men to act upon occasion ; Captain Cook to command the 
jDuch^ps with forty-two men ; and Captain Fry the Duke, with forty men. 

Thoy hauled in for Cape Blanco on the 13tb» when a committee was 
held, in which it was agreed, that for the eaceniagainent of effieen and 
men, all bedding and clothes, gold itngi, bneklee and buttons, liquors and 
provisions, with all sOrts of arms, except great gnns for ships, should be 
allowed as plunder, to be equally divided betwoon ail the men on board 
or jpn shore, according to their whole shares. I'hat all wrouglit gold or 
«liffm crucifixes, watches found about the prisoners, or wearing apfMiei of 
any kind» ahoald alto be pinnder, eicept meney , woman^e ear-fiiige, leoen ^ 
diamonds, pearls, and pMctoes stonee ; and, in case anything was not 
sufficipntW explained, n committee should, upon application being made 
for tiiat purpose, meet atter the expedition, and determine what farther 
ought to be reputed plonder, without fraud to the owners, or prejudice 
to the ettcem and men. That ne pefvon ahoeM mimnteipieCthieallew- 
ance, so as to conceal wraii|^ or unwrought gold or ailveiy pearls» 
jewels, diamonds, or precious stones, not found ihout prisoners, or their 
weauring apparel, which should be looked upon as a high mis<ietoeanour 
and severely ponithed : that none should keep any plunder, but deUver it 
tn hia officer publicly, and cany it to the place appointed for the depoait*- 
That in case any town, fort, or ship, were taken by storm, the encoti* 
ragement agreed on at the Island of St. Vincent should be allowed to 
each man, over and above the gratu iy promised by the owners to those 
who signalized themselves. But if any party >hould be engaged with 
another oT the enemy, and defeat diem, &on aH the priaonem, end tho 
atme and moveablea about them, should bedivided among them only who 
were in the action ; all the plunder taken on shore to be carriorl on board 
by persons appointf^d for that purpose, and entered in pnbJic book?, for 
the satisfaction of all concerned. That those who should commit any 
disorder on shore, disobey commimd, quit their post, difcoarage the meiii 
behave themaeWes cowardly in any action, bum or destroy anything 
without orders, or debauch the prisoners, should leee all their eharea el 
the plunder, and bn severely punished otherwise. 

On the morning of the 15tn, the French built prbe, which they had so 
long expected, appeared withm eight near the ahore ; and, as they had 
bat little wind, tiw float and pinnace rowed after and attaeked her, but 
she repulsed them, with the loss of two men, one of whom was Captain 
Roger's brother, shot through the head, and three wounded ; the ships 
coming up, she struck to the Duchess, after receiving a ahot or two. 
The men begged for qaarter, which was readily promised. - There am 
seventy blacks, and a considerable number of pa aa e n^ a on boaid ; the 
lading consisted of bale goods ; and there was a considerable quantity of 
pearls. The veasf'l wa? ahoiit 270 tons bnrthen, commanded bv Don 
Jobepii Anzabala, who mlprmvd ihe^k thftt the bishop and his aitendaata 
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had been landed at Point St. Helena, and were gonfl l»y land to Guaquil. 
On the 17th, ail the men intended for the drs^'ent upon Guaquil, to the 
number of 301, went on board the barks, tac'.i having a ticket delivered, 
to him, siffoiTying wfaai company he belonged to, and hie particular sta- 
tion, whieh was thought necessaTy to pr«Tent the men from straggling. 
. As there were 300 prisoners in custody, and those to guard them but 
little morn than a third of that number, irons were scjit on board the 
Duke and^tlie other vessels, in order to intimidate the captives. 

Canuunt Fry and Cook, to whom were committed the care of the Duke 
and DacheM, were diraetad to ksep out st sea for forty-ifight hours, to 
prevent their being discovered by the enemy ; and afterwara to wait the 
event of the expedition at Punta Arena, off which place Captain Rogers 
and bitf barks, together with Captam Courtney, came to an anchor at ten 
o'dodc at flight ; when taking to their boats, with about forty men, they 
made for Puna, an island covered with swamps and overmn with man- 
groves, and in die morning came to a grappling close under the land, out 
of sight of the look-out. At seven on the evening of the 19lh, the ships 
came to an anchor between St. Clara and Tambez ; the boats weighing, 
rowed within half a mile of the town, and came to a grappling, disposing 
thwmedves» for fear of being diecoveredt in such a manner that they had 
the appearance of drift limber upon the water. By break of day on tho 
20th, they got close up with the town, and secured all the canoes ; and, 
notwithstanding an alarm was spread by an Indian who escaped, they 
aeisBd the gofenigr «f the town, and with hun ^iboot twenty pople, who 
' assured them that the inliahitants of Guaquil could have no mformation. 
of their being ao near, those who had fled from Puna haviog taken refuge 
in the woods. Tn this town they found a paper that had been sent from 
I«ima, copies of which were also dispersed all .along the coast, to give 
notice that Captain Dampier was again arrived Jn those aeaa ; they were, 
however, convmcud that they ahoum be able to execute what they intend- 
ed, before any forces could arrive from Lima to oppose their designs. 

On the morning of the 2l8t, the Beginning was sent ahead toward 
Punta Arena, on the Island of Puna, for iear of any danger ; but she 
(bond there only an empty vessel riding close under the point : she proved 
to . be a new Spaaiah baotp that had been sent to load aalt ; but the erew». 
on eight of m English, tlMUght proper to abandon her. All apprehen- 
sions being now totally removed, tho boats and barks rowed for the town 
of Quaq«iil, and at eleven saw a light m the town. On this,, |hey rowed 
as easily as possible, till within a mile of it, for fear of a diiicbvery, and 
then heard the sentinele call to one another, talk some time, and bid hhn 
bring fire. Finding they were discovered, they rowed over to the other 
side against the town, saw afire made at the place where the sentinels 
talked, and soon afier, many lights at the water-side and all over the town : 
heard tliem ring tlie alarm bell, fire several volleys, and saw them light 
a fire OB the hiU whore the beacon wae'liept, to give the town notice that 
they were con* up the fiver. . 

The boats came now to a grappling, and such a violent dispute arose 
among some of the chief officers, that they were heard on shore, but the 
Spaniards, not understanding what they said, fetclied an Englishman to 
tM water-eide, to mterpret what they heard ; but before he came tho 
debate was at an end. A council was held in the stem of one of the 
boats, to resolve whether they should land immediately, or stay till day- 
break ; and as the officers diflercd in their opinions, it was agreed, since 
they did not know the ground, .and the ba^ks were not coinc up, whicl^ 
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had Dear half the men uid the artillery on board* to itey till daylight, by 

which lime it wat hoped the harks would join them ; therefore they fell 
a liltle way down the river to meet them, hean]i<^r snvpral musket-?^hots 
in their way, which they at firpt thoug;ht were hred by the bpaumda 
aloug the shore* 

At break of day, on the S8d, saw one of the barks at anchor cloeo 

Under the shore, within a mile of ih^ town ; at flood descrind the other 
coming up tho river; they then rowed back to the bark, whicii. had fired 
the musketi above-mentioned at some hahermeu who were passing, and 
whom they made prisonera. When their foreoa were thna reaasombled, 
they held a council in the pinnace, sailed up the river, and lent a flag of 
truce with the captain of the French hnilt ship, the Governor of Puna, 
and another prisoner ; then towed up the b uks abreast, and camp to an 
anchor against the town. When the captain of the French built siiip 
came to tfao conegidor, or mayor of the town, ba aaked the nuadm of 
English, which the captain pretended to be greater than it really was. 
The corregidor said they were boys, and not men ; to which the captain 
replied, he would find they were men ; for thry h?\d fonpht him bravely 
in their open boat, though he had killed the brother of one of the cap* 
tains, and wounded ana killed others : and, thotofore, advised him to 
agree for the ransom of the town, for though he had 3000 men, he wonld 
not be able to withstand them. To thia the coirsgidor replied, *< Mj 
horse is ready.** 

On the 33d they went up the river after some vessels in the pinnace, 
fix of which they took and bron^t to an anchor by tfao barks ; they alea 
seized two new feesela, of abont 4<M> tona each, and then went on shoro 

with a flag of truce, and the governor crime on board one of the prizes, 
to consult concerning the ransom of the town and ships ; this thoy could 
not agree about, and he promised to return again at seven in the evening, 
but was not so good as ms wmd. The boets now went up the river again 
to ioarcbfor more ships, but retnmed without finding any, but they took 
several canoes with some plate on board. The sentinels hailed a boat 
after midnight, which came on board with one <^pntleman, who snd he 
was sent by the corregidor, with a present of two bags of flour, two sheep, 
and two hogs ready killed ; also two jars of brandy and two of wine ; 
and to assure tbem that the governor would have been with them aeeonl- 
in^ to his appointment, but was prevented by the absence of one of th<a 
prmcipal merchants concerned. He would come off, however, in the 
mornnig by seven o'clock ; and hoped they would do him the justice to 
believe he was a man of honour ; for though he h-id been greatly rein* 
forced since he left them, he was determinM to wait on thom agreeable 
to his promise. The captains sent their compliments to the corregidor, 
and thanks for his present, and said they were sorry thpv hnd nothing to 
send hmi by way of return ; but desired he might be told, they were sur- 
prised he had not kept his word, bat depended that he would convince 
them of faia beinff a man of honour, by meeting them at oeven o'clock ia 
the momia|f, or Uierc should be a final end of the treaty. 

They waited with imj)atience till seven in the morning, when they saw 
a flag of truce on board ono of the nr^w ships, where they supposed the 
governor to be, and therefore manned tiicir ninnace, and sent their lioeuist 
to give their promise, that if the corregidor would come on boara the 
prize, he should have fall liberty to return ; on which he came on board 
with three other persons. The bark^ belonging to the two frigates were 
now ordered to go close onder the shore, near the best part ol^ the low% 
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uid everything to be held in readiness for landing, in case they should 
DOt agree with the corregidor. The three captains at iiist d'UnaiMled that 
60,0C^ piecet of eight should be paid for the ransom of the town, the 
two new shipe» and the six btrks ; besides which, the fforemor wss to 
oblige himself to purchase the goods and negroes, which were tdten in 
the prizes, at certain stipulated prices, to be paid within nine days. 

The Spaniards agreed to the latter article, offering to leave two hos^ 
y^es for the performance of it, which were thon^t insufficient ; but they 
renised to gite near Ute snm demanded for the town and ships, saying, 
they had men and arms sufficient to defend themselves. From this delay 
the captain suspiected that they only wanted to gnin time, and therefore 
informed them that they could take the town or seize the ships at pica- 
sure ; that they looked on both the one and the other as much their own 
as if already in their possessioo ; and if their demands were not instantly 
eomplied with, they would fire both town and ships before night. After 
some little consideration, the corropridor and his companions a^eed to 
buy the cargoes, and to give hostages for 40,000 pieces of eight for the 
town, the two new ships, and the barks ; but they declined signing this 
agreement tfll they had the consmt of the principal persons of the town» 
which the corregidor undertook to procure in the space of an hour. About 
one in the afternoon the corregidor was put on shore in Captain Rogers's 
pinnace ; some of the men were for stopping him, because not long be- 
fore an Indian came off in a -canoe to know whether he had agreed with 
t^e English, as, in case he had not, his men were in readiness to begin 
the fight, and waited only for his orders ; hut the corregidor insisting that 
the detaining him would be contrary to the flag of truce, he was permit- 
ted to depart ; the three gentlemen, however, remained as hostages, at 
the request of the corregidor, who did not doubt bnt the agreement would 
soon b« ratified. 

"When the time allotted for the answer was expired, a messenger came 

from the town to inform them thnt thoy rould raise but 30,000 pif^cws of 
ei^rlit, and he did not aienliuu a single word of trade. On this they sent 
iueir linguist and one prisoner with their final message, which was, that 
if in half an hour they did not send three more ffw)d hoetagee for the 
40,000 pieces of eight agreed oo, they wonld strike me flag of truce, land, 
give no quarter, and fire the town and ships. In the meantime, they saw 
the Spaniards quit the two ucw ships, and they immediately took posses- 
sion of them. The messenger lelumed, and in about half an hour three 
men more came from the town to the bank opposite the captain's barks^ 
where they held out a white handkerchief, as if to treat farther. They 
said that the resolution was to give 32,0()0 pieces of eight, and no more ; 
to which the English replied they had dune treating, and bid them retire 
immediately out of the reach of their shot, as they valued their lives. 
They now atniek Iheir white flag, and let fly their martial colours. 

Captain Rogers Oidered two gnna, <tf d>out six hundred weight each, 
motmled on carriages, into the great launch, and filled their three boats 
with men in order to land ; he then went hirns^^ll into a pinnace. Captain 
Courtiioy m another, aiid Captain Dover la the launch, the three boats 
lurrying sbont eeventy mm. They towed the launch ashore ; the third 
lieutenant remained on hoard the bark, with ten men, to play their guna 
into the to%vn as they landed ; where the Spaniards, compared with their 
little army, made a formidable appearance. As soou as they lauded, 
' which was about four in the aftemoout the men fired, on their knees, at 
th0 brink of Che btidE, and then loadings advancedt hftvitw called to th«ir 
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bark to iorbear firmff, lest they should hurt their own mea. Xliev puehed 
forward wtth^taelimfonr, that the Spaniaidt lir«d but 0M YoUejr, and 

retired back to their guns, whero their horse drew up a second tune ; 
while the Englisli, stUI pressing on with the 'itrtjos* intrepidity, came to 
the fitreets of the town, where they saw four rriuis poinL<^d tlicm before a 
spacious church ; but as soon as tlioy caaic la sight, tiie horse mov&d olf 
with great precipitatMo. 

Captain Rogers now called oot to his men to run and seize tho gans, he 
himself advancing with about ten men within piaiol-shot of them, at which 
boldness the enemy were so intimidated, that after one general discharge 
they all Aed, except ilie gunner, an Ineboian, who kept his post uli he 
received four wounds, of which ho afterward died. Many mors of tho. 
English now coming up, rador the comiaaiid of Captam Dover and Cap- 
tain Courtney, Mr Rogers remained to secure the post he had so bravely 
gained, and took possession of the church, whore they made about twelve, 
prisoners, while the rest niarchui to the other end of the town. From, 
tho time thej landed till their seiaiog die gune and taking poaeeaaien of 



twenty-five men, was now posted at the guns, which he tum«l against 
the enemy, who soon fled from the town. By this time the rest of the 
English bomg landed, marched after Captain Couriney and Captam Dover. 
Th^ men in general behaved with the utmost courage, but, as is generally 
tho eeeo with aailore, thoy woio kept but little und^ command afler the 
fu6t piece was ftred ; hat after tho attaol^ thoy Ibiboro hacd dnahing» and 
kept properly top'cthcr. 

Captain Rogers overtook Courtney and Dover at the other end of the 
town, where he left Courtney to kce^ guard at a church, and then z^'^ 
turned lo his firat pott, wbslo Dampior and hia nan wont to' robforco 
Pover and Courtney. They were m quiet possession of the town by 
sun-set, having met with no opposition after the enemy quitted the great 
church. They now made a proper disposition of their guards, and in the 
evening Captain Rogers went on board the bark, seiiled a watch, and. 
Aon lotmod aafaoto to tho ohntch. Captain Dotot now net fin to fivft 
or eiJt hooecN whieh fronted the chuiob» which burnt att night and the nexi 
day. The reason of burning these was, thjit there was a hill near thisr 
quarter, and tiiu k woods within a muskel-aliut of the church, whenc- !! fj 
enemy were ahnost continualSy firing at him during the whole night, but 
without doing any damage : and tho next day aovoral amell parties of 
horse and foot came down* bnl rottrod without making any attempt. Had 
the Spaninrds been courageous, they might have done f:rcat mischief to 
Captain Dover, as his friends were not nerxr rno )^^h lu •.t'^'^iht him ; for 
the town beii^long, the whole oi it could not be ktipt wiiliout dividing 
the men into parttee at a eoneSderable dietanco ; but hie firing tho bonaoa 
did him great service, by covering tho worst part of his quarters for that 
night ; and at daybreak Captain Conrtnrv rrlicved him, when they both 
quitted those quarters as a place tuu nnuh exposed to the enemy. 

An Indian, who had been lakeu prisonor, miormcd Rogers that he knew 
of moeh money up tho river in honeee and bark^logs ; wheroapon tho 
Duchese^a pinnaeo» with twenty-one men, commanded by Lieutenant 
Connelly, were sent np thf rivrr. As thry had found but little wealth 
in the town, Captain Rogcrb was for sending both the pinnaces tn seize 
that which the Indian had spoken of^ but the others would by no mean* 
eonaont to it» lest tho ononiy thould engage them in dio abouico of their 
kiata and poofio. Tho Bi^jiiik now Sogao, with, iioo omwa nd othm 
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jnatrumcnts, to break open the churches and aU the store'houses, cellars, 
&c., but in this they had very little success, as scarcely anything wuh left 
tD the town escept flour, beans, peas, and jars of wine and brandy. 
These, however, they began to carry to the water-aide, but ae the wea^ 
ther was wet, hot, and unhealthy, the men were so fatigued, and became 
so weak, that they could not well work at this employment. Numbers 
of the people were for taking up the boarded Aoot of the church, to 
search ior treasure among the deM ; but Captain Rogers absolutely for- 
bad its being done, because not long before their arrival a pestilential 
disease had carried off great numbers of people. They found ooly two 
of the enemy killed in the town, one of whom was the Irish guonOY 
above-mentioned J and made one prisoner, who was wounded m the 
head ; but on inquiry, they were told that fifteen were kiHed and wQiLud- 
ed. Among the Eofflish only two weie wounded. 

On the 24th the BogUsh colours were kept flying all day on the tow* 
ers of the cliijrch, where Captain Dover kept guard ; while RofTf>rs and 
Courtney took care to have what they found most useful conveyed to 
the water-bide. On this day the Governor of Puna and another prison^ 
^ were sent to the enemy, who were in the woods at about a league's 
distance, with proposals for ransoming the town. They returned in the 
evening with an ambiguous answer, but desired to be sent back again the 
tiezt morning, in hopes to prevent the burnine of the town. They had 
intelligence now that the enemv were coming down the hill ; on which an 
alarm was given, ^nd part of tke men being left with tbe guns, Caplun 
Kogers marched with the rest, and met Captain Coortney on the bridge, 
retiring, who reported that the enemy were numerous .md well armed at 
the north end of the town. Rogers desiring they might march arrmnst 
them, Courtney consented ; whereupon they went forward with iheir 
yifhole force, which did not exoee4 seventy men ; bat on their advancing, 
tioie Spaniards retired into the woods, from whence they assailed thein 
with firing; shots, which the English returned at random ; and the cap- 
tains nil*, riL^rooiiio; cbunt keeping possession of that end of the town, 
marched back, taking some of the most valuaole ejects, wiucU they sent 
' on board the bsrks. 

About ten o'clock at night the boat, which had been sent up the rivett 
returned, havino; been absent about twenty-four honrs. They had pro- 
ceeded about fci'vcn leagues, and sixteen of the men had landed at sis 
dilitireul places, the Olivers Lakjnff care of he boat, having a swivel gun 
to defiend themselves. At one pbee tboy separated, and wor of the men 
rambled so far into the woods in search of wealth that, after wandeiin^ 
about Jiree hours, they could not find their wav back to their connpanions, 
but they met Ihera again afterward, by loero accident, mul gat to the 
boat. 1 hey iiud, at diiferent placet), some skiiiiii^tiii with the enemy ; 
and in particular, chased thir^<*five horsemen, who were well aimed, and 
eoming to assist the inhabitants of GusqoiL ^ They found the houses up 
the river full of women ; at one place there were above a dozen well 
dressed and handsome, from whom they took several gold chnins and 
ear-rings ; but were in other respects so civil to them, that the ladies 
brought them a cask of good liquor, and offbied to dress victnsls for tho 
party. 

Severn! of the largest gold chains th«y had co'ict nled by fastening thenn 
round their middles, legs, and thio-hs; but as m those hot countries the 
women go extremely thinly clothed in fine linen and silk, the men by 
pressing on the outside of their 9Mm felt tbe chainsi and by means of 
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llieir lingMi.st, modestly desired l^Rm to take thnm ofT with their own 
binds. As thny returned down the river, they called at thin house for 
provisions, and as they had been so civil at first, the ladies expressed 
neither sorprue nor QoeasineM at a second vitit. In their progreee, they 
had seized a large empty baril,bat thought proper to abandon her. They 
brought back with fhcm, in plate, far-rings, and gold chains, to the value 
of £1000, but wcrfi of opinion they lost much more than they got, for 
want of another boat ; for while they were upon the search on one side, 
the btrk-logs end canoee eroaaed the river in their sight, carrying many 
persons, with their effect , ov.i of their reach. Ttiey also acquaintea 
Captain Rcgfrf, that in the place?: where theyhnd been a^ove the town, 
they had seen more than 300 armed horse and foot, in several parties, so 
that they apprehended the design of tho enemy, in pretending to ransom^ 
waa to ffsin time till able to attack them with great aaperiority of num- 
bers. Hearing this, the En^eh, for fear of a surprise, agreed to aeaem^ 
b!e in a body at ev^rv a!?^rm, which, on the sight of any lar:r< parties, 
was bent several t m 3 m a day. Three drums, acver il swords and 
' lances, and a quantity of arras, five jars of powder, together with some 
tnatehea and ahot, were frond in the chnreh, where Ca^in Rogers alao 
Ibond the corregidor's soM-headed cane, and another with a silTcr head ; 
for amort ^ ihe Sj)aniaras, none carry a ca^.o hnt the chief officers ; and 
no pers<jn must use one with a silver or gold head who is under the de- 
gree of a captain. 

About one in the aftemoon'of the SStli of April, the prieonenr returned 
with an offer of 30,000 pieces of eight, as a ransom for the town, siupa,. 
and b !rk«?, to bfl paid within the spric^ of twelve days ; which the cap- 
tains did not approve, nor wo il J tliey have waited so lor.'^ for a much 
larger sum, as they had received undoubted intelligence that tiie Spa- 
nnrds had sent an express to Lhna, to hasten the sQcconrs expected 
tbence. The captains, therefore, agreed opon sending this final answer : 
that the town should be set on fire by three o'clock the next afternoon, 
if sufficient hostages werf not immediately delivered for the payment of 
30,000 pieces of eight withm six days ; and that in the inienm a cessa- 
tion of arms should be granted. This day the enemy appeared thiefc in 
the woods ; and in the afternoon an officer and nine men were engaged 
at the north end of the town v. ith a party of Spaniards, whom thev drove 
into t!ie wooJ.-s. Hut ff>!!owin::^ ihem too far, they were attacked by 
othersi when one of the jbnglish was shot through the calf of the legj 
and another, who was endeaTOurinr to recharjife hts piece, received a shot 
upon the middle of his pole-axe that hung by his h Io, which made an 
impression ijinn the irons and bruised the flesh directly under it, bu* did 
no o'her nvit-'rial injury. The person who was shot in the leg, living 
irreguldi ly and drinking hard, fell into a fever, which cost him his life. 

They laid this night in the eboreh, keeping sentinils round it, within 
a musket-shot of each other, with a charge to challenge each other every 
quarter of an honr : and every man to keep his arnin and ammunition in 
the most exact or l - r, and be ready to rise at the leist nlnrm. A French- 
man, belonging to Captain Rogers's company, who, with some others, had 
been sent to etrengthen Captain Oonrtney's quarters, standittf sentrf m 
the night, shot one of the sailors dead. This accident was occasioned 
by a strict order that had been given to shoot every person in the night 
who did not answer on beinjr challenged, which, ay the chillenf^e wns 
^iTen in French, the English sailor was not able to do. At two o clock 
m th» aftamooo of the 96ifa, the prisoners returned from the enemy, 
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with two horspmrn. who informed iliem their last proposal was agreed 
to ; and that the Uuvernor of Puua, who had beea very iostrumeuUl in 
bnnging tkte lifidK to. a oaaelntion* tofether with an old geoUeman on 
board one of the buko, wore to roLiiain aa hmtatos for the por fe nnmeo 

of it ; hut the messengera said, that if these gentlemen were not thought 
Burticieiit security, they iheiDneh cs were willing to reiuaiti prisoners ; 
which was not luaisied upon, but they were permitted to return to the 
ctmp, to brnmi.l»ock llie aipreonioiit ti^Md. 

Too two hootogoi lay thu night at Cho £n|^h quarters, and the next 
morning were p tt on boird one of the jships, while the English retired 
from the city wuh drums beating and colours flying, leaving the Spa- 
niards at full liberty to return to their houses. Captain Rogers^ who, 
with a few men, brought up tbo roar, picked op nuiny cotlaases, polo* 
azes, and pistols, which the men, who wero grown quite weury of a mill* 
farv hfo, drop|)cd through Inziticss ns they marched. Their greatest 
ddhculiy was m getting the guns dowu to itie water-side, the ground 
being soft ; the men who helped to carry them sunk to the depth of half 
a leg. To remedf aa mock aa powiblo this ineonvonioiico, tbejr eon- 
triTod a frame of bamboo cwkos, under which six men eoold staod, and 
bear an equal weight on their shoulders. Though they were large four 
pounders, the gnn and framo not exceeding 1500 weight, yet ihev would 
not have beeu able to have performed their work if the pri^uners had not 
asaistod. ^ 

As Captain Rogeta waa tnarefaing out of the town, he missed ono John 
Gabriel, a Datchman, whom he appr* In udcd was either killer! or made 
prisoner : but the fellow bad taken up his quarters in a certain house 
where there was some excellent brandy j. of which he drank so freely, 
that at last it laid bsn on the floor, and in this condition bo was when 
Captain Rogers and hiamen left the town. A little whila afterward, the 
master of the house returned, and found the Dutchman stretched at his 
full length, and so drunk that it was difficult to disiinguieh whether he 
waa dead or asleep. The Spaniard, however, determined to make the 
oxperimont : but fiiet of all called in hta neighbours, who advised him to 
securo the Dutchman's arms, which being done without any difiicnltj, 
they then raised him up and sat him on his feet, when, after a little tot- 
terinor, he opened his eyes, and began to stare about him, not being very 
well satisfied to find himself awake in such company. His landlord, 
howOTor, soon set his heart at rest, by restorii.g aim his araia, and ad- 
vising hUn to make all the haste he could to join his companions, who 
were not yet embarked. There needed nni ;nneh entreaty to set tlie 
Dutcjiman forward ; he moved with ail imaguiable alaciity, and soon got 
sate on board. Captain Rogers informs us this was the only man who 
bad draok to an oztraordinary degree linco thair ftnt entering the town. 
Tho plunder they took, exclusive of the ransom recoived for tho town, 
was very considerable ; being about 230 bags of flour, beans, peas, and 
rice, fifteen jars of oil, 160 jars of other liquors, some cordage, iron- 
ware, and small nails, about four half-jars of powder, about a ton of 
pitch and tar, a parcel of clotliing and necessaries, about £1200 in plate, 
ear-rtnge, dec., 150 bales of dry goods, four guns, about 800 ordinary 
Spanish arms and musket barrels, a few packs of indigo, cocoa, and an« 
natto, with about a ton of loaf snrrar. They left abundance of goods in 
the town, besides liquors of most sorts, and sea-stores, with several 
ware houses full of cocoa, several ships on tho Stocks, and two new 
ibipa wiriggcd lying at anchor, ,

The hostages informed them that, during the treaty, 80,000 pieces of 
eight, of the king's money, were &eut out of the lowo, besides their 
plate, )0irali» and otfur Huags <he greatail; nlw ; from ubidi it ap- 
pears, that if they had famded al fint, aad attoirad tiM mmof wo tBM» 

they had Been rnucli greater gainers than they were; and, in thst case, 
they were well assured they might have made to the value of 200,000 
pieces of eight in moneyi plate, and jewels ^ and yet the place was then 
poom tfaaa it bad been for hkf jmn past, Iwvmg boan almafel bunt 
down about ft yaar and a lydf binra^ wfaiabbad ocMMOMd ft vnjr great 
expense in the rebuild inrf. 

Guaquil, the metropolis of a province of that rjame in Peru, is in 
length about a mile and a. half, and divided into two parts, called the 
Old aod New Towb» ivUeb an joJaed by ft bridsfe abeat half • mile long, 
Ibr the nae only of foot paaBBngera. On eadn aide «f the bridge m 
some houses at a distance; ann the number of houaaa in both tdWlM 
amonnt to above 600 ; the inhabitants are about 2000. 

Some of the houses were lofty brick-buildings, but the majority of tim- 
ber or bambooa split, and many were decently famiahed. In the mer- 
cbaata' atore-houaea were great f naatitiea of meal, brandy, sugar, Nothing, 
cordage, and iron. Some of the inbabitaata had calashes, which could 
be hwt of little use, unless to carry them a ft ore's throw to chnreh, for 
the ground is so boggy, especial ty m winter, that no road could be made 
for them. This morass-grouuJ was full of large toads, some of them 
•« big aa an English two-penny leal The town Is go f gni e d hf ft eor- 
legidor, who is the chief mai^istrate and appointed by tihe kin^r It m 
well situated for trade and ship buildin;?, hin^ seven If^a^ies from Puna, 
and fourteen from Punta Arena, upon a large nvcr, which receives many 
amaU ones that fall into it ; this river has many villages and farm-houses 
en ita banks, on which grow abmidanee of mangiOTOs and sara e par H ift, 
which, impregnating its waters, are said te render them efficfteious against 
diseages. "But when the floods come down from the mountains;, the 
water is reckoned unwholesome, on account of its bringing down several 
poisonous plants arid IxuiLs, among which is the macbaniUa, a kind of 
poiaonoua ftpple, which kills all birds that taste of it ; and the Bnglbh, 
while they were there, saw hundreda of them dead open the water. 

Captain Rogers took his leave of the h-uks n mile below the town, 
with the pinnace double manned, desirrrung to get before tliem to the 
ships at Punta Arena. The day nroved excessively hot, and they saw 
many alligators in the river. On the following day, which waa the Mth 
of April, Captain Rogers reached Ptma, where he met Mr. Duck and Mh 
Hatley, in the Beginning, with an empty bark they had taken ; the Spa- 
niards having gone on shore, and left her at anchor olf Punta Arena. 
The people left behind were much concerned at the delay of their com> 
imniona, and the seaxttty of water was so great that for some time past 
the prisoners had been allowed but a pmt a day. They bad dso been 
obliged to sink a small prize which they had taken, to prevent the pri- 
soners running away with her» as they could not apare nanda aufficient 
for manning her securely. 

Captain Rogers got on board by daylight, and found his people hear- 
tily rejoiced at his return, after an absence of twelve days, on an eicpe* 
dition subject to so many dangers and difHculties, all of which he 
had happily surmounted laeutenants Cooke arid fry had, dnrinfj t^is 
time, been under great uneasiness on account of the jin^oncrs, to whom 
they allowed their liberty m the day-tune, but at night were shut up in 
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ihe foTrcAvl^e, or between dfcks. On board tho prize, wbich was not 89 
gfcure, lliey jnit tiium iii irons eTery evenuv. '^nd set them free in the 
moiniQg i but never allowed auy correspoudetice between thepnaouura 
In IIm MTerai ^p«, by wWcdi mMw tMf tvere i-uomA of tneir own 
. ■Mmnclh aad the vreakness of their masters. 

A vessel coming in 8\^ht about three in the afternoon of the 29th of 
April, Captain Cook despatched the Havre de Grace's boat, well manned, 
in pursuit^ and she immediately surrendered. She proved to be a bark 
of thirty toM boillieo, lute with beam, peas, qoincea, maimaladot 
plums, apples, oraiifaa« pooiogranates, Gu aqirl .^heep, 370 aaeks of 
flour, 200 enrrar loaves, and ^ome dried borf. She had six men on board, 
besides the master ; had been out eeven days from Pulania, where they 
had left some stout French ships ; and orders bad been lately received 
from Lima, directing then to keep a good lodk*oiit, as an Engliah a^aa* 
dKon was soon expected is thoae seas, Ihil that it was not known agamat 
what particular place they were bound. 

They waited with impatience from this time io the 2d of May, in ex- 
pectation of the ransom for the town of Guaquii, and they now began 
to tbink thai the owregidor mewit t» pniey with them tin lorcea should 
■niTo from Luhm; and the hostages expected no better late than to be 
crirricd prisoners to England. Thry ^rcrp m some degree relieved from 
those uneasy reflections by the arrival ot a boat in the evening, with 
22,000 pieces of eight, in part payment ; upon which many of the pri- 
emieis were pot on sbore, and a message to the corregidor sent back by 
the oane boiat, infotmiqf ktm they intended to sail the next day, and 
would carry the hostages away with them, if the remainder of the money 
was r!ot sent beforr their departure. In a short time after this, Captain 
Courtney took charge oi the Havre de Grace, and fell down with her to 
Punta Arena, to irtiich place Captain Rogers agreed to follow him the 
next momiDg, waitiog wy te take on faoerd some bogs, sheep, black 
cattle, plantains, cocoas, water, sails, and other necessary matters, which 
were still on shore. Before his departure he put on shore the governor 
of Puna, who was one of the hostages, making him several presents. A 
boat came on the next day, with some 3000 dollars more, and the persons 
who brought it decland the remainder, and also 1300 dollars to trade 
for goods, should soon oome. But Captain Courtney being of opinion 
this waj^ Only a pretence for detaining them till a squadron of ships 
could be tilted out at Lima, insisted they should immediately quit this 
station, in which he was seconded by a majority of the ofHcers, on which 
they resolved to nudte all possible despatch. The Beginnmg being small, 
and of no farther use, they sold her to the Spaniards for a£iit the value 
of fifty pounds sterling, which was paid in gold chain?, pearls, <fec., and 
they put the prisoners on board ; but kept the pilots, (Ofrether with a 
pcr&on who could speak EngUsh, the son of the President of Panama, and 
three lenuunuig hostages. 

They now bore away for the Gallapagos islands, with a strong gale at 
soulh-south-west ; and, discovering land on the 17th, bv daybreak next 
morning were within four leagues of two large islands, ncarlv joined to- 
gether. Having Urst agreed where to meet m case of separation, they 
now sent their boat on shoie twice in search of water, bat she returned 
with a melancholy account that none vflls to be found, and that the 
island was nothing h\tf. loosa eart^, ^ery rotten and beiw, which broko 
like cinders under their feet ; and the ground was so parched that it 
would not bear the weight of a man, which induced Captain Kogera io 
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believe it had been a volcano, though, he saya, there was some greens 
* and shrubs upon it. The. Duchess having caught a consi^^li-rable quan* 

tily of turtle and other fish, distributed it on th* SInl among the sick of 
' both ships, whieb, as thair pravisiM wwa Bevif «hni te d, provad o€ 

the utmost service. But their present unhappinesa was not a little in* 

creased, by finding the medicines bej^in to run short, whilf* the sick drop- 
pod off apace ; it wiis observed that none died except those who were 
vii bi.urei at Guaquil. 

On the 1M lu. Hatley, wilb five nan mi bo«id«m sf ibe prifebtiktp 
having water on boaid for only two imy, togodMT with a galleon, anothor 
of the prize ships, were missing: nor was their any sign of their rrtnm- 
ing, though lights were kept at the to]>-mast heads of the Uuke and 
Duchess all night, and guns continuaily fired. Captain Rogers, with the 
Dake, the Havre de Graee, and the bark, wool diioelijr in oMickof Ihem, 
and came up with the galleon in a few koim, near the eastemmoat iaiand ; 
but could obtain no intelligenca of Hatlef , whom they be^an to give up 
for lost. Tt was agreed in a council of officers, on the t,'6th, to stand 
over to the main in search of watrr. which could not be fotiiid on any of 
the islands. Ou the Gth ot June, a discourse was overheard by one of 
the eailors, between the Indian and Uaok ptitonata, who pn^oaed to 
murder the English, and run away with the ahip. On being charged 
with it, ihey denied having designed nnv fsnrh thin? ; but rtcknor-Indrred 
they had had some conversation of the kind, wiihonr, ho-.vevf-r, any seri- 
ous intuntions ; to prevent any evil consequences that might arise from 
these cabala. Captain BLogera dividod tham among the other ihqw. 

On this day the Duchess, after a abort abase, took a vessel of ninety 
tons biutlicn, naaied the St. Thomaa cte Villa Nova, Juan Navarro Na- 
varet coiniuinder, bound from Pan?<ma to ftn^'^uil. There were on 
board about forty passengers, ;tri.uiu^ whom was Don Juan Cardosa, poing 
to take upon him the command cf Brildivia, of which place he had been 
appointed governor. On the 7th they anchored about a eahle*a length 
from the shore, on the east side of the Island of Gorgona, and on the 8th 
the boats of the Duke and Dnchc^s seized a bark of fifteen tons burthpn, 
called the Golden Sun, with ten Spaniards and Indians on board, toge- 
ther with a few negroes. She had no cargo except a Htnuil quantity of 
gold rlust, and a large gold chain, with vmh they were going to Ona- 
qail to purchase aalt and brandy. On the 9th, in the evening, a conncil 
of all tlic officers, except Captain Rogers, who was indisposed, was held 
on board the Duchess, wherein, after the prisoners had been examined, 
it \\:ia resolved, from the accounts given of its situation and advantages, 
to steer for the Island of Malaga, where they desired to leave their sbipa 
in a enfe road, and then row up the river in their boata, till enabled Co 
anrpriso some canoes, with whieh thef mig^ Bore eifoctually stem the 
tides of the river. In these canoes thev were to proceed to' the jjolden 
mines of Barbacore, or Juan, whrn: lii* y expected to find a considerable 
booty, the Spaniards in that neigubuuihoud ha.viug iio kind of intelligence 
that an enemy waa ao near. 

*As Caj)tain Rogers had previooaly agreed to yield hia aaeent to what- 
ever should be^ determined on, they made sail for Malaga about twelve 
o'clock tlic same nighi ; but when acquainted with the result of their 
deliberations, he determined to discourse with Mr. Morel, and some 
other of the prisonetay of whose knowledge respecting the place of their 
destination he waa weU aianred. Theae iofoimed him, that whoever 
adviaed the council tothoaeneMwei mm uiteDded to he ponued, eitheff 
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designed to ruin them, or were totally tmacquainled with the affair ; for 
the Isiand of Malaga was not only unfrequented and barren, but the road 
extremely narrow and full of shoals ; that if the ships got over, which 
eoold only be affected at spring tidoi, there was the utmost danger of 
their being run ashote. They likewise said, the banks of the river aU 
the way up to St. Juan were well inhabited by a rare of people strongly 
attacheKl to the Spaniards, who would take all possible measures to annoy 
an enemy, particularly by their poisoned arrows, from the covert of tM 
woods ; and that the channel was so nanow, that b? felling trees across* 
they might effsetnaUy prevent the letieat of mvadeis, and cot them to 
pieces. 

The captain was so Rtrontjlv QlTect(<i with this information, and saw 
the danger to vvliicli they were about to expose themselves in so clear 
« light, that he immediately sent for Captams Coortney and Cook» and 
acquainting them with what he had heard, they immediately changed 
thfir coarse, in order to retnm to Gorgona, where it was detrrrni!i*^d 
to careen and fit up the Havre de Grice asi a twenty gnn slii[>, to he 
commanded by Captain Cook, and manned out of the Duke and JJucb- 
ess, to set as a thira consort. Coming to an anchor on the 18th of Jone, 
near the shore of Glorgona, in forty fathoms water, and having held 
a committee, the Diiches'? was Appointed to carpen, and the Duke 
to lie on guard, lest they bhouid be surprised by an enemy. The latter 
was also curcened as soon as the former was turned out, so that in about 
a fortnight they were again in prime order for sailing, to the great asto* 
Hishmcnt of the Spahiards, who declared that the same operation on one 
of the king^s ships, at Lima, usually took up six weeks, though they bad 
all kinds of necessaries, and artificers ready to s^ive their as.sistanre. 

The business which chiefly engaged them from the ui June to 
the 9th of July, was fitting ont ueHavre de Grace, which being com- 
pletely finished, they gave her the name of the Marquis. A good enter* 
tainment being proviticd, thev saluted each of the other ships with three 
huzzas from on board her, disLrilKJtcd liqnor among the company, drank 
the healths of her majesty and their owners, and to their own joint suc- 
cess. There were sent on board her two of the mam-deck guns of the 
Poke and two of the Duchess, which, with foor taken at Guaqotl, and 
twelve already in her, made twenty good ones, the carriages all new, or 
BO well repaired as to be as strong and good as if mounted in England, 
lier compliment of men was sixty>one, besides twenty negroes; the 
captain, officers, and men, were to be altowed the same'wages as those 
in the other shipe* The next thing of importance appeared to be getting 
rid of the prisoners, who hn^an to hr a great burthen, and were of ik) 
use. In a committee held on the 9th, it was agreed that Captain I)ovnr^_ 
Mr. Fry, and Mr. Stralton, with forty-five sailors under their commaiui, 
diOQld nave the care of transporting them to the continent, which was 
immediately pat in practice. The two Morels, Don Antonio, and Don 
Juan Cardosa, were dismissed among the rest, and at their departure 
appeared to be highlv satisfied with the treatment thev had met witli ; 
and the latter, in particular, was very ready to acknowledge this, as lie 
had been once very ill used by a Jamaica privateer, which he had fallen 
in with not far from Porto Bello. 

On the 18th, a negro, who had been bit by a speckled snake, died in 
less than twelve hours, notwithstJtnding the utmost exertion of the snr- 
geoiTs skill to m\c hi? life. There are Ljrrr^t abundance of ihese snakcn 
on Gorgona, some of which are three or lour vaids long, and as thick ^ 
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« man's leg. Tktj m of an ampbibiotit nature ; and one hKnag on Um 
aame day conveyed himself on board the du{i| 1)j the help of the caUlttg 

was killed upon the forecastle by the men. 

On the 20th and 2l8t, two canoes came on board to ii^d^, bringing 
with them money, limes, fowls, and other provisions. Next day live o? 
the negroes belonging to the ship hid themselves in the woods, with a 
Tiew of deserting to tke SpaniaiJs as soon as their masters had left ihm 
station ; bat, one being retaken the same day, was seyeiely punished ; 
and three more being forced by hunger to quit their asylum, wore triken 
two davs aflerwnrd. On the 27lh the two Morels camo on board again, 
with what money they could rat6C, and told the captains, the country 
buing much alarmed, it was with great difficulty they bad cibtained leaTO 
to come to them ; that the Gov&rnor of Barbacore, with 200 men, was at 
the water-side to prevent trading, and to hinder tbeii landing; and all 
the coast lined with men assembled for the same purpose. 

A conmuUee was held on board the Duke, in which it was agreed to 
distribute rewards to those who had most distinguished themselves : when 
Mr. James Stratton was sUowed forty rupees : William Davis and Der- 
rick Denickson bad twenty rapees each, (a rupee is about the value of 
half a crown ;) the boat's crew that engaged the Marquis, when taken, 
had two bales of baize, one of serges, and one of linen, to be sold by 
them when and where they should think proper i and to each of the 
men who went up the river beyond Goaquil, a suit of clothes was given. 
These rewards, over and above the respective shares of each man, were 
^nvcn to encourage them to behave gallantly for the future ; but, notwith- 
standing the g(?ncro3ity shown by the commanders on this occasion, a 
dangerous mutiny was set on foot a few days afterward, which might 
have proved of a very fatal consequence, had it uot been discovered by 
the steward of the Duchess. He aeetdentatly overheard the ringleaders 
holding a council on the manner in which they should proceed ; above 
sixty had signed articles, by which they bound themselves to stand by 
one another till they liad obtamcd what they called justice, w ith respect 
to the plunder, which they ima|;med had not been fairly distributed. 
Four of the principal promoteiv otthis destructive scheme, among whom 
was the j^erson who had drawn up the articles, were immediately ' se- 
cured in irons ; but upon expressing their sorrow for the erime, asking 
pardon, and promisin:? to behave better for the future, were soon after- 
ward set at liberty, i'he captains tho!i(]fht it most prudent to proceed in 
a mild manner : for to have punished a lew with great severity, when so 
many were concerned, might have been attendeffwith very disagreeable 
coasequenccs. After this, affiiirs began to tnore once more m their 
proper char.ncl. 

In a council of the principal officers of the three ships, held on board 
tiie Duchess, on the 6th of August, they bound themselves by an oath 
never to part company while there was a possibihty of keeping together. 
On the 7th it was agreed to give up to Messrs. Morel and Navarre their 
respective ships, and such goods as were not worth carrying away, to- 
gether with some negroes, which was done accordmgly. With ref^ard 
to the ellects in the bark, they ai^reed with M. Navarre for 12,000 pieces 
of eight, which, with 3,000 that remained lor the ransom oi Guuquii, he 
was to faring to thein at Manta within twelve days. Gapuin Cook now 
▼aloed the money and plate on board, for the use of the owners, at 
.€50,000, and the jroods at £60,000. Among the prisoners on board 
lif varie's ship, were several Udies who, at their de|Artuxet aduMwiedged 
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thp civility wilh which thoy had been treated, which thev f^iid had rm:ch 
cxcpf (led what tliu Engiuil would have recieved from theu couutrymca 
ou u siuiiiar occasion. 

The Island of Goigosm Hm in S degrees north latitodo ; It io tbioo 
leogooa in length, lying north-east and south-west, very narrow, and about 
six lea^Ttirts froni the rnntinent. It is full of wood and tall trees, one of 
which, called P:ilin;L-.Maria, is proper for masts ; and from this tree ibsuts 
a balaam ethcacious m several diseases* The island, at a distance, ap- 
posTs like thiee Utde fail]»; and along the north side theie it riding for 
ships ; but in some places fool ground and shoals near the shore. Some 
of the Duke's people caught here an ugly creature, supposed to be of 
the monkey kind ; it in some de^ee resembled one of those animals, only 
writh hair thicker and longer ; its face, eyes, and nose were less, and 
MM wrinkled and deforin^ ; its ears were not so large, its teeth longer 
and sharper ; its hinder parts more clumsy ; its body thicker in propor- 
tion ; its tail very short ; besides, instead of five claws, like fingers, which 
a monkey has, this animal has only three on each paw, which arc sharper 
and longer. On letting this animal louse at the lower part of the mizzen- 
shrouds, it was two honrs in getting to the mast-head, which a monkey 
-would have performed in less than half a minute. It walked an equu 
and slow pace, as if all its movements had been directed by clock-work. 
The Spaniards with great propriety cnl! it a Sloth, and say it feeds on the 
leaves of a certain lofty tree, which when it has cleared, before it can get 
down, walk to, and climb another, it becomes lean, and is almost starved. 

Their bastness at Gorgona being finished, they sailed thence on the 
17lh of August, and on the 10th Captain Hogers proposed to send the 
Marqtiis 1o Brazil, ta dispose of her cargo of prize goods and get fresh 
provisions, while the Duke and Duchess should continue in their present 
latitude, in expectation of the Manilla ship ; but his proposal was reject- 
ed hf the majority. On the 13th foond themeeWes only tliirteon leagues 
off Gorgona, bearing south and by east. On the 18th the Bochess took 
a bark of seventy tons burthen, bound from Panama to Lima ; she had 
nothing valuable on board, but twenty-four negroes, from whom they 
learned that the whole coast was alarmed with their being in the South 
8ess^ and that ever since their taking of Gnaqqil, the inEabitsnts were 
in the n^ost apprehensions of a visit. 

The two barks first ontnr'^d the Bay of Tecames on the 25th of August, 
and the consort ships anciiored near them in a few hoiirs afterward. It 
was at this place that Sir Francis Drs^e took the valuable ^)latc prize in 
1578. Jost as it grew dark, Mr. White, the Itngoist, having ventured 
a^ore witliout orders with a Spanish prisetier, hsd Vke to have suffered 
f:>r his rashness ; for landing opposite som© houses, several Indinns at- 
tacked them from an ambuscade with fire-arms, bows, arrows, and lances, 
though they called out m iipauish, and said they were friends. They 
had the happiness, howofer, to escape bemg shot, hidins themselves all 
night in the wood, while the people on board imagined they were either 
killed or taken priso'ners ; but, at break of day, they ventured to call 
again on the Indians, whom they prevailed on to trade, provided they could 
obtain the consent of their padre, who lived at six leaouea distance The 
linguist informed them there was a padre on board, whom they desired to 
•ee $ 00 which he was sent on shonf, and wrote a letter to the pdest of 
tiie place, informing him how e.ttremely well himself an i the other Spa- 
nish prisoners were used, and earnestly rccomtncnding a trade. Throi^eh 
the mediation of this friar, they promised that they would trade with 
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them the next day, whether the padre gave his consent or not ; and the 
Indians having accepted of a present of Ihreo imagee of sd^^and a 
feathered cap, to be given to the wife of their chief, they washe^ol^the 
xed paint with which they h.id daubed themselves, and which, while they 
wear, is to be considered as a declaration of war ; and then they aeDl 
Cdptaiii Ro;rer8 a present of several bows and arrows. 
' When the boat returned with the priest to the ship, he took with him 
one of the Indiana, who entered it with a look of aetomahment, and being 
much pleased with the great cabin, laid himself down on his side, gazing 
wildly about for an hour together, till Captain Rogers, having given hirn 
8ome old baize lor clothing, a few toys, and a dram of brandy, led him 
out, and he was taken on shore. At night a letter was received from the 
padre, allowing full permismMi to-tnale^ and the next day they received 
koga and black cattle in exchange for l):uze. The boats were now aenk 
up a creek, l ulen with ca ^ - ti> he filled with fresh water, when the peo- 
ple meeting by cliaucf" wr une of tiie chiefs of the Indians, who was 
painted and armed wilu uuvv^ and arrows, he advised them to go higher 
up the river, or they wonld find tlM wMar %meitiili;; For tbia kind adviee 
they offered him a dram out of a quart bottle of strong luraady, but taking 
hold of the bottle, he drank the greater part of it at once, and departed 
extremely well pleased, a'-^snring them they should be supplied from the 

tillage with whatever they wanted. The boats .having brought a conei- 
a|able quantity iftf water, plafiMiiia, hogs, blaSk eatde, and other prort 
ami^iand the 4wpa being he '^It d and cleaned, they set the priest on shore, 
giving him, by way of acknowledgment, a black female slave, of whom 
he appeared to be more fond tliati became his character. They alio sent 
to the friar or priest of the village, m return for his kindness, a male negro 
and a piece of baiste. V.^, .;. . 

They now put all their prisoners into an unrigged banc, Wrbff them at 
liberty to run her on shore at high water, keeping with them CMiTy two of 
the hostages, detained on account of the ransom of Guaquil not being 
fully paid ; and these they determined to carry to England. The village 
of Tecamea liea in a bottom, close to the water-aide, and consists only 
of aeven houses and a chnreh ; the housea are boilt with ^lit bambooa, 
covered with palmetto leaves, and raised upon posts, with hog>atiea bo- 
rieath them, and they ascend to them by the help of pieces of wood 
notched, instead of stairs. The inhabitants are barbarous and resolute, 
using hre-arms and poisoned arrows in their engagement, and are great 
' adepts at bush (ighting. There ia no dealing with them by oompwaiTS 
methods, and whooTor ia under the necessity of touching on thia ceeot, 
must endeavour to make them friends by gentle methods. The women 
carry their children at their backs, and have no covering but a piece of 
baize tied about their waist. A land-breeze generally springs up about 
midnight, at aooth and by east, whieh diea away about noon ; and in tko 
afternoon a sea-breeze comes on, which continues at west and waot-aoo^ 
west till midnight. From January till May they have light showers to thfl 
northward, but from June to December the wentlier is generally dry. 
... The three consort ships made one of the Gaiiapagos islands on the 10th 
of September, where they eontinaed for a weak, taking in tur^ andaalt, 
of both which there is great plenty. The Spaniards reckon fifty of these 
islands, only one of which yields fresh water. They abound as well 
with sea as land-birds ; and the latter are hawks and turtle-doves, which 
are so tame as to suffer themselves to be knocked down with a stick. 
The aeab ate ao fierce aa td attack any who happens to come in their 
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wty> ulikli Qiptiim Rogta eipa riww J ; being on ebore, one of Um 
.SBUBeU advanced to him with all the rage of an incensed mastiff dog ; 

the captain defended himself by sticking a pile he had in his hand into 
the creature's breast, on which he retired a little, and then advanced 
again, till he had recieved three several wounds, when he retreated to 
the eea, niaflHig and showing his long teeth abm the water. While 
they remained here, ten negroes being sent on shore to cot 6nng, seven 
of them deserted into the woods. 

They sailed on the 17th of September, and on the 4th of October 
came up with the islands called 'i'res Marias, where they remained till the 
84th, to take in wood and water and catch turtle : but it was not without 
difficnlty that they fbdnd a stream that was wholesome. All the springs 
which they met with, two only excepted, oat of which thej enppUed 
themselves, beinrr not only bitter, but violent pniyttives, oocationed bj 
^ some neighbonniiLr minerals of bitter roots. 

Quitting these islands on me ^ih of October, on the 1st of November, 
being in latitodo 22 degrees 55 minutes, discovered the land of California, 
about eight leagues distant. On the I7th some Indians were discovered 
at a distance on a bark-log, who paddled toward them : they were at first 
afraid to approach, but were it length prevailed npon by a present of a 
knife and some baise, for which they returned two live foxes, two blad- 
ders of water, and some deer* skins. These people were quite naked, 
and strangers to the European manner of trafficking. Some of the crew 
ventured on .shore on bark-logs, for the sea ran too high to attempt land- 
ing in the boats. The good-natured natives leaped into the sea to guide 
the bark-logs in the best manner they were able. On making the shore, 
the Indians led each of the Enriish ap the bank, where was an old man, 
with a deer's skin spread on the ground, on which they kneeled before 
the English, who also kneeling, the Indians wiped the water off the isces 
of the English with their hands. 

This ceremony being ended, each uf the sailors, supported by two of 
the savages, wii^||d throoffh a narrow path, of about a quarter of a mile 
in length, to their.hilt% where they were welcomed by the music of a 
« very uncouth inetrument, being only two jagged sticks, which an Indian 
rubbed across each other, and accompanied the noise with a voice still 
more inharmonious than the sound of the instrument. They then all sat 
down on the* gvovnd. and having been regaled with broiled fish, the In- 
diana attended them weltfin'the same manner with their mnsic ; presenting 
them with knives made of shark*s teeth, and several other little curiosi- 
ties, and permitting them to share in all they had, except their women, 
children, and arms. Above 200 people inhabited the place where they 
landed, and lived in huts made of boughs of trees, and leaves ere(^d in 
the form of bowers, with a fire before the door, round wldch they lay 
and slept. 

The men are straight, well built, have long black hair, and are of a 
dark browTi complexion. They live by hunting and fishing, and have a 
greater esteem for European scissors, nails, and knives, than for silver 
or gold. They use bows and arrows, and are soch ezeetlent marksmen, 
as to be able to shoot a small bird flying. Their bows are made of a hard, 
yet pliant wood, and are about six feet in length ; the string is made of 
silk grass, and the arrov/s, which arc four feet and a half long, are 
made of a jointed cane, with four long feathers about a foot from the 
notch for the siring : at the other end is fixed a piece of hard wood, point- 
ed with a sharp Uper fiint Th« women, whoeofettoiMmmiMrdiM> 
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gr«eabTo, aro employcil in making fishing lines, or in gathering' grain* 
which they grind upon a stone They were willing to aesist the Enf^hsh 
tn filling waier, and wouid supply them with whatever they could gel : 
th«]r were e Ttry booeet people, lad would not ttke tho kttt thing with- 
•et pemdieioa. 

In thn Bay of Puerto Seguro there are great numbtirs of albacores, 
mullets, dolphins, bream, and other fish, which the natives are extrrm^'lv 
expert at striking with wooden instrumenU from their fioals, which are 
made of five pieces of wood, and aie moted mth ihort paddles. From 
theee floats UM&f mM often leap, mud strike (he fish when near the 
bottom of the water. They also dive and fetch up pearl oysters ffom 
the rocks. Somn of the sailors infonned Captain Rogers they saw one 
of them dive with i?istruraents, and while he waa under water, put up 
his striker with a hbii upon the point of it, which was taken off by ano- 
Uier» who attended his motions on a bark4of . This the captain was the 
lather iodaced to believe, because he himself bad thrown sooie mstf 
knives overboard on p'trpo'^p to try the skill nf these excellent divers ; and 
they seldom missed catching the knife before it was more than three or 
four fathoms under water. 

By this tine they all began to despair of taking the Manilla ship, It 
being a month beyond her usual time of passing that way; ti(l» on the 
2lst of December, about nine in thn moniing, the inm it the mast-head 
cried out he saw a sail, at the dib-ance of seven leagues ; but, as they 
had little wind, did not come up with her till tlie next day, when Captain 
Rogers, having no spiritnoas liqaors on board, ordered a large kettle of 
ehMolate to be made for the ship'a eompany, and, after prayers, began 
the engagement. The Diichcss beinc;^ mnsiderab'.y to leeward, the ene- 
my fired her stem-chase first, which the Duke returnrfl with her foro- 
chase ; and then getting close on board her, gave her several broadsides, 
at the same time plying their small arms very briskly, wluch the Spa- 
niards for a while retorned, and then struck her colours just as the 
Duchess bad conM up, and fired five guns and a volley of small shot, 
Thr-y then sent the pinnace on board the r nemv, nnJ broncrht the captain, 
with tlie officers, av/av ; having exaniinei Lheui, tound that a larger ship 
had come out of Manilla at the same time, but she being a better sailer, 
had parted company three months bsfore. The Spaniards in this en- 
gnaement lost nmo msn, and had seve ral wounded. Oa the part of the 
i)n^li«^h, one tnnn wns wounded, besides Captain Rogers, who received 
a shot tluourrh tlie leti cheek, which mrried away a gmt prirt of his up- 
per jaw and several of his teeth, ^iuiue uf which dropped ua the dock 
when he fel>. This ptise was called Noestra Senora de la Ineamalion, 
oomnsnded by Sir John Pichberty, a gallant Frenchman ; and the pri- 
soners said that the cargo in India amounted to 9,(HM>,000 of doUailySha 
carried 193 men, and mounted twenty g\n]^. 

On Christmas day ilie Duches sand Marquis went out of the harbour 
lo enise for the great Manilla ship ; and on the sabe day two sentinels 
were posted on the top of a hill, from whence they had a good view of 
the sea, with instructions that if they saw three sail of ships in the off- 
ing-, they should wavo their colours throe times. On tho Sfith, in tho 
afternoon, the sentnos made three wafti, on which tiiey instantly put all 
die prisoners, amountmg to 170, on board the bark, without arms, rudder, 
oafls, or a boat; and leaving twenty*two hands to guaid them, Captain 
Rogers, who was still in a very weak con<Mtioo, got under sail at seven 
» toe evening, and continQed the chase all wght and next day; bnthn 
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•ttwr ships had engaged the enemy several limss m the hitsrun, the 

Marquis was by this time disabled. He, however, instantly engaged, and 
the attack was frequently renewed, till a chest of arms and cartouc h box 
took fire, and all the three ships were damaged : when it was determined, 
considering the nhmber of the enemy's men end the force of the ship, 
to porsae ner no farther. In this hloody engagement the English lost 
many of their men, and Captain Rogers was again wounded, having the 
heel-bone of his left foot taken off by a splinter. Thus ended the fruit- 
less attempt on this large ship ; after which they returned to the harbour 
of Puerto SegurOi spending some days in refitting and taking in wood 
and water. For some time past, they had been at short aUowanee of 
bread, but had the happiness to find such a qnintity on board the Manilla 
ship, tvhich they had taken, as, with their former stock, they hoped would 
serve them in th'^ lonrr run which thry intended to take across the South 
Sea. On the Ui ol Jduuary, the bark, with Captain Pichberty, the hos- 
tages, &c., being well supplied with a stock of proTtsions and waten 
saUed from Puerto Seguro ; and Pichberty, together with his officers and 
chaplain, acknowledged, with the utmost gratitude, the civility shown 
them, in having all their books, clothes, and instruments restored. 

A few days afterward, a committee of officers was held, in which the 
fnajohty appointed p^pjbdn Dover to the command of die prize, whidi 
was named the BatcMlor frigate ; bat against this nomination. Captain 
Rogers, who had a very indiflferent opinion of Mr. Dover's abilities as a 
sea-ofHcer, entered a solemn protest, which was also subscribed by the 
principal officers on boj|ni the Duke. To j^revent, however, the incon- 
yenienees tlibl^inight ansa from heart-bnrmngf and the encouragement, 
of disputes among each other, a new committee was appointed to be held, 
wherein it was determined that Captain Dover should be considered as 
chief captain on board the prize, but without any power with regard to 
sailing, engaging, or other affairs immediately respecting the ship ; the 
care of w£ch was committed to Mr. Fry and Mr. Stratton ; whue Do* 
yer was to see that nothing was done contraiy to the mterest of ihe 
owners. It was now determined that, as &eir business in those seas 
was pretty well at an end, they should prepare to sail for the East Indies. 
In case of separation, the place of rendezvous should be Guam, one of 
the Ladrone islands. 

They weighed from the Port or ISegnro on the 10th of Jannanr, bnt 
were becalmed under the shore till the 12th, in the dteinoon» wneil a 
breeze sprung up, which ran them out of sight of land. 

On the 10th of March, made the Islands of Serpana and Guam, and 
anchored near the latter in twelve fathoms water, the natives conlinuallv 
passing them in their proas, with astonisbing swiftness, bnt none wonld, 
on any account, be prefailediq^loeome on board. As there was now an 
absolute necessity for procuring a supply of provisions to prevent them 
from starving, not having, at the shortest allowance, bread and flour suffi- 
cient for fourteen days, they determined, if possible, to get some of the 
. inhabitants on board and detain .them as hostages, in case they shoold 
■be nnder the necessity of sending any of their people to the governor. 
In consequence of this resolution, they seized two Spaniards, \v!io hailed 
them, and came on board, on a supposition that the English came from 
New Spain. They detamed one of these by way of hostage, and sent 
two Jingoists ashoxo with the.other, who earned a letter to &e sovenior 
of Che fiUep in which they demanded liberty to deili innpeaceAemin- 
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nor, for provisions and refreshments, for which they prom!!«ed not only 
to pay immediately, but to behave in all other respects in ;i fnr iKily man- 
ner ; and threatened, if the request was refused, they would act openly 
as eneiniei, a proceeding which, however, they wtehed rtther to avoid. 

On the llth»lnthe morning, the D :ke*s pinnace was oent on shore 
with a flag of truce ; and the islanders l)ehaved with the utmost friend- 
ship to the crew, projnlfsfnsr to supply them plentifnily with provisions, 
provided the governor woulJ ^ive permission. About noon a letter was 
brought on board by the linguists, accompanied by three Sp«nith gentle- 
men, in which the mernor obligingly promised to aeeomroodate theoi 
with whatever the island produced. A sniiahlo answer to this oUii^in^ 
letter was immediately sent to his excellency, signed by all the captains?, 
expressing their own thanks and those of the crews for his polite awl 
friendly oiler. Oa the 13th, each ship was supplied with a bullock, be- 
sides limes, oranges, cocoa note, and other frolts ; and an onteittaiment 
provided on board the Batchelor for several Spanish gentlemen, at which 
all the officers of the several ships were present, not excepting Captain 
tain Rogers, who was unable to go on board without being hoisted up and 
down in a chair. On the morning of the I6th, several of the omcers 
went in the pinnace, to dine with the governor on shore, agreeable to in- 
vitation. On their landing, they were received by 800 men drawn op in 
etder, while the clergy and other principal people of the bland attended 
to conduct them to the goverrior's house, which, considering its situation, 
is a very noble building. They were here treated with the utmost friend- 
ship and respect, treated with at least sixty different dishes, and, when 
they departed, were stinted with e volley of small ams, fo tetiim for 
these civiliii s, they made the governor a present of twenty yards of scaiw 
let serge, six pieces of cambric, and two negro boys, dressed in liveries. 

The Island of Guam is about forty leagues in circiimfpreiice ; the 
anchoriiig place is on the weat side, and about the middle there is a large 
cove, with several houses, built in the Spanish fashion, with accommo- 
dations for the officers and ^rew of the Acapnlco ship ; the^settlemenl 
here having been made on purpose for that ship to refresh, and take in 
necessgries in her passage to Mnnlll i. On this, rtnri fhe neighbouring 
islands, are about 300 Spaniards, who have converged most of the nti- 
tives to the Roman Catholic religion. There were at this time eight 
priests, six of whom kept schools, besides peribrmmg their offices so 
clergymen. They had schools also taught by mulattoes and Indians^ 
who had attained to a knowledge of the Spanish language, which is un- 
derstood by most of the natives. The island, which is full of hills, val- 
leys, aiwl streams ol good water, produces oranges, lemons, citrons, 
musktnelons, and watermelons, which were originally brought thither by 
the Spaniaxds, besides the bread fruit, the cocoa nat, and other fruits 
natural to the soil and climate. Of die exottci> oranges in pafticolat 
thrive very well. 

The native Indians are strong and tall, and go naked, except a kind 
of clout worn by the men, and a shoit petticoat by the women, round 
iheir middle. The men bnm small lumps of clay, of an ova! lonm, tUl 
they are as hard as marble, which they are extremely deztsioas at sling- 
ing ; and the Spaniards say, that they seldom miss hitting a mark, and 
throw wi'h such force as to kill a mm at a considerblo distance. The 
most remarkable thing on the island is the bread fruit, which resembles 
an orange, and when ripe is about three times as big. Tiie leaves aro 

' of a blown colour, about u large, and not unlike those of the fig tret. 
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The people btvd no olher weapons bnt a stick or lanoe, which is made 

of the heaviest wood that grows on the island. The goyernor made 
Captain Rogers a present of one of their flying proas, which the Spa- 
niards said would run twenty leagues in an hour ; this accouut was pro- 
bably exaggerated, but Captain Rogers says, that from what he saw, liiey 
may jun twent/ miles or more in that space of time ; for when the n»-. 
tives came in Uieae Teasels to take a view of the ahips, they passed 1^ 
them like a bird flying. 

They cot under sail from Guam on the 2lst of March, living firj?t ta- 
ken in plenty of wood and water, and each ship received lis proportion 
of provisions, which, m that commanded by Captam Rogers, amoonted 
to sixty hoo^, fourteen small bullocks, ninety-nine fowls, twenty-four 
bask- of Indian corn, forty-four baskets of yams, fourteen bags of r:cp, 
and SOO cocoa nuts. On the 14th of April, being in 23 deforces north 
latitude, they came so near to three water spouts, that one of them had 
like Co have broke over the Marquis ; hot it was happHy dispersed hy 
two shots from the Duchess. Soon allerward the Marquis and the 
Batchclor received considerable damage in their rigging by a violent 
storm, which !asi!Hl fonr or fivn days ; nnd these vessels being both but 
ladiflerent sadura, were a conbiderabie hmdrance to the voyage, which 
was rendered very fatiguing to the crew of the Doke, who were con- 
tinnally obliged to ply their pumps, on account of having sprung a leak, . 
which at present they had no opportunity of stopping. Having coasted 
for several days along the bi^jh- lands of New Guinea, they, on the 25th 
of Ma^, made Bouton, to which island the Duke and Duchess imme- 
diately sent their pinnaces, which soon returned with plenty of cocoa 
nuts, and reported the inhabitants, who spoke the Malayan tongue, were 
civil and hospitable. At this time they endeavoured in vain to find 
ground proper to anchor in, thoun-h the Duke sounded with a line of * 
eighty fathoms, and run licr bowsprit almost on shore. In the interitu 
the mhabilantfl came off in canoes, bringing with them fowls, Indian 
com, cocoa nuts, pomp ions, dec., which ttiey exchanged for goods with 
the sailors. Captain Rogers sent «ome of the officera in the yawl and 
pinnace to land, where the king and his nobility received them in a very 
bos;)iiahle manner, and promised they shcnld be siipulied with such necps- 
tsarics as the place afforded. His majesty and ail his attcndanta were 
bare-footed, and had no other covering than a cloth wrapped round the 
middle. 

After sounding for three or fonr days, as they cruised round the bead 
lands, they at ktiglh got anchoring graund in between thirty and forty 
fathoms water, and the Duke and Duchess came to their moorings. About 
this time the I)uke*s boat, which had been sent on shore, returned with 
some Malays in a canoe, who, by presents, bad been prevailed upon to 
come on board ; but these people were of no use, there being no person 
Oil board who could understand them ; a-id Captain Dover, who had a 
linguist, refused to lend him, notwilhslaudmg the evident necessity of 
the case. Neither would the Malays be prevailed upon to so on board 
the Batchelor, she being in danger of ronnmg on the shoals, though Cap 
tain Rogers trcato ! them with swpctrncats ; hut, on their qu'tti'i:^ the 
Duke, they ni.ide signs, pointing to the land which lay to the northward, 
which they called Uootoo. Captain Dampier having formerly been through 
the straits of Bouton, was examined respecting his knowledge of the 
place, but he seemed to remember very little of it. However, on the 
39th of May it was agreed to send hmi, together with Mr* Vanburght 
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Mr. Cotmally, and the linguist, by way of depuCatioo i0 ih« kbg, de- 
siring a supply of provisions, for which they wonl ! very readily pay. His 
majesty received these gentlemen in a courcous matiner. and seemed 
pleased with the samples shown him of such goods as ixicy chose to ex> 
change for provisions ; and was esceedia^ly delighted with a biahop^s 
nitre, tent him as a present Tbe InhabiUntts now began to fiock on 
board, bringing fowls, Indian com, and cocoa nuts, to eiCMOgo with the 
£i.['l::sh, but they demanded too !".i'j;h a price for thfm. 

On the 1st of Juno Dampii r returniMl from the town in the pinnace, 
bringing a mysterious accouut of tbe pruccedxngs on &hore, and a small 
quantity of pnmdons, as a pnsent to the captains; bot the two other 
oiHcers remained behind,- to despatch what they cooM agiee for. Several 
of tbe inhabitants, wifh a Portuguese linguist, came from the town next 
(fay, under pretence of looking at the goods and carrying samples to the 
king ; but Captain Rogers and the rest of tho gentlemen began to be 
afraid, by their thus tricing, that they should get nothing of them at laist ; 
and, therefore, sent tbe Dadiess^s pinnace to horry away the officers as fsst 
as possible, with what provisions they had got. The country prople had 
prctiy well supplier] them by the 4th, and, therefore, they were determined 
to waste no more tune m that place, but sail immediately for Batavia. 

On the 5th Mr. Connelly returned in the pinnace, and informed them 
tbe king wished to compel them to take a quantity of provisions at an 
exorbitant price, and meant to detain Mr. Vanburgh till the money vras 
paid. The same day several of the nobility came on board with four 
of rice and a cask of arrack, which was immediitely agreed for. 
As s*oon as they were departed, the Portuguese linguist came to dispose 
of aomc provisions of his own ; but as ho brought no news of the English 
on shore, a suspicion began to arise that some mischief was intended ; 
and, therefore, determined to keep him till the boat returned. They the 
rather chose to fix on him, as be was of such use to the king in all com- 
inorcial matters that he could not possibly be spared ; but tne Portuguese, 
beiuj; apprehensive of their design, got out of the ship into his own canoe, 
rowmg away as fast as possible, tilfovertaken by the yawl. On this all 
the people who worked m the canoe jumped into the sea, bnt were taken 
up by the Dachess's pinnace, and the linguist was once more brought on 
board, where, finding himsfilf likely to be detained, ho despatched his 
canoe to the king, desiring that liie English might be immediately dis- 
missed. Upon this, Mr. Vanburgh and the sailors with him came on 
board on the 7th', having patted with the king in a very friendly manner ; 
but he could not prevail upon his majesty to fumish them with a pilot 
to conduct them through the straits, at any rate. On Mr, Venbufgh'e 
coming on board the linguist was immediately dismissed. 

The Island of Bouton is near thirty leagues in length, and is situated • 
in 6 degrees SO minutes south latitoide. The inhabitants say, tjjiat all 
the adjacent islands are subject to their king, who can raise 60,0jD0 men. 
They are well made people, of the middle size, have very indiffereDt 
fenturcs, and a dark olive complexion. They speak the Malay language, 
and profoss the Mahometan religion, of which; however, they know very 
little, except bathing, abstaining from swine's flesh, and having a number 
of wives. The only spice prwuced on this island is a few nutmegs ; 
and the inhabitants are not afraid of the Dutch, against whom their po* 
verty is a sufficient security. 

They weighed anchor from the Island nf Bouton on tbe 8th of June, 
and the next day came up with a vessel bound for Macassar, a Dutch 
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settlement on the south part of Celebes. The master, \v!io was a Malay, 
promised to pilot them not on!v through the straits, but even to Batavia, 
for a small gratuity, provided it was kept secret from the DuLch ; and tho 
captain leadily agreed lo bit demaods, this being a hanpy ioeident in their 
favour, as thereby they avoided several dangerous shoals, the shunning 
of which properly is best known to the Holland traders. On the 17th, 
hniled a Dutch ship, of 600 tons, and fifty guns, by whom thev were in- 
formed that Prince George of Denmark was dead, and that the powers 
of Europe were atill at war. On the SOtb, entered the load of Batayia» 
and came to an anchor in about six fathoms water, among upward of thir^ 
sail of shij)s. Two days afterward the captains waited on the governor, 
who, having examined and approved of their commission as private ships- 
of-war, promised them all possible assistance, but was not over scrupulous 
in keeping his word ; for it was a considerable time befojre they could 
obtain leave to careen their vessels ; but, at length, on the S3d of July, 
they hove-down upon Horn ftland. They were obliged to buy provisions 
at most etfravanr-ant prices, and though havinfr an audience with the go- 
vernor was unnecessary on several occasions, they could never obtain it 
without bribing his guards and secretary, nor was it always that even this 
method was efficacious. Indeed, this is the case at almost all the Dutch 
settlements, where the chief people treat the captains of the English 
ships as enemies, while they receire them with ail the outwaid appear- 
ance of friendship. 

Horn Island being a very inconvenieut place to care«[i at, the com- 
manders petitioned the governor in Jeave to perform that business at 
Unherst, which is the place where the Batch careen their vessels ; but 
this was a favour thev could not on anv terms obtain, nor even the as- 
eiatance of the Dutch carpenters ; so that they were compelled to employ 
eight or leu Malay carpenters. That the government miglit complete 
their oppressive measnres, they absolutely foiSade any of the people to pur- 
chase the Marquis, which the captains had agreed to sell ; so that they 
were obliged to part with her to the first English bidder, who hrippened 
lo be Captain Opey, of the Oley frigate, from London, who bougnt her 
at the low price of 675 Butch dollars. During this stay at Batavia, 
Captain Rogers, who recovered his health bat verv slowly, had 'a mnsket 
shot cot out of his cheek, which the surgeon had hitherto mistaken for 
a piece of his broken jaw, and had also several splinters extracted from 
hif? heel. Several of the men were here carried off by fluxes, which the 
water of this island is apt (o occasion ; and yet they took care to correct 
its ill qualities with a sufficient quantity at airack and sugar, the last 
article of which they purchase at one penny per jpoond, and the other at 
eight pence the gallon. • The officers and men havmg supplied themselves 
with such necessaries as they wanted, and a proper stock of provisions 
being laid in, thev left Batavia on the I2th of October, and sailed for the 
Cape of Good Hope. 

On the 17th, having taken in wood and water at Java Head, within 
Pruice's Island, they proceeded on their voyage, and came to an anchor 
in the cape harbour on the 28th of December The Enfilish snluted tho 
Dutch fort with nine guns ; which compliment was returne'l with seven. 
At this place they waited lor the convoy of the Dutch fleet to Europe 
till the beginning of April, uid though Captain Rogers strongly opposed 
this delay, a majority of the committee of officers carried it against him. 
On the 5th of April the Dutch admiral hoisted a blue flag, and loosed 
his fore-topsailj as a signal to unmoor and the next day the whole fleet, 
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coDsisttng of alitom Dutch and nine English ships, eaUed with ii firaah 
hceese at aoath-south-east. Captain Rogen retnarks, that during the 

whole voyage from the cape to Holland, the most eN'?rt discipline was 
observed by the tieet, and the utmost respect paid to the admiral, though 

' he only commanded a trading vessel, which had been to the East Indies 
on the Duteh Eaat India company *• account. This admiral ie lepreaentad 
as a man of great abilities aud ^ood nature, and particularly respectful to 
the English, frequently entortaming thi^ captains on boird his own ship. 

On the 23d of July they arrived in thr T( xel, on which the Dutch fired 
all their suns, and the Engli^ih cumpiimented the admiral with several 

• lounda of cannon. In the afternoon of the 24th, Captain Rogere went up 
to Ameteidam to buy provisions for the ship, and transact other ncceiMuy 
business. They sailed from the Texf'l nn the 22d of September, and on 
thr 2d of (October, 1711, came to the rrioonngs in the Downs, wherr soma 
of liieir uwiicrs came on board to congratulate them on their safe arnvaf. 



CAPTAIN JOHN CLIPPERTON.— 

About the beginning of the year 1718, some English merchants, fore- 
aeeing it conld not be long before there would bo war between England 
and Spain, resolved to fit out two ships for the South Seas, in hopes they 
might make as successful a voyage as the Duke and Duchess, under the 
command of Captain Rogers. Two ships were accordingly provided, 
one called the Success, the other the Speedwell. The command of the 
foram was given to Captain Clipperton, who had been with Dampier ; 
and Captain Shelvock, formerly Heutenaiit in the royal navy, was appointed 
to command the latter, having under him, as second captain, Mr. Simon 
Hatley, the same person whom Captain Woodcs Ro^j-r«r5? lost among tho 
Gallapagos islands, and who was a prisoner among the Spaniards for a 
considerable time afterward. The instructions the captains received were, 
to proceed immediately to Plymouth, and to sail thence with the first 
fair wind for Cape Horn, or the straits of Magellan, and then, either to 
double the cape, or pass through the straits, as should be most conve- 
nient. After this, to sail into the South Seas, cruise on the coast of 
Chili, Peru, and Mexico, and endeavour lo meet the Acapulco ship. To 
be careful, above all things, not to seperate from each other ; to under* 
take nothing of importance without holding a council of officers, stating t 
the question in writing that was to be debated, drawing up the resolution, 
with the reasons upon which it was grounded, in concise terms, and 
obliging every officer present to sign it. They were also to call a council 
in the same manner, as soon as possible, after any action had happened, 
or any prize of consequence taken, in which the conduct of the officers 
concerned might bo orntnincd, r^.nd a true judgment of it immediately 
passed, which was to be subscribed by the persons nssisting at the council. 

At length, on the 13th of February, 1719, they sailed from Pivmouth 
with a fair wind, but the whole stock of wine, brandy, and other liquors,^ 
for the use of both ships, was still on board the Speedwell ; and how fatal' 
a mistake it was not to divide it before this time will soon appear. On 
the 15th, had squally wonther with rain ; in the evening, unbent the best 
and small bowers in the Success, stowed their anchors, and found ihcm- 
aelves often obliged to shorten sail for the Speedwell. Captain Shelvock 
came this day under the lee of the Success, and complained to Captain 
Clipperton of the cranknoaa of his ship, which proceeded from having 
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!«• mch mklil aloft ; vad, thetefore, doitred kim to send far hk frlnt 
and brandjt which would give him au opportunity of striking down 8oni« 
of hi% gans into the ho!J. This was not tlnne, which, if it is a proof of 
Oaptain Clippcrlon's lic^ligtuice, is also a proof he liad no suspicion of 
Shclvock's leaving ium, and Ikat) on iiis part, he had no iuleuliuu lu de- 
sert tbe SpeedweU. 

Between nioe and ten o'clock at night, on the 10th, there arose a fresh 
brpfzp, so as to oblige both ships to take in their topsails. ^jalo 
increasing, the Success made a signal for the Speedwell to bring-t \ a iiich 
Shclvock readily obeyed, and by seven o'clock both ships were under bare 
polei, nor able to bear a rag of eaiiTasa during the night. On the 90th, 
about two in the afteraoon, the atorm abated, when Clipperton made sail, 
steering south and by east, whereas Sbelvock stood away to the north- 
west, so that from this day they never saw each other till they met by 
accident in the South Seas. Here, then, properly begins the history of 
the former's voyage round the world in the Success. 

The Caoaries being the first pLsee appointed for a rendeavoua, he 
aailed thither with such expedition ae to urive cm the 5th of March, and 
having taken on board refreshments, continued, agreor^Me to his instruc- 
tions, to cruise in that station for ten days, in hopes oi seeing his con- 
sort, lienig diiiappointed, he determined to continue his voyage, lest he 
ehould mite her at the next place of rendezvous, which wa* the Cape de 
Verde islands, and accord^iglj left Gomera oil the I5th, in order to be 
early at Itis next station. 

On the 21st, in the evening, they saw St. Vincent, one of the Cape 
de Yerdes, and next morning anchored in the bay. They remained here 
ten days, in hopes of meeting their consort, but in vain, which ao dis- 
couraged the crew, that Captain Clipperton found it no easy matter to 
engage tbcm to continue the voyage. These islands, which the Dutch 
can the Salt islands, from the great quantities of it found there, were 
discovered by the Portuguese in the year 1572. They are ten in number, 
viz , St. Ja^o, St. L\icia, St. Vincent, St. Antonio, St. Nicholas, Blanca, 
De Sal, Maio, De Fogo, and Bonaviata. They extend from the Gieen 
Cim>e 160 leagues into the sea. 

On the 29th of May, found themselves in 52 degrees 15 minutes south 
latitude, being off Cape Virgin Mary, the north point of the en (ranee of 
the straits of Mafiellau ; and the next day entered the straits, and sail- 
ing up as far at Queen Elisabeth's Island, sent their pinnace on ahore 
to afresh water river, which was at this time frozen up. On the 23d, 
anchored in a fine bay, which, from i^s depth, they called No-Bottom 
Bay : the trees on the shore of which were very liigh, and SO loaded 
with snow as to atl'ord an astonishing prospect. 

A canoe came off on the 29th, with two men, a woman, and a boy ; 
the^ were of a middle stature and dark complexions ; their faces round, 
their foreheads low» their hair black, straight, and sfiort ; and they had 
no clothing except a piece of skin abovit the waist. They had a remark- 
able fine streak, of a bright blue colour, round their wrists ; and the men 
were so extremely jealous, that they could by no means be prevailed on 
to let the women go on board. They brought wild geese and ducks, 
which were exchanged for knives, and had a fire in the middle of their 
cnnoo, the latter being built of the bark of trees sewed tog<»ther. They 
had also with them bows and arrows, and iniplen.ents for hshing. 

On the 20th of July some persons were scat in tbe pinnace, in order 
to make a discovery of a passage which a French Tartau is said to haTO 
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went througli into the South Sea, in May, 1713 ; they returned on the 
1^, having found the passage, but so narrow it was judged haisrdoiit 
to attempi going that way. On the morning of the Ist of August, four 

officers went to look for this passage a second time. After the strictest 
examination, rlitv could not find that it ltd into the South Seas; and, 
even if it had, tlie passage was so contracted that the slap could uot 
have gone through it. lliey, therefore, resolved to proteeute their voy- 
age through the straits, which, with mnch danger tnd difficulty, they at 
lei^th accomplished, being all the way at short allowancr 

They arrived in the Sonlh Sra*; on the 18th of August, but in so weak 
a condition that it was inipossibie for thern to undertake anything of 
consequence ; besides, Captain Clipperton was resolved, in pursuance to 
his instracttons, to steer m the Island of Joan FemandeXt the third and 
last place appointed for a rendezroua. Here they cast anchor on the 7th 
of September, and sent persons on shore to search for some testimony 
of the Sj)etjdwell'8 having been there, but met with no success. Cap- 
tain Clipperton, therefore, ordered an inscripiioji to be cut on a remark- 
able tree, fronting the landing place ; so that it was impossible lor any 



** Captain John W. HagOO* 1719." This William Magee was sur- 
geon on boar 1 the Success, and was a person extremely well known to 
Captain Shelvock and all his shiji's company. 

They look a great number of goats here, which not only served for 
fkresent eating, hot likewise to Increase their sea-store, having an oppor* 
t'nnity of saltmg them from some French vessels which had lately touch- 
ed at the island, leaving a considerable quantity of salt, which they hnd 
HI ulc lliere, be hind. They alao took in wood and water, and repaired 
their ship lor a cruise in \he South Seas, where it was now a^arent they 
were to act alone, and Captain Clipp«rton gave it as bis opinion that the 
Speedwell was lost; which, if not his real sentiments, he said so to pa- 
cify the sailors, some of whom, with their dying breaths, cursed Shelvock 
for running aw.Tv with th^ir liquors. The heantv and fertility of this 
island, compircd with the dilficulties they expected to encounter in tlm 
Soath Seas, tempted four of the men to run away from liie ship and fly 
to the moonlains. As they were in want of hands, and as it would have 
been inhuman to leave them behind, the captain gave orders to make 
dilic^ent 9e?rch for them, but for some time without effect. 

At length, the day before the sliip was to leave the island, st mr of the 
officers went in the pinnace to look for these men, who had now been 
absent a fortnight ; and sailing round to the east part of (he island, found 
two in custody of the goat hunters, who had met with them while in the 
pursuit of their an me ; and who affirmed, that they had more difficulty 
in secvuing these fellows, than in killin^r dotjblc the number of goats, 
having been obliged to fire several tunes before they would surrender. 
The prisoners said, that for the first five days they were hard put to it, 
being obliged to subsist wholly on the cabbage trees, with which the 
island abounds ; but having one night, by good fortune, discovered a fire 
left by the hunters., they dressed some meat by It, and ate plentifully. 
All the re.sl heln;^^ on board and mustered, they prepared to sail on the 
7th of October ; in the meantime, a person went on shore in the long- 
boat to er«ct a cross, which had been already cat for that purpose. At 
the foot of the cross a bottle was baried, in which was a letter directed 
for Captain Sliclvoek, appointing another place <^ rendexvOQS, and some 
signal by which they should know each other at sea. .

JOHN CLIPPERTON. 135 

On tli« 9fli of Octfl^r, at eiglit o*e1oek in tlM inmiiiiuf, weighed from 

the Island of Juan Fernandez, leaving behind two of the deserters, whom 
they had not been able to fint!. On rhr 25ih of October, chased a small 
vessel, w^ich they soon came up with and took ; she proved, however, 
a very iudifierent jprizCi being a snow of forty tons buttheo, laden with 
nmdmd rohbfsh lor manore ; btit next day they met with i better prize 
in a ship called the St. Vincent, of 150 tons, laden with wood, from 
Gmquil. On the 30th, took a large ship bound from Panama to Lima, 
called the Trinity, burthen 400 tons, and ha 1 bppn taken by Captain 
Rogers, when he plundered Guaquil, several years before ; she had 
many passengers on board, and her lading was of very considerable va- 
loe. On the 3d of November, took a veasel of seventy tone, on board of 
which was the Coontessof Lagnna and several otherpassMngers, a great 
quantity of ready money, and upward of 400 jars of^ wine and brandy, 
articles they much wanted. The captain offered the countess her choice, 
to remain on board the prize, or to accept such accommodations as he 
was able to afibrd on board the Saccess ; and, as die preferred the 
former, he sent an officer of marines, with a gnard, on board the prize, 
to prevent her being molested. On the 12th, discovered a vessel at 
some distance, of 200 tons burthen, and bound from Panama to Lima, with 
a ladins of wood, which, though of very little value to them, tliey took. 

On the 34th of November, took a prize of about SCO tone burthen, 
laden with wood, from Panama to lima, having on board forty negroes, 
and thirty Spaniards, chieflv p^.??engcrs. On the 27th, came to ?in ?<n- 
chor with all the prizes at the Islaiirl La Plata, where the captain bt7;;m 
seriously to consider bow he should mukc the voyage turn out to the 

Seatest possible advantage to his owners, as well as to himself and the 
ip*s company. He knew the coast was alarmed, and had certain in- 
trllirfoncp that two men-of-war, one. of fifty and the other of thirty four 
• guns, were fitted out on purpo.sc to take liiin. He had no expectation 
of getting tlie goods he bad taken, ransomed, in that part of the world, 
and was sensible that they would prore of very little Yaloe if brought to' 
England. He, therefore, determined to try a project which Captain Ro* 
gers had successfully practised before, that of sending a cargo of prize 
goods to Brazil ; and, accordingly, fitted out the bark in which he had 
taken the Countess of Laguna, mounted her with eight guns, and putting 
on board thirteen Englishmen and ten negroes, with what pnmsions and 
neeewaries he could spare, he loaded ■ vith a cargo valued at j610,000 
and up -vard ; and on the 27th she sailed for Brazil, under the command 
of Captain Mitchell. 

Clipperton now sailed from La Plata, in order to cniise in his former' 
station ; and on the ISth of D^ember, about five in the evening, saw a 
sail, which he soon took ; she was called the Rosary, bound from Cher* 
rippe for Panama, laden with provisions. Next day the launch and pin- 
nace were employed in takino; flour p.nd other provisions from on board 
the prize ; and when they had taken as much out of her as they could 
well stow, cut her mainmast by the board, lest she should overset, and 
let her go. They continued to cruise in this station, lyins in toward tho 
shore at night, and standing off all the day : but met with no adventure 
til! the 27th, when they anchorrd in Gnnnchaco Bay, where they found 
two ships at anchor, and fired a shot at each, but no return was made. 
They then sent their boats on board, but found the vessels abandoned, 
and discovered that the lading bad been just taken out. 
It was now resolved to bear away for the Gallipagos' islaads, in order 
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to refresh ; and accordingly, on the 9th of January, 1720, ihey anchored 
in York Road, on the north sulc of the Duke of York's Island, directly 
unfler the equinoctial line, whrre they found good water, scrubbed and 
cleaned their ship j and, alter a stay of ten days, left thoM i»l«lld«, and 
•ailed (o the northward. 

They discovered a sail on the 21st of January, which they continued 
to chase till eleven o'clock at night, when they came op with her, and 
she struck on their firin? a single gun. This ship was called thePnuce 
Eugene, bound from Panama to Lima, having on board the Marquis de 
^ Villa Roche, who had been President of Panama, aod alt bis family. 

On the 20th of April, anchored in the Gulf of Amapalla, with a view 
to have taken in water; but, not being able to procnreany» they steeied 
to thp Island of Tygers, where there was abundance. From-lhis time 
till the 'Ziih of Jurie they met with no success ; but on that day took a 
prize, laden with timber and cocoa note: and on the 11th of Angnat 
anchored, with their prize, at the Island of Lobos de la Mar. While here, 
n conratney, headed by the boatswain and another fellow, was formed 
for seizing the captain and the rest of the oiEcprs, and runnincr away 
with the Thip. The conspirators agreed to set all the officers on biiuie 
on the Island of Lobos; and then, without diatinctiop, to ahoot every 
man who opposed their proceedings ; but the plot being discovered on 
the 6th of September, the two ringleaders were severely poniahed, and 
the rest pardoned, which put an end to the conspiracy. 

On the 1st of November, sailed for the Bay oi Conception ; and in the 
passage took a ship, laden with tobacco, sugar, and cloth. They made 
the bay on the 6th, in the afternoon, where they saw three men-of-war, 
lying with their topsails loose, who no sooner discovered them than they 
cut their c ibles and stood in chase. At this time Captain Clipperton 
had one prize with him, which, as well as the Success, hauled close 
upon a wind ; on which the best aailer among the Spanish men-of-war 
gaTO ehaae to the priae, which he soon came np with and took. The 
other ships crowded all the sail they could for some time, till the largest, 
having her mizzon-topmast carried away, fired a gun, tacked, and stood 
in for the shore, which gave the Success aii opportunity of making her 
escape. In the Spanish prize Clipperton. iusi ha third lieutenant, Mr. 
Milne, and twelve of hia men. 

On the 16th, saw another r all, to which they gave chaae, bat after a 
few guns fired on bolh sides, she bore away and out-sailed them, perhaps 
a happy circuinslance, as she was a ship of force fitted or.t to take Cap- 
tain Shelvock ; but the captain knowing this was not Shelvock's ship, 
and donbting her atrength, ivaa onwiUm^^ to engage her. They now 
continued cruising to the northward, not m search of plunder only, but 
provisions, particularly flour, of which they had none left, a n! were at 
this tune reduced to an allowance of half a pound of Indian corn a day 
to each man. On the 4th of December found themselves very near tho 
Gallapagos, and on Che 6th tent the pinnace to discover an anchoring 
place near one of the islands, which returned without finding any, but 
reported they saw a great number of turtle on shore ; on which the pin- 
nace and yawl were sent to get some, and returned with fish sufficient lo 
servo the whole ship's company a day. There being a prodigious surf 
they could not land, but kept plying on and off, tiu unwilling to toee 
more time, they determined to steei for the Island of Gocos, where they 
hoped to ge^ fresh provisioned which the nomber of sick people on board 
rendered very necessary. 
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On the I7tb, in the morning) had the satisfaction of seeing the Island 
of Cocos, at the distance of nine leagues to the north-wcsf, whicli filled 
them with inexpressible joy ; and next day all who could with safety be 
■pared from the ship, went on shore to build a large tent for the recep 
tion of the sick. Here thev got plenty of fish, fowls, eggs, cocoa nuta» 
and other refreshments; the captun opened the last jar of brandy, 
distributing to every man a dram a day ; and on New Year's day he 
allowed a gallon of strong beer to every rness ; so thai by proper refresh- 
nients and ease the crew began to recover apace, synd at kngih gut their 
wood and water on board. On the 17th of Janoiury, 1721, the captaio 
made the necessary dispositions for sailing ; but it wae three davs before 
he could get his people on board, and even then tlierc were no less than 
eleven missing, viz., throe En^:;]Lshmcn and eitrht ?iegroes, who preferred 
an idle life in that sohLiiry place, to the diead ui ihu dangers and fatigues 
to which they were cootinually exposed on board. 

On the 25th of this month arrived on the coast of Mexico, where, die- 
covering a sail about seven in the evening, they sent their pinnace to give 
chase, to whom she struck about elovon. On the return ol the pintiare 
they had the fiurpristng account, that lins wus a Spanish ship called tiie 
Jeett BCaria, now commanded by Captain Shelvoek, who gave the follow* 
ing account : that he had no more than forty of his men on board, the 
rest being all dead or dispersed ; ihnt. he had lost the Speedwell at Juan 
Fernandez, where ihey staid five months, and built a bark out of the 
. wreck, with which they put to sea, and coasted along Chili and Peru, 
meeting several th'ips, but conid take nothing till they came to Piseoi 
near Lima, where they made this prize. There was, however, conside- 
rable difierence in their accounts, and it appeared they had no regular 
command among them, but had chosen a qnartor-master, and carried 
everything by a majority of votes ; so that tliey had entirely broken their 
articles with respect to their owners, and had shared what they had 
among themselves. 

At eight oVlock in the evening, Shelvock came on board, having been 
sent for by Captain Clipperton to give an account of his transactions. 
Tlie lattyr still keeping to the northward, saw the Jesu Maria several 
times, but, uf-the beginning of the month of March, considering they 
had a fair opportunity of coming up with the Manilla ship before she 
entered Acapuico, the ofBcers determined, the next time they saw Cap* 
tain Shelvock, to propose to him to make the attempt. 

On the 13th they discovered a sail, which from the signals appearing 
to be him, they brought-to, and the captain and bis lientenants came on 
board, when a general <»>nsultation was held, at which the officers be- 
longing to both ships agreed that the attempt should be made jointly, 
and that if happy enough to meet her, they should inn her aboard at 
once, which they supposed to be their only chance of success. After 
this they cruised for her, and on the 15th Captain Clipperton held ano- 
ther consiAtatioD, in which the following proposals were agreed to^ 
signed, and sent to Csptain Shelvock : that if he and his crew would re- 
fund all the money shared among themselves contrary to the articles 
with the owners, and agree to put it into a joint stock, then all faults 
should be forgiven, both companies would unite and proceed to cruise 
for the Manilla ship. However, Shelvock and his people not caring to 
part with anything they possessed, decUned giving any answer to this 
proposal. Captain Clipperton now finding ih:n nothing was to be done 
wiln his coadjutori having waited till some days were elapsed^ beyond 
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the uscal time of meeting tbt MaaiBft ridp» de t e tmii wd 10 ^ di- 
rectly to the East Indies. 

On tlie 1 3th of May anchored in the road of Guam, and sent the pin- 
nace on shore wiiii a dag of truce, in order to obtun some proyif loiis ; 
bat the inAiabltaiito sent word the^ eoiild not trado without the gover- 
nor's permission ; and, therefore, it wat thought proper to mtke unrne* 
diate application to him Mr. Godfrey, agent for the ownor? on board 
the Success, havin^ been sent to the governor's residence at Uniatta, 
returned on the Itith, la one of their ^roas, with a message, importing 
that they shoold. be supplied with proviitOBs, jpfovided tfaej behaTod cbdStf 
and paid honestly. On the aame day their own launch arrived, bjA 
brought on board bread, greens, fruits, sugar, brandy, and cattle. On the 
next the governor sent a handsome present of sugar, brandy, and palm 
wine, with a considerable quantity of chocolate : in acknowledgment of 
which kindness the whole stup's company drank his health, under a dis- 
charge of seTen gone. 

The governor having agreed for the ranaom of the Marqnia de TiUd 
Roche, who hnd hmn so lonrr their prisoner, he went on snore on the 
ISlh of May, in company with the sgent, first lieutenant, and surgeon^ 
and was complimented with five guns on his landing, ^oon ailor this 
Ihey received a letter, in wMeh the governor agreed to pay for the eon* 
aecrated plate, and deaired more powder and shot : to which the captain 
replied, that he would not spare any more, nor send back the negroes. 
The yawl went on shore on the 28 ih for more provisions ; but the oBfi- 
cer who had the government of the village told them they should have 
no more, unless they sent a quantity of powder and sliot. 

On tfaia Captain Clipnerton inunediately weighed anchor, aendin^ the 
pinnace ahead to sound, and making the best of his Way to his ship in 
the harbour. During this kind of sh^m treaty, the people on shore nad 
raisnd a battery, from whence they now began to fire at the pinnace, 
which, on her return, gave an account that the channel was within pistol* 
shot of the ahore. Abont six tn the afternoon, making toward the ship, 
they ran agroiKnd, the Spaniards having carried her into shoal water ; ao 
that they now sustained two fires, one from the ship and another from 
the battery over their heads. At nine o'clock they got fon! of the rocks, 
and endeavouring to get off, cut away two of their anchors ; and the 
enemy now fired so warmly with stones and shot from a new battery 
erected on a hilU that they sulFerod extremely m their hull and rigging, 
and lost the first lieutenant, and three men woonded. Tbxu they Mj m 
a miserable condition, exposed to the continual fire of the enemy, who, 
in the night, had a very considerable advantage over thrm, for the water 
being as smooth as a pond, easily showed their position ; whereas they 
had no other direction for their aim ttan flie ilaaheB of the gnns from 
the Spanish battery. 

At four in the afternoon they set her afloat, and cut away the small 
bower-anchor ; but in ten minutes ran abound again ; at nine (hey car- 
ried out the kedge-anchor, but in heav ing the hawser broke ; they im- 
mediately carried out another hawser, with a lower^deck gun to it, having 
BOW lost at! their anehotat and being still aground. At two o*ctock in 
the morning the enemy hailed them several timea to aurrender, or expect 
no quarter ; and at eleven o'clock in the forenoon thoy carried out the 
rest of the small bower, with two lower-deck guns, rigiit ahead, into five 
fathoms water^: they then cleared away the hold, ready to start their wa- 
ter, to make the ^ip lighter ; got their upper and Iower*deck gunt fot* 
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ward, to hmg h&t bjr tiM head, the riiip Imngm^ libaft upon iSnt roe)L 

During the last foiir-and twnriiy ^lonr^ thr'v had hnppily but one person 
wounded ; bat the ship was wretchediy torn ;uui mangled between wivA 
and water. On the 30th, at eix in the afternoon, juat as they got atioat, 
iht mem^flnd flo IMdj from tbe newbMtciy, that th« tbol nked ^em be* 
tween wind and water, killing one efUieIr people and woimding two othen. 
Thus they lost both their bower-anchors and cables, the stem and kedge 
anchors, four hawsers, four of their lower-deck guns, and nineteen barrels 
of powder ; and had two men killed and six wounded, havin? stood no 
lest than fifty hoars a fair mark for the enemy to firt at ; and uT they had 
not got clear, itwaa balioTod they woold have sunk them before morning. 

On the 23d of June, oil a atriet examination, they found the ship in a 
vory shattered condition, having scarce a whole timber in her upper 
works : and as it blew pretty fresh, they durst not carry sail, but were 
forced, for a week together, to scud under bare poles, through variable 
wmda and in bad weather. Hue, indeed, waa a melancholy aitnation 
Ibr people to be in, who were in seas with which they were but little ac- 
quainted, and sailinrr bv charts on which they could not absolutely depend. 
On the 1st of July fell m with other islands, and despatched their pinnace 
for intelligence how far Macao bore from them, for which port they now 
intended to proceed. The pinnace returned on the next day with a boat, 
m which were three Chinese sailors, from whom thejconid leam nothing 
more than that Canton lay to the sonth-west. 

On the 3d, finding they were too far to the leeward of Macao, and not 
being able to get a pilot, thej resolved to sail for Amoy, before which 
port they arrived en the 6th, m the eveniog. The entnnee of the pott 
18 remarkable, having a high mountain, on the top of which la a tower, 
which may be seen twenty leagues at sea ; nnd on the other side of it 
is a little island, which lies immediately bt fore the bay. They entered 
this bay on the Gtli of July, and thuy were no suouer anchored ihan they 
bad ten ooitoai-honM oficera pat on boaid. The dav after tbk the men 
MQliided, and inMfted that the captain abonld pajr them their priie okh 
ney immediately, aa they knew the Snoeeia waa in no condition to put 
to sea. 

On the 12th tlie o/ilcers went on shore to wait on the ho|^, who re- 
ceived them in a very &ie palace, treated them with gieat civiUty, and 
gave them permisaioii to remain in the harboor till the monsoons were 
over, for which, however, he demanded, and soon afterward wng paid, in 
ready money, a very extraordinary compensation, under the name of port 
charges, amounting to dollars, which is about £400 Bleriing. Some 
of the men having gone on shore without leave, Captain Clipperton would 
iMve corrected them, but the whole erew declaring on dieir side, prevent^ 
ed it ; so that all things fell into confusion, the men refusing to w(»fc 
till they had received their prize money. To show that they had no more 
regard lo the credit of their country than they had to the respect due to 
their otiicer, they applied to the chief mandarin of the place, and desired 
that he wootd do them jnatice against the captain. 

Clinperton wae, therefore, summoned before him ; and on the manda- 
rin's demanri-nrr a reason why he refused to comply with the desires of 
the crew, l.e jnoduced the articles, by which it appeared that the prize 
money waa not to be shared till their return to London. But Captain 
Oook (for eo he was now called) being examined, gave the mandarin a 
4ifferenl acedmit; on which agaard of soldiers was sent on board the 
diipf with a aliiot order tan the OMUidana to Captain Clipperton to set- 
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tie the 8har/^«i, and pay \he men, with %vhich he was obliged to comply. 
Pursunnt to the same orders, this Uistnbuuon was made on the 16th of 
September : but though Mr. Cook and his aaeociates carried their point 
in tbii nuuumr, Captain CUpperton^a argunanta bid ao mnch weight with 
tlic chief maadarin, that before ha permitted them to proceed to the dis- 
tribution, he obliged them to lay by one-half of tb*^ car^jo for the benefit 
of the owners ; which, in ready money, wrought silver, gold, and j' wels, 
amounted to between 6 and X/OUU sterling, which was imincdi'iltly put 
on board a Portogoese Eaat Indiamai^ called the Queen of Angels, 
which ship was afterward unfortunately buint ai Rio Janeiro, on the coaat 
of Brazil ; so that of the effects the ownera received nOBiore» the cbaigee 
of salvage being deducted, than ,£1800. 

They weighed anchor from the iiay oi Amoy on the i3cli of Septem- 
ber, in order to proceed to Macao, in the road of which they anchored 
en the 4th of October. Aa aoon aa Captain GUpperton entered the port, 
Mr. Cook and another genUoman proposed going to Canton, to consult 
Mr. Winder, supercargo to an East Indiarnan, v^ ho was son to one of the 
principal proprietors, as to wiiat should be done with the Success ; and, 
on their retom, Aa waa aorveyed, condemned, and aold for 4000 doHara. 
After thiiy Clipperton agreed with the puichaaer for a pataage in her to 
Batavia. And when he arrived there, he procured a passage, in a Dutch 
ship, to Europe. On hiS arrival in Holland, finding himself in a docli- 
ning state of health, he took the first opportimity of cetiing to Gatway, 
in mland, where he had left his family ; but the aatis&tion he recaived 
in seeing them was of a ver^ short duration, for, with a brokeii fortune, 
he died of a broken heart within a week after bia landing. 



CAPTAIN GEORGE SH EL VOCK.— 1719-23. 

Aw account has been already given of the preceding voyage, and of 

the motives tliat influenced the undertaking. It remains now only to 
relate the proceedings of Captain Shelvock, the second in command, who 
iia4 himself been circumstantial ni laying before the public the particu- 
kra. On the 13th of February, 1719, sailed from Plymouth* in the 
Speedwell, in company with the Success, of 36 guns, Captain John Clip- 
perton. On the 15th, went under his lee, and desired him to send for 
his wine and brandy, which ho neglecting, lost his sea-stock of liquors ; 
for they never saw anything of each other till about two years afterward. 
Thuraday, the 19th, a storm arose, and about midnight a aea drove in the 
Quarter and one of the stern dead-lighta. For a conaiderable time they 
were under apprehensions of foundering ; a succession of prodigious 
seas drove over the ship ; and, in this melancholy stale, the chain-pump 
was the only means of deliverance, February 20th, had no sight of the 
Success, and at midnight set the topsails, and stood to the north-westward. 

A tedious passage occurred to the first place of rendezvous, the Canarf 
islands ; and did not arrive there till the 17th of March, where hearing no- 
thing of liie Success, on the 29th took their departure from the If !:md of 
Ferro, in hopes of meeting with Captain Clipperton amon^ the islands of 
Cape de Verde. On the 14th of April, made the Isle of May ; and run . 
nin^ along shore, saw a wreck, which they were told waa the Vanvttera 
Indiarnan, Captain Hide, who, three weeks before, had been cast away. 
On Friday, Jane 19th, made the Island of St. Catharine's ; and at ten 
next moruing anchored in leu fathoms wateXi tho island of Gall bearing 
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east-north-east, distant two leasiues, And the easternmost point of Ht. 
Catharine's east and by sonth, disttnt foar leagues. The first thing was 
to send the catpenter on shore, with all the people that coold be asefol 
in felling trees and sawing them into plank, and to order the cooper and 

his crew to trim the casks and fill them with water, 

July the 2d, wi^re alarmed at break of day by the appearance of a large 
ship at anchor, four or five mfles below tiie place where they lay. An 
ofloeer was sent in the lanneh, well manned and armed, to see what he 
conld make of her, and pot the ship into the best posture of defence 
practicable. About noon the launch rt tiirned, and brought word that this 
ship was the Ruby, formerly an Englisii man-of-war, and now one of M. 
Martinet's squadron ; that she came from the South Seas, and was com- 
manded by M. la Jonquiere ; that he, his officen, and seamen, to the 
number of 420, were all French ; and though m the Spanish service, had 
not the least design to molest the English. 

Julv 15th, saw a great ship plvin^ into the hrirbour's month ; but wlien 
siie discovered the Speedwell, made the best ot her way out again. This 
possessed M. la Jonqoiere with a notion of her being the iSiceess, and 
pat him into a hurry to be gone ; aeeordingly, when night came, he 
weighed, and went to sea the next morning. During all this, the r!ir- 
prnter went on but slowly m tlie woods ; and at last, when they camo to 
case the stern all over with thick plaiik, they could find no nails fit for that 
use ; and it seemed the first carpenter and his crew hsd sold most of the 
stores before the ship left Plymouth. July 35tb, a lar^e ship came in, 
called the Wise Solomon, of St. MaIo*s, of 40 guns, airo 160 men, com- 
manded bv M. Dumain Girard, and bound to the coasts of Ciiili and 
Peru to trade. August 3d, there came in the St. Francisco Xavier, a 
POftognese nmn-of-wsr« of 40 guns, and 800 men, from Lisbony hoond to 
Macao, in CMna, commanded by Captain la Riviere, a Frenchman. On 
the 6th three of the men deserted, and the mate and his pnrtr went up to 
the Portngncse plantations in search of them. It being almost midnight, 
tile inhabitants took the alarm, and planted themselves in andiuscade to de- 
stroy them as they came back. Ko sooner had they returned into the 
boat, than they heard them rushing out of the woods, crying, " Kill the 
dogs, kill all the English dorrs " This ontcry T;^"ns instantly fnllowcd by 
a volley of smijll arms, which wounded three men, I'hey made no long 
stay after this disaster, but took their departure from the northernmost 
point of St. Catherine's, on the 9th of Aognst. 

September lOdi, about midniglu, j)L rceived the water to be discoloured 
all at once, and upon heaving the lead, fo!:nd themselvps in In'rnty-sit 
fathoms water; this done, stood ofT atr^uti to sea, but did not drpprii their 
water in the running of five leagues. This seems to be a bank very near 
the entrance of the straits of Magellan. On the IHth, the fog clearing 
np, th^ had a foil but melancholy prospect of the most desolate country 
that can be conceived, seeming no other than continued ridges and chains 
of mountai!is, one within another, perpetually buried in snow. Till now, 
they had not been sensible ot any helps or hmdrances by currents ; but 
this afternoon were hurried with incredible rapidity into the straits, and 
just as theyhad gamed somewhat more than the mid^passage, the nor- 
thern tide came rushing out with a violence equal to that of the tide which 
had brought them in, and to their great astonishment, drove them cut of 
the straits again at a great and extraordinary rate, notwithstanding a fresh 
and fair gale in their favour, at north-west, llie ship laboored in the 
most alarming ntanner, and became tnasosible of the guidiace of |he 
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Mm ; kilat midnight the tide shifting, they pat through the stndliwillik 
out seeing the land on eitJiar §^i% ud in the marnifcg kad a mjr gooA 

offing to me southward. 

Tnej new formed a lesolutioa of gaiag to the lalo q[ CkUoe ; and on 
the 90th of NoTeniber enteied the chttioely wMi an ioleBt to surprise 
and attack the towns of Cfaaeao and Oehbaco ; bat iramedialel y af .ar 

they bad come-to> the windward title marie ont with prodic^ious rapidity, 
which instantly caused ;i great seti ; and the wmd mcreasmp at the gam(5 
time, the channel all around appeared as if agitated by a storm, in tho 
midst of this the ship laid a great strain upon her enle, which unfortu- 
nately parted, and tMy loet the enehof. IlaceBdier 8d, thete eame a 
Spanish officer, in a puragoa rowed by eieht Indians, sent by the governor 
to know who they were. They hoisted French colours, and when the 
SpaiiMid came on board, told him they were a homeward-bound French 
siiip, called the St. iiose, and that ^le captain's name was Le Jaois le 
Breton. Under Ihie notion he etaid all ni^bt, and next motntng departed, 
not seeming to suqiect ^m. From thia deception fhaj had now the 
decks full 01 live cattle, si:ch ns European sheep, hof^f?, n-tianicoes, poul- 
try in abundance, and hams, &c., as also a good quantity of wheat, bar- 
ley, potatoes, maize, or Indian corn ; and inshort, four months' provisione 
to what remained of the English stock. 

Deeeinber ITlh, nnoiooied, and at noon weighed and miled ool with 
the wind at west-sooth-west. On December the 23d, came abreast of 
the Te:i*g of Biohin, and in the evening arrived in the bay, from whence 
ucrc ordered the boats, well manned and armed, to go up in the nj^''ht to 
surprise what bmp:^ oi vessels might be in the harbour, and lo make what 
obaervatione they eoold eonocminf the phwe. Abeot noon Captam 
Hatley returned in the pinnace, haying taken the Solidad d*Anday, oi 15<^ 
tons, the only ship in the road, lately come from Baldivia, Inden with tim- 
ber ; had nobody on board except the boatswain, an old neL!:ro, and two 
Iiidiau boya. lie took also a small vessel of about twenty-hve tons, near 
the Island of Quiriquine, wiueh belonged to a prieit edio had been gmdier- 
tng fruits, end wee now Made a prisoner in her* together with four or 
five Indians. They were agreeably surprised soon after with the sight 
of a large ship, eominjnr abont the northernmost point of the T?hnd of 
Quiriquine. it was almost dark, and she could not perceive what they 
were, so that she stood on without fear. As soon as she approached near 
enoogh they hailed, to whieh ihe retnnied no answer, end they fiied into 
hoc Thie was no eooner done, than Ae came-to, and called for quarter. 
She was called the St. Fermin, came from Callao, burthen abont 300 
tons, and laden with sugar, raoiasscs, nee, coarse French Unen, and some 
cloiiis of Quito, together wilb a small quantity of chocolate, and about 
6 or 6000 dolhum in money end wrought plate. 

January 1st, Captain Bcfogh went to Conception, with a copy of Shel- 
vock's commission, the declaration of war, &c., and tom after returned 
with a Flemish jesuit, a Spanish lawyer, an Englishman, and a Scotch- 
man. The jesuit assured the Captain he was onlv come to pay his re- 
epeets, and to do hie utmost to promote the ransom of the ships ; he then 
eeid that the captaina of the St. Fermin and Solidad had resoWed to oive 
12,000 dollars for the ransom of both the ships, and the Mercury included, 
instead of 16,000 dollars, which had been insisted on for the St. Fermin 
only. To this thev positively answered, that all persuasions, artifices, 
and pretences should never make ihem agree to them. They had taken 
in the St, Fermin ten huge ulTer candlesticks, each of them weighing 
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Aw tw«iit7«€f9. pcmnds sterling. Janmiy <Hht Ibt morning paaaed 
fWSf withoat any news from the town. Tbey now began to nuke pre* 

paratton for sailing, in which they spent the greater part of the day. There 
being no appearance of any bo^t coming oif, they ordered the St. Femiin 
to be set on fire. Her cotton sails, being loosed, made a prodigious buze. 
They had already set fire to the Solidaa to ooicken their motione ; and 
now, having concluded the treaty, immediately ^t under sail, moeh cha* 
grined at the loss of so many days without reapmg any adv.intage. 

January 11th, at six in the morning, saw the Island of Juan Fernandoz, 
and from that day until the 15th, kept standing otT and ou the shore lur 
hoate, which were fiahing. At length, goine on shore to make a search, 
some of the men accidentally saw the word lifageei which was the name 
of Clipperton's surgeon, and Captain John cut oat under it upon a tree. 
Being thus confirmed in the certainty of Clipperton's arrival, they directly 
made the best of their wa^ to the northward. February 5th, despatched 
Mr. Brooks ahead to discover if there were any sbippins at Anca, and 
neit day bad a sight of the head*land of that place and the Island of 
Guano, with a ship at anchor on the northern side of it, and saw the 
Mercury standing out of the bay, by which they judged the ship was too 
warm for her, and therefore made ail possible haste to set up to her with 
the ship. They feand her already taken, and that the Mereniy only went 
accidentally adrift. This prize was called the Rosario, of sJlJOut 100 tons, 
of no value. February 26th, the officers in the Mercury desired to be 
relieved, and it being Captain Hatley's turn to go in her, he proposed that 
he might continue alone shore so far as Lobos, an island in about seven 
dmees of sooth latitade. The very next day they took • SBiall baik 
laden with rice, chocolate, wheat, flour, and the like. The day foUowinff 
they took another. Ou the fourth day they became masters of a ship of 
near 200 tons, worth 150,000 pieces of eight. F!n-' - i vith this success, 
the greater part of the people wished to lay hold ui una opportunity and 

So to India : but no sooner clapoed their helm aweatherfor this purpose, 
lan they saw a sail standing in chase, whieht in shorti proved to be a Spft* 
nish man-of-war, who eanght them, and pat an end to their Indian voyage, - 
March 21st, at three in the afternoon, saw the Pena Oradado, or the 
Hole ill the Rock ; and in an hour afterward entered the cove of Paita, 
with French colours flying. At two o'cloclt next morning, Shelvock 
landed with forty-six men, leaving Mr. Coldsea, the master, sod some 
others to bring the ship nearer in, that they might the more expeditiously 
embark the expected plunder. They mirohed up to the great church 
without meeting any opposition ; and indeed found the town entirely de- 
serted by the imiabitants. The remainder of the day wae^s|>ent inrship^ 
ping off (he phinder. In the afternoon there came a asisainip^ii^lqp^pf \ 
what they would take foi the ransom of the town and sbip';->lo whiplMk* 
was answered, 10,000 pieces of eight. Having received a negative an- 
swer, and got everything serviceable out of the town, they instantly set 
it on fire ; and the houses, bein^ extremely dry, consum^ed away apace. 
Bat lio sooner'wati ^kita in a olaze, than those on bottd made signala^ 
for them to come off, and kept incessantly firing toward the mouth of the 
harbour, where wds a large ship lying with her fore-topsail aback, and 
with a Spanish flag flying at her fore-topmast-head. As she was coming 
in with all sails ^spread, Mr. Coldsea, by the assistance of the few on 
board, fired ^'sttiwt^ff il^fit h9 _st<Utfii^ the enemy's career. The Spa- 
niard apprehending he liio^i^d'.liave mI work* bronght hie ship to, that he 
night pat hiinseu into a condition of makjof ft mon v%iwe«f nack« j 
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1 his inactivity of tbe enemy gave an Ojpportunity for all the men to come 
off, abcrat fifty in miiDber, l>at the Spaniard was within pietfil-eliol beliNW 
they had got into Che Speedwell ; upon which they cut the cable, but Hm 
ship faUing the wrong way, had just room enough to fill clear of him. 
Thev expected him every minute to board, and upon hoRrinsr a slioutitig 
among them, and teeing their forecastle full of men, it was coociiided 
they had now come to that reaolotton ; bnt the EngUe h preeeotly aaw tho 
oecaaion of this joy was their having shot down the ensign-staff, though 
a new ensign was spread in thf rr!i2:7cn-^hrond«». T.^pon sicrhtof this they 
l?iy snug, and hp]<} thfir way close upon thr juarter ; at iast, ciesigjjing 
to do the busin&ss at once, they clapped their helm well aslarboard, to 
bring their n^iole bf o n d aide to bear, bnt their fire had little or no effi»et« 
AU stood fast in the Speedwell, which gave lime both to get ahead and 
to windward of him, before ho could fill his ^ails again After this, he 
was in a great hurry to n-rt his spritsail-yard fore and aft, threatening very 
hard, and plying them with his forechase ; but they were soon out of his 
reach ; this Aip was called the Peregrmey of fifty-aix guns, with upward 
of 4S0 men. The Speedwell had but twenty moonted, with •e?60ty-tbren 
white men, eleven negroes, and two Indians^ 

May llth, saw the Isl md of Jnan Fcrnnndez, bearing cast half south. 
On the 21st a hard gale of wind came from seaward, and brought in 
with it a tumbling swell ; so that in a few hours the cable, which waa 
never wet before, parted, and inevitable shipwreck appeared before th«ir 
eyee. But Providence so far intn^-posed, tnat if they had struck but n 
cable's length farther to the eastward or westward of the place where 
they did, they must certainly all have perished. The mainmast, fore- 
mast, and mizzen-topmast went all away together ; and happy it was they 
did so ; for, by mtKing them eerre b^ way of raft, mmI hy th« help of 
thoio who were on thore before the wind came on, all wero ia?ed eseepi 
one man. 

They now began lo think of building such a vessel from the wreck as 
might carry all olf at once from the island ; and for that purpose consulted 
widi the carpenters. Jane 8th, laid the blocks, and got the bowtprit 
ready lo raaae a keel. September 9th a boat» began by the armourer, 
was launched ; antl, being now in a f^ir wiy of cotnpleling the bark, 
there yet remained, unconsidered and undetermined, what provision:? 
should be got for the present voyage. All ttie stock consisted of but 
one cask or beef, five or six bnahets of farina or Cassada flour, together 
with four or five live hogs. The little boat was now daily employed in 
fishing. T!ie armourer constnntly suprltcd them with hooks, and there , 
was no want of lines, which were made of twisted riband. In the mean- 
time, those who were ashore made twice-layed stuff for rising and other 
uses ; others patched np the canvass for sails ; the cooper completed his 
casks ; and, in a short time, tiiey had masts an -end tolerably well rigged, 
and thought they made a pretty good figure. The next spring tide they 
found means to launch her, which happened on th*» 5th of October, by 
which time they had saved about 2300 conger eels, weighing one with 
another abont oneponnd each, and made jmoat 60 gallons of seals' oil 
to try them in. This, with what was mentioned before, waa all their 
sea-stock. As she went off the blocks she was named the Recovery. 

Octohor f^th, spt sail, with nothing? to subsist on at sea but the before- . 
mentioned smoked congers, one cask of beef, and four live hogs, together 
with three or four bushels of farina. They were upward of forty persona 
erewded t^thor, and lying upon bvndlee of eels, with no cdnTOoieneo 
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of keeping the men clean, nor anything to defend them from their abootf* 
nable stench ; not a drop of water to be had without sucking it out of 
the ctafc through a pipe, whieh heing used ptewiefwewiy, heceme Mto*- 
Imbly nauseous. All the cOBTemency for firing was a half tub filled 
with earth, which matie cooking bo tedious, that they had a continual 
noise of frying from morning tiil night. On the fourth day they fell in 
with a large ship, plainly European built. This struck them with the 
dietd of her he»g • fluui>ef-w«r ; bet their caee being despetete, thejr 
elood to her« whmi the eamny dieeovetiag the browntteai m their e» 
vass, and suspectinpr them, wore ship, and hauled close on a wind to the 
westward. In ihe meantime the English overhaaled their arrad, which 
were found m a very bad condition, one- third becng without flints, and 
thejr hid bat three cotieeeee ; eethet the^ were bet tllprepaied for boeid* 
ieg, which wes the only laeeiii kftef tihjnff any ship. Thef bed but one 
email cannon, whifh could not he monnted, and, therefore, were obliged 
to fire it ns it lay upon the deck ; and to supply ic had no more ammuni- 
tion than two rounds shot, a few cham-boita and bolt-heads, the clap- 
per of the 8peedw6ll*e belt, end eene bege of beech-eteaee to eerve tor 
pertndgo-ehot. Ae they adveoeed nearer, tiiey saw her ^uns and pete- 
rsroes, and a considerable number of men upon deck, with their arms 

E" ' ring in ti;c sun, who called out by the name of English dogs, de- 
them, m a scornful way, to come on board, uid at the same time 
aTottey of greet end eawU ihot, which killed the fw a i e Ti end i lm et t 
brought the fore- meet by the board. Thie wami leception et^ggered s 
great manv of the men, who before seemed etger to advance, insomuch 
that they lay upon then- oars lor some time. They recovered themselves 
a^ain, however, and rowed close up with the enemy, engaging them till 
Jl theemiU ihot wae expended, whieh ebljg ed the edfentaMte to fidi 
eitem t6 meke elnge. In thie aHtnnev they made theee atteHipla^ fam 

with no better success, 

Their condition now grew worse and worse ; for after parting from this 
ehip, a hard gale came on, which lasted four days without ceasing, during 
ell whieh time th^ had not ahope of living a minoCe. In thieextremity, 
ealling to mind M. Frezier*B aecoont of Iquique, the eoiprital of that 
place was proposed to the crew, which heinfr universally approved, they 
bteered for that island It was three vveeiia before they got there, and 
Having notiung to ride the bark with, were obliged to keep the sea, while 
the boat went in between the rocke, and waa received by eeme Indkne 
on the strand with a aort of welcome^ The 'men, being iand^, went lo 
the lieutenant'g honse, broke it open, and rnmmafyed the whole village, 
where they found a booty more valuable at that time than gold and silver. 
It consisted of about sixty bushels of wheat hour, 120 of caUvances and 
fom, eome jeifced beef, pork, mntten, and other tiiefiil food. Being de- 
tennined to make some attempt in the road of Le Xaeoo^ b ktitnde 16 
de^^rees south, and at Pisco, in latitude 13 detnees 45 minutes ?o;:th, 
ihey set nail, and tiie very mornmg they came oif Le Nasco, two hours 
before daylight, fell in with a large ship. The ciicumsiances of the 
meeting and engagir)g her were, in aome meaenre, the same with theee 
they had with the other vessel. The next day they stood into the road 
of Pisco, as desiijned, and discovered what appeared to be a large ship. 
They bore down with a resolute despair, and laid her athwartwise ; 
but met with no resistance, and were received by the captain and his 
officers with their hate off^ in the most ■abmitstve manner askinff for 
^iiarter. She wae e good ah^, of aboot 900 tent, oalled the Jeeae

January 25th, »aw a sail about two leagues to leu watd, and gave chaso 
till they found aha waa of European structure ; and, fearing ahe might 
btiflMp of tka wumr^'m Aipt'O^wr^ hmhi aft a wiiid< Soonata aanr 
a htal rowing toward them, which proved la be tba flwats't pirairi^ 
commanded by Mr. Davidson, their first lieutenant. Their firal interview 
with him was atteiided by an astorus^imoul equal on both sides ; he could 
haidiy believe he taw tbem in so mean and lorioiu a condiiioo , and 
tkey could aenea^ batea that As anam (if la being) had bean all 
tkia while wandering an and down theaa aiiab 

They cruised in good order, and wiiha great deal of hope, until March 
17th, without success, and then, owing to continual (]iiarrel8, separated^ 
each throwing the blame upon the other ; but li mu6i Ih> confessed thai 
8helyeek wis in lasilt March. 30th, in the evening, entered the road of 
Sonaonnatay and, aa tha aon aat, aawa ship at anehar* ^l>Miif ft MoaiH 
light atgblt flMi IImI liwIaMVi fti discover fHial thai ahtp Might be» 
when it appeared she wn? a larjrp one, of one tier of gtms at least. At 
dayhght the er>emy h^^d IiaL-jted a jar of powder, cuiiiaining about i«*a 
galloua, with a lighted match at each main and fore-yard-arm^ and at tha 
btinprit and, wi& daiigB ta lat tham faiU an Uw deekaif Iba EagUifei 
baaioMl Saain|[ tbeM to desperate in thab ptapaiatioaa, lha laktar azf- 
pected a warm dispute ; and, by what they could see, they were, in aU 
points, superior by much to them in strpnsrth. At eleven in tbe morning 
the sea-breeze came in, and ran hheivocic upon them very last, whil« 
his small arms were briskly and effectually employed to break their powder 
}•» bafora baaiding, whidh tbejr did witbnit mij, and after the aisliaqg^ 
of a fe w shot when on board of each other, tbe^ agbeuHad. The aliip wta 
called the Sncra Familin, of 300 tons, sir pnn?;, nnt! .^eventv men; be* 
aides a great number of small arms, with some grenade-she nnd shot- 
Unable to get wat^ they were reduced to a pint for twenty-iour iiouim 
aaah mm, and then direaied thair coinaiw tha Golf af Anapala. whieh 
was about thirty-five leagues to the eaet-mth-eaet of this place, in order 
to ^ct n frf:iA\ supply. The winds w«re favouraUe, and they anivfd ihcr& 
on tlie 10th follovvincf, in the evcnincr. As f?oon as thev had rn'erpd iho 
gulf, they found theiuselves in the midst of sevfTf.l smrUl islands, one of 
which was the Island of Tygers, where it was expt;cted to find watery 
hot thear aipectatione proved vain, for, after a baiardoae and fraitlaM 
search, not only on that bat on some of the gfeenaet of the other isles^ 
theia wee net tha least diop tahe foand on aaf of thaok After aafiii^ 
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inj^ great hardshipsrthey were fortunately relieved by falling in unexpect-' 
cdly with the Island of Cano, in latitude 9 degrees north, where, seeing a 
run of water, Mr. Randall, without dreading the dangerous surf, passed 
through the breakert, imd, to the mifpetkable joy of sB tho company, soon 
returned on board with his jars filled. 

May 19th, saw a sail ahead standing alon^ thore, and being desirous 
of speaking with her, made all the sail possible in chase. Thpy gained 
very little upon her all that day ; but had, nevertheless, got a great way 
ahead of a bark, wherein were four of their own people and five Spaniards. 
However, notwithitanding night ctffle on, all fail wat kept abroad, and 
next mornin? they were within gun-shot of her. The captain immedi* 
Qtclv ordered the colours to be spread, fired a gun to leeward, and set a 
man to wave a flag of truce ; but, on sight of the English ensign, siio 
fired at them, and so continued to do, with her decks full of men, abus« 
iog the £nglidi"W!th the grossest appcllattons. The latter made no 
retom until close viptm their quarter, and then one of their coontrymen 
was sent to the bowsprit end to inform them, in Spanish, that they were 
bound to Panama, and desired to treat peaceably, and hoped, at least, 
they would have some regard to the white flag which they saw flyine ; 
but they still continued to f!re ; and presuming, by their quiet behaviour, 
that they were unable to defend themselves, were preparing to board, 
which was no sooner perceived than they met them with the helm, and 
gave in return so warm a salute that they steered round off. Shelvock 
just missed getting hold of them, but it falling almost immediately calm, 
continued the engagement for the space of two or three hours at the 
distance of musket-shot. At length, a hreeze wafting oar adventnirers 
nearer to them, their courage cooled. The captain, however, still bravely 
encouraging his people, and exposing himself in the most open manner, was 
shot through the body, and dropped down dead ; upon which they imme- 
diately, and with one voice, cried out for quarter, and put an end to tho 
dispute. Mr. Randall and two or three more went on board the prize 
and found the prisoners in the most subinissive posture, aricingfor mercy, 
which was granted, though they had no great reason to expect it, after their 
direct Breach of the laws of arms and nations in firing at a flag of truce. 

Winds and calms prevented their joining the Holy Sacrament, tho 
prize left behind, till May 2'ld, when they bore down, and were surprised 
to find no soul on board, but that her decks and quarters were covered 
with blood. By many circumstances it plainly appeared that the Spa- 
nish crew had butchered those who were left to assist them, while asleep ; 
otherwise it could not have happened, that five unarmed Spaniards could 
have overpowered four Englishmen completely provided with arms for • 
their defence. It is very probable, however, that these murderers paid ' 
with their lives the loss of those lives they had taken away ; for, being 
above four lea^rues from the land, and having no boat with them, they " 
probably jumped into the sea on the approach of the Enirlish, fearing, if 
they fell into their hands, to meet tiic vengeance due for so horrid a crime. 
That part of the deck which was dyed with gore they endeavoured to ' 
cover, by thrawinlf'Uie il^ks and stuffings of beds over it; so that till' 
these were removed, the blood wigKM^ t 

Before proceeding any farther, it was necessary to get in a full stock 
of water. The Island of Qnibo was hazardous, being too near Panama;;, 
it was, therefore, determined to pWup to Oano, where, having a good boatj; ^ 
they soon completed tlllllll»^|ffite In the passage thither the sweet-^ 
meats of all kinds, taken oiil m the late prize, were divided among tbef 
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mosses. It happened that one of the men, one day, toraplained he had 
a box of marmalade which he could not slick Ilit koifa into, and desired 
it Blight be ebsnged. ' On opening it, there was found a cake of virgni 
silver, moulded on purpose to fill such boxes^ and being very porous, was 
of nearly the weight of so much marmalade. In overhauling tlif» rest 
they found five more of these boxes. I'his was a contrivance to defraud 
the King of Spam of inb nfths^ which he claims in all the silver taken 
oat of any minea in Pera. Tbej doobtleae left a great manjr of theae 
boxes behind, so that this deceit served them in a double capacity, to de- 
fraud the kin^^'s officers, and blind their enemies. 

On Sunday, the I3'h of August, at daybreak, found themselves near 
Puerto Seguro, which may be readily known by three while rocli;:^, nut m^uch 
anltke the needles of the fale of Wight, and you moat keep close on board 
the ootennost to fetch into the bay. They entered, surroundSd by numbers 
of small embarkations of the inhabitants, while tho shore, on all side.*:, 
was crowded with Indians, whose numbers visibly increased liy multiludes 
which tiociied together from the adjacent parts. The anchor was no 
sooner down, than they came off in shoals, some few on their bark-loga, 
tmt most of th^m swimming, talkisg and calling out to one another in a 
noisy and confused manner, but such as plainly showed how desirous 
thcv were to come near. Having done all their business here on the 
18th of August, in the morning, prepared for their departure in the after- 
noon. They employed the morning in making a large diatribntion of 
sugar among the women. To the men they gave a great many knives, 
old axes, and old iron, taken in the prizes. These were the most use- 
ful things, and of which they stood most in need ; in ret>irn for which, 
some gave bows and arrows, deer's skin bags, live foxes, squirrels, and 
the like. A great many of the men staid in the ship all the while they 
were purchasing the anchor, and it was not till beiiu| under weigh that 
they jumped overboard to join in the lamentations m their countrymen 
on shore. 

On the 21st of August discovered an island, bearing west soiuh- west, 
110 leagues distant from Cape St. Lucar. They ejideavoured to get in 
with it ; but night coming on, could not lose time to view it. This isle 
the people called after the captain. From hence, they ateered gradually 
into the parallel of 13 degrees north, but had their wav stopped for two 
or three days by wester'y winds. About a foritiighl after leaving Cali- 
fornia, the people, who iiad hitherto enjoyed an unniterrupted state of 
health, began to be afflicted with a stcknsss which particularly affected 
their stomachs. This was supposed to be owing to the quantities of 
swfefrneats they were conlinnalfy devouring, toi^clhcr with the dried beef, 
half devoured with ants, cock-roaches, and other vertnin, which was their 
daily food. They now shaped a course for the Ulaad of Formt^a ; and 
though the length of the voyage was decreasing very fast, the sickness 
was daily increasing in a much greater proportion ; and both ship and 
themselves were no lon;^er fit for sea. It was the 3d of November be- 
fore they had sight of that island, and the 10th before thev could :^fet any 
son of directions to reach the intended port. At length, passing through 
a very narrow channel between a couple of islands, a fisherman took 
notice, by the cautious manner of working, that they were strangers, and 
rnado signs to bring the ship to, till he came up ; when they made him 
iinderi^tand they were bound to Macao, and he made signs that he would 
become pilot for as many pieces of silver as he counted little fish out of 
hb basket, which amounted to forty. They accordingly counted out 
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iottjr dollan t&to a hat, and next day he took charge, and anchored them 

eafe in the road of Macao, near the erjtrancc of the River of Canton. 

Soon after their arrival, there came o!T a great many of the yuccesa's 
people to make a visit to their friends, who wore ver^ glad to hear their 
ttonr. ShelTOck was now informed of the hoppo*s demand for anchorage 
in ttio river, which was no less than 6000 taheU on account of his anp* 
popctl riches ; atul to qnicken tho payniriit of tbia exorbitant sum, there 
was a penalty annexed to this extortion of 500 additional taliel for every 
day he failed in tlie payment of it. So that they recieved from him, upon 
this occasion, the IbU tnm of 6fi00 tahel, eqnal to j£2166 IZg Ad English 
money. Before qottting his ahip he 8«U her for SOOO t ihel, which mo- 
ney and the rest of his effects were consigned to the India Company. 
Toward the latter end of December, r/22, he sailed in the Cadot^an, 
commanded by Captain John Hi!l. From the Cape of Good liope they 
bad an agreeable passage to the I&Iand of iSt. Helena, and from thence 
10 Enjjrlai^. 



ADMIRAL JOKIS SPILBKRGEN.— 1614-17. 

FThis and two of the following voyages, Le Maire and Schouten, and 
L'Heremite, though anterior in chronological order to some of those jnai 

Elvent have been withheld, in order to give in regular aucceasion those of the 
ucMiiart ; men who have been eelebrmt«d thronghoat Europe, whose ex« 

ploits have been ultfrnately tho theme of liistory and fable, and who, with 
all their faults, h»vc perhaps powerfully contributed to excite that nriutical 
enthusia&m, which has smce distinguished our country over ail thu nations 
of the world.] 

In the year 1614 the East India Company of Holland equipped a fleet 
in Europe, which was intended to sail for the Moluccas, by the straits of 
Magellan and the South Sea. Joria Spilbergen, an able and experienced 
seaman, who had previously conducted a fleet to the East Indies, received 
the command of this with the title of admiral, and a commission fWmi 
their high-mightinesses the States-general. The fleet now fitted out con- 
sisted of sir ships ; the Sun, (aclmiral's ship) the Half-Moon, the QBolus, 
the Morning Star, the Chaser, and Sea-gull ; they were equally supplied 
for trade or for war, each ship havii^ merchants and supercargoes, all 
matters to be determined by a cooncii of the mercantile aa well as the 
nautical officers. 

On the 8th of August quitted the Texel, slopped some time at tho 




men. Octo;'rr [he 3tl, passed Madeira, and December 20th nnchored 
near Ilha Gramli , o!i the coast of Brazil, where tents were erected on 
shore for the sick, with a strong guard of soldiers for their protection. 
Here they tried to water the fleet, but the seamen not nsing suflScient 
precaution, three hosts were taken, and most of their crews and gnards 
kiilf^'^ by the Porln^Tuese. A conspiracy was at tho same time discovered 
in iUc Half-Moon, some of the seamen of which ship, in conjunction wjth 
some of those of the Sea-gull, intending to seize on tiiosu vessels and 
on the galliot, and desert from the fleet. Two of the mntineeis were 
eoDdemned by the council and eiecnted, and the ClOW of the Seapgall 
tenshted into the •ther shine. 

13» 
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On the 26th of Janaary, 1615. a Portngncse vpsspI, standing in from 
sea, was captured ; her cargo proved of little or no value, Uut the men 
on board were wished to be exchanged for some of the Dutch priaonem 
taken in the watering party, known to be aliv« ; bot the Poctogoete mmU 
not accflde to this arrangODMiit; on which the prize was burnt, and iho 
■UMt dile poit of her crew oRnpelled to serre in the ships of the fleoL 
Oa the 31 st another watering partv was attacked by the fnpniv, when 
four Hollanders were killed, but succeeded in driving back the assaiidiira. 
February 4th, iho fleet proceeded on the voyage, Day de Cotdes, in the 
8i?ai( of Megellsn, being appointed for the Tendexvoni to caae of eapoBi* 
tion. March the 8th, arrived off^Yirgin Cape : on the 17th lOliie of the 
■hipe had actually gained ( ntrance into the strait, while others were dri- 
ven off. In the meaniime, when thus separated, another mutiny broke 
out in the Sea-gull, and the command wi€$sted from the ollicer^ ; but iho 
motineeri becoming intoxietted, and dieagreeiog in Ihe cboiee of a mem 
captain, the veasel waa recovered, and the two principal mntineers were 
edjudged, by common consent, to be thrown mto th*^ spa, which was 
immediately executed, and an attested account drawn up of all the cir- 
cumstances. 

Winter was now near at hand ; and while the wind continued eontraij, 
tome of the officers and merchants inquired of the admiral what rovte he 

proposed to take, if the fleet should not be able to accomplish the passage 
mto the South Sea : to whom the admiral replied, *' I have no other orders 
than to sail through the Strait of Magellan, inasmuch as no other passage 
IB known to us ; I therefore command you, that you do your beat not to 
separate ftooa me." On the 2Dth the Sea-gull was missing, though in 
company the preceding dajr» and it waa apprehended ahe had deaerted 
the ficpt intentionally. 

April 5th, the wind being favourable, entered the strait. Near the en- 
trance, on the land of Tena del Fuego, was seen a man of extraotdinarj 
atature, who kept on the more elevated grounds to observe the sh^ 
On the shore of the eoirtinent were seen ostriches, which ran with such 
swiftness, that a horse could scarcely have overtaken them ; and on an 
island near the mouth of tiie i^tiau were found two Je<id bodies of the 
nativea, wrapped in the skins of penguius, and very lightly covered with 
earth. One waa of the common atatnre ; hot the other, it la stated, two 
and a half feet k>n^er. 

Many natives visited the fleet in the Bay of Cordes, where the fleet 
now was, to whom presents of trinkets and knives were made, and who 
in return gave ornaments of mother-of-pearl ; but for some unknown 
leaaon, they afttfward diacontimied their visita.* On the S4tfa quitted 
the bay. May the 1 st, a boat haN'ing been sent to sound before the fleet» 
' some of the crew landed to shoot birds, when, being surprised by a party 
of natives, two were killed. On the 6th entered the Souih Sea with 
temperate weather. On the 2l8t gained sight of ihe coast of Chili, and 
on the Sdth anchored near the eaat al^ of the lale of Mocha, half a 
league from the shore. 

Next morning, boats being sent from the ships, the inhabitants entered 
peaceably into the trafic with the Dutch, harterina their sheep, goats, 
poultry, and vegetables, for hatchets, kmves, glass beads, and other Eu- 
ropean wares. The chief of the island, with his son, visited the admiral, 
and remained all night. All the people were sociable with their viaitera, 
but would not admit them into their houses, nor to approach their women ; 
the things to be dispoeed of beiqg all brought dowa to the water-side* 
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When Hiey had disposed of all they wished, inttmatioQ and signs wwm' 
made to the voyagers, that they should re-enter iheir boats and depart, 
wiih which desire the admiral wisely and humanely complied, thus pait^ 
ing with omtiMl «tl«Ma. 

On the 29th ihe fleet anchored near tlie Uk flf Santa Maria, wImk 
boats were despatched to try whether the natives would enter into peace- 
able traffic for provisions ; but it was found there were Spaniards on the 
island. A negotiation was, however, entered into, and a Spaniard in- 
▼ited Ih0 Doteheflkera todimMr. When the guests vhm w wah l ed, tiM 
latter as suddenly broke up, either suspecting traacbery in the Spaniards* 
or discovering that they could help themselves, probably without the trou- 
ble of a formal bargain. Three companies of soldiers and a party of sea- 
men were forthwith landed, who set iire to some houses, and carried oif 
iSOO sheep, with a quantity of ivheat, barley, beans, and poultry. Fnm 
their intended host, who was mads prisoner, they learned that the Yiceroj 
• of Peru had been for some months apprised of their coming, and that in 
April Ihtee ships had been at Santa Maria in search of them, in addition 
to a greater force which wais preparing at Lima for their destruction. ■ 

Upon this hitflUigence, Spi&ergen, with the csnsent oftha msirohaats, 
resdved to proceed in seansh of the Spanish fleet, fixst plittb^ his own 
in a fit state to meet them. June the Isi, sailed toward Lima. At 
Conception landed, and burnt some houses ; at Valparaiso the enemy set 
&:e to one of their own vessels to prevent her falling into the hands of 
the Datdi, At Qvintaro stopped to take & wttflie^ wlutib was obli|ad 
to be done under cover of works tfavewn ap Ibr the pvi^pose of eovaan^ 
the party llius cmpIoyed\ Wild horses were at first seen here near the ' 
river, but they soon fled on finding their haunts discovered ; two of the 
Portuguese prisoners taken at Brazil were put on shore here. July the 
naming adfaneed beyond Arequipa, they took a small vessel fieaa tlii^ 
place, bound to Callao, with a cargo of oUves and a looad sam of nw a y » 
but this being embezzled b^ the iBMnediato captors, the exact amount was 
not known, nor had they time to inquire into it, as on the sans dajp the 
Spanish fleet, consisting of eight sail, appeared in sight. 

These were the Sania Maria, the admiral's ship, mounting twenty-four 
fltoo, and 460 persons, but of these thm were 100 sanraats ; Sanin 
Ama, of fopteen guns and 300 men ; Oaimel, of eight nni and S0O 
men ; Santiago, of eight guns and 20U men ; Rosaria, of four guns and 
150 men ; the other three had no cannon, but were filled with musketry. 
. All the 17th the twofleeta endeavoured to approach each other, but were 
prerented by the tiglitness of the winds dtmng daylight.^ The Spaniih 
commander, contrary to the advice of his second, determined on a night 
attack, and about ten o'clock closed with the Dutch admiral's ship, whea 
they hailed each other, and had some conversation before a shot was fired, 
but this conference was soon terminated for one of a less amicable nature. 
Tln^fllaisk Mttnieboed with msketry, followed by a lively discharge of 
the great guns. The ehips of both squadrons came up in succession, 
but, from the calmness of the weather, the admirals remained for a long 
time opposed to each other, and during this time the cannonade was ac- 
coappanied by the ooniinual sounding of tambours and trumpets. After- 
M^li^^ iiore general, bet the ni^ iiillHtig very dark, 
the fleets gradually separated, the ships of both being much dispersed. 
One Spanish vessel, named the San Fnacisco^ ame^ with mtisketty, 
was, however, sunk. ' 

At daylight next moniiiig, the Spanish admiral and his second .were 
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widely separated from their other ships, of which Sjpiibercen took advan- 
tage, and they had thus to sustain nearly tht wbote ore of Uieir «d?ersary ; 
two of their ships are accused of having kept wholly out of the actioo. 

The Spanish admirals finding themselves overmatched, endeavoured to 
escape, but the Santa Anna being closely pressed, it was necessary for 
Bon Rodriffo de Mendoqa to wait for and assist her. At length, beinx 
in danger of sinking, she subnutted, when the Spa&ith adoujcal made safl 
•ad got off. Two boatfl were eent dneetlj on boatd the prise, with one 
of the captains of the Dutch fleet, who was directed to return with the 
Spanish vice-admiral, but that officer, Pedro Alvarez de Pilgar, conceived 
it would detract fruni his honour to quU his ship in the nignt, unless the 
Dutch commander would come loi iuiii in person. Finding him immovea^ 
Ue in thio resoluttoii, the Dutch officer lekvraedt when, before any other 
arraDgenuBt liad taken place, the priie went down with most of her crew, 
and among others her captain, who thus fell a victim to a foolish punctilio. 
Next morning others of the Spaniards were in sight, but not the admiral, 
•o that, as the night was calm, it is supposed she also sunk. The Dutch 
lost foitjr killed, and betvreen fifty and aiaty wounded in this aetion. 

The vietodous fleet sailed directiy for Callao, but the batteries pronred 
too strong to enable it to assault fourteen sail of shipping, drawn up un- 
der them ; and quiltiny^ thit* plac^, r ailed northward, when a small vesspl, 
ladeu wiUi salt and sugar, ftiii JuLo their hands. On the Sth of August 
ancfaofed near when the town waa pliindeied and burnt, though 
neither nonef nor many valuables were among the booty ; here they re- 
mained several days, when Spilbergen received a present of fruits from 
Dofina Paida, the wife of the governor, with a request that he would 
release some uf the prisoners taken in the action, an entreaty which was 
not Mfoaed* . The quantity of proviakma onboard being, howeyer, inanf- 
ficient, boats were aent to the isles of Lobos, near Paita Bay, to procojo 
sea-calves, but the seamen not relishing them, this practice was soon after 
.discontinued. At this place, the voyagers relate that tlu ir men caught 
two buds nearly two ells in height ; they had the beak, win£s, talons 
of an eagle ; the neck, like that of a sheep ; and on the head a creatt 
resembling, in aome degree, the cond>of a cock. A tender to the fleet 
look a balza, something like a raft, used by the native Peruvians, and 
on which they go to sea ; this had been out two months fishing, and having 

, sailed a large quantity, the prize was valuable to the Uoilanders. 

On the 2lut of August they quitted Paita, proceeding northward, when 
it waa reaolTod in council to ateer for the lale of Cocoa, at which place 
they were led to expect refreshments ; the weather, however, proving 
tempestuous, ft conM not be found ; and they then determined to sail for 
the coast of IN'ew Spain. On the 10th of Octo! er anchored near the 

. mtranoe to the port of Acapulco, and next day the iieet stood in, when 
the citadel fired aone ahota, but on the Dutch commander displaying a 
flag of truce for an armistice, it was discontinued* and neither party re- 
ceived or olfered farther molestation. Each, however, kept ready to repel 
treachery. On the 12th a treaty was conciuded with the governor, the 
terms of which were that no iiustility should be comrmtled on either sido ; 

.that the admiral ahould releaae all his Spaniah prisoners ; and that the 

. Spaniards should furnish the fleet with thirty oxen, fifty sheep, a large 
qoantity of poultry, fruits, wood, and water. By this amicable arrange- 
ment both were benefited, one saving their town, the other gaining more 
by lorbearance than they could by hostility ; and the agreement was faiUi* 
lolly fulfilM on botti iidaa. 
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On the iSth of Oetober mikd from this port ; 26th, captared a Tesscl 

of little value, except a few proirisions. November tho 10th, anchored 
before the port of Salugua, and two boats were sent into lhat harbour 
to examine a river, which was reported by the pri^-oiiers lo abound with 
good fish, aiul its banks with citron and other fruit trees ; and, at two 
feagaes distant, metdows with €ftttl« grasing. Tbe place comaponded 
with the description given, but the Batch had the priideaea not to land, 
numerous footsteps of men who wore shoes being everywhere porcopti- 
ble, though previeuaiy iaformed that Indiana only frequented the oeigl^ 
bourhood. - - . . ■ . • ♦ » 

Next day the admiral proeeeded tidllier ^ A SCMI men, tnit weve attaclc* 
ed, notwithstanding their numbers, as soon as landed, by a strong body 
of Spaniards, who had concealed themselves in the woods. These were, 
however, repulsed after a smart conflict, but not without the loss of two 
men killed and seven wounded on the part of ihc Dutch, who, afraid of 
being entrapped, and having their amuiuniiion expended in the engage* 
ment, ra-embarked for the ships. On the 16th aailed fiv Pott de NaYi<* 
dad, three or foar German leagues distant, where they watered without 
molestation ; nn<jl on the 20th quitted it, intending to cruise off Cape 
San Lucas, for the chance of meeting with vesseU from Manilla : but 
the winds proving unfavourable, it was at length determined io prosecuio 
voyage to the East Indies, leaving the coast of America December 
4Ce 3d for the Ladrone islands, with a fine wind» sleerincr west-south- 
west. On tlie 3d saw two islands, much to the surprise of the pi!ol--, who 
did not expect to see any here, at so small a distance from the main land. 

At daylight, on the 4lh, saw a rock at a great distance, which was ai 
first mistaken for a ship ; but on a nearer view were undeoisTed, and 
much annoyed at their disappointment ; this rock is situated in latitudo 
19 degrees, and is distant from the continent tifty-five German leagues. 
On the Gih, at noon, latitude observed 18 degrees 20 minutes north ; this 
same day was discovered another island, having live hills, each of which 
had at first the semblance of being a distinct island ; these islands wero 
respectively Santo f omas of Orijahro, Santo Tomas of ViUabasat Koca 
Partids, and La Aunublada, so called by the Spaniards. 

From this time to the 1st of I imiarvj Cin, ihvy strnrrfl toward tho 
west, by south and west-south-west, will) a : lYuurable wmd, haviti;.'', how- 
ever, many sick on board, besides several wlio died. On the 2*><i made 
the Ladrone islands, where they traffickea for provisions ; and on the 9ik 
of February came in sight of the Philippines ; the shi^M of Spilbergea 
passing through the channel of San Bcriintflino about the end of the 
month, anchored before the Bay of Manilla, where it was intended to re- 
main till the middle of April, as rich trading vessels from China were ex- 
pected to arrive near that time. Here they captured a mimbar of small 
vessels, laden with fruits, poultry, and provisions of various kinds ; some 
being Chinese, and some Japanese, as well as Spaniard^ bat they were 
all equalljf seissd, i^nd distributed to the fleet, the prisonera only being* 
released. 

Intelligence was received by Suilbergen, in the begmnuiff qI March, 
that all the naval force which the Spaniards could muster at Manilla had 

been sent to the Molucca islands to oppose the Dutch ; that this force 

consisted of ten large and eight small vessels, in which troops were em- 
barked, besides many foreigners ; and that they had left Manilla the 4th 
of February. A council was immediately summoned, wiicn it was re- 
solved, without delay, to proceed to the assistance of their countrymen ; 
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hot, pnrrlojH to their departure, ona of the small prizes, manned with a 
Chin<*f«<» crew, was df^^p^^tchrd to ^.fnnilla with a letter to the gcrtemor, 
in which the admiral ollered to exciiaiige his prisoners for any native of 
Holland wiio mighl be detained there. On the 8th took four champansi 
ft kind of ooftfllart, lad«n widi provkioM ; and two days aftefwatd, Te» 
emvnig no answer to their proposition, 8i3lbr ttie MolQCcas, wfam 
tiicy arrivpd (it Ternate) on the 39th. 

Spill^fTfrcri here wns of the frreatest service to his country as a warrior, 
merchant, and negotxator, remaining neur these islands till toward the 
end <ff year, vAen. he seinil for fSnrope, wheie lie amved with safe* 
tgr, and m ciedit for the services he had rendered. The jonmalist of his 
voyago relates n vrry intcrestinir fact, not recorded in any other histo- 
ry of that period, that the Dutch company had 3000 troops, and ihirty- 
scven sail of European shipping, besides country resseb^ in the East 
Indies, in Jalr, 1616 ; a finve whidi two or ihree jean after, no donbt^ 
eacoonged them to commit the baibaroos meaiecie of Ambojma npon 
onr milSrtaiiate comitiTmeB. 



JACOB LE MAIRE AND WILHELM UORNEUSZ 
SCHOUTEN.— 1616-17. 

A T!FLTKP that to the sonth of the Strait of Magellan there would be 
found an open sea, or some other passage leading to the South Sea, hid 
many years been gradually gaining ground, when a company of merchants 
determined to mue the experiment, which, if saccemnil, wootd open to 
them, as Aey believed, the trade to India by a new, tnstetd of en inter* 
dieted passage, which Mngellan's discovprv it ^eoms then was. In case 
of success, they a?=tkod permission from the States-general lo an exclusive 
trade, for the first six voyages, by any new channels or countries ther 
might diseorer, who, however, as a general decree, granted fonr eneh 
Toyages to any of their subjects who might ptore so fortunate. 

Jacob le Mairc, son of Isaac le Maire, the principal member of the 
company, was appointed principal merchant and president of the ships ; 
and Wilhelm Gornelisz Schouten, an able seaman, received the charge 
of patron or master-mariner, with a license from the Prince of Orange. 
The vessels fitted oot by the Cqpipagnie Australe or Southern Company 
for this purpose, were the Eendracht, a ship of 360 tons, nineteen guns, 
and sixty-five men, and a rralliot, named the Home, of 110 tons, eight 
guns, and twenty t-vo men. Tiic president, Le Maire, and Patron Schou- 
ten sailed in the former ; the latter was commanded by Jan Sclioutcn, 
brother to the patron, with Adrian Olaess as prindpa] merchant. 

June the 14ih, 1616, quitted the Texel, and in three days anchored in 
the Downs, where ?ji "FnMish n;Mnnpr was hired. On the 30th of August 
dropped anchor in the road of .Sierra Tjoone, where a stock of 25.000 
lemons was purchased from the natives for a few beads. On the Gtii of 
October were in htitnde4 degrees 17 minntes north, when a great noise 
was heard on board the £endracht, seeming to proceed from the fore-part 
of the ship, and immediTtcly after the sea around them became as red as 
if blood had been etiused into it. Afterward a piecn of the horn of some 
sea animal was found sticking in the bottom of the ship, seven feet below 
the water Hne^ having penetrated through the planking, and into one of 
the ribs, about the same length remained without ; it was nearly of the 
shape and lliichneie of the end of en elephant** tooth. On the lOih

the eqainocttal line, and fiye days after the plan of the voyage was made 
_known publicly, for the first time, to the officers and seamen of both vessels. 

On the 4th of December struck soundmgs m seventy-five fathoma 
depth, and tw« dqna afitr Mar th* AoMckMi coMt On tha 8th 
chored in Port Dam, wte* tiMy took a larga aopply of sea-lioM, pa» 
guins, birds of niany species, eggs, and fish ; some of the former were 
sixteen feet in length, and were killed by shooting them through the head 
or belly ; there were also taken in one day, two tone of smeltti many of 
thMi aixtom iaekao n t ail tba mter, famravef^ waa braekiab. 
Upon the sammita of tb* lunawaiBoliaerTed mounds of stones, raaaiind 
in Oliver Van Noort's voyage, under which were found the bodies of the 
natives, without any grave. On the 19th the Uorne caught fire, and 
w^s totally consumed. Soon afterward, however, they foand better wa- 
ter, by watehinif tin tnofca ttf aniittala lowaid two pools, wfanra, by dig. 
fiaf, Ifaaf procured four MMy wad aobaaqoaatly tan more. To prepare 
for a stormy latitude, the gnns were struck into the hoNL Oft ifao iStk 
of January, 1616, the Eendracht quitted Port Desire. 

On the 20tb, at noon, passed the latitude of the entrance of the straits 
of Magaltew, aad by artimatiou wuto tmaty leaguea dialaat tem tbo taat 
of Immdel F^Mgo ; at throi ». m. nsit di^aaw it ; tiwUei MroiOiM 
oast-south-east with the hope, as they expHBssed it, to arrive at the end 
of the land. On the 24th, at daybreak, aaw Terra del Fuego to the 
right hand, not more than a leamie off ; auled along it, and saw another 
MotiT to tho oast, likewiaa high and mountauiooa ; jodgin|[ theae tando 
to bo ii^t leaffooa distant froa owhoihor, andopMMgo bo lm i oa thaait 
becanse the tide ran violently toward the south. Here wow many pen* 
guins, and a multitude of whales ; the land to the east was named Staten- 
land ; no trees were visible on either eide, and the sea-birds, unaccustomed 
to see men, alighted in the ahip without dread. On the evening of dio 
. «fttb the ^rifl^ o b i s fc b o d boMi ftir, booano contrary, bot thof bod good 
Ovidaoce of a wide sea before them, by tho ooloor of the niter oad tfao 
k>ng swell from the south-west. 

On the 29th pasaed to the north of some rocky islets, which they 
named isles of Barneveldt ; Terra del Faego appeared to the west-north- 
wootaad sfest, all hilfy iMd eo f aiod witb ooow» with a aharp point whioli 
they called Cape HomO) in homrar of Uio town of Home, in Woat Fries- 
land, of which the patron was a native. On the 30th, having passed to 
the south of the cape, steered west, encountering great waves, with a 
current to the wMtwaid« Next day saw no land. February the 3d weio 
m lolitodo At degraooM labiotoaBOOtb, highest pomt to the eoatbipaidf 
weather atorin^ and wet. On the ISth, reckoned thefflsclvoo ui the brti- 
tude of the Strait of Magellan, for joy of which triple allowance of wine 
was given to the seamen ; and, in council, it was resolved to give the 
name of Le Maire to the strait through which they had passed. Tho 
ehip coo lhii o d ^t yiin iMi mfftbwnd, and in 40 degreeo ooolfa tho gmm 
were replaced on the deck. ' 

On the 1 St of March made the Islands of Juan Fernandez and Masa 
Fuero, caught two tons of fish, but could not find tho anchorage. April 
the 10th, saw a small low island to the north-north-weat, and landed 
' wMpdiaiwdli miiijMimief iio aorf ; the cootra appenod oo If ofOi>» 
flowed at hi^'^oilMrv and thrao doga wore foaad which conid not baric ) 
though no human creature lived here, it was named Houden Eyland* 
On tbo Utbf aiw land ostOMUog nortb-oMt and eootb>woa^ oo ^wit^ 
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were many trees ; a canoe came off with four people of a copper colour, 
quite naked, who stopped at a distaoce, makiog »igu» for the vojagera 
to M on thoro^ On the 16th ibe native* on slwre wmd their gannente 
MM boughe of treee ia the sir to mtite their visiters on shoie, and three 
men came in a canoe to meet the boat from the Eondracht, one of whom 
came on the quarter-gallery, and his first busiiicf^s wan to draw out the 
naiis and iron fastenings, which he endeavoured to hide m his hair ; while 
a silver cup given him to drink out of could scarcely be got back, he 
thinking it well as the liquor eqoatty • preaeat. Fkon theee people it 
was understood there were hoga, low1% and coooa note in abundanee 
upon the island, to which some men were proposed to be sent if a hos- 
tagc would be left for their safe returni but to this the istaodefs would 
not consent.

Adrien Claesa, the merchant, to try if provisMnaa could be obtained. 

lmmedi?itely on their landing, about thirty natives issued from the woods, 
aruied with large clubs, who pressed round the Dutch, and t nJeavoured 
to take both their merchandise and aruia ; while S7me drafiged iwo sea* 
men ent of the boat, apparently intending to carrr Ihem oiti to prevent 
which, two muskets were ft red ovei their heads, which pvt tham to flight* 
In the bpginning of tins alTrav, f'cveral of the women came and threw 
their arms around the necks oi the men, and by angry speeches, to draw 
ibeni away in vam. No farthor intercourse took place i these men were 
rahoet and eorpalent, their eeia pmcfd, their weapona aliogs, clubs, and 
apeaia; their diess, a piece of matting round the middle, which in the 
women rcachc 1 from the waist below the knee. This was called Soil> 
dergrondt (wuhout boitom) Island, from finding no good anchorage. 

On the ibih another island was discovered to the north, which, like 
tte former, waa low and woody, with a aalt Water laha iti the middle, 
and trees, but none bearing fruit. FVom finding water herOf it Was called 
Wateilandt Island. Two days after another low island was visible, dis- 
tant about twenty Icatrues from the former ; natives were seen here, but 
no intercourse took place with them ; it was termed Vlieghen« or Fly 
lelaad* 

May theSih, latitude 15 degrees 80 mmutee eon^, the diataaee hmm 

Ae eoast of Peru computed to be 1510 Grennan leagues. Saw a sail 
standincr ficross ihem to the north, which was first taken to be a Spaniard, 
but a iiiile more observation showed ii lid jiot belong to Europeans ; 
they steered for it, and alLei Ering two or tiiree guns Lu i>j:ing lier to, tho 
maiainc of whieh waa not undetateod, a bo«t waa despatched, which 
ineonaideiately fired musketry at the etiangers, one of whom being 
wounded in the shoulder, lesped into the aea. The rest dreading similar 
treatment as soon as the boat came n^r, also threw themselves m, first 
throwing all their little stock oi provisions and furniture before them ; 
ana of flieae man, fifteen or aixteen in all, took an inftnt with him ; two 
only remained in the canoe, with eight women and several chiUreD ; bot 
the boat afterward went to the relief of the Indiana in the watoTt theogh 
nnfortunately several were drowned. 

£very aoiends they could was afterward made for this unhappy occur- 
teooe t ^ woonded were dressed, praeeala were given them, and aU 
were restored to their canoe, upon which the woosen eipreeaed ezlrawi* 
pant joy. These people were of a light copper colour, their clothing & 
f^li^fht covering round the middle, and the hair of the women cnt short ; 
they lud t^uite consumed their stock of fresh wa(er« as weiU as the milk 
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Ami tibe eoeoi ania. Hm tw otI a atigtU d bjr iImw iilanjlwi ^nm 
iNmed two large and bandieme canoes, placed parallel at the didtanco 

of a fathom and a half; in (he middle of p-^ch was n broad thick plank 
of red wood on its edge, across which, Iroui u:ie lo ilje other, were small 
beams surmounted by ti jpUtforaa, with a shed of matting, uuder wbick 
wmftlMtedtbe wonMoaMchtldNn. Thm wat but one maai aad om 
•ail, the latter of msttiBg, and baying on its upper part a figun like that 
of a cock, intended perhaps to dis)tinrn!{sli to whit island tae TCBse! be- 
longed. Their rnrd^^re was weii made; they were also provided with 
fishing-tackle, ihe hooks being formed of sionei and the bearded poition 
of bone, or tortoiao aliolL Everytbing waa iM«t tad wall adsplod for Mft 
about this little vessel 

On the lOih a high island was seen bearing south-west by south, and 
shortly afterward another near it, long and more level in its surface ; two 
fishing canoes carried lights in ihe night, one of which came to the ship 
next morning, to the people of whom beads and other trinkets were 
thiowii» but uiej would not eono on board. Aa aooa aa tbo Sondiacht 
had reached the nwtheniiBoai ialnid» which wio Mmod Cocoa, aad an- 
chored, three lar^e sailing canoes and several smaller ones came near 
her, the people of whom, after holding out a white dag, which was duly 
answered, veutuied on board, and were highly amused by one of ihu sai- 
lofa playing tbo liddle. MO cocoa nata, boi^aa yaiiia» wera brought on 
^oara the aaaM ovoniog, in oxohaiige for nails and beada, and tba Tiaitofa 
proved so numerou?? that the voya^rs could scarcely stir about on board, 
in addiiiou to which, everything portable, even to the cannon bails, was 
alolen. These men were large and robust, their ears siit, and their bo- 
diaatatloooA; aboataonttoozammotbeaoothomtalaadwaabooidedbyn 
nombot of canoes which sunoondod her on oforjr aide, and aaised the pilot'e 
lead, but one being killed by a musket shot caused the others to retire. 

Next morning, (12tii,) many canoes came early to the ship with cocoa 
nuts, bananas, yams, and small hogs, the men taku.g their gaod:» often 
in their teeth and diving under the othqr canoes iu order to get on board, 
being otberwiao iiiiable to loaeh Che ahip from the nwnbers annind her* 
A canoe came alao fiooithe southern island with a present, fro i^ the king, 
of a young pig, a cock, and a hi n, who followed soon h\s giU m a large 
sailing vessel, seated under an awniii^'-, and attended by his chiefs and 
people of cuusequence, besides tiurty-hve otuer cauoes in waiting. As 
ne approached he uttcied a prayer aeveral times, joined by hia attendanta, 
who passed their hands over their heada to the back of the neck* The 
Dutch on their part sounded their drums and trumpets to honour their 
visiter, whose messengers cleared the ship of the oiiiei natives, repeal 
ingtiie word **/a/M?i4," while a present was sent to him. .... . 

This personage, who It aoema waa not Che king, but bia aon, waa called 
Latou, whOy after reciprocal cifilities, came on Meid, and retired repeat* 
big tbe same, inviting them to visit the southernmost island, and pro> 
mi-^innr a plentiful supply of provisions. Early on the 13th nearly fifty 
cauoes had arrived at ihe vessel, bringing hogs, low's, and fruits for traffic, 
fioou after whicii tweiiiy-iniee iai^e £>aiiing cauoes surrounded the ship, 
wbieh to Che Dntch had a aoapunooa. appearance. Each of theae had 
about twenty-five men ; and one of tbe largest, which appeared to com- 
mand the others, had the figure of a cock on her sail in red and gray 
colours ; several of the natives repeated their advice to carry the ship 
to the other island, and the son of Lalou agaui came close, but declined 

an iniitate on hoard. >

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At thie titne, iymptoma apppnrpd a? if they wore putting iheir'tiept in 
order of battle, upon which tl;e Et ndracht wr itrhod T he Laton wa« 
himself wilh his fleet, when boih be and his 6oa quitting the large canoes 
far noall ones, an attack wta eommaMad with Irago atonea men^ 
atDt abavia ; tiia pnneipal vessel of the natives was iinpelladi {mwta4, 
against the Dutch ship, but of course did no injury, while shr was bro- 
ken to pieces, anH the people, among: whom wpvf many woiiion, precipi- 
tated into the water. The great guns and musketry soon dispersed this 
armament, which consisted of not less than 1^00 man, tlia king having 
donhtleaa moateiad hia whole forea. The praaident wonld net at^ hem 
§»f k>nger ; and, on a«oocmt of the treacherooa oondnet of the paopfai 
the south prnmo^^t was named Traitor's Island. 

Next morrunrr (I4»h) land wns seen ahcadj which, in expectation of 
finding water, \\d& uamcd Good Huue Island ; it was eniy two leaguea 
hi diamatar, b«t had nany tfeea and habitatkmi; the natffea toning in 
canoes to barter filh for trinl:'^ t s . While a boat was employed in soimd^ 
in<T, foarteon cnnoe*? suTroi.n led and attempted to board her, but were 
repulsed by musketry, and two islanders shot. The rest being terrified 
at what they saw, tleid to the shore, calling aloud, Bou ! Ban ! imitating 
tho npnt of the nraaketai to inlbm their firMwda oar 4mio whaft hoo 
ha^ned. On Iho I8th aha|»ed their course to the northward, being 
now 1550 leagues from the roast of Peru, and havinrr no hope? of finding 
a southern continent ; and next day two islands were discovered m about 
15 degrees south. 

Theae weio of moderate height, lh» border near the ahovo of white 
aand, with abandanee of cocoa nut trees, tho inland parte moontaiaooaj 

many canoes cnme off, the people shouting loudly, who were answered 
by driinis and trumpets. They resembled the Good Hope Island nativesi 
and exchanged fish for beads ; but one making a threatening motion with 
hiaapeart atw others committing depredations, a quarrel took place, when 
the aaflora fired without orders, and aoveral of the aavagea were woanded. 
A boat sent to look nearer the ahore waa Ijkewiae attaeked, and aix ta« 
landers unfortunately killed. 

These quarrels did not prevent thorn from coming to the ship on the 
SSd, bat n<Mie were admitted on board ; they brought provisions of vari» 
one kuida, and hargahied iFory fairly, no attempt being made to eoBMril 
depredations. Two hogs were brought on board dressed in the island 
fashion, thnt is, only half done, their entrails taken ont and herbs stuffed 
in them along with hot stones, which is the cominoii mode of cookery ; 
a present of a live hog also came from a chief. On the 23d the ship was 
warped-loto thobay about a atone'a throw from the ehoro, and hi front of a 
atream of freah water, which her guns commanded. 

The inhabitants now flocked from all quarters of the island, in order 
to traffic, and among them numbers of women, which seemed more a 
proof of coahdence and peace than they had yet received j about 500 
men, armed with elnba, aaaemhied near an' open hooae or ehed, which 
waa the king's, or Areki's, as he is called ; in the evomnff a pescnt camo 
from him with an invitation on shore, which was dechned without 
hostages. This being complied with, six islanders came off, and three 
ofi^ers went on shore, who were received with due honours by the as- 
aembledohiefs, who in return received presents from Claesz, the diief of 
the party, whoae ehift being a great object of admiration and deaire lor ittf 
whiteness, was given along with the rest to the Areki. They retumedf 
four hoga, and directed ereiy attention and aaaiataneo to ho paid to tht 
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Mttring party. He detM a great ga» to be fired, butt akh^ with aU 

big subjects, fled, on hearing it, to the woods, though he soon returned ; 
;i sword was at first stolen by a n^^tive, but the culprit was pursued, taken, 
and received a severe beating kiitta the Areki's officers, after which, 
nothing mora was stolen during their stiy. The hostages weie mob 
released oa bcih sides^ and an nnroserved intercourse established. 

On tho ifiiti the prn.'^ith'nt procerdrd on shore in state, with presents 
for the king, who l eceived hna with great cordiality, and taking from his 
own and his son's heads, caps, or head-dresses ot ieaihers, put them on 
those of the two chief auereliaiits. Next OTeniiig tba ssumb remsniod 
on shore, fuU of confidence in their ]I6W^ acquaintanee, singing and 
dnncing by the light of the moon to the sound of instruments, in which 
they were joined by the natives; while, to f^tifl fo the amusements of tlie 
e?eait2g; two of the Dutch went through a mock sword-fight to the great 
sHmtistien of the nativea. 28tb, the chief of the neighbouriog island 
Tisited the Areki of this wilh duo eersmoii^ ; the preslMi also went om 
shore in the afternoon to a grand feast gtfsn to the strangers. Next 
day he took a walk inland, attended by a son and brother of the Areki 
as safegu^ds ; and having finished watering, it was proclaimed to the 
fstendsts thsl thsf w»«ld depart in two days, which news seemed not 
displesslttf fiom the pMmsions cMomsd and- the power they hid dis^ 
jdnyed. 

The Areki himself, attcridcd by sixteen of his principal subjects, eaine 
on board, a man of good appearance and about sixty years of age ; he 
bimiffht several pressntSf and was received with all dae honours by the 
proMeatr who saated bioi od th* g^r^ cushioiis^ and who afterwwd 
acooBpaaiad htm oa sheas, strolUiiff tmugh the native hahitsitow whan 
the seamen were buav dancing with the islanders of both eexes. The 
SOiii the chief of the uuier island paid a more form;il visit than foniKTly, 
being accompanied by a fleet 01 cauues and a muiuiude of botii sexes ; 
the meeting was extramsly cavemonioas between the Aiakis, and thsc 
Dutch, wsre of the party* covld not conceive where th«^ peopla 
could have learned their taste for ?n much form and tul(|'iettn. Sixteen , 
hogs were roasted on this occasion, and a !ar<ze q\iaiuity of yams and 
other vegetables dressed to do hoaour to it, of whicii at least 900 persons 
partook. % 

Early in the morning of the Slat prepared for aatlinff, when tfaa tw* , 
Arekis, attended by their principal pnoplp, came on board, wearinjT green 
leaves of llie coctJa nut roun i llioir n eks; provisions were supplied in 
abuudaucet and Le Maire, alter treating the chiefs with wine, accompa* 
nied them on shore. At noon pat to sea. Thsse wave named tho 
Home islands, and the anch« rage Eendracht Bay. Le Maire thought 
they might be the Salomao islands of Mandaoa. The hay liev in 14do« 
grees 56 minutes south. 

20th June, steering to the northward, the iatJiude was 4 degrees 50*. 
minutes bouth, when in the evening land was seen to the southward ; 
next morning fonnd it a closter of small low islsnds, oammetad by malh 
and ssnd-bauks. Two oanoaa aama dX, one widi six, the other with 
four men, all armed with bows and arrows, the tirs;t i^lr.nders they had 
seen with these weapons during the voyage } presents were made ihem, 
hut they had nothing to give in return, and would not Tenture on board. 

Towani oToaing, on tha 2Sd»-aaw s group of twolva or thiflaan tow 
islands, very mm in axtent, whidi were named Marquen. Two 
aftafwatdthrae nwra warn discanad, hwaad fuU of graan titaa, two ol 
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them two leagues lon^ eacb, but tlie third very naaXl ; these were nanM^ 
Iho Green inlands. The same day, in the e^emng^ a high island was 
observed before them, v-hich was called Jan's Island. 25lh, saw very 
high land, supposed to be the Cane of New Guinea, and by uoou were 
near enough to dieeoTer people wna habitatione t the boat tiied to soaiidf 
but was attacked by canoea till compelled to fira to tbair dalance ; at 
night anchored, and were well wntciiej by the n-vhves. 

The 26ih) eight proas came otf w ith ?.hove 4f.) men, armed with clubs, 
slings, and wooden spears or swurd:i, who, aotwiihstdndiog friendly ligns, 
eommeiieed an attack, and weto atatweiad with cannon and niiieketrjr, 
which canaad fcrar canoes to ba daaattad, and the fast made off. Ten 
or twelve were killed by thi;? nnnccestary severity, and three made pri- 
soners, who were nrned to the shore to be exchanged for provisions, 
but not being ui suiiicient consequenco lo be ransomed in this way, were 
altaiward liberated mtnitooaly. On tba noniiBg of the 90lh were near 
a Iwy •Qpposad'to be in New Guinea, from some island aaar which 
several catioes came off, embellished with rude paintings and carved 
linages ; tiie people iiad Eat noies, thick lips, and wide months, with the 
odour oteerved in negroes. * 

Nait day, between the main and a long island, thev were visited by 
aaveral of the peopia aean the day bafera, in twantj-nva caaaaa» who) 
instead of behaving peaceably, commenced a hostile attack and were 
immediately repnlscd, several of them being killed, and one tnken pri- 
soner. July 6th, saw during these three or four days pa.^i :\ v.ir;ery of 
•mall islands, and a burning i^ile close to Pdpua, or iSew Gumea, from 
Which nttny canoes oane off; obeerred the water to bediaeokmiedimtli 
many limbs and branches of treea floaung aboot, which seemed aa if a 
large river was not far off; were visited on the 8th by the Paj)uan8, or 
natives, every one of whom was rem?irked to have some defect in body ; 
they had black, short, curled hair, wearing rings in their noses, and 
proved aa active, aa carioaa, wad aa miaehievona aa monkeys. 

Anchored next day in a hayt ea the shores of which weie two vtUagea 
well inhabited, the women and children flocking to look at the chip, but 
they would not part witli ihcir provisions. Weighed again, and coasted 
tluee leagues from the ehore, passing several islands. On the 15th 
s were in ntitnde 1 degree 66 minates south, and saw two ialands covered 
^ wMi coeoa not trees, well inhabited, when they an^oied. Soow canoea 
approached, and a native prefMied to shoot an arrow onboard, when a 
miiiket was fired to prevent him ; after whirh the patron proceeded with 
two boats, well armed, to obtain cocoa tiuIs, but the natives d.sjiuted ihc 
beach, till a gun from the ship dispersed them. From the woods, how- 
ever, the Doteh were again attacked, and after a afaarp atruggle, com- 
pelled to retreat, with Afteen men wounded, .MOnf wnom waa Adften 
Claesz, who had an arrow through his hand 

From the smaller island the boats were more successfnl, where a plan- 
tation of eocea nat tieea was stripped, and .ome huts burned, on which 
the people became moie peaceable, bringing off refieshments. and receiv- 
mg presents m return. My the 23d, passed several small ialanda, the 
people of which had tawny complexions and long curling hair, differing 
a good deal from the Papoas, or P^iprinns. Au^rust the 5th, came to the 
lueof Goley, subject to the King ol Tidore, after being much ciubar- 
raesed for many days by ialanda, ahoals, and unknown tracks, from winch 
they with difficulty got clear. Sailed again next day ; and, after baiae ' 
auich delayed by calnii^ net, Saptenber the 17th» with a ebipof their 
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own country, one of Admiral Spflbergen's fleet, anchoring the Fa ne day 
at the Island of Toruate, or Terreoate. They were kuidly received by 
the people in power : the Eendncht had Mt kwt one of her tww m tfaio 
long navigation ; and they had discovered a new passage to the SoiMb 
Sea ; yet these merits did not avail them, for on the arrival of 'he sh/ip 
al Jacalra, the present Batavia, in the Island of Java, she was seized 
and condemned, on a supposed mfringement of the rights of the Butch 
East India Company, the officers end crow being put on board other ahi|ie 
to be conveyed to Europe. 

On the 31st of December, during the pas«f\ge home, died the presi- 
dent, Jacob Le Maire, a victim to the unworthy treatment he hM re- 
ceived, a worthy man, and a prudent and skilful navigator ; and oa the 
lit of July, ldl7, bit conpanioiii airifed in Holland^ mmg been abtent 
two yean and MTenteea oaye. 



ADMIRAL JACOB L'HEREMITE.— 1623-26. 

Is the boginning of the year 1623 a fleet was equipped, by order of 
the States-general and Prince Maurice of Nassau, against the Spanish 
settlements in Pent. This armsunent consisted of eleven sail ot ship- 
ping, under the ordere of Admiral Jacob L'Hefeorile, an officer who had 
lerved the Dutch Judia Company many years with great reputation. A 
eomplaint which nfflicted him at the most critical neriod of the expedi- 
tion, and finally terminated his lifebrfore iie reached Eurojio, ims caused 
thid voyage c>lten to be called thai of mo r^assau deet» from Prince Mau- 
lice of Nassau, a principal promoter of the deeign. • 

The udmirara snip, named the Amsterdam, mounted forty -two gens, 
with 237 men ; that of the rirc-admirnl was nearlv of equal force, and 
some of the odicrs littlr- inferior ; tiie whole number of gnn*^ was 294 ; 
of men Itili/, oi wuum 600 were regular soldiers, witii practical pilots 
and ecientific matbematieians, altoge&er the grsateet foroe ever eeiit into 
the South Sea. 

It quitted Goree April the 29th, 1623, under orders to make the pas- 
nat:- by the Strait of Le Maire. Mav the 31st, fell in with a fleet of 
Baruary corsairs, near Cape St. Vincent, from which several Hollanders, 
detained priaooera, wero taken and dietribnted in the fleet Jane the 4tb, \ 
captured four Spanish f woli from Pemambuco, laden with sugar ; two ^ 
of these and one of the armament being sent to Holland from their indif- 
ferent sailing. July the 5th, watered at the Cape de Verde islands ; and, 
on the nth of August, anchored at Sierra Leone, bavin?, from Uie con- 
- tinual rains, a siolcly crew. Here presents were obliged to be gi^en to 
the chiefs before communication was permitted with the shore ; a speciei 
of nuts eaten by some of the crew had nearly proved fatal, but for the 
prompt administration of medicines co counteract their deieteiious eliects ; 
forty-two men also perished from dysentery, brought on from eating too 
many limea, which eeamen on a voyase are nutinnlly fond of, though 
they, as well as other fruits and vegetabTes, often bring on this complaint 
if used too freely at first. The admiral was also taken ill. Two ships 
grounded on a bank near Cape Lopez Goosalvo, but were soon got oS, 

Duiiiig the paeaage to the lalo of Annabon, oomphunt was nMlo 
against Mr. Jacob Begeev, the principal snrgeon of the ship Mauri ttae, 
that several of his patients, soon after taking; the medicines he had pre-

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there was something extraordiiuuT in his practice. The vice and retr- 
admiraU w«fe jointly efMouniaiioiiM to hiqam iM tbe trmh of thb con- 
^int. The nsAwppj torgaon tnawered tho eliafgo with prokostation« 

of innocence ; but, as the narrative of the voyage says, there were half 
proofs against him, torture was applied to make him confess, notwith- 
standing which he persisted in denial, teUing the comm i ssioners ther 
might do wiMt they pleaatd ivilli hnn. Tfab boing regcrded as iMowi- 
tiltty, croated a suspicion that ho hado farotocting charm ; and, on being 
searched, the skin rui l tonn;uc of a r^erpenf were found upon him, which 
to them seemed to leave no doubt of the fact, and he was remanded to 
confinement. Again he was brought before the commissioners, and being 
lit oal of hroao for this purpose, imaMdiatoly jumped ovorboaid, hot waft 
foHowed bf two men, who aapported him in tba water till a boat piefcad 
them up. After much re^nlute Heninlj the poor mfin's constancy was 
overpowered by their cruelties, and he way compelled to confess that he 
had caused seven men to die because the care of thctn gave him too 
moch troohio; ala^, that he had tried to enter m a compapt with tho 
devil, whose preaenee and protection he had uivoked, but this cunning per- 
sonage i': seems would not r^ppeir. On this foundation, the wretched 
man was beheaded on board ins ship, on the l^th of October, an instance 
of superstition, barbarity, and folly, not exceeded by any of the savages 
of the cooBtiiee die^ meant to viait. 

: On the S8th of October made tho Isle of Annabon, subject to the Potw 

togue^r, and abounding in fruits ; a compact of amity between the Dutch 
and tho n-overnor was agreed upon, tlie f oraier to procure refreshments, 
aiid I'm latter to be permitted to remain unmolested ; oxen, hogs, goats, 
pooltiy, and other ptofiaionB, were conaefaenftljr procnred in abnn&nco. 
The island lies 10 degioea 20 minvtea eonth, ia aix leagoes in circuit, 
with a tolerable anchorajre for ships ; prrows some cofton, and is said to 
have civet cats in the mountains ; 200,000 oranges we; o sent on board ; 
and water is plentiful, but difficult to be got at, on accuuuL ui die surf 
-'on the beaeh, whieb ia often fiital to boata. 

On the liUi of November sailed, and advancing ninety leagues to the 
west- south -west, found the south-east trade wind, and then stood for the 
coast of Brazil i near which, on the 19th and 20th of January, 1624, ob« 
aerved the sea discoloured with an infinite number of sinaii siiriiD^s. 
On the Mth one of the prise bariw aeparating from the fleet, and bemg 
«Mblo to rejoin, bent h^ way h oBiow ard. Three days afterward the 
fleet made Cape de Penas, on Terra del Fuego^ about mid-way betwew 
the Canal de San Sebastian and Cape St. Ines. 

On the 2d of February entered Strait Lo Maure, which they would not 
hAve aospected if the pilot of tho Sendracht bad not reeogniaed the hii^ 
mountains on western side; tlie marks for its entranee are hqpK 
broken, and mountainoos land on the eastern side, while on the other, a 
western shore, are seen several round hills close to the sea-side. Two 
<ef the eUpa anchored in a bay of Terra del Fuego, trafficking with the 
natives for seal ahina, and eanght also i large quantity of ahell and other 
flsb ; this place, after the rear-admiral, was named ^erschoor Bay. 
Another of the ships anchored in a veij toleiabk harbonr, wtiich was 
eaUed Valentine's Bay. ^ 'tt ■'^ 

^' 0a the 14th of Febniaiy, having passed tiiroQKh the etrait oereral 
days, obaerred the eompaaaes to dmer rench fnm. each other ; btilodr 
56 dptrrecs 20 minutes south. Cape Horn bearing west seven leaguM* 
.diaUot. fieiag ^»id of faUtng 4o loewaxdof thie pointy the adminf m 
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for a bay in Terra del Tuog^o, afterwai^ named N?\s8an Bay, where the 
f!( ( I anchored ; here waa tound plenty of water, but no fish, cxcnpt 
shelUftsh ; one of the covet of this bay was named Schapenham Bay, 
•fter the Tice-admiitL 

On A« 34tb, a storm having forced the boats off to the ships, Ic.ivint; 
nineteen men behind unprovided with arms, seventeen were fonnr^ killed 
by the natives on their return, the other two having escaped by couceal- 
ment ; no quarrel, it seems, had taken place, bot being aefenceless, this 
was ft sttfficient reaMm finr tke savages. The vice-admiral being ordered 
to examine the coast, reported that the whole of Terra del Fuego is di- 
vided into many islands, and that to pass into the South Sea it is not 
necessary to double Cape Horn, for that on every side there wore open- 
ings, bays, and golfs, ranning into the land as fax as the eye could dis- 
tii^ousfa* 

The nattres are said by these voyagers to be as white as Europeans 

when young, which they saw in several infants, but that the constant 
use of oil and dirt, with exposure, changes the natural colour in adults. 
Most of them pahfit fheir bodies widi a species of red ochrej some with 
-wldte ; ihey are well proportioned, about the stature of the whites, have 
long, thick, black hair, and teeth filed as sharp aa the blade of a knife. 
The men were entirely without cloihing ; the women with a slight cover- 
ing round the waist, and necklates of shells ; they al^o were painted, like 
the men* 

Their haiM W«re fomed of trees, of a circnlar form, diminishing at 

top to a point, with an opentnn- for the smoke. They had lines, hooks, 
and harpoons; for fishing, all neatly made ; and they never were seen 
abroad without their arms. They possessed boats made from tlie bark 
of tane traea, and Totj dozteroany carved, something like Venetian 
gondolaa, and from ten to sixteen feet long ; no religion or gorexument 
serms to exist ^mong them, and they eat everything raw. 

On the 27th of February quitted Nassau Biy, the wind westerly, Juan 
Fernandez being appointed the rendezvou;^ m case of separation. On 
6th of March were in 61 deffveea south ; thiee of the snips straggrled 
from the fleet, and on the 28th the admiral saw the coast of Chili; 
April the 6th, h^^ anchorr rl rit Joan Femandeif where three soldiers and 
three gunners from the vice-admirals ship chose to remain in preference 
to ffoing to sea. 

On me Sd of Ma? had sight of the coast of Peni, and on the 8th, 

nearly abreast of Callao, took a small bark with eleven men ; from whom 
the admiral heard that the treasure fleet, consisting of five ships richly 
• laden, had sailed from Callao for Panama. The Spanish admiral, in a 
ship of 800 tons and forty- two suns, with two smaller vessels of war« 
were ftiH in the former pcit, besides a great number of merchant vessels ; 
to protect whieh, thete were not more than 300 soldiers, while the na* 
tives anfl nej^roes were inclined to rise a^inst their masters. Upon this, 
a coimcil of war was held, whether to pursue the galleons or attack Cal- 
lao ; the latter was resolved upon, the command now devolving on the 
vle«-admlral» Schspenham, in conseqnenee of the eztieme ill health of 
L'Heremite. 

On the 9ih the troops embarked in the boats, but, on account of the 
snrf and the Spaniards on the beach, did not iiersist in landing ; during 
the two following days the coounander seemea at a loss what to do ; in 
tiM night of thfi tSth an attack was made on the merchant vessels, about 
Mj hi munhv, whwi ^hey wnrs aet on Aie, instead of being brought off, 
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which might have been cnsily accomphshed ; but all their measures now 
indicated neither spun nor perseverance, and farther operaiious were 
confined merely to piodaCoiy oicursiene, ineteid of tttempting tho town 
Bnd fleet at once. 

On the "(1 of June thn admiral, L'Heremite, died, a man of skill and 
courage, to wIjoih no part of ih^ nv-^condnct or ill success of his fleet 
was owing. Two attempts were made upon a ship, the liecargo, wbicli 
iiad on board tone of the treasore not earned away in (be fleely bat with 
•ome want of eucceaa attending all their other entefpffioee. Seine of 4he 
Spanish prisoners applied for an exchange, but the governor repliec!, tl at 
they hnd only powder and ball at the service of the Hollanders, an an- 
swer which proved fatal to his unfortunate cou.'itrymen ; for, immcdiatelj 
on receiving it, those detained in the Dutch fleet, twenty-eiie in nnmber, 
were hanged at theyard>arra of the Amsterdanii a most barbarous and 
unjusti^able preoeeoing, for which no apology ew was or could bt of* 
fered. 

Schapenham was now ashamed of the insignificant part he was acting 
with 80 large a force, but did not appear to know what to do. At one 
time it was determined to proceed against Chili, for wineh ▼aiious prepa- 
rations were made. Angust the 6th, Guaquil was captured by two ships 
under Veisclioor, the rear-admiral, who set it on fire ; 100 Spaniards 
hp)ug killed in its defence, and seventeen prisoners taken, who were 
barijaruubiy thrown into the sea, under the pretence of treachery. 

On the 14th left the anehoiage off Calfaui, where no water conld be 

{ffoeured, and proceeded twenty miles to the soalliwanl» whom tha 
anding bein^ good, and their force mibiok''n, an easy descent and march, 
lo the city was practicable. This, hovv-vcr, wns neglected. A second 
attempt waa made upoa Guaquil without a>iv .apparent object, and proved 
extremely disastrous, twenty-eight menbeiiig killed in asbaniefolretreaC» 
though the attacking force was double that formerly succ^ful. 

A resolution was now taken to go to Acapulco, to wait for the galleon ; 
here Schapenham attempted to negotiate with the governor, who, how- 
ever, would not listen to him; and though the face of the former was 
sufficient to procure anything on the coast for the »uppiy of his fleet, it 
was not tried, ss if his incapacity should be plainly discernible an everjr 
part of his command. November the 29th, after various contradictoty 
determinations, the fleet finally quitted this coast for the East Indies ; 
thus cheaply freeing the Spaniards from the formidable force which threa- 
tened their possessions in Peta, and which, skiiiuUy and courageously 
applied, might have gone far to dispossess them of it. 

In fiAy-seven days the fleet made Guaham, or Guam, one of the La- 
drones, when 150 canoes came off to barter yams and cocoa nuts for 
such trinkets and metal implemonts as the voyagers had to spare ; for ' 
the scurvy had made great ravages, and some ships were so weak as 
scarcely to be able to work their sails. Febrauy the 11th, saUed for 
the Moluccas, and four days after saw land, high, and seemingly well in- 
inhabited and cultivated ; several canoes attempted to follow them, but 
in vain ; the people resembled the Ladrone islanders. Afarch the 4th, , 
anchored at the Island of Terrenate. 

Here the voyage of the Nassau fleet may be said to have terminated, 
the ships having separated upon difierent services in the East Indies. 
In October Schapcnliam embarked, being in a bad state of health, OQ 
board the Eendracht, at Batavi^, hut died early in November The ope- 
rations of hia fleet were, therelore, of no importance in any point of Tiew^ 
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Hie military transactions being contemptible, and the discoveries beinff 
•oniiifld «o 4ke kavwladgo of Nmms Bay, and a more accurate idea

ADMIRAL JACOB ROGGEWEIN.— 1731-23. 

Jacob Roogcwbin, bred originally to the lair, faaci been to the East 

Indip-^ as counsellor in a coort of judicature, but retmn'm^ hoinp with a 
good fortune, presented a memorial to the Dutch West imlia Company 
to proceed in search of soothem unknown lands, a project which his 
fMlior bad ad^ted fifty yean beforo, though wilhoiit mootMf tfao doiind . 
patronage. Hjs son was now more ouceoatfitl, tfao- conponj adoptiof 
his plan, and appointing him admiral. 

On tha 21st of August, 1721, he departed from the Texel, in the 
Eagle, carrying thirty-six guns and ill men ; with the Tienhoren, 
tweoty-eight gone and HQ tOMD, and the Afikan galley, of fanlo o a gono 
and sixty men. Near the Canary islands they were attacked bf a moI 
of pirntof?, who were bcntcn off, though w'.ih the loss of several mpn. 
At lirazii nine men descriet! ; after quittmg it, they looked in vain fur 
Hawkins' Maiden Land,* but pretend to have found an island 200 leagues 
in cucnit, and dtaiant from the American ooaat aboot 900 leagoea. Hero 
they separated in a atom from the Tienhoven. The other shipo paatod 
thronorh Strait Le Maire, and, March the 10th, anchored nt the Isle of 
Mocha, where there were no other inhabitants than do^s ami horses; 
ftom this they made Juan Fernandez, and met with the 1 lenhoven, who 
had f»aaed through tbe Strait of M ag( lion, and leachod the ptmni 
anchorage only one day bifore them. Here they procured ptOTiaioBa 
from the land, as well as the usual ahunf^ant si:pp!v of fish. 

Quitting this island, saw, on the 6th of Apnl, an island, which, being 
the anniversary of the Resurrection, was named Easter It^land ; next day * 
it aeomed well inhabited, and a nati've came oflfto k»ok at tha ahipofiroB 
a distance, but, in endeavoaring to return, was mteieepted by tm boate 
and brought on bonrd Ho was of robust make, of a brown complexion, 
and quite naked ; his ears remarkably long, supposed to be from the 
weight of ear-rings. Presents of various descriptions were made hinB« 
all which were hung round hie neck, and made perfectly merry with tho 
sailors, calling out as he returned on shore, O-dorroga O-dorrogOy sup- 
posed to be addressed to some largo idols obeerred upon the coast. 

On the 9th the natives were observed to pTMtrate themselves toward 
the auQ, and lighting firea before their idola; eevetal came to tha ahi^M, 
among whom was their first viaiter, and another man who seemed quite 
white, and from his serious deportment was bplieved to be one of their 
priests. Next dar the admiral landed, with 150 men armed, as if for an 
invasion. 1 he natives met them on tha beach, and, though unarmed, 
aeemed to dtepate their tight to diMmbark, by poshing againit thoae who 
landed and touching their arms, when a'^aHaj of muakaliy, firad among 
the crowd killed several and pat tho loat to ffight, a aavori^not at all 

req'itrnd by t in occasion. 

The cuasternauon of these poor people was extrems, makins the most 
doleful lamentations over the dead. Men, women, and ehildiatt than eano,

hiarbarotis vifsiters, who gavo presents of cloth and trinkets in return. 
JSfo quadrupeds were visible, but hogs seemed to b(! known by the notice 
taken of those on board. Each family seemed lo Iiave its own hamlet ; 
Ui» houiet v fron fori? to mxtj feat in tength, comtractod of tambeny 
■ad thatched with palm laavM ; tlio lind ww ciiltivatedt and nukad by 
eiact and Tt'^ular rnclosurps. 

The people are slender in person, well made, and run swiftly, of mild 
behaviour, their complexion bruwu, idie that of the Spaniards, though m 
nM&y iBitotiMi wUwr ; thm bedias paintod with aH manaar af ^gurai 
of bnda and aaimala. The women were mostly painted of a bn^H lad 
colonr, with partial coverings of linen and a ftufT likf ?;i!k. and wore small 
hatB formed of rushes or straw. "What is very remarkable, the men seemed 
to have no hostile weapons, apparentljr putting their trust in their idols. 
TiMaa 'itara of atoaa, tlviea tha hamiil or a aoaii, wall proportionad, with 
Maat ears, and the haad omamenlad by a crown ; puapak walli anelosed 
nic^r. ^rirr^ntic figur^^, and they wera attaadad tajmanahtnraa on tiieir 

heads, who were doubtless priests. 

No chief ajppeared among these people, uor any one who seemed to 
httaa any partealar Cfflniaiid, aseapl aona of tha Mrt aged, wte wofo 
pkinaa and carried staves, as if tha patriarchal gavomment prevailed 

amonrr them. Tt was the admiral's intention to traverse the island next 
day, m order to examine it more particul arly ; but a strong west wind 
cima on, by which two of the ships broke from their anchors, and render- 
ad it Maaaaaiy for tho whola to pKOoaad to aaft for aafoty; JUtitiidoof 
this discovery 27 degrees aooth. 

Early in May, in 15 degrees 45 miutitos south, saw an island, low and 
sandv, with m la^aon, or lake, in the centre, which was named Carlfs-hof, 
but which soiue believed to be tiie lioadea laie of Le Maire and Schouten. 
On the Mh tha AfiioaB gaUey, tha looVM Yaaaal, found hanaif n tha 
night among a doatar of low ialaada all at oaca, and bafow aha could 
avoid the danger, ran npon them between two rocks ; but firin?? sifnial 
guns to her consort?, thev had time to haul off and keep clear of difficul- 
ties. The report of the cannon brought down a number of the natives, 
who lighted foaa ia aavaral plaaaa *, tha Hottaadaia, aJanaod for thair 
aafoty, fired in the diraction, and dispaiaad them. 

At daylifrht next morning the Eagle and Tienhoven found themselves 
in a frreat rneasrire encircled bv land, there being tour larae islands and 
many islets and rocks in sigiit, so that Uiey could not duitiiiguish by what 
chamial thay bad aatarad. For fiva dija thoy could not clear thoaa dan- 
gers ; the gaHajr waa inratriavably lost, and hei otow dividad batwaaa 
the other ship**, except five man, who took to the woods, and having be- 
haved improperly would not return, choosing rather to remain among 
savages, of whose disposition, persons, or manners they were totally igno- 
rant. Atad at aa hoi ant aant iapiowmt of than, they food from tho wooda, 
and though promised pardon, would not qait thair retreat Tliaaa wora 
called the Schaadelvk or Pernicious islands. 

On the 26th of May saw another island at daybreak, upon which they 
would have run had they continued on a mile farther ; and toward evening 
a n a i h ai, tho foroMf batiw called IMagaioadt tho lattor Abandioth, or 
Daybreak and Evening Islands. These are loppoaad to bo Uio Sondoft- 
Grondt and Vlierrhen Islands of Tje Maire 

On the ^^th came to a group of islands naioad tha Labyivitl^ six or 
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eight in Domher, from which il wet difficult to get clear ; tdey did not 
inclior, but though tio inhabitante appeared, there wee ample cvidenc* 
of their existence, by the number of fires and quantity of smoke f^iick 
were discernible. June the Ist, approached an island of good nppea 
Tance, situated IG degrees south, and about twelve German leagues ii: 
circuit, to which was given the name of Verquikking, or Recreation le 
land. Tliis was high land, and of coarse Toiy different from the othera 
Two hoati, wUb twenty-five men in each, were sent, armed, to look foi 
anchoring ground and refreshments, when the natives advanced into the 
water to oppose their landing, but were dispersed by the fire of musketry. 
Signs of friendship were, howcTer» made to them, and farther intercourse 
took place, assisted by mutual presents. 

The next day a stronger party quitting the ships, made presents of 
beads and looking-glassos to the person who seemed to be chief; who, 
however, received them with disdain, though cocoa nuts were given in 
return. After filling twenty sacks with herbs for the use of the sick, the 
X^h a4?anced noo Ae eoaotry, bat were lepeatedhr adfised by tho 
chief not to do so, till at lensth a shower of stones from the offended 
natives wounded several, which was answered by a volley of musketry. 
Several fell by this act of relaliation, but the 8avag«'s, undaunted, con- 
tinued the fight with increasing numbers and fury, so that the Dutch 
were at len^ forced back to their boats, eveiy one oeverety wounded 
and many even killed, with so strong an impression on the mmds of the 
seamen, that none, aflcr this time, would volunteer to proceed in the 
boats to unknown ialandsy where theie was any doubt of the disposition 
of the peojj^le. 

, l%e natives here were robust, well made, active and dexterous m any- 
thing they ondertook, having long shining black hair, anointed with cocoa 
nut oil ; they were painted all over the body, like the people of Easter 
Island ; the men wearing a kind of net-work round their waists, the wo- 
men wholly covered with a stuff soft to the touch, and adorned with 
ornaments of pearl shell. It has since been supposed that this island 
is the one now known by the name of Ulietea. 

A council of the officers was now called hf Uie admiKal, who commu- 
nicated to them his instructions, that if, after arriving at a certain longitude, 
he did not discover a countrv worth taking possession of, he was to bend 
his course homeward ; on whicli they uuanuuously agreed that, from the 
ezhaasted state of their provisions, the nomber of sick, and the state of 
the vessfllat it ims not possible to retnm by Cape Horn ; snd, therefore, 
the only way was by the East Indies. 

Thirteen days after, June the 15th, quitting Recreation Island, they 
discovered a group which, after the captain of the Tienhoven, was named 
Batiman*9 idands ; they were pleasantly interspersed with hille and val- 
leysi and ten or twenty German miles in circuit, latitude 13 degrees 41 
minutes south. Numbers of natives flocked off to them in boats neatly 
mndc, who exchanged fiab, cocoa nuts, and plantains, for bends and other 
trinkets, the shores also being crowded with spectators. In one of the 
canoes sat a man tc^whom the other islanders snowed gi cat respect, and 
by. his side a young woman nearly white ; the complexions of the majority 
were also but Uttle different from Europeans, except what the tanning of 
the sun and constant exposure had effected. They appeared a good kind 
of people, their bodies not painted, but clothed from the waist downward 
with a 9pceies of fringjss of silken stuff, and wearing necklaces of odori- 
fef)^tt|i mm Theee are coneidafed the Navigatar»it iihuidt of ML 
Bodk^viOe. 
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Quitting these, where RoggeweiD would not make any stay, lest li# 
aboald fose the numsoon fortha East Indies, they aevt oay saw two ia- 
famda, supposed to be those of Gocos and Verrader of Le Maire, but 

more probaMy those of Horn and "V^'nllis's Islands. Shortly afterward 
they di^tinguished two more of very considerable size, which were named 
Tienhoven and Groningen Islands ; but though they coasted them the 
whole of the day without discovering the taiminatton of the former, yet 
no attempt was made to land, from th^ aJmiraPs anxiety to proceed to 
India, though scurvy and dysentery raged so much on board, that refresh- 
ments were of ll.c utmost importance to their welfare. Three, four, and 
five men died daily, and some with their Ust breath cursed their conn 
oiander for not trying to obtain that relief whieh was so Mir t&MH* 

Jnly the 18th, saw New Britain, the people being of a copper coloar, 
with long black hair, and apparently of hostile dispositions ; dropped the 
anchor at the Islands of Moa and Arimoa, where refreshments might 
have been piocured by barter, but iloggewein adopted the more summary 
method of taking them by force of arms, landing a liody of men, cotting 
down the cocoa nut trees, and firing upon the natives without any pre- 
vious quarrel. This track had before been followed by Le Maire and 
Schouten, and Tasman, and tho G;ood effects of their mildness was obvi- 
ous in the friendly dispositions of the people, till it was foolishly destroyed 
byRoggewein. 

Pursuing his course wrslward, he passed between the notth-west part 
of New Guinea and Gilolo. In September he made the coast of Java, 
and anchored at Japara, where the Dutch East India Company had a 
fort, where many of his men were landed, while notice of his arrival was 
aent to the ffOTomor-general at Batavia. Altogether, thejr had lost, 
seventy men by sickness, besides those kiUed in akimriihei with the na- 
tives, and thirty were landed here ^ 

Roggewein, who had no license from the company to come to India, 
which It seems all ships were obliged to have, ought to have avoided 
their aettlemente ; bnt ^oing afterward to Batavia, upon invttatloii of the 
governor-general, his ships were seized, as in case of tie Maire and Schou- 
ten, condemned, and the crows distributed in the homeward-bound fleet. 

In the seauel, the Dutch West India Company appealed against tbis^ 
decision witn full success, the East India Company being obliged to re- , 
fund the value of the vessels seized, and to pay the seamen their wagsa^ 
tiU the day of their arrival in Holland. 

Rog|Tewein, therefore, mad« a few discoveries, but no voyager has| 
been so unfortunate in not having a journalist to record them properly, 
or even to afford correct latitudes ; longitudes of any accuracy not oeing 
expected. Neither himself nor any one under his directions gave the , 
narrative to the world, the accounts being principally anonymoafl| oAeil' 
varying in the circumstances, as well as contradictoiy in datea ^ * ,^V 



COMMOBQRE ANSON.— 1740-44. 

As it was foreseen, in the latter end of the summer of the year 1739, 
that a war with Spain was inevitable, it was the opinion of several per- 
sons then in admmistration, that it would be a stroke of admirable policy 
to attack the enemy in some of her distant settlements, and therein di^ 

prive her of that treasure by which alone she could b'^ enabled to carry 
on the war. The squadron under Mr. Anson^s command COQsisted.of 
sjx vessels of war and two victuallers. These wers the 
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Oil Um IStli flf ScBlamber, 1740, iSm a^iiaiM weighed tuAm horn 
St. Helen's. It hid bmn proposed to ombaxk tkree iidaytniiat cmnpft- 



commander-in-chlGf of ilie land forces ; but by some unaccountable in-

On the 3d of November weighed from tlio Island of Madeira, intend- 



wnen at aoa, m oonaldoriog hxmtu Hhm ■aaaonwaa advaaeed, ha allefed 

this resolution, and appointed St. Catherine's, on the coast of Braail, to 
be the first place of rendezvous in case of separation. On the 16th of 
December they discovered the land of Brazil, and on the evening of the 
I8th east aiwlior at the north-weat point of the IsUod of St. Cathenoe^s. 
Their first oaro, after having mooted Iheir shipe, wat to gat the sick mea 
on shore, into tents which were erected for their reception. The dia* 
eased on board the Centurion amounted to eighty, nor were their nura- 
hers proportionabiy less on board the other vessels : yet the land air was 
^ so Mttle advanta|re, that tbey bonad tweaty-eight from the commo* 
dore's ship, aad earned away ainaljMUt in a very weak oonditniL 

Their next employment was to wood and water the squadron, calk 
the 6hip<:' f^ide? and decks, and secure the masts and riggiag against tem- 
pestuous weather, expected ia the voyage round Ci^e mm ; the dan- 
fort of which were so evident, that Mr. Anson appointed three difierent 
piacaa of rendaaroas. The first was Port St JnuaBi where tbey were 
to be stationed for ten days,, and take in salt ; the second, the Island of 
Nostra Sonora del Socoro, there to ply off and on as long as their store 
of wood and water would permit ; sjid thea to proceed to Juan Feroaa- 
dei, to tako ta a fresh aopply. Under thm oraafa the sqoadimi left 81. 
Cathetiae*8 en Sunday, the 18th of January. On die 18th of Fehmaij 
came to an anchor in the Bay of St Julian, on the coast of Patagonia. 
Tliat part of tlie southcrti continent of America unoccupied by the Sj[>a- 
niards, extending from tiieir settlements to the straits of Mageiiao, called 
by thai aaaie, ia reaiaikable ler being one ooaliMed chain of doiVQi^ 
covered with long tufts of eeone gtaaa, mtenfianed wh^ banea wfn^ 

where onlv grave! is to be Ffipn. 

Thr> priiictpiil iri'U'.er whicli tktained the squadron, the refitting- ol iho 
Trial, being compieted, the commodore held a council of officers on board 
the Geotnrioo, and mfenaed them that hta ofdei a were lo aaeoio male 
port in the South Seas, where the ships in the squadron might careen and 
refit ; and proposed to attack Biiidivia, the principal frontier of Chili ; tO 
which every member consenting, new mstiuctions were given lo the cap- 
tains of the squadron, importing that in case of separation, they were to 
•ratao ten daya off the lalaad of Noatra SenondaL Soeoio ; wmq, if act 
joined by the coounodore, (hey were to proceed and croiae for foiylaan 
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dajrt off the harbour of Baldivia ; after -which time, if they were not 
joined bv otiier ships, they were to direct their course to Jaan Fernan- 
des. Kacii capiam was at the sanw time directed not to separate from 
the CeDturioOy nnleit in caM of unavoided neceaeity, mon than two milos, 
These ordeia bein^ issued, the squadron stood to sea on the 27th dF 
February, in the mominff, when tho Gloucester, not b^in^ able to purchase 
hur anchor, was obliged to cut her cable and leave her best bower behind. 
<Jn the dth of March distovered the laad of Terra del Fuego, which 
aflbidt a aiest draai 7 praspeei. On the 7tk tUey opened the alnite Le 
Maire, through which, though seven or eight leagaes long, they %ei9 
hurried by the rspiJity of the tide in about two hours ; and sis these arc 
generally reckoned ihe boundaries ot the Atlatilic and Facihc Oceans, 
ihe men began to flatter themsehres that their dangers were aloioat at aa 
end, and that they aheoM eees take peaaessioB of thoae ttahea^oMhich, 
to UBigMWitioa, they had so long feasted. But they had aeiMrfly.ieached 
the southern pxtremity of the stmits, befor^^ these agTeeaWe prospects 
entire;!)' vanished ; the wind siniied and blew in violent si^alls, and the 
tide turned furiously against tkein, driving to the eastwud with such 
rapidity, that the two etenunoat veaaels, the 'Wager and ihn^Awna Pink, 
with the utmost dtlieiiliy, escaped being daahea m pieimn>lAe ihiM 
of Staten-Iatid. 

For above three months from this time they struggled with such dan- 
gers and disuesses as are scarcely to be paralleled, and had suck a con* 
tinoal anceeasion of tempeatnoQa weather ae aatoatdMd the oMorti Mian 
on board, who aaanimouslT confessed that what tbev h^d hitherto ea&d 
storms were inconsiderable gales, compared to the violence of these 
winds, which raised such short and mountainous waves as filled them with 
coBtBieal terror ; for had but one of these waves broke, it must, in all 
probability, have sent them, to the bottoni* t 

On the tst of April the weather, after having been a little more mode- 
rate, returned to its former Yio]f>ncp, the sky Tooked dark and gloomy, 
and the wind began to freshen and blow m squalls ; and appearaiiees wer« 
aneh as plainfy indicated a severe tempest at hand : and accordingly, on 
the 3d, there caane en a akbnn, which eiceeded in violenee and dontioii 
all they had hitheTto encountered. - On the J 3th they aU expected, by 
their reckoninjj, in a few davs to have enjoyed some ease in the Parifie 
Ocean ; but the next morning, beiweca one and two o'clock, the weaihet 
clearing up a little, and the moon shining out on a sudden, the Anna 
Fink made a signal for eeeiog Imd right ahead ; and it beiaff then only 
two miles dbtant, they were under the most dreadful apprehensions of 
runninrr on shore ; and had not the wind suddenly shifted, or had not the 
moon shone out, every ship must have perished. They found this land, 
to thefar great astonishment, to be Cape Noir, though they imagined they 
were 10 degieee mera to the west ; ihr the ennenta had proved so etion^ 
that when expecting to be in 19 degrees west, Ihey had not re dly ad- 
vanced half that distance. After this mwtifyin^ disappt>intment, they 
stood away to the southward, with the weather lokrably tavonrable, tik 
the 84th of April, on the evening of which day the wind increaaed to 
a prodigious storm, and abont midnight the weather became so thick 
that the whole squadron separated, nor met again till th^ reached the 
Island of Juan Fernandea, To add to their other misfortunes, the scur* 

began to make such havock, that on board ihe Centurion only it car*- 
Med «K lorty-three men in the month of Apnl, and twice that luunher in 
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' On the 8th of Aib Otatai^ arriTed off the Island of Socoro, ia 
which station they cruispd for several day?, in hope of being joined by 
some of the scattered ships, but to no purpose. On the 22d of May the 
fury uf all the storms they had hitherto encountered seemed to combine 
Md eonspirv their dettroetioa. Aloiott all the tail* were split, the rig- 
gmg destroyed, and a monntainoijs wave teeakfaig over tnem on the 
titarboard quarter, gave the vf^sscl so prodigious a shock, that several of 
the shrouds were Itroke, and the ballast and stores so strangely shifted, 
that she lay on her larboard side. The wind at length abating a little, 
tlM^ began to exert themeeWea toatirrnp the ihrooda, reef newTaayarde, 
and mend the sails ; during which they ran great risk of being driven on 
shore on the Islandof Chiloe. But the wind happily shifting to the south- 
ward, they steered oflf land witli only a mainsail, there being no person left 
to manage the helm but the master and the reverend Mr. Walter, the com- 
modore'e chaplain, the feet hetng all boaily e mploy ed in aecuring the masts 
and bending the sails. After encountering many difficultieSi theyattength 
reached the Island of Juan Fernandez on the 9th of June, in a most de- 
sponding condition, with great scarcity of fresh water, and the crew so 
diseased that there were not more than ten foremast men in a watch ca- 
pable of doing dnty ; and even some of these were lame and incapable 
of going aloft. 

The Island of Juan Fernandez, when first discovered, appears to be 
surrounded with craggy broken precipices ; the prospect, however, on a 
nearer approach, changee into a landscape the most beautiful that can be 
Imaginea ; a prospect which, though at anjr time sufficiently delightful, 
was uncommonly so to the few surviving sailors, who now beheld a land 
covere<l with woods, interposed with carpets of the loveliest verdure, and 
watered with numerous streams %nd cascades, the idea of tasting which, 
revived the spirits of those who were almost dying of thirst, The nor- 
thern side is composed of a range of cTag|7 hiHa, oorered with aromatic 
trees, none of which are large enough to yield timber of any considenUyle 
size. Water-cresses, pursTain, wild sorrel, turnips, Sicilian radishes, 
and many other vegetables peculiarly adapted to the cure of the scurvy, 
abound everywhere on the island ; the numberless beauties of which 
cannot iail to charm all those who have a true taste for the beauties of 
unassisted nature, which greatly excel the laboured efforts of art. The 
great number of goats which former navigators have found on this issland, 
have been much diminished by the dogs set on shore here by the Spa- 
nisfds. A m ong ihe goatd whwli fen into the bands of Mr. Anson's men, 
were found two or three of a very venerable aspect, which, from having 
their ears slit, they imagined had formerly belonged to Selkirk. The 
dogs, havinjT nicreascd to a prodigious number, have made themselves 
masters of ail the accessible parts of the island, while the few remaining 
goats inhabit the high grounds, Mid secure the mmrow passes by a con- 
stant guard. > 

The people of the Centurion fed on the sea-lion, under the denomina- 
tion of beef. Great numbers of the^e animals haunt this coast during 
the winter. They are in size, when at the full growth, from twelve to 
twenty feet iil'4«ngth, and from eight to 6fteen feet in eireomference:' 
and 80 OXtrtMiely fat, that, after having been cut through the skin, there 
is at least twelve inches of fat before either lean or bone is found, and 
the fat of the largest frequently yielded a btitt of oil. As soon as the 
hhip was broui^ht to a safe birth, their tirst care was to erect tents for the 
reception of &e f ick, the number of wbona amounted to 167 peima^

twelve or fonrteen of whom died in ihe boats on bein;^ exposed to tho 
fresh air. As the greater p rl wp.re quue hel|.>]«";5s. it was nece?«arv to 
remove lliem in their hammociis ; ia whkh Uoorioue empioymeut the 
commodore and bis oStem asaiHed. So uiTOterato wae the disorder* 
that its first faty did not abate in less than twenty dajre after landiiif ; 
and, for the ficat ten or twelve days, tbey buried six or seven people daily } 
and it seemed as if no remedy con]<] have repelled the power of the dia- 
eat^e. Tiieir next eare was ihoronghly to ciean»e ihe ttbip, winch had 
become extremely loathsonae. This done, they proceeded with all pos- 
afble expedition to Uy in wood and water, in doii^ which they made th* 
niore haste, as they leaved the return of Pizarro's sqaadrea: for it was 
cviJrnt, from the heaps of fresh a&hes and scattered fragments of fish- 
bones, that (hey i»-»d been lately hvrv, as it was impossible the English 
tihould he yet acquaiuled with their utelaficboly situation. Is'or were 
they in present eireuBietaiieea, with only about thirty healthy bands, to 
man a aizty'gnn ship, a match for any vessel of force. 

A few days aftf r the Centurion had arrived, the Trial sloop appeared 
in sight, and was brought into the harbour by the help of gome men des- 
patched to her assistance by Mr. Anson, m the long-boat, as she bad 
only three men, beaides Cftptaia Sanndere, her commuMlert >»d her lieu- 
tenant, able to stand to the sails ; having buried thirty of her hands, and 
the rest being down with the scurvy. The Gloucester was discovered 
to leeward on the 21st of Jnne, n:nkiiig tho host of her way for the 
island, though they were not convinced that it was her till the 26thy 
when she appeared full in view, and the commodore iounediately des- 
patched hie long-boat on board, with a supply of fresh water and vegei^ 
bles, of which she was in the utmost need. Without this timely rcUef 
her people had certainly expired through thirst, being then at the allow- 
ance of a pint of water each man per day, and having no more than 
enough to serve them twenty-four hours, even ai that ^uautity. It was 
the misfortone of thia rase] to be continuaUy driving on and off the 
laland, till the 28d of July, sometimes out of sight of the land, in the 
greatest distress imaginable, and in the 5it:i'/>st danger of foundering. 
These dillicultics were occa'^ioned by conlrarv winds and currents ; but, 
at length, however, she made tiie north- west paiui of the island, and came 
' to an anchor at a time when her people began to deepair of almost ever 
gaining land, or seeing any period to their cabuauties but by death The 
Anna Pink arrived about the middle of August, which, with the Trial 
and Gloucester, mentioned above, were the only vessels that ever joined 
the squadron ; for the Severn and I'earl, having parted from the commo- 
dore off Cape Horn, with difficulty reached Brazil, whence they made 
tho best of their way baek to Europe ; while the Wager waa wrecked 
on the coHiit. 

The Gloucester, before she m-tdo Juan Fernandez, having been in sight 
of Masa Fueio, Mr. Anson, nnagming tliat eilher the Pearl or Severn 
might touch there, despatched the Trial to inquixe it hie suspicions were 
well founded. She returned, after having sailed quite round the ialand, 
without getting any intelligence of them. The Spaniards have alwaya re- 
presented Masa Fuero, which they call the Lesser Fernandez, as a barren 
rock, without wood, water, or any kind of provisions ; bnt this is not true. 
The latter part of the month of August was taken up in unioaduig the Anna 
Pinks which, upon a doee examinalioo by the carpenters, was judged unfit 
fov service, and therefoie, upon a petition of Mr. Gerard, her master, to 
Ibe aoouxiodore, ahe waapnrcbased for the uae of the fquadron^ for £300, 
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lo be paid to the owrpr? ; and her men. torrrfhrr with th^» Tnaster, were 
sent on bo^rd thie ( rkircesler. Tho rciiia: m ii rr crews, which were now 
to be distnbuied aaioug three 8hi|>s, amuunied only to 350, a number in- 
mfBcieftt to have nianiMNl the Centarion alme, wad at tiie beat scarcely 
enoo^ to work them all. About eleven in the mormng of the 8th of 
Soptember, th^v discovered a f^:u\ ; when the Centurion, being in the 
greatest forwardness, made alter her as fast as possible. N'l^ht coming 
on, they lost sight of the chase, and the next morning could nut disceru 
bar ftooD the maet-head, bat kept on a eonth-eaet ooone, in hope of euc* 
ceee, aopposiiig her bound to Valparaiso. ^ 

About three, on the morning of the 12th, a brisk gale springTi>g up at 
west-sou! li west, oblj«red them to lio unon a north-west tack, which at 
break oi day brought them within sijght oi a saiJ, at about iivu leagues 
dietaoGR, but, not tbe aame they had aeen before. She appeared to be 
a large vessel, and npon hoisting SpanlA colours, and bearing toward 
tliH Centnrion, the commodore ordered everything ready for an engage- 
raeni ; but upon coming nearer, she appeared to be a m*»rchantman, 
without a single tier of guns, and had uiistHken the commodore for her 
consort. 81m surrendered at tho fire of only four ahot ; and Mr. Sao* 
marez, drst lieutenant of the Centurion, was ordered to take possession 
of the prize, and to send all the prisoners on board the commodore. 
This vessel was called the Nuestra S^nora del Monte Carmelo ; her 
cargo consisted of sugar, cloth, cotton, and tolmcco, having also on board 
some trunks of wrought plate, and twenty-three serons of dollars, each 
weighing upward of 200 pounds averdupois. The intelligence obtained 
from the prisoners was of the utmost consequpnre to the English shipH ; 
for they now tirst learned part of the fate of Pizarro's squadron, and also 
that the viceroy of Mexico had just taken oS an embargo that had been 
laid npon all shipping in th^e seas, anppostng that tbe English sqaadron 
had peri^bed la doiUSing Cape Hotdi it being solely om their aecount that 
the embargo had been laid on. 

It appearing from letters on board the prize that several other mer- 
chantmen were at sea, between Callao and Valparaiso, the conunodore 
having put ten of hie. own handa en board the Trial sloop, sent her to 
cruise off the last-mentioned port. At the same time he ordered Cap- 
tain Milchell, in the Gloucester, to proceed to .50 degrees south latitude, 
and ciaise off the Island of Paita, till he should be joined by tho Centu- 
rion ; and im pnfr en board* bar twenty-tbree sailora and six passengers 
from Uie Caiaselo, which was fitted out as a cruiser, with four six pound- 
ers nnd two swivels. The Centurion anrl hnr prize weighing from the 
I3av of Junn Fernandez on the 19th of S( ptember, took her COUlse to 
the eastwatd, uroposmg to joui the iHal oil V alparaiso. 

On the S4tb, in the evening, they came np with tbe latter, baTing 
takeii a prize of 600 tons burthen, laden with a cargo like that of the 
Carmelo, with about X5000 in ready monry. On the 27th, the weather 
provmg more moderate, the captain of the Trial came on ho^wd »ho 
Centarion, briogmg with him an instrument, subscribed by himseU and 
all hm onoars^ i^ttiag forth that the Teasel waa so leaky and defective, 
that it waai at the taaaaid oitheiv Uvea they etaid on board ; upon which, 
the cnmmodort>. having ordered everything that was usefsil to be put on 
board the prize she had taken, together with Captain Saunders and tho 
crew, ^he was scuttled and sunk. It was now re^ol^ed to join Caplaiti 
Mitchell, atationed off Paita, that if a Spanish aquadion shook! be fitted 
Dat at Calhip^ tibejr might be able to give it a wam veoaptaoii. With 
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this view th^y Btood to the rtorthwird, and on the 5th of November fell 
in with a sail, which, after pursuing till an hour and a half ailer dark, 
struck to them. Mr. Dennis, third lieutenant of the Oentvnon, Mnm tmt 
with tizteen men to take poeaeetion. She was called the Santa Teresa 
de Jesus, burthen about 300 tona, bound from Gtiaquil to Callao, laden 
with hides, timber, tobacco, cocoa, cocoa nuts, quinto thread, (whirh ia 
very strong, and made of a species of grass,) quinto cloth, and about 
XL 70 m money. All the prisoners, on their first falling inU> tbe bands 
of the English, had exhibited the ntmoet eigoa of fear, expecting nothing 
but the moat barbarous treatment ; they even acknowledge, so stron^^ 
was ilieir prepossessions, that after having for some time experienced Mr. 
Anson's civil and |»oUte behaviour, they could scorceijr credit thou own 
feelings. 

On the 10th of Novenaber, lying at three leaguee diat^nee frem the 
laland of Lobos, looking out for the Gloucester, whose station htd been 

appoinied lirrc, tb^^v discovered a sail, which Lieutenant Brett was 
ordered to chase, with the Trial's pinnace and barcre. It was soon disco- 
vered that it was not the Gloucester ; and as there was no wind, the 
lieutanant eoon came up with, end b<Mirded her, wiUiobt any redalanee 
on the part of the enemy. She w^s called the Nuestra Senora del Car* 
min, bound from Panama to Callao, about 270 tons burthen, had forty- 
three mariners on board, with various kinds of merchandise, of little 
value to the captors, but a greater loss to the Spaniards tnan any capture 
made in any part of the world ; for the cargo was of more than 400,000 
dollais value, prime coat, at Panama. From the priaonera they learned, 
that a few days before, a vessel had entered PSaita, die master of which 
told the governor he had been chn?ed bv a verv ]fir<je ship, which, from 
her size and appearance, he imagined to be uot of the English squadron, 
and that the governor had immediately sent au i.\:prcss to Lima, to carry 
the news to thevioeroy, while the royal oCBeer reaiding at Paiu bad been 
buaily employed in removing both the king's treaaora and his own to Pium, 
a town fourteen leagues within land. Still there was a hrgp sum of 
money, belon?];in<i' to the merchants, lodged in the custom house, and 
iniended to be shipped on board a vessel then in the port, whicli was to 
sail with all expedition for Sonaonnate, on tbe coaat of Mexico, to pur- 
chase part of the cargo of the Manilla ship. It was at once ceojeetnred 
that the ship which had chased the vessel into Paita was the Gloucester ; 
and as the vessel in which the money was to be shipped was < stermod a 
prime sailer, they concluded they had uo chance of coming up with h&r 
i£ suffered to escape out of the port. 

As they were now diacoverea, and the coast would soon be alarmed, 
so as to prevent cruising to any advantage, the commodore resolved to 
endeavour to surprise the place that vo rv night. This attack upon Paita, 
besides the treasute it promised, afforded a prospect of supplying them- 
selves with provisions, oi which they were in great want ; and an oppor- 
tunity of setting their prisoners on shore, who were now very numeroos, 
And made a greater consumption than their stock was capable of furnish- 
ing for any considerable time. The town consists of about 200 houses, 
each one slor^ high, the walls being made of split cane and mud, and 
the roofs only a covering of leaves. The only defence of Paaa was a 
ibrt, without either ditch or ontworic, surrounded with a brick wall of amaU 
strength, in which were mounted eight pieces of cannon, and the garrison 
consisted of only one weak company ; though il w^ thought tno town 
waa able to arm men. 
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To prevent any confusion which might arise from ignorance of the 
streets, two Spanish pilots were ordered to conduct the lieutenant to the 
best landing place, and to be his guides on shore. When the ships were 
within five leagues of Paita, about ten o'clock at night. Lieutenant Brett, 
with the boats under his command, put off, and arrived, without being 
discovered, at the mouth of the bay ; though he had no sooner entered 
it, than some of the people on board a vessel riding at anchor there, per- 
ceived him, and immediately getting into their boat, rowed toward the 
shore, crying out, " The English, the English dogs," &c., by which the 
town was alarmed, and the men in the boats could perceive several lights 
hurrying backward and forward in the fort, and other marks of the inhabi- 
tants being in motion. On this, Mr. Brett encouraged his men to pull 
up brisklv, and go on shore before the guns could be tired from the fort ; 
when, drawing up his men under the shelter of a narrow street, thev 
instantly marched to the parade, a large square at the end of this street, 
with drums beating, and loud shouts of joy ; and were there saluted with 
a volley of small shot from some merchants who had posted themselves 
in a gallery that ran round the governor's house ; but upon the tire being 
returned, they abandoned the post, and left the English in possession of 
the parade. The lieutenant now divided his men into two parties, one of 
which he ordered to surround the government-house, and, if possible, to 
secure the governor, while he marched at the head of the other to the 
fort, with an intention to force it, but the enemy had made their escape 
over the walls on his approach, so that he entered without opposition. 
Thus the town was taken in less than a quarter of an hour from their 
first landing, with the loss of one man killed and two wounded. 

In the interim, the Centurion and the other ships, making easy sail 
toward Paita, opened the bay about seven in the morning, and at twelve 
came to an anchor at a mile and a half from the town. This day and 
the following were spent in sending on board the treasure, consisting of 
the most valuable things to be found in the town, with boat-loads of hogs, 
fowls, and other refreshments. The commodore, to prevent surprise in 
the night, sent a reinforcement on shore, which was posted in all the 
passages leading to the parade, while the streets were fortified with barrica- 
docs six feet high for better security ; but as the enemy remained quiet 
all night, they resumed their former employment of loading and sending 
off their boats early in the morning. The business at Paita being pretty- 
well over on the third day, the 15th of November, the commodore put 
all the prisoners, eighty-eight in number, on shore, agreeably to l.is pro- 
mise, giving orders that they should be secured in one of the churches 
till the men were ready to embark. Mr. Brett then, agreeably to his 
orders* distributed pitch, tar, and other combustibles, of which there were 
great quantities in the town, into houses situated in different streets ; that 
the place being fired in different parts at the same time, the destruction 
might be the more violent and sudden, and that the Spaniards might not 
be able to extinguish it when he was gone. Then, having spiked the 
cannon in the fort, and set fire to such houses as were to windward, he 
collected his men, of whom there was only one missing, and marched 
toward the boats, which were ready to carry them off. They were just 
quitting the beach, and the last man was actually embarked, when they 
hoard the voice of a person entreating them to take him on board, for by 
this time the beach was so covered with smoke that they could not discern 
any one, when one of the boats advancing to the place whence the sound 
issued, found the. man whom they had missed up to the chin in water, 
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having waded as far as he durst, as he could not swim, and excessivefjf 
terrified lest he should fall into the hands of the enemy. 

They weighed anchor from the coast of Paita about midnight, on the 
16th of November, the squadron being increased to six sail, that is, the 
Centurion, the Trial's prize, the Carmelo, the Carmin, the Teresa, and 
the Sohdad. They stood to the westward, and in the morning the coir»- 
modore ordered the ships to spread to a considerable distance, in order 
to look out for the Gloucester, for they then drew near the station 
where she had been ordered to cruise. On the morning of the 18lh 
they discovered her, with a small vessel in tow, which joined them about 
three in the afternoon, when they learned that Captain Mitcliell had taken 
two prizes, one of which was a snow, whose cargo consisted of wine, 
brandy, and olives, and about £7000 in specie ; and the other was a 
launch, the people on board which, when taken by the Gloucester's barge, 
were at dinner, served up in silver dishes. Notwithstandmg this circum- 
stance, the prisoners alleged that they were very poor : having nothing 
on board but cotton made up in jars, which, being removed on board the 
Gloucester, were strictly examined, when the whole appeared to be a 
▼cry extraordinary piece of false package ; there being concealed among 
the cotton doubloons and dollars to the amount of £12,000. , 

They now steered for Quibo, an island situated in the mouth of the 
Bay of Panama ; and the commodore proposed, after they had supplied 
themselves with water, to steer for the southern parts of California, or 
the adjacent coast of Mexico, there to cruise for the Manilla galleon, 
which was known to be at sea on her way to Acapuico ; and as it was 
now only the middle of November, and the ship did not usually arrive 
till the middle of January, they did not doubt of getting on that station 
time enough to intercept her. They were eight sail in all, but the Soli- 
dad and the Santa Teresa being bad sailers, and delaying the rest of the 
squadron, the commodore ordered them to be cleared of everything use- 
ful and then burnt ; and, having given proper instruction to the Gloucester 
and the other vessels, the Centurion held on her way for Quibo. On the 
3d of December they came in sight of it. This island is extremely con- 
venient for wooding and watering, as trees grow close to high water mark, 
and a rapid stream of fresh water runs over the sandy beach into the 
eea ; so that in two days the Centurion was able to lay in a sufficient 
stock of these articles. 

On the 12th of December they stood from Quibo to the westward, 
having scuttled and sunk the last prize, and being joined by the Glou- 
cester, which, having sprung her fore- topmast, had been separated from 
them. The commodore proceeded to cruise for the Manilla ship, having 
first given direciions to his squadron to use all possible despatch in get- 
ting to the northward of the harbour of Acapuico ; and, in case of separa- 
tion, to rendezvous at the middle island of the Tres Marias ; and, if they 
missed him there, at the Island of Macao, on the coast of China. They 
made no doubt that thoy should soon arrive at their intended station, as 
they expected to fall in with the regular trade wind ; but, to their great 
mortification, were harassed with contrary winds, heavy rains, or dead 
calms for near a month, and began to despair of intercepting the Manilla 
•hip ; but at length their spirits were somewhat revived by a favourable 
change in the wind. 

The commodore sent his barge, on the 12th of Fobrnary, in search of 
the harbour of Acapuico, and to discover whether the galleon was arrived, 
Vrhicb returned on the 19th, with the news that they hud discovertd the 
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it, they were doubtful how to proceed ; but, while lying upon thoir oan» 
jtrj^orant that they were then at the very place sought for, they discerned 
a light near the surface of the water ; on which, plyioff their paddles, 
and moving as silently as possible in the dftoction, they found it to be a 
fishing canoe, which they surprised, with three negroes on boaid. 

From these men the commodore learned that the g;illeon arrived at 
Acnpulco on the 9th of January, old elilc ; that she had delivered her 
cargo, was taking in water and provisions, in order to return, and that the 
viceroy of Mexico had by proclamation fixed her departure from Aeapolco 
on the 14th of March, new atile. This news gave them great joy, as 
they had no doubt but she must certainly fall into their hands* On the 
1st of March, the time for her departure drawing nigh, the commodore 
disposed his fire ships in such a manner> tliat they tOjok up a compass of 
at least twentf-fcMir leagues, within whtd^ notliioff could pass without its . 
being known by ^ whole squadron ; the vessels being so judiciously 
tp.nned, that by sif^als information could be easily and speedily given of 
whaL passed in any part of the line. From this time to the 23d they 
Were in hopes of her, satisfied that she iiad not quitted the harbour ; but, 
by this time, the wbcAe fleet beginning to be in want of watttr^ it was 
agreed to proceed to Che<^uctau to supply themselves : and lest the gal- 
teon, taking advantage of theii absence, might slip out to sea, Mr. Hughes, 
lieutenant of the Trial's prize, was ordered to cruise olf the port of Aca- 
pulco for twenty- four days, that if she should set sail, they might be 
speedily infoimeid of iu 

On tlie Ist of April they were advanced so far toward Cheqoetan that 
the commodore sent out two boats lo discover the watering place, which 
being gone several days, their water ran so short, that if tliey had not 
mot with a dj^Iy supply of lurtlo, which prevented their being confined 
only to salt ^tnriaionsy Ihey must have suffered very considerably in so 
warm a climate. The harbour lies in 17 degrees 36 minutes north lati<> 
tude, and is about thirty leagues to the westward of Acapulco ; from 
which last place there is a bank of sand extending eighteen leaj^es 
to the westward, against which the sea breaks ao violently, that it ia 
impossible to Wd with boats on any part, yet the ground is so clean, 
• that during the fair season ships may anchor in great safety, at the dis- 
tance of a mile or two from the shore. As the country appeared to be 
well inhabited, the comOQ^ore had hopes to have easily procured some 
fredi provisions, £)i/b^^' refreshments, of which Ibey were in want ; 
and, tnerefore, on the morning after his coming to an anchor, despatched 
a company of forty men, well armed, into the country, to try if they could 
discover any town or village, and settle a correspondence with the inhabi- 
tants. These men having proceeded about fiv^ miles from the harbour, 
found two roads» teading east and west ; choosing the latter, they marched 
along a beaten track, w-hich led them into a large plain, on one blJt' of 
which they saw a sentinel on horseback, with a pistol in his hand ; but 
the horse starting at the glittcrint' of their arms, turned suddenly round 
and ran away at a ffieat rate ; the man being very nigh unhorsed, and 
dropping hia hat and pistol on the ground, loe sailors in vain poisaed. 
t» mscover the place of his retreat, till quite wearied OQt, and finding no 
water to quench their thirst, returned. As it now appeared they had 
not more hands than were necessary to man a fourth-rate man-of-war, it 
was resolved to scuttle and destroy the Trial's prize, the Carmelo, and 
the Carmin, and to divide their crews and the ncheat part of lh«ir car^. 
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goes between the Centurion and Gloucester, which was done accorJingty 
on the 27th of April ; and next morning the .Centurion and Glouceater 
weighed anchor, leaving behind a letter corked up in a bottle, and placed 
in a canoe, which was fixed to a grapnel in the middle of the harbour, 
directed to Mr. Hughes, and acquamting him that the commodore was 
returned to his station off Acapulco ; that he intended to quit it in a few 
days, and return to the rest of his squadron, which continued cruising to ^ 
the southward. These last words were inserted to deceive the Spaniards, 
in case the canoe should fall into their hands, as afterward happened. 

On Sunday, the 2d of May, they were advanced within three leagues 
of Acapulco, and finding nothing of the cotter, Mr. Anson took it for 
granted that it was taken and carried into the port ; and, therefore, wrote a 
polite letter to the governor, requesting him to deliver up Mr. Hughes and 
his people ; and in return promised to release nil the Spanish prisoners 
•now in his hands, some of whom were people of figure. 

While waiting for an answer to this letter, the sentinel from the mast- 
head called out, that ho saw a boat under sail, at a considerable distance 
to the south-east ; and on their approach they found, to their great joy, 
it was their own. 

Quitting now the coast of America, they stood for China, the 6th of 
May, 1742, and stood over to the south-west, with a view of meeting 
with a north-east trade wind, which the accounts of former writers had 
taught them to expect at the distance of seventy or eighty leagues from 
the land. The Gloucester, which was become very bad, was cleared of 
everything by the 15th of August, and then set on fire, being no longer 
fit for any purpose ; the flames gaining upon her gradually, and her guns 
going off one by one, as the flames reached them, till at length, about six 
in the morning, she blew up. 

On the 23d of August, at daybreak, they had the pleasure of discover- 
ing two islands to the westward, and the next morning a third ; on which 
their boat was despatched to one of them, which returned in the evening 
with an account that they could find no anchoring ground. 

On the 26ih lost sight of Annatacan, but next morning discovered 
three other islands, which were afterward found to be Saypan, Tinian, and 
Aiguigan, and immediately steering toward the middlemost of the three, 
which was Tinian, hoisted Spanish colours, with a red flag at the fore-top- • 
mast head, in hope that, by giving their ship the appearance of the Manilla 
galleon, they might decoy some of the inhabitants on board. A Spaniard * 
who came off, being immediately examined, said, that the island was 
uninhabited, notwithstanding which, it wanted but few of the accommoda- 
tions that could be expected in the most cultivated country ; that the 
air was good, and there was plenty of excellent water ; that the woods 
afforded sweet and sour oranges, limes, lomons, and cocoa nuts in great 
abundance, besides a fruit peculiar to these islands, which served instead 
of bread ; and that hogs, poultry, and black cattle ran wild in prodigious 
numbers ; that the Spaniards at Guam made use of it as a store for 
supplying the garrison, of which he was a sergeant, and was now sent 
thither with twenty-two Indians to jerk beef, which he was to load for 
Guam on board a bark of fifteen tons, which was then at anchor near 
the shore. 

Next morning a party of men, well armed, were f^eni on shore to secure 
the landing place, which was done without difficulty, ns the Indians were 
fled into the woods. They found many huta, which saved them the trouble 
of erecting tents j and the largest of tliese, being twenty feet long and 
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fifteen broad, was immediately fitted up aa an hospital, to which they 

removed the sick, amounting to 128. 

Tinian lies in 16 de^ees 8 minutes north latitude, about twelve mile 
long and six broad, and is one of the Ladrone islands, which, altogether, 
are upward of twenty in number. The soil is everywhere dry and 
healthy ; the land rises in gentle slopes to the middle of the island, though 
the gcntio course of its ascent is ot\en interrupted by valleys of an easy 
descent, many of which wind irregularly through the country. Thesa 
valleys, and the gradual swellings of the ground, occasioned by their 
different combinations, were most elegantly diversified by the mutual 
encroachment of woods and lawns, which bordered on each other, and 
ran in large tracts through the island. 

The cattle, of which it ia not uncommon to see herds of scvf?ra] hun- 
dreds feeding together in a large meadow, are all of them milk white, 
except their ears, which are generally brown or black ; and, though there 
are no inliabitants^ yet the clamour and frequent appearance of domestic 
poultry, which range the woods in great numbers, perpetually excites the 
idea of the neighbourhood of farms and villages, and greatly contributes 
to the cheerfulness and beauty of the place. They likewise found abun- 
dance of wild hogs, which were excellent food ; but as they were a herce 
animal, ii was necessary to shoot them, or hunt them with large doge, 
which they found upon the place at their Imding, and which belonged 
to the detachment sent to procure provisions for the garrison at Guam. 

The bread fruit above-mentioned, which the Indians call rhymay, was 
coDstantly eaten by the Centurion's people instead of bread, and so 
universally preferred to it, that none of the ship's bread was expended 
during their stay on the island. It grows on a lofty tree, which, toward 
the top, divides into large and spreading branches ; the leaves are of a 
deep green, notched about iho edges, and from a foot to eighteen inches 
in length. The fruit, which is K>und indifferently on all parts of the 
branches, is in form nearly oval, is covered with a rough rind, is generally 
seven or eight inches long, each growing singly, and not in clusters. 
This island was formerly well peopled, but a contagious sickness having, 
about fifty years ago, swept away almost all the inhabitants of Guam, 
Rota, and Tinian, the Spaniards compelled the survivers on the last two 
islands to remove to Guam, where they languished after their native island, 
till in a few years the greatest part died of grief. 

On the night of the S2d of September, when it was excessive dark, 
the wind blow from the eastward with such fury, that those on board 
despaired of riding out the storm. At this time Mr. Anson, who was 
ill of the scurvy, and most of the hands were on shore, and all the hopes 
of safety of those on board seemed to depend on putting immediately to 
sea ; all communication between the ship and the island being destroyed, 
as it was impos^iible a boat could live. 

About one o'clock a strong gust, attended with rain and lightning, drove 
them to sea, where, being unprepared to stiuggle with the fury of the 
wind and waves, they expected each moment to be their last. When, 
at daybreak, it was perceived by those on shore that the ship was missing, 
they concluded her lost, and most of them begged the commodore to semi 
the boat round the island to look for the wreck. In the midst of their 
gloomy reflections the commodore formed apian for extricating them from 
their present situation ; which was by hauling the Spanish bark on shore, . 
sawing her asunder, and lengthening her twelve feet ; which would enlarge 
her to near forty tons burthen, and enable her to carry them all to China. 

The carpenters of the CHoacester and Trial fortooately were both on 
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•hore with their chests of tools ; the smith also was on shore with bra 
forge, and several of his implements of trade. And it was now found 
on examination that the tents on shore, with the sails and rigging belong- 
hig to the bark, and the spare cordage which had been accidentally landed 
from the Centurion, would be sufficient to rig anew the vessel ; the bot- 
tom of which they proposed to pay with a mixture of tallow and lime. 

But a most discouraging circumstance now occurred, which was, that 
they had neither compass nor quadrant on the island. At length, on 
rummaging a chest belonging to the Spanish bark, they found a small 
compass, which, though not much superior to those made for the amuse- 
ment of school-boys, was to them of the utmost value. 

When these several obstacles were removed, and all things were so 
forward that they had lixed on the 5ih of November as the day on which 
they intended to put to sea, it happened, on the afternoon of the 11th of 
October, that one of the Gloucester's men, being upon a hill, saw the 
Centurion at a distance ; who running with the utn.ost speed toward the 
landing place, he, in the way, saw some of his comrades, to whom he 
cried out, in great ecstasy, "The ship, the ship!" By five o'clock she 
was visible to them all, after an absence of nineteen days ; and a boat 
was sent off with eighteen men, to reinforce her, and with fresh meats 
and fruit for the refreshment of the crew ; »he the next afternoon cast 
anchor in the road, when the commodore went on board, and was received 
with hearty and sincere congratulations. 

On the 14th of October, being the thiid day after their arrival, a sodden 
gust of wind drove her to sea a second time ; but in about five days 
more the weather bein^ fair, they returned again to anchor, and relieved 
those they had left behind from their second fears of being deserted by 
their ship. On coming to an anchor after the second driving off to sea, 
they laboured incessantly to get in a stock of water sufficient for their 
passage to Macao, which having completed by the 20th of October, ther 
set fire to the bark and proa, hoisted in their boats, and got under sail, 
steering away toward the south end of the Island of Macao. 

The I.fadrone or Marian islands were first discovered by Magellan, in 
the year 1521, and from the account given of the first two be fell in with, 
it should seem that they were those of Saypan and Tinian, for they aro 
described as very beautiful islands, and as lying between fifteen and six- 
teen degrees of north latitude. There are generally reckoned twelve of 
these islands ; but if the small islets and rocks are counted, their whole 
number will amount to above twenty. They were formerly well inhabited, 
and about the beginning of the present century Guam, Rota, and Tinian, 
are said to have contained 6U,000 people ; but since that time Tinian 
has been cntirt ly depopulated, and no more than two or three hundred 
Indians have been left at Kota. 

Guam is esteemed about thirty leagues in circumference, and contains 
near 4000 inhabitants, of which 1000 are supposed to live in the city of 
San Ignatio de Agana, where the governor usually resides ; this island, 
on account of the refreshment it yields to the Manilla ship, is reckoned 
a post of some consequence ; it has two castles, and a battery of five 
pieces of cannon near the sea-shore. The Spanish troops employed here 
consists of threo companies of foot, of between forty and fifty men each. 

The Indians are a strong, bold, well-made people, and from some of 
their practices, particularly the contrivance of the flying proa, seem to be 
nowisp defective m understanding. These flying proas, which for ages 
puat buve been the only vessels ihey have used, are of a very extraordi- 
nary fabric, and are said, with the help of a ttade wind, to t>6 capable of

ImmtT fwiM In aa Ww, Tho hotd md ■torn of ihh imrf 
are exictly alike, rat her tifo aides are widely difieient. That intended 
to be always the lee side being flat, while the windward side is built 
toonding in the manner of other vessels ; and to prevent her oversetting, 
which, from her small breadth and the straight run of her leeward aide^ 
mmdi otheniiee infcllihly happen, there ie a fiwM laid ool lion her le 
windwevdt.to the end of which 'is fastened a hellow log, fashioned mtm 
the shape of a boat. The weight of the frame is intended to balance 
the proa, and the small boat, which is always in the water, is to prevent 
her oversetting to the windward. The body is formed of two piecee 
jehied endwiee, and eewed together with baik» for there ia na iron need 
in her oOMtructien. She is about two inehea thick at the bottom, which 
et tin gnnwhale is reduced to less than one. Tho proa usually carries 
aiz or aeven Indiana ; two of which are piace«l in the head and stem, 
who ateer the veaael alternately with a paddle, aecording to the tack ahe 
foea en, hv#MlMMataiMng the alaeraman ; while tM other Indiane 
■reemployed in baiHng out the water whkh ehe lecideiitel^ ihipe, or 
in setting and trimming the t<ni1. 

■ Havmg doubled the southern extremity of ifotuiotM, aa tiiey were 
paeeing by llMF^ebcke ef Vele Rete, there wte tm outeiy of fire en the 
few oeelie, on wfaiahilhe whole crew inalaakly flocked together hi the 
litflK)8t confusion ; so that the officers were for some time unable to 
reduce them to order ; which, however, being at length eflfected, it was 
perceived that the fire proceeded from the bricks in the furnace being 
oee i he at ed, which faeieoiiHMrieitod tho fiio to the a^^aeenl wood- work } 
hat by palling down the biick*weffc il waa eaailv extmgnishcd. Abeot 
nidni^nt, on the 5(h of Novrmber, they made the main land of China ; 
and not rightly knowinfr iheir course, lay by for the night, and before 
simriso were surprised to find themselves in the midst of an incredible 
BomhoT'oi-iiihiffhoeta, which qovead over the ees oo ftr oe tfieeyecoold 



twmh ; and iM^gheooM of the boats had five, and none leaa than three, men 

T' ich, the commodore could neither by signs, by pronouncing tho word 
viarjicnor by showing a number of dollars, entice any one to come on board 
and pilot him ; for the disregard these people paid to everything but their 
oera employment, and their waot of onrioii^, was perfectly aorprising. 
.'•Ohe4hei6th, standing to the westwardt wittan two leasuea of the coast, 
they perceivetl a boat ahend blow a horn and wave a red flag, which they 
considered as a signal of some sort intended for them ; but in this they 
were mistaken, fur it waa only a signal to order the people to leave m 
filing. Abont fonr o*eleek in the morning of the 9th, a Ofaiiieee pihH 
came on board the Centurion, and told them, in broken Portagaese, that 
he would carry the ship into Macao for thirty dollars ; which being paid 
him they proceeded. About ten o'clock in the morning of the 1 2th, they 
eaAe to toe harbour of Maeao> a small island at the month of the river 
OamoDy which ie ■ the hondo of thor BMtqgoeao, who have m soveroor 
here ; who, however, anbaiata merely by the courtesy of the Chinese. 
Two days after this, a mandarin of the first rank, with two of an inferior 
elaaa, came alongside of the Oenturifm, with a large retinue of officera 
and aervanta and a band of muaic. '•^ 
The commodore obeerving hia astonishment, harangued oa the ehmtttb 
of his vessel ; and observed, that his thus civilly requesting a supply, 
which he was so well able tu take by force, was a proof of the friend* 
ship of his disposition ; and, therefore, desired that a daily supply of 
provisions might be oidvod him, loat Ida mail ahoold be rrducoa by fo> 
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■MM to lull mnibftb ««d prej up<m tlMir ovm apwiM ; In ulucli «mn% 
k WIS Majr to be fore«een, that, mdapaadlent of their iiModalup te tliait 

rnrnr-»<l»^8, thpy wonU! in point of luxury p'pfr r tl;e plump wcll fpd Chinese 
to their own rfn icnied shipmates. Tho discours** pro<luced the desired 
efiect ; ibe aiaud&rui allowed the justuesd ol Mr. Ansaa's ohservauuns, 
•ad proiaieed that he ebouM hevs et aiy mc eew ay tiwitonee, as eeoii «• 
the stnte of his eircuiMtaiieee bad haik coaiidarad by aco««Bfl of tuu^ 
darins at ('ronton. 

Oti ihe bill of April ihe l \ n' .r on weighed lor Typ.i, and hnvini:^ pot 
into Macao road, completed ocr waier as she passed alo^ ; and her whole 
bvaiaeee Viing iiniehed by tho 19th, aht etood o«t to aaa. It hafipanod 
aoon after this, that the commodoiat who had taken soom Chintfaa aheap 
to aea, inquiring of his butcher, •* Why l>e had taiciv s?cn no mntton nt 
histahlo^" the fellow seriously answered, " Tr'at, Lhere were hut two 
sheep ai;ve ; ami if his honour would give him leave, he proposed to 
koM thoaa Hot tfia optartsinaiant of the genaial of tho fsltaon.*' 

On the last day oS May, new atUet they came in sight of Cape Espirittt 
Santo, where they continued to cruise till the 20ili of June, old style, 
wh**r] nbout sunrise the long-expected vessel mm** in sight, havinnr tho 
standard of Spain flying at the top-gallant-uiasl head, and to tlie coouiio* 
dore's ffrcat surprise, bore down upon him, for he could haid^ belioYO» 
what aMtfwaxd appearad to ba tha eaaa, that ha kaaw his sU^ and was 
resolved to fight him. The engagement soon began, and lasted an hour 
and a half, when the ffal'eon ffruck to the Centurion, after havinjf Ind 
sixty-seven men killed and eighty-four wounded, among whom was the 
general, Don Jeronimo de Montero, a Portuguese gentleman, who acted 
with Ihe otinoat bniTaiy. Tha Caiitiirioii hsd only two killed and aavae* 
teen wounded, all of wboBH, eioapt onof afterward recovered. The great 
slaughter on board the ^alleOB was chieflv owinc» to thirty excell^^nt marks- 
men, who, beinty placf^l in the tof>«; tu tore ihe cn^gement lirL'Jxn, did 
execution witli aliausi every shot tbi'y lired. I he prize, whicii was uamed 
the Nostra Signora de Cabadonga. csxried 650 men, and thirty-six gans 
mounted for aetioB» haaidaa twenty-eight patataroas, each of which waa 
adapted to carry a four- pound ball. Her car^jo was worth £400,000 sterling. 

It is unpossiblo to describe the transports oi board, when, after all iheir 
reiterated disappointments, they at length saw their wishes accomplished. 
But their joy was near being snddenly damped by a very alanuinif aeei* 
dant ; for no soonor had the galleon struck, than one of the lieutenantat 
coming to Mr. Anson to congratulate him on his prize, whispered him, 
that the Centurion was dangerously on fire near tho pcwder-room. The 
commodore received this shocking mtelligence witiiuut any apparent orao-> 
lion, and taking care not to alarm his people, gave the necessary ordara 
Ibr extinguishing tha firsi which was aoon doM^ though ila first appoa- 
tance was very terrible. 

The commodore nyipointed the Manilla vessel to be a post-ship in his 
majesty's service, and gave the command of her to Mi. Saumarez, hia 
first liaotanaat ; and having taken proper measures for securing the pri- 
aoners, whoso nambers greatly eieoadod those of hia own people, hi» 
steered back for the river of Canton. 

On the 14th thf Cpnturion cast anchor short of Bocca Tinris, forming 
the mouth of tiiat nver; and here tliey were vifitpd bv tlic mandarin, 
who commanded the forts at liocca Tigris, to mtjuire wiiat the ships were, 
«nd whence they came t and to taka an aeeonnt of Mr« Aasoo*a fom 
whiah ho waa to send to tho Qovamor of Cancoo. 
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While he remained in this city, a fire broke out in the suburbs. On 
the first alarm, Mr. Anson went, with iiis officers and boat's crew, to 
give his assistance ; and found that the fire had begun in a sailor's shed, 
tnd that by the slightness of the buildings, and the awkwardness of the 
Chinese, it was getting head apace ; but observing that it was running 
Along a wooden cornice, which blazed fiercely, and would soon commu- 
aicate the flame to a considerable distance, he ordered his people to 
iiegin with tearing away that cornice ; but Mr. Anson was infornied, that 
AH there was no mandarin there, who alone has power to command on 
these occasions, the Chinese would make him answerable for whatever 
was pulled down under his directions ; whereupon he ordered his people 
to desibt, and sent them to the English factory to assist m taking caie 
of the company's treasure and effects. The Chinese contented them- 
selves with viewing the fire, and holding one of their idols near it, which 
they seemed to expect should check its progress. At length a mandarin 
came, attended by four or five hundred firemen, who made some feeble 
efforts to pull down the neighbouring houses ; but by this time, the fire 
being greatly extended, had got among the merchants' warehouses ; and 
the firemen wanting both skill and spirit, were incapable of checking its 
violence, so that it was feared the whole city would be destroyed. In 
this confusion the viceroy went thither, and immediately sent to beg Mr. 
Anson's assistance, who was told he might take what methods he thought 
proper to extinguish the conflagration. 

On this, the commodore went a second time, taking with him about 
forty of his people, who, exerting themselves with the agility and boldness 
peculiar to sailors, soon put an end to the fire ; and as the buildings were 
most of them on one floor, and the materials slight, the men escaped 
without any other injury than a few inconsiderable bruises. The 30lh 
of November being at length appointed for Mr. Anson's visit to the 
"viceroy, he was attended from the outer gate of the city to the great 
parade before the emperor's palace, where the viceroy resided, by a guard 
of 200 soldiers ; and in tne parade he found a body of troops, to the 
number of 10,000, drawn up under arms, and making a fine appearance, 
being all new clothed on the occasion ^ 

The Centurion got under sail on the 15th of October, 1743, and on 
the 3d of January came to an anchor at Prince's Island, in the straits of 
Sunda, and continued there till the 8th, taking in wood and water, when 
she weighed and stood for the Cape of Good Hope, where, on the 11th of 
March, she came to an anchor in Table Bay. Mr. Anson continued here 
till the 3d of April, 1744, when he put to sea, and, on the 19th of the 
month, was in sight of the Island of St. Helena, but did not touch at it. 

On the 12ih of June they got sight of the Lizard, and on the evening 
of the l5th, to their inexpressible joy, came safe to anchor at Spithcad. 
On his arrival Mr. Anson learned that, under cover of a thick fog, he had 
run through a French fleet, wliich was at that time cruising in the chops 
of the channel. 



COMMODORE BYRON.— 1764^05-66. 

His late majesty having formed a design of prosecuting discoveries in 
the South Seas, was pleased, in the year 1764, to give orders for carrying 
this design into execution ; in consequence of which, the Dolphin ana 
Tamnr ships of-war were fitted, manned, and victualled for this expedi* 
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ttoR. Mr. Byron was eonmaiMUr-UKcUef, and CapUin Montt had ilM 

honour of commanding under him. On the 3tl of July the commodore 
hoisted his broad pendant, and they sailed in prosecution of the voyage. 

On the 13ih of September they came to an anchor in the roftd of 
Ilio de Janeiro, on the coast of BrazU, when the oommodore paid a Tiail 
to the governor, who reeeiTed him in atete. FiAoett g«M were ired m 
honour of the Englisli flag ; and the governor ffterwavd rotomed Iho 
commodore's visit on board the Dolphin. 

They weighed anchor on the IGtfi of October, and on the 22d tho 
commodore mformed tho crew they were not bound, as tbey tfjought, 
direotly to the East Indie«i bnt on a voyage to make discoveries ; and 
that, on their behavhig well, the loida of the adoitnltj had ordved them 
double pny, and oiher emoluments. 

On ihe 16th of November, after experiencing some bad weather, they 
steered for Cape Blanco, shaping their coarse agteeablo to tho ehart « 
it laid down in Anson'o Voyage. On the 20th taw Penguin Island and 
as Port Desire was said to be a few leagues to the north-west, a boat was 
sent otit, which found it. On the 2l8t they entered the harbour, and 
ihe commodore, in his boat, attended by two other boats, went to sound 
it. He landed, and foond the country all one continned down, harihg 
neither ahmbe nor trees. They had n sight of four beasts, near thirteen 
hands high, and in shape like a deer, which they took to be guanicoes. 

On the 6th of December the ships got under sail, and, during that and 
the following day, had pleasant weather and a tine gale. They now 
steered for Pcpys* Isle, which is dsseribod as lying in 47 degrees sooth 
latitodo, bat it coold not be found. 

On the 20th ran close in shore to Cape Vii^n Mary, and having ob- 
served a smokp on shore, and a number of guanicoes feeding in the valleys, 
they came to anchor. The commodore observed a number of men on 
horseback, riding to and fro, opposiM^'&e ship, and waving soinathing 
while, whieh he look to bo s&^ia^laiiQD to land ; and, as he was anaions- 
to know what people these were, he went in one boat with a party of 
men well armed ; the first lieutenant, with a separate party, following in 
another. When they came near the shore, the whole appeared to amount 
to SOOpersons, drawn op on a atony point of land that ran hr into tho 
sOa. Tlibagh th»o«nniodore did not ohserve they had any weapons, ho; 
made signs to retreat a little, which thej roadilj did, and ko|it ahimting 
very loud while the crew were landing. 

Mr. Byron now advanced alone, but as he approached, the Indians^ 
retreated ; he, therefore, made signs that one of them should come for«^ 
ward, ^Rdiidi was ciiMi|)lied WiftL The pefMn who advanced appeared 
to bo a chief, and was very near seven feet in height ; round one of his 
eyes was a circle of black paint, and a white circle round the other ; the 
rest of his face was painted in streaks of various colours. He had tlie 
skin of a beast, with the hair inward, thrown over his shoulders. Tho 
commodore and the Indian having complimented each other, in language 
equally unintelligible to either, they walked together toward the mam 
body of Indians, few of whom were shorter than the iteight abovo>meop> 
tioned, and the women were large in proportion. ;t : ' 

Off the Slat of December they began sailing up the Strait of lla^ 
^Uan, with a view to take in a stock of wood m waten On the 36th 
steered for Port Famine, and came to an anchor close to the shore the 
next day, at noon In this place they found drift-wood enough to have 
supplied a thousand vessels. The commodore went four miles up 
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Sedger River, but could proceed no farther, the trees which had fallen 
acjiOM the stream im|)ediug tlie boat^s wajr. Sotue of these weru so 
Urt«, thai fear omii joiD«d laid in hand eould aot aaeloM thain ; and, 
among the rest, the pepper tree was found. These woods abound ui 
parrots nnd other boautuul birds. The quantity of fish that \va« daily 
taken was equal to the stupj)!)' of both the crews; and the c'>u'iinodoro 
shot as luauj geese and ducks as furnisiied several tables besides iii;> uwo. 

]9otb abip* Daring takan in raffieiani woad and water hf the 4th ol 
January, 1765, they sailed at four o*cIoek in the morning in quest of 
Falklnt:d's islands ; hnt the wiod dyio^ SW*7» WaVO ohi^god tO €0010 tO 
an anchor the day foiiowin^. 

On the 12th they saw land, vvhjch was taken for De Wert's islands, 
and at the aamo tkno ether land to the sooth, which was judged to 
be what is eaUed New Islands in the charts. This land consiaU chiefly 
of mountainous and barren rocks, on which were great numbers of birds. 
On the 14th they saw a flr^t island, covered with tufls of grass as largo 
as bushes ; and on the following day the commodore scut a boat from 
each ship, to eianune an opening whi^ h had the appe^anca of a har- 
bour ; which being discovered, tbey stood in for it in the afternoon, and 
found it excellent bryond their most sanguine hopes. Soon after this 
they pntered another harbour, to which Mr. Byron gave the name of 
Pun i:^gmont, from the title of the nobleman at that tune drst .lord of 
the adiniralty. This harbour is represented to be the finest in the worlds 
and capacious enough to contain toe whole navy (tf Eoffland, in fall so« 
curity ; there is plenty of fresh water in every part of it ; and geese, 
ducks, snipes, and other edible birds, abound in such ninnbers, that tho 
sailors were tired with eating them. Tho commodore was once unex- 
pectedly attacked by a sea-lion, and extricated himself from the impending 
danger with great dilBoiilly ; they had many battlea with this animal, tho 
killing of one of which was fraqoently anhour*s work for six men ; one of 
them almost tore to pieces the commodore's mastiff dog, by a single bite. 
The commodoro thought this thp same place which, in CowlevS Voyage, 
IS called Pepys' Island i but he look possession of the harbour, and ail uie 
adjacent islands, by Ihia name of ]^AUci^ffD*s islakds^ for Geoi^ the 
Third, Kinff of Great Britain. 

On Sunday, January the 27lh, they left Port Egmont, nirj the same 
day saw a remarkable head-land, which was named Cape ruin vr ; j^oori 
after which they passed a fock, which Mr. Byron called ilio Ldistuue, 
and Uien sailed bi^ween that aad a head-land, to which he gave the namo 
of Cape Dolphin. . The distance from Capo Tamar to Cape Dolphin is 
about eight leagues, and from its appear;ince wns called Carlisle Sound, 
though it IS since known to be the iiorihern entrance of the strait between 
the two principal i^ilands. Next day the commodore gave the name o/ 
Berkley's Sound to a deep inlet between the islsnds. At m^ in the 
eveninff they proceeded to the westward, and tho Ctb of February etood 
in fer Port Desire, at the mouth of which they came to an anchor, and 
had the plcasuro of seeiof the Fioddat a atoio*ship^ which they had 
.expected from England. 

' On tho 19th they again sailed. On the SOth reached Port Famme, 
when iho Dolphin and Tamar having taken aa maeh provision out ot tho 

store- ship as they could find room for, the master received orders to saU 
for England. Havinfr narrowly esciped the dreadful effects c! a storm 
on the ad of March, buacs were repciiedly sent out til! the 6th in search 
of a proper place to anchor m and at length the Doiphin was mooied 
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in a little bay opposite Cape Quod ; and the Tamaii which could not 
work op wo hs, aiioat ms mSIm to the etstward of it. TIni part of tlio 

atrait being only four miles o?er, its appesratice is drstry end de«>late 

beyond imagination, owinpf to the prodigio'js mountains on each side, 
which rise above the clouds, and are covered with^erpr tual snow. On 
the IVUi an officer was sent in m boat, in search of a harbuui ; and in 
two days he returned with an ieeeimt lint there were five baye betwevn 
the ship and Cape Uprighl» In any one of which they mig^t anchor 

securely. 

On the 16tb, perceiving they lost ground on every lack, tiiey camp to 
an anchor ; but finduig liie ground to be rocky, they weighed again, and 
every man on board was on deck the rest of the day and 3ie whole night, 
duririg which time the rain poured down on them in unremitting torrents. 
On the 23d nj^p.in set sail, and in a few hours had sight of the South 
Sea, which roiled a pro'iigious swell on them. On the 25th two boats, 
which had been sent in search of anehoring places, returned with an 
account thnt they had fotind two, bat neither of them very eligible^ On 
thf» 28th the TiKTiir rmrrowly cscaprd bring dashed to pieces against the 
rocks, by the parting of the cable to her best bower anchor. The Dol- 
phin, therefore, stood again into the bay, and sent her proper assistance, 
after which they both anchored for the night ; a night the most dreadful 
they had yet known. The winds were so violent as perfectly to tear op 
the sea, and carry it higher than the h^^ds of the masts : a dreadful sea 
rolled over them, and broke against tlie rocks, with a noise as loud as 
thunder. Happily they did not part their cables, or they must have 
been dashed in pieces against these rocks. 

The ships came to an anchor on the 4th of April, In a bay which had 
been discovered, proposing to take in wood and water. While they 
remained here, several of the native'* mnf?;^ a fire opposite ship ; on 
which signals were made for theni to come on board ; but as they would 
not, the commodore went on shore, and distribated some trifles, which 
gsTO frreat pleasmie ; he likewise divided some biscuit among then, and 
was surprised to remark, that if a bit of it fell to the ground, not one 
of them would stoop to takf* il up witiio it his petmission : some of the 
sailors being al this time cuttmg grass, lor a lew sheep which the com- 
modore had on board, the Indians instantly ran to their assistance, and 
tearing up the grass in laife ^ntntities, soonlfiUad the boat. On his 
return, they followed in their canoe till they came nnar the ship, at which 
they gazed with tlie rno-t profound a-^toni.shment. Four were at length 

Srevailed on to go on board ; and tiie conimouore, with a view to their 
iversion, directed one of the midshipmen to play on the vioUn, while 
some of the sesmsn danced ; the poor Indians were extravaga^y de> 
, lighted; and one of them, to testify his gralitudf, took his canoe, and 
fetching some red paint, rubbed it over the face of tii( m i'arc i ui ; nor could 
the commodore, but with the utmost difficulty, escape the Iiko compliment. 
When they had been direrted for soose hotivs, k was kbited to them that 
they should go on shore) which they at length did, tbevgh with evident 
reluctance. 

They sailed from this bay on liie 7th, and next day agarn encountered 
yrevf bad weather, as it rained and snowed, while the wind blew a hurri- 
cane. On the 9th passed eome dangerone rocks, which, in Narboroogh's 
Voyage are called the Judges, and on which the surf beats with prodi«, 
gious violence. This day, contrary to c'cpectation, a steady gale at south-' 
west eanied them at the rate of mne imles an houF, so th^t by eight in 
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(he evening they were twimty leagues from the coast on which they 
had encountered so many perils. On the 26th thej sailed westward, 
'bearing away for (ha Island of Maaafaero, which they were within aeYen 

leagues of the same evening* The next day they bore away for the 
north of the island, &nd then lay by for tho boats, which had been sent 
to sound the eastern side, but could not land for the violence of tho surf. 
The boats returning, brought a number of fine fish, which had been causht 
with the hook and line : and the officer reporting that he had foonl a 
bank where they might anchor, and opposite to which was plenty of 
fresh water, they made sail for this bank, on which they anchored at 
seven o'clock on Sunday morning. The island abounds in goats, many 
of whieh wexe killed and eent on bottd, end deemed equal in flevoiur to 
the finest veniacMi. One of the goats had his right ear slit, so as to make 
it ev:dnnt that some person had caught him, given him that mark of 
distinction, and let hirn go again. Various sorts of excellent fish were 
now so plenty, that they could catch sufficient to supply the whole crew 
two days, in a few hours, with hook and line only. 

They sailed on the 30th of April, steering variously till the 10th of Mlf) 
on which, and the day following, they saw several dolphins and bonettas 
round the ship. For many days alter they saw great numbers of birds; 
and on the 7th of June discovered land, being then in 14 degrees 5 
mtmitee aonth latitude, and 144 degreea 68 minutes west longitude. 
The commodore steered Ibr a small uland, the appearance of which was 
l^easing beyond expression, being surrounded by a beach of fine white 
sand, and covered with lofty trees, which, extending their shade to a 
considerable distance, and having no underwood, formed the most elegant 
groves that the imagination can conceive. Several of the natives soon 
aj^peaied, having long qieare m tkeir hands, who made large fires, which 
were answered by corresponding fires on an island to windward. A 
boat was sent to look out for an anchoring place, but none was to be 
found. At this time many of the best hands were confined to their ham- 
mocks with the scurvy ; while those who were ahle to keep the deck, 
looked and languished for those invigorating delicacies which were un* 
happily beyond their reach. The shrlls of turtle were strewn along the 
shore, and they beheld numbers of cocoa nuts, to the milk of which fruit 
the scurvy seldom fails to yield. The inhabitants of this island kej^i 
abreaat oi the ship, dancing and shouting : they sometimes shook theii 
spears, and then fulling backward, lay motionless, as if dead, which was 
understood to bo a threat of destruction to such as should presume to 
land. They iiJiewise fixed two spears in the sand, on the top of which 
were fastened some things which waved in Ihe air : before these they 
kneded^and appeared as if iavtdting the assistance of the Deity againel 
the supposed invaders. The commodore was tempted, from its appea- 
rance, to saiPround the islaiul ; while he was doing which, he again rent 
out boats to sound ; on which the natives made a most hiideouii outcry, 
took up and balanced large stones in their hands, and pointed to theiv 
spears. The sailors, on the contrary, made every possible sign of friend- 
snip, throwing bread and other things on rhore ; which they would DOt 
touch, but retired to the woods, dragging their canoes after them. 

The bSats having renorted that no anchorage could be found, the com- ^ 
modpre pjrbf^eediMl to tne other iaIanQ, and on the nest mominff brought* 
to at three-qniiters of a mile from the shore. Sevcrel other isuindewoiv 
now seen, covered with the cocoa nut tree. The natives again ran to 
the baaeb, aimed wiUi clubs and spoarsi using Ihreatenii^ gestures. The 
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commodore fired n cannon-yhot over their heads, on which they retreated 
to the woods. Thf» boats having been again sent out, returned with an 
account that no landing place could be found ^ on which Mr. Byron 
named this ptradiee in appearance the lauiirDs op DtsAPPoiNTMsifT. 
Quitting these on the 8th of June, the^ discoyered an island on the dav 
following, low, and covered with various kinds of trees, among which 
was the cocoa nut, and surrounded with a rock of red coral. The in- 
habitants on the coast having made large fires, as supposed to alarm the 
more inland natireB, they ran along the shore in multitudes, armed tiko 
thoije of the Islands of Disappointment. The vessels brought-to At 4 
small inlet oppnintr into a lake of salt water, which appeared more than 
two leagues wide. At this place was a little town, under the shade of 
a grove of cocoa not trees. The ships adVaneing^to tho mooHi lbf thi 
infot, some hundreds of the natives, beaded by a kind of officer, who 
carried a pole, on which was fastened a piece of mat, ranged themselves 
up to the waists in water, making a hideous noise, till they were joined 
by a number of l.irge canoes which came down the lake. At this time 
two boats were out in search of soundings, and the crews^of Ih'ttn/ ma/ 
king erery posatbte sign of friendship, some of the canoes drew toward 
them, but with a view to haul the boats on shore : several of the natives 
leaping from the rocks, swam to the boats ; and one of them sprang into 
the Tamar's boat, snatched up a seaman's jacket, and instanllv dived 
from the boat to the diore: another laid violent hands lAi a hat, bat 
lost his prize through his ignorance, as he pulled it dowuwAitt bilMd 
lifting it from the head. 

They now sailed westward, and soon discovered another island, distant 
four leagues. The natives pursued them in two large double canoes. ^in 
each of which were about thirty armed &en. At diis tiitie tlioiMm 
were at a considerable way to leoward of the ships, and were chased by 
the canocM ; cn which, the commodore makinar a si<Tnal, the boats turned 
toward the Indians, who instantly puUcd down their sails, and fowej 
away with great rapidity. » 1' * 

> At no fOlTeshments could he ohtained, owing to the violence of tItA 
imf, the commodore returned to his former station at the inlet, and 
again sent the boats in search of an anchoring place. A numher of t!ie 
Indians were on the spot where ho had left them, and were loading some 
large canoes, most probably to attack the boats ; on which a shot was 
tana over their heads, and they instantly ran away and secreted thtni* 
selves. The boats returned in the evening, with a few cocoa nuts ; and 
in the morning wer^ sent out again, with all the invalids who were able 
to go m them. The commodore went on shore this day, and saw many 
iad:an huts, which were covered with the branches of the cocoa nut 
tree : they were mean boildutgs, but finely situated among groves of 
MIy trees. The men went naked ; but some wornon were seen, who 
wore a kind of clolh from the waist to the knee. The shore abounded 
with coral, and the shells of large pearl oysters, and it is probable a valu- 
able pearl hshery might be established here. There were laany dogs in 
the hols, who kept barking constantly till our adventurers went on board. 

On the ISth of June sailed to another island, and as they coasted 
along it, the natives, armed as those of the other island?, kept even with 
the ship for some leagues. They frequently plunged into the sea, or foil 
on the sand, that the surf might break over them, to cool and refresh 
themselves. The boats being near the dkore, the crew made signs that 
Hkty were hi wafttof water; on which the oitivflt pwntod fkithor along 
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fike ihore, where, when' the boats arrived, Ihey saw a number of hous«^ 
iwd whither the^ wei« Movea bjr ttm Indiana, many more of w^om 
joined them at ttua plee*. Tha boats having got dose io ihoiie^ md ifao 

ships lying at a emuW distance, a venerable old man, with a white beaxdy 
advanced from the house to the beach, attended by a jouncr fellow. 
Having made a signal for the other Indians to retire, he cante forward to 
the edge of the water, pieeaing his bea r d to Ma breaal tvith one hand 
Ond holding a branch of a tree in the other. He now made a kind of 
musical oration, do ring which the people in the boat threw him some 
trifling presents, which he would neither take up, nor permit hts ntten- 
dants to touchy till he had hnished his harangue, when he walked into 
.the water, and throwmg tbo brandt to fho boat*a cww, be retired, and 
p^ked up ihch presents. Host of the naliTea haviDg complied with a 
sign made fur thnm to Tay down their arms, one of the midshipmen 
swam 8f?hor<; ; on which they flocked round him, admiring his clothes ; 
as his waistcoat pleased them most he gave it to tlieni, which he had no 
sooaar done, than one of thaoi onttod his myu and lan away with k. 
He now thoogbt it time to retreat to the boat, wbither soTeral of tiM 
n;Uivp"? PWTm after him : some bringinnr each a coroa nut, nn;l others 
fresh water m the nnt shell. This island is situated in 14 degrees 41 
minutes souin latituue, and 149 degrees ir> minutes we&t longitude; and 
both tlie islands the commodore called King George's Islands. . 

The boats having returned on board, they sailed westward the saaw 
day ; and the next afternoon descried another island, toward which they 
immediately sailed, and fotnid that it was well inhabited, and had a fine 
appearance of verdure ; but iliat a. violent surf broke ail aloug the coaat. 
It lies in 15 degrees sooth, and 161 degrees 68 minntes west, and 
received the name of the Prince of Wales's Island. Juno the 17th, 
they concluded that land was near, from the maltitudes of birds which 
flocked about the ship ; but they saw none till the 21 sf. when it was dis- 
covered at eight leagues distance, having the appearance ui tiiree islands, 
with loeke between them. These isunds aboonded with iriiabitanta» 
whose dwellings lined the coast ; and the beant]r and fertility of the 
soil seemed to excel that of any place they had seen : but the rocks and 
breakers with which it was surrounded were an insuperable bar to aay 
attempt at landing. ^ ..... 

. On the Uth thejr dieeovered anoifaipr isUtod, wbieb was nanked the 
t)uke of York's Island. A. terrible aea breaks round the coast, but the 
place itself had a pleasing appearance. The boats landed with some 
difficulty, and brought otf a large quantity of cQcoa nuts, which were a 
great relief to the aick. Thousandb of sea-fowls were found sitting on 
their nests in high tress, and were so tame as to be easily knoeked down ; 
and there were great numbers of land-crabs on the ground. This island 
hns a larjre lake in the middle, but no inhabitants. On the 29th sailed 
northward, with a view to cross the equinoctial line, and then sail for the 
Ladrone islands. On the 2d of July they discovered a low flat island, 
abounding with the eocoa nut and other trees, and affording a most agrecar. 
ble prospect. A great number of ik» nativea were seen on the beach, 
many of whom, in about sixty canoes or proas, saile'l, an(^ formed a 
circle round the ship ; which having surveyed tor a considerable time, one 
of the Indians jumped out of his boat, swam to the ship, ran op its side in 
II moment, sat down on the deck, and began laaghtng most violently ; he 
then ran about the ship, pilfering whatever he could lay haDds OB, vdiieb 
4PM takon £rom Ixim as fast, as atolen, Thia man baviog aa wmj a^lis 
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^ Uicka as a moiikey, waa dressed ia a jacket aad trousers, and afforded 
(HUioiritodiTCnlMi. !!• dbfonnd mnm Uki^ widisvett eagerness, sod 
lMfi*|| piqued the bufibon soae tioM, mds fnixe of his mw di«as, 

jumpm^ over the side of the ship, and swimmm^'r to his companions. 
Several oiheis uow swam to the ship, and ranuinrr by the side to the pnn- 
room poits, committad some petty theft, swimming od with their hoot/ 
with snrpriaiog expeditioiL These Indins an of • briffht copper, with 
regular and cheerful features, aud are tall and well made, llkeir hidr 
which is long and black, is either tied in three knots, or in a large bnnch 
behind. Their ears axe bored, and doubtless ha 1 worn heavy orna« 
meots in them, as some were drawn down almost to their holders * 
tfa«ir arnamsBto won sheUs strung together, and worn round tlis wais^ . 
wrist, and neck ; hot thej were otherwise naked. One of thoiii» who 
seemed to be of some rank, wore a string of human teeth round his waist. 
Some carried a lon^ spear, the sides of which, for the If ntjth of three 
bst, wets stuck with the teeth of the shark, which are m keen as a 
laaor. Some cocoa nats behtt shown them, and signs mado tSiat tnor^ 
were wanted, they endeavoand to steal those, instead of dlxocting whete 
more might be found. 

The odicers named this place Byron's Island, in h onour of the com- 
modora* It lies in 1 degree 18 minutes south latitude, and 173 degrees 
46 Dimotes east longitude. They sailed from heoeo OA the 8d of July, 
and on the 28th had sight of the Islands Saypan, Tinian, and Aigotgani 
which lie between two and three leagues from each other. At noon, on 
the 31st, anchored at the south-west end of Tinian, in the situation 
wlwn the Csatorion had anchored with Comokodore Anson. The water 
is so wonderfully clear at this plica that, though 144 ibet deep, they 
could soc tho ground. 

The coiwnodove went on shore, where he saw many huts, which had 
been left the preceding year by the Spaniards and Indians. Hnvinrr 
chosen a spot on which to oract tents for the sick, Mr. Byron and his 
company, with prodigioos dtfficoltj, woriced their way through the woods, 
m 5f ai ch of those elegant meadows and lawns of which so enchantrng a 
jHchire is given in Anson's Voyage : but, to their unspeakable mortifica- 
tion, they found the iawns covered with reeds, in which their legs were' 
entangled, and cot as with whipcord ; and these reeds were, in some 
daces, higher than their beads, and in none less than half that height. 
From head to foot they were covered with flies, which got down their 
throats as often as they attempted to speak. 

. Parties were sent out to kill cattle, which, after being absent three 
days and nights, and lulUng a ballock, bad seven or eight miles to drag tt 
thtoogh the woods and lawns, and when arri?ed, it was commonly fly- 
blown, and stunk intoler ihly. They got poultry witheasa ; bat the heat 
was so excessive, that it ^vonh] tmn green, and swarm with maggots. i 
m less than an hour aiicr it was killed. They killed ^ild hogs that 
waighod 800 poondaaacb, which sflbided their chief supply of fresh meat. 
A: B^o«i|tlaming to the Tamar contrived a mettiod to onsnaro 
these animals, so that they sent many on board alive, and ware thua 
always certain of Imvuv^ iresh meat both m the ship and on shore. 

. The Island of 8aypau is not only larger, but pleasanter thnn Tmian. 
It M, in a great degree, covered with trees, and abounds with hogs and 
gnanicoes. It is conjectured that the Spaniards, at stated periods, carry on: 
a pearl fishery at this island, as there were evident signs of people ha^^ 
vmg been lately there, and large heaps of tha oyster shtUawoieaMn. Tho 
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; ««nimodore remained at Tiaian tHI the 80th of September, by which time 
the eiek being tolerable well recovered, he weighed aaehor, and stood to 

the northward. This island produces plenty of cotton and iadigo, with 
cocoa nuts, bread fruit, guavas, paupaus, sour oranges, and liraes. On 
^ the 5th of i\ovember they came to an anchor off ihe Island of Tiou)an, oq 
^whioh Mr. Byron landed tbo day ibUowin||. The inbmbitanta, who avo 
Malays, no sooner saw the boat apfnoacfaing the shore, than many olf 
them came to the beach, each having a dagger by his side, a sperir in one 
hand, and a lonjx knife in the other. The boat's ( rew, however, made no 
hesitation to laud, and bartered a few handkerchieis for a goat, a kid, aud 
a dosen of fowls. 

Nothing worth notice ha|ipened tUI the 14tb, ishen a sloop being seen 

at anchor in the harbour of an island, named Pulo Tonpoa, Mr. Byron, 
having anchored in the same harbour, and observed trmt the vessel hoist- 
ed Dutch coiuura, beat an officer on board, who was received with great 
politeness, tea being immediately made for Imn and his attendants ; bnt 
DO could not make himself understood, the crew consisting entirely of 
Malays. The commodore sailed the following day, and held his course 
till the 19tb, when he spoke with an English snow, bound from Bencoolen 
to Malacca and Bengal, in the East India Company's servicu. At this 
time their biscuit was fiJled with worms, and rotten, and their beef and 
pork was stinkinrr. The master of the snow being apprized of this cir- 
cumstance, sent Mr. Byron two gallons of arrack, a turtle, twelve fowls, 
and a sheep. The ships remained in this harbour till the 10th of Decem- 
ber, when they sailed. During tbeur run from hence to Prince's Island, 
in the Strait of Sunda, they were so abundantly suj^lied with turtle, 
by boats from the Java shore, that the common sailors subsisred wholly 
on that fish. They staid at Prince's Island till the 19th, when they sailed 
for the Cape of Good Hope. On the 10th of February saw a great 
smoke arismg from a sandy beach, whieh they supposed to have 
been made by the Hottentots. On the 13th they came to an anchor, 
and the next morning the governor sent his coach and six for the 
commodore, and received him with great politeness, offering him the 
accorntnodatiuus of the company's house in the garden, and the use 
of his coach. 

They sailed on the 7th of March, and on the 26th crossod the equi- 
noctial line. About this time an accident happening to the rudder of the 
Tamar, and it being impossible to make a perfect repair of it at ^-f^a, tii© 
captain was ordered to bear away for Antigua ; in consequence of which 
they parted company on the 1st <^ Apru ; and the Dolphin, without 
meeting with any other material occurrence, came to an anchor in the 
Downs on the 9th of -May, 1766, after haviiKT been rather abo?o tfPSotjF* 
two months in the ciscumnafigation of the gigibe.^ ^ tiu.i a^a*- >• o^. -.

Samuel W.u.lis, Esq., having been appointed to command bis majesty's 
ship the Dolphin, destuied for a voyage round^thc world, received orders 
to take under his command the Swallow sloop, and Prince Frederick 
store shij) These vessels sailed on the 83d of Aogust, 1766, and, on 
the 7 th of September, in the evening, came to an anchor in the road of 
Madeira. 

They sailed thence on the 12th, after haviiig taken in sea-atores Sf 
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(he 12th of NmmJbm thay were Ir M dagMta tff mmk MMe, wheu 
<th6j Iboid tha wMttHTM aold at to Iwfa taeouae to their thiek jackal*. 
»Ob the 16ch of Daeamber, being very near Cape Virgin Marj, they saw 
several men ridinor on tho shore, who made signs for them to land. In 
the morning the captain went on shore, with a boat^s crew from each ship, 
and having made signa for Iha iikKana to ait down, gave theoi combe, 
buttona, knivea, aciaaoia, beads, dee., and pleaaed lh« women giaatly hf 
4he distribution of some ribands. The tallest among these people waa 
six feet seven inches, several others were from one to two inches shorter ; 
but the general height was from five feet ten to six feet, i hey were 
muscular and well made, but thmr hands and feat Toiy afta ll 'ln propor- 
tian to the rest of their bodies. They rode on horsea about fourteen 
hands high, and had doirs of the Spanish kind ; both men and women rode 
astride, nnd the men vvero furnished with wooden spars : some of the men 
had their arms painted, tho faces of others were variously marked, and 
«thera again had- tbefar toft (qr^^adoaad by a painted circle. Their ainna 
ware two round stonaa, enclosed with leather, one of which was fastened 
at each end of a strinir eight feet in Ifnjrth ; and one stone being held 
in the hand, the other was swunfj round the head with great force for 
some time, and then discharged at any mark thoy chose to strike. 
V These people, who are great tiilkna^ ware ollatt Iwttrd to say Ca-pi-Uh 
ncy on which they were successively addressed in Portuguese, Spaniab^ 
Dutch, and French : but they had no kiiowledge of either of those lan- 
guages. When they shook hands with any of the crew, they always 
said chevoio ; and tliey were amazingly ready in loariiine Engliiih words, 
and jnanouneed the saMae^ <■ Englishmen, comm on abora with great 
-facililyl ' 

As they seemed desirous of going on board, the captain took eight into 
the boats, on which they instantly began singing for joy ; but, when they 
came into the ship, expressed no kind of surprise at the novelties thej 
^kald, tilt a k»okinff-glaaa being obaarvad, thay acted many antic gesturea 
before ityaceasionaTly walking to and from it, talking with earnestness and 
laughing immoderately. They would drink nothing but water, but they 
eagerly ate every article of the ship's provisions. They were highly 
pleased with some turkuys and guinea-hens which were onboard, nor did 
-the hogs and aheap eaeapa their attention. One ni them making signs that 
he should be glad of aome dotbes, the captain gave him a pair of shoea 
and huckle*;, and presented the rest with a little bag each, in which he pnt 
new sixpences and half-pence, with a riband passed through a hole in 
them, to hang round their necks : the remaining contents of the bag 
ware, a loaking-glasa, a comb, aome baida, a knife, a pair of aeiaaorab 
some twine, and a few slips of cloth; being offered some tobacco, they 
smoked a few minutes, but did not seem to like it. The marines being 
exercised before them, they were terrified at the firing of the muskets, and 
ono of them falling down, shut his eyes, and Jky without motion, as if to 
intimate that he knew the deatractiva nature of thoae weapons. 

This day, the 2 1st, they turned into the Strait of Magellan with the 
flood-tide, and saw many people on horseback, hunting the guanicoes, 
which ran up the country with prodigious swiftness. On the 26th an- 
chored in Port Famine Bay, and the sick were aent on shore, where % 
iant waa avacted far their recaptkm, aa waa anodwr for the accommodation 
of the sail-makers and those who landed to get wood. On the 28th the 
empty water-casks were landed ; and on this day great quantities of fish 
fvere caught, among which were amelU. • When they arrived herci uoany 
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of Aepe^le tiere yery bad with the scurvy; but by the pleotiful use of 
vegetables, and bathing in the sea, they ali recovered iq a. very short time. 
They sailed on the I8th, and came t« m iMiIwr te JMIt-di^, ludf • nufe 
fkom the shore, oppoaile • emmtt of fresh wa4«r that fiOb npid^ ftiMtt 
the ttumntaiMU Ob ihe e?»iuiig of the 38th saw a groat smoke on tha 
•outhern shore, and another on Prince Rnpert*8 Island ; and the next 
morning some people being sent on shore lor water, had no sooner land* 
«d than aeyersd of the nauves caine oS m ikiQO caaoQa ; ami* having 
•dTtneei cofNMd «Im miIobi, iMde iwii»of tamMm, whloh-beiBg aa* 
ewer«d to tMr whIh Ihay ohonlod Aid, awl tlie |ii^lkii:aiMtttoa k 
return. 

The ships sailed on the 3d of February, and came Ut an anchor in 
York Road on the same day* Tb» next morning Gaptam Waiiis, with 
• party, vrent on abojBO Aoar BacMoi!* Bavofk "niero ia ft ettafiot leiv 
Una si?or, tbo noiao of wludii'lr UoMondima^ as it fiJIa nOM thaoi 4(MI 
yOBdii pofdy over a very steep descent, and partly in a perpendicular line. 
They sailed on the 14th, and came to anchor agniti the same day m York 
Road, after havmg lost ground by the contrary winda. On tke Ist of 
March sailed &gaii% and anchored on tho aWM day m a bay ivhicli they 
oattad Uon'a GofO» tan whenao thay aailed urn Monday ; and on thofiio 
Allowing days enco^mtered such terrible weather that they h id no pros- 
pect before them but that of immediate deetrucLion. On the leih both 
ships were safely anchored m a place called Swallow Harbour, wlienca 
they sailed 4^ next morning ; and on the £»Uowing day the Swallow, 
Mlg'drivoBiuneiig'bNakaBi, nado algaala of dtatveaa : bot wtm happily 
lolieT^ by a breeze from the shoro. 

On the 10th of April the two ships sailed in company ; and on the llUi 
Ibst sight of each other, and did not meet again during the whole voyage. 
This d^y the Dolphm cleared the Strait ot Kageiian, in which she had 
laboured with jmmmenbie diffiooltioab «id oaeuod mobI iiMiiiimt dtm 

fers, in a passage of almost foot (Mnths, via., from Deceaaber tbe 
766, to the Uih of April following. In tbe year 1681 the Spaniards 
ft seems built a town here, which they named Phiilipville, and left in it 
a colony of persons. These were all starved to death excaipt tweaQr- 
fimr, aU of whom bat one procoedad ia omrbIi of Ao RIvor Plata, and 
most probab^ perished, aa 00 tidiaga vofo over hoaid of them ; tho 
rrn^ lining man, whose name was Hernando, was taken on board by Sir 
William Cavcndi&h, in the year 1587, and brought to England ; and the 
place was called Port Famine, from the melancholy fate of these unfor- 
tunate men. Wood and water abound at this place ; geeae, docks, tea], 
dee., aie in great abondanee, aad thiaro ia »o want of fiab ; to thai tho 
face of thmgs must be greatly chaagod aineo tho Spiniaida Hot* there. 

On the Ist of June they saw several men-of-wsr bhrds, and the tieit 
day observed some gannets ; and the weather heing at this tune very 
various, they coucaived hopes tliat they drew near the laud. On tho 4t^ 
ft turtle awaai close by the ship ; and too nest day a greal wiafty oC biido 
Jlrere aeea. The long wisbocUfor relief was now fast approschin^ ; for 
on Sat^1rd.^y, the 6th, the mr^n at the mast-head cried, Lnnd m the 
west-north-west." This proved to be a low island, dist;int hvo or six 
leagues, and was soon seen from the deck, to the great joy of every ono 
on Dovd. When they eamo within five mfles, they diae ewied ano^ar 
.40 the we8t-Mirtb*weat. As no anchorage was to be ibo«d| and the wfaote 
Jabuid ma e na o nMpo ft p ed irith looks and breakers the oftptiaiffMdifed to

Having approa«lied the wtmoA, aboot fifty the natives, armed with 
pilMa,«iia ■ome Kavm^ ire-teaade in tiMirhMide, iven ^tamd nnning 
on the eOMt Two lK>ats were sent out, manned and armed, and thm 
Ijptitpnant wa^ instnictcfl to steer for that part of the shore wherf' the 
people liad been seen, to avoid ©{lending tliein, md to try to procuro 
water and fiuiXf m exchange for euch commoduiea aa he took. Wheiy 
IIm bottt eaoM near Ibe tUMf, tlra MtifMpm tbemelvw is ■ pontkn mm 
if they wmM dtfeftd it with their pikft ; Mt tiie crewmking signs of 
fricn>'?h:n "^nd rxposing- their trink^^t'', some of rhc Indi?ins walked into the 
water ; to whom it w,^s nintf d. ih-it some cocoa imtB and water woiiki bo 
acceptable ; which wa;t no sooner done than they fetched a small qoantitjr 
•r «aeh,- wbich ititr -ventuivd «» tm^ t»tW fMftt% nd leMhrod soni9 
ttlrle'Mid Otbet triffes in ezchang*. WkB» thejf were dealing, one of 
them stole a silk hardkorchirf w:*h its contents, hot the thief oonld not 
be discovered. The i»eijin)anl was agtiin ^pnt on shore to take fjosses- 
«on of the island in the king's naine, and to call it Queen Charlotte's 
Isluid; The boats retumed loaded with coeoa nnts and scutvy-graaa, 
after havinf fbaad twa walla al aatattant watar. Pravisiaiii lar • 
week were now sllotted for an officer and twenty men, who wore foft 
on shorn to fill \rater ; the sick were landed for the b*»nefit of the air; 
andaniunbL r orhan(i^ were appointed to chrnb the cocoa trees, :ind f^niher 
the nuts. On an adjoining island ihey found the people wiio hud tied 
•oov QtMMi Chaiiatle^e Ittand, with aavatal atheia, in tha wfiola naar IM. 
It lies in 19 degrees 20 minutes sooth tatitude^and 188 degvaaaMmiaataa 
west longitiKln, nru! received the name of Egmont Island. 

On the llth thry observed about sixteen persons on an island, which 
Was called Gloucester Island; tnit, being surrounded with rocks and 
braakan, thay did wataatenpt tokad. This day they Hhaariaa diaeovarad 
andthef, which was oeMad OaBibarland Island ; and on the day following 
a third, which received the namd of Prince William Henry's Island. 

On the 17ih n^iin discoverefl hnd, and at ten at night saw a li<?ht, 
which coovinccd them it was inhabited ; and remarked, that there was 
plenty of cocoa trees, a certain indication of no want of water. The day 
IMIowiag ai«oflto«r wta aanlrl# tha ahore, with instraetiooa to axahanga 
roiuc toys for such things as the island produced. He saw a greit nunn* 
ber of the people, but ronid find nophcn in which Ihe.-^hip mi^ht rnu hor. 
From the number of pci)i))o seen, and their having some large daubie 
catiocs on the shoru, it was thought there were larger it^lands ai no great 
diatimaa : Iha 'oaptain, f fcea a f ei c , having named Ihia jdaaa Osnabufgh 
Island^ Mada eail, and haviaf aoon diKOvared high nnd» cama to aa 

ffnchor, bpe^nfe ffie w^^rtther was fopgy. 

Early the next niorni nn; they saw land, distant four or ttve lea (roes ; but, 
after having sailed toward li some time, thought proper again to anchor, 
aaaoimt'af tha tMdmaaa af the fajg ; hut it vraa aa •oonar alaared 
away than they found the ship encompasaad by hmidrada of canoaa, in 
<which were many hu nil reds of people. Some bauldaawere shown them^ 
and sijTns made to come on bo^rd, on which they rowed the canoes toward 
•ach other, and a gont^ral consultation took place ; at the conclusion of 
which they all surrounded the ship with an appearance of friendship, an4 
ana af tham dalivaiad aar orationt ^ ^ aoiielaaiofl of which ha threw int<* 
Iha aaa th» taaoah of a plantahi traa, which he Ml in his hand. Tht^ 
haing dona, a yoang Indian* af more appatant eoaraga than the rait| vane* 
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tnrtd on board the ship. The eaptetn wonid have given him lomo Imnk 

bles, but he refused the acceptance of them till those in the canoes came 
niongsidc, and, having held a coQsuUation, threw otk board saveiml branches 
of the plantain tree. ■ 

They sailed along the shore, while tho ctnoas mtde toward the land. 
In the afternoon the ship brought to« and ^e boats being sent to soniid a 
bay that promised good anchorage, the canoes flocked roand them. Nejrt 
morning they were off apeak of land, which was nlmost covpred with tlie 
nativns and their houses. On the 21st the ship came to an anchor, and 
leveral canoes came alongside, bringing a largo quantity of fruit, wiih 
^Is and hogs, for which they receiTed nails *and toys in ezcliaoge; 
The boats, having been sent to sound along the coast, were fc^wed by 
lar^e double canoes, thrne of which ran at the cutter; staved in her quarter, 
and otherwise damaged h^ l ; the Indians, at the same time, armrd with 
clubs, endeavouring to board her. The crew now hrcd ; and wounding 
one matt' diMiljeroasly, and killing another, they both fell into the sea, 
whither their companions dived after them, and got them into the canoe. 
They now tried if they could stand or sit ; but as the one was quite dead, 
they laid him at the bottom of the caaoe, and the wounded man was sup- 
ported in a sitting posture. • ,• • - . > 

The ahip mode sail the day following, with intention to anchor off the 
watering place ; but the man at the mast-head discovering a hay a few 
miles to leeward, they immediately stood for it ; when the ship had 
almost reached tho boats she suddenly struck, and her head remained 
immoveably tixed on a coral rock near an hour, when she was happily 
relteyed by a breese from the shore. Boring the whole time of being in 
danger, i sua was encompassed by hundreds of Ibdiani in their canoea; 
but not one attempted to board her. The ship was tiow piloCed fonnd a 
reef into a harbour, where she moored. 

On the 34tli she sailed farther up the harbour, followed by many 
canoes, bringing provisions, which were exchanged lui nails, knives, 6lc. 
In the evening a number of large canoea advanced, laden with stones^ 
on which the captain ordered the strictest watch to be kept. At length 
some canoes came off, with a number of wom^n on board, who, being 
brought almost nndrr tlie ship, began to practice many arts of indelicacy. 
During this e.vhil iiiun, liio large canoes came close round the ship ; some 
of the Indiana playing on a Kind of ftute, others singing, and t^e rest 
blowing a sort of shells. Soon after a large canoe advanced, in which 
was an awnin^, on the top of which sat one of the natives, holding some 
yellow and red feathers in his hand. The captain having consented to 
his coming alongside, he drlivered the feathers ; and while a present 
was preparing, he put back from the ship, and threw the branch of a 
cocoa tree in the air. This appeared the aignal for an onset ; for there 
was an instant shout from all the canoes, which, approaching the ahip, 
tlirew volleys of stones into every part of her. On this two guns, loaded 
with small shot, were fired, and the people on guard diacharged their 
mnskets. The nnmber of Indians now round the ship was foil two 
thousand ; and though they were at first disconcerted, soon reeoTored 
their spirits and renewed the attack. Thousands were observed on 
shore, embarkino; as fast as the canoes could bring them off : orders were, 
therefore, given for filing the cannon, some of which were brought to 
bear upon the shore. This put a stop to all hostilities on the part of the 
natives for a short time, bat the scattered eanoea soon got together again, 
and| having hoisted white streamers, advanced, and t^ei^ atonea of two

wovudad. At this time sevenl canoes approached the bow of Ihe «up^ 
from whence no shot had been yot discharged. In one of thc?o was an 
Indian, who appeared tt» have an authoniy over the rest : a gun was there- 
fore levelled at his canoe, the shot ui which apht it in two pieces, which 
put an eod to the cotttMt ; the eanoee lowed off with the ntmoit speed, 
«od the people em thiote tm and concealed themselves behind the hiU«. 

Next day a lieutenant was despatched with all the boats manned and 
nrmrd, aiul n rrTmber of marines, with orders to land under cover of the 
ship and boat« ; wiiich being effected, he turned a piece of turf, and 
having hoisted a pendant on a ala£^ took poeseseioa of the place, for his 
■overeigBt by the n \me of Eongr Geaige the ThUd'a leland. At this time 
the lientOMint iriieerved two old men on the opposite nde of the rifer, 
v.'ho !=f emr;3 much terrified, and fissumcd a posture of supplication. 
Signs aiHiie for theui to cross the river, which one of thcai having 

done, he crawled o \ his hands and knees toward the lieatenaul who, 
showioff him some sUuim tbit had been throw at the ship, hinted that 
the Induane ihenld receive no hum if they were not the a^pr^nors. 

Next dnv, while a party was engaged in filling the water casks, the 
old man who had been seen the day before crossed the river, and brought 
with him some fowls and fruit. The caulain, who was indisposed on 
board the Mpt employed himself hi remarking what was going forward 
on shore: and, by the help of glasses, buy many of the Indians creep- 
ing behind the bushes toward the watering place, wliile incredible num- 
bers were coming through the woods, and a large ;nrty descending a hill, 
all advancing to tho same spot ; and two divisions oi canoes weie uiaiiing 
roond the opposite points of the bay. The lieutenant got bi/f party on 
board Ihe bonts, but not before he had sent the old Indian io ^ i mm pn 
the others to keep at a proper distance, as he wanted only water — but 
this had no effect ; and, as soon as the crews were in the boats, the 
natives possessed tlitmselves of the cask^ as lawful prize. Those at 
some distance from the watering place pubued lurwaru wiiii aii speed, 
keeping ^ace with the oenoes, which were rowed at an extraordinary 
rate ; while a gMSt number of women and children were seated on a 
hill, from whence they could command a view of all that passed. 

When the canoes came rfear that part of the bay where the ship rode, 
they took in many p»>ople from ilie siiore, who were laden with bags 
filiM with stones. AU the canoes now approached the ship, on whteh 
the captain gave ordwa to fire on the fivAi cluster that should aasem« 
ble ; this had such an effect, that they all rowed off with the utmost 
speed. They then fired into several parts of the wood, on which the 
Iiuiians all fled to the biU wnere the women and children were, so that 
several thonsanda were now on that spot The captain being resolved 
to make this notion decisive, fired toward the hUl ; end two balls falling 
near a spot where many of these people had stationed themselves, they 
were all terrified beyond description, and disappeared in an instant. 

On the 27lh, while a party was getting water, the old man before 
mentioned appeared on the opposite side of the river; aud uaving 
harangued them some time, he came, over ; when the officer, pointing- 
to the bags and stones which had been brought down, tried to convince 
him that his countrymen had injured the English, who had acted only on 
the defensive He departed with signs of oemq- content, ami in a few 
hours the natives began a traffic, which proved highly advantageous to 
the ihip% company 
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The oM Indian, who btd visited ther iktMrior parfli4ll^ ftlimllil 
aoett of profinBDa, Teloraed on (he 5th, and braognt with him a roasted 
tog aa ft praMQt for the captain^ who, in retarn, enriched him by putting 

him in possession of a looking-glass, nn iron pot, &c. Three days after 
this, the gunner condvicted to the ship a lady of a portly figure ami agree- 
able face, whose age seemed to be upward of forty. She had but lately 
ftrrived in that part of the island ; and the gnnner, ui e wyUig that ehe 
teemed to have great authority, praaented her with some toyi, on which 
she invited him to her house, and gave him some fine ho;^^*. She was 
afterward taken on board at her own desire, where her whole behaviour 
indicated the woman of superior rank. The captain presented her with 
a looking-gUae and aome toys, and gare her a nandaame bide maaila^ 
which he lied round her with ribands. • ' • 

Having intimnted that she should be glad to'*8ee the captain on 
shore, he signified his intention of visiting her on the following day. 
Accordingly, on Sunday, the 12th, he went on shore, where he was met 
by hia fiur friend, who waa attended by a nttmeraw Mtinne, some of 
whom she directed to carry the captain, and otbera who had been ill, ove^ 
the river, and thence to her habitation : the procession was closed by a 
guard of marines and seamen. As they advanced, grreat numbers of 
Indians crowded to see them ; but, on a slight motion of her hand, made 
ample room for the procesaion to pass. Many persona of both aeieo^ 
adTaneed to meet her, whom ahe canirod to ktas the captain*a hand, whiio- 
she sijTiiified that they were related to her. Her house was abov« three 
hundred and twenty feet in length, and about forty in breadth. The roof, 
which was covered with the leaves of the palm tree, was supported by a 
row of pillars on each side, and another in the middle. The highest part 
of tho ttiatdi on M inaOO wae aboat tMrty feat from the CMmBd, and tho> 
apace between the sides of the building and tlia adjga or the roof being 
twelve feet, was left entirely open. 

The captain, lieutenant, and purser, who had been ill, being seated, 
the lady helped four of her female attendants to pull off their coats, shoes, 
and atoekings ; whidh being awkwardly perftmnad, tfio girki omoothed ^ 
down the akm, and rubbed it lightly with their hands for mm than half 
an hour ; and the gentlemen received great benefit from the operation. 
The surgeon, being heated with walking, having p'jlled off his wig, one 
of the Indians screamed out ; the eyes of the whole company were 
instantly fiaed on tbe' mirmM^w sight, remaining some time in thenoat' 
profound astonishment. When they had reeorofed from their surprise, • 
the lady ordered several bales of cloth, the produee of the island, to bo^ 
biou^rht out, in which she dressed the captain and all his attendants. 
Orders had been given, that the captain should bo carried as before ; but 
as ho chose to witik, she took hold his arm, and when they came near 
any wet or'dirty plaoea,'iM^Uftiid^lliiii mr, wkh as nracK ease as a man 
would a child. She attended thetn to the ^ore, when she took her 
leave, having presented the captain with a fine sow, big with young. 

On the 15fh a large party, in all the boats, rowed round part of the 
island, in order to take a view of it, and purchase provisions. They 
retunia#^ilfe^« nyiiff of hoaa and fowte^ and some plantaftia and eoao* 
nuta. The fslaadF^laa Ibuna to be everywhere very pleasant, and to 
abound with various necessaries of life. On the 17th Captain Walha 
received another visit from the lady, whom he called his queen. She 
repeated her visit on the following day, and gave the captain two hogs : 
and the master being sent to attend her homoi she clothed him in the 

17* 
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dress of the country, as she had done the captain and his relmue. On 
the 21st she repeated the Visit, and presented him with some hogs. On 
ber departure she invited the capiain to her hoase, who, taking soa>e 
oflSe«M with him* attended her home. On their arrivel, she tied fooiid 
their hats some wreethe of plaited hair, and distinguished the captaio'e 
by the additional ornament of a tuft of feathers of different colourf?. 
"When they returned, she went with them to the water-sida, and ordered 
some presenta into the boat. On the 24tli the captain presented ins 
fi^d, the old Ifldiao, with elolh and other nutters, and cent a vaoetj 
of thinge to the queen, among which were a cat with kitten, turkeys, 
geese, hens, and various kinds of garden seeds; which compliment she 
returned by a present of fruit and hogs, Wliile they remained here, 
they sowed peas and garden seeds, and staid long enough to see them 
come opi, fod likeljr to. thrive. 

The captaini having sent a party on ahore on the SSth to examine tho 
country minutely, caused a tent to be erected to observe an eclipse of ihe 
sun, and when it was ended, took his telescope to the queen's house to 
show her the use of it i and her surprise is not to be expressed, on her 
beholding several objeeta which ehe was very femiliar with, hoi which 
wore loo dietaot to be aeen by the naked eye. On the conclusion of this 
JBjMktal feast, the captain invited the queen and her attendants oi» board 
the ship, judging that no msuk would be offered to the party he had sent 
out, while tlie principal people were in his power. The queen's alten- 
danta ate heartily of an elegant dinner, and drank water ooW ; but the 
qneen would neither eat nor drink. When the party tetnxned lirom their 
excursion, the captain gave orders for landing tho queen and her train. 
She made signs to be informed if he held his resolution as to the time of 
his departure ; and beine answered in the aflirmative, her tears witnessed 
the agitation of heKnina.. > I, . - >f' ; 

On the 86th tho qneon viaited the captain, with her uaual presenta.. 
In the afternoon she came again, and solicited him to remain ten days lon- 
ger : but being informed that he should certainly sail on the fullowing day, 
she burst into tears, and demanding when he would come again, was told 
in fifty 'daye. Sh« remamed on board UU evening, when, being informed, 
that the boat waited for her, she wept with more violence than she had 
yet done. At length this affectionate creature went over the ship's side, 
as did the old Indian who liad been so serviceable to the crew. This 
man had signiiied that ius son should sail with the captain ; but when the 
time of departnriit.naip^ the yonth waa not to be ibond ; and it waa 
thought that the parental afiection had got the better of the promise. 

Early the next morning two boats were sent to fill a few casks of water ; 
but the otiiccr, alarmed at finding the shore crowded with people, was 
about to return. Tins brought the queen forward, who commanded the 
Indiana to retire to the opposite eide of the river, and then made eigne 
for the boats to land. While the water waa filling, ehe ordered some 
preaeots into the boat, and entreated to go once more to the ship ; hu^ 
the officer having it in charge not to bring off a single native, she order 
ed.h^r double canoe, out, and was followed by many others. When she 
hiid been on bofuJ^ weeping bitterly, for an hour, advantage waa taken of 
a breeze, and the ship got under sail. She now tenderly etnbraced the 
• captain and officers, and left the ship; but the wind falling, the canoes 
all put back, and once more reached the ship, to which the queen's being 
nMde fast, she advanced to the bow of the canoe, and wept incessantly, 
captain presented her wit|i Mjftr^ frtidai of use andomament, which 
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the aneen and her attendanta took thair final laaM» wi^ lapoy t§9n^ 

nHhicn drfw corresponding tears from the nyan of our countrynoen^ 

The piace where the ship had lam was calied Port Hoyai Harbour, and is 
aitnated in 17 degrees 80 muuilea aooth latitude, and 150 degreea wait 

The men of Otaheite are from fire feet eeTen to five feet ten inches high^ 
well-proportioned, alert, and of good countenances. The women from live* 
ioet to five and a half, handsome in general, but some ol them aaheautilui 
nr can be iauigi]ii!d. The complextoo of those own who aia mach on tli% 
«vater la Tttbar red ; but the natunl ooloar of th«ni aU ia tho tawny^ 
They are remarkably distinguished from ali the other natives of Asia^ 
Africa, and America, by the colours of their hair ; for that of the former 
is universally black, wlUle the people of Otaheite have the variouf^colouri^ 
of Mack, brown, red, uid flaxen ; most el' the children having the latter ; 
vriMB left loose, it has a atrong natural curl, but it is usuaUy worn tied 
in two bunches, one on each side the bead, or in a single bunch in tho 
middle. Thev anoint the head with tho oil of tboooooa Attt^au&od with 
a root of a fragrant sBDelL ...r-^.. 

An Indiaii who attMriiod tha qveen appesHog to bo food of imitating 
tho English, Wu y tae e n to d with a aatt of the Ueotenant^s clothes, wbicC 
hrcqm^ him e.rtremely well. As it wns shoal water at thn landing place, 
the Enghsh officers were earned an shore ; and this man, unwilling to 
be out of the fashion, was carried in the same manner by the Indiana. 
In hia stteBpt to mo a kaifd wak Ma at fint, hit hand alwftys wont 
to his mouth, while the food remained stuck €• the oi^ of the fork. 

Besides the articles already ofentioned, th^sc people eat the flf .?h of 
dorrs Rats abound on ttie island, bat are not eaten. The river produces 
parrot-fisii, groc^MTS, cray-fish, and muilei, and concha and muscles are 
frimfl on thrtocka; tfao inhafe^lants vse nets, and kookB and linos* , 

There is something smgolarntfisirway'Of draeaing their food ; Ibaviag 
produced a fire hv rubbing two pieces of dry woofl together, thoy dig a pit, 
which being paved with stones, they make a fire la it. The stones bemff 
propeily heated, they rake away tho ashes, and covering ihe stones with 
gMOli Issresof thoooeoa not tree, they pot their neat in plantain locvos, and 
place it in the pit, covering it over with tho hot sshoi^ on which they lagr 
bread fniit and yams enclosod in plantain leaves ; these agnin they cover 
with the einbers intermixed with iho hot atones ; to this succeeds a Layer 
of cocoa nut leaver, and upon tne whole is a covering of oarth. in tiiis 
mannsr a small hog is dressed whole, bat a large one is cut in two; and 
Csptahi Wallis asserts, that (his method of cookery exceeds eveij other ha 
has known, the meat being extremely tender and full of gravy. Their 
only sauces are salt wrUer and fruit, and their knives are made of shells. 

i he Dolplun sailed from Otaheite on the ti7ik oC July, i7bi|. and|>as8< 
<ed the Duke ofTbrk^e MM, the eoest of wbieh abounds with plantain 
trees, cocoa not, bceftd frnit, and apple trees. On the 28th they discover- 
ed land, which wns cnlied Sir Charles Snunder's Island. On tho 30th 
again made land, which received tin; name of Lord Howe's Island, on 
vraich smoke was seen, hotno inhabitants. Their next discovery was of 

• eoae dsB|jbni<MHfcnlij »» eriiish Oeplani WUhs gave the mine of ^ 
Scilly isluds. . 

They now steered w<;»«?tward till the 13th of August, when they saw 
two small islands, one of which was named Keppel's Isle, and the other 

* Buscawtiu's isiuii4 ; oa the i;Utei of wluch w^rt; several, iuh^itants. , 
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'^Ob the lOlh ihey again discovered land, to winch the eflkere gave th* 
name of Wallis^s Island. The coast of this island is very rocky, and the 
trees grow almost to the edge of the water. The inhabitants wore no 
coverinff tmt a mat reand the waiat : each man had a Tery large «lab, two 
9f tvhira wen puvthued fcjr tfM kottft ctvif* 

On the 18th of September they discovered the Island of Saypan, and 
soon afterward that of Tinian, off which they anchored on the day follow- 
ing. Tents were erected for the sick, who were sent on shore wall all 
expedition. The smith's forge and carpenter'a cheat were abo lauded ; 
ma the capCtiiimdfiral ieal«Mtal, who Mi ceMiiiiedlil, went m iKm 
with a party i»f men to hunt for cattle. By the 15th Oetober tie fiwt 
end water were carried on board, and all the aiek bein? recovered, prepara- 
tions were made for eaiiing ; and on the aext day they kit the bay, and 
aailed to the weat. 

' On the Sd «r Ne«^her Hfef St m vut wd Aim ittnin iMA «m 
Aemed Sioilf Me, Small Key, and Long Island ; and on tkie day follow* 

ing they saw another, to which Captain Waliis gave the mme of New 
Island ; which islands are in 10 degrees 20 minutes north latitude, and 237 
degrees 30 mi^iutes west longitude. They now altered their coarse, and on 
Ibe 19th avirlbelalMidfttrlWan, Area, «idF8aan|. OnthalMithef 
erossed the iB^inbctial line, and came again into sooth ktitvde. The next 
day they saw the Islands of Pulo Tote arKl Pulo Weste, soon after which 
they had eight of the seven islands. On the 32d saw the coast of Sumatra, 
and came to an anchor in the road of BataTia on the 80th of November, 
|7«T. Tm a» lie adM on Mi of JhcmAm, wMmqI laafa^ ft 
nngle man, and having only two on the sick list. 

On the 24th of January they encountered a dreadful storm, which tore 
the sails to pieces, broke a rudder-chain, and carried several of the booraa 
ieverboard ; yet, during this st<nrm, they obe«nred a nember of birds and 
buttei;^. OhlliieiOllit^anwIaaiaodeanetoraBaBdmmT^ 
9av, nt the Cape of Oood ttepe, on the 4th of Fehraarv. 

On the 25th al! hands were ordered on board, and on the 17th of March 
they anchored in the Bay of St. Helena, and sent persons on shore to get 
water, and othera to ffathei puralain, of which there is greet plenty. On 
ikm Mth they eroaeejlke nuin o ctial line, gettina eacemaie inie Bortb 
latitude, and on the 34th of next month saw the Cape of FIcO. 1C# 
material incident happened from this time to the end of the voyage, which 
was happily completed by the D(rfphitt cemii^ to an anohoc an the D^ne

Mb. CABnBiT having already eironmnavigated the globe with Commo 
doie Ifjrnii, waa anpeMfld tetbeeoamiMnf the 6w«Umr eleop aeon 
afier hift return t» Bnghmd ; and on the 9ttd of August, I766i, sailed fron 
Plymouth in company i»iUi Intflni^eBly*^ obi|>lb^Dolpfaio,flBitho PtiMt 

Frederic store-ship. 

' It will be needless to recite any partionlars which happened till the 
I"! A of April, the* BMinm pUttfld Company wHk the Mphm and 
PHnee Frederic, as already related in the account of the preceding Toyage. 

' At nine o'clock on this day, the Swallow had totally lost sight of the 
Dolphin, which Captain Carteret judged to be then clear of the mouth of 
the aUraitai and ae the Swallow waft then andei land, where ahe had not 
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weeing their consort during the remainder of the Toyage. .->(, .. 

At this time all the cloth, linen, cutlery- wares, and trinkets, were on 
board the Dolphin ; a circumstance which aggravated Captain Carteret's 
diatieaSf aa be had not anything proper to Evtef witK the Indians. A 
few hoiifo after the ahipa parted- eonpany, the Swallow encomitered a 
violent storm, during which there was so tfaick a fog that they could not 
see mountainous land which they were within half a mile of. They sailed 
frou) this place early in the morning of the 16th of April, and soon ai'ter- 
. w«rd, by tlie sudden shifting of the wind, encounterea to violent a storm 
that thof were in danger of sinldBf . Th^ at lei^tb tnta the open 
sea, after a very providential deliverance, ibrihad-thn wiod agMB ebinsdi 
the ^hij) must liave boon unavoidably lost. 

Trout the «7th of this month till the Ist of May they had continual 
stproMy and on this day a protii;^ious sea laid the whole ship aoder water 
for aeiae tinA, while the wmd blew a himieene, «nd the rainfoured dowit 
in torrents. On the 9th of May they were in sight of the Island of Masa* 
fiioro ; and on the 10th saw Ju.ii! Fetnaiidieai sad sailed lound m Qum*. 
beriaud liay, on the east side ul iL - - 

The Spaniards having fortified lliis island, (« riitmmstaiica- tm tbaa 
nnknowQ to Captain Carteret,) a number of men were seen on the shore,* 
and twolaioe boats !vin<^ on the beach. A house and four pieces of can- 
non were observed near the sea-side, and on the brow of a hill, at a small 
distance, was a fort with Spaniiih colours flying. Many cattle were seen 
on the hiUa^ and nbofv twenty honaea on-diflbriMitpaHa ttf Hie ialaiid.f 

On the eaaloffn aide of the weat-bay lliejr aaw a kind of g«u4-b<mse»] 
with two pieces of cannon, on carriagea, near it. They now returned 
toward Cumberland Bay, when a boat put after them ; but nif^ht cominc^ 
on, they lost sigh^ of her. Thus disappointed of refreshments so much 
wanted, they saiWifoi M^saXuero, end 'tadiOMd on the 18th, hnt.were^ 
un ibiu to land| as the hoaeh was foil ofioehoi and the surf ran so vio*: 
lently that the best s.vimmer.s could not get through thebnalMV) Ihfl'. 
next mornini;, however, the ho i'« filled some water casks. 

On the loth anchored on ihv. east side of the island ; but wore driven 
from thoir moojcings, and kupt out at sea aU night. In the morning the 
outter was senteiion water, and the ship got near th* Aare, where she. 
BOSH received several casks, and sent the hoat foc MOI* } tho foogboal^ 
vras likewise despatched on this service. 

On the 17lh the cutler was t^am sent for water ; and, when she re* 
tun)c4»th^4iMt0M|Bi'ro|Mlo4!lM vfoleni w i i^ a i hich h a< Mrn hk^- 
the nighi had MPfllil^ down anflh a deluge of iin|iery«that the people om 
fhme nrirrowly escaped dro\vnin;r, after losing several of the casks. 
Tli!3 d iy such a quantity ot fi.sli was taken by the boat, wi'ii iiooks iind 
\iUQ6 ouly, ds wa:> uqual to. t|i.e coosumpjlion of the whole crew. Un tne 
20^ the ship, which had hpaiiMNQia time alandtiig off and on near tho* 
•aore, came again tftjip infhfW^ when the long boat being sent out, pro- 
cured, in a short time, an ample supply of fish. During tho night, and 
all tho lollowing day, they had e,xtremc bad weather ; but, as soon as it 
becauio moderately calm, three seamen were sent on shore to kill seals) 
and mako #ii|l^eif-faty for the ose^ the lanpe. 

The Island of JUaoafoaro is of a trianguilar form, nbont twenty-twtt{- 
mile.s in circumference, and, at a distance, has the appearance of a single 
rock ; ihtrc is good anchorage on many parts of the coast, and the island 
abounds with goats. Wood and water are pleatiiul| kt^ difficult to be 
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praemdt aMiiiK tfM viotonee of Hm ««rf. Ood, hlBitNit, etmU 

fith, and cray'fish, are to be cangbt in gr^at noiMben ; aod seal are w 

numerous, thit the kilHn^^of thou^^pir^ds rmild mnke no apparrn! difTerence 
ill their ijumhors. The mountain cHltlnj^fo ;rrows on the isiand, which 
likewise abounds in birds, among which are hawks of a rery large size. 

They 99m tailed to lh« iioith, with Um hope of getting the nmth-east 
tndo wind, till the 17th of Jane, whieh k the depth of winter, when the 
weather was dark and cold, with tleet, rain, thunder, and lightning. 

On the 2d of July they discovered an islarr?, which was wpI! clothed 
with Uees, and down the side of which ran a stream of fresh water. Ft 
appeared to be about fire miles in circumference, and was called Piicaini a 
Island, from the name of a young gentleman who first taw it 

On the 1 1th Captain Carteret gave the name of the Bishop of Osna- 
burfjh's I-^lrind to a low pifrc rrf land discovered thisdav, which %vas well 
clotlied with verdure. On the 12th they saw two othrr small islnnds, 
oil one of which the boat's crew landed, and found birds so tame to be 
taken without the least diflieQitf. The other istend was abeat fiftsen 
milea distant : but neither sfimed either water or vegetables. They 
were catler] the Duke of Gloucester's Islands ; and Captain Carteret aojp* 
poses them to be the same land which was s^en by Quiros. 

On the lOili of August the ship sprung a leak, m a part which they 
could not come at to repair, so that their sitoatkm was truly alarming ; 
hot twe days afterward diseovei«d 'tend, whieh gave fbe^ spirits Co th« 
almost desponding eiew. The captilin observed seven islands, and sailed 
toward two of them, which lay very near together : in the evening came 
to an anchor near the largest, on which were seen two of the natives, 
who were negroes, with woolly heads, and wore nu kind of clothing. 
Ob the <lay ihuewiog the eattsi', with the master and a party of eeameo, 
was sent to the westward, to search for a place to proeore wood and 
water, to sc^»k for refreshments for- tho sirV:. :\n(\ to discover a phro whr-re 
the ship might bo repaired. He received orders to be strictly on his 
guard against any attack from the natives, and took with him a few 
trmkets that hanpiBMed t»he on board, to proeate their good 4HII. In s* 
short time after M fetvined on boaid, having' three arrows sticking in his 
body. The account he gave of his expedition was, in substance, as fol- 
lows : Being arrived at a pince aboi;t fiftecm miles from the sh^'p, he 
saw some houses, but only a very tew of the natives, and lanfied with 
four of the crew, well armed ; the first fears of the Indians being dispelled, 
they-aoeepted lite preieirte with pteaaaroy and, iik retonr, gave htm some 
fish, yams, and cocoa nuts. He then went to the hotises ; but* soon oh- ' 
serving a mimber of thf nr^tivp? r^monfj the trees, and severe! c^.Tiods 
coming round a point, he hastened toward the boat ; but, before he could 
emfcaik, a general attack with bows and arrows was made, as well on 
those ih the heat as on those eo shore. That sitnated, the orcw fired 
repeatedly, killing and wounding many of the rndians ; still, however, the 
latter continued the fight, somo of them running into the water as high 
as the breast ; and when the boat got farther off, she was ptirsucd bvth« 
canoes, which did not retreat till ono of them was sunk, and many of the 
people in the otheia #er« killed. 

The captain now determuied to ettempt the repar&Hoit ef -the ship in 
h'^r present situation, and succeeded so far that the leak was greatly 
reduced. On the 15th a party was sent on shore to get water, a shot 
having been previously fired into the woods, to disperse any of the 
natives that night be lurking iu ibem. The lieutenant was likewise 
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despatched in the cutter to keep the coast clear for the waterers, by 
repeated firings into the woods ; yet, in spite of these precautions, a 
flight of arrows was soon discharged among them, by which one of the 
. seamen was dangerously wounded. 

As the master was now dying of his wounds, as the captain and lieu- 
tenant were so ill that their recovery was doubtful, and as their was no 
chance of procuring proper refreshments at this place, all intentions 
of pursuing the voyage farther to the southward wore laid aside ; the 
captain, therefore, having named the place E^mont Island, and the 
harbour where the ship had lain Swallow Bay, sailed fVora it on the 17th 
of August, 1767. 

On the same day an island was discovered, which received the name 
of Portland's Island, four miles from which they saw a harbour, which 
was called Byron's Harbour ; three leagues from it, they had sight of 
the bay wh6re the Indians had attacked the crew of tlie cutter. This 
was called Bloody Bay ; on its borders were a number of houses well 
tonstructed, and One much longer than the others, which had the appea- 
rance of a kind of hall for the transaction of public business. In this 
place, which was well built, and covered with a kind of thatch, the 
master and his party had been received by the natives, before the wanton 
cutting down of the cocoa nut tree. A large number of arrows were 
bundles round the room, the floor and sides of which were 
covered with matting. In this neighbourhood were many gardens, sur- 
rounded by stone-walls, and planted with vegetables. Three miles from 
this village a large town was seen, in the front of which, toward the sea, 
was an angular kind of fortification, built of stone, and near five feet high. 

About three miles hence they saw a bay, into which a river empties 
Itself, which they called Granville's River, and it appeared to be naviga- 
ble for small vessels far up the country. The point of this bay was 
called Ferrers's Point; and from this the laud forms a large bay, near 
which is a considerable town, inhabited by an incredible number of peo- 
ple, who, while the ship was sailing by, came out of their houses, hold- 
ing something like a bundle of grass in their hands, with which they 
appeared to stroke each other, running in rings, or dancing, all the while. 
Sailing onward a few miles, they saw another point, which was called 
Carteret Point, on which was a large canoe, with an awning over it ; 
at a small distance was another town, fortified as that before- mentioned. 
The inhabitants of this place likewise advanced before their houses, and 
danced as the others had done. The dance being ended, many came off 
in canoes toward the ship ; but having got nejir enough to have a good 
view of her, they would advance no farther. 

They soon saw another small island, which was named Treranion's 
Island, and the north part of it was called Cape Trevanion. Both the 
main land and this island abounded with inhabitants ; and a boat being 
sent to sound the passage, they no sooner observed that she had left the 
ship, than several canoes advanced to attack her. The Indians having 
let fly their arrows, the boat's crew fired, and killed one man and wound- 
ed another. A gun, laden with grape-shot, was at the same time fired 
from the ship, on which all the canoes pulled hard for the shore, except • 
the one with the wounded man in it, which being taken to the ship, the 
surgeon was ordered to examine his wounds. One of this poor fellow's 
arms was broken, and a shot had gone through his head ; and the surgeon 
being of opinion that the latter wound was mortal, he was placed in hi« 
canoe again, and with one hand rowed toward the shore.

Sailed on the 20th of Aupupt, and discovered a small island, which 
was called Gowcr's Island, uo people of which did not diifer in any- 
Ihing material ixom those of the lelaodo faobid htoly left. Some cocoa 
note wero here procond hi ezehaoge for nola ; and the inlMihitwite hod 
iotimated^ that they would furnish a farther supply the next jBDrniBg ; but 
it was then found that the current had carrifd the ship considerably to 
the south during the night, and brought iliem within sight of two other' 
islaDdd, one of which was called 6iuipt)uu'& Idlaod, and the other Car- 
terot'a lalaod. : r> 

They iell m with nine iahnda in the nghl of the Mth, which tk^fium 
Carteret supposes to be the same that were clitqetered by Tasman, and 
are immed Cmang Java ; eight of these are very small, but the other is 
more extensive, and are all inhabited bv blacks, wboee bejids are woolly, 
.like thoee on Iho. coMt of AInea. Tbo BOSft ttof Iwd sight of on 
island covered with verdure, which woocoOed Sir Gbariee Hardy Island, 
and from the number of fires seen on it, was supposed to be inhabited. 
This day they likewise had sight of a large ibland, formed of three high 
hills, which took the name Winchelsea'a idland. On the 2ach saw 
a lam ialaiid to dio iMltth« whkli Captain CS^cteiok iptaginea to ha?o boeo 
the Island of St. John, discovered by Scbootoi. - t 

This day were within sight of Nova Britamiia, and the next morning 
the current drove the ship into a deep bay, which, in Dampier*s Yoyagea, 
is called St. George's Bay.^ On the 28th they gave the name of Wal- 
h8*8 Island to a small one in a bay, off which they came to an anchor, 
ond wero now 7,500 mOoe doe-weat ftom tho main land of Amonct. , 

On the next day, after great fatigue, weiehed the webor, and sailed JfeO 
a place which they called English Cove, where they immediately began 
to take in wood and water. They now attempted to catch fish with 
hooks and line^i, but none of them would bite { nor wece the^ much 
taioro fuccoaafol with their ntts ; tortio likewMO wyro ,f«ij plentiibi, yol 
thev could noi take any ; bat at low water pickod v§ aomo lugo cockles 
and rock oysters. From the shore they procured cocoa nuts and the 
cabbage of the cocoa tree, which is crisp and juicy ; this, when eaten 
raw, tastes like a chestnut ; but, wheu b<vli4t has a more agreeable flavour 
than the parsnip.^ It waa fodnd jfco bfk eoeelleni wW botfed with porta- 
hie soiip and oatmeal. They likewiae gathered some plumbs, which 
lasted like those of the West Indies, which are called Jamaica plumbs ; 
and by this supply of vegctable^^ th^ had aooa reaaOA to fijioi^ in .tbo 
blessing of returning health. . • . , ' 

Tliey left this cove on tho 7th of September, and anchored on tho 
Oame day almost close to a grove of cocoa nnt tiooap wheie they auppUed 
themselves with the fruit and the cabbage in Tery great abundance ; and 
called the pl^ce Carteret's Harbour, which being formed by the main and 
two islands, one .of tb^m was named Leigh's Island, and tho other 
v6coa not Island. , Cfei^ tho 9th of September the anchor was weiglied, 
and wind and curront beiog both contianr, tboy atoored round tbo ooaH . 
^to a cRknaet l^twoop ^|^, vfJ^DtHa^ ^ift^ cim^ ww dividod bgr

iork*8 Island, and near which are aayeral tmaller onm» To the south 
of the largest are three hills of singular form, which were called the 
Mother and Daughters, one of which was supposed to be a volcano, from 
the iara^e clouds of smoke seen issuing from it. A point they called 
jC^pe AffiMTyliMtotlM SMiof tiiew hilla^aodCftpe StephewtoCht 
west ; north of which test liei an iihiid» which took tho mm of Iho 
Isle of Man. 

Having brought-to for the night, they sailed next morning, when some 
of the Indians put off in canoes toward the ship ; but the wind being fair 
and Mbwing fiwth, it waa not thought proper to wait for ihai». 8toariQ|( 
north>waat by west, they lost sight of New Britain on tho 11th, and it 
being now found that what had been taken for a bay was a strait, it was 
called St. George's Channel, and the island on the north of it received 
Abe name of New Ireland. In the evening they discovered a laree island, 
iWaU elpthed with verdure, which was denominated Sandwich IslaiHl ; off 
ilhia iaiaod tho ahip lay great part of the night, immm which time a peiw 

nal noise was heard, resenbling the sound of a drnni. When they 
almost cleared the strait, the weather filling calm, a number of 
canoes approached the ship, and, though they could not be prevailed on 
to so on board, exchanged some little matters with the crew, ree oi y i ng 
naiiaaBH bilo of ir9o, which they prafeifod lo ofotythiag dec that was 
jqthted. Though the canoee of these people were formed out of singie 
IliOs, they were between 80 and 100 feet in length. The natives are 
aogroes, ftnd their hair is of the wooUy kind, but uiey have neither thick 
lips nor flat noses. They wore sheU-vrork on their kes and arms, hot 
wore othecwico Mkcd, aaaspt that tiirir hiir and hocMi woto po w d cto d 
with white fMwder, and a feather was stock into tho head idiiove the ear. 
Their arms consisted of a long stick aa4a i^pMf | and it wac obooi«ed» 
jthat they had fishing-nets and cordage. 

They now sailed west, and coming in sight of the sonth-west point of 
thoiahuid^itwaac^MCtepe Byren; near which la aaialaiid of c o B a ida w» 
ble extent, which vacoived the name of Now Hanover. The strait thagi 
had now passed was called Byron's Strait ; one of the largest islands they 
had seen, Byron's Island ; and the south-west point of New Hanover, 
Qufon Charlotte's Foreland. On the ibUowii^ day they saw several 
fmall lalMida, whioh loceived ^ MSio Of tin Mo of Porllaiid*a lalanda. 
/ When they had completely narifpitod St. .6eorg»*a Channel, the whole 
length of which is about 100 leagues, they sailed a westward course, and 
on the 14th of September discovered several islands. The next morn- 
ing some hundreds of the nativea came off in canoes toward the ship, and 
were inyiled:<oa hoard hy ofory- token of fricadihqi and good will; jmI* 
withirtapdM^ which» when they camo witluii loaal^they threw oavoral 
lances at the seamen. on thodock. A great gun and several muskets were 
now fired at them, by which some were killed or wounded, on which they 
rowed toward the shore ; and, after they had got to a distance, a ahot 
wcis fired so as to fail beyond them, to convince them that they weitaet 
Mtof tboieachof ihegiM. llwee people wmalMt aegroei^willi 
woolly hair, which they BcwdcMdii «nd they iiiHl arfMd, empl iho crate 
ments of shells round their arms and \egi. 

Captain Carteret now coasted along the islands, to which he gave the 
general name of the Admiralty Islands. He describes them as having a 
moat OBchanting anpoaraneo, being eovered ^rith woods, grafoatf eoeea 
nnt treea, jm hoMiec of the |«ttfe» ThalaifMtof ihfCiitedt ii 
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coawotoa tD%«iriM>fe iftf sOm In length : «b4 Im«d)i^mm iImI HM^ 
jjVRiaQM uMBf v«ltitb1i»«rtide«, parttcalarty epkes. 

They discovered two ^mall Terdant islands on the 19ih, which werd 
called Du four's Island and Mnttv** Island, the inhabirant*? of which hst 
ran along the coast with ligiita during the night. They had sight of two 
oUier Mii^ iriiods on tha S4th, whieh wvM eatted 8tephMi»*s lafond^ mail 
idhidi •bawidad with beautiful treee. 

On the evpning of ihe 25ih they had sight of three islands, thp natives 
of %vhich rime oti' in canoes, and went on board the ship. They barter- 
ed cocoa nuts for some bits of iron, with which metal they did not seem 
vmwqiMimUd, and vffpuu^d «itnifagantly f^mA fit it. Tbey caHed it 
and iDtimatad, thafa ahip lonMtimes touched at their islands. 
These people were of the cooper colour, and had Bne black hair ; but their 
beards were very small, as tliey were continnallv phicking the hair from 
their faces. Their teeth were even and white, and their countenances 
^eeable; their activity was such, that they ran to th« mast-head even 
evieker ihaQ 1km tmrnm. Tbay^ate and mtk anything that was etvMi 
mm ; ^aod had not theleaat degree of reserve in their behavioYir. Thek 
dress 'consisted only of a piece of fine matting rcmnd the war*;t. A? the 
current carried the ship at a p^nnt nte, the captain had no opportunity of 
landing, thoagh the Indians olltircd thai some of their people should I'e- 
«MR» M bom* aa » aaaaifty dorliM aafe letm of aiydi ef the aaanen aa 
ttight ba aavt on shore. One of the Indiaa«^<m finding that none of tba 
crr-v^ were to 1r^»i'J. absohucK- r 'fn=:rr^ to leave ifca ah'p ^nd was there fotQ 
cairifd to the nl of Celebes, whoro he died*. Tins mftn was named 
Joseph Freewill) and the largest of the isiands was called Freewill Island ; 
bat WB aatlfaa «aHad It Pegan ; and iha MSMa bf the othar iw^ am 
Onato and Onello. ^ 

On the evt^nklg of thn sSih discovered an island from the mast-hoaJ ; 
but neither visited nor gave name to it. On the 12lh of October saw a 
aroail island, which was named Current Island, from the great strength of 
the 'flpoiithflriy eatveiit ; aiid'<m the faNowfnip'day diaeovered two mora 
small islands, Which were called 8t. Andre w*i latanda. 

On the 26th they bad sight of land, which, on the day following, they 
knew to he the Island of Mindanao, and coasted the south-e«?t parr of it, 
in search of a bay described in Dampier's Voyages, but could not find it. 

On the 14th of November, 1767, they reached the Strait of Macasaaxi 
■itif ale betweatt tfao Ittanda of BMao akd OaM»a, to a point of which 
litter island they gave the name of Hummotilc Point. 

On the 27th crossed thn cqninncrial line, and got into ^^tithern latittido, 
at which time tiiuy found the current setting agfainst them, and th'^ torna- 
does became violent. The crew was now diminishing by death, and 
weakened dally by aiekneaa, ao that there were baldly hands anffleieiit-to 
navigate the vessel. On the 8d of Beceiftberaaw thrialands caHed'Ihe 
Little Pater-nostere, which He something more than two drrrrops sooth 
of the line • hut it was out of iheir power to land anywhere tor refresh- 
ment, as the waids and eurrenta were contrary. Not a man on board was 
lia^firM from tbemirrf ^ and when it^waa imaginod iliatfioCbfaig«oiiIA 
have aggimmtad teir^artresa, they wei% atlaeM bf a pirate in the mid- 
dle of the nifjht of the 10th of DGcomber. It was so very dark that they 
CO lid not see their enemy, who attacked them with swivel-guns and small 
arms ; but they returned the aalute so warmly, that the pirate was sunk* 
aftd all bar erew pembed, after having wounded two p«rtona on boiid 
tb* 8w«Heir, and de«f aeai*>Ter7 tnu^^aag^to the afaip*' 
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«h» t9tk of thb nontli btd loit Hin^aii of Hm oraw, tn« t&o 
deatll of thirtf others was hourly dreaded. At tkis tine, too, the wester* 

)y monsoon wn-^ ?^et in, so that it wn? i!npn^<?;blc to rcacli Batavia ; and 
as they must speedily make some land, or inevitably perish, it was re- 
solved to attempt getting to Macassar, a Dutch settlement on the Island 
of Celetwe. On tne IStb tkey «iw eevetal trees floflting, end bivds stW 
ling on-theiii, and two dajs aftetwsid came to an anchor^ at little mono 
than a lenguc from Macassar. . i " 

Tii!o thn! niVht, tho fTovpr?)or sent a Dutchman on board the Swallow, 
who was greatly alarmed to hnd that she was an Eoglish maa-of-war, do 
snch vessel haying ever anchored there before ; and so apprehensive of' 
danger was he, as not to ventore to enter the eabin. Very early the 
next day the captain sent a letter to the governor, requesting permission 
to buy T^rovisiops, and asking shelter for liieship> till the j^roper season 
returned lor sailing to the westward. 

Soon after an answer came, intimating, that the ship should inalaully 
depart iron tlie pevi, wtthoot coining any nearer to the town; that sm 
should not anchor on any part of the coasts and that the captain afaMild. 
not permit any of bis pe<^plo.to lind*o» any place that was nndo^tho 
governor's jurisdiction. 

As the most forcible reply to this, the captain showed hus dying men 
to the beasQrs* atSd jpleaded the mgent neeescity of the case. They coul<ft 
noibeteeoaad feel the piopiiely el granting refreshmeale and shelter 
to persons in such a situation, but still snif{ their orders were absnl-Ttn^ 
and must be obeyed. Provoked at ihist treat.Tient, the captain declaredf 
he wonid^ anchor ffiose to the town ; and if they then refused him neces- 
sarieei*tliiirfao wiM run the chip aground, and himself and crew woeld 
aeli their liTSe as dearly as possibiei. AlatMsd at this dedavaftion, thal^ 
begged the captain to remain in his present station till the governor should* 
give farther orfiers. After several disputes, they sailed earlv on fh'» 20?h 
of Decf nber, and anchoied in the road of lionthain, a. neighbouruig port| 
on the iollowing day. - * * . ' '•- . .v 

- 'Xhk die Idth of Janaaiy a letter ftom ^ Macassar ftaformed Oaptstia 
Carteret that the Dolphin, his consort, had arrived at Batavia. 

Having taken fn wood and water, they sailed hence on the 22d of May, 
and on the 2d of June tliey had sight of the Umi of Java— *on the iollow- 
ing day comii^ to au anchor in the road of liauvia. -^-^ 

On the 18th the captain teamed that eideie kad been men-far reps irbg 
the riiip at Onmst, Whither a pilot attended her, and «mere ehe came t<| 
an r^nchor on the 22d of June ; but a'^ the wharfs were pre-engaged bjf! 
other ships, the repairs did not commence till the 24th of July. 

Captain Carteret having engaged some English seamen, sailed from 
OiiPtttC^dii;tlit'l0tbol SsptemHir ; and on the 88d of Nove After eamtf 
to^fl»MkcMir in Taffio Bay, in the Cape of Good Hope. The caplnhi 
having received numberless civilities from the governor and orhfr gen- 
tlemen of this place, sailed on the Cih of January ; and on the 2Qtk 
anchored off the Island of St. Helena, from whence he again sailed ou 
the «4th. ■ ■> > '> • . * ' ' ► . •• . • 

iOa-tli»J(Mi^ol^llui^Mlth a sUpi which had been seen thb preceding 
day fai" to the Iee#ard, but had out-sailed the Swallow in the night, tackea 
and ?lood toward her. A boat was sent on l^onrd, in which was a young 
officer, who. bv many artful questions, endeavoured to loam from Cap- 
tain Carteret all ilie most important particulars of his voyage ; and this 
piete of finesse was aggrawal!Bd,<by hie inranttng a tali to dngoi* thes* 
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of his own Toyage ; for the rewel he bad jast left was no other than that 
of M. liniirainv!!!", which was then returning from a voynge round the 
world. Captain Carterei learned this circumstance afterward from the 
lieutenant ; for lae boat s crew, which had brought the Frendi officer on 
boafxi, had diseoTored every oecrit t» one oT the EogUihcww who ajpoka 
Ftmich. OaptaiB Carteret, howcrer, k^t his own secrot to well, that 
Bongainville was not at all the mmt Mr tho taSM hft h«d kit m tbft 
negoiialion of this illiberal business. 

Our adventurers iiad sitfbt of the veatern islands on the 7ih of March, 
1769, nd cam to tn aii^Dr «t SpMiMd on the 9IMh tiM MM 
withovt mtung frith •ojtfaing fankar worth mem^ng. 



MONS, DE BOUGAINVILLE.— 1766-69. 

A sBTTLBMnrr having been commenced by die French on Falkland** 

lHl:itids, in the month of Fnbniary, 1764. ilin Spaniards demanf^ed them 
Hs .Hi sppenda^e to fhe routinentof 8ouih iArnprica ; and France havintf 
aiiuwed the propriety of the demand. Moos, de Bougainville waa mdered 
to yield possession of the ialendt to the Speniaida. 

On tho. 5ih of December he sailed from the barhoor of Dioat, in die 
frigate La Boudt use ; havinnr on board the Prince of Nassau Sei^hen, 
threp ffpntb^nfien who went as volunteers, eleven officers in commission, 
and warrant officers, seamen, soldiers, servants, and boys, to the numbur 
ofMO. 

On the evening of the S9t}i of Janon7 ^ Rk>-do-la* 

Plata, and on the morning of the 31st caaw to an anchor in the Bay of 
Montevideo, where the two Spanish ships, whteh were to take poateasioa 
of Falkland's islands, had been at anchor for some weeks. 

Th^ went m alioiie above tiM eoleny of Sea Seetameole^ and 
over a prodisiooa extent ef coimtry to Buenoa Ayres, m whkh there 
were no roads, and wherr the eve wns their only piiiJe. Durinrr this 
expedition, they slept in little hovels constructed wiih [carher, while the 
tigers howled round them on every side. Mens. Buugainviile parucuiarly 
mantiona tha manner and the danger of Ibek passing the lUvtfr St. Laeia, 
whioh ia wide and deej), y^ t amazingly rapid : being placed in a long nar- 
row cinoe, one side of winch was btyond al! proportion higher than the 
other, a horse was fastened nn r:\ch side the v< sscl, the master of which, 
nulling off all his clothes, got into it, and supporting the heads of the 
horaea rixnre the mrfeee or the atrearo, drove tbem aeraaa in the itest 
manner he was able, and,With some difficulty, they stemmed the rapidity 
of the torrent. They Bf\i!f(? with two Spanish ahipa on the ?!Slh of Feb- 
ruary, 1767; and, on ilio l.st of April. Mons. Bougainville, in ihe name 
of the French king, surrendered the islands to Don Puente, tiie Spaaish 
g^vamoft who roeetved it ibr hie Moat Catboiio Majesty, wkk the eare- 
mMif of hoistiaf the flpaaiA cdtonia, and the firing ^ i«>» ^^om tha 

ships nnd on shore 

Falkland's Islands he in about 52 degrees south latitude, and 60 de- 

Cees west longitude. From the entrance of the Straits of Magidlan, and 
>m the aoaat of Patagonia, their diatanee ie eboot MO milea. The har- 
bours are large, ao^ well defended by email islands, most happily dis> 
posed ; and even tbo smr^lles* vessels may ride in saffty in the cieck"?. 
whild fresh water is e-isily to he obtained, as tlie small rivers which 
descend from the mouuidios discharge themseives into the sea. lu tho 
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kind of dew by the warmth of the son, are rather favourable than pre« 
judicial to the vegetable productions. There is seldom any (liunder or 
lightning, nor is the cliaaate hot or cold in any extraorUmaiy degreu. 
Throughout the year the nights are, in general, atarlight, serone, and 
lUri Mid, VMO no tiliolo^ Iho dimftte is nifomble to uio conttUn t ioii; 
Tho iafik of the soil in the Talleys is more than sofHcient for the pnurpoeoi 
of plowing". Under the first land is a layer of black earth, ten inches or 
more in dnpth ; under thai a^ain a ycliow soil, beneath which are stones 
and slate ; but these stonea are not found on the little .idjaceut islands. 
Wild vigtftaAlM m ahcmteco m fomidy aad imd m aatitcorlnitica) par- 
tieolarly water cfOMOi, aonrol, wild paisley, a kind of aaidw-haut eud e 

apecies of celery. 

Sea lions and seals are the only amphibious anitnais found in these 
parts -f but there are great vaneiies of lish on the coasts, scarce any of 
whieh m laumtk m Saroptw It •onwtiinee happene that the whaleti 

fettine too neer the shore, are stranded in the b^ye* where their remains 
ave been seen. The only quadruped is of a species between the fox 
and the wolf; and our author, therefore, calls him the wolf-fox; the tail 
of this animal is more bushy than that of the wolf, and he Uvea in a kennel 
Hhioh he dige hi the gio«iid, oo the dewaa, by theeea««ide. Atone time 
wi ihm year the wolf*fox is so lean as to appear almost starved, from 
whence it is imagined that he fasts for a considerable time ; he ia about 
as large as a sheep do^, and barks very much like one, only that his 
yelp is not so loud. The coassls produce land and water fowls in iQcre> 
dibie numbers, many of which are the prey of falcons, hawks, eagles, ami 
owk ; nhile the egge aad the young hude are destroyed by the woll>li»K« 
The smaller fish are deetroyed by the whi^ the amphibious awmals, 
and the voracions birds, some of which are constantly flying ctoso over 
the surface of the waters, while ethers perch themselves on the rocks to 
watch the evenL 

After waiting Bib iiwse iriaada till the Sd of ioM, 1767, ui expectation 

hf the Etoile store-ship fkoaa £ttiepe, and finding she did not arrive, Mens. 

Bowp'ninvillc considnred, that as his ve^pcl hnn. only two months' ].)rovi- 
sions oil board, it \v(iuld be rashness to atLempl crossing the itrreat Pacdic 
Ocean alone ; he therefore resolved to steer to Rio Janeiro, a.t which 
plaee he had appointed the Etoile to joie him, in ease any unforeseen aeei» 
dent should prevent her reaching Falkland's Islands before he.ieCt the 
harbour of iliat place. Thry had fine weather from the 2d til! the 20th 
of June, on which day they had sigtit of t/ie mountains on the mainland 
of Brazil, and entered Rio Janeiro the day following. 
. At the same tine a eaaoe waa despatched fiwa the captain of tha Etoile^ 
to inform Mods. Boogainville of the safe arrival of that fes^l, wkM noar 
lay in the port ; and, on the 14th of July, 1767, the anohora of the Bou- 
denso and Etoile were weicrhed ; but, as the wind abated soon afterward, 
thcv were obliged a^ain to briug-to, before they couid get out of the har- 
bour. They sailed, however, on the following day ; and in the,nigbt«f 
Ihe I9th the flBain>tap-eail of tha Bondevaa waa canied away % the 
^ioleneeaf the wind. 

The vessels sailed into the Rio de-la Plata, and were within sight of 
the Maldonados on the 29th ; early m the mornuig of the 3ist they had 
n view of the Isle of Lobos, and before night came to an anchor in the 
Eayaf Montevidao. Aa it wtaa naeeesaiy that Mons. BoagamTiUe aboaid 
mmiux^m Ida ptsamt atetk» tiU the e|iihioKimipM»d9h«»iiat«are 
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frint. While re^in^ themselves he produced two colUrt, formed of 
oziers, and adornru with ahurk's teeth and bl :ck leathers. These col- 
lars, which xetembied the prodigious largo rulis worn by tho French in 
the reigo of Fiaacit L» w«fe put od tiM neebi Mont. BougaioTille and 
% I^UooMUi •f bia party. The chief bafiog likawiM pveaented oat motfaot 
with some pieces of cloth, the French were about to take their leave of 
this hospitable Indian, whr>n one of thpm found that his pockrt had been 
picked uf his pistol ; on whica a compiamt waa made to the chief, who 
immediately reprimanded several of hie homebold, and would have 
eearchsd tbeiD fell ; bai thk the eoounodove wovM not permit, eoalaotiDg 
himaetf imth intinuuiog to tbe chief, tbtt the weepon wbitib had baeo 
ftolen won Id kill the thief. 

i'he chiel ^veiiL on board Mons. Bougainville's ship the following day, 
and took wiui lum a present oi some lowla and a hog ; l«e likewise ^ave 
a fiill proof of the integrity of hie heertt bjr tetotnng the atolen pietol. 
Hie Heme it appeared was Ereli ; 1m lemained on board several hours, and 
then went on shore nitli Mons. Bougainville, whobv thi? time had made the 
necessars' prpparations for landing the sick an J lilhng the wntcr caiika. 
£reti cumpiimeiHed Mons. Bougamvklie with tiie use of a laige uuild- 
ing, erected on the eide of the riimlet for the purpoee of Uying up tho 
Indian boats, which were, at the command of the chief, instantly removed. 
UnJer this roof tents were put up for the accommodation of the sick, ami 
other tents for various uses. A sufficient numbt r ol muskets were carried 
ou tfbore tu arm thirty miirines, all the workmen, and even the invalids, 
in caee of necoaaitv. Mooa. BougaiofiUe paaaed the first night on shore 
in company with &eti, who added bia supper to that of the eomraodore^ 
iiivited a few select friondb to partake of the repaat, and gave orders that 
a crowd of Indians, whose curiosity had brought them to the spot, should 
be disjiersed. He then desired to see some hre-works, whioh he beheld 
mith % mixture of pleaaore and aatonishmeat. 

The camp waa oompleted 90 the following day, end the butUang enliro- 
ly enclosed, except at one eotraaee, where a ^ard waa constanilj 
stntioned. None of the Inf]''ui<« weto admitted into this building but 
Il^reU and his fnenJs of boUi »t;xes. A crowd of peojile were coiibiaait- 
ly about the place, but ihoy made way for any one wUo had permission 
to enter, on Uie motion of a email stick which a Fkencbman held m hie 
hand. To this place the natives assembled from all ^uartera, bnq^fhiar 
poultry, hogs, fish, fruit, and cloth ; in exchange for which they receivej 
buitoPH, beads, tool», nails, and trinkets of various kinds, on ivhich they 
appeared to set a high value. 

The article of ibaeving oxcq>ted, every other intercoorae between tho 
French and Indiana waa carried on in the most harmontooa manner. The 
seaman made several incursions into the isl.uid, unarmed, sometimes in 
small [jariies, and soine!iines singly; when the natives invited them into 
llieir Ixouses, gave ihem provisions^ and presented the young damsels as 
wivoi. 

Soon after the camp was formed, the commodore was visited on board 
the ship by Toutaa, the chief of a district near that of Ereti, a very tall 
man, and a Jnurably well made, who was attended by several others, hard- 
ly one of whom was less than six feet in height. Toutaa brought with 
him cloth, hogs, fowls, and fruit, which he presented to Mons. Bougain 
ville, who complimented bun with aome silk atofis, trinketst naila, 
^be chief invited Bougainville to his hoiiae, where, in the midat of a largo 
naa^mhi/ft he pieaenled itim with a £ne yon^g girl, whom tho commodoro 
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conjectures to have been one of his wives, and the musicians instantly 
^began the bridal hymn. ^.^ 
Early in the morning of the 12th, the cable of the Boudeuse parting, 
that ship ran foul of ilie Eloilc, and at this unfortunate juncture news 
arrived that three of the Indians had been either killed or wounded in their 
huts ; and that, in consequence of this unhappy circumstance, a general 
terror had seized the inhabitants. The women, children, and old men, 
had fled up the country, taking their effects with them, and even carry- 
ing off the bodies of the deceased. The commodore, on receiving this 
intelligence, weid on shore, and selecting four marines, on whom rested 
Iho suspicion of having perpetrated this foul deed, he ordered them to be 
put into irons in the presence of Ereti ; but apprehensive that the natives 
might revenge their mjuries, he spent a considerable part of the night at 
the camp, and gave orders for a reinforcement of the guards. After ten 
at night the wind blew violently, the sea swelled to an enormous height, 
the rain descended in torrents, and the whole scene was tempestuous in 
a high degree. He went on board soon after midnight, when a violent 
squall of wind was driving the ships toward the shore. Providentially the 
storm was soon over, and a breeze from the shore prevented tho vessels 
being stranded. 

Soon after daylight it was observed that the camp was totally destitute 
of its usual visiters ; not an Indian was to be seen near it, nor even a 
single bout sailing on the river. The natives had quitted their houses, 
and the whole country appeared to be depopulated. The Prince of Nas- 
sau now went on shore with a small party, and, at about three miles from 
the camp, found Ereti, with a considerable number of his subjects. When 
the chief recollected tho prince, he advanced toward him with a counte< 
nance expressive of hope and terror. Many women were now with him, 
who, dropping on their knees at the feet of the prince, kissed his hands, 
and, bathed in tears, exclaimed, Taio mate ! You are our friends, and 
^ou kill us ! 

Tl)e prince succeeded in his endeavours to inspire them with fresh 
confidence ; and Mons. Bougainville had the pleasure of observing, from 
on board, by the help of his glasses, that the natives hastened to the 
camp, carrying with them fowls, fruits, &c., so that there could be no 
doubt but that peace was re-established. He instantly left the ship, and 
taking with him a quantity of silk stuffs and a variety of other articles, 
he presented them to the principal persons, intimating how unhappy he 
was on account of the misfortune which had happened, and assuring them, 
that the perpetrators of so foul a deed should not escape unpunished. 
The grateful Indians caressed the commodore, the natives in general were 
happy that peace was restored, and thctnarket soon became more crowd- 
ed than ever ; so that in two days only, more refreshments were brought 
in than had been before, and the whole place had the appearance of a fair. 
The Indians now requested to see some muskets fired, but were not a 
little alarmed, when they found that the animals fired at were instantly 
killed. 

Soon after dawn on the 15th, when the Indians observed thoir visiters 
making preparations for their departure, Ereti came hastily on board in 
the first boat that was ready. He clasped in his arms, embraced, and 
wept over those new-made acquaintances whom he was about to part with 
for ever. This scene was scarcely ended, when a larger boat, in which 
were the wives of this generous chief, came alongside the ship, laden with 
a variety of refreshments. This vessel likewise brought off the Indian 
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oii lliilr ilrvl aTiM, had ai«^t on board the Etdle. Tbia ttiail wu 
call^ AoConrou. Ereli presented him to Mona. Bougainville, intimating' 

hla determined resolution to sail with the strangers, and entreating per- 
mission that he might do so. This request being complied with, Ereli 
presented him to the officers respectively, s^yinj;, that he trusted a well- 
belorad liiend to tho care and pvotection of fiiendb equally belorad. The 
chief, havnig accepted aome penents, returned to the boat, m which wera 
a number or weeping hrauties. With him went Aotonrou, to take a 
melancholy leave of a lovely damsel, the dear object of his regard. He 
took three pearls from his ears, which he delivered as a love-token to the 
despondmg beauty ; embnced her atbetionately, tore himself frpm her 
"^ns, and left it to time and tears to reatore her serenity of nhldl 

Otaheite produces rich pearls, which are worn by the women and chil- 
dren ; but these were secreted almost as soon as the Frenrh landed, and 
were seen no more during their stay. A sort of castanets, iostrumenta 
Hiaod by the Indian dancers, are formed out of the shells of the pearl oys- 
tera. The only quadrapeda soen on the idand were hogs, small hot 
"handsome dogs, and rats. Of winged animals there are pairoqQets of 
exquisite beauty, the feathers of which are red and blue, most happily 
blended ; pigeons, rather larger than ours, of a deep blue colour, and most 
ddicate taste ; and common domestic poultry, diHering in no respect from 
those of Europe. The hogs and fowls fbed on plantains only, so t)iat the 
purity of their food must ensure the goodness of their meiit. 3oagain« 
ville obtained, by his trafBc with the natives, about 140 hogs and moic^ 
than 800 fowls ; and he might have procured much larger numbers, if hl« 
stay had been longer. No venomous animals were seen on this island, 
nor any of those noxions insects which are common to, and are the great- 
est curse of, hot climates. 'Jor ^ 

The natives are of two distinct tribes, having no personal resemblance, 
yet practising the same customs, associating together in the most friendly 
manner, and conversing in the same dialect. The first race of these 
people are innch taller, larger, and better proportioned than the pther. 
Few of these are less than six feet high. The other tribe aro idMMtf tbd 
middle stature, have almost the features and complexion of mulattoea, 
and rough, curled hair, as stronjrag tho bristles of a horr, Aotourou was 
of this tribe, and the son of one of the chiefs of the island. Both tribes 
ahave the upper part of the face, permitting the beard on the chin to grow, 
and a whisker on each Hp. Some bind the hair on the top of the head, 
while others cut it short, but all rub the oil of the cocoa nat into the hair 
snd beard. They permit all their nails to grow to a great length, except 
that of the middle finger of the right hand. Among these people one 
cripple only was seen ; and it was supposed that he got hi.s hurt by a fall. 

When an inhabitant of Otaheife dies; his body is deposited on a kint^ 
of bier, placed under a shed, to which the wdmen resort daily, and anoint 
the corpse with the oil of the cocoa nut. In these places they are left 
till all the flesh is wasted from the bones, and then the skeleton is con- 
veyed to the but of his relations, where a person, who appears to have 
great aathority, attends, and being dressed in a habit peculiar to the oc- 
casion, he performs aome aolemn ceremonies : but how long the ^letons 
are kept in the houses does not appear. Bougainvflle endeayoared to 
learn of Aotourou the religions cerpmonies of his countrymen ; and if 
they mutually understood each other, it will appear that the people of 
• *"P®"litious in a hith degree ; that the supreme authority 

18 vetted in the priests ; that th«ir principal Deity is called Eai-T-Eai, 



that is, Ki7ig of Lif^hf, or of the Sun ; besides whom thry acknowledge 
a number of inferior divinities, some of whom pioduce evil, and otbets 
good ; that the general name of these ministering spirits is Eatoua ; tad 
viAt the DAtiYes MppMO two of thfiM dSvNtiMi attm o^ tfiUr of con 
ooqoenee in humiui lifet deCotminuig ita &to oiilier odvaatagaouslj o» 
otnemise. 

The principal people on the island appear to have many wives ; and on, 
authors ihiuks polygamy is common among them all. The rich are chief 
ly distinguished from the poor by keeping a greater number of the fail 
moi I for ottitorsal lovo is tboehafsetenatie of Ui«iiibabitaiita of Otahett*. 
Otaheitana are ingenious in the construction of their fiahiDg tackle, the 
books of which are of moTher of-pear!, and wrought as nicely as if with 
Earopean tools. With threads drawn from the American aloe ihey 
form their iieL;^, wiuch are made like those of France and other nalious 
of Eompa. Tfaair hotiaesi too, are omedin^ly woU k»Qilt, and the pafan 
lea;ves, with which they are thatched, are lu4i on with great skill and 
tasic. Their boats are of t;vo kinds ; one very large, hollowed out of 
huge trees, and finished with much tastf, parts of otlier trees beiog 
added as ornaments ; the other small, aud oi mucii ruder coostruciioa. 
*Ja Older to eo ftom oneisland to another, they fix i>eaina of wood from the 
. atarboard aiae of one vessel to. the larbeaid m the other, kftrlag an inter- 
mediate space of sornrthiii^ morn than n yard ; and over the stern of both 
the bokftts they erect a kind of hut, lightly built, and covered with roods, 
which serves as a repository for their provisions, and a sUeiter agamst 
4fa» indtmenoy of the weather. The boats thus laabed together nevor 
oveffset, and are, therefore, much in ose among the people of supeoor 
rank ; the sails of these vessels are nearly aqnlure, aiM, eonaiat of mate, 
alretched oir by means of pieces of cane. 

Aotourou informed the commodore, that an Euglish ship had arrived 
at Otaheite about eight months before the French touched at that island. 
This waa the ireeeel conunsnded by Captain Waltia ; end he aseribea the 
knowledge of iioq, which waa.obaervod among the natives, to this TMt 
of the English, esnecially as they call it Aouriy which is not very unlike 
our wo'-d iron. Mons. Bougainville now departed from Otaheite, and on 
the munung of the 16th of April, 1768, discovered what he thought u> 
b^ three other isbmds, bat it waa afterwatrd found to be only one. In 
the be^^noing of May three islands were discovered at the distance of 
ten or twelve leagnes to the north-west. The commodore had given 
directions to steer belwecu them, when a boat, with five Indians, was 
observed coming oH toward the ship. She advanced very near, but, 
though every sign of friendly invitation waa madoynot one of them wonld 
venture on board. They hsd no kind of clotliiog bnt a bandage round 
the waist ; and as they could not be prevailed on to come up the ship's 
side, Aotourou stripped himself, leaving on nothing more than what they 
vi^ore, aud address^ them in the language of Otaheite ; but they under- 
atood not a word of what he aaid. On the morning of the 5th ihey dis- 
covered a most beautiful island, consisting of alternate mountains and 
^valleys, clothed with the richest verdure, and finely shadowed by the 
spreading branches of the cocoa nnt and a variety of other trees. Near 
the westernmost point of this island is a ledge of rocks, and the sea breaiis 
with violence on many parts of the coast, so that it would he difficult to 
Und, except in very few placea. On the following day another island 
was seen to the westward of the ship's course, in the neighbourhood q( 
which were two fipiaUcr ialands ^ to them islands the eoniQiqdQifo gave Ijbo 
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general namo of Archippl?i?o of the Nnvi^ators. Oti the rooming of the 
11th another island was discovere<i| which received the name of the 
Forlorn Hope ; but for what reason does not aopear. 

Tlie ships now stserad • WMterly coorse, and esdyoa monuDg o€ 
Uw two Ulsnds were disGOtend, one of which teeeifcdl Ibe mm 
of Aurora, from the early iiour on which it was first seen, and the other 
that ol Whitsuntide Isle, from the dav which gave birth to its being so 
named. In the afternoon niounUmou:^ latxis, at thirty milea distance, 
vroie ssen, appearing, as it wsfs, dfor tnd bsjend tbs Isltnd of Amoit. 

.On the 28d it was aitcovered that this was a separate island ; the ap« 
pcaranco being lofty, its descent stfcp, and thp whole clothed with trees. 
Bougainville gives the fo!!o,vinrr descnjitiou of the natives of this island, 
which be called the island oi Lepers, from observing, that many of the 

"lahabitantB were afllktsd #ith the l6|Mosy t Bmao of them tie nraliniMSf 

i«Bdl others perfeet negrdes ; their hair woolly, and generally Usek, bat in 

^tmne instances of a very light brown, approaching to a yellow. Few 
womnn were seen among them, but tho^e few wrro e<]ual]Y diMgieeable 

^with the men, who are represented as low m stature, Ulrlavoured, and 
disproporlionably made. 

On the S3d more land was diswnrered, which, on the was o h aetve d 
to tnelose ahn^t all the horizon, so that the ships were wiinmuded ^ 
one extensive gulf, while the coast of the newly discovered country 
contained many other gulfs, or large inlets, across which several boats 
were observed rowing, from one shore to the other. I'iie night of the 

' Sftth was spent in tackiog ; the number ef isles now seen was so great 
that they contd not be counted, nor coold their termination be discerned. 

On the morning of the 27t!i they again sailed, and in a few hours hnd 
sif^ht of a tine plantation of tiers, lietween which there were regular 
walks, resembhi:^ those of an Jhluropean garden. Many of the natives 
svere seen near Aie spot, and as an inlet was obserred at no eoudl'dis- 

' Unce, thoconunodore ordered the boats to be hoisted out ; but they Ibond 
that it was impracticable to land. They now quitted this great closter 
of islands, which received the general name of Archipelago of the great 
Cyclades, which, it u conjectured, occupies do less than three degrees 
of latitude, and five of longitude. Mons. Bougainville says, that these 
islands aie not the same that Qntros eatted Tieira Anstfal diet Espiritn 
Santo ; but that Rog^wein saw the northern ezttemity of ihem, which 
he ('nominated Groningen and Thienboven. 

On the night between the 4th and 5th of June some breakers were 
seen, at half a leaguers distance, by the light of the moon. In the morn- 
ing it appeared to be a low, flat, sandy isle, aboimding in birds, wbieh re* 
ceived the name of the Shoal of Diana. A sand-bank was diseovflved on 
the 6th, on which the sea broke violently, and the tops of rocks were seen 
at iritermndiate spaces. On tho 10th, before daybreak, m\ acrreeable fn- 
grancy impregnated the air, announcing that land was near ; and it was 
accordingly mscbvered before sunrise. This is described as a most 
delicious country, divided near the sea«ooast mto sroros mk ptainay 
behind which the land rises, in the form of an amphitheatie, till the top* 
of the mountains are lost in the clouds. 

On the 1 8th not less than nine or ten islands were discovered, and on 
the 20th a mih greater iiuuiber. On the 25th high land was discovered, 
which appeared to terminate in a cape, whteh they doubled witik a degree 
of transport that may be more easily conceived than desetibedi aa it was 
the point they had wished for a eight of, ftom a ceitiaDty that it wimid 
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snabia ihaai to quit for ever the Archipelaj^o of iaUtMla, aiaid which 
thejr had been to long in hourly danger of thif wiedk or starving. Thii 
cape was catted Cape Deliverance, and the name of the gait of the 
Louisiade was given to a bay, of which the cnjie forms the easternmost point. 

July the 2d a cape was discovered, which was callttd Cape I'Averdi, 
on which were mountaiiw of an astoi^shittg height. On the 4th other 
BOiiBtaiiioiit land waa diteomadi hom wtich oame off five or six In- 
dians, and, after lying on their oaxaiOfna time, accepted some trifles which 
were thrown to them, exhibiting some cocoa nuts, saying, botica, how.ay 
onelie ! and seemed greatly pleased when the French repeated them. 
They then intimated that they would fetch some cocoa nuts, but they had 
aearcely left die alilp'a aide^.wJton one of tboM diadu^ged an aiMw, bf 
which, hoirever, no peraps wap wounded. 

Two more islands were sef^n on the 5ih, and, as the wood and water 
were expeii Jod, and dtse<*ig6 reigning aboard, the commodore resolved to 
land herti, aiiJ on the following afternoon the ships came to an anchor. 

Two hma weio diaoomod ea the bank of & rividet, doI far fimn the 
enwipment, and a boat, near which were seen the remains of fires, some 
calcined shells, and the skeletons of some animals' heads, which ^^cro 
taken for those of tloie wild boar. Some fresh bananas were found, which 
proves that the natifea had bot totely left the place. An eztraordinaiy 
incident occurred. A seaman, looking for aheliai fiMDld a plate of lead 
Iwoed ia tfao aand^ on which Ibe igUUmmg letteis weie toij viaible ;

and it hi plahi» that the aativeB must have torn off the plate and broken it. 

This wave rise to a dilfj^ent search, and, at about si^ miiesfrom the watering 
place, the very spot was fotjiid where some English ship had been before. 

In the afternoon of the 24th a iavouiabic breeze enabled the ships to 
flat ool to aea. Bougainville Mniaika, that thb eoootiT naat be Ifew 
Britain, and that the great bay must be the same which Bamplar calla 
St. Gcorge^s Bay ; hut that he had the happiness to land OH 8 paxt of it 
where his wants couid be supplied liy the inhabitants. 

On the 31st a number of Indian boala attacked the Etoile with a vuUey 
of itoiiea and aitowa ; bat a aiogle diaeharge of the aoaahetry got rid «f 
these troublesome companions. On the ^h of August two islands were 
seen, which arc conjectured to he the same which Dnmpier distinguishes 
by the namea of Matthiaa imd &U)rmy, or Squally Island. On the 5lh a 
third iakod waa aoao, and then Iho northern pomt of New Britam, whidi 
lieaealTdlmiiinlaeaouth of the land. Oa the Tlh • flat laland was se^ 
covered with trees, abounding with cocoa nuts, and certainly well inhabited, « 
as appeared from the threat number of houses that were seen on the shore. 
Fishing boats m multitudes surrounding the island ; but the hshermen 
took no ootice of the ahipa. This received the name of the Island of 
Aochorota. Fwm tbia thno till the end of the month umamerable small ' 
islands were observed every day ; the boat haTing laired on two islands, 
which neither produced any fruits, nor appeared to be cultivated, and in- 
dicated no signs of being inhabited, the ship was on the point of return- 
iag , when an Indian rowed up to the shines boat, without expressing the 
laaat sign of fear or witomahment. The FienehaMll intimated, that they 
wanted food and lienor ; on which he presented them with a kind of mm 
«ad aome water » li Mtam tot which they gave him a loohinc-glaaa, « 
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handkerchief, and some other trifles, which he received with indiifercnie9, 
and laughed at the donors. It was conjsetttnd thttt tfaia negro had de* 
sorted from one d the adjacent isbiide which have been settled hf tfao 

Dutch. The number of them were formerly snvpn, but they are now 
reducf'd to 6ve h'y rarthqnnkes. The crew of the Boudeuse took a turtle 
on this spot of ooi less tiian 200 weight. 

Early in the nomiD^ of the 81st oor Tovagers had sight of the Island 
of Cersm, which runs in a parallel east and west, aboonds in lofty moon- 
tains, and is partly cleared and partly in its orif^inal slate. At midnight 
a number of fires attracted their attention to the Island of Bonro, where 
there is a Dutch factory, at the entrance of the Gulf of Cajeli, which 
the Fieneh had sight of at daybreak. Their joy on this oeeaaion is not 
to be ezprsMed ; lor at this lime not half of the seamen were able to per- 
form any f?T7fv, i\rA the scnryy h;i;l ra^^ed so violprit!y. that no man oa 
board was perfectly clear of it. What lew prorisiona were on board were 
absolutely rotten, and stunk intolerably. 

The aatonialunent of AotooioQ* at this fitst sidrt 4f n Seropem set- 
tlenient, may be more eastty conceiTed than Ascribed. He regarded 
every object with an intcnsorr^s? of curiosity fscarcely to be satis fipd ; 
but he was prtnicularly charmed with the hospitality of the Dutch Ho 
supposed everything freely given, as he did not see anything returned by 
way V barter. ' Boogaintilb says, he behated tensibly with respect to 
the Dutch, to whom he intimated of the consequence he was in his own 
country, and that his present voYa[re was merely plensnrnble, with friends 
whom he esteemed. Hia constaut praciK o was to nnilate the manners 
of tl)e Jt^ench, both in their visits and rural amusements. The knees of 
this Indian beinji distorted, he attributed to that cireumitance his not 
being taken with the commedore on his irst irisit to the resident, and 
actualtv de5«ired some of the sesiMn to press thsix we%ht on hia kiiMs, 
to make ttu in *«traight. 

They sailed on the 7th of September, and on the 13tb the ships were 
Mirreonded with Indian beats, bringing parroquets, eockatoes, fowls, eggs, 
and bananas, winch the natives sold for Dutch money, or exchanged for 
knives. These people wpre inhabitants of a considerable district on tha 
mountains of Button, op[iotite the place where the ships lay at anchor. 
On this spot the iand is cleared and cultivated, the property of diiierent 
persons beHif divided by dttehes. Some of the fields are e n c l ete d bj 
iiedgae, and there are hooaea la these fields ; besides which tliste are 

esvera! villnfres. 

Bv dayliirht, on tlie I9lh, thev were within about n league of the coast 
of Celebes, which in this part is described as one oi the itnest countries 
m the world. Immense nerds of cattle giaie on the plaioa, which asf 
adorned with groves, while the coast is one continued plantation of the 
cocoa nut tree. The plains are in most plares cultivated and covered 
with houses, while the maintains behind thciu add dignity and ornament 
to the whole picture. On the morning of the 26ih the coast of Java ap- 
peered with, the rising son, Having come to anchor for the night, the 
ahipe sailed early in the rooraiog of the 27ih, and on the following ni^fklt 
came to an anchor, in fear of hnvin^j past the port of Bntavia ; but navmg 
isighl of that town on the morning, they sailed into, and soon anchored in 
the road, happy to have, after so many toils, difficulties, and dangers, 
reached a spot which they conceived wooM eeon pot a period to aU their 
toisfortunes, by ensurh^ them a safe arrival in Europe. 
« The ahips sailed tbenoe on the 16ih of October, neS^MdckaiedtiM 
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6tnil3 of Sunda on the 19th, in the afternoon. By this lime Ihe crew 
were ell perfectly recoirered of the scurvy, but a few remained ill of 
the bloody-flux. On Uie 90th the ships w«ie m eight of the lale of 
France, and on the 8th of November the Bondeuee anchored in the port 
of that island ; the Etoilc, which had been unavoidably left behind, an- 
choring in the same port on the following day. 

They sailed from this the 13ih of December, 1768, leaving the Eiuile 
behind them, to undergo some neceasarj repairs. Withotit encoontering 
any tingular aecideat, they bad light of the Cape of Good Hope on the 
18th of January, and came to an anchor in Table Bay on the following 
morning. Bougainville quitted this on the 1 7th, anchored ort Su Heleua 
on the 4th of February, where he remained till the 6th; and on the 25th 

ioiued the Swallow, commanded by Captain Carteret. Nothing material 
lappened from tUa time till they had sight of the Isle of Ushant* when a 
violent squall of wind had nearly blast^ the hopes of the voyage. On 
the !f>th the commodore bore away for St. Maloes, which he piiirred on 
the !(j11o\viii2- dav, after an absence of two years and four months irom his 
native cuuuiry ; during all which time he had buried only seven of his 
crew, a etrcomstanee that will be deemed Inly astoDisluoff, whan we 
reflect on the variety of dangers they had eneoonftered and the amaiing 
changes of climate th^ had experienced. 



M. UE rAGES.--1767-71. 

M DE Pages having fonnt^ nn opportunity of gratifying his predilec- 
tion for travelling, r nd of reahzing some of the schemes he had formed, 
embarked at Kochfort, in 1766, for the Island of St. Domingo ; and after 
detpatehiDg his bosineos there, sailed from Gape Francois, in a French 
vessel bound for New Orleans, on the last day of June, 1767. 

On the 2dth of July they anchored opposite to New Orleans, about 
thirty leagues from the mouth of the river. The harbour is large and 
commodious. The houses here are built of brick, and some of the public 
structures are extremely handsome. The complexion of the people is 
iimr; they are peraonaUy robnst, and in character cheerful and manly. 
^ The population, however, is not very considerable ; for many planters and 
merchants disperse themselves up the country, anrl only visit the capital 
during their intervals of industry and traffic. 1^1. do Pag^s, having re- 
covered a little from his fatigues, began to make inquiries respecting 
the practicability of travelling by land to New Spain ; and learning that 
the last French settlement, named Nachitoches, was only seven leagues 
distant from the first Spanish port of Ada^s, he reaolted to undertake this 
perilous journey. 

At the distance of eighty leagues from the entrance of the Mi:>si8sippi 
they arrived at the confloeoee of the Red River, up which they aailed, 
and bid adieo to the noble scenery which had so long charmed tlwir sight. 

This stream wa*? comparatively lanmiid and mean ; the woods appeared 
dwarfish, and the soil ungenial. The poit of Adaes consists of about 
' forty mean huts, constructed of stakes driven into the ground. There is 
a kind of fort, called the Preeidio ; and at a little distance ataud a church 
and a convent of Franciscans. According to tlu^ In^t information ^T de 
Pagfescould receive, Mrxico was distant no less ili ui 5.10 Irriffiies Thus 
precluded from proceeding'', tmless he could form a kind ol cat;i\an, onr 
traveller accidentally heaid tuai the governor oi luo province, who was

recalled to Mexico, at that time lay iU, aboat fiftv lei^uea diftanti at a 
plaoe called Naqnaloolu This MtleniiD he Maolf«d to join, and tluow 
mBM»lf OD his protection. On his arrival be soon reeoYered bia beeltbt 

and had the pleasure to meet with a kintl reception from the governor. 
They set out on the 2d of Noveaibcr, being in all fifteen persons, with 
many mules and horses. In the pro?ince of Tegas, particularly on the 
banks of its men, grow noble loreeta of oaka and cyp re t aai , wbicbi 
ainglf flowed, have often a very picturetque a(^>earaiM;e. Roeboeke 
were sopn in flocks ; and, unawed by man, every animal seemed to con- 
sider iiseil as the denizen and the master of the soil ; even the bird.i, 
which are naturally timid, perched on the backs of the males. Ou the 
last day of November they airtTod in safa^ at the aeUkmoBt of San 
Antonio, having travelled 250 leagues. 

On the 50ih of January, 1768, they arrived at Sartille, 160 leagues 
difitant from bin Antonio. Tins is a pretty large and populous towA, 
occupied both by Indians and Spaniards. Toe choicbes and squares ate 
^ not inelegant, and the streets are broad and clean. A number of mer* 
chants have fixed their residence here, because it is the chit:f mart foi 
Indi m productions. The Spaniards, under an affectation of generositVi 
are both illiberal and selfish ; in short, they have all the pride and siaie- 
liness of Castile, without the noble and acnerous quaUties of tbe genuine 
Spaniaid. Here, for* the first time in nis trSTels, oar author met with 
excellent wlieaten bread. The gardens too produce many of the Euro- 
pean fruits and vegetables ; and the climate aeeme to be one of the most 
delightful in the v^orld. 

On the 10th of Fehraary they continued their journey ; and, as they 
were now entering on a country liberally supplied with aU th<B necee- 
saries of lifo, thoy were relieved from the burthen of carrying their pro- 
Tisions. On the second day of his journey he arrived at the rel«^brated 
mines of Potosi, near which is a handsome, well-built town oi the same 
name, ainrreimded by beautiful gardens. The streets are well laid out, 
the publie buildings magnificent, and the people opulent. But tbe In* 
dians seemed grievously oppressed throughout the whole province ; and 
seem reluctanlly to bear their yoke. The surrounding country is full 
oi mmeral riches, and still there is a great deal of real, though concealed, 
poTorty ; for the facility with which money is acquired induce habits of 
dissipation, which lead to distress. 

Soon after leaving this place, our traveller ascended mountains of 
considerable elevation ; and for three days saw nothinf? but larn;e com- 
modious villages, that intimated his approach to the capital, vihich he 
descriod fiom the heights on the 28th of February, and the same day 
had the pleasure to enter Meiico. It ie well known that this superb 
city stands in the crntre of an extensive lake, connected with the main 
land by causeways, r lised to a great height above the level of the water. 
The causeway by which our traveller entered the capital was at least 100 
feet broad and tbice milea long. It rests on a senee of arches, kept in 
excellent ve|iair» which give a free passage to the briny waters of the 
lake. The citv of Mrxico is about six leagues in circumference, and is 
defended only by barriers in the form of turnpike gates. The streets iii 

feoeral arc broad, run in straight lines, and are adorned with elegant 
suses, three or four stories high. The public buiidinffs are meet aaag* 
nifieent ; and the walks, squares, and gardens are delightfol. 

After stay in tr here three weeks, in expectation of some baggage coming 
tip, and itfidiog that it was delayed by tbe iUneaa of a penoA to whose 
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pare it wss intrusted, M. de Pag^s resolved rather to proceed without it, 
than lose the chance of the galleon's sailit ir froin Acapolco. Accord- 
ingly he set out oil the 28ih of March, with no (Hiier conipamoa than 
two mules. His impalienes to get to the end of his jooraey was so 
great, that he overlooked losses and inconvenienees. Acapulco is m 
miserable little pface, though dignified with tho name of a city ; and, 
beir.fT surrounded with volcanic mountains, its atmosphere is constantly 
thick and unwholesome. The harbour, however, is safe, beautiful, and 
extensive : snd being the ordiiiary port for the Manilla galleon, it derives 
an importsnce from this circumstance, which has rendered it famous over 
all the worW. Durin? the time that onr traveller sojourned here, they 
had three slight shuciis of an earthquake. At hrst he perceived the 
ground to tremble under him, and heard a noise like the rattling of a 
carrisge over a rough pavemsnt. Bemg then hali asleep, be did not 
immediately goess &e cwnse ; but he was soon completely awakened by 
the screams of women and children, who ran about the streets pourin<^ 
forth thoir prayers, and exciaming, in one voice, Ave Maria ! Ave 
Maria Santissima !^* 

On the 8d of April, 1768, they set sail on their passage to Manilla. 
The ship was only of 500 tons h n then, and was so crowtlod as to present 
an idea of horrid confusion. Each common sailor was allowed a couple 
of servants; consequently, the domestics were much more numerous 
than their masters ; and, being; aU withont order and discipline, gave 
occasion to terrible uproar. Having reached the thirteenth degree of 
latitude, they stood to the south-wnst with a faint breeze. During tho 
night they had frequent lightning, accompanied with loud claps ot thun- 
der. Soon after, the wind freshening, the sky became clear, and the 
rate "of their sailing was accelerated, with the finest weather and tlie 
HkOStbeautifQl sea tl^t could be conceived. Nothing particular oceoned 
durmg the vovage for many days. On the 9Lh of June they discovered 
the high mountains of Guam, one of the Marian Isles, and came to an 
anchor the foilowmg day off that island, opposite a email fort. This fort 
is three leagues from the principal town, which is of some extent, and 
the ordinary residence of the governor. 

Having taken in fresh water and provisions, they pijt to sea again on 
the 15th of June. Hitherto their passage had been extremely favoura- 
ble, and they were now only 100 leagues from the Philippine Islands ; 
bat here the alQr1>ecaaae suddenly overcast, and the weatner rough and 
tempestuous. On the 17lh the storm abated, when they found they had 
been carried greatly to the northward of their course, as it was a month 
since they had been alile ta idke an observation. After a dead calm, and 
another sturin oi Uve days' duration, at last they came in view of Cape 
Spiritn Santo ; and having still a very dangerous passage of 100 leagues 
to Manilla, it was determined to winter on the Isle of Samar, where they 
anchored in the spacious TOsd of Palapa^ formed by three small islands^ 
on tiie 1st of August. ' ^ ^ 

Samar is blessed with such a fertile soil, that it rewards the industry 
of the hosbaa^bmpi at least forty*fo1d. Besides other grain, it pioducea 
a cons]d«^ble ipumtitf of nos* The common food, however, of the 
natives is potatoes, yams, and a root named gaby. Agreeably to the 
example of itie Indians, our traveller lived entirely on roots, whose 
saccharine taste is more pleasant, and their qualities more nutritious, than 
the uniform use of inupia boiled rice. At mat, this kind oi food seemed 
heavy aadflatolent : but soon became familiar to the itaaMh, Ht had» 
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Kkewiset plenty of pork for his contnmptioti, and sometimes eggs ; be* 
sides a variety of delicious fn^if'^, ?^mr»Mg which the cocoa nut bore dis- 
tinguished pre-emiuLMice. The common salute between the sexes, and 
of affection among relations, is here preceded by a gentle aspiration of 
iacetise on that pait of tho face to which the lipa afo meant to bo appliocL 
The women wear an apron, which, after passing several times roand Iho 
waist, falls down to the toe ; and some of them hnvp a petticoat ?o very 
thin and iransparant, tiiat modesty obliges them to luck up a corner of it ui 
ibeir giruie, by which one leg is exposed. Their shift it shorter than 
that of the men ; but their heaiMreas ie not ? ery different, eicept that 
tb^ toll their hair high on the crown. 

Though they had been favoured with many intervals of fine weather, 
the wind was not propitious for their sailing till the end of September. 
On the 7th of October, having got everything on board, thejr tteered for 
ManiUa. In poeiinff the Straits of San Bernardino, they fbiuid a moat 
rapid enrrenti attended with whirlpools ; but the direction of the stream 
bemg generally in their favour, and the wmd increasing, they made a 
pretty rapid progress. Pursuing their course, and passing several islands, 
on the 15th of October they anchored in Port Gavite, to the noidi-eatt 
of the Bay of Manilla. Cavite is the harbour chiefly freqaented by the 
kh^*e ships, while in the Philippine Isles. It is formed by a tongue of 
land, on which stands an arsenal dcfend»'<1 hy rxcellent hjitteries of great 
extent. Tlie town of this port is named iSl. Koch, &nd is well peopled 
with Indians, who make actiTe'sailovs and nsefiil workmen. It stands 
•boot two lea^uen from Manilla. 

The city of Manilla is of co isic^e^altln pxtrnt ; the streets are hand- 
some, and the house? are built in a convenient style. The inhabitants 
of the first distinction are affluent, and the generality are in easy circum- 
stances. The taste for expense, loztiry, and debenehery, howam. Is 
much less strong ^an in the Spanish American settlements. The gey, 
simple, and ingcnnor.'^ manners of the Indians seem to have in some 
m^'riaure subdued the haughty and arrogant temper of the Spaniard ; and 
an amiable example, to have been copied with a good effect by the 
Christians. The lirer which Ibrms the hsrbonr for trading ships, flowe 
under the city walls, and separates Manilla from the town of St. Croir. 
This last is almost equally well built with the capital, and is populo'is iti 
Iiidian?! and Spaniards. At ri pmall distance on the opposite bank of tho 
river, on the same side with ManiUa, are several considerable towns, 
chiefly occupied by the natives. Few merchants or mechanics reside 
wttKin the walls of Manilla. The great seat of manufacture, and the 
emporium of mere handise, is Parian, on the farther side of the river, 
which is pretty weli bu;h, and principally inhabited by the industrious 
Chinese. Among the inhabitants of Manilla are Armenian merchants, 
Malays, natives of the Malabar coast, and of the kingdom of Siim, 
besides a few Japanese, who have been accidentally thrown on the coast, 
and hnvp fixed their residence here. It is a law of the empire of 
Japan, that no subject shall sail out of tiie sigiit of land under pain of 
death ; hence, such as iiappen to be forced by the violence of the wind 
and weather to a different shore, renonnce every idee of ever retoming 
to their native land; With an extreme deference for theit anperion, 
they are brave, sober, and intelligent. Tn their deportment they are 
brave and sedate ; hardy and robust in thr u persons ; ant^, ihoucrh capa- 
ble of enduring the severest toil, are Uttie disposed to submit to moro 
than they ota well avoid. 
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As there was*no thip to sail from Manilla sooner than that which \vaa 
bound for Batavia, M. de Pag^s chose to embrace this opportunity of 
resuming his travels ; and accordingly sailed from Manilla on the 7th of 
March, 1769, on board a small vessel bound for Batavia ; and, without 
any remarkable occurrence, anchored in that road on the 15th of April. 

M de Pages found much entertainment in rambling about the streeks 
of Batavia, each of which presents the gay and pleasant effects of a 
beautiful promenade. On either side is a regular row of houses, veneered 
with a sort of tessellated bricks. Along the sides of each house two 
or three steps from the ground, runs a terrace, which is separated from 
the adjoining building by benches, and covered wjth tents or booths, lor 
the accommodation of the proprietor and his friends. Beneath this ter- 
race is a space six or seven feet wide, paved with flag-stones, which 
forms a path for foot passengers. Contiguous to this is a much larger 
space, covered with fine sand and gravel for carriages ; and, ast ot nil, 
appears a row of bushy evergreens, cut in fan form, which Unes each 
side of a canal of running water, about thirty yards wide. 

They set sail on the 2d of August, 1769, and doublmg Bantana, thev 
entered the Straits of Sunda. The wind soon proving unfavourable, and 
provisions growing short, it was first proposed to put mto Rajapour, on 
the main land : but the wind afterward shifting to their wish, they held 
. on their course for Bombay, and soon anchored off that island. The 
ship having despatched her business, our traveller continued his voyage 
in her to Surat, where they arrived on the 7th of September. 1 his is a 
very large and beautiful road, but much exposed to winds, and too remote 
from the land to be commodious. 

M de Pag6s proceeded, on the 6th of December, by the way ot 
Bassan, to Salset, an island in the vicinity of Bombay, from which it is 
separated by a small channel. This is a very pleasant spot, though the 
soil is not fertile. The blossoms of various fruits and flowers perfume the 
air ; and at Pary, near the centre of the island, where our author took up his 
abode, no situation could bo more delightfully rural. Here he formed 
an acquaintance with several Bramins, from whom he received, m many 
instances, much kindness and civility. Having made a considerable stay 
on this island, about the end of January, 1770, having learned that a 
French vessel had anchored at Surat, he was desirous to embrace this 
opportunity of writing to his friends in Europe. Departing, therefore, 
from Salset, in five days he arrived at Danou, whence it was easy to have 
letters conveyed to Surat. As he returned by Bassan, he had a second 
opportunity of contemplating with admiration the simple, but civilized, 
manners of the natives. In the genius of the people, however, are cer- 
Uin shades of difference, chiefly arising from the variety of religious 
opinions, or the diversity of origin. The Portuguese are vam and mso- 
lent ; the Mahometans, with all their simplicity, are prone to pride, and 
a haughty opinion of themselves : while the Gentoos, and particularly 
the Bramins, are unaffectedly simple, gentle, regular, and temperate. 
M. de Pag^s observes, that though all public offices centre m the 
- Bramins, they are peculiarly affable and condescending, and appear to be 
perfectly unacquainted with the meaning of " the insolence of office, a 
phrase so well understood in Europe. The different chambers of admr 
nistration, as well as the courts of justice, are open to the inspection ot 
the public ; while those who preside in them are equally accessible to 
%he lowest as the highest. 

On the 20th of April they set sail for Bassora, m company with an 
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English ftrmed veetel, that protected then thmgfa tlit golf whleii im^ 
aach infeeted by pirates, in thirteen days they droppM anchor mt 
MasaUe» which lies without the Straits of OrmTif:, and, consequently, is 
ft favourable situation for trade. Hence it serves as an emporium for 
the commerce India and Persia. M. de Pag^ took this opportunity 

going ashore, where he met with a oatlTe Ispahan, who acted as 
agent for Fraaeh affairs in thia city. The hooaofl are miserably bailt^ 
hot the number of fine gardens gives the place a cheerful appearance 
High and almost inaccessible monniams surround it, and a handful of 
men may guard the access by Und against a whole argiy. The imau of 
this kingdom a£fects to be the only gemiiiM doscandant off Mahomet He 
possesses an extensive territory, sikI livae in great aplendooi in his cepi< 
tal, about five days' journey from Masrate. 

Bassora is subject, under the gmad seignior, to the Bashaw of Bag- 
dad f who^ however, posaeases but a Teryjhmited authority, and finds it 
atpaifiewt to aoBsveiee maeh ditcration in his conduct both to Che Cinds 
end Al^biana. The English p oises s the greatest part of the Basiom 
trade ; and as the Arabs, who compose the bulk of tht; inhabitants, atV 
little civilized, and as the Turks might be iniiiiicai to their interests, they 
haxe had the address, under various nretezta, to get 500 national troops 
atatioiied ashore ; and as their ships lia at anehor within gnn^shot of the 
tawn, they ara hi a condition to ovarawo the inhabitants on any emerganey 
that may render their interference requisite. Tn the exercise, however, 
of n most exter^sive commerce, the English have discovered the good 
poiicy of appearmg open and hberal m their transactions with strangers^ 
and, as merchants, are deserredly osteemed. M. de FEig6e having waited 
an the Freaoh eoiMut on the 35th of June, was politely received by him. 
TiOarning that r\ caravan had set out for Aleppo onlv fifte.en b-^fore, 
he saw with regret the opportunity he had lost ot crossing the desert, 
and feared lest he should be detained here for a long space before the 
dapaitaia of an otbar. His feaiBy however, wefo of no long dmatian. 
A aanvan of Badooine, or Arabian diepherds, on thair way to Aleppo^ 



ssengers were desirous to take the advantage of their protection, lh» 



kavii^g aMonad the Turkish habit, and made his best acknowledgmenta 
to his banefioMiteoontiyman^ ha departed, after being no mora than throe 
days in Bassora, 

The wealth of an Arab consists in his flocks and his herds. His horses, 
and particularly his mares, are of sreat value ; and, as he is fond of 
hoiaomsnship, they are his greatest ftvoontea. An Arabian bono feada 
onfy once a day. Mid then moderately, and at the aame time that ha ia 
one of the fleetest animals in the world, he is also one of the most ab- 
giemions. The camel, thoutrh less valued, is of r o less consequence to 
his master. He serves to transport his family and property from one part 
<tf the deleft to another, and besides ia an article of trafBe for ptan ind 
elhar necessaries of life. As the general aspect of the desert is that of 
a vast plain, bounded on all sides bv the horizon, in vain does the roving 
eye of the traveller seek to rest on some intervening object ; and, there- 
Ibrs, after flitting over a dismal waste of gray sand and scorched bram- 
Uea, it returns at Ust, languid and fotigued, to enjoy a little relaxation in 
a variety of herda and other Arabian properW with whieb it is oorrounded. 
A deeo and mournful silence reigns over the dreary landscape ; neither 
heaet» bttd» Bw iBsaoi» ia aoea to &ani4 the sad nnifonnit^

Aft^ ibKM fatrtim progress, towaid evening, they (letemiekmi 
tw«lv« Aralis with a number of camels. The chief of tlie cenveiii 

tempted perhaps by the smallness of the party, ordered his men to give 
chase ; and in their flight they dropped some linen, bottles, and clubs. 
This exploit was by no means agreeable to M. de Pag^s i he reflected on 
the probable eense^uancet of it — h» felt for it« injustice. The night, 
however^ passed without molettatioD, and next momiog they fesomed 
tlieir journey ; but about noon, on a sudden, they saw a body of armed 
men riding full speed toward them. The Bedouins stopped their camels, 
and entered into a conference with a messenger, who came to treat with 
them on the paiit of the enemy. No agreement, however, could be made ; 
the Arab retorBed to his friends, sud the people of the catavsn flew te arme. 

The enemy adftnoed in order of battle to the number of 500 men, 
while the force on our traveller's side consisted only of 150. The Be- 
douins, however, waited their approach with steadiness and rcBoIution, 
shouung Alia ou Alia ! an invocation to God tu witness the ju;!>Uce uf 
their cause. A raiming %ht soon ccmuDsnced ; while the Aiabs, trast* 
ing to their numbers, seemed disposed to sunround the cstaw aD| and de* 
cUned coming to close quarters. 

The cntraijcmcnt continued to maintained in ♦ his indecisive manner 
till the approach of night, when tae main body ol the euemy, reurmg to 
a eoneidersble distsnee firom the esfavan, gave the mosketeere an oppor- 
t unity of closia^their ranks. On the side of the Bedoiuns» none were 
killed nor wounded ; while tin y boasted of hariog killed some men and 
camels belonging to tiie enemy. 

In a short time many fires were lighted up by the Bedouins, and they 
began to form themselves into circles, and to whisper to eeeh othsr. Our 
traveller conceived that some secret enterprise was in agitation ; and in 
a short time they began to saddle their camels ; while his conductor gave 
him notice of the intended flight, ard advised him to abandon the most 
weighty part of his provisions, and to stick fast to his diomedary. After 
riding with all their might three leagues, a party of seven persons, of 
whom M. de Psg^s was one, happening to be together, lesolved to deteeh 
themselves entirely from the scattered remains of the caravan; and what 
became of the rest he never knew. By making a large circuit round the 
region tliey had just traversed, they resumed their former direction with- 
out j^eeing any more of then fncnds or eneuues. After a short halt in the 
evening, the Bedouins judged it necsssary to proceed, and the following 
moroing they discovered the banks of the Kophrates, on which stood a 
solitary building ; but suddnnly observing a company of Arabs, they turn- 
ed the heads of their cameb, and fled full speed. Next day havinjcr 
rested in some holiuws, they continued their journey along the sides of iha 
hiUs as soon as it was dusk, from the dread of falling in with the natives* 
This caution proved extremely fortunate; for next morning, havhig ' 
gained the first ridge, and looking down upon the j l lin, they sa v it 
crowded with Arabian camps, and could not help coogratoUttog ihem- 
selves on their escape. 

Harassed by marches and countermarches, by fear, fatigue, and wanti 
our traveller bad such a confusion of ideas, that he oould not ascertain 
the situation of &e place near which they were ; but thought it corres- 
ponded most with that of the ancient city of Damascus. 

This town is large and populous. The houses toward the streets 
make but an indifferent appearance ; but have a handsome garden front. 
The eity eontams mana&etwrea of diffeieat kinds, and the madwu iie 
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elegiBt and weU mipiilied. The iliitrict mhaMtod \rr tlw ChristiaiM im 
mean, and in every reap«et inferior to the other quartcrf? of the town. 
The great trade an<! population of Damascus, as well aa the high vene- 
ration It holds among the Mussuimen, originate from its being the place 
of rendezvous for the Mahometan pilgrimt of Europe, and part of Syria, 
on their way to Mecca ; hence it hat been dignified witn the title of 
Mahomet*8 Heel. 

This caravan i? ronductcd by the Bashaw of Damascus, who receives 
a considerable sum from the Porte on this account, as well as to main- 
tain the military force, and to keep certain eaetlea in the deeert in repair. 
At fixed stations the caravan of Damascus is joined by the pilgrims from 
Bagdad and Cairo, who all arrive at Mecca, i ill-rr it the solemnity of 
Courban Beyran, or Abraham's Sacrifice ; or at the end of Ramadan, 
corresponding to the Jewish passover. The Jesuits of Damascus wero 
Uiid mad ettentive to M. de Pag^a to the last degree ; and m a city wber^ 
the people are nncoinmonly crael and ferocioef, and which, properlj 
speaking, does not contain one resident Europmn their ho-pitHlity was 
the more gratefully felt. At his departnrr, after passmg neaHv a week 
iu Damascus, these good fathers furnished iiiju with a guide to Baratb, 
on thQ bordere of the Mediterranean. 

They arrived at Barutb about nine in the morning, when M. de Fiffo 
went to a convent of Capuchin friars, from whom he received a hearty 
welcome. The superior of this convent gave our traveller all the infor- 
' mation he wanted respecting bis route to Quesrouan, a district of Leba* 
non, which he was inclined to visit ; and after two day*s stay at Banith, 
in which city Christians and Mahometans live on fiiendly terms, he con- 
tinnod his journev. 

The impregnable situation of the country of Quesrouan has naturally 
{)oinied it out as an asylum for all the professors of Christianity and Asia- 
tic Torkey ; and hence it has become the residence of many bishops, and 
the seat of a considerable number of convents for both sexes. Among 
thf former are the patriarch of the Greek church ; the patriarch of An- 
t: )ch, who presides over the sect of the Maronites ; and the patriarch of 
Armenia, who superintends several convents, under the rule of his own 
ritnal. The people, in general, are addicted to religion ; vice and im- 
morality are little known among tbem. Though the women are not 
secluded from public view, chastity is so highly esteemed, that an un- 
married female, who happens to become pregnant, is sure to be sacrificed 
by the hands of her own relations ; and a family would consider itself as 
diafaonoored, should the person who marries a daughter ont of it be un- 
able to prodnce proofs of his bride*s virginity. Desirous of seeing the 
manners of a people so little visited in their true and genninc colours, 
our traveller, having spent a few days at Jclton, set out in his route to 
Misra, a village lymg ^t the foot of the highest mountain iu Quesrouan. 
The eoontry through which he passed was highly picturesque, and many 
spots were eminently beaatifol. After ascenmng and descending several 
hills, studded with mulberry trees, and finely cultivated spots, he at last 
arrived at Mafra, an open village of considerable extent. 

Quilting this village, ho directed his course again to Baroth, which he 
reached after an alMence of ten days, which time he had spent in ex- 
ploring the mountains of Quesroaan. The friar of the Capuchin convent 
received him with cordiality, and informed him that a kinrr's xebor, wliich 
had arriTed from Frnnre, on a cruise off the coast of Syria, was expected 
^ a lew days to enter the port of Sidon, about eight leagues distant. On 
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Jiis inrormatton, M. de Paff^s immediately set oat for ttisl port, tnd, CHi 

the 25th of August, waited on the French consul there, who received 
him with the most marked attention ; but he had the mortification to tind 
\ thtt the zebee had already sailed for Candia. Disappointed in his views, 
hm now resolved to proceed to Acrv, where he expected fireqnent 
opportunities of sailing for France ; but it seems bis fame as a trayellec 
had precer^ed him, and the French consvil, after many inqniries concern* 
ing his late expeditions, pressed him to stay with him a htiio ionger, to 
recrolt hie heilth, which wis considerably broken by ftttigue . The een* 
eoPs lady joined in the eeme requesl* 

The m'i^-es of these mountains are extremely disaffected to the Turks. 
They are sensible it is to their own brnverv, and the inaccessible nature 

their mountains, that they owe their happy independence. The Druses 
•fo well affected toward toe Chriatiana in general ; but holding them- 
aelvea descended from a French ancestry, who are said to have taken 
rcfurre ill this district after their expulsion from tlie Holy L^nd, they 
have more than a common regard for the natives of that country. The 
principles indeed which, accoi^ing to their historians, actuated the sub- 
jecta of the old man of the aMontaiii, Mill mfloeBce die miode tMF aMoo 
mdiriduals. The industrious character of the natives displaja itaeif in 
the cultivated stnte of their mountains, mmy pt^rts of which present the 
face of a fine pardon. Spring};?, judicionsly directed, water their mulberry 
plantations, whicii consiuule the wealth of the country. Such is the 
•opanor qnality mad high value of the ailk raiaed here, that the fanner 
obtains from his mulberry tiee^ at little ezpenee and laboor, n eomfortn* 
ble subsistence for his family. 

M. de Png^s now pnid a visit to the town of Daircl-Kaniar, situated 
on the banks of the i hamour, on the side of a mountain. The palaces, 
6r aeiagUos, belonging to the emira of the reigning family, are fine boild- 
inge; me churches are handsome, and conatmeted with good tasCe ; and 
the mansions of some of the sheiks and commandnnts have large and 
commodious appartments ; hut tlie iTonerality of the buildinpfH are mean. 
The Druses do nut exceed one-hail of the inhabitants, while the remain- 
te aio Maronitea, or Greek Chriatiana. Some of the inatitotione nmoag 
the Drasea are very aingolar. A mountaineer ia never seen without the 
walls of hi«? cottage unarmed ; and, by the marims of a law which cus- 
tom has established, a man has a right to repel force by force, and to 
redraas hia wrongs in the best manner he can ; and, therefore, whoever 
consideia himself as insulted, despatches his antagonist the moment ho 
finds an opportunity. This is certainly a deplorable laxity of govern- 
ment. Again, a man who gives his daughter in marriage to any bnt one 
of his own relations, is considered as bringing a reproach on himself and 
hia tribe ; and the consequences are sometimee fatal. Families of the 
aame blood entertain the moat clannish atuchment ; inaomnch, that who* 
ever offers an affront to one, is held to be in a stete of hostility with the 
whole tribe. Hence many acts of violence arise ; and the offender has 
no other means of security than by putting himself under the protection 
of some chief, who, under the mask of hospitality, shelters him from the 
pursuit of his enemies. 

M. de Pag^s now made a second visit to his friend, the pastor of 
Mafra, takinrr Aintoura and Joltori in his way. He was everywhere 
received with kindness and hospitality : and having now made a conai- 
tfenbie stay in thia part of Aeia, and being deainKia of paaaing into 
Eorope, he proeeoded diractly lo 8k Jeon d'Aen^ » poit mnm frefoenied 
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kv th<? trading trhipflof Marseilles. Finding a vcs&el there, ha eet fluil for 
Marseille* in the end of June, 1771, when they bote awaj for Cyprus, which 
having coasted, they atretehed to the northward, to catch the breeze Iruut 
that quarter, which they fell in with on tha coaat of Caramania. 

On the 15th of October they came to an anchor at the Isle of Malta, 
where our traveller met several French fn rrates, and on board them some of 
hia old companions, whose friendehip was not abated by his long absence. 
Hamg afterward toacbed at Tenw on aome buaineas, they again got 
mder aail ; but being retarded by contrary winds, they did not laacb 
Palma, in Sardinia, till the 27th of November. Remaining here for a 
few days, they proceeded on their voyage, and on the 6th of December, 
1771, M. de Fages, with gratitude to Providence for hb preservation to 
llw tnd of hit tmols, again set hia foot on hia natha aoil. 



GAFIAIN OOOK.— 1766-1772. 

If m. Bamca, a gentlamaa of oooaiderablo Ibrtime m lincobshire, waa 
induced to nndortako thk voya|^ ftom curiosity and an invincibla doaiio 

of attaining knowledge. He engaged his frieoid Dr. Solander, a Swede, 
to accompany him in this voyage. Mr. Banks itlso took with him two 
draughtsmen, and iiad besidea a secretary and four servaols. Irieutenaal 
James Cook waa to command the expedition. 

On the 26th of August, 1768, the EndeavouT tailed from Flymottdi; 
the Islands of Puerto, Santo, and Madeira were discovered on the 181k 
ol September, and the next day they anchored in Fonchial road. The 
Endeavour sailed thence September the 19th. On the 22d they saw the 
Itlwidt of Salvages, noithwofd of tho Caoariaa% Tho chief tbeao 
itltndtwas about five leagues tothtaou^ ono^half west. Theto itboda 
appear to lie in latitude 30 degrees 11 minutes north. The 23d taw tb» 
Peak of Tenerifl'e, bearing west by south. This mountain is near 
15,400 feet high. On the 39th perceivefi Bona Vista, one of the Cape 
do Vetde Itlonds, lying m latitodo 10 dcgroes north, and loogitide 21 
degreaa 48 minutes west. On the 13th of November made tail Ibff.Uio 
harbour of Rio-de- Janeiro. Mr Clicks, the first lieutenant, was sent 
before in the pinnace to th<R city, to mform the tfovernor they put in 
there for refreshments and water, and to obiain a pilot. Captain Cook 
wont OB riioro on the 14th, and obtained leave to purchase provisions i 
and having requested that the gentlemen on board ought reaam on thonr 
while they sojourned, and that Mr. Banks might go up the eoontiy tO 
collect plants, these requests were pcrcmptorilv refused. 

December the 8lb, 1768, having procured all necessary supplies, they 
left Rio-do-Janeiro. On the I4th of January entered the Strait of he 
llaiio; but the tide being against them, were diiren ont with mat vio- 
lence, and the waves ran so high, that tho ship's bowsprit was frequently 
nnder water ; at length, however, they got anchorage at the entiancy of 
a little cove, which Captain Cook called St. Vincent's Bay. 

Mr. Baoke and Dr. Solander sat ont firom the ship on the 16th, with 
the design of going into tho country, and returning in tho evening. Ho* 
ving entered a wood, they ascended the hill through a pathless wilderness 
till the afternoon. The morning had been very fine, but the weather novv 
became cold and disagreeable ; the blasts of wind were very piercmg, 
■nd a shower of anew fell. Mr. Bachan, one of the draughtsmen, fell 
ifttoofit ItwioabaolQlflljneeetMaytoatepandkiodtoa&K^aiidaoc^ 
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as wei» nMt digued rcraiMI lo Miiil iHm ; but MMsn. Banks, So- 
under, Green, and Monkhouse, proceeded and attained the i«pot thry IihJ 
in view. Upon returning, thev found Mr. Huchan much recovered. 
They had previously sesit Mr. Monkhouso and Mr. Green back to iuin 
mad thft otbert, m Oid«r to luring thma to m hill, whieh was coojaetwad 
to ye la a botter track Sat ntmning to the wood. The wholo paity OMt 
thern It ei^^ht in the eveninrr. Dr. Solander hnvinrr nftpn passed moun- 
tains m cold countries, was sensible that CTtr'uruj cold, when joined with 
fatigue, occasions a drowsiness that is not easily resisted ; he accord- , 
ingly entro a to d hk ftieada to keep in motkm, bowofor dieagraoablo it 
mignt betotbom; his w(»davof«, Wl or veraitadowBf wiUaMep; and 
whoever sleeps, will wake no more." Every one seemed accordingly 
armed with rcsolntion ; but on a sudden the cold bccnme so very intense * 
as to threaten the most direful etfects. it was very remarkable, that Dc 
Solander himself, who had so forcibly adnumished his party, abonld be 
theJint wbo inaieted wea being aiinned to lefoae. la qiite of tbe 
most earnest entreaties, ne lay down amid tbe snow, and it was with great 
difficulty they kept him awake. When a black servant was informed, 
that if he remained there he would soon be frozen to death, he replied, 
that he was so exhausted with fatigue that death would be a relief to 
him. Br. Solander eaid he ftee not anwiUkiff to go, but that he neal 
fiftt take eome eieeiH notwithitaiiding what be bed Cebea declared to the 
company. Thns resolved, they both sat down, supported by bushes, and 
in a short time ftill f;ist asleep. Intelhgencc now came from the advanced 
partyi tuat a hre was kindled about a quarter of a mile failher oa the 
war. Mr. Banke then waked the doecor, who bad eknoet leat the nee 
of hii Undie akeady, though it waa but a t&w minntee since he sat down. - 
Kvery measnre takrn to relieve the blfick proved ineffectnal ; he remain* 
ed inolionlt and thev were obliged to leave him to the care of the 
other black servant and a sailor, who a|^peared to have bean the least hurt 
bytheesM.' Mr. Baake end lonr others went (Mi ett«rehe o'ekiek ead 
met tbe sailor, with juat altength enough to walk ; ho was immediately 
sent to the 6re, and they proceeded to seek for the two others. They 
found Richmond, one of the black servant*!, npon his legs, but incapablo 
of moving them i the other black was lying senseless upon the ground. 

All enSeavoon to bring them to the fire were fruitless, nor was it 
possiUe to Undie one npon the epot, on eceoont of the enow that had 
fallen, and was still falling, so that there was no altemative, but to leave 
the two unfortunate negroes to their fate, makinc^ them a bed of boug^ 
of trees, and covering them very thick witli the same. On the 17th, in 
the morning, at daybreak, nothing presented itself around but snow, the 
trees being equally oofoied with it ee the groond. Howofor, about sax 
in the momtog tbof were flattered with a dawn of hope of being deliver- 
ed, by discovering the sun through the clouds, which gradually dimi- 
nished. Previous to setting out, messengers were de^patciied to the 
onhai^jF negroes, who relumed with the melancholy news of their death. 
In about Ihrae hem, to their mat satiefaetion, fonnd tfaemselvee ajpea 
the shore, much nearer to the ship than their flMiet saagoino eiqiwetetioae 
could hive flattered them When they took a retrospect of their former 
route from tlie sea, they found, that instead of :i8cending the bill in a 
direct line, they had made a circle almost round the country. . ^ 

January the 88tb Captain Cook aeilad horn Cape Horn. Hie fiutheet 
eoathera laiitnde he made wee 60 de^eea 10 minntes, by 74 degrees SO 
BUDQtee west. Meidt the Isl were in btitado 90 degrm 44 laiantee 
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Boath, and longitnde 110 drfrr^^r^ 33 minute'? wpst, as weH hy ob^erva-* 
i]or\ hy the tocr ; which coacurreoce, after a course of 660 ieagnea^ 
was judged very singular. 

April the 4tb, ■ terrant to Mr. Banks diacovaved laad Ikt— orfm 
leagues diaUnt. It waa found to be an iatand of an oval form, with a 
lake or lagoon in the centre ; the border of land was in many places 
low and narrow, espcciallv toward the south, where ih'^ bpach consisted 
of a reef of rocks. Capiam Guuk came within a mile on tiie uortii side, 
but foQfid no bottom nor anchotaifa. There appeared alon|r tho bMcfa 
some of the iohabiunta, with pikes or poles in their handa, twieo ibo 
height of thpmf5cl\-c8. This island was in latitude 18 degrpps south, 
longitude 139 degrrr s 2H minutes west, and was named Lagoon Island. 
They saw land again in the afternoon to the norlli-west, when it appeared 
« low taland eovered with wood» in form oircolar, about a milo in cinMni« 
ference. No inhabitant* were visible, though the Endeavoor had reached 
the slmrc within half a mile. This island, which is distant from that of 
J>agoon about seven leagues, was named Thrumb Cap. The 5th con- 
tinued their course, and about tliree o'clock discovered land to the west. 
This was a low island, between ten and twelve leaguea in eiicmaforaiee ; 
it reaembles in form a bow. This isbod, from the sinoke diaeoTerad» 
appeared to be inhnVtitrtl, and was named Bow Island. 

About nnon, o:i thf> Ot,h, saw land again itie west ; this seemed divided 
into two laiaudii, or rather collections oi islands, their extent bemg near 
nine leaf aes. Some of these were ten miles or mom in length, and pro- 
d iced trees of different kindif among which was the cocoa nut. Several 
of the inhabitants came out in canoes, and two appeared to have a design 
of coming on board, but stopped at the reef. Ivext day discovered aa-"* 
other island, judged to be in conqMiaa about five miles. It was very low, 
with a piece of water in the centre, and appeafod to ahovnd in wood and 
▼erdore, but no inhabitants were viaible. It was called Bird Islandi from 
the n>jmb<^rof them flying about. The 8th saw land to the north. This 
seemed to be a chain of low islands, of an oval hgure, and consisted of 
coral and sand, with a few clumps of small trees, and in the middle of 
it a lagoon. It was» from its appearance^ called Chain Island. On the 
10th, after a tempestuous night, tfaw C^natmr^ Island, called by the 
natives Maite. This i^^land is high and circular, about four miles in Ctr* 
oomferencft, pattly ndked and rocky, and partly covered with trees. 

The same day, on looking out for the island to which they were des- 
tined, saw land ahead. Next morning it sppesred very high and moun* 
tainods, and was known to be King George the Third's Island, so named 
by Captain Wallis, but bv the nr^tives called Otaheite. They lay off and 
on till the 13th, and th«ia entered Port Royal Harbour, anchoring withia 
half a mile oiT the ahore. A great number of nauvea immediatdy camo 
off in oanoesy bringing with them bananas, cocoa note, bread froit, apples, 
and some hogs, which they bartered with the ship^s crew for beads and 
other trinkets. When the ship was properlv^ secnrcd, the captain went 
on shore with Mr. Banks, Dr. Soiander, a parly under arms, and an old 
Indian. They were received by some hundreds' of the nattvea, who wove 
atmck with snch awe^ that the fitst who approaehod crept abnost open 
hit hands and kneee. He presented them branches of trees, thn usiial 
syml>ol of peace. This was received, on the part of the English, wuh 
demonstrations of satisfaction and friendship ; and they gathered some, 
and inltowed the example of the natives. Thsf were condoelod towaid 
Hmi flato wbofo Hw JDolphin had watered. The whole cifoiit waa aoaf 
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four miles, through flroves of trees of cocoa; notf and htmd fruit B«* 
Death which were the habitations of the natives, consisting of only a 
roof, destitute of walls. Tn this peregriuaiion the geatlemen were not a 
little disappointed at fiuditig very faw fowls or hogs. 

The 16U1, in the moraiog, aeferal of the chiefs, one of whom was very 
corpulent, came on board from the other point, I riiir^ing with them hogs, 
bread fruit, and other refreshments. This day the captain, attended by 
Mr. Banks and others, went on shore to tx on a proper spot to erect a 
•null foct for lUtmt defence. The htter having su:>pectcd, from eeeing 
few hogs or poultry in their walks, that they had been driven up the 
country, it was resolved to penetrate into the woods, some marinrs and 
a petty officer being appointed to guard the tent in the interim; s( v( ral 
of the natives accompanied the gentlemen in this excursion. Upon 
Cfoesing a littte river, Mr. Banka, perceiving some ducks, fired, and killed 
three. The Indians were atrack with the utmost terror at this event, 
which orcnsi^ned them to fall suddenly to the ground, as if thry had 
been shot at Uie same time. Before this party had gone mticii itinher, 
they were alarmed by the discharge of two pieces, fired by tlie teni-guard. 
TTpon thehr retnm, it appeared that an Indian had taken an opportunity to 
snatch away one of the aentinera muaketa ; whereupon a young mid- 
shipmen, very imprudently, ordered the marines to fire, which they did, 
when several Indians wero wounded ; but as the criminal did not fall, they 
pursued and shot him dead. . . , , 

The fort began to be erected on the 18th. Some of die company 
were employemn throwing op entrenchments, while others were occn* 
pied in cutting fascines and pickets, ^vhich the Indians^ of their own 
accord cheerfnlly assisted in bringing from the woods. This day the 
natives bruugiit down such quantities of bread fruit and cocoa nuts, that 
it waa neceaaary to rajeet them, and to intimate, Chat the company would 
not want any for two days. Mr. Banks's tent being got up, he^ for the 
first time, slept on shore. On the 19th Tubora Tumaida visited Mr. 
Banks at his tent, and brought with him, besides his wife and family, 
the materials for erecting a house in the neighbourhood of the fort, where 
he designed to reside. Without the lines a sort of market waa eata* 
biished, which was tolerably weU aopplied. Tubora Tumaida became Mr. 
Banks's and the otht-r gentlemen's frequent guest ; he adopted their 
manners, and was the only one of his countrymen who had attempted to 
Use a knife and fork. 

On the 24 ih Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander iii ide an ezcaraion into the 
country, which they found to be level and fertile for about two miles along 
the shore to the eastward, after which the hills reached ^uite tO the 
water^s edge, and farther on they ran out into the sea. , 

On the 25th several of their knivea were miasing ; upon which llr. 
Banka, who had lost his among the rest, accoaed Tabora Tumaida with 
having stolen it, which caused him to be very unhappy, as ho happened 
to he innocpnt. Mr. Molineux, master of the Endeavour, seeing ^^ woman 
whose name was Oberea, he declared she was the peraon^he judged to 
be the queen of the iaiand when he came there in the ikiiMjai* 
eyea of all were now fixed on her who had made so distinguished a ngi^ 
in the accounts given by thr fir t discoverers of this island. The peiH 
son of the queen was of a large make, and tall ; she was about forty* 
years of age, her skin white ; her eyes had great expression, and she had 
been handsome, but her beaoty waa now upon tne decline. She waa 
Hon condncted to the ahip^ and went on boara, accompanied by lome of 
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her fandly. Many premla ware made her, particularly a child's doll, 

which seemed the mo?t to rr.crrn^s hf.r sttontion. Captain Cook accom- 
panied her on shore, whpn she pr' ^^cnU'J iiirn with a hoof and gome plan- 
taina, which were carried to the lurt in uroceaaiou, Oberea and the cap- 
tdn bringing up the rear. They met Tootahah, who, though not king, 
seemed to be at this time invested with a soTcreign authority. He im- 
TiiPf'i^^rcIv b^cnrnf* jcrxlons of the q^jeen's having the doU, wmcb made it 
necessary to coinpliiiKnit him with one also. 

On the 6lh Mr. Banks and l>r. Solaadcr, with ihe captain, set out in 
the pinnaee, with one of Toolabah*8 people : they soon Teached Eparre, 
the place where he dwelt, which was but a few miles to the west of the 
lerit«? T^pon their arrival, they found great numbers of people upon the 
ehoro waiting for them. They were immediately condnctef? to the chief, 
while the people shouted round them, Taio Tooiahahf Tooiaiiah oui 
friend ;** tney fonnd him' sittmff under a tree, and some old men standing 
nrand him. Aa aoon as he had made signa for them lo sit down, he 
■eked for his nro. which Captain Cook prefentpd with a shirt r^rd n 
broad-cloth garment, with which he seemed greatly pleased. After eaiint^r, 
an entertainment was proirided for them, consisting of wrestling. The 
chief sat at the npper end of Ihe area, with aorenf of his principal men 
on each side, by way of judges, from whom Ihe conquerors received 
applause Ten or twelve combatants entered the area, and after many 
simple ceremonies of challenging each other, they f^ngag-^ii, endeavouring 
to throw one another by dint of strength ; then seizing hold of each other 
by the thigh, the hand, the hahr, or the clothes, they grf^pled without 
the least art, till one was thrown on his back ; thia eonqnest was applauded 
by some words from the old men, and three huzzas. After one engage- 
ment succeeded another, but if they ronld not throw each other during 
the space of a minute, they parted, eiilicr by consent, or the intervention 
of their friends. 

On the 16th Mr. Banks detected Taboim Tamaida in hating stolen 

some nails. He had had a good opinion of this chief, and waswdling to 
put his fidelity lo the test ; several temptntions were thrown in his way, 
among the rest, a basket of nails, which proved irresistible. He con- 
fessed the fiict, and upon Mr. Banks*e msisting upon TestitntioUt he de- 
clared the nails were at Epaire ; this occasioned high words, and at length 
the Indian produced one of them. He was to have been foridven iipon 
restoring the rest, hut not havinji resolution to fulfil his engagement, tied 
with his furniture and family before night. Tootahah sent many mes- 
aagee to request a visit from the captain, declaring he would acknowledge 
the compliment by a preaent of some hogs. Mr. Hicks, the first lieute- 
nant, was sent, in hopes of getting the hogs without the visit. He was 
received in a very friendly manner at a placp ca)]»-d Teilehah, five miles 
fkrther to the westward, where Tootahali had iakea up his residence. 
He brought away one hog onljf, which had been produced immediately 
npon his arrival, with a promise of receiving more the next mommg ; 
but, when morning c?«me, he was obliged to depart without them. 

On the 37th, Tootahah beingr removed to a place called Auiliouroo, 
Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, Captain Cook, and some others, set out in tho 
pmnace to pay him a visit : after making presents of a few trifling articles, 
they were invited to stay all night. Mr. Banks having accepted of a place 
in Oberea*8 canoe, left his companions, in order to retire to rest. Not- 
withstanding the care Oberea took of his clothes, hv havir^fT them in her 
own cuitodr, they were stolen, with his pistols, puwder-iiorn, and many 
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-•ther thingi in his pockets. The alarm was given to Tootahah, who slept 
k the next canoe, and who went with Oberea in search of the thief, lea- 
iiDg Mr. Banks nearly naked, and his musket unehaiged. They aooo 
returned, but without success ; Mr. Banks thought proper to put up with 
the los3 for the present, and a second time endeavoured to tleep. But 
be had scarcely composed himself, before he heard some music, and per- 
ceived lights at a small distance from shore : this proved to be a concert 
which they call Heiva. As soon as be approacited the lights, he found 
the hut where Mr. Cook and three of his associates lay, and began to 
relate his melancholy tale ; but, instead of receiving much comfort from 
them, he was told that they had shared the same fate, having lost their 
atockings and jackets. HoweTer, this did not prevent their hearing out 
the concert, which eonsuted of drums, Autea, and' aoTeral voicea, after 
which they retned to rest. 

Some Indians from a neighbouring island, to which Captain Wallis 
gave the name of Duke of York's Island, informed them of more than 
tmwkf kiands in the neighbourhood of Otaheite. They now beean to 
make ndbesaary preparations for the transit of Venus, and Mr. CoSl sent 
out two parties to make observations from difi'erent spots, that in case 
they failed at Otaheite ihey might succeed elsewhere. And on the 1st 
of June, the next Saturday beinff the day of the transit, they sent the 
long-boat to Eimayo, having on Doaid Mr. Gor^ Mr. MonJwocae, and 
Mr. Sporing, a friend of Mr. Banka; each fumiabed with neceaaaiy m> 
atruments by Mr. Green. 

In a morning's excursion Mr. Banks met several of the natives, who 
were itinerant musicians, and the place of the evening's rendezvous being 
known, all the English gentiemen'went thither to partaJce of the divei^ 
sion. Their inatmments were flutea and dmms, and a great namber of 
the Indians were got together upon the occasion. The drummers sung 
to the music, and lo the astonishment of Mr. Banks and the rest of his 
companions, ihey found that they were the chief subject of the minstreb' 
laya. Theee aonga mast, therefore, have been extemporaneona, the re- 
wards whereof were auch necessaries as they required. An iron cold* 
rake for the oven being stolen in the night of the 14th, with mfiny other 
things, the captain judged it of consequence to put an end to these prac»- 
ticea, by making it their common interest to prevent it. He had alrea(^ 

flven strict ordeie* that the sentinels should not fire vpon them, dven u , 
elected in the fact. About twenty-seven of their double canoee were 
lust come in with cargoes of fish, which the captain seized, and then pave 
notice, that unless the rake, and all the other things which had at diffe- 
rent times been atolmi, were letnmed, the Yessela ahoold be burnt. He 
had, indeed, no each design, as will appear by the event. The mMiace 
produced no other oiSect than the restitution of the rake, all the other 
things remaining in their possession ; at length the captain thought pro* 
per to give up the cargoes, as the innocent natives were in great distress 
«or want of them : aod at lasL to prevent confusion from the difficult]^ of 
ascertainuig to whon the Wftntki |ota belonged, he promised aiao to 
release the canoes. 

On the 19th, while the canoee were detained by the captain, Oberea 
paid the gentlemen a visit ; she came from Tootahah's palace in a double 
canoe, and brought with her a hoz, bread fruit, and other presents, among 
which was a dog ; but none of ue things that had been stolen : these 
she pleaded had been taken away by her gallant Obadee, for which she 
had beaten him. She did iiot, howeveri aeem to think her atoi} deserved 
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credit, but appeared at first much terrified, tTionj^h she surmocmted her 
fears with mnrh fortitude ; and was desirous uJ sleeping' with her atten- 
dants in Mr. Bauks's teat ; but tins being refused, she was obliged to pass 
Che night in her canoo. The captain deolmed aeeeptitt|^ of herpreteDts* 
at which she seemed very sorrowful. The next marning ahe returned 
to the fort, and Capt;iin Cook, having altered his mind, accepted them. 
Two of her attendants were very earnest in getting themselves hush'm fs, 
in which they succeeded, by lueans ol liio surgeon and one uf tiie iicu- 
tentnta. l)ogs are eateemed here more delicate than pork, «• thoae bred 
to be eaten taate no animal food, but live entirely upon v^getablee, and 
the experin:icnt vas tried. Tni'ia nTiJeitook to kill and dress one, which 
he did, by nr.aking a hole in the ground and baking hitn. It was agreed 
by every one to be a very good uibh. 

They were Tiatted on the Slat, at the fort, bj manrof the natiTes, and 
among the rest Oamo, a chief of several districts on toe island, whom thejr 
had never before peen, who brought with him a hoi'' This chief was 
treated with great respect by the natives, and was accompanied by a boy 
and a young woman. The boy was carried upon a man^s back, though 
Tory able to walk. Oberea and aome othera of uie Indiana went out of the 
fort to meet them, their heads and bodies being firat uncovered as low aa 
the waist. This was considered as a mark of respect not noticed before, 
bill judged it was usually shown to persoiis of distinguished rank among 
them. Oamo entered the lent, but the young woman, who was about 
aixteen, could not be prevailed upon to accompany htm, though ahe teem- 
ed to combat with her curiosity and inclination. Dr. SolaiMer took the 
youth by the hand, and conducted him in ; but the natives without, who 
had prevented the girPs entrance, soon found means to get him out again. 
The curiosity of the gentlemen being excited from these circumstances, 
they made inquiry who these atrangera were, and were informed, that 
Oamo was Oberea^s husband, but that by mntoal consent they had been 
for a considerable time separated ; and that the youth and girl were their 
offspring. The boy was named Terridin, and was heir-apparent, to tiie 
aovereignty of the island ; and he was to espouse his sister as soon as he 
had attained a proper age. The present sovereign being a minor, called 
Ootoo, and son of Whappai ; Whappai, Oamo, and Tootabah, were all 
brothers ; Whappai was the senior, and Oamo the next ; wherefore, 
Whappai having no child but Outou, Terridin, son of Oamo, was heir 
to the sovereignty. To us it will appear singular, that a boy should reign 
during the life of hia father ; but in the laland of Otaheite a boy aocceedi 
to his father's authority and title as soon as he is bom : when a regent 
is elected, which office usually falls upon the father, till the boy becomes 
of age; at this time, however, the election had fallen upon his uncle 
Tootabah, on account of hia warlike exploits. Oamo was very inquisitive 
with respect to the English, and by hu qneatuma he a^^ared a man of 
ttnderstanding and penetration. 

June 26th, the captain set out in the pinnace, accompanied by Mr. Banks, 
to circumnavigate the island. They sailed to the eastward, and in the 
forenoon wenton shore on a part of the ialand under the government of Ahio, 
a young chief who had often visited them at the tenta. They landed in 
a district which was governed by a chief named Maraitata, the burying 
place of men, and his father was called Pahairede, the stealer of boats. 
IMotwithstandinc their names were so ominous, they gave the party a very 
civil reception, tornished them with provisions, and aoUl them a larffe hog 
far a batehot Toward the agQ^emnuMt fiart of the itlaod they fiond a 
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gooi hirboDT, formed by a reef, and the circamjacent conntry is remarka- 
bly fruitful. They landed again a little farther to the east. Mathiabo, 
tfaie chief, with whom they had no acquaintance, nor had ever teen before, 
'toon eima to them, and supplied tkem with cocoa irata and bread fruit. 
They were now near the district named Paparra, govered by Oamo and 
Obcrca, where they intended to spend the night. Mr Bari!;s nnd his 
company landed about an hour before it was dark, and found thf \v wore 
both set out to pay a visit at the fort. Thoy, nevertheless, siepi at Uio 
houM of Oberoa, which, thoagh not large, was very neat ; no inhabitant 
bnt her father was now hi possession of it, who Aowed them much 
civility. The gentlemen of the Endeavour, it has been observed, did not 
find Oberea possessed of thn same power as when the Dolphin was at 
this place, and they were now informed of the cause. The way from her 
honso to the Moiai Was by the sea-aide, and they obaer? ed, in alL placea 
aa they passed along, a great mijiiber of human bones. Inquiry being 
ma<?o into the cause of this, they were informed that, about four or five 
months before Ciplain Oook s arrival, the inhabitants of Tiarrabou, the 
peninsula to the south-east, made a descent here, and slew many of the 
people, wboae bonea were tho'ee that were aeen upon the coaat : that here^ 
upon Oberea and Oamo, who then held the government for his son, had 
flpd and tr^kpn rerugc in tho mountains ; and that the victors destroyed 
all the houses and pillaged the country. Mr Banks was also informed, 
that the turkey and goose which he had seen m the district of Mathiabo 
were among Che boo^ ; thie aflbided a reaaon for their bdog fomid where 
the Dolphin had little or no correspondence ; and the jaW'bones being 
mentioned, which had been seen hanging in a house, he was informed that 
they had likewise been carried off as trophies! ; ihn jaw-bones of their 
enemies being considered by the natives of Lhia islaud as great a mark of 
triumph as acalps are by the Indians of North America. 

July Ist, retomed to the fort at Port Royal Harbour ; having dfiicorered 
the i<^!and, both pemntiilae included, to be about 100 milea in circmn- 
ference. 

They now began to make preparations for their departure ; but, before 
fliey aet sail, Iboy had another Tint fromOamo, Oberee, and their son and 

daughter. The lOth, two marines being m^ng, an inquiry was made 
after them, when the Indians dechred they did not propose returning, 
having each taken a wile. In consequence of which it was intimated to 
eeveraM A#«hiefa who weie in the fort with their women, among whom 
were Tubora TWnaida, Tomio, and Oberea, that they would not be suf- 
fered to qnit i'. till the deserters were produced. Mr Hicks- was imme- 
diately detfpatched in the long-boat, with several men, for them ; at the 
same time Captain Cook told Tootahah that it was incumbent on him to 
aeeiat thorn with iomo of his people, and to give orders, in his name, 
that the men sbovld be set at liberty, for that no should expect him to 
answer for the event. Tootahah immediatelj oomplied, and this patty 
recovered the men vrithout any o))position. 

Tupia, a very friendly native, had been prime minister of Oberea whec 
she waa at Hm Ydtanoelo 'of her authority ; he was also the principal priest 
of the island, and Iflplwise versed in navigation, and was thoroughly ac- 
quainte(! with thf^ nnmljer, situation, inhabitants, and pTor^ucG of the ad- 
jacent islands. H'- had often testified a df^5»ire to go witti them; and on 
the 12th, m the morning, came on board with a boy about twelve years 
of age, hb serrant, named Ti^ota. ^ • 

'Ao ibip now was flunoimded by snmberiOM 
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the inferior natives. They weighed anchor ahoot twelve. Tupia sup- 
ported himself in this sceoe with a becoming fortitude ; tears flowed from 
his eyea, but the effort that he made to eoneeal them did him addttkmel 
honour. He went with Mr. Banke lo the ma^-head, where he contmned 

waving his hand to the canoes ag !on^ as thov remainrd visible 

July the 13th, after leaving the Island of Oialieits , sailed wiih a gentle 
breeze, and were informed by Tupia that lour islands, which he called 
Haaheine, UUetea, Otaha, ana Bofahola, weie at the dtaUnee of abo«C 
one or two daya* aail, and that hoM, fowU, and other refreshments, which • 
had lately been scarce, were to be got there in abundance. Thrr ac- 
cordingly steered in search ol mese islands, ar.rf nn the 15th discovered 
Huaheine. Several canoes iaimediately put oil, and the Hiiag of HuAr 
heine and hie qneen went on boaid. Astonithment was tettiied fegr thdr 
majeatlee it eveijrthing ahown them. The former, whaee name wai 
Otpv, made a proposal to exchange names 'villi Oaptain Cook, which was 
rrradily assented lo. The custom of cxrh.iii^'itur nn*nr?! i? vpn* prcvnlent 
in this island, and is coosidcicd as a maik ui irieudbhi|j. Tite^r iouud ihe 
people bnre nearly similar to those of Otabeite in almeet evety chriiii 
stance, exc if Tupia might be credited, they were not addicted to 
inicvinq^ 1 ue 19th, they carried some hatchets with them, with vvuich 
they procurrd three very large hogs. As thrv proposed to iii the 
afternoon, the km^, accompanied by some oUitirs of the uauves, came on 
board to Uke hie wave, when his majesty reeei^ed freai Ga^lehi (Mk A 
small pewter plate, with an inscription. This island ii aUeeted in iie 
latitude of 16 degrees 43 minutes south, longitude 150 d^jfree*? 5^ ininutps 
west, distant from Otaheite aboat thirty leagues^ and is about tweolj; 
miles in circumference. > : r* ^ 

. Frpm Hmiheine they sailed to Ulietea. Next OKtming, by tho^dfaltfM 
of Tupia, they anchored in a bay formed by a reef, on the north ilda^ 
*.!.(.' island. The captain, Mr Banks, and some other <renllrmrn. now 
went on shore, accompanied by Tuiiia ; aftrr \v!u( n, Ca]:'.;iin Cook look 
possession of this and the adjacent islands m the uanitt oi the King ot 
Greet Britam. 

On the 25th they were withm a league or two of Otaha. Thie Island 

flppoared to be more barren than Ulietea, but the produce was much the 

t^ iitic. Thft natives paid th( iii liie compliment they used toward their 
owxx kinga, by uncuvenug their buoulders, and wrapping their clothes 

lonnd their bodies, taking care no one ahoold omit doing uie aamo. 
. Oa die 89th miade sail to the noithwaid, and at eight o'clock next 

morning were clo-e under the hi^h crsjsrgy peak of Bolabola. The next 
morning they discnvciud an lal iruj, which Tnpia called Mori:a. In the 
afternoon, finding thems&lves to windward oi some harbours on llie west 
aide of Ulietea, they ioteoded to pat into one, in order to stop a leak 
which they had sprung in the powder-room, and to take in seme addi* 
tional ballast. On the 5th some hogs and fowls, several pieces of cloth, 
many of them fiffy or sixty yards in length, togeiiiei with a quantity of 
plantains and cocoa nuts, were sent to Captam Cook as presents, from 
th* Earee rahie of the Island of Bolahola, aeeompanied with a meseaM^ 
that he was then on the island, and intended waiting oa the captain the' 
next day. Next day he did not visit them agreeable to promise. After 
dinner, they set out to pay the kin^r a visit on shore, as he did not think 
proper to come on board. As this man was the Earee ralue oi the iiola- 
bola men, who had eonqaered this, and were the dread of all Iho neigH* 
hooni^ tabmda, thegr were dasappouited, inateed of fiBding n vigoraoii 
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enterprising young chief, to see a poor decrepit! old man, half blind, and 
siuiung under the weight of age and infirmitiM. He received them with- 
oot eittier that state or ceremony whieh they had hitiieito met wfth among 
the other chiefs. They did not go on shore at Bolabola ; but, after 
ffiving the general name of the Society Islands to the Islande of Huaheine, 
Ulietea, Bolabola, Otaha, and Moraa, which lie between the latit\ide of 
16 degrees 10 minutes and 16 degrees 55 minutes south, they pursued 
their course, standing southwardly for an island, to which they were 
diiected by Tupia, afabove 1(X) leagues distant, whieh thay diioovered 
on Sunday, the 13th, and were klbniMd by him that it was called Ohitezoa, 
On fhc 7th of October discovered land at w^st bv north, and in the 
nl'irriioon of t]\v next day came to an anchor opposite the mouth of a little 
river, about a mxie aud a iiaii from the siiure ; but, notwithstanding all 
their eflbrts, a Inendly mtorcoarae could not lie eotaUiahed ; whilo, on* 
Ibrtunately, aome of the aativoa were lullod id difierent anaToiidablo 
akirmishes. 

The Endeavour now passed a small inland, while and high, and, as it 
appeared <]^uite barren, was named Bare Island. On the 17th Captain 
Cook gave the name of Gape Turn-again to a head*laiid, in latHm iO 
degrees 34 minntea aooth, longitude 182 degrees 55 minutes west. Be* 
fore thr FlndetwoMr tonrher! at New Znaland, which this was, it was not 
certainly known whether it was an island or part of the contment. On 
the 20lh anchored m a bay about two leagues north of Grabie End Fore« 
land. Two ehiefa, who came on board, received pvaaenta of linen, whiob 
gave much satisfaction; hat they did not hold spikc-nails in such estima- 
tion as the inhabitants of some of the islands. Sailing to the northward, 
they f^^ll ill with a small island named East ' vl mt?. ^^'^hcn the Endea- 
Tour had doubled the cape, many villages appeared m view, and the 
adjacent land appeared cultivated. On the evening of the 30tb Lieu- 
tenant Hicka diacoTored a bay* to which his name waa given. Next 
momingf about nine, Mveral canoes came off from ahore, with a number 
of armed men, who appeared to have hostile intentions. Before these 
had reached the ship, another canoe, larger than any that had yet been 
seen, full of armed Indians, came off, and made toward the Endeavour 
with great «zpedition» ^ The captain now jodgins it ezpediant to prevent, 
if poaaible, their attadong him^ otdered a gun to be fired over their heada. 
In searching for a convenient anchoring place, the captain saw a villa^^e 
npon a hin;h point, near the head of the hny, fortilicd like some others 
already seea beloie. Having met with a convenieut place, uear where 
the Eadeavonr lay, he retnmed to the ship, and sailed to that spot, wbein 
he cast anchor. Two fortified vmagea being descried, the captain, miim 
Mr. Bank;^ and Dr. Solander, went to examine them : the smallest was 
romantically siinated upon a rock, which waa arched ; this village did 
not consist of above five or six houses, fenced round. There was bat 
one path, very naxrow, that conducted to it. The gentlemen were in* 
vitea by tiia inhnhitanio to pay theoi a viait, hot not having time to spare, 
took another route, alter making presents to the females. A body of 
men, women, and children, now approached the gentlemen, who proved 
to be the inhabitants of another town, which they proposed visiting. 
They gave many testimonials of their friendly dispositions, among others, 
they nttarad thor waid AerPMCt, which, according to Tupia's interpreta* 
tion, implied peace, and appeared much satisfied when informed the 
gentlemen intended vipitin?? their habitations Their town was named 
Wharretouwa ; a is seated on a poi^t of land over the sea, on the north 
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•ide of the bav ; it was paled round, and dofeiide<i by a double clUcll. 
Within iba dttdi a atage it «raotad fat dtftndiag the plae« la ease of 
■It attack ; naar Ibis stage, which they call Pomfa, quantities of dafte' 

and stonps arc (^ejiositpd, lo be in rradincss to rrpe! thn assailants. There 
is another Ktage to command the path that leads to the town, and there 
are also some outworks. Upon the whole, the place seemed calciUated to 
bold out a «oiiaidafabla tma a^inat an enemy anned wftb no olbar wea* 
poos than those of the iidiabitants. It appetredl^ bomver, deficient in 
water for a sien^e. Thev eat, instead of bread, fern-root, which was here 
in great plenty, with dried fish. Very little land is iiere cultivated, sweet 
potatoes and yarns being the only ve^tabies they found. There are two 
10^ near tbe fbot of this fbrufieation, botb eepamted ftton Iba aai^ 
land; they are very small, nevertheless they are not without <dw)eUiii|f* 
houses and little forlifirations. They throw stones in their enfrngnmcnts 
with their hands, being destitute of a slintj, and those aud lajices are their 
only missile weapons ; they have, besides tae patioo-pattoo, a club about 
fire ftet bi length, and another aborter. They sailad teB tbia bay, 
after taUng nossession of it In tbe name of tbe Xing of Qieat Britain, 
ori the T Sth Nnvcinher, 

On the 18th the Endeavour steered between the mam and an island 
which seemed very fertile, and as extensive as Uiietca. Many canoes 
filled witb Indians cano alongside, and tbe Indiana sung tbeir wai^song ; 
but tbe Endeavour's people paying tbem no attantion» t£»y tbiowaToUe]r 
of stones, and then pnddled away. 

The 26th Captain Cook continued his course aloiig shore to the north. 
Two canoes came up, and some of the Indians came on board, when 
tbey tiafitebed very fabler. Two larger canoes soon after ibllowedi and 
eooatng up, tbe people m (bem hailed the others, when tbey confened 
together, and afterward came nlonjr^ide of the ship. Tlie last two canoea 
were finely ornamented with carvirif,';, ;md the people, who appeared lo be 
of higher rank, were armed with various weapons ; they held in high 
estimation tbeir pattoo-pattooe, made of stone and wbalebone, and they 
had ribsof wbale, with omamenta of dogs^ hair, which were very curious. 
These ppople were of a darker complexion than those to the southward, 
and theu: faces were stained blacker with what they caii amoco ; and 
their thiffhs were striped with it, very small interstices of the flesh being^ 
left TieiMe. Tboogb tbey att need the blad^ amoco,. they applied it to 
dtfiferent parts and in variooa forms. Most of tbmn bad the hgure of 
volntos on their lips, and one womnn, in particular, was ciirionsly marked 
upoTj various parts of her body. ThesQ Indians seemed the superiors of 
the otliers ; they were, nevertheless, not free from the vice of pilfermg ; 
ibr one baving agreed (o barter a weapon for a meee of clodi, be was no 
sooner in possession of the cloth, than he padued away without paving 
tbe price of it ; bat a mnsket being fired, he came badt and returned the 
doth. All the canoe.s then returned ashore. ' 

For several days tlie vessel lost ground. On the 29th, having wea- 
tbered Gape Bret, they bore away to leeward, and got into a large bay, 
where they anchored on the south-west side of seTeral islands; after 
which the shin was snrrounded liy thirty-three Inrr^e c^^noe?, containing 
near three hundred Indians, aU armed. Some were admitted onboard, 
and Captain Cook gave a piece of broadcloth to one of the chiefs, and 
aome email presents to tbe 'otbeva. Tbey traded peaceably for som« 
time, being terri6ed at the fire-arms, the effect of wliicb tbey were not 
unacqnaiatedwitb | but wbiletbe captain waa atdioner, on • aignalfiffen 
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by one of the chiefs, ail the Indians quilled the ship, and attempted 
to tow away the buoy ; a musket was now ^red over thein, but it pro- 
duced no effect ; small shot wm then fired, but did net wseh them. A 
musket loaded with ball was, thereforOf <Nrdered to be fired, and Ote- 

goowf^oow, son of one of the chiefs, was wounded in the thigh, which 
induced them iniinediately to throw the buoy overboard. To complelo 
their coufusion, a round shot was tired, which reached tne ishore, uud aa 
soon as they laiided the^ lan ia search of it. 

On the 5th they weiffbed anchor. The bay which they had leil was 
called the Bay of Islands, on account of thp number it contain'^ The 
captain naraeJ another large inlet (^neen Gharlotte*8 Sound, and took 
possession of it in the name and for the use of iiis majestVy when a bottle 
of wine was drank to the queen's health. On the 1 8th of March discovered 
a bay, which Captain Cook called Dusky Bay ; and it is remarkttble for 
having five high peaked rocks lying otfit, which look like the thumV> and 
four fingers of a man*s hand ; whence it was denominated Ponit h ive 
Fingers. It was now resolved to return by the East Indies, and with 
that view to steer for the east coast of New Holland, and then follow 
the direction of that coast to the northward. They sailed March 31st, 
and takins their departure from an eastern point, called it Cape Farewell. 
The bay from which they sailed was named Admiralty Brxy, and the two 
capes thereof Cape Stephens and Cape Jackson, the names of the 
secretaries to the admiralty. 

The men of this country are as large as the largest Boropeans. Their 
complexion is brown, but little more so than that of a Spaniard. They 
are full of llcsh, but not lazy and luxnrious, and arc stout and well 
shaped. The women's voices are singularly soft, which, as Uie dross of 
both sexes is similar, chiefly distinguishes them from the men. The lat- 
ter are active in a high degree, ueir hair black, their teeth white and 
even. The features of both sexes no rcigular ; they enjoy perfect health, 
and live to a very advanced age. They are of the gentlest dispositions, 
and treat each other with the utmost knidness ; but they are perpetually 
at war, every iiliie distncl being at enmity witli aii the rest. 1 ins is 
' owing, most probably, to the want of food in sufficient quantities, at 
certain times. They have neither black cattle, sheep, hogs, nor goats ; 
80 that their chief food being f-sh, and tliat not at all times to be obtained, 
they are in danger of dying through hunger. They have a few, and but 
a very few, dogs ; and when no fish is to be got, they have only vege- 
tables, such as yams and potatoes, to fiaedoQ ; and if, b^ any accident, 
these fail them, their situation must be deplorable. This will account 
for their shocking custom of eatin^ the bodies n-hich arc slain in battle. 

The canoes of this country aru Iodct and narrow. The large sort 
seem built for wai , and will hold irom thirty to one hundred men. One 
of lliese, at Tolaga, measured near seventy feet In length, six in width, 
four in depth, sharp at the bottom, and consisted of three lengths, about 
two or three inches thick, and tied firmly together with strong plaiting : 
each side was formed of one entire plank, about twelve inches broad, 
and about an inch and a half thick, which were fitted to the bottom part 
with equal strength and ingenuity. Some few at Mercury Bay and 
Opoorsge, are made of one trunk of wood, hollowed by fire ; but by far 
the greater part are built after the plan above described. The smaller 
boats, used in fisl!iT>fT, arc adorned at head and stern with the figure of a 
man, the eyes of which are composed of the white shells of sea-ears, a 
tongue ui enormous size is thrust out of the mouth, and the whole face

SorTOttoo-pattooe." During these menaces they approached the s up, 
they came alon^T^ide, talking peaceably at intervals, and answering 
whatever questions were asked. Then again their threats w^e renewed, 
till itnacrining the sailors were afraid of them, they began the 
S^Qd danceJn engagement always foUowed, and sometimes continu^ 
Si the firing of anfalTshot repalsid them; at others only tdl tb.y had 
S iated their vengeance by tbrovTing a few stones on board ship 

In the war-dance their motions are numerous, their hmbs are distorted, 
end their faces are agitated. They accompany this dance wiA a song, 
which is sung in concert; every strain ending with a loud and deep 
TiMhTh^T an activity and vigour in their dancing which is ruly 
XiitUeTM^ their idw^Vf kee^i^ time « music lamicb, that sixty or 
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ftighty paddles m\\ strike at once against the sides of their boats, and 
make only one report. 

They fortify all their hippahs, or towns, of which there are several 
between the Bay of Plenty and Queen Charlotte's Sound. In these the 
inhabitants of those parts constantly reside ; but near Tolaga, Tegadoo, 
Hawk's Bay, and Poverty Bay, there are no towns, only single houses at 
a considerable distance apart. On the sides of the hills were erected 
long stages, supplied with darts and stones, which were thought to be 
retreats in time of battle, and on which, from their elevated situation, 
they can combat the enemy with these weapons to great advantage. In 
these repositories they store their drie<l fish and fern-roots. 

They sailed from Cape Farewell on the 31st of March, 1770. On the I9th 
of April they discovered land four or five leagues distant, the southernmost 
part of which was called Point Hicks, in compliment to Mr. Hicks, the 
tirst lieutenant, who made the discovery. Intending to land, they took 
Tupia with them ; and had no sooner come near the shore, than two men 
advanced, as if to dispute their setting foot on shore. They were each 
armed with different weapons. They called aloud, in a harsh tone, wrana 
warra icat, the meaning of which Tupia did not understand. The cap- 
tain threw them beads, nails, and other trifles, which they took up, and 
seamed to be delighted with. He then made signs that he wanted 
water, and used every possible means to convince them that no injury 
was intended. They made signs to the boat's crew to land, on wfiicli 
they put the boat in ; but had no sooner done so, than the two Indians 
came again to oppose them. One of them threw a stone at the boat, on 
which the captain ordered a musket loaded with small shot to be fired, 
which wounding the eldest in the legs, he retired hastily to one of their 
houses which stood at some little distance. The people in the boats 
landed, imagining that the wound which this man had received would 
put an end to the contest ; in this, however, they were mistaken, for ho 
immediately returned with a kind of shield, of an oval figure, painted 
white in the middle, with two holes in it to see through. They advanced 
with great intrepidity, and both discharged their lances at the boat's 
crew, but did not wound any one. Another musket was now fired, on 
which they threw another lance and then took to their heels. The crew 
now went up to the huts, in one of which they found children, who had 
secreted themselves behind some bark. They looked at them, hut 
without their knowing they had been seen ; and having thrown some 
pieces of cloth, ribands, beads, and other things into the hut, took 
several of their lances, and re-embarked into the boat. The name of 
Botany Bay was given to this place, from the large number of plants 
collected by Messrs. Banks and Solander. 

They sailed hence the 6th of May, 1770; at noon were oflf a harbour 
which was called Port Jackson, and in the evening near a bay, to which 
they gave the name of Broken Bay. On the 10th passed a low rocky 
point, which was named Point Stephens, near which was an inlet, 
denominated Port Stephens. 

Coasting this shore till the 10th of June, an accident had nearly 
terminated their voyage fatally. The ship struck on a rock in the night, 
at some distance from the land, and made so much water as to threaten 
to sink every moment, which was only prevented by great exertions and 
the favour of Providence, for nothing else could have saved them. After 
some little examination, they found a small harbour to look at the ship's 
bottom, and there found that the only thing wliich prevented her from 
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sinking was a t«T<?p piece of rock, broken olT and sticking in the largeart 
hole, which impeded the entrance of the water. Here they procured 
tome refreshments, landed the aick and stores, made a variety of ezcur- 
•iOM faj ImMl and wtt«r t*tl» naigHboimng placM, and, f&t Hm finttime^ 
aaw the animal now known as the kangaroo. 

Three Indians visited Tupia's tent on the l^th of July, nvA zfier 
remaining some time, one of them went for two othera, whom he mtro- 
duced by name. Some fish was offered, but they seemed not much to 
regard it, and, tfbr mifag a little, gave the rtnamder to Mr. Baidw'o 
deg. Some ribands ghren then* to which medals were suspended 
round their nocks, were bo changed by pmokp that it was difficult to 
jiulo'o what colour they had been ; and the sinoko had made their skins 
look darker than their natural colour ; from whence it was thought that 
they slept close to their fires, as a prevetttive againat the attng of th« 
noacheioee* Both the atrangers had bones through their noeea^ end » 
piece of hertt tied over the forehead ; and one had an ornament of strings 
round bin arm, and an ele^nt npcklarf ma<!p of shells. Their canoe 
was about ten feet long, and calculated to hold four persons, and when in 
shallow water they moved it by means of poles. Their lances had only 
a single point, end eome of them were berbed with Mi*boiiea. Ob tmr 
14th Mr. Gore shot ooe of the ttoose-ooloersd snhnala ebo?ementioned. 
It chanced to br- u vonnff ort**, weighinrr not more than thirty-eight 
potmds ; but when full grown tliev are as 1 irL^e as h sliPf ji The skin of 
this beast is covered with short tur, and is ul a dark mouse-coluur ; the 
heed end eete are aooiewbat like thoee of a bate: thie coiiMl wae 
dreaeed for dinner, and proved fine eating. The ahip^ crew fed on tartle 
almost every <^r\v, which were finrr thnn thoff eaten in Encr^nnr], owing 
to their being killed beliore their natural fat was wasted aod their juicee 
changed. 

They aiiled henee on IM of Aognal, ItVO, end got thioogh ooe 
one of the chenneb m the reef; happy to be enee more m an open een, 

af^er having been snrroonded by dreadful shoals and rocks for near three 
months, during all which run they had been obliged to keep soundiii^ 
without the intermiBsion of a single minute; a circumstance which it is 
supposed never happened to any ship hot the Endeavour. On the 14th 
iteeind a w e rt erly cooia a to get dght of the l«id,tlMit a passage b etw ee n 
thet Uund and New Guinea might not be missed, if there was any sich 
pa8sa<j;c This day the boats went ont to fish, and met with great suc- 
cess, particolarly in catching cockles, nomc of which wore of such an 
amaaing size as to require the strength of two men to move them. 

Pirefnone 10 tiiehr Imving, CaptdnCoolt displayed the Ihiglieb eokrara, 
and took possession of all the eastdm- eoait of the couiittf, from the 
38th denrcc of sonth latiti:^^ to the present f^pot, by the name of Xcv 
South Wales, for Ins sovereign the King of Great Britain ; upon which 
three volleys of small arms were fired, and answered by an equal number 
from the £odiafonr. They were now at the n ftili iw u oKtreodty of Nmw 
Holland, and had the aatiafaetion of viewing the open sea to the west- 
ward. The north-east entrance of the passage is formed by the main 
land of Now Holland and by a mimber of islands, which look the nam© 
of the Prmce of Wales's Islands, and which Captain Cook imagines niay 
reach to New Guinea. To the passage sailed through Captam Oook 
gave the nemo of EndeatOor atreita. 

New Smith Watos ia a much larger country than any hitherto known, 
MPt deemed 4«eniinent» being larger theft ail £anpe4 «iudi ■ feovo4 
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by the Endeavour having coasted more than two tlMNHmid UbIIm, 99th if 

her track was reduced to a straight Une. It does not appear much in- 
habited ; not above thirty persons being ever seen together but once, 
when those of both sexes and all ages got together on a rock off Botany 
Ba^ to view the ship. The men are well made, of the middle aize» and 
active in a hi^h degree ; but their Yoices are soft eten to effeminacyi 
Their colour is chocolate, but so covered with dirt as to look almost as 
black as neg^roes. The women were seen only at a distance, as the men 
constantly left them behind. The chief ornament of these people is the 
bone throat through the nose, whieb the eailota wbiiiwically termed their 
apritsail-yard : but besides this they wore necklaces formed of shells, 
small cord tied twice or thrice round the arm, between the elbow and the 
shoulder, and a string of plaited human hair round the waist. Their huts 
ere built with small rods, the two ends of which wore fixed into the 
grotind, so as to form the figore of an oven, and coi^ered with pieees of 
bark and palm leaves. The door, which is only high enough to sit up*: 
right in, is opposite to the fire place ; they sleep with their heeU turned 
rp toward their heads, and even in ♦hia posture the hnt will not liold more 
than four people. The^ feed on the kangaroo, on several kinds of birds, 
on yams, and various kuds of fruit ; bot the principal article of sobsis« 
tence is fish. Their method of producing fire is singular ; having wroo|^ 
one end of a stick into an obtuse point, they place this point upon a piece 
of dry wood, and turning the upright slick very fast backward and for* 
ward between their hands, the firo is soon produced. ^ * -.IJ 

They mske use of spears or lances v but these arO tery differentljr 
constructed : those seen in the southern parts of the countify had four 
prongs, pointed wi'h bone, and barbed ; those in the northern parts have 
only one point ; the shafts of different lengths, from eight to fourteen 
faet, are made of the stalk of a plant not unlike a bulrush, and consist 
of several joints lot into each other, and tied together. They make use 
of shields made of the bark of .tree^ of abotpl eighteen inches broad 
and three feet long. Many trees were seen from which the bark had 
been taken, and others on which the shields were cut out, but not taken 
away. The canoes are formed by hollowing out the trunk of a tree ; 
and it Was oonjeetorsd, that this opsration must have bsen performed 
by fire, as they did not appear to have any instrument proper for the par- 
.pose. The canoes are in length about fourteen feet, and so narrow that 
they would be frequently overset, but are provided with outriggers. Tho 
natives low them with paddles, using both hands in that employment. 

They now held a liOrdiv^aitf eo«lM0««|ibm striit of land, till the 3d of 
September. On tbe 6th passed two 'snlalf islands ; on the 9th they saw 
what had the appearance of land, and the next morning were convinced 
it was Timor Laoet. On the 16th they had sight of the little island called 
Kotte, and the same day saw the I:>land of Savu, at a distance to the 
southward of Timor, whers, havmg oblained necoasary refreshments, 
Captain Cook prenared again for sailing. 

Savu is situated in 10 degrees 35 minutes south latitude, and 237 de- 
grees 30 minutes west longitude, and has hitherto been very little known, 
or very imperfectly described. Its lengili is between twenty and thirty 
miles. The haiboor m which the ahip lay was called Seba, frtmt a dis^ 
trict of the country so denominated; and tlmre MO two other bays on 
different pirts of the island. ^ 

The natives are rather below the middle stature, their hair black snd 
straight, and persons of ail ranks, as well those that are exposed to the 
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weather M'UKMe thai'aie nol* have one general complexion, which is 
dark brown. The men are well formed anJ sprightly, and their features 
differ much froju each other : the women, on the contrary, have all one 
set of leaiurea, and are very short and broad buil^ The dreaaof the 
former cooaiaU of two piccea of cotton cloth, odo of which ia boond round 
the middle, and the lower edge being drawn pretty tight between the 
legs, the upper edge is Icfi loose, 80 as to form a kind of pocket, m which 
they carry knives and other thing* ; the other piece being passed under 
the former, on the back of the wearer, the enda of it are caiiied over the 
ahooldera, and tucked into the pocket before. The women draw the 
nppcr edge of the piece round the waist tight, while the lower, dropping 
to fhe ktiefs, makes a kind of petticoat : the other piece of cloth is fas- 
tened across the breast and under the arms. This cloth, which ia manu- 
factured by the natives, is died bloe while in the yam. • 

The island conaiata of five diviaions, each of which has a raja, or chief 
governor, of its «wil. These are called Time, Massars, Regeeaa, I*aai, 
and Snba. It was on this last division that our English adventurers went 
on shore, the raja of which was between thirty and forty years of age, 
and remarkable for his corpulency. He govema his people with the moat 
abaolote anthority, but takea on him very little of the parade or pomp of 
toyalty. The inhabitants are divided into five ranks ; the rajas, the land- 
owners, manufacturers, labourers, and slaves ; the land-owners arc re- 
spected in proportion to the extent of their lands and the number of . 
their slaves, which last are bought and eold with the estates to which 
they belong; but when a alavo is bought separately, a fat hog is the 
price of tho purchase. Though a man may sell his slave in this manner, 
or co'.wey him with his lands, yet his power over him extends no farther, 
for he must not even strike him without the raja's permission. A few 
years ago the Dutch East India company made an agreement with the 
aevera] rajaaof the island, by which it waa covenanted, that a quantity 
of rice, maize, and calevances should be annually furnished to the Dutch, 
who, in return, supply the rajas with arrack, cutlery wares, linen, silk, 
and some other things. Small vessels, each of which is manned by ten 
Indians, are sent from Timor to bring away the maize and calevances, 
and a ship which brings tho articlea which are furnished by tho Dutch 
receives the rice on board once a year ; ami t!iere being three baya on 
the coast, this vessel anchors in each of -them in its turn, 

The Endeavour sailed the 2Ut of September, 1770, and bent her courrf 
westward. In the afternoon of this day a little flat island was discovered 
in 10 degrees 47 mtnotea sooth latitude, and 388 degrees 28 minutes 
west longitude, which has not been laid down in any of the charts hitherto 
published. They made considerable way, till at length, by the assistance 
of the sea breezes, they came to an anchor in the road of Batavia, At 
this place they found a number of large Dut<;h> vessels, the Harcourt 
Bast Indiaman from England, which had lost her passage to Qhinay and 
two ships belonging to the private trade of our India company. 

Tupia had been till this time very dangerously ill ; Mr. Banks now 
sent for him to his house, in the hope that he might recover his health. 
While in the ship, and even after he was put into the boat, he waa radis* 
posed and low-apirited in tlie utmost degree ; but the moment he came 
ttlto the town, his whole frame appeared -oanimated. Tiie houses, the car- 
riages, the people, and many other objects, were totally new to him, and 
astonishment Jtook possession of his features at sights so wonderlul ; but 
If 7*upi* waa asU^oiahed at the scene, his boy, Tayota, was pcrffct^ ««o- 
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raptured, dancing along the street in an ecstasy of joy, and examining the 
several object^ as the^ presented themselves wiih the most earnest in* 
^uisitiTeoMt and eiunosikj. Nothing struck Topia to moch as the ¥trietjf 
of dresses worn by the inhabitants of Batavia: he inquired the reason^ 
and being informed that the people were of a variety of nations, and that 
all were dressed according to the mode of their own country, he requested 
permission to follow the fashion : this request being readily complied 
with, a person was despatched to the ship lor some Sooth Sea doth, with 
which he soon clothed Jumself in the dress of the inhabitants of Otahttte. 

After little more than a week, the ill eflfects of the climate began to be 
severely felt. Dr. Solander and Mr. Banks were indisposed with fevers ; 
Mr. lianks's two servants were exceedingly ill ; the Indian boy, Tayota, 
had an inflammation on his longs ; and Tupia was so ImuI, that his life 
was despaired of. Tayota paid the debt of nature on the 9th of this 
aionth : and poor Tupia fell a victim to the ravages of his disorder, and 
lo his ^ief for the deceased Tayota. When the latter was lirbt seized 
with the fatal disorder, he seemed sensible of his approaching end, and 
frequeutly said to those about him, TyaumaUt " My mends, I am dying 
he waa very tractable, and took any medicines that were offered to bun ; 
they were both buried in the Island of Edam. Since the arrival of the 
ihip, every person belonging to her had been ill, except the snilinakcr, 
who was more than seventy years old ; yet this man got drunk every day 
while they remained there. The Endeavour buried seven of her people 
— ^Topia and his boy, three of the sailors, the servant of Mr. Green, the 
astronomer, and die snxgeoo ; and, at the time of the vesscrs sailing, 
forty of the crew were sick, and the rest 80 enfeebled by their late illness 
as to be scarcely able to do their duty. 

The town of Batavia is situated in 6 degrees 10 minutes south latitude, 
and 106 degrees 50 minotes east longitude. It is built on the hank of 
a laige bay, something more than twenty miles from the. Strait of Sunda, 
on the north side of the Island of Java, in low boggy ground. Several 
small rivers, which rise forty miles up the country in the mountains of 
Blacuen Berg, discharge themselves into the sea at this place, having first ' 
intersected Uie town m diffiBrent directions. There are wide canals of 
nearly stagnated water in ahnost every street, and as the banks of these 
canals are planted with rows of trees, the eflfect is veij agreeable ; but 
they combine to render the air pestilential. 

The method of building their houses seems lo have been taught them 
by the climate. On the nonnd floor there is no room bat a large hall, a 
corner of which is parted off for the transaction of business ; the hall has 
two doors, which are commonly left open, and are opposite each other, 
so that the air passes freely through the room, in the middle of which 
there is a court, which at once increases the draft of air and ailords light 
to the hall ; the stairs, which are at one ccnner, lead to laigo and lofty 
apaitmentai above. . The female slaves are not permitted to ait in any 
plac0 but in the alepf 9 formed by the court ; and thia ia the usual dining 
place of the family. 

The environs of the town have a very pleasing appearance, and would, 
in almost any o^er country, be an enviable situation. GarcuBns and 
houses occupy ,^e.covntrf for several qiilee. For the space of more than 
Uiirty miles around the l^nd is totally flat, except in two places, on one 
- of wliich the governor's country seat is built, and on the other they hold 
a large market ; but neither of tliese places are higher than ten yards 
from the level of the plaip. At forty mi^es from the^ town the land 
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into hills, and the air is purified in a great degree : to this distance in 
Talids are sent bj their ph^siciana, when every oUier prospect of recovery 
lu» failed, and the expentnent saeeeeds in sIiiiobI every initeaee ; btti 
they no sooner return to town than t^eir former disorders recur. 

The fruits of this country are near forty in number, and of each of thes^ 
there are several species. Pinp-rpple^ grow in such ahundaricp thnt they 
may be purchase, at the first hand, for the value oi au English farthing. 
The Batavtana strew an ivmenee onmbor of flowert aboot tfaoir faooaea, 
and are almost always buming some aromatie woods and gmns. The 
sweet-scented flowers of this coimtry are Terf nnmetOQe» niany-of which 

are totally unknown in En^^lnnfl. 

The Ibiand of Javu producea goaLe, sheep, hogs, buffaloes, and horses. 
The quantity of fish taken is astonishingly great, and alt ^e kinds are 
fine food, except a few which are very scares ; yet such is the pride of 
the inhabitants, that these few scarce sorts are sold at hfrrh rates, whife 
those that are plentiful are sold for a mere trifle, nor are ihey eaten but by 
the slaves. There is abundance of poultry, as excellent of their kinds aa 
those of England ; tarkeyaare immoderately dear, and pigeons not mneh 
lees so ; but geese, ducks, and fine large fowls are altogether as cheap. 

On the 27lh of December, 1770, the Endeavour left the road of Bata- 
via, and, as many of the ship's crew, who had been very ill while at 
Batavia, were now become much worse, the vessel was brought to an 
anchor in the afternoon of the 5th, near Princess Island. A stay of ten 
days occurred here, during which they purchased vegetables of varions 
kinds, fowls, dt er, and tuiile; the anchor was we^lMd, and the ▼eeael 
once more put to sea. 

After a passage in which they lost twenty-three moio officers and men, 
the ship was brought to an anchor off the Cape of Oood Hope on the 
15th of March, 1771. The captain repaired mrtmtly to the governor^ 
who snid, that such refreshments as the country supplied shonVl hp cheer- 
fully granted him ; on which a house was hired for the sick, who were 
to ha?e board and lodging for two shillings a day, each person. 

Cape Town consists of near a thousand brick-honsse, the ontetdee of 
which being generally plastered, they have a Tery pleasinjf appearance. 
There is a canal in the main street, with two rO'.vs of oak trTs on '(s bor- 
ders, which are in a more flouristjing state than the other trees of this 
' country ; the streets, which cross each other at right angles, are very 
■padons and handsome. Hie inhabitants are chiefly Dutchf or of Butch 
extraction : the women are pleasing in a high dsffree. The air is so 
pure and salubrious, that a sick person, who goes thither from Europe, 
often recovers his health in a short time ; bat those who bring diseases 
from the East Indies have not an equal chance of recovery. Although 
the country is naturally so barren as scarcely to produce anything, yet 
the indi -try of its inhabitants has so effectually combated the hrad of 
nature, that there are few places v;?here the nrcessaries of life are moro 
plentiful ; and even what are generally dcemfid luxuries are by no means 
scarce. Hie Constantia wine is known to be excellent, but the genuine 
Ro t is made only at one particular vineyard, a fcw niiles from the town. 
The gardens produce many sorts of European and Indian fruits, and 
almost all the common kind of vegetables. The cultivated fields yield 
wheat and barley of etjual quality with that of England. The sheep have 
tails of a very extraordinary size, many of which weigh upward of a 
dozen pounds ; the meat of this animal, aa well as of the ox, is TOiy fino 
fii^ : the wool of the sheep isiather of the haiiy kllidi atid die hovw of

Ihe black cattle spread much wider than those of England, while the beast 
himself is handsomer and lighter made. The cheese has a very indiffe- 
rent flavour, but the butter is extremely good. The pork is nearly the 
same as that of Europe ; and there is an abundance of goats, but iho mha- 
bitants do not eat their flesh. The country abounds m hares altogether 
like those of England ; there are several species of the antelope, plenty 
of bustards, and two kinds of quails. . » 

The Dutch company have a garden at the extremity of he high street, 
which is more than half a mile in length, in the centre walk of which are 
a number of fine oak trees. A small part of this garden is covered with 
botanical plants, but all the rest is allotted to the production of the com- 
mon vegetables for the kitchen : the whole is divided into squares by the 
form of its walks, and each square is fenced in by oaks cut into small 
hedges. There is a menagerie of beasts and birds, many of them known 
in Europe, at the upper end of this garden ; and among the rest is the 
kadou, a beast not less than a horse, which has those curious spiral 
horns that have frequently found a place in the cabmets of the curious. v> 
'^'The native inhabitants of this country are usually dressed in a sheep- 
skin thrown across the shoulders, and a little pouch before, to which is 
fixed a kind of belt, ornamented with bits of copper and beads : round 
the waists of the women is abroad piece of leather, and nngs of the same 
round their ancles ; a few wear a kind of shoe made of the bark of a tree, 
but the major part go barefqpted ; both sexes adorn themselves with 
bracelets and necklaces made of beads. None of these people reside at 
a less distance than four days' journey from Cape Town, except a num- 
ber of the poorer sort, who look after the cattle belonging to the Datch 
farmers, and are employed in various other menial oflices. Most o tne 
Hottentots speak the Dutch language, without anything remarkable m 
their manner ; yet, when they converse in their native language, they 
frequently stop, and make a clucking with their tongues, which has a 
most singular and ridiculous efl-ect to the ears of a stranger ; and, exclu- 
sive of this clucking, their language itself is scarcely sounded arUcuUtely. 
They are modest to the utmost degree, and, though fond of singing and 
dancing can hardly be prevailed on to divert themselves with their lavou- 
rite aniusements before strangers : both their singing and dancing axe 
alternately quick and slow in the utmost extreme. Some understand the 
an of smelting and preparing copper, with which they make pl^tes and 
wear them on their foreheads as an article of finery. 1 hey are also capa- 
ble of making knives, superior to those they can purchase of the Uutch,* 
from whom they procure the iron. .„ , , 

They are so dexterous in throwing stones, that they wUl hit a mark, 
not larger than a crown-piece, at the distance of a hiindred yards. 1 hey 
are likewise expert in the use of arrows and of the lance called an assa- 
gay, the points of which they poison, sometimes with the venom ol a 
serpent, and sometimes with the juice of particular herbs, so that a wound 
received from either is almost always mortal. , r a* w ^ 

Quitting the cape, they came to an anchor off the Island of St. lleiena ^ 
May 1st, and on the 4th the Endeavour sailed from the road of St. rtelena, ^ 
together with the Portland man-of-war and several sail of Indiamen. 

On the 23d lost sight of all the ships in company, and in the altemoon 
of the same day Mr. Hicks, the first lieutenant, died of a consumption, 
with which he had been afflicted during the whole voyage. iNo smg e 
occurrence worth recording happened from this time till the ship came to 
tn anchor m the Downs, on the 12th of June following.

Os the 13ih of Jnly, 1712, the two ships sailed fromPhmouth Sound : 
atid on the erenui^ of ti)« 2Btk aBcfaoreik in rimchiale Koad, in th« Xilantii 
of Madeira. 

Oa the 9th of Auguat flinde Uie Mnd nf Booafiaik The next daj 
paeeed the late of M iqn> on our right ; and the aamo Ofoauwaachorad in 

Por( Praya, in the Tsland of St. Jago On the 29th ofOctohcr they 
luatle the land oi the Cape oi Good Hope. Having finished their busjoess 
here, and taken leaTe of the governor and ^ome ouiers of liie chief officers, 
who, with obliging mattDon, had gtyea av<iy utkHntt^ oa the yij 
of November Mreighed, with the wnd aft aeith-bj-west. In the morning 
Of the 10th of December made the signal for the Adventaie to make saS 
and leid. At eight o'clock saw an island of ice to the westward, being 
then in the latitude of 60 degiees 40 mmutes 80Ut4i| and longitude ^ 
dle^ees eaet of the Ca|pa«f€h>ad Hope. 

On fha 9th of Fobraary, when the weaUier cleared tip^ they coidd aeo 
several lenfrues round, and founf! ih?\t the Adventure wns not within the 
limits of rheir horizon. At ten o'clock of the 25th of March, the land 
of New Zealand was seen from the mast-head, and at noon from the 
deck, extending from qoithiO M» hy «eMt to aait, dietaat taaleyoi. After 
rnnning about two I^iguea up JDkisky Bay^aad |Hnrffiiig tfiTftnT thaialfo 
which lay in it, they brotight to, hoisted out two boats, and anchored in 
fifly fathoms water, so near the shore as to reach it with & haw&or. 
This was on Friday, the 26th of Marci>, at tiuee in the afternoon, after 
having bean] 117 daye at eaa, ia whieh tioia they had seilad 3600 leagues, 
without having once sight of land. 

On the 27th, nt nine o'cbck in the morning, got under sail with a light 
breeze at south-west, and working over to Fickersgill harbour, entered it 
by a channel scarcely twice the width of the ship ; and in a small creek 
moorad hetd aad itarok aa iieir tha ahoie tm to raedi it with a brow or 
atage, which naitlire hudia a mmnor prepared in a large tree, whose end or 
* <top reached the gunwale. In the evening they had a t>hort interview with 
three of the natives, one man and two wonoen. They were the first that 
discovered themeelvea on the north-east point of Indian Island,, named 
00 on thio ocdttoii : tha mtahillooMd to thom^ . He atoQd with hlo cfaih 
in his hand upon Vam pomt of a rock, and bcihmd, at tha afcirta of the 
wood, stood the two women, each with a spear. The man could not 

*help discovering great signs of ft ar when they approached the rock with 
fm the boat. He, however, stood him ; uor did he move to take uu some 
thiiiga they'thfow hin'aehoiaw Aft length Captain, Cook laadedt went 

■ ap uid embraced hinii and presented him with such articles as at onaa 
dissipated his fears. Presently after they were joined by the two women, 
the other gentlemen, and some of the seamen. After this they spent 
about half an hour in chit-chat, httie understood on either aide, in which 
the youngest of the two women bore by far the greatest share. This 
oeoia io iwl one of the seamen to eaa, that woman did not want tongue

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Amu llw Cape of CkwUHope* went with them neit morning to

The country is f'Xi;ceiiinaly mountf iiious, not onlv abuut Duskv Biy, 
but throughout ail the southern part oi this westeru coast oi i uvdi i^oe* 

iiamaoo. Bnt the tend bofdering on the «eft-^BOMt> md idl tho islands, 
aro tibickly clothed with wood, almoat down lo lha «rator*o edge. The 

trcps nre of various kind?, such as are common to other parts of thid 
coiuurv, and are fit for the shipwright, housc-c.irpenter, cabinet-mnker, 
and many other uses. Except on the Kiver 1 Lames, there is not liner 
timber in all Now Zealand. What Basky Bay abound* with is Ush ; a 
boot with six or eight men* with hooka and lines, caught daily sofflcieot 
to s rve the whole ship's company* Of this article tho variety ia almost 
equal to tho plentv. » 

The shell-fish are muscles, cockles, scallops, cray-hsh, and many other 
sorts. yThe only amphihioas aoimale aro seals*; thoso are to ho found 
in ^at numbers about this bay, on the ^mall rocks and islea near the esa* 
coast. After leaving Dusky Bay, they directed course along-shore 
for Queen Charlotte's Sound, where they ejcprcteJio lii d liie Adventure. 
The wind having returned to the west, they resumed thcii course to the 
east; and at daylight tho next morning (bemg tho 16th) appeared off 
Queen Charlotte's Sound, and discovered thair consort tbo Adf^ntora 
by the signals she made, an rvent which every one felt with an agrce.iblo 
satisfaction. Enriy in the mornuig of the 24th sent iMr. Gilbert, the 
master, to sound about the rock discovered in the entrance of the sound. 
Cook, aocomfNuiiod by Captain Fvmoans and Mr> Forstar, want in a 
boat to the west baf on a shooting party. .On tbeir way, niet a iaiga 
canoe, in which were fourteen or fifteen people. One of the first ques- 
tion>^ they asked was for Tupia, the person brought from Otaiieito on the 
iormoi voyage ; and they seemed to express S4Mne concern when toid ha 
was dead. These people raadh tho same inquiry of Captain Forneaax 
when he first arrived, and, on> returning to the ship in the evening, they 
were told that a canoe had been alongside, the people in which stemcd 
to be stranger.s, and who also inquirp<) for Tupia. On the iJd of June, 
the ships being nearly ready to put to sea, they sent on shore, on the 
aifat side of tho sonnd, two goats, male and ^male. Captain Fiuueaoz 
also pat on ebone,' in Cannil»i Gove, a hoar and two breeding sows ; so 
that they had reason to hope this country would in timo be stocked with 
these animal?, if not destroyed by the natives before they became wild, 
ibr afterward they will be ia no danger. 

On the 7th of June, at four in the marttia|^ weighed and pot to sea, 
with the AdTontore in eompany. On tho 11th of August, at daybreak, 
liad was seen to the south. This, upon a nearer approach, was found 
to be an island of about two leagues in extent, in the direction of north- 
west and south-east, and clotlied with wood, above which the cocoa nut 
trees showed their lofty heads. It lies in tlie latitude of 17 degrees 34 
mmutoe, longitude 141 degrees 39 aikHitea weat, and was eattad, altar 
the namoof the ship, Rea^ulion Island. 

At daybreak, the next inorniivT, (?i^'covered land right ahead, distant 
about two miles, i'hie peeved pother of these low or hah-diowned 
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idltfids, dr rather a large coral shoal of about twenfy leagues in circuit. 
A very small part of it was land, which consisted of little isles ranged 
along the north aide, and connected by aand-baoks and breakers. Tiiia 
island wu named tftvr Captain Fanmnx. 1^ mm nuKmiiig, at four 
o*clock, made aail, and at daybreak saw another of theae low island*, 
situated in the latitude of 17 degrees 4 minutes, longitude 144 dcrrreea 
30 minutes west, which obtained the name of Adventure Island. M. de 
Bougainville very pro;>erly caila this cluster of low oversowed i&les the 
Dangerous Aichipclago. 

On the 16th, at fiv« o*clock in the moming, saw Oanabnrgh lalaadt w 
Maitea, discovered by Captain Wallis. At daybreak found themselves 
not more than half a league from the reef of Otaheite. A number of the 
inhabitants came oS in canoea from different parts, brinffing a little fish, 
a few cocoa nutSi and other fruits, which they ezchangea for iiaila, beads, 
^c. The most of them knew Captain Cook again, aad maoy inquired 
for Mr. Banks and 'othera who ware iheio befoie ; but not one asked 
for Tnpia. 

The next morning, bemg the i7ih, they anchored in Oaiti-pUia Bay, 
in twelve fathoms water, about two cables* length from the shore. It 
was not tiH now that any one inquired after Tojoia, and then b«t two or 

three. As soon as they learnt the cause of his death, they were quite 
aaiisficd ; indrcd it did not appear that it would have caiised a moment's 
uneasiness m the breast of any one, had his death been occasioned by 
any other means than by sicknesa ; as Uttle inquiry was made after 
AqCoqvoq, the man who went «way with M. de BongainviUe. Bot they 
were continually asking for Mr. Banks, and several otiiera who were in 
the former voyage. These people said, that Tontaha. the refrent of the 
greater Peninsula of Olaheite, had been killed in a battle which was 
fought between the two kingdoms about five months before, and that 
Otoo was the reigning prince. Toboorai Tamaide, and several mor» 
friends about Matavai, fell in this hattle, as also a great number of com- 
mon people ; but at present peace ^^uhRi^t^d hclweenthe two kingdoms. 

Before they got to an anchor in Maiavai Bay, their decks were crowd- 
ed with the uauves ; many of whom the captun knew, and almost 
all of thorn knew hin. On the 27th Otoo, attended by » nomeroaa 
tcain, parid thsm a Ineit. He fitist sent into the ship a latjge qaantity of 
cloth, fruits, a hoir, o^d two large fish ; and, after some persuasion^ came 
aboard himself, with his sister, a younger brother, and several more of 
his attendants. To all of them wero made presents ; and after breakfast 
the eaptain took the king, hia atster, and as many mora aa he- had raoM* 
for, into his boat, and carried them home to Oparee. He had no sooner 
landed than he was met by a venerable old lady, the mother of the late 
Toutaha. She seized both his hands, and burst into a flood of tears, 
saying, Toutaha Tiyo no Toulee incUty TmUaha — (Toutaha, your inend, 
or the frieod of Cook, is dead.) Captahi Pomeaux preaented the king 
witii two fine goats, male and female, which, if taken care of, will am 
doubt mnliiply. Soon after they were conducted to the theatre, and 
entertained with a dramatic beava, or play, in which were both dancing 
and comedy. Tlie performers were five men anu ono woman, who was 
no lees a perseif than tho king's sister. The moeic conaisted of tbreo 
drums only t it liated about an hear and a half or two hours, and npoa 
the whole was well conducted. It was not possible to find out the mr^an- 
ing of the play.* It npparently diftorp,d in nothni^r, iliat is, in the manner 
of acting it, from those at UJietea in fche formsr voyage. The dancing- 
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idreit of the lady wis more el^gnt than iiqr Men there, by being decorated 
•with long tasseia, made of feathers, hanging from tht^ waist downward. 

On the 1st of September the ships unmoored. Some hourti before 
they got under tail, a young man, whose name was pMeo, came and de- 
rived the captain wodd tain him with fain ; wh* « M M e rt 6d > thiiiBia# fat 
might be of service on iMM occasion. As soon as they irme clear of the 
bay, they directed their course for the Island of Huaheine, and made it the 
next day. At daylight, in the mornina of the made s;iii for the harbour of 
Owharre, in which the iiesoiution anchored aiK>ut ame o'clock, m 
twOBt^^flor fatkoni w«tmr. Thegoodteli«iiief;ONO,mBdotfaeitt a viail 
early m the moming on the 5ih, together with somo of his friends, bring- 
ing a hog and some fruit, for which they made him a snitable return. He 
carried his kindness so far, as not to fail to send every day the very best 
of ready-dressed fruit and roots, and in great plenty. Before they (|ait- 
tod OiaBilattd, Captdn Fiarneaiis i gg o ed lo Tocobe on board bio tfaip a 
yovDg man named Omai, a native of Ulietea, where he had some pfi^ 
petty, of which he hnd been dispossessed by the people of Bohiboht. 

They now made sail for Ulietea. Arriving olf the harbour oi Ohama- 
neno at the close of. the day, they spent the aight waiciag short tacks. 
Next nMining they paid a nnnal vbii to Ofee» the chief of dna put of 
4ho lilo, conrying the n e c eioi i y praaonto. They went through a lort of 
ceremony at landing, but were at once condncted to him. He was seat- 
ed in his own house, which stood near the water-side, where he ;ind his 
friends receivt^d theai with great cordially. He expresBed tuucii aatis- 
ftd&Mi at seeing the captain afain, and doskod. they might oxohange 
aflnes ; this is the strongest nMurk of friendship they can show to a otfai> 
ger. He inquired after Tupia, and all thefontiomeii,b|]raanie,^wkowoiO 
with him when he first visited the island. 

After leaving lihetea, they steered to the west, inelinmg to the south, 
to get elearof thetiaotoof foii s i nairigatoia, and to got into the lalitndo 
of me Islands ef If iddlehurg and Amstenlam. - At tsvoo^oloQk,'P. M., oa 
the 1st of October, made Middleburg, bearing west-south-west. In the 
meantime, two canoes, each conducted by two or three men, came boUily 
alongside ; and some of them entered the ship without hesitation. Aa 
ooott as alt wore on- board, they made sail down to AmtotdoBL The 
people of Ihis isle were m little afraid, that some mot them in thioo 
canoes abont taidway between the two isles^. PtTr. Forster and his party 
spent the day in the country botanizina; ; and several of the ofiicers were 
out shooting. . All of them were very civiUy treated by the natives. They 
had also a briiik tiado for bananoos^ ooooa wa^ ^mns, pigs, and lowlo) 
all of whieh wens piooaTed for naib and pieees of cloth. A boat lion 
each ship was employed in tradin^x ashore, and brirpnrr off their cargoes 
as soon as they were iadcn, which was generally m a short time By 
this method they got, cheaper, and with less trouble, a good quantity of 
fruit, as well as othar lofi ies h ments, iirom people who ud no canoes to <% 
can^ them off to the ihbs. 

These islands were first discovered by Captain Tasman, in January, 
1643, and by him called Amsterdam and Middleburg. But the former is 
called by the natives Ton-ga-ta-boo, and the latter Ba^oO'wee. Middle* 
burg, or Banewee, whieh is the southernmost, is about ten leagues in 
oiioait, and of n. heisht rufficieni to be seen twdm loagnos. The skirto 
of this isle are mostly taken up in the plantations ; the soath-west and 
north-west sides eepeefally. The interior parts are bnt little cultivated, 
0Miv^t.Te]:/.iil^for. fiuiUvaiioxL IDela aimhsa^ge, named Epgitah Road» 
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b«mg the flrst who anchored there, is on ib« north-west side, in Tatitnde 
21 degrees 20 minutes anii 30 seconds south. 1 he ntUod is shaped some- 
tbiog like aniMMties triangle, the longest ndet wlMt«BfftteM?eo league* 
•m, and the ■hatteii four. It Ika nearly in tho direciitn^of .caai-swilb- 
east and west-Dorth-west ; is nearly ail of an equal height, rather loii^ 
not exceeding sixty or eightv feet above the level of the sea. 

Amsterdan^ or Tongataboo, i» wholly laid out m piantations, in which 
planted lome of the richest productions of nature, such as bread fruit, 
ffocM mt treM» pbttUin*, banMoat^ ■baddoefca, yams, tnd mom other 
roots, sugir-oano, and a fruit like a nectarine, called by Ftghegea^ and at 
Otaheite Aheet^a ; m short, here are most of the articles «^ioh iko iSoeiely 
Islands produce, besides sotae which they have not. 

The lanes or roads necessary for travelliag are laid out in so judicious 
• mauiier, aa to open a free aad ea^eommimieatumliiniiODepart of the 
ialaiHl to the other. Here are no towns or villages ; most of thftheosee 
are huilt in the phntations, with no other order than wh«t conveniency 
requires ; tbey are neatly constructed, but do not exceed those in the 
other. isles. The msiterials of which they are built ate the same; and 
•eoie Uttie variatieA in the disposition of the fmnung ia ettith* diSsieiice 
in tbek eemirDCtloii. * They eavr no domestic animals bat hogs and fowls : 
the former are of ihc same sort a? al the other isles in this sea ; hut the 
latter arc fnr ^upt^rior, bcnii^ <is large ds any iu Europe, and tlieir ilcs.li 
€<}ually good, li not better. Thc^ saw no dogs, and beheve lliey have 
nonei ae they weie eieeedingly deaireni nf thoee on boevd. Cook'e friend, 
Aitago, was complimentted with a dog and a bitch, the one from New 
Zealand, the other from Uiietea. The name of a dog with them is kooree 
or goorcc, the same as at New Zealandi which shows that they are not 
wholly strangers to them. .-'^wv;.'.. n r. ■i./r 

^sTfae two reeaeb.whiflh'eerapoie the donUe eanee «te each nhont ebty 
eh.aeventy fset kmg, and four or fife btead in the middie, and each end 
terminates nearly in a point. Two swh vessels are fastened together, 
parallel to each other, about six or seven iett asunder, by strong cross- 
beams secured by bandages to the upper part of the risings. Over these 
heame and othera* which nve anpported by etanchiene iited on the hediea 
of the canoes, im Jaid a boeMied platAmn. All the |Mrte which fwwipoee 
the doubln canoe are made as btronp' and li^rht the nature of the work 
will admit, and may be immcr^ed in wd'er t.o the very platform without 
bemg m danger of blling. j>ior is it possible, under any circumstances 
whatever, ^fiir them to amk, ao Umg as they hold together. Thoe they 
ara not only ▼eaaela of burden, bni fit for distant nangatioB. They are 
rigged with one mnst, -^vith steps upon the platform, nnd can easily be 
raised or taken down ; and are sailed with a latleen sail, or triangular one, 
extended by a lon^ yard, which is a httle bent or crooked. Their work- 
ing tods are moB of atone, hone, abells, aa nt the other islands, 
^nieir knowledge of the utility of iron was no nore than anfikieat to tearh 
them to prefer nails to beads and such trifles : some, bat very few, would 
exchanire a pig for a large nail or a hatchet. Old jackets, shirts, cloth, 
and even rags, were in more esteem than the best edge-tool ; conae^ently^ 
they got btit-few axea bnt what were given as presents. . > i ^ • os 

Both men and women are of a eommon aiie with Eyiupeaaa, attd tbeil 
colour is that of a lightish copper, and more naifenalty ao<4han among the 
inhabitants of Otaheite and the Society Isles, • a: 

t«K^he women are the merriest creatures they ever, -met with, and will 
q ha tl yig wilhent the least invitation, or considering whetiisr ihey 
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are nn^cTBtood, provider] onn docs but seem pleased with them. In go 
nernl they appeared to be modMt ; although ther« wo BO wifeit of those 
of a different stamp. ' ' 

III the aflemooii, dii tiie tth of Oeloiber, vmSe the TfliiDd ef PilatafftL 

This island, which was also ditcovered hy Tasman, is situated in the 

latitude of 22 defrrees 26 minutes south, longitnde 175 degrees 59 minutes 
west. On the Slstmade the land of New Zealaiid; atnoonTable Oipe 
here west, distant eight or ten leagues. November 'Zd a gaie abated, and 
was eneeeeded by a fevp houia^'calin ; after that a breeze sprung up at 
Mirth-weat, with which they 'weighed and ran up into Ship Gove, where 
they (lid not find the Adventure, which had separated a day or two before 
from not observing a signal, as was expected in Queen Cha<iotte*e 
Sound. 

In the aflenioon smne of the officers went on shore to amnee then* 
selres among the natives, where they saw the head and bowele of a youth, 

V. lio had lately been killed, lying on the beach, and the heart stuck on a 
forkpcl stick, which wag fixed to the head of one of the largest canoes. 
One oi the gentlemen bought the head and brought it on board, where a 
)nece of the fleeh' was broSed and eaten by one of the natiies, befora all 
the officers and most of the men That the New Zealanders are etuni^ 

bals, can nnw no lontrer he doubted. 

On the 25th, early m thn morning, they weighed, wiih a small breeze, 
out of ttic cove. On the 26th took their departure from Gape Palliser, 
and steered to the sooth, inclining to tbe east, having a ftiTOuniMe gale 
from the north-west and south-west. At f(Hir o'clock, 12th of December, 
being in the latitude of 62 degrees 10 minutes south, longitude 172 de- 
grees west, saw the first ice island, 11 J degrees farther south than the 
iirst ice seen on the preceding year, after leaving the Cape of Good 
Hepe. The I7th, falling in with a quantity of loose ice, they hoisted M 
Iwe boats ; and by noon got on board as mad^ an they oeaM manage. 
The clear weather, and the wind veering to north-west, tempted them td - 
steer south ; which course they continued till seven in the morning of 
the 20th, when the wind changing to north-east, and the sky becoming 
elooded, Ihey hanled np aooth-east. In the afternoon the wind Inefeeeed 
to a stMMg gale, attended with a thick fog, snow, sleet, and rain. The 
ringing at this time was so loaded with ice that they had pnonn-h to da 
to (jet the topsails down to double the reef. January Is^, the wmd re- 
maiued not long at east, but veered round by the south to west ; blew 
fresh, attended with show ebowers. In the ereniiiff, being in the latitnde 
of 'M degrees 89 minutes south, passed two istanos of ice ^ after which 
law no more till they sfond nrrnin to the south. 

On the 30th, at four o'clock ni the morning, perceived the cloud'? over 
the horizon to the south to be of an unusual snow-white brightness, which 
they knew denounced their approteb to field-ice. 

Captain Cook here saye: ** I will notiay it wae impossible aoywheie 
to get farther to the south ; but the attempting it would have been a danger- 
ous and rash enterprise, and whnf, F helieve, no man in my situation would 
have thought of. It was, indeed, my opinion, as well as the opinion of 
most on board, that this ice extended quite to the pole, or perhaps joined 
te eome land, to which it had been fited from the earlieat time ; and that 
it is here (that is, to the south of this parallel) where all the ice we find 
scattered up and down to the north is first formed, and afterward broken 
•off by gales of wind, or other causes, and brought to the north by the 
currents, which we always found to set in that direction in the high Uti- 
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lode*. As we drew near this ice some penguins were heard, but none 
Men • and but few other birds, or any other thing that could indue© u« 
to think any land was near. And yet I think thero nuitt be tomato ths 
■oath behind this ico; but if thwo ia, it can afford no better nkraal for 

hiids, or my other animals, than the ice itself, with which it must be 
wholly covered. I, who had ambition not only to go farther than any one 
had been before, but as far as it was posaible for map to go, wa« not sorry 
at meeting with this interruption, as it in aomo mMMlfO MlieYed ua, at 
leaat shortened the 4«^WRi andbardships inseparable ftmllieMvigation 
of the southern polar regions. Since, therefore, we could not proceed 
one inch farther to the south, no other reason need be assigned for my 
tacking and standing back to the north : being at this time in the lati- 
tude of 71 degrees 10 mmutes south, longitude 106 degreea 54 minotee 
weaL" 

Steering north from tbia time, at eigbt o'clock in the morning, on the 
ilth of March, land was seen from the mast-head, bearing west ; and at 
noon, from the deck, extending from west three-quarters nort^ to weal by 
aouth, about twelve leagues diatant. They made no 4oiitallhai.tfai8 ma» 
Slavia*a Land, or Eteter laland, aa iU upfWMiief^ fiom 1ia» mtuation 
eocieapoDded very well with Wafer's account : and they expected to have 
seen the low sandy isle that Davis fell in with, which would have been a 
confirmaton ; but in this were disappointed^ the mean time, sent away 
the master in a boat to sound the coast. U^ jepmntA abe^i five oVock 
in the evening ; and sooB after tb^ eame to aBeaoh^ia^bii^-^latbeMi 
water, before a aandy beacb. As the master drew near abore witb» Iba 
boat, one of the natives swam off to her, and insisted on coming aboard 
the ship, where he remained two nights and a day. The first thing he 
did after coming aboard, was to measure the length of the ship, by fathom* 
ing her from tbe tafikeil to tbe aten; and aa be coubM the fitthMMb 
tbejr observed that he* called the nun^MKi by tbe aamenunes that thef 
do at Otahcite ; nevei theleaa, hia laogpiage WM uiamasiMr whoUy OMQ* 
tjelligible to all on board. ' ■ ( 

y ; Captam Cook landed at the aandy beach, where 9ome hundreds of tbe 
patif«» wera Mienbled, and who were so impatieiit to aee them, that 
Hiany awamoff.te meet the boats. Not one had so much as a stick or 
we24}on of any sort in his hand. After distributing a few trinkets 
among them, the officers made signs for sometiiiug to eat; on which 
they "brought down a few potatoes, plantams, and augar-cuiee, and 
exchanged them fornaila, looking-glasses, and pieces ofclolb, oie . f 
They preaently diaeovaied that tber weri; aa expert thievea, and as taab 
ing in their exchanges, as any peoptf yet met with. It was with some 
difficulty the officers could koep their hats on their heads ; but hardly 



sold them ; for they would watch every opportonliy te.aa^lifBh. i^ again, a9 
that the officers sometimea bought the sapie thing iwkqx Mw«s4tfer» 

and after all did not get it. 

The inhabitants do not seem to exceed six or seven hundred souls, and 
above two-tiiirds of tho:»e were males. They either have but few females 
among them, or else many were reatrauied uom making their a^^pearaafle 
daring their alay ; for Uioogh they saw nothing to induce them to belieire 
tbe men were of a jealous disposition, or tbe women afraid to appear in 
public, something of this kind was probably the case. In colour, features, 
and language, they bear such a restimblance to the people of the moie 
western ^les, ^t.np one will douU they have had ^he same origin* '^p-. 
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Thf» ^ignntic statues so ohm mentioned are not, in (heir opinioni 
looked u(>on as idols by the present inhabitants, whatever they iniL'lit have 
been in the days of the Duich; at least they saw nothing that could in* 
duM Uiem to think 00. The etatuee, or at least many of them, are 
eractod on platforms, which serve as foundatkuie. They aire» aa near a« 
they could judge, about half length, ending in a sort of stump at the bot- 
tom, on which ihev stand. The workmanship isrud", but not bad ; nor 
ure the features ui the face ill [ortned, the nose and chin in particular $ 
but the ears are long beyond proportioo : and aa to the bodies, then ia 
hardly anything like a human figure about them. 

AftPT l("?.v!r)^» Enstcr Island thoy strcreJ north-west by north and north- 
north- west, wiik a fine easterly gaie, inteoding to touch at the Mar- 
quesas. 

They centtaned to ateer to the west till the 6th of April, ai firar iiLtho 
afternoon, at which time, being in the latitude of 9 degrees 20 minutes, 

longitude 133 degrees 14 minutes west, they discovered an island, bear- 
ing west by south, distant about nine leagues. Two hours after saw 
another, bearing south-west bv south, which appeared more extensive than 
the former. By Una. time they ware well assived that tbsse were the 
Karqoeaas, discovered by Mend ana in 1595. The first iaio was a new 
d^?cov^ry, which was nnrnetl Hoo Ts; Island, after the young gentleman 
who first saw it : the &econd was that of St. Pedro ; the third Le Domi- 
nica ; and the fourth St. Christina. Very early next morning the natives 
Tiaitoi them in gfreal nwnbers, bringing broad fruit, plantains, and one pig, 
all of which they eiefaanged for nails, Ac, But in this tndie they woifi 
frequently keep the goods and malcc no return, till at last they were 
obliged to fire a musket ball over one man, who had several times sprvpd 
them in this manner ; after which they dealt more faiiiy, and soon aXtei 
several came on boaid. 

The Marquesas are five in number, via., La Ma^idalena, St. Pedro^ La 
Bominica, Santa Christina, and Hood*s Island, whjch is the nartheniiosfy 
situated in latitude 9 degrees 26 minutes south, and 13 degrees west, 
five leagues and a half distant from the east point of La Dominica, which 
is the largest of all the isles, extending east and west six leagues. 

'The port of Madre de Dios, now named Reaolathin Bay, ia aitnaled 
near the middle of the west side of St. Chfiatiaa, and under the higliaet 
Hnd on the island. In the bnv, which is near three-quarters of a mile 
deep, and has from thirty-four to twelve fathoms water, with a clean sandy 
bottom, are two sandy coves, divided from each other by a rocky pomt. 
In each is a rtvalet of -aaicellent water. The northern cove ia the meat 
commodious for wooding and watering. Here ia the little watei^tt 
mentioned by Qmro<9, Mcndana's pilot ; but the town, or vill^jro, is in the 
other cove. The inhabitants coiloc lively r.re, without e.xception, the 
finest race of people in this sea. For tine shape and regular features, 
they perhaps surpass all Other nations. Neveitheleas, dm affinity of thohr 
hngnage to that spoken in the Otaheite and the Society Isles, show that 
thev arc of thr smif^ rution. 

The men are punctured, or coriouslv i'lffoocd, from head to foot. The 
figures are various, and seem directed more by fancy than custom. These 
{NinetQiationa make them look dark -, but the women, who arobot little 
punotoied, youths, ui 1 young children, who are not at all, are as fair aa 
come Europeans. With a fine easterly wind they steered south-west, 
«outh-we9t by west, and west by south, till the 17th, at ten o'clock in 
the mormng, when land was seen bearing norihrwest| whichj upon a 
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neaier approach, was found to be a liring of low isles, coDDeeted to^ 
ther hfA iMf of eoral toeke. This isbad, which is called by the wkAi 
tants Tioo*keat discovered and vinted by Conimodore Byron. Ot 

the IPtth, at daybreak, after having spent the night making sliort boards, 
wort down to another isle in sight to the wcst-waid, which they reiiclieh 
by eight o'clock, aud ranged the south-east side at one mile from shoie. 
These mast be the seiiie istande te which CoaMBodoie Bytom gave the 
aeme of Georgo*e Islends. 

On the 19ih, at seven in lhf> morning, HvA was seen to the westward 
It proved to be another of Uu.-o li ili overtiowed or drowned islands 
which are so comnton to tms part ut tiie ocean ; that is, a number of 
little isles tinged in a civealar i«n% ceoneeled together hj a leef ot 
wall of coral rock. 

As they drew near the south end, saw from the mast-head another of 
^hese low isles bearing south-east, distant about fo'jr or five leagues ; but; 
being to windward, could not ruacii it. Soon aftur a liurd appeared, bear- 
ing sonth-west hf eeirth, Ibr whieh the^ steered-; and at two o*ch>ek, 
P. M., tesched the east end, which is situated in latitade ISdegnesi? 
minutes south, lonritndn 146 degrees 30 niinutcs west. 

They made the tiigh land of Otaheite on tbe 21 st, and at noon were 
about thirteen leagues ea^t of l^oint Veoos, for which they steered, and 
got prettv well in with it bjr sooeet, when they shortened sail ; and at 
eight o*ciock the next monung anchored in MtUvai Bay . This was no 
sooner known to the natives, than many made a visit, and expressed not 
a little joy at sf^pinjr them again. Oa the 24th, Otoo, the king, and several 
other chiefs, with a train of attendants, paid a visit, and brought as 
pressnts ten or a doaeh hirge hogs, bseidea iiraits, which made them 
exceedingly welcome. 

Oil iVm 2n rli r.Lptain Cook went down to Oparse, accompanied by 
some of the otiicers and gentlemen, to pay Otoo a visit bv appointment. 
As they diew near, they observed a number of large canoes in motion ; 
hat wen mrptiaod to aee upward of SOO ranged in order, for some 
dblaace aleng the shore, all completely equipped and niaimed« betides a 
vast number of armed men npon die shore. The vessels of war con- 
sisted of 160largr> doii}>le canoes, very well equipped, manned, and armed. 
The chiefs, and all those on tne righting stages, were dressed m the war 
habits^ that is, in a vast quantity of cloth, turbans, breast-plates, and 
heltaets : some of the latleir were of soch-a length as greatly to .ineon^ 
her the wewer. Indeed their whole dress seemed to be ill oalfiulated 
for the day of battle, and to be designed more for show than use. The 
vessels were decorated witlj flifrs. streamers, &c. ; so that the whole made 
a noble appearance, such as they had never seen before in this sea, and 
what no one wonid have expected. Their iaetnuMnts of war were duke, 
spears, and stones. The vessels were ranged cfaise ahmgaide of each 
other, with their heads ashore and their stern to the sea ; the admirars 
vessel being nearly in the centre. Besides the vessels of war, there 
were 170 sail of smaller double canoes, all with a hiile house upon them, 
and rkged with mast and sail, which the war canoes had not. These 
wsfo designedfor tiansportsy victuallers, dec. ; for the wsr canoes contained 
no sort of provision whate^'er. In these 330 vessels there were no Ie»« 
than 7760 men ; a number which appears incredible, especially as we 
were^ioid ihey ail belonged to the districts of Attahourou and Ah'opalea. 
iltt kllie. computatien they allowed to each war canoe forty men, troope 
and roweis» and to e«:h of the sflMlLcanoei Moft of the gentle- 
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men tbongKt the number of men beionrring to the war canoes exceeded 
this. When thev ffot to Matavai, Limu Irieuds thcr€i tolU theui, that thka 
flajH ivu part of iMt mmamk iatmded to go against Eiioeo, who«o 
cUof had throwB off the joke of Otahoite, and assumed an indopeadeiiCju> 
In the afternoon of the 15th they anchored in the north entrance of 
O'Wharre harbour, in lii*' Island of Huaheine. In the evening some of 
the eentlemen went to a, dramatic euLeriaiaaieut. The jpiece represented 
m]gin as nmning away wi|^ tbon lioia Olabeito ; which waa, in some 
degree true, as a yoai^ wonan .had takoa a paaaage down to Ultetea^ 
and happened now to be present at the representation of her own adven- 
tures; it had 8uch an etfect upon her, that it was with great fiifficiiliy 
the geutiemeu cuuid prevail upon her to see the play out, or to iciiain 
from toara whilo ii wao acting. The pioce coodoaad with (ho xeception 
aho woo oappoaod to meet with Irofla hor frioods on hor letuni ; which 

wao not n very favonrable one. 

The 23d, wmd easttriy, aa it, had been ever since they loft Otaheite. 
Early in the morning unmoored, and at eight weij^hed and put to sea. 
Ao aoon arthaf wo» doat .of tfao haiboar» made aadi ond atood over for 
the south end of DUaloo. Kost daj they warped tho diip into a proper 
birth, and moored her, so «<? to command all the shores around. In the 
meantime a party went ashore to j^y the chief a visit, and to make the 
customary present. 

On tho 3i8l the people, knowing they ahould sail aooo, bogan to briQg 
man ftoit on board than usuaK AnuMig those who came was a yoang 
man, who measured sir feet four inches and six-tenlhs; and his sister, 
younger than him, measured 6ve ieet ten mches and a half. A brisk 
trade for hogs and fruil continued on tiie 1st of June. On the 2d, in the 
oftonioon, got intoUigonco that three days beloro two ships had arrired at 
Huaheine. The same report said, tbo one was comm inded by Mr. 
Banks, and the other by Captain Furneaux. The man who brought the 
account ^laid, he was made drunk on board one of them, and described 
the persous ol Mr. iSank^ and Captain Furneaux so well that they had 
not the loMt deebl of tho troth, and began to coiisider about aendiog a 
boot over that fwy evening with orders to Captain Furneaux, when a 
man, a friend of Mr Forstrr, h a pf^onod to comoon board, aad denied tho 
whoie, saying it waa tea icarre, a he. 

rhey did not get clear of their friends till eleven o'clock, when they 
weighed and pot to aea ; hut Oedidee did not leave them till almost out 
of the harbour. Ho staid in order to fire some guns ; for it being bif 
majestv's hinh-day, thev fired the salute at going away. 

On the 5th, being the day after leavina Ulietea, at eleven o*clock» A. M,, 
they saw land baring nortb-west This is Howe Island, diieorml 
by Captain Wallis. About half an hovtt aftsf aunriM lend was seen froogi 
the tupmaat*head, bearinff north-north>east, and named it Palmerston 
Island, in honour of l,ord Palmerston, one of the lords of the admiralty. 
At four o'clock lu ihe afternoon they left this ibie, and resumed their course 
to the west by south, with a fine steady gale easterly, till noon on the 
90tb. Soon.after, they saw land firon the mast-head, and found it to be 
an island which, at five o^clock, bore weat» distant fivo leagues. The 
conduct and aspect of tlve islanders occaaioned their naming it i^avage 
Island. It is situated in latitude 19 degrees I minute soutb^ longitude 
169 degree 37 minutes west. It ia about eleven leasnea in curc(uit, of 
a found form, and good height ; and has deep water dose to its shorep. 
Al dn^hniik msA nmia^, bora «way w«tl} aii4 se^ aAei aaw a string 
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©f islands, extending froni 5Quth-soiith-wost, by the west to north-north- 
«rest. Toward noon some caaoes came oJl from octe of the islea, having 
two or three people in emh, wImp ttdviMd \Mltf elongaide, aad 
^ •hanged sbme cocoe nuts and ahaddoeke for aoiall uails. They pouMMl 
out Annmocka or RotUffdaBi; att adfantaga tiiej dertvad ton httofiing 

ihe proper n rmes. 

Beforo ihey ha J well got to an anchori the natives came oJi from ail 
parts in ealloes, hrbging yans and shtrfdeclM^ which they aBcfaaaigBdibr 

small nails and old rags. One man, taking a vast liking to the lead and 

line, got hold of it, and cut the line with a stone; bin a discharge of 
small shot ui.'uie h:ni return it. The inhabltant^j, productions, &.C., of 
Kouerdam and the neighbourinfi isles are ihe saiao as at Am^tafdam. 
Hogs and Ibwla ate aeaMar ; of the fonn«r having got hot six, and not 
many of the latter. Y«aa and shaddocks were what they got the most 
of; other fniits were not so plenty. Not half of the isle is Jaid out in 
enclosed plantations, as at Am^icrdaai , bat the parts which are AOt 
enclosed are not iesa fertile or uncultivated. 

On the 1st of at aonriso, Anatlafoa waa aUU in i^gfat» haariiig 
east-oorth-eaat, diatant twenty Magues. Continnng the coarse to tho 

we?t, the next dayj at noon, discovered land hearing north-west by west. 
The 16th, tlie weather was fo<Tgv, atid tiie wind blew in heavy squalls, 
attended with ram, which ui tins uceau generaUy indicates the viciuuy of 
aome high famd. This waaTOiifiad at thiao in tho aftonoon, when high 
land was seen bearing 'aoath-wast. They had no aooner ancbond (ban 
several of the natives came off in canoes. They were very cautious at 
first : but at last trusted themselves alongside, and exchaii;Ted arrows for 
pieces of cloth ; some of which were pointed with bone, and dipped m 
some ffreen gummy substance, which the> so pposed was poisonous. Tw« 
men having ventured on board, after » short stajry Weie aent away with 
presents. The people of MallicoHo seemed to be a quite different nation 
from any they had yet met wuli, and speak a different lan^iage. Of ab^ut 
eighty words which Mr. Forster collected, hardly one bears any aifioilj 
to the language spoken at any other island or olace they had aver beea 
at. The bai^ur on the north-east aide of MaUieoUo, not far from 
the south east end, in latitude 16 degrees 35 minutes 20 seconds south, 
longitude 167 degrees 57 minutes ^ seconds east| was named Port 
Sandwich. 

Continaing a eoilTse te the aonti), at dva, P. }/L, they draw aaar Iho 
aouthern lahds, wluch were found to consist of ooo Jaige ialand, and tbrao 

or four smaller ones lyins; otf its north side. The northernmost two are 
ijiuch the largest, have a good height, and He in the direction of east by 
south and west by north from each other, distant two leagues. They 
teamed the one Blontagu, the other Hinehinbroka» and tho large ielaai 
Sandwich. At sunrise, having disooreied a new land bearing south, 
n-.akinjr three hills, thil occasioned them to tack and stand to-vard it. 
Many oi Llie natives got together in parties on several parts of the siiore, 
all armed with bows, speari», 6i.c. Some swam otf ; otliers came in canoes. 
At first they were shy, and kept at tbo diatanoe of « atoM's throw : thi^ 
grow iasenaibfy bolder; and at last came under the atern, and made 
some exchanges. During the night a volcano, which %vas about fotir miles 
to the west, vomited up vast quantities of fire and snioke, as it had also 
done the night before ; at every eiupuoa it made a lung rumbhng noise, 
like that of ihiinder or the blowing up of large minoa. 
Tho ptoeoding dfty Mr. Foitlar loasMd frDnjhe i^ploAo piopor a«tt«

of the island, which ihey call Tanna. The produce is bread fruit, plan- 
taias, cocoa nnts, a frait hke a nectarine, yams, tarra, n sort of potatoe, 
sagar-cane, wild figs, a ftuh like an orange, which is not eatable, and 
other fruits and nuts. The bread ftnit, cocoe irott, and {Aantaioe, are 
neither ?n plentiful nor so good as at Otaheite ; on die other hand, sagar- 
canes and yams arc not only in greater plenty, bat of superior qnnlitv. and 
much larger. Hogs did not seem to be scarce, but they saw mu inany 
ilbwla. Theae arri the only domestic animals they have. Land buds are 
not more numerous than at Otaheite and the other itlaiub: The people 
are of the middle size, rather slender ; many are litdb, bat few tail or 
stout ; ihe mo3t of them have good fenimes and agreeable cotmtenntires ; 
are, hke all tbe tropical race, active and niaible ; and ^v.em to exct l in 
4he Q«e of amu^ but hot-to be fond of labour. Both i»exes are of a very 
dark colour, but not Made ; nor ha?ethey the least chaiacterietie of the 
negro about them. They make themselves blacker than they really are, 
by painting their faces with n pirrmcnt of the colour of black lead. They 
named the harbour Port Resolution, afler the ship, she being the first 
•which erw entered it. It is situated on the north side of the most 
eastern point of the island, and about east-north-east from the TelcanOt 
in the latitnde of 19 degrees 82 minutes 25 seconds south, and ill the 
lon^^itLiJo cjf 169 dpfTTpc8 44 mmutes 35 seconds east. 

As soon as the boats were hoisted in they made sail, and stretched 
to the eastward, with a fresh gale at south-east. At daybreak, on the 
S6th of August, they were on the Horth side of an Island, (which is of a 
imoderate height, and three leagues in circuit,) and steered west for a 
bluflf-head, along the low land under it. After doubling the head they 
found the land to trend south, a little easterly, and to form a lar^c deep 
bay, bounded en the west by the coast just mentioned. Everythmg con- 
apired to make them believe this was the Bay of St. Philip and St. Jago, 
discovered by Quiros in 1606. The northern islands of this archipelago 
were first discovered by that great navigator, Quiros, in ICOfi ; and, not 
without reason, were considered as part of the southern continent, which, 
at that time, was supposed to exist. They were next visited by M. de 
Bougainville, who, besides landmg on the Isle of liOpeia, did no more 
th an discover tliat the land was not connected, but coiapoeed of islands, 
which he called the Great Cyclades. But as, besides ascertaining the 
extent-and situation of these islands, Cook added to them several new 
ones which were not known before, and explored the whole, he has ob- 
tsittsd a right to name them ; and shall in future distinguish them by the 
name of the New Hebrides. They are situated between the latitude of 
14 degrees 29 minutes and 20 degrees 4 minutes south, and b^ftwpen 166 
degrees 41 minutes and 170 degrees 21 minutes east longitude, and extend 
ISO leagues, in the direction of north-north-west, half west, and souiii- 
south-easti half east* 

At sunrise, on the let of September, after having stood to south-west 
all night, no more land was to be seen. On the 20th, as they were steer- 
iog to the south, land was discovered bearing south- south-west. Breakers 
were settnridMtlt half-way between them and the shore ; and behind^ two 
or three cUttioes under sail staudf^ig oftt to sea, as if tbeli design had been 
to comp off They had hardly got to an anchor, before they were sur- 
rounded by a great n imher of the natives, in sixteen or eighteen canoes, 
most of whom were without any sort of weapons. On shore they found 
the same chief who had been seen in one of the canoes in the mornings 
whose name was Teabooma ; and tbey had not beon oil aboie above ten 
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Bliiiutes, before he called for silence. Being insUntly. o\fejed by every 
tudivuiual present, be made a abort speech ; aiidioouaft«r another chie^ 
Ittviog called lor aUence, made a apecch also. It ma pleaaii^ to aeo 
with what atteation they were heard. Their speeches were composed 
of short sentences ; to each of which two or three old men answered, by 
noddiag^ ^ei^ bqadl, and giving a kind of gmut, significant of approba- 

^^^The inhabilantaare a atrong, robust, active, well-made people, comrteoue 
and friendly, and not in the least addicted to pilfering, which is more than 
can be said of any other nation in this sea. They are nearly of the same 
colour as the natives of Tanna, but have better features, more agreeable 
countunauccs, and are a miieh atouter race, a few being aeen who mea- 
aared aix feet four inches ; some had thick lips, flat noaes, and full cheeki^ 
and., in some degree, the features and look of a negro. Two things con- 
tributed to the forming of such an idea ; first, their rough mop heads ; and, 
secondly, their besmearing their faces with black p^ment. Their hair 
and beards are in general black. The former ia mit mnch firiszled, ao 
that, at fiiat eight, it appeaia like that of a oegiQ. It k, jaevextheless, 
TOiydiySaiont ; though both coarser and stronger than ours. The women's 
dress is a short petticoat, made of the filauicnts of the plantain tree laid 
over a cord, to which they are fastened, and tied round the waist. The 
petticoat is made at least aix or eight indiea thick, but not one inch longer 
than necessary for the ose designed. The general ornaments for both 
sexes are car-rings of tortoise shell, ^cklaces or amulets, made both of 
shells and stonea, and braceleU made of large ahelis, which they wear over 
the elbow. . < . 

They called the island New Caledonia ; and, if we except New Zealandf 
it ia perhaps the largest island in the Sooth Pacific Ocean ; for it extenda 
from the latitude of 19 degrees 37 minutes to 22 degrees 30 minutes south, 
and from the longitude of 163 degrees 37 minutes to 167 degrees 14 
minutes cast. It lies nearly west-north-west and east- south- east, and is 
about eighty-seven leagues long in that direction ; bat its breadth ia not 
ponaiderable, not anywhere exceeding ten leagues. It is a country full 
of hills and valleys, of various extent, both for height and depth. 

The wind continuing at south-west, blowing a fresh gale, and now and 
then squalls, with showers of rain, they steered to south- south-east, with- 
out meeting with any remarkable occurrence UU near noon on the 6th of 
October, wton it fell calm. On the 10th, at daybreak, discovered land, 
bearing south-west, which, on a nearer approach, was found to be an island 
of good height, and five leagues in circuit ; they named it Norfolk Isle, in 
honour of the noble family of Howard. It is situated in the latitude of 
29 degrees 9 minutes 30 seconds south, and longitude 168 degrees 16 
jminuies east ^ . . . ^ 

After leaving this isle, they steered for New Zealand, their intention 
being to touch at Queen Charlotte's Sound, to refresh the crew and put 
the ship in a condition to encounter the southern latitudes.^ On the 17th, 
at daybreak, saw mount Egmont, covered with everlaatiog snow. At 
addniffht tacked and made a trip to the north, till three o'clock next morn- 
log, when they bore away for the sound. At nine hauled round Point 
Jackson, through a sea which looked terrible, occasioned by a rapid tide 
and a high wind. At eleven o'clock anchored before Ship Cove, the 
strong flurries from off the land not permitting them to get in. In tho 
afternoon they went into the cove, with the seine, to try to catch some 
pah, 'fhe $rat thiny after landing w«a. to look f4( the bottle hid vi[he|i 
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IftsChere, in which was the memorandum. It was taken 'away, but }j 

whom it did not appear. Two hauls with the seine producing only four 
small &sh, tbey» in some measure, made up for ihis deficiency by shoot- 
ing several Jbinla, which the flowers in the garden had drawn thither, aa 
also some old shags, and bf robbing the neata of aome youi^ ones. In 
tile afternoon Mr. Wales, in setting up his observatory, discovered that 
aeveral trees, which were standing when they last sailed from this place, 
had been cut down with saws and axes ; and a few days after, the place 
where an observatory, clock, <Su:., had been set up was also found, but in a 
apot different from that where Mr. Walea had placed hia. It waa there* 
fore BOW no longer to be doubted thai the Ad?esture had beoA ia thie 

Ueve aftrr they left it. 

IS'othiiif^r remarkable happened till the 24th, when, iti the murmiig, two 
canucb were seen coming duwa the sound ; but as soon as they perceived 
the ahip, |hey retired behind a point on the weat aide. After breakfaat 
they went in a boat to look for them ; and, as they proceeded along tho 
shore, shot several birds. The report of tlm muskets gave notice of 
their approach, iiiid the natives discovered t::cuiseives in Shag Cove by 
baUouuig i but as they drew near to Lheir habitations, they all ded to the 

wooda, except two or three men, who atood on n riaing ground near the 
ahore, with their arms in their hands. Tho moment they landed, tbej 
knew them. Joy then took the place of fear ; and the rest of the natives 
hurried out of the woods, and embraced them over and over again, leap- 
ing and skippii^ about like madmen. There were only a lew among 
them whose faces they could recognise, and on their aaking why they 
were afraid, and inquiring for some of their old acqnaintancea by parne, 
they talked much about killing, which was so variously understood, that 
they could gather nothing frou it| 8o that, after a short atay» tbej took 
leave and went on board. 

On the 8d Mr. PkhengiQ met witb aome of the natiTee, who related 
to him the atoiy of a ahip being loat and the people being killed ; but 
added, with great earnestness, it was not done by them. Karly in the 
morning of the 5th their old friends made Cook a visit, and brought a 
seasonable supply of fish. At the same time the captain embarked in 
the piunape, with Messrs. Fovater and Sparrman, in order to proceed up 
the aound. He was desirous of finding the termination of it : or rather 
of seeing if he could find any passage out to sea by the south-east, as he 
suspected from some discoveries made when first here. In their way 
up they met wuu some fishers, of whom, they made the necessary inquiry ; 
and they all agreed that there waa no pasaage to the aea by the head of 
the sound. 

On the 6th, wind at north-cast, gloomj weather, with rain. Their old 

frirnds having taken np their abode near, one of them, whose name waa 
Ptd TO, (a man of some note,) made Cook a present of a staff of honour 
sucli as lim cincla generally carry. In reluiu he dressed iiun m a suit of 
old elothesy of which he waa not a little prond. He had a fine peiaon 
and a good presence, and nothing but his colour diatinguished him (rom> 
an European. Having got him and another into a communicative mood, 
Uiey be^^nn to inquire if the Adventure had been there dnrinw their alv 
aence^ and they gave ihem to understand, in a manner whicii admitted 
of no doobti that aoon af^er they were cone ahe arrived ; that ahd ataid 
between ten and twenty days, and had been gone ten monthly . They 
hkewise asserted that neitlier she nor any Other ahip had been atnndea 
o|» ttte c9aat| as had be«(i xepor.ted. * 
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At daybreak, on the lOifi, \^th a fine breez« at west-norUi-weat, Hn&f 
weighed and stood out of the sound ; and, after {»ettincr round the Two 
Brother^, steered for (.'apn Campbell, which is at the south-west entrance 
of the strait. Having a steady fresh sale at north-Dorth-west on tlie 
Mtb and Wtit they ttMied east ; and at noon, on tha lattar, wara in 
latitude 55 dagraaa 0 tnonites south, longitude 198 degraes 66 minutea 
west They now guve np all hopes of finding any more land in thia 
ocean, and came to a resolution to steer direct for the west entrance of 
the Straits of Magellan, with a view of coastingthe outer or south side 
of Tana dd Foago, farad Capa Horn to the Strait La Maiia. Thay 
steered east by north and north-east on the ITtii of December, andar 
al! tiie sail they could carry, with a fine frcsli gale at nnrth-wpst hy west, 
in expectation of seeing the land before night, in order to make sure of 
falling in with Cape Deseada. Two hours after, they made the laod, 
aktandmg from north-aaat by nortli to aaat bj aoatb, aboat aiz laaguaa 
diatant. 

Continnin^ to range the coast at about two leagues distance, at eleven 
o'clock passed a projecting point, which was called Cape Gloucester At 
three, passed Gape Noir, which is a steep rock of considerable heieht, 
and tka tootb-waat point of a large island that seemad to lia dataefaMl, ft 
laagoa or a laagaa and a iialf from tfaa main land. Hiia is the most 
desolate coast they ever saw. It seems entirely composed of rocky- 
mountains, without the least appearance of verretatioii These moun- 
tains terminate in horrible precipices, whose craggy summits spire np to 
a vast height, so .that hardly anything in nature can appear with a mora 
barraa. and savage aspect than tha whola of this caantij. Haia they 
anchored in thirty fathoms, the bottom sand and broken shaUas and carnal 
out a kodge and hawser to Pteady the ship for the night 

The morning of the 21st was calm and pleasant. After breakfast the 
captain aat ftat with two boats to look for a more secure station. They 
found a eora in which was anehoiam in thirty, twenty, and fiftoan filtboma^ 
the bottom atones and sand. At the haad of the cove was a stony beach, 
a valley covered with wood, and a stream of fresh water. A number of 
the natives, in nine canoes, had been aloiifrside the ship, and some on 
board. Little address was required to persuade them to either, fur they 
i oa ma d ta ba wall anou^h acquamtad with Earopeans, and had among 
them some of thehr kmves. Tha naxt morning, the 25th, they mada 
another visit. They were of the snme nation formerly seen in Success 
Bay, and the same which M. dr- Bougamville distinguishes by the name 
of Pecharas, a word which these had, on every occasion, in their mouths. 
They are a little, ugly, half-atanred, beardlaat raea. Hiay ara ahBOH 
naked ; tiieir clothing was a seal skin ; soma had two or three tawad, 
together, so as to made a cloak which reached to the knees ; but the most 
of them had only one skin, hardly large enough to cover their shoulders, 
and all their lower parts were quite naked. The women covered their 
nakaddeat with tha flap of a aeal skin, but in other renpects are clothad lika 
the men. They, as well as the cbildrao, ramamad m the canoat. 

The festival celebrated at thia place occasioned their giving It the nama' 
of Christmas Sound. The entrance, which is three leagues wide, is 
situated in the latitude of 55 degrees 27 minutes south, longitude 70 
dagraaa 16 minatea west, and, in the direction of north, 87 degreea 
west from St. Ildefonto blaa, distant tan laagaaa. 

At four o'clock in the mombg, on the 38th of December, began to 
unmoor, and at eight weighed and atood out to aaa. At half-past safaii/ 
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89t%| passed the famous Cape Horn, and entered the southern Atlantic 
Oceao. It is the veiy same point of land Cook took for the cape in 
1769, whicb at Umt tune he wee doubtful of/ It u the moat sotithem 
extremity, on a group of islands of unequal extent) lying before Nassau 
Bay, known by the name of Hermite Islands, and is situated in the 
latitude of 55 de^eea 58 minutes, and in the longitude of 68 degrees 
13 minutes west, according to the observations made of it in 1769. But 
the obaervattODs which they had in Christmas Sonnd, and redueed to the 
cape by the watch, and others which they had afterward, and Jreduced 
back to it by the same means, place it in 67 degrees 19 minutes. It is 
most probable that a mean between the two, vis^ 67 degrees 46 minutes 
will be nearest the truth. 

After paaaing it, ateered for Strait Le Maire, with a view of looking 
into Sttccess Bay, to see if there were any traces of the Adventure 
having been there. On Mr. Pickeregiira landing,, he was courteously 
received by several of the natives, who \vere clothed in guariico and seal 
skins, and had on their aims bracelets made of silver wire, and wrought 
not unlike the hilt of a aword, being no doubt the manufucture of some 
Europeans. They were tiie same kind of people seen in Christmas 
Sound, and, like them, repeated the word pechara on every occasion. 
One man spoke much to Mr, Pickersgill, pointing first to the ship and 
then to the bay, as if he wanted her to come in. Mr. Pickersgill said 
the bay was full of whales and seals ; and they had observed the sai^e 
in the strait, especially on the Terra del Fuego side, where the whalee, 
in particular, are exceedingly numerous. 

Next morning, at three o'clock, they hor^ for the east end of St;Upn 
Land. At length, after making a few boards, hshing, as it were, lor the 
best ground, they anchored in twenty-one fathoms water, a stony bottom, 
about a mile from an island. After dinner hoieted' out three boats, pttd 
landed with a large party of men ; some to kill seals, others to catch or 
kill birdc!, fish, or wliat came in their way. To find the former it mattered 
not where tiiey 1 r.dcd, for the shore was covered with them ; and by the 
noise ihey made one would have thought the island was slocked wiui cows 
and calves. They were a different animal from seala, but in shape and 
motion exactly leeembling them ; they called them lions, on account of 



Next <iav, Jariuavy the 1st, 1775, finding that nothing was wantinp^ but 
a good iiarbour to make tiiib a tolerable place for ships to refresh at, wiium 
clumce or design might bring hither, sent Mr. Gilbert over to Staten 
X«and in the cutter to look for one. About ten o'clock Mr* GtllMHrt re* 
turned from Statrn Land, whore he found a good port, situated tliree 
leagues to the westward of Cape St. John. It may be iuowu by iK^me 
small islands lying in the entraD|;e. 

Having left the land in the evening of the 3d, they saw it again next 
morning, bearing west. Their course was south-east, with a view of 
discovering that extensive coast laid down by Mr. Dalrymple in his chart, 
in which is the Gulf of St. Sebasti^m. At nme o'clock, on the 14th, 
saw an island of ice, as they then thought, but at noon were doubtful 
whether it was ice or land. They had but little wind all the morning, 
and at two, P. M., it fell calm. It was now no longer doubted that it was 
land, and not ice, in sight. It was, however, in a manner wholly covered 
with snow. They were farther confirmed in ita being land, by finding 
soundings at 175 fathoms a muddy bottom. 

, ,At l}us tiine they had.a great swell from the south, aa iiidioaiion that 
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no land was near in that direction ; nevertheless, the vast quJintity ofsndw 
on that in sight induced them to think it was ejlcnsive, and they chose 
to begin with exploring the northern coast. They landed at three different 

' places, displayed thoir coloun, and took poBseaaioB of the conotiy in his 
majesty's name, under a diachars[e of small arms. They ctlled the hay 

'Possession Bay. It is situated in the latitude of 54 degrees 5 minutes 
south, longitude 37 degrees 18 minutes west, and eleven leagues to the 
east of Cape North. A few miles to the west of Possession Bay, between 
it and Cape Buller, liea the Ba;r of lalee, io named on accomit of aeveral 

'amall iaies lying in and before it. 

*• They called this land the Isle of Georgia, in honour of his majesty. 
It is situated between the latitudes of 53 degrees 57 minutes and 54 de- 
grees 57 minutes south, and between 38 degrees 13 minutes and 35 de- 
grees 34 minntea west longitddo ; ia thirtymtMT krigi^ Idrig, and its 
gteataat hioadth is aboottenteagaes. It seems to abound with bays and 
harbours, the north-cast coast especially ; but the vast qaaoftitj pf ice moat 
render them inaccessible the greatest part of the year. 

On the 25th .steered east-south-east, with a fresh gale. They now 
reckoned to he in latilnde 63 degrees aoath, and farther they did not in- 
tend to go» nnlma they oheerred aodte certain ^ignaof aoon meeting with 
land. 

They continued to stand to the east till the 28th, when they fell in, all 
at once, with a vast number of large ice islands, and a sea strewed with 
loose ice. At half-past six, on the 81at, atanding north-north-eaat» with 
the wind at west, the fog very fortunately clearing away a little, they dis- 
covered land ahead, three or four miles distant. It extended from north 
by cast to east-south-east, and was called Cape Bristol, in honour of the 
noble family of Heryey. Tiiey called this laud Southern Thule, because 
'it ia the most aontheni hilid thai has eyer yet heen diacovered. It ahowa 
'M aorface of vast height, and ia everywhere covered with snow. 

On the 1st of February, at four in the morning, got sight of a new coast, 
which, at six o'clock, bore north 60 degrees east. It proved a high pro- 
montory, which was named Cape Montagu, situated in latitude 58 degrees 
minutes south, longitude 26 degrees 44 minntea west, and eevenot 
leagnea to the north of Cape Bristol. Continnmg to steer to the 
north all night, on the 2d anew land was seen, bearing north 12 degrees 
east, about ten leagues distant. It appeared in two hummock just 
peeping above the horizon. The weather was now become very hazjr, 
which soon turning to a thick fog, pot a atop to discovery, and made it 
nnsafe to aUnd fhr the shore. Thus they were obliged to leave it, und«r 
the supposition of it being an island, which was named Saunders, after SPr 
Charles. They stood to the north, having a light breeze at west by south. 
At this time they saw the land, which proved to be two isles. The day 
on whidi they were discovered waa the occasion of calling them Oan- 
dlemaa lalea ; latitnde STdegreea 11 minntea sonth, tongitno STdsgrMs 
6 minutes west. 

At daybreak, on the 7th, resumed their course to the cast, with a very 
fresh gale at south-west by west, attended by a high sea from the same 
direction. Toward noon, on the 14th, the wind, veering to the aouth, ill- 
'mtaed to n veiy stronff gsle, and blew in heavy squalls, attended with 
•snow.' Thdy eontinoed to steer east, inclining a little to the north, and 
in the afternoon crossed the first meridian, or that of Greenwich, in the 
latitude of 27 degrees 60 minutes south. ' \ ^ "^j' 

' They had now made the circuit of the southern ocean, in a high UitiMlOtt 
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ttni tiATected it in such a manner as to leave tM>t the least room foi the 
|»OMibility of there being a coiitiB«it» mdess near the poUi and oat of (ha 

reach of navigation. By twice visiting the tropical sea, they had notonljr 

settled the situation of some old discoveries, but made there many new 
one&t aod left very little more to be done even in that part. These con> 
liderations induced them to lay aside looking for the French discoveries 
of Bottvet, and to etecr for tho G«|pe of Good Hope ; mth a resolution, 
however, of looking for the Isles of Denia and Marseveen, laid down in 
Pr. Halley's variation chart in the latitudo of degrees south, and about 
A degrees of longitude io the east of the raeiidiao of the Ca^ of Good 
Hope. 

At dwtight, oo iho IM of Maiehy saw two aail in the nortli-wott qnar- 

ter, standing to the westward, and one of them showing Butch cokraia. At 
ten oMock tacked and stood to the west also, being at thi5; time in the 
latitude of 39 degrees 9 minutes south, longitude 5818 degrees 38 minutes 
east. In uie evening of iiie saw land in the direction of east** 
Dorth-eaal, about ais loafoeo <diitaiit ; and during the fore-part of tiio 
night there WIS a great fire or light upon it. At nine o^clock, having littio 
or no wind, hoisted out a boat, and sent on board one of the two ships 
before-mentioned, which were about two leagues from them ; but they , 
were too impatient after news to regard the distance. At one, P. M.> 
the boat returned from on boaid tbo Bownkofko Polder, Captam ComoliQi 
Bosch, a Dutch Indiaman from Bengal. GaptaiB.Boac^ very obligingly, 
offered sugar, arrjick, and whatever he had to spare. Our people were 
loid by some English seame n on board this ship, that the Adventure had 
arriv^ at the Cape of Good Hope twelve mouths ago, and that the crew 
of one of luir boi&a kad boon mnrdorad and oaton ^ the people of Now 
ZeaJaad ; ao that tbo atoiy hmd in Queoft Cfaarkrtto'a Soond was ww 

IbO longer a mystery. 

The next morning, being with them Wednesday, the 22d, but with the 
people here Tuesday, the Slst, they anchored m Tubie Bay, where they 
found oovend Dotch thipii aoBto Ftwk, and tbo Geroa, Captain Newte, 
an English East Inj^a company's ship, from China, bound directly to 
England, by whorn Cook sent a copy of the preceding part Of this jonmtI> 
some charts, aTid oUier drawings, to the admiralty. 

By the 26Ui of April the work was hnibhed ; and having got on board 
all neeossaij stoios and a Ireth supply of provistona and water, tfaoy took 
leave of the governor and other principal officers, and the ne.xt mominig 
repaired on board. At daybreak, m the morning of the I6th of May, saw 
the Island of St. Helena at the distance of fourteen leagues ; and at mid- 
flight anchored in Ihe road before tlie town, on the. north- west aide of the 



In the morning of An 38th made Ascension ; and the same evening an* 
chored in Cross Bay, on the north-west side, in ten fathoms water ; the 
bottom a fine sand, and half a mile from the shore. The island is about 
ten ruiies in length and hve or six in breadth. It shows a surface com- 
posed of banan nina and TaUsys, on tbift most of which not a shrab or plant 
la tobo soon for sovoral miles, and where they found nothing but stones 
and sand, or rather flags and ashes ; an indubitable sijrn that theisle, at 
some remote time, ha3 been destroyed by a volcano, which has thrown 
up vast he^ of stones, and even hills. Between these iicap uf stones 
toey foand a smooth oven sufsce, composod of ashos ana sand, and 
vary good tnvelliag upon it ; hot ono may as oas% wslkover biokonglass- 
jbotyoa as orav tba stonas 
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Turtle are to be found at this isle from Janurir\' to Juno. The method 
of catching them ie to have people upon the several sandy b&ya. to waccii 
their coming on ihorB to lay their eggs, which te elweje in the mgh and 
then to turn them on their hacks, till there be an dpportanity to tmkm 
them off the next daj. It is recommended to som} a gx>od many men to 
each beach, where (hey were to lie quiet till thr tnrtlc were ashore, 
and then rise and turn thera ai onc«. This method may be the best 
when the tattle are nomeroQe ; hot when thert are bat few, three or four 
men are eofficient for the largest beach ; and if they keep patroDin^ ft 
cloee to the waeh of the surf during the night, by this method they wiR 
see all that come a«hore, and cause less noise than if there wore more erf 
them. It was by this method they caught the most ; and this is tiie 
method by which the Americans take them. Nothing is more certain, 
than that all the turtle which are foond about this island come hera fot 
the sole purpose of laying their eggs, for they met with none but females ; 
nnt] of all ibo-^e which were caught, not one hnH any food worth mention- 
ini; in its stomach; a sure sign that they must have been a long time 
wiUiuui uuy ; and this may be the reason wbv the flesh of them is not »o 
good BB aomo the? had eaten on the eoaat or New Soath Walea, which 
* were caught on the spot where they fed. 

On the 9lh of June, at noon, made the T.^land of Fernando dc Noronha, 
bearing sonth-west by west half west, distant six or seven leagues, as 
they afterward iound by the log. It appeared m detached auU peaked 
billa, the largeet of wlikh looked like n ehorch tower or steeple. 

After atanding tery bear the rocka, they hotated their colonra, and then 
bore up rourul tuc north end of the isle, or rather rmnid a group of little 
isles; for they cov.M s< o that the land was diriijed by narrow channels. 
There is a strong lort on the one ntxl the mam island, where there are 
aevetil othera, all of which aeeraad to have every advantage that oatara 
can give them ; and they are ao diaoosed as wholly to command all tho 
anchoring and landinjr p!r^rc5 abont the isli^nJ. 

This road seems to be well shrltfred from the south ^ind east ivinrfs. 
One of the seamen had been on board a^Dutch In«iiii ship, ^ho put m at 
thia isle on her way oat hi 1770. Theywere very eiekly, and in want of 
refreshmenta and water. The Portuguese supplied them with some buf^ 
faloes and fowls ; and they watered behind onr? of the beaches, in a little 
pool. By reducing the observed latitude, at noon, to thf» peaked hill, its 
latitude will be 3 degrees 53 minntes south, and its longitude by the 
wateh, carried on from 8t. Helena, la St degrees 34 minutes west. 

On the 1 1th, at three o'clock in the afternoon, they crosaed the eqoalor , 
in the longitude of 32 degrees 14 minutes west. At fire o'clock in the 
evening of the 13th of July, made the Island of Fayal, one of the 
Azores, and soon after that of Pico. Fresh provisions for present use 
may be got, such as beef, vegetables, and fruit ; and bogs, sheep, and 
poaltiy for aea atock, all at a pretty reaaonable mko. The bnlioeke and 
hogs are very good, hnt the sheep arc small ana WWtchedly poor. The 
principal produce of Fayal is wheat and Indian com, with which they 
supply Pico and some of the other isles. The chief town is called Villa 
de Horta. It is situated at the bottom of the bay, close to the edge of 
the aea, and ia defended by two^ caatlea, one at ooch end of the town, 
and a wall of stone-work, extending along the aea^dbore fiMi the one to 
the other. Ftiyal, although the moat noted for wines, doe^ not raise suf- 
ficient for its own consumption. This article is raised on Pico, where 
there is no road for shipping j but being brought to De Horta, and from 
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thenee shippsd abroad, chiefly to Amariea, it iiaa acquired the naiM of 

Fayal wine. 

On the 29th they made the land near Plymouth, 'i he next morning 
anchored at Spitbead : and the aame di^ Captain Cook landed at Port»- 
month, and aet out for Lond<Hi in conipanj with Meeare. Walea, FOnter, 
and Hodgea. 



CAPTAIN COOK'S THIRD VOYAGB.— 1776-^0. 

'"Captain Cook haTm^, on the 9th day of February, 1776, rac^ved a 

commission to command hit majpsiy's sloop the licsolution, went on 
board the next d.iy, hoisted the pendant, and began to enter men. At the 
same time the Diacovery, of three hundred tons burthen, was purchased 
into the aerricej and the command of her atren to Captain Clerke, who 
had been hie second lieutenant on board the Reaolntton, in the aecond 
vovatre round the woHd. 

As they werf to lowch r\t Otah.: te and the Society Islands, it had been 
determined not to oiuit tiua opportunity (the only one ever likely to hap> 
pen) of carrying Omai back to hie native oonntry. He left London with 
amuctnre of regret and aattefiMtion. He was furnished, by his majesty, 
with an ample provision of every article which, during the inlcrconrse 
with his country, they had observed to be in any estimation there, either 
as useful or as ornamental. Ho hadj besides, received many presents 
of the same natnre from Lord Sandwich, Mr. Banks, and seveml other 
gentlemen and ladies of his acquaintance. In short, every method had 
been employed, both during his abode in England and at his departure, 
to make him the instrument of con%'^pying to the inhabitants of the islands 
of the Pacific Ccean the most exalted opinion of the greatness and 
generosity of the British nation. 

The Reaohition sailed on the ISth of Juty, the Biseoverr being to follow 
her. At four in the afternoon of the 81st saw Tenerinc, and steered 
for the eastern part. Having completed their wster, vtrn\ ^pt on board 
every other thing thev wanted at this island, wei«yhf>d anchor on the 4th 
of August, and proceeded on their voyage, with a hne ^le at north-east. 
On the 17ih of October had eight of the Cape of Good Hope ; and 
the next day anchored in Table Bay, in foar fathoms water. In the 
morning of the 10th of November the Discovery nrrived in the bay. 
Captain Clerkt: iiad sailed from Plymouth on the 1st of Ana-ist, and 
should have been here a week bouuer, if the gale oi wuid had nut biuvvn 
him oflf the coast. 

In the morning of the 80th they repaired on board. At fivo in the 
afternoon a breeze sprnn^r np at south-east, with which they weighed, 
and stoof! out of th^ l iv. On the 12th of December, at noon, saw land 
extending from south-east by south to south-east by east. Upon a nearer 
approach, found it to be two ialanda. The distance from the one to the 
other is about 6ve leagues. They aeemed to have a reeky and bold shore ; 
and, excepting the south-east parts, where the land is rather low and flat, 
a surface composed of barren mountains, which rise to a considerable height, 
and whose summits and sides were covered with snow. These two it>lands, 
as also four others which lie from nine to twelve degrees of longitude 
more to the east, and nearly in the eame latitude, were diecovered by 
Captains Marion da Fresne and Crozct, French navigators, in January, 
1772. The. two they now saw were ceiled Prince £dward'e Islands, 
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after his majesty's fourth son ; and the other four by the name of HaricMi'i 
and Crozet's Islands, to commemorate then discoverers. 

Ua the 2iih, m the morning, the fog clearing away t little, they saw 
land, bearing toolh-MiiUi-eMtt an iBhnd of considerable height, and about 
three leaguee in eiicoH. Soon after saw another of the same magnitude, 
one leajf.ie to the pastward ; and b< t .vecn these two, in the direction of 
south-east, some smaller onps. in the direction of south by east half 
east, from the east end of the tirst island; a third high island waa seen. 
They did but mat weather the island bat mentioned. It is a high round 
rock, which waa named Blip's Cap. Soon after saw the land of which 
they had a faint view in thn morning. About the middle there appr:ir#J 
to be an inkt, for which they steered; but, oa approaching; found it 
was a bendmg m the coast, and therefore bore up, to go roand Cape 
St. Loois. At daybreak, on the 8dth» weighed with a gentle breeze at 
west ; and having wrooght into a harbour, anchored io eight Uthoms 
water, the bottom a fine daik aand. The lliaeoveif did not get id tiU 
two in the afternoon. 

A3 soon as the ships were again out of Christnias Harbour, they steered 
along the coast, with a fine broeze at north-north-weet, and clear weather. 
.To uiother harbour they gave the tia»e of Port Palliser, in honour of 
Admiral Sir Hugh PaUiacr. After leaving Kerguclen's land they steered 
east by r.orth, intpn^'infr, in obedience to mstructions, to touch nest at 
New Zealand. On ilie 24th of January, at three o'clock in the morning, 
discovered the coast of Van Diemen's Land* bearing north^weat Th^ 
stood for Adventnre Bay, and anchored in it at four o'clock. 

In the afteiaoon they were agreeably surprised, at the place whero 
they were cnltiiijr wood, with a visit from some of the natives — eight 
men and a boy. "Xhey approached' without belraymg any mariis of fear, 
or rather witii the greatest confidence imaguiiole ; for Yione of them had 
any weapons. 

They were quite naked, and wore no ornaments ; unless we consider 

as such, and os a proof of their love of finery, some large punctures or 
ridges raised on different paxU of their bodies, some m straight, and 
others in curved Imus. 

They were of the common stature, hnt rather alender. Their akio was 
hiack, and also their hair, which was as woolly as that of any native of 
Guinea; but they were not diatinguished by remarkable thick lips nor 
flit no.?rs On the contrary, their features were far from being disagree- 
nblo. They had pretty good eyes ; and their teeth were tolerably even, 
but very dirty. Most of them had their hair and beards ameared with a 
red ointment; and some had their facea also painted with the lame 
composition. 

Van Diemen's Land has been twice visited before. It was so named by 
Tasman, who discovered it m November, 1642. From that time ii liad 
escaped all farther notice by European navigators, till Captain Fumeaoz 
touebed at it in March, 1778. The land ie, for the most part, of a good 
height, diversified with hills and valleys, and everywhere of a greenish 
hue. It is well wooded : and if one may judge from appcaranceB, and 
from wliat they met with in Adventure Bny, is not ill supplied with water. 
The best, or what is most convenient for ships that touch here, is a 
rivulet, which is one of several that fall into a pond that lies behmd the 
beach at the bead of the bay. It there mixes with the sea water, so 
that it must be taken up above this pond, which may be done without any 
great trouble. Fire wood is to be goi, with great ease, in several places. 
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At eight in the morning of the 30th of January, a light hroezc spring- 
ing ap at west, they weighed anchor, and pot to sta frona Adventure Bay. 
On the I9tfa of Febniaiy discovered the land of New Zoaland. The 
part thejr sawproTod to be Rock's Point, about eight or nine leemuee die- 
tant. They now steered for Stephens^s Islandt vniich they came up with 
at nine o'clock at night ; and at ten next morning anchored in their old 
station, 111 Qu' on Charlotte's Sound. They had not been long at anchor 
before several canoes, iiiied with natives, came alongside of the ships, 
bat fwj few would Tentnte on bosMr^, *whieh appeared Ihe more extrii- 
ordinary, as Cook was well known to them all. There was one man in 
particular among them, whom ho hai! treated with remarkable kindness 
during the whole of his stay wliea last here. Yet now neither professions 
of friendship nor presents could preyail upon hiin to come into the ship. 
This shyness was to be aecoented for only upon the supposition, that they 
were apprehensive they had revolted their country in order to revenge 
the death of Captain Furneaux's people. Seeing Omai on board now, 
whom they must have remembered to have seen on board the Adventure 
when the melancholy aifair happened, and whose &rst conversation wuh 
them, as Aey approached, generally turned on that aubject, they most 
be well assured that the captain was no longer a stranger to it* He 
thoni'^ht it necessary, therefore, to use every endeavour to assure them 
of the continuance of his friendship, and that he should not disturb them 
on that account. Among their occasional visiters was a chief named 
Kahoora, who headed the party that cat off Captain Fomeaux's people, 
and himself kUled Mr. Rowe, the officer who coninanded. To judge 
of the character of Kahoora by what they heard from many of his coun* 
trymen, he seemed to he more feared than beloved amon<j them. Not 
satisfied with telling Cook that he was a very bad mHu, ^omo of them 
even importuned him to kill him ; and were not a little surprised that 
he did not listen to them ; for, aecoiding to their ideaa of equity, thia 
ou^t to have been done. 

While at thi*^ nlrice, cnnosity prompted them to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances attending the melancholy fate of their countrymen ; and Omai 
was made use of as interpreter for this purpose. Pedro, and the rest pf 
the natives preaeot, anawered all the questions that were pot to them on 
the subject without reserve, and like men who are under no dread of 
punishment for a crime of ■v^hich they are not guilty ; for they already 
knew that none of thciii had been concerned in the unhappy transaction. 
Tiiey said, that while the seamen were sitting at dinner, surrounded by 
■ereial of the natifos, eome of the latter stole, or snatchsd from them, 
tome bread and fish, for whieh they were beat. This being resented, a 
quarrel ensuoH, and two New Zealanders were shot dead, by the only 
two muskets thai were fired ; and before the people had time to discharge 
a third, or to load again those that had been fired, the natives rushed in, 
overpowered them with aumbere, and put them all to death. Pedro and 
faia companions, besidee relating the history of the massacre, made them 
acquainted with the very spot that was the scene of it. It is at the corner 
of the cove on the right hand. They pointed to the place of the sun, 
to mark at what hour of the day it happened ; and, according to thia, it 
must have been late in die afternoon. They also showed the place where 
the boat lay ; and it appeared to be about two hundred yaidt distant horn 
where the crew were seated. One of their numbo', a black serfant 
of Captain Fnr!iea\iy, was left in the boat to take care of her. 

For some tune bejbie they arrived at New Zealand, Omai had expressed 
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a desire to taice one of the naUTes with him to his own country. Thej 
had not heen there many days, hefote he had an opportuiiit) ol b^ing 
gratified in thia ; for nyaalh about eeventeen or eighteen years of age° 
aamod Taweiharooa, offered 10 accompany him, oiid look up Jiia rneidnnco 

on board. That Taweiharooa niighthe sent away in a m;inner becoming 
his birth, another youth was to have gone with him es his st'rv;iut ; and, 
with this view, remained on boaid till they were about tu sail, when hi* 
friends took him aahoie. Hofrover, hie fiMce was eoppUod next monk- 
log by another, a boy of about aine or ten years of ago* named Kokoa. 

On the 25th of February, nt ten o'clock m the morning, a light breeze 
sprinfring up at north-wrst by west, they weigUtd, stood out of the soumJ, 
and made sail through the strait, with the Discovery in company. Ou tiiQ 
SHkb of Maidi» al ten in the momiog, standing to the north-east, the Dis- 
eovenr made theeignal of seeing land. They soon disootersd it to betft 
iabind of no great extent, and stood for it till sunset. 

At this time a small canoe was lannc]>.^d in n (rreiit hurry from the 
farther end of the beach, and a man getting into it, put oH, as with a view 
to reach them ; after some time, another man joined him in the canoe, 
and then they both paddled toward the abip. Still, however, ^ey woold 
not venture on board ; but told Omai, who understood them pretty weQ, 
that thrir countrymen on shore had ^iven ihem this caution, at the same 
time tiiiccii)!:,' tticni to inquire froui whence the ship came, and to leara 
the name ol Uie captain, i ue Englisii luquired the name ot the island, 
which they called sUnm or Mangeem f and sosMtimes added to it Noo€, 
nait naiiva. The name of their chief, they said, wta Oiooaeeka. They were 
obliged to leave, unvisited, this island, which seemed capable of supplying 
a!! their wants. It lies m the latitude of 21 degrees 67 minutes south, 
and in ihe luugilude ol 201 degrees 53 minutes east. Such parts of the 
coast as feU under their obeerfitkm are guarded by a xeef of coral rock, 
on the outside of which the sea is of an unfathomable depth. It is full 
five leagues in circuit, and of a moderate and pretty equal height. 1%e 
natives of Mangcea seem to resemble those of Otaheite and the Marquesas, 
in the beauty of their persons, more than any other nation m these seas ; 
having a smooth skin, and not being muscular. Their gonerv^l dispoauioa 
also corresponds, as far as they had oppoftonities of judging, with that 
which distinguishes the first-mentioned people. 

After leaving Mangeea, on the afternoon of the 30th of March, they 
continued northward all that night, and till noou on the 3 1st, when they 
i^ain saw land, distant eight or ten leagues. .Next morning, at eight 
o'clock, had got within four leagues, and could now pronounce it to be an 
iisiand, nearly of the same appearance and extent with that so lat^^y Ie(i. 
At the same time another island, much smaller, was seen right ahead. 
It was not long, when three canoes came alongside of the Kesol'jlion, each 
conducted by one man. '1 hey are long and narrow, and supported by out* 
riggers. Some knifes^ beada, and o&er triflea, were oouTeyed to their 
Tiaiters ; and they gaye a few cocoe nuts upon asking for them. Not hog 
after fi double canoe, in which were twelve men, came toward them. A.8 
they drew near the ship, they recited some words in concert, bv way of 
chorus — one of their Lumber first standing up and giving the word before 
each repetition. When they had finiahed their solemn chant, they came 
alongside and asked for the chief. 

At three in the afternoon Mr. Gore returned, and said, that he had ex* 
ammed all the west side of the ishuiil, withont finding a place where a boat 

couid land or the ships aochori the shore bciiig every whose boooded by 
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ft «toep caul rack, ag«imt whidi the set broke in a dreadful lurf, throng 
which eome of them swam from the boats. 

Scarcely had Oinai landed, when he found, among the crowd, three of 
his own countrymen, natives of the Society Islands. At the distance of 
about two hundred leagues from those islands, an immense unknown ocean 
jntorvening, with such wretched eea-boatt as their inhabitants are known 
to nake ate ot, and fit only for a ptsnge wherajugfat of land is scarcely 
ever lost, such a meeting, at such a place, may welt be looked upon as 
one of those unexpected situations with which the writers of feifrn^J 
adventures love to surprise their readers. It may easily be guessed wiih 
wlwt mntoal suipriee and satisfaction they engaged in conmaation. 
Their story is an aBbcting one. Abom tweutj persons, of both sexes, had 
embarked on board a canoe at Otabeito, to cross over to the neighbourinf^ 
island Ulietea. A violent contrary wind arising, they could neither reach 
the latter nor get back lo the former. Tlieir intended passage being a 
Tory short one, their stock of provisions was scanty, aod soon exhausted* 
The hardships they suffered, while driven alou^ by the storm they knew 
not whither, are not to be conceived. They passed many days without 
havincT anything to eat or drink. Their numbers gradually diminished, 
worn out by famine and fatigue. Four men oniy survived, when the canoe 
OTorset ; and then the perdition of this small remnant seemed inevitable. 
However, they kept hanging by the side of their vessel doting some of 
the last days, till Providence brought them in sight of the people of this 
island, who immediately sent out canoes, took them off their wreck, and 
brought them asiiore. Of the four who were thus saved, one w?)8 since 
dead. The other three, who lived to have this opportuni^ of g^viiig an 
account bf their almost mlracnlous transplantation, spoke higblw of the 
kind treatment they here met with. And to well satisfied were they with 
their situ^^tion, that they refused the offer made to them by the gentlemen, 
at Omafs request, of giving them a pa^-bage to their native islands. The 
similarity of manners and language had mure than naturalized them to this 
•pdt ; and the fresh eonnezioDS which they had here formed, and which 
it would have been pamful to have broken off, ailer such a ^i^{th of time, 
sufficiently account for their declining to revisit the places of their birth. 
Tbey ixad arrived upon this island at le^st twelve years ago. 

This island is called Wateeoo by the natives. It hes iu the latitude of 
20 degrees 1 minute south, and in the longitnda of 80 degrees 45 minutes 
esst, and is about six leagues in circumference. It is a beautiful spot, 
with a surface composed m kills and pUin% and covered with verdure of 
many hues. 

Light airs had carried the ships some distance from Watoeob before 
daybreak. They thonlbn slesnd for a neighbourmg island, discovered 

three days before. This island lies in the latitude of 19 degrees 5 1 minutes 
south, and the lonjoutude of 201 derrrees 37 minutes east, about ttiree or 
four leagues from Wateeoo, the laliabit.mts of which called it Otakootaia ; 
and sometuAes tiiey spoke of U under the apjielkiiion of Weiiooa-ette, 
which signifies little isiaad. They made sail ug^m to the northw«i4f ui> 
tending to try their fortuno at Hetvajf's Island, discovered in 1773. As 
they kept on toward it, six or scvnn of the canoes, all double ones, soon 
cauie near. There wtre from three to s;x men in each. They stopped 
at the distauce of aboui a stoue's throw from uhe ship i and it was some 
lime befofo Omai coold prevail upon them to eome alongside ; but no en- 
treaties could induce any of them to venture on board. Indeed, their 
disorderly and olmncoui bebartotir bj no 1119H99. Radicated a disposition

to trust, or tretit them wcU. These people seemed to differ as rnncli m 

£eti>Qa as in dxtspoeitioo from the natiTetof Wateeoo ; though the distatiea 
etwMD the two ttUMidi is not very great. TImr coloor waa ^ a deepet 
cast ; and sereral had a 6efe6i vaign avpee^ leMBliliag tbaaaliTM «# 
New Zealand ; but some weTC fairpr. 

At daybreak, on the 13th, they saw Palmerston Island, bearing^ west 
hy buuiii, distant about five leagues. What is comprehended under this 
name is a group of snaQ isles, of iriueh dievo are, in tfao wlMle^ nttie «r 
tc n , lying iQ a eire«iir direekiott^ uid conaoctod togotbsv hf a reef of covol 

lu the night, between the 24th and 25th, they passed Sarritrf' Island, 
discovered in 1774 ; and on the SSth, at tea oxiock ui the mormngy got 
to AniiaiBOoka. 

The feUowing day, whDe prapmtioDs were making for waterii^, Oooit 

•went ashore in the forcT^oon, accompanird by Captain Gierke and some of 
the officers, to fix on a place where the observatories might he set up, 
and a guard be stationed ; the natires haviug readily given leave Too- 
bou, the chief of the island, conducted him ai^ Onai t»lm house. They 
found it situated on a pimsant spot, in tile centre of his plantation. A 
ine graaa-plot surrounaed it, which, he gave them to understand, was for 
the purpose of cleaning their feet before t^ey went within doois. They 
had not before observed such an instance of attention to cleanliness at any 
ef the places in this ocean ; but afterward found that it was very common 
at the Friendly Islands. The floor of Toobou^ Imiibo wte eeveied with 
vats ; and no carpet, in the most elsgwt English drsiwhig-iWMiit could 
be kepf'neater. Whilf on ?hore, they procured a few hogs and some fnrir, 
hy biurteriug ; and, I'fTore tliev gnt on bonrd again, ihc ^bips were crowded 
with the natives. Flw cojiiidg eaipty-hauded, every necesMiy reixesh,- 
Uent was now in the greatest plenty. 

On ihe 6th they were visited by a great chief from Tongataboo, whoae 
name was Feenou, and whom Taipa was pleaded to introduce as king of 
all the FncndJv Isles. The officer on shore informed Cook that, when 
he hist arrived, ail the natives were ordered out lo meet him, and pud 
their obeisance by bowBig their heads es low as his feel, the sdlei of wnleli 
they also touched with each hand, first with the pdm aiui then with the 

back part. There could be little room to siifpcct that a person TOCeived 
with 80 nViirh respect ccKild be anythmn; less than the king. 

In the afternoon he went to pay this great man a visit, EaviDg first re* 
ceiYed a present of two flsh from hiia» brooght on beaid by one of Us 
servants. He appeared to be about thirty yean of age, tall, but thin, and 
had more of the European features than any yet seen here. When the 
first salutation was over, Cook asked if he was the king. Taipa o(!)eiaHy 
answered for him, and enumerated no less than 1^ islands, of which, ho 
said, Feenoa was the sovereign. After a short stay, tlieir new Tisiter 
and five or six of his attMidsnts accompanied the captain on boaid» virfao 

fave suitable presents to all, and entertained them In such a BMumor aa 
e thought would be a^eeable. 
Feenou, understanding that he meant to proceed directly to Tongata* 
boo, importuned him airongly to alter this plan, to which he expressed as 
much aTorslon as if he had some pattieular intereM to promote. In pre- 
ference to it, he warmly recommended an island, or rather a group of 
. islands, called Happnee, lying to the north-east. There, he assured him, 
they could be suppUed plentifnlly witfi every refreshment in the easiest 
manner ; and, to add weight to liis advice, engaged to attend them iintiier 
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in person. At dajf break, on Ike 16lh, steered north-east for Hapaee, now 
in sight ; and they eould jndga it to be low land, from the trees only ap- 
|Manng above the water. About nine o'clock eould see it plainly forming 

three islands, nearly of an e(|oal size; and aoon after a fourth, to the 
southward of these, as large as the others. Each seemed to ho about six 
or seven miles long, and of a similar height and appearance, lliey now 
despatched e boat to look fonr anchoiage. A proper p\m was aoon found, 
and they came-to ahreast of a reel^ being that wnich joina LefiMga to 
Foa, in the same manner that Foa is joined to H:i:\nno. 

The chief conducted Cook to a house, or railn r a hut, situated close 
to the sea-beach, brought thither but a few minutes before for their re- 
eepiien. In this Feenon, Oinai, and the captain, were seated. The other 
chiefs and the multitiuie eampned a circle, on the outside, fronting them ; 
^d they also sat down. He was then asked how long ho intended to 
*tay On his saying, five days, Taipa was ordered to come and sit by 
nim, and proclaim this to the people. He then addressed them in a 
speech mostly dictated by Feenoa. The purport of it was, that they* 
were all, both old and young, to look upon him as a frieady who mtended 
to remain wiih them a few days ; that, during his stav, t.h y must not 
steal anything, nor molest him any other way ; and that it was t xpocted, 
they should bring hoffs, fowls, fruit, &c., to the ships, where they would 
reeelve, in exchange for them, such and such things, which he enamerated. 
Soon after Taipa had finished this address to the assembly, Feenon left 
them. Taipa then took occasion to signify, that it was necessary the 
captain should make a present to the chief of the i?!:u}d, whose namo was 
Earoupa. He was not unprepared for this, and gave hun such arucies as 
far exceeded hie expectation. His liberality bruugiit demands of the same 
kind from two chiefs of other ides, who were present, and from Taipa 
himself. When Feenou returned, which was immediately after Captain 
Cofik had made the last of these presents, he pretended to be angry with 
Taipa for suffering him to give away so much ; but he looked upon this 
as a meie iinesse, being confident that he acted in concert with the others. 
He now took his seat again, and oidered Earoupa to sit by him, and to 
harangue the people as Taipa had done, mi to the same pnipoee, dic' 
tathig, as before, the heads of the ^ner rh 

About noon a larcre sailing canoe came under the stern, in which was 
a person named Fuitafaihe, or Poulaho, ur both ; who, as the natives 
then on board said, was King of Too^ataboo and of all the neighbour- 
ing islands. It was a matter of surprise to have a stranger introduced 
under this character, which they had so much rea^oi^ to believe really 
belonged to another. Rnt thev persisted in iheir account oi the supreme 
dignity of this new visiter ; aud now, for the first time, owned that 
Feenoa was not the king, hot only a subordtdate chief, ihougii ui at 
power, as he was often sent from Tongataboo to the other islands on 
warlike expeditions, or to decide diflerences. It being their interest, as 
well as inclination, to pay court to all the great men without making 
inquiry into the validity of their assumed titles, they invited Pouialio on 
board. He could not be an nnwelcome guest ; for he brought with him, 
as a present, two good fat hogs, thoogh not so fat as himself. If weight 
of body could give weight in rank ur power, he was certainly the most 
eminent man, in that respect, they had seen ; for though not ver)' tall, 
he was very unwieldy, and almost shapeless with corpulence. He seemed 
to be about forty years of age, had straight hair, and his features diirer< 

ed a g«>od deal fram thon m the hulk of his people. Thajf fouiid him 
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to be a leHtte, •enaiUe mm. Ho Tiowod tho ohip tad tho aoronl mw 

objects with uncommon attention, ;ind r^slted many pertinent questions; 
one of which was, what could induce ihom to visit these islands. After 
he Yimi satistied his curiosity in looking at the cattle and other Dovelties 
which he met with upon deck, the eapUin desired bioi to walk down into 
the cabin. T* this some of bis attendants objected, eaying, that if ha 
were to accept of that invitation, it must happen that people would 
walk over his head, which could not be permitted. Cook directed 
Omai to tell them that he would obviate their object, by giving orders 
that no one should presume to walk upon that part of tbe deck which 
was ofor the cabin. Whether this ezp«dient would have estiafied then 
was frr from appearing ; but the chief himMlf, less scrupulous in this 
respect than his attendants, waved bU ceieaiony,aiid waikod down with- 
out any s.tipulation. 

P uuiaho sat down to dinner ; but ate litUe, and drank less. When 
they rose from the table, he desired Co<dt to accompany him sahoio. 
Omai was asked to bo of the party ; but he was too faithfully attached 
to Feenou to show any attention to his competitor ; and, therefore, ex- 
cused himself. The captain attended the chief in his own boat, having 
first made presents to him of such articles as he could observe he valued 
ranch, and were even beyond his expectation to reeeifo. He was not 
disappointed in the view of thus securinjg his friendship ; for the moment 
the boat reic^ipd the beach, and before he quitted her, he ordered two more 
bogs to be broil izht and delivered to the people to be conveyed on board. 

On the 4ih, al seven in the murmng, they weighed ; and, with a fnsh 
gale from the east>soath-east, stood away for Annamooka, where they 
anchored next morning, nearly in the same station they had so lately oc- 
cupied. About noon, next day, Feenou arrived from Vavaoo. H<^ told 
thorn that several canoes, l^den wifli liogs and other provisions, which 
hod sailed with him irom that i:jlaud, had b<^en lust, owing to tiiu late 
blowing we&ther ; that everybody on board had perished. This melan* 
eholy tale did not seem to affect any of his countrymen who hoard it ; 
and they were, by this time, too well acqnaintpd with his character to 
give much credit to such a story. Tho foUowjnir morning Poulaho and 
the other chiefs, who had been wind-bound with him, arrived. Tho 
captain happened at thb time to be ashore, in eompany with Feenoo, who 
seemed sensible of the impropriety of his conduct in assuming a charac* 
ter that did not belong to him. For he not only acknowledged Poulaho 
to be King of Ton?at?.boo and the other isles, but aff»'cti"d to insist much 
on it, with a view to make amends for his former presumption. 

At eight o'clock next morning they weighed, and steered for Tongata- 
boo, haviog a gentle breeze at north-east Abont fourteen or fifteen 
sailing vessels, belonging to tho natives, set out with them; but every 
one of them outrun the ships considerably. Soon after thoy had anchored. 
Cook landed, accompanied by Omai and some of the officers. They fouod 
the king waiting upon the beach. He immediately conducted them to a 
small neat house, situated a little within the skirts of tbe wood, with a 
fine large area before it. This house, he told him, was at his service 
during his stay at the island ; and a better situation he could not wish for. 

Toward noon, Poulaho brought v\iih hiui Ins son, a youth about twelve 
years of ago. G<x>k had his company at diuner ; but his suii, though 
present, was oot allowed to sit down with him. It was very convenient 
to have him for a guest ; .when he was present, which was generaUy 
tho caso« ovoiy othAr native was excluded from the table^ vaA bat fm* 
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of them would remain in the cabiq. By this time they bad acquirei 
00010 cottain iiifomiAlHMi about tho relttivo oitQationa of tho aoveial great 
men ; Maioewogoe and old Toobou were brothera. Both of them were 

men of great property in tho island, and seemed to be in high estimation 
with the people ; the forraer, in particular, had the very honourable ap- 
pellation given to him by everybody of Motooa Tonga; that is to say, 
Father of Tonga, or of bis coantry. The, nature of hia relationship to 
the ktog was also no longer a secret ; for they now understood that he 
was his father-in-law ; Poulaho having married one of his daughters, by 
whom he had a son ; so thit MareewAgec was the prince's grandfather. 
Poulaho's appearance having saii&bed them they had been under a mis< 
take in coosidering Feenou as the sovereign of these islands, they bad 
been at first much pnssled aboat his real rank; hot that was by this time 
ascertamed. Feenon was one of Mareewagee*s sons, and Toobooeitoa 
was another. 

Early the next moruiug the kuig came on board to invite Cooic lo an 
entertainment, which he proposed to sive the same day. He had already 
been nndef this barber*s hands ; his lead being all besmeared with red 
fngmeiiti in order to redden his hair, which was naturally of a dark brown 
colour. After breakfast he attended him to the shore ; and found his 
people very busy in two places m the front of their area, fixing in an up' 
right and 8()uare position, thus £ §^ ], four very long posts, near two feet 
Ikom each other. Tho space between the |Msts was afierwatd filled np 
wrilh yams ; and, as they went on filling it, fastened pieces of stiellf 
across, from post to post, at the distance of about every four feet, to pre- 
vent the posts from separaiiug by the .veight of tiie enclosed yams, and 
also to get up by. When the yams had reached the top of the hrst posts 
they fastened others to them, and so eentioued till each pile was the 
height of thirty feet or upward. On the top of one they placed two 
baked hogs, and on the top of the other a living one ; and another they 
tied by the legs, half-way up. It was matter of curiosity to observe with 
what laciiily and despatch tho^e iwo piles weie raiiied. After they bad 
completed these two piles, they made several other heaps of yams and 
bread fruit on each side of the area, to which were added a turtle and 
a large quantity of excellent fish. All this, with a piece of cloth, a mat, 
anfl sofno red foathors, was the king's present to the caj>tain ; and ho 
sceiued to pique inmseii on exceeding, as ho really did, Ir'eenou'a liberality, 
which Uiey experienced at Hapaee. 

Accompanied by a few of the king's attendants, and Omai as inter- 
preter, they walked out to take a view of a fiatookot or burying-place, 
which they iiad observed to be nearly by the house, and was much 
more extensive, and &ceimn£ly oi more consequence, than any they had 
seen at the other islands. Tliey were told .it beioQged to the king. It 
consists of three pretty large houses, situated upon a rising ground, 
or rather just by the brink of it, with a small one at some dis tance, all 
ranged longitudinally. The middle house of the first three was much tho . 
largest, and placed in a square, twenty-four paces by twenty-eigbt, raised 
iboot three feet The other houses were placed on little mounts, raised 
artificially to the same height. The floors of these houses, as also the 
tops of the mounts round them, were covered with loose, fine pebbles, 
and the whole was enclosed hy large flat stones of hard coral rock, pro- 
perly hewn, placed on their edges ; one of which stones measured twelve 
feet in length, two in breadth, and above one in thickness^ One of the 
bottsea^ enitiair to what tbej bad loea before^ wse open on one aidei 
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and wHluQ it were two radet wooden basts of men ; om Bctalr the ratrancv, 
and the other farther in* On inqiiiring of the iwtivee who had ibiloweil 
them to the ground, bat duvet not enter, what these images were intended 

for, thpy madf^ ^hem sensible they wers merely memorials of some chi<»f» 
who had been buried there, and not the representations of any Deity. 
«Such monuments, it should seem, are seldom raised ; for theae iiad pro- 
bably been erected several ages ago. They were told the dead had been 
buried ui each of theae houses ; but no marks of thw appeared. In one 
of them was the car?ed head of an Otaheitoan canoe, which had been 
driven afhoic on their coast, and deposited liere. At the toot of the 
rising ground was a large area, or grass-plot, wiiii didcrenl trees planted 
dlMnit It, among which were aeTml or tbote ealled elte, very large. 
Thi se^ aa they reaemble the cydreat^ bad a fine effect in ench a place. 
There was al?o a row of low palms nenr one of the houses^ and bebind 
it a ditch, m wirxh lay a great numi)f r ol old baskets. 

Amsterdam, Tongataboo, or (as the natives »bo very frequently ealled it) 
Tonga, is about twenty leaguee in circnitfeomewbat oblong, though by moch 
^be broadest at the eaatand ;' and ha greatest length ta mm oaettoweat. 

The island may, with great propriety, be called a low one, as the trees 
on the west par^, w!icri> they now lay at anchor, only appeared ; and the 
only eminent part whicii can be seen from a ship is the south-east pomt. 
^e general appearance of the couattj doea not afford that lieaiitifal kind 
of landscape that is prodoeed from a Tariety of faille and Yalleya, lawns^ 
rivulets, and cascades ; but, at the same time, it conveys an idea of the 
most exuberant fertility, whether we respect the places improved by art, 
or those still in a natural state ; both which yield all tbeir vegetable pro- 
ductions with the greatest vigour and perpetual verdure. 

On the 10th, at eight o*cloek in the morning, they weighed anchor, 
and were enabled to stretch away for Middleburg, or Eooa, (as it is 
ealled by the inhabitants,) where they anchored at eifrht o'clock thf* rtprt 
morning. Cook put ashore, at this island, a ram Hnd iwo ewes of the 
Cape of Good Hope breed of sheep, entrusting them to the care of 
Taoofa, who eeemeid prond of bia charge. It was fortonatOt peifaaps, 
that Mareewagee, to whom he had given diem, slighted the p r a a aot. 
£oOa not having as yet got any doL''^ vip^o it, seemed to be a mora proper 
place than Tongataboo for the reaniig of sheep. 

t As they lay at anchor, this island bore a very dillerent aspect from any 
they had lately eeen, and formed a moit baautifol landaebpe. It is higher 
than any they had passed since leaYing New Zealand, and from its top, 
which is almost fiat, declines very jTcn'ly toward the sea. As the other 
isles of this cluster are level, the eye can discover nothing but the trees 
that cover them ; but here the land, rising gently upward, presents an 
•xtenatTe prospect, where groves of treea are onlynttersperaed at brMga- 
hr diatances, in beantiful disorder, and the rest corered with grass. Near 
the shore, again, it is quite shaded with varions tree?, nmnnrr which are 
the habiiHtions of the natives ; and to the right of their station was ono 
01 tlie most extensive groves of cocoa palms they had ever seen. On the 
iSth a party made an ezcnnton to the highest part of the island, which 
wae a Uttle to the right of the ahipa, in order to have a full view of the 
country. About half-way up, they crossed a deep valley, the bottom and 
sides of which, though composed of hanily anything bat coral rocka, were 
clothed with trees. ' 
^ Soon after they weighed, and with a light breeze at south-east stood 
Mto aevandthanTaooft,and a few other nativaa that were in thoih^ 
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left them. AccordiDg to the information they received here, this archi- 
pelago is very eztonnve. Above 150 islands were reckoned op to Ibem 

by the native^ who ra^de use of bits of leavee to eaeertain their nQcnbcv ; 

and Mr Anderson, with his usual diligence, even procnrpd all their names. 
Fifteen of them are said to be high or hilly, such as i oofou and Eooa ; 
and thirty-five of them large. Of these only three were seen this voyage : 
Uapaee, (which la considered by the nativee as one island,) Tongataboo, 
and Eooa, gf the size of the ooexplored thirty-two, nothing more can be 
mentioned, but that they must be all larger than Annaraooka ; which 
those from whom they had received their information ranked among the 
smaller isles. Some, or indeed several of this latter denomination, are 
mere spots, withont inhabitants. Bat it mast be left to future navicraiore 
to intiodnee into the geography of this part of the South Pacific Ocean 
die exact situation and size of near a hundred more islands in thianei^i* 
bonrhood, which iht'v bid r.ot an opportunity to explore. 

At eleven o'clock m the morning of the 8th of August, land was seen, 
bearing north-north-east, nine or ten leagues distant. At first it appeared 
in detached hiils, like separate islands ; hat ae they drew nearer, Ibond 
that they were all connected. Two canoes having advanced to about 
the distance of a pistol shot from the ship, there -stopped. After making 
several unsuccessful altempls lo induce these peo|.le to come alongside, 
they made sail to the north, but not without getting the name of their 
ialand» which they called Toohond. It is aitaated in the latitode of S8 
degrees 25 minutes south, and in 310 degrees 87 minutes east longitade. 
Its greatest extent, in any direction, ozcinaiTie of the reef, is not abore 
five or six miles. 

At daybreaii, on the morning of the 12th, they saw the Island of 
Maitea. Soon after, Otaheito made its appearance. A chief, whom the? 
had known before, named Ootee, and Omai's brother-in-law, who chanced 

to be now at this corner nf ?he island, and three or for.r n-iorp ps^rsons, 
all of whom knew Omai before he embarked with Captaui Furneaux, 
came on board. Yet there was nothing tender or striking in their meet- 
ing. On the contrary, there seemed to be a perfect mdiflerence on both 
sides, till Omni, having taken his brother down into the cabin, opened 
tlie drawer where hr kopt his red feathers, and ^ave him a few. Tliis 
being presenrly knowji among the rest of the native^ upon deck, Lho 
face of affairs was entirel)' turned, and Ootee, vviio would hardly speak 
to Otnsi before, now begged rtiat they might be tayos^ (friends,) and ex- 
change names. Omai acn |)tf d of the liononr, and confirmed it with a 
present of red feathers ; rind Ootee, by way of return, sent ashore for a 
nog. Soon after they had anchored, Omai's sister came on board to see 
bim. They were happy to observe that, mucli to the honour of both, 
their meeting was marked with expressions of the tenderest aflection, 
easier to be conceived than to be described. 

Early in the moming of the Ist of September, a messenger anived 
from Towha, to acquaint Otoo that he hnd killed a man to be sacrificed 
to the Eatooa, to implore the assistance of the god against Eimeo, which 
had rerolted from the authority of Otaheite. This act of worship was 
to be performed at the great Morai at Attahooroo ; and dtoo*s presence, 
it seems, was Absolutely necessary on that soleom occasion. That the 
offerinjT of human sacrifices is part of the religious institutions of this 
island, has been mentioned by M. do Boog?iinville, on the authority of 
the native whom he carried with hun to France. 

The nnbrtppy victim offered to the object of their ifOfahlp upon tfalt

Oiwitim lotmid to be » middle-aged man ; a&d, at they w«re toUt «M 
• iMlMt, that is, one of the loweet class of the people Those who wo 

devoted to suffer, in order to perform this bloody act of worship, are never 
apprised of their faie, till the blow is given that putb an end to their cx« 
iateaee. WbeneTer any one of the great chieis thinks a human sacridce 
aoeoMtiy, on any paitaewaf emerge n cy , h e pitchoi upon tho victim. Somo 
of his truetjr servants are then sent, who fall upon him suddenly, arid 
put him to death with a club, or by stoning him. The kjng is next 
ncqi.aioied with it, whose presence at the aolemu iitea that ioUow is 
absoiutely necessary. 

At daybreak, in the morning of the 30th, oftor leaving Otaheite, they 
stood for the north end of Eimeo ; the harboor which they wished to es* 
amine being at iliat part of it. Omai, in his ranoe, liaving arrived there 
long hf fore them, had taken some neressary measures to show the place. 
This harbour, which is called Taiuo, is sKu.ued upon the north side of 
the tdsiid, in tho district of Oboonohoo, or Po^iuhoo. It runs in aootb, 
or south by east, between the hiUs* abofo two miles. For security and 
goodness of i ts bottom, it is BOt inferior to tny harboor it any of the islsndo 
in this ocean. 

On the Ud Maheine, the ehief of the isiand, paid them a visit, lie ap- 
proached the ship with great eantion, and It required some persuasion to 
get him on board. Probably he was under somo appiehonsions of mis* 

chief from them, as friends of the Otaheiteans ; these people not being 
able to comprehend how they can he friends with any one, witho-jt a'lopt- 
ingf at the aaa>e time, his causo against his enemies. Maheine was 
accompanied by his wife, who ia sitter to Oarno, of Ot^eite. This chief^ 
who, with a few followers, has msde himself in a manner indepmdentof 
Otaheite, is between forty and fifty years old. He is bald-headed, whidh 
ia rather an uncommon appearance in these islands at that age. He 
wore a kind of turban, and seemed ashamed to show his head. 

Having led Eimeo with a gentle breeze and fine weather, at daybreak 
the next morning saw Hoaheine. At noon they anchored at the north 
entrance of Owhaire harbour, on the west side of the island. Their ar- 
rival brought oil the principal people of the island to the shijis the next 
morning, being the I3ih. This was just what they wished, as it was high 
time to think of settling Omai ; and the presence of these chiefs would 
enable Cook to do it in the moat satisfactory manner. One of them im- 
mediately ezpresaed himself to this effsot: "that the whole island of 
Huahcine, and everything in it, wctp tho cap^ain's ; and that, therefore, 
he might give what portion of it he pleased to his friend." Omai, who, 
like . the rest of his countrymen, seldom see^i things beyond iho present 
moment, was greatly pleased to hear this, thinking, no doubt, that be 
should be very liberal, and give him enough. Upon this, some chiefs, 
who had left the assembly, were sent for ; and, after a short consultation 
among themselves, the request was gr iijIcJ by general consent, and the 
ground immediately pitciied upon, adjoiumg to the huui>e where the meet- 
ing was held. The extent along the shore of the harboor was abont two 
hundred yards ; and its depth, to the foot of the hUl, somewhat more ; but 
a prnportional part ofthe hill was included in the grant. 

Omai II. )w began seriously to attend to his own affairs, and repented 
heartily of his ill judged prodigahty while at Otaheite. He found at Hua- 
beino a brother, a sister, and a brother-in-law — the sister being married. 
But these ii : 1 not plunder him, as he had lately been by his other relatione. 
As soon as Oaiai was settled in his new habitatiooi Cook began to think 
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of leaving the island ; and got everything oil from the shore this evening, 
except the hoise tiid mate, and a goat big with kid, which were left in th« 
poasesaion of bia friend, with whom they were now finalljr to part. He 

also gave him a boar and two sows of the Enj^lish broed ; and he had got 
a sow or two of his own. Th^^ horsn covered the raare while at Otaheite ; 
so that the introduction of a i>rccd of horses into these islands is likely 
to have tnoceeded bj thia ▼alnaUe.preaent. 

He had picked up at Otaheite Jour or five loutmis ; the two Now 
Zoaknd youths remained with him ; and his brother, and some others, 
joined him at Huaheine ; so that hi.^ familv consistpd alrearlv of eight or 
teti persons, if that can be called a family to which not a single female 
, aa yet belonged, nor waa likely to belong, unleae ttt maater became leee 
Tolattle. At present, Omai did not seem at all dispoaed to take nnto 
himself a wife. The house which they erected for him was twenty-four 
feet by eighteen, and ten feet high. His European weapons consisted of 
a musket, bayonet, andcaitouch box, a fowling-piece, two pair of pistols^ 
and two or three awoids orcntlaeaea. 

On the 2d of November, at four m die afternoon, they took the advan- 
tage of a breeze which then sprung up at cast, and sailed out of the har- 
bour. Omai went ashore, after taking a very aflectionate iarewell of all 
the officers. He sustained himself with a manly resoiutioii till he came 
to the captain ; then hie utmost efibrCa to conceal - hia teara failed ; and 
Mr. King, who went in the boat, said that he wept all the time in going 
ashore. The boH which carried Omai having returned to theiriup» they 
stood over for Ulietea, vvliere they intended to touch next. 

In the morning of tiie / Ui of iJecember, took the advantage of a light 
breese ; and, with the aaaiatance of all the boats, got out to sea, with the 
Discovery in company. Aa soon as they were clear of the harbour, they 
steered for Bolabola. Oreo, and six or eight men more from Ulieten, look 
a passage with them. Indeed most of the natives in general, except the 
• chief himself, would have gladly taken a passage to England. At sunset, 
being the length of the south point of Bolabola, they shortened sail, and, 
spent the night, makln|p short boards. At daybreak, on the 9th, made sail 
for the harbour, which is on the west side of the island. 

After leaving Bolabola, they steered to the northward. On the 24th, 
after daybreak, land was discovered. Upon a nearer approacii, it was 
fonnd to be one of those low islands so common in this ocean ; that ia, a 
narrow bank of land enclosing the sea within. A few cocoa nut treea 
were seen in two or three places ; but, in general, the IsTid had a very 
barren appearance. As ihvy V.fyt their Christmas lierc', it was called 
Christmas Island. They judged il to be about fiUeeu ur Uvetily leagues la 
circumference. 

On the 3d of January resumed their course to the north. At daybreak 
in the morning of the 18ih, an island made its appearance, bearing north- 
east by east ; and soon after saw more land bearing north, and entirely 
detached from the former. Latitude at this time, 21 degrees 12 minutes 
north, and longitude SOO degreea41 minutes east. At this time they 
were in some doubt whether the land was inhabited ; but this doubt was 
soon cleared up, by seeing some canoes coming off from the shore toward 
the ships. They had from three to sit men each ; and, on tlieir approach, 
they were agreeably surprised to hnd that they spoke the language of 
Otaheite and of the other islands lately visited. Cook, in the course of 
his voyages, never before met with the natives of ^ny place so much asto* 
jiahed aa these were upon entering a ship. Their eyes weie continually 
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djing ft«n oljeet to object ; tho w il d n if of jjnirloito and geatowo fallf 

expressing their entire ignorance about everything they sow, aHOllgl^ loafk* 

iiig that, till now, they bad never been visited by Europeans. 

The phir>s being stationed, Cook went ashore, with three armed botta 
and twelve marines, to examine the water and to try the disposition of 
the inhabitante. The very instaol lie leaped on land, tlio ooUected body 
of MtiTea all fell flat apon their faces, and remained in tluil vety hamblo 
poature till, by expressive signs, he prevailed upon them to rise. They 
then broTight a great many sntiall pigs, which they presented to him, with 
plantain trees, using much the same ceremonies practiml oa such occa- 
sions at the Society and other islands. A tmde wae aet on foot for hogs 
and potatoes, whieh the people gave in exchange for nails and pieoes of 
iron formtd into something ^e chisels. They met with no obstruction in 
watering ; on the contr,-\ry, the natives assisted the men in rolling- the easka 
to and from the pool, and readily performed whatever they required. 

At daybreak, on the 24th, they found that the currents had carried the 
abip to the nortb-weet and north ; so that the weat end of the yand, 
upon which they had been, called Atooi by tht i^tives, bore east, one 
longue distant ; another inland, called Oreehoua, west by south ; -and the 
high land of a tiiird island, called Oneeheow, ixom southhweat by west to 
well t'South* west. 

Of wliBt nonber tUa newty-^seorered archioclago oonsista moat bo 

left for futwo investigation. They saw five, whose namea, as giwt by 

the natives, arc Woahoo, Atooi, Oncchpow, Orcrho>n, and Tahoora. 
They named the whole group the Sandwich Islands, in honour of the 
£ari of Sandwich. Those they saw are situated between the latitude 
of SI degrees 80 minoteo and degrees 15 minatea north, and between 
the lon^tude of 199 degrees 20 mi nates and 901 degrees 30 miniilee east. 

The inhabifr^nts am of a middling stature, firmly made, with some ex- 
ceptions, neither remarkable for a hoanlifnl shape, ijor for striking features, 
which rallier express an openness and good-nature, than a keen mtelligeut 
llis^osition. They are vigorous, acii ve, and most expert swimmers ; leaving 
th«ir eanoea vpoti the moat trifling occasion, diving under then, and awim* 
ming to others, though at a great distance. It was very common to see 
women with infants at the h^nsr, wlien the surf was so higli that they couM 
not land in the canoes, ie:ip overboard, and, without endangering tiieir 
little ones, swim to the shore through a sea that looked dreadful. 

After the Discovery had joined, they stood away to the northward. 
Oil the 6thof March, being in the latitude of 44 degrees 10 minuteenorth, 
and the longitude of 234^ Afi-ecs cast, at daybreak the next morning 
the long looked-for coast of A*' v A'hion was seen, distant ten or twelve 
leagues. In the morning of tiiu 20t.h, standing to tlie north-east, ihey 
again saw the land. Between two points the shore forms a lane bay, 
which they called Hope Bay ; hoping, from the appearaneaof the &nd, to 
find in it a good harbour. The ffvcnt proved they were not mistaken. 
Three canoes came ofl' to tiie ship ; in one of these were two men, in 
atiother six, and m the third ten. Having come pretty near, a person in 
one of the last two atood up, and made a long harangue, inviting them 
to land by his gestures. At the same time he kept strewing handsful of 
feathers to*,vnrf! them, rind some of his companions threw handsfiil of a 
red dust or powder m the same manner. The person who played the 
orator wore the skin of some animal, and held in each hand something 
which rattled as he kept shaking it. 

A gnatmanjcaoDeSf flUed with the natifes, wno about tfaoehipa, aa4 
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• trade comnenectf, which was carried on with the ttrictf^it honetHy on 
both aides. The articles they offered for sale were skins of vacioaa aftimals, 
such as bears, wolves, foxes, (leer, racoons, pole mts, martins, htcI in 
particular of the sea-otters, which aie found at the islands casi of Khhv 
ischaika. Besides the skins in their native shape, thev also brougia gar- 
manta made of them, and another aert of dotbmg made of the bark of a 
tree, or some plant like hemp ; weapooa, aochaa bows, arrows, and apeara, 
fish-hooks, and instrumpnls of various kind?*, wooden vi?ors of many dif- 
ferent monstrous figures, a sort of woollen stuff, or blatiketing, Iwps tilled 
with ltd ochrei pieces of carved work, beads, and several other hule or- 
naoMnta of thin bnan and iron, ehaped tike a hoiae^ahoe, whioh they hang 
at their nosea, and aeveral chisels, or pieces of iron, fixed to handles. 
From their posses«»!ng \vhich metals, they had either been visitrd bnforo 
by some civilized nation, or had connexions with tribes on their coniifibnt, 
who had communicaUuu with them. .i:iut the most ejiUauidinary of aU 
the artielea brought to the ships for aide, were human akulia and handa 
not ^et quite stripped of the fleah, which ihey made their people plainif 
understand they had eaten ; and, indeed, some of them had evident marka 
they lia 3 b' ( n upon the tire. Tney had but too much reason to suspect, 
froui this circumstance, that the horrid practice of feeding on their eno- 
miea ia as |»e-Talent here as at New Zealand and other Sonth Sea laUwdai 
For the various articles which they brought, they took in ezehai^ kniv^, 
chisels, pieces of iron and tin, nails, looking-glasses, buttons, or any kind 
of metal. Glaas beads they were not food of^ and cloth of every sort thoy 
rejected. ^ 

On their arriTaTin tfaia inlet. Cook had honoured it with the name of 
King George's Soond; bnt afterward found that it ia called Nootka by 
the natives. The entrance is situated in the east corner of Hope Bay, 
in the latitude of 49 degrees 33 minutea north, and in the longitode of 
233 decrees IS minutes easU 

Haying pnt to aea on the evening of the 26th, with atrong signa of an 
approaching stomit theae signs did not deceive them. Fortunately the wind 
veered no farther southerly than south-east ; so that, at daylight the next 
morning, they were quite clear of the coast. In latitudo 58 degrees 53 
minutes, and longitude 220 degrees 52 minutes, the summit of an elevated 
monntain appeared above the horizon, bearing north 26 degrees west, and, 
aa was aflerward found,' forty leagues distant. They supposed it to be 
Beering's Mount St. Elias ; and it stands by that name in their chart. 

To an inlet, which they now entered, Cook gave the name of Prince 
Wihiam's Sound. To judge of this sound from what tbey saw of it, it 
occupies at leaat a degree and a half of latitude, and two of longitude, 
ezclnaive of the arma or branches, the extent of which ia not known. The 
nativea, who came on several visits, were generally not above the comnum 
height, though inanv of th^rn were under it. They were square, or strong- 
chested ; and the most disproportioned part of their body seemed to be 
tiieir heads, which were very large, with thick short necks ; and large 
broad or apreading faoea, which, upon the whole, wei» flat Their eyea, 
though not amall, scarcely bore a proportion to the size of their faces ; 
and their noses had full, round points, hooked or turned up at the tip. 
Their teoth were broad, while, equal in size, and unevenly set. Their 
hair was black, thick, straight, and strong, ajid their beards, in genexil, 
thin or wanting ; bnt the baira about the fipa of Uioae who have tfama ware 
stiff or bristly, and frequently of a brown colour. And aevead of the 
eUeriy men had even Uirge and thick* bat atrai^it^ baaidi. 
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After leivinct this sound, they steered to ihe sonth-west, with n pentle 
breeze at north-north'east. From Cape Bedu the coai»i trended north- 
east east, with a dnin of monfitaiiia inhuid, eiiending in the same 
direction. The land on the coast wae woody, and there seemed to be no 
deficiency of harhours Tlicv discovpred low land in the middle of an 
inlft, extending from north- north- east lo north-p?tst by east half east. 
As It contuiued calm all day, they did not move till eight o'clock ia the 
eveniog, when, with a l^hibreeie at east, they weighed and stood to the 
not th, op the inlet Until they g;ot thns far, the water had retained the 
same degree of saltness at low as at high writer, nnd at hoth periods 
was as sait as thrtl in the ocean But now the marlis of a river di^nlayed 
themselves. The water talten up tiiis ebb, when at the iowest| was found 
to be considerably fresher than any liitherto tasted : inaomnch that Cook 
wae ton? inced they were in a laige rirer, and not in n etrait, eommonieating 
with the northern seas. By means of this river and its several bcanches 
a very extensive inland communication lies open. They traced it as high 
as the latitude of 61 degrees 30 minutes, and the longitude of 210 degrees, 
which is seventy leagues or more from its entrance, without seeing the 
least appearance of its aonrce. If the discovery of this great river, which 
promises to vie with the most considerable ones already known to be capable 
of extensive inland navi^^ation, should prove of use either to the prp«;enl or 
to anv lulure aero, the tune spent in it ought to he the less regretted. 
Captain Cook, having here left a blank, which bo had not filled up with 
any partienlar name, Lord Sandwich directed, with the greatest propriety, 
that it ahould be called Cook*a River. ^ 

As soon as the ebb tide made they wejnh«t^, r^ntl, with a light hreere, 
plied down the river. At fight in the eveiuiin- tht^ Island of 8t. Herrmj- 
genes extended iroin south half cast to suulh-south-cHbt a quarter east. 
On the ITth the wind was between west end north-west, a gentle breese, 
and sometimes almost calm. The weather wae elear, and the air sharp 
and dry. At noon the continer.t extended from south-west to north by 
east, ihe nearest p.iit seven leagues distant. A large group of islands, 
lying about the same distance from the continent, extended from souih 
M oe^reea west, to south 68 degrees weat They had now land in every 
direction. That to the south extended to the south-west, in a ixdgeof 
mountains ; but their sight could not determine whether it composed one 
or more islands. They afterward found it to be only One island, and 
known by the name of Oonalaska. 

Mr. Anderson, the surgeon, who had been lingering under a cMMOimp* 
tton for more than twelve months, exptied, 2d of August. He was a 
sensible young man, an agreeable companion, well skilled in his own pro- 
fession, and had acquired considerable knowledge in other branches of 
science. Soon after he had breathed his last, land was seen to the west- 
ward, twehre leagues distant. It was supposed to be an island ; and, to 
perpetuate the memory of the deceased, tor whom Cook had a very great 
regard, he named it Anderson's Island. 

The point of land which Cook named Cape Prince of Wales is the more 
remarkable, by being the most western extremity of all America hitherto 
known. It is situated in the latitude of 66 degrees 40 minutes, and in the 
toogitode of 168 degreea 6 minutes west At ibybreak, on the 10th, re- 
sumed their course is the wert lor Uie land seen the preceding evening. 
Between the ^oii^h-west extreme and a point which bor»' w est, two leagues 
distant, the shore forms a large bay, in which they anciiori (1 at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon. At lirst they supposed this l^id lu be a part ui die uland 
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of Al?*chka. But from the fififure of the coast, the situation of the oppo- 
site ashore of Ameiica^ aad from the longitude, tbey »ooq began to think 
that it was, more probably, the country of the Tschutski, or the eastern 
extcamity of Asia, «iplored by Beering, in 1723. A breeze of wind 
•pringingiip at north, they weighed, and atood to the westward, which 
course »oon brought them into (]eep water; and, during the 12th, plied 
to the north, both coaats being in sight, bat they kept nearest to that of 
America. 

Next rooming the wind blew a atrong gale, which abated at noon : and 
the aun ahining oat, tbey were, by observatioii, m tba latitude of 68 de- 
grees 18 minutes. Some time before noon next day perceived a bright- 
ness in the northern horizon, like that reflected from ice, cornmor.ly rrillnd 
the blink. It was little noticed, from a supposition that it wcu luiprobabie 
they should meet witb ice ao aoon. About an boor alter, the eight of a 
large field of ice left them no longer in doubt. At balf-|»aat two t:tck( d 
close to the edge of the ice, in twenty-two fathoms w^'.trr, being then in 
the latitude of 70 degrees 41 minutes, notbeingable to staudon any tatlher. 
They now t^tood to the sontiiward ; at this time the weather, wxiich had 
been hazy, clearing up a little, they saw land extending from aoutb to sootb* 
eaat by eaat, about three or four miles distant. The eaatem extreme 
forms a point, which was much encumbered with ice ; for which reaaon 
it obtained the name of Icy Gape. Its latitude ia 70 degreea *4d miuateay' 
and its longitude Ibd degrees 30 minutes. 

Having now fully aatiMed himself, Cook thought it high time to tbmk 
of leaving these northern regions, an I to retire to some place during the 
winter where he might procure refreshments far his people, and a small 
supply of provisions, Petropaulowska, or the harbour of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, in Kamtschalka, did not appear likely to furnish either the one 
or the other, for ao large a number of men. No place waa ao conveniently 
within reach aa tbo oandwicb lalanda. To them, tberefoie, they d^ 
termined to proceed. 

On the 2d of October, at daybreak, saw the Island of Oonalaska, 
bearing south-east. At one o'clock, in the afternoon of the 3d, they 
anchored in Samganoodha Harbour. They got plenty of hsb, at Erst mostly 
aalfflon, both fresh and dried, which the nativea brought. Some of the • 
fresh salmon was in high perfection, but there was one sort, called hook- 
nosed, from th^fjgnrc of its head, that was but indifferent. They drew 
the seine several times at the head of the bay, and caught a good many 
salmou-trout, and once a halibut that weighed two .hundred and hfty-fout 
pounds. The fishery failing, they had recourse to hooka and lines. A 
boat was sent Out every morning, and seldom returned without eight or ten 
halibut, which was more than sufficient to serve all the people. The halibut 
were excellent, and there were few who did not prefer them to salmon. 

In the morning of the 26th of October, they put to sea from bamga- 
apodba harbour ; and aa the wind waa southerly, stood away to the weat> 
vrard. They continued to steer to the southward till daylight in the 
rooming of the 25th of November, at which time they were in the latitude 
of 20 degrees 55 minutes. At daybreak, next morning, land was seen 
extending from south-south-east to west. It was supposed that ihey saw 
the extent of the land to the eaat, but not to the weat They were now 
* aattafied that the group of the Sandwich Islands had been only imperfectly 
discovered ; as mose of them visited in their progress northward all lie 
to the leeward of their present station. Seeing some canoes coming off, 
they brought-to. As soon as they got alongside, many of the peoploi who 
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condacted them came into the ship, without the lenst hcBiiaiion. They 
found them to be of the «ame natiou with the mhabitants of the islands 
more to leeward* tlready visited ; and they knew of their hevitiff been 
there. In the eTeninir thuy discoveied another island l ) wiriawai^t. 
which the natives call Owyhee. The name of that off which they had 
been for some days is Moweo. At seven in the evening were close up 
vnlh the north side of Owyhee. In the morning of the 2d, ihcy were 
surprised to see the summits of the moontatiw covered with snow, Thejr 
did not appear to be of any extraordinary heisht ; and yet, in some places, 
the snow seemed to be of a considerable de|ith» and to have lain tkefo 
some time. 

At daybreak, on the IGth, seeing the appearance of a bay, Cook sent 
Mr. Bligh, With a boat from each ship, to examine it, being at this time 
three leagues off. At eleven o*cIock in the forenoon, they anchored in 
the bay called by the natives Karakakooa. The ships continued to bo 
much crowded with nativi^s. arid \vf rf» surronndcr! hy a multilndo of canoes. 
They had nowhere, in the course ol iheir voyages, seen so numerous a 
body of people assembled at one place. For, besides those who had come 
off in canoes, all the shore of tne bay waa covered with apectaton, and 
many hundreds were swimming ronnd the ships Iflce shoals of fish . I'hey 
could not but be struck with the singularity of this scene ; and perhaps 
there were few on board who now lamented their having failed to find a 
northern passage homeward last summer. To this disappointment they 
owed having it in their power to revisit the Sandwich Islands, and to 
enrich the voyage with a discovery which, though the last, seemed in many 
respects to be the most important that had hitherto been made by £urO- 
peans, thrmir^hout the extent of the Pacific Ocean. 

Karakakooa Bay is situated on the west side of the Island of Owyhee, 
in a distrrct called Akona. It is about a mile in depth, and botmded by 
two low points of land, at the distance of half a league. On the norta 
point, which is flat and barren, stands the village of Kowrowa ; and at the 
bottom of the bay, nrar a grove of tall cocoa nut trees, there is another 
village of a more considerable size, called Kakooa ; between Lhem rana 
a high rocky cliff, inaccessible from the sea-shore. 

As soon as the Inhabitants perceived their intention of anchoring in Iho 
bay, they came off from the shore in astonishing namber4^ nnd expressed 
their joy by singring and shoutino;, and exhibiting a variety of wild and ex- 
travagant gestures. The sides, the decks, and rifrgingof both ships, were 
soon completely covered with Liiern; and a multitude of women and 
boys, who had not been able to get canoes, came swimming round in 
shoals, many of whom, not finding room on board, remained the whole 
day playing in the water. Among the chiefs who rninp on board the 
Resolution, was a younfr man, called Pareea, tVhom they 5oon perceived 
to be a person of great autiiority. On presenting himself to Captain Uook, 
he told him, that he was Jakanee to the kuig of the island, who- was at 
that time engaged on a military eipedition at Mowee, and was e.xpected 
to return within three or four days. A few presents from Captain Cook 
attached him entirely to their interests, and he became exceedingly use- 
ful in the management of his countrymen. Kaneena, another of their 
chiefs, likewise attached himself to Captain Oook. Both these were men 
of strong and well-proportioned bodies, and of countenances remarkably 
pleasitig. Their two friends, Pareea and Kaneena, brought on board a 
third chief, named Koah, who wa.^ a priest, and had bprn. in his youth, 
a dizitiuguished warrior. Ue was a Utile old maui of an emaciated dgore | 
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hit eyes exceedingly sore and red, and his body covered wtth a white leprous 
scurf, the effects of au unoioderate use of the ava. Being led into the cabin, 
be approached Captain Cook with great Tenerstion, and threw over hia 
■hoolden a pieco of red cluth, which he had brought alous with him. 

During the rest of the time they remained in the bay, whenever Captain 
Cook came on shore, he was attended by one of the priests, who went 
before him, giving notice that the Orono had landed, and ordering the 
people to prostrate ihemselres. The same person aUo constantly accom- 

Earned him on the water, ttaiidin^ in the bow of the boat, wiib » wand in 
is hand, and giving notice of his approach to the natives, who were in 
canoes, on which they immediately left off pacMling an(! \-\y down on theii 
faces till he had passed. Whenever ho ^^topjiod at the observatoi y, Kai- 
xeekeea and iiis brethren iminedrntcly made Liieir appearance wilh iiogs, 
cocoa nuts, bread fruit, &o., and presented them witn the usual aolemni- 
ties. It was on these occasions that some of the infeiior chiefs frequently 
requested to be permitted to make an Oifering to the Orono. W!)en this 
was granted, they presented the hog themselves, generally witii evident 
marks of fear m their couuLenanccs ; while Kaireekcea and the priests 
chanted their accuatomed hymna. ^fk^e SSth the king, in a hurge canoe, 
attended by two otheia, set out froni^e vittage, and paddled toward tho 
ships in great state. Their appearance was grand and magnificent. In 
the first canoe was Tcrreooboo and his chiefs, drcsse^^ in their rich fea- 
thered cloaks and helmets, and armed with long spears and daggers : in 
die aecond came the venerable Kaoo, the chief of the priests, and hia 
Ivethem, with their idola displayed on red cloth. These idols were busts 
of a gigantic size, made of wicker-work, nnr! cnrioiiFly covered with small 
feathers of various colours, wrought in tlie same manner with their r!oaks. 
Their eyes were made of large pearl oysters, with a black nut fixed m the 
centre ; their mouths were aet with a douUe row of the fangs of dogs, 
and, to|[etber with ^e rest of their features, were attangely distorted. 
The thud canoe was filled with hogs and various sorts of vegetables. 
As they went along, the priests in the centre canoe sung their hymns 
with great solemnity ; and, after paddling round the ships, instead of 
going on board, as waa expected, they made toward the shore at the beach 
where the EngUah were stati<^ned« ' 
Early on the 4th of February they unmoored, and sailed out of the bay, 
with the Discovery in company, and were followed by a great number of 
canoes. On the 8th, at daybreak, found that the foremast had again 
given away ; the fishes which were put on tho head, in King George's 
or Nootka Sound, on the coast of America^ being aprung, and the parti 
00 very defective, as to make it absolutely necessary to replace them, andf 
of course, to unstep the mast. S^ood off and on till daylight of the 13th| 
and dropped anchor nearly in the same place as belore. 

Upon comiug to anchor, they were surprised to hnd their reception very 
different from what it had been on their mat arrival ; no dioate, no bustle, 
no confusion ; but a solitary bay, with on^here and there a canoe steal- 
in;^ close along the shore. The Discovery's cutter was stolen, during 
the night, from the buoy where it was moored. It h '.d bren Cook's usnal 
practice, whenever anything of consequence was io^t at any of tuc islands 
ID this ocean, to get the king, or some of the principal earees, on hoard, 
and to keep them as hostages till it was restored. He immediately 
marched into the village, where he was received with the usual marks of 
respect. Thev found llie old king jnst awoke from sleep: and, after n 
,ahort cQuversation about the loss of the cutter, ftom which Captain Coo^ 
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waa conrinccd that he was in nowise privy to it, he invited him to retttm 
in the boat, spend the day on board the Resolution. To this propo* 
Eal ihe king readily consented, and immediately got ujp to accompany 
him. The two boys were already in the pinnace, and the rest of the 
party near the water-aide, wfaenvi elderly woman, called Kanee^kabweea^ 
the mother of the boys, and one of the king's favourite wives, came after 
him, and with many tear? and entreaties besought him not to go on board. 
At the same time, two chiefs, who came along with her, laid hold of him, 
and, insisting that he should go no farther, forced him to sit down. The 
natives, who were coUeeting in prodigioot nonben sloog the ehore, 
and bad probably been ?! Armed by the fidng of the great gans, and the 
appearances of hostihiv in the bay, began to throng round Captain Hook 
and iheir king. He, therefore, finding that the alarm had spread too 
generally, and that it was in vain to think any longer of getting him off 
withoQt tiooddied, at laat gave up the pomt. 

Though the enterpriae which had earned. Captain Cook on shore was 
abandoned, yet his person did not appear to have been in the least danger, 
till an accident happened which gavea fatal turn io the affair. The ho if 3 
which had been stationed across tflrbay, havaig iiied at some cauoes at- 
tempting to get out, unfortunately had killed a chief of the first rank. 
The news of his death arrived at the village where the captain was, just 
as he had left the king, and was walking slowly toward the shore. The 
• ferment it occasioned was very conspicuous ; the women and children 
were immediately a&iil oil, and the men put on their war-mats, and 
armed themaelvee with spears and stones. Several stones were thrown 
at (he marines, and one of the earees attempted to stab Mr. Phillips. 
Captain Cook now fired his second barrel, loaded with ball, and killcil one 
of the foremost of tli.e natives. A general attack with stones immediately 
followed, which was answered by a discharge of musketry from the ma- 
rines and the people in the boats. What followed was a scene of the 
utmost honor and coQfoBio&. 

Four of the marines were cut off among the rocks in their retreat, and 
fell a sacrifice to the fury of the enemy ; three more were dangerously 
wounded, and the lieutenant, who had received a stab between the shou!> 
ders with a pahooa, having fortunately reserved his fire, shot the man 
who had wounded him jnst as he was going to repeat his blow. The 
unfortunate commander, the last time he was seen distinctly, was stand- 
ing ot the water*s edge, and calling out to ths boats to cease firing, and 
to pull in. If it be true, that the marines and boatmen had fired without 
his orders, and that he was desirous of preventing any farther bloodshed, 
it is not improbable that his humanity, on this occasion, proved fatal to him ; 
for it was remrirked, that while he faced the natives, none of them had 
oliered him any violence, but that, having turned aboiit to give his orders 
to the boats, he was stabbed in the bark, and fell v ih his face into the 
water. On seeing him fall, the islandtirs set up a great shout, and his 
body was hnmcdiately dragged on shore, and surrounded by the enemy, 
who, snatching the dagger out of each other*s Ittnds, showed a savage 
cagorness to have a share in hi^ destruction. 

^ Thus fell their great and excellent commander, after a life of so much 
distinguished and succesbful enterprise ; his death, as far as regards him- 
self, cannot beyeckoned premature, since he lived to finisb the great work 
for which he seems to have been designed, and was rather removed fiom 
the enjoyment, than cut off from the nc I'lisition of glory. How sincerely 
hjfl loss was felt and lainented by Uiose who bad so long found their ge- 
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nent! «flcurily in hi» skill and conduct, and every consc!?.tion under their 
hardships in his tendernesa and humanity, it ia neither necessary nor 
poanble to describe ; much less to paint the horror with which they were 
•tniek, and the miTersal dejectnmind dismay which followed so dreadfiil 
and unexpected a calamity. 

The 21f!t, Eappo and the king*8 son came on board, nnd brought with 
them the remaining bunes of Captain Cook, the barrel of his gun, his 
shoes, and some other trides that belonged to him. Eappo took great 
pdns to eoaTiaee thorn that Teneooboo, Maiha-maiha, and himself, weio 
most heartily desirotts of peace ; that they had given the most convincing 
proof of it in their power; and that they had been prevented from giving 
it sooner by the other chiefs, many of whom were still their enemies. He 
lamented, with the greatest sorrow, tlie deHih oi six ciiiefs they Ixad killed, 
eooM of wbom^ be said, were among their best friends. The cotter was 
taken awaj bj Pareea's people ; and that it had been broken up the next 
day. The arms of the marines, he assured them, had been carried off by 
the common peo;)lc, and were irrecoverable, the bones of the chief alone 
having been preserved, as belonging to Terreooboo and the earees. 
Nothing now remained hot to perform the Iset offices to their great and 
unfortunate commander. £appo was dismissed with orders to taboo all 
the bay ; :\m\ in the afternoon, the bones having been put into a coffin, and 
the service read over them, they weie committed to the deep with the 
usual military honours. 

They got dear of the land abont ten o'clock, and boiaCing in the boats, 
stood to ue northward. Captain Clerfce determined, without farther loss 
of time, to proceed to Atooi. At eight in the morning weighed, and stood 
to the northward till daylieht on the 28th, when they bore awav for that 
island. On the 8lh of Marcii, at niuo iii the iiiornmg, weighed, and sailed 
towaid Ooeebeow, and at three in the afternoon anchored in twentj 
fathoms water, nearly on the same spot as in the year 1778. 

On the 15th of March, at ^fveii in the morning, weighed anchor, and 
on the 23d of April, at six in the morning, bciniT in latitude B'Z degrees 9 
minutes, and longitude 160 degrees 7 mmutes, ou llie log clearing away, 
the land of America appeared in mountains covered with snow. On the 
SSth had a transient view of the entrance of Awatsha Bay ; but, in the 
present state of the weather, were afraid of venturing into it. Having 
passed its mouth, which is about four miles long, they opened a large 
circular bason of twettty>five miles in circumiereuce j and at half-past 
four eamo to an anchor in six fathoms water, being afraid of mntiing foul 
on a aboal, or some sunk rocks, which are said, by Muller, to lie in the 
channel of the harbour of St. Peter and St. Paul. The middle of the bay 
was full of loose ice, drifting with the tide ; but the shores were stiil 
entirely blocked up with it. Great ilucks of wild fowl were seen of vari* 
OQS Species; likewise ravens, eagles, and large Eights of Greenland 
pigeons. They examined every comer of the bay with glasses, in search 
of the to-vn of St. Peter and St Pai:1 ; ^vhich, according to the accounts 
given at Oonalaska, they had conceived to be a place of some strength 
and consideration. At length they discovered, on a nariuw puiiit ui Uud 
to the northpnorlh-east, a few miserable log-houses and some conical 
huts raised on poles, amoanting in all to about thirty ; which, from their 
situation, notvvi*Ji''tinding al! thn rp?;r)nct thev wishrd to entertain for a 
Russian oUrogt were under the necessity of conciudmg to be Petro* 
paulowska. 

In company with Major Bdun, the governor, was Captain Shmaleff, 
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the second in coTTTmand, and anofhor offic*»r, witlt the whole body of tha 
merchants of the place. They cuaduclr'l ihem to the roinmander's ho\ise, 
where they were received by his lady with great civility, and iound tea 
9ixA otb«r refipuhmenU prepared. After the first complimeiits were over, 
Mr. Webber was desired to aeouaint the iitsjor with the object of the 
journey, with their want of navai storr?. flo ir, and frrph provisions, and 
other tie rf»««f\ries for thp ^hipa* crews, and at liie s i-ne time to assure him 
they were sensible, from what thev had already seen of the condition of 
the. country about Awatsba Bay, they could not expect nracb asaisUnce 
from hiin in that quarter. 

The houses in Bolcheresk, the capital, are all of one fashion, being 
built of lotT?, and thatched. That of the commander is mnch lart^pr than 
the rest, consisting of three rooinsi ot a considerable size, neatly prepared, 
and which might hare been reckoned handsome if the talc, with which 
windowe were covered, had not given them a poor and disagreeable 
appearance. The town consists of several rows of low buildings, each 
consisting of five or six dwellings, connected together with a long com- 
mon passage running the length of them, ou one side of which is the 
kitchen and store-house, and on the other the dwelling apartments. 
Besides these, there are barradcs for the Russian soldiers and Cossacks, 
a weU-lodidng church, and a count-room, and, at the end of the tovvn, 
n rrreat number of balag'ans, belonging to the Kamtschatdales. The in- 
habitants, taken altogether, amount to between five and six hundred. In 
the evening the major gave a itandsome entertainment, to wtuch the 
principal people of the town of both sexes were invited. The next morn* 
ing they appUed privately to the merchant Fedoeitsch to purchase some 
tobacco for thf» sp.ilors, who had now been upward of a t'velvemonth 
without this favourite commodity. Howover. this, like all otiier tr;iusac- 
tions of the same kind, came immediately lo tlie major's knowledge j and 
they were soon after snrprised to find in their hoase four bags of tobnooot 
weighing upward of 100 pounds each, which he begged might be pre- 
en ted, in the name of himself and the garrison nnder his command to 
the sailors. 

On the 1 6th of June, at daylight, weighed anchor, and stood out of 
the bay. At ten at night, July 6th, the weather becoming clear, they 
had an opportunity of seeir.g, at the same moment, the remancable peaked 

hill near Cape Prince of Wales, on the coast of America, and the east 
cape of Asia, with the two connectfd islands of St. Diomfde brtwomi ihem. 

On the 2l8t, the wind freshenmg and the log clearing away, they saw 
the American coast to the south-east, at the distance of eight or ten 
lea|;aes, and luroled in Ibr it ; but were stopped agam by the ice, and* 
obliged to bear away to the westward, along tlie edge of it. Thos a eon* 
nected solid field of ico renderincr every effort they could make to a nearer 
approach to the land fruitless, they look a l&at farewell of a north-east 
passage to Old England. On the 22d of August, 1779, died Captain 
Charles Gierke, in the thirty-eight year of his age. He died of a con- 
sumption, which had evidently commenced bdbre he left £oglaiid» and 
of which he had Ifno'pred dvirin^r the whole voyage. 

At noon, on the 25th, a fresh breeze springing up from the eastward, 
they stood m for the entrance of Awatsha Bay ; when, by the help of a 
fresh breese, they atiohored in the harbour of Bt Peter and St. PaiiL 
Captain Gore made out the new commissions, in consequence of Captain 
Gierke's death, appointing himself to the command of the ResolatUHly 
and Lieutenani Ktug to the cofflmand of the Discovery.

IJUIBS COOK. 289 

At six o^'clock in the evening of the 9th of October, having cleared the 
entrance of Awatsha Bay, they steered to the south-east, with the wind 
tiorlh-west and by west. At daybreak, on the I3th, they saw the second 
of the Kurile Islands, (called by the Russians Paramousir.) This land 
is very high, and almost entirely covered with snow. At daybreak of 
the 26th they had the pleasure of descrying high land to the westward, 
which proved to be Japan. At this time saw a number of Japanese vessels 
close in with the land, several seemingly engaged in fishing, and others 
standing along the shore. They now discovered to the westward a remar- 
kably high mountain, with a round top, rising far inland. There is no 
high ground near it, the coast being of a moderate elevation, and, as far 
as the^ could judge, from the haziness of the horizon, much broken by 
small nilets. 

In the forenoon of the 29th they passed several Chinese fishing-boats, 
who eyed them with great indifference. At nine o'clock of the 31st 
came to anchor in six fathoms water ; the town of Macao bearing north- 
west, three leagues distant. 

While they lay in the Typa, Captain King was shown, in a garden 
belonging to an English gentleman at Macao, the rock under which, 
«8 the tradition there goes, the poet Camoens used to sit and compose 
his Lusiad. It is a lofty arch, of one solid stone, and forms the entrance 
of a grotto dug out of the rising ground behind it. The rock is over- 
shadowed by large spreading trees, and commands an extensive and mag- 
nificent view of the sea and the interspersed islands. 

On the 12th of January, 1780, at noon, they unmoored, and scaled the 
guns. On the 17th had heavy gales from the east by north, with a rough 
tumbling sea, and the weather overcast and boisterous. In the morning 
of the 20th, the wind becoming more moderate, they let out the reefs, 
and steered west by south for Pulo Condorc. At six anchored, with the 
best bower, in six fathoms. Pulo Condore is high and mountainous, and 
surrounded by several smaller islands, some of which are less than one, 
and others two miles distant. It takes its name from two Malay words 
Pulo signifying an island, and Condore a calabash, of which it produces 
great quantities. It is of the form of a crescent, extending near eight 

. milea from the southernmost point, in a north-east direction ; but its 
breadth nowhere exceeds two miles. 

On the 28th of January unmoored ; and, as soon as they were clear of 
the harbour, steered south-south-west for Pulo Timoan. At daylight on 
the 3d they came in sight of the Three Islands ; and soon after, of 
Monopin Hill, ou the Island of Banca. 

From the time of entering the Strait of Banca, they began to expert 
ence the powerful effects of this pestilential climate. Two of their peo- 
ple fell dangerously ill of malignant putrid fevers ; which, however, were 
prevented from spreading, by putting the patients apart from the rest, in 

N the most airy berths. Many were attacked with teazing coughs ; others 
complained of violent pains in the head ; and even the healthiest among 
them felt a sensation of suffocating heat, attended by an insufferable lan- 
gour and a total loss of appetite. 

In the evening of the 10th of April, the Gunner's Quoin bore north 
by east, and False Cape east-north-east ; but the wind being at south- 
west, and variable, prevented their gelling into False Bay till the evening 
of the 12ih, when they dropped anchor abreast of Simon's Bay, Cape 
of Good Hope. 

On tiie 12th of June passed the equator, for the fourth time during this 
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Toyage, in longitude 26 degreGs 1(5 minutes west. On the 12th of Ati- 
gast made the western coast of Ireland, after a fruitless attempt to get 
into Port Galwaj. On the 22d of August, at eleven in the morning, 
both ahip* came to an anchor at Stromneta ; and on tha 4Ui day of Oo- 
tober they aniTfld aafe at the Nore, after an abaenee of four jeara» two 
nontbai and twaiity*twodaja. 



CAPTAINS PORTLOCK AiXD DiXON.--1785-a8. 

This voyage was undrrtal^cn for the purpose? of commerce ; principally, 
indeed, for the fur trade, on the north-wesi coast of America, which had 
been stroaciy recommended hy Captains Cook and Kmg in their last 
voyage. TitO Teasela ware fitted ont for this purpose, the King George 
and Qoeen Charlotte, by a aociety of merchants and others, the former 
commanded by Nathaniel Portlock, the la'tor bv George D.*Tnn, both of 
whom had been with Captain Qook i the King George haTiog sixty meo^ 
the Queen Charlotte thirty. 

September 20lb, they quitted St HeTens. and, proceeding to Guernsey, 
left it on the 25th. October I6th, saw the Canary Islands, and on the 24tb 
the Cape de Verde group, anchoring for a short time in Port Praya Bay, 
in St. Jago. Proceeding south, they anchored in Port Egmont, Falkland 
Islands, Januai^ 5th, 1786, where, taking in water, they made sail for 
States Bay, in Terra del Fucgo, and remained some time, no refresh* 
ments being procnrable for the crews at either place, except water. Ra* 
Ting made a good ofling from Cape Horn, they had tolerable weather ; 
and continuing their route without touching at any place, or meelirtfr with 
anything worthy of notice, dropped anchor the 26th of May, in Karakakooa 
Bay, in Owyhee, Sandwich lalands. 

The natives crowded them very nrach, bartering a ▼ariety of articles % 
out were, nevertheless, extremely troublesome ; and, from fires being ob- 
served at night in all parts of the island, it was ind^red they were hostiloTy 
incimed, this being preparatory to prayers to their deities for success in 
war. It was also the general opinion, that it would be impossible to 
water the ▼eseela without a atrong guard, virihich they coald not well 
apare, and which it was clear would bring on endleaa qnaiteli ; while the 
people were probably jealous that these vessels were come to revenge 
the death of Captain Cook. An inferior chief, who came otf among the 
crowds of natives, said that old Terreooboo, the king, was dead, and 
that Maiha-Maiha was bis ancceaaor. Next day they stood ont of tho 
bay, lying-to three leagues to carry on trade for hoc^s, plantains, tero^ 
Ac, (fee, which proved so serviceable that the sick, of whom there were 
several, began rapidly to recover. Several of the natives being ques- 
tioned, said, that thetr principal chiefs were absent, making war with a 
neighbouring island, which was one reason of their being unwdling to 
admit strangers on shore at their island. 

June Ist, anchored in a bwy in Woab.oo, another of the islands, and 
were received very civilly by the inhabitants ; but refreshments were 
scarce, and watering so ditficult, that the^ were obliged to employ iha 
natives, giving nails and other trifiing articles in payment, according td 
the quantity supplied by each canoe. They now stood for another of 
the islands, named Oneehow ; and on the 8th ancbiorer! in Yam Bay| 
where supplies of fruit, vegetables, and pigs, were willingly nffnnled by 
the principal chief, Abt>e«u>oe, who seemed strongly their friend, Iroua 
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recollecting Captain Portlock along with Cook. He also sent to Atooi 
for farther supplies, when several large double caaocs were seat by die 
kbg or chief as presents, which were duly acknowledged bj retommg 
others to him as well as to their friend Abbenooe, who exerted himself 
fr)r their interest ; and from whom they took Idavo, wUh legrot, on ihe 
13th, standing for the coast of America 

July lOtb, made the entrance of Cook s iiivcr j and, while looking for 
good anchorage, were astonished by the foport of a great gun ; soon 
afterward a party of Russians camo on board, attended by some In* 
di'ins ; but none understanding the language of either, no satisfactory 
iutorniation coul.l be gained from them. The country here is exceeding- 
ly mountainous, and the more distant hdis covered with snow ; iho^e 
sloping down nearest the shore are coveted vritb pines, birchi and other 
trees and shmbs ; it was, however, cold, damp, and dissgreeablo, the 
ground barren, and the aspect of the whole extremely dreary. Most of 
the natives had fled from their huts, alarmed, perhaps, by the Russians. 
Several bears were seen, but none near enough to fire at. Two veins 
of kennel-oosl were foond, which bomt very well, and the place was, there* 
fore, called Coal Harbour. Weighing anchor from this place, they pro- 
ceeded only a little way and brought up again, when first a single canoe 
and afterw;ird several others, with many natives, came off to dispose of 
a few sea otter-skins and other furs, with dried salmon and roots, being 
most of the reiroshmontft their country aflfords. They behaved in a 
friendly manner, except in a few thefts of iron artielesy which, being of 
no material value, were not taken much notice of. An elderly chief, 
payinw Captain DiTon a visit, informed him that they had a battle with 
the Russians, in which the latter were worsted, and added, that, from 
the difference of dress, he knew they were of a different nation. Another 
attempted to persuade them to make war against them ; but this was 
evaded on the part of the English by the best excuses they could make. 

Quitting this place, they tried for some time to get into Prince Wil- 
liam's Sound ; but, by a series of unfavourable winds, failed in this pursuit. 
September 23d, having laboured in vain to find a harbour for their pur- 
poses, and not being able to get into King George's Sound, or any other 
they knew, by bad weather and a variety of dangerous shoals and small 
islands, they at length stood away for the Sandwich Islands to pass the 
winter, and return in the springf. November 14th, saw the summit of 
the high mountain in Owyhee covered with snow, and employed two or 
three following days in eoastmg it, the natives bringmg off a variety of 
articles to barter for iron and trinkets. The first mate of the King 
George reporting, that a bay they intended to anchor in did not admit of 
good anohoraije. this design was drop[)ed. During the time they lay-to, 
iiogs, fowU, wad geese, bread fruit, plantains, and several other things 
were procured in considerable quantities ; the natives dealing pretty fairly, 
but committing a variety of tnefts, even before their faces, with a dox- 
trrity almost inimitable. For several days they continued lying-to off 
the Islands of Mowee and Morotoi, procuring refreshments and receiving 
visits till the 30ih, when both ships bore away for King George's Bay, 
in Whoaboo, where they anchored in safety, after exp«ienoing a variety 
of winds from all points of the compass. 

Here they found everything tabooed, or forbidden, so that it hecaoM 
necessary to co irt the king's favour ; for which purpose a present w^s 3Ant 
to him, and anoUier to a priest, their acquaintance on the former occasjon, 
who paid them a visit, handing up a pig and plantaui, which iii these 
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itlands arc signs of friendship. This was soon followed by a \Ua from 
Takeeierre, %Sb king, followed by ell the chiefe, who took off the taboo. 
The priest was remarkable for drtnluiig large quantitiea of the ava, or yava- 

juice, for which he had two men in constant attendance chewing the 
root, which, with their spittle, forms this singular and (to us) nauseous 
beverage. The yava is a root resembling liquorice in shape and colour. 
None bal the chielW and nrieete hare permieaioD to oee it, and theae are 
never at the troable of coewing it themselves ; but, as i^ve observed, 
employ servants; these begin with chewing a sufFicient quantity, and 
when well ina^ if^ated, it is put into a wooden bowl kept for the p'irpose, 
to which a small quantity of water is added ; the whole is then strained 
through a cloth, and. I9» wine in Europe, it thus forma not merely the drink, 
but the delight of ;di parties, feasts, rejoicings, and, in abort, eveiy public 
assemblage of the leading people. Its effects, however, are very perni- 
cious ; it is partly intoxicating, or rather stupifyinof ; ?ind, by its constant 
use, Lhe old priest was exceedingly dcbditated, and his body covered by a 
white scurf, resembling the leprosy, which is a comnuin symptom through* 
oat the Sonth Sea ialands of ite freqaent uae. 

The taboo was again put on without any explanation being given, though 
several canoes nevertheless came off, but without any women, as had 
been fortnerlv the case. Afterward it was understood that one oi them 
had beeu detected m tiie King George eating j»ork, which being a hei- 
noua offence, ahe was taken ae soon as she came on ahore, and offered a 
sacrifice to the gods : human aaerifieea, it appears, are here, as in most 
of the South Sea islands, frequently presented, and it is unqaeatiotiably 
the most iijliuin in and barbarous custom among them. 

December iliili, weighed, and two days afterward anchored between 
Atooi and Wymea, where, after paying and receiving aoqie vialta, their 
former friend, Abbenooe, came on board iflth two canoes loaded with 
provisionSj and remained for ttvo or three days, seemingly very well pleased 
with his new abode. 1'he king also made his appearance ; he was stout 
and well made, about forty-hve years of age, and possessed of more un< 
derataoding and good nature than any of his subjects. His behaviour to 
tbo EngUan diaputycd much friendship and disintersstedneaa. Next day 
he came again, attended by his uncle, a chief of great consequence, named 
Neeheow-hooa, the greatest warrior of the islands, and cripplefl with 
wounds, having lost mi eye and likely to lose the other. Tne surgeon 
dressed his wounds, and gave him instructions haw to proceed in future. 

Jannaxy 5tb> caught a shark in the King G^rge, thirteen and a half 
feet long, eigU and a half broad, and six feet in the liver ; forty-eight 
youug ones were in her, about eight inches each in length ; two vhole 
turtles of sixty pounds each ; several small pi;^s, and a quantity of L'oiies ; 
aO that the numbers and tae voracity of thi;* hsU may be conceived. 
Next day the king paid another visit, bringing his eldest son, a fine boy. 
About twolve years old, named Taaevee. This was meant as a farewell 
his majesty being about to q iit the island for a short time, leaving 
orders, however, with Abbenooe, to let his friends, the Engliih, be well 
supplied wi;a ail the island afforded during his absence, kim uncle, the 
warrior, alsoaconnpanied him, who, in gratitude for the aaaistunce render* 
«d hf the aoigeon, presented him a double eanoe filled with hogs, for 
which the veteran persisted in refusing any recompense. From t'nis time 
to the li>th they were empleyetl in purchasing wood, water, provisions, 
curiosities, and evervthing else thev wanted ; and now, quitting| tb© 
aDohera-c, prooeeded to Yam Bay, ui Oaeehow, where, after makings 
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few excursions, they departed once more for Wympa Bay, Atooi. Here 
two chiefs displayed their dexterity, at Captain Puriiuck's request, la the 
use of their spears, all who wm tpectators feeling astonislinneiit and pan 
at the dangers they incurred in this amusement. 

The island !«' tolerably level, the soil mostly a light red earth, which, 
if cuUivated propiTiv, miorht hp. very productive. Atappa is a toU'rably 
large village, situdled behind u iuug xuvv ui cucoa nut trcea, which allords 
the inhabitants ample shelter from the heat ef the sun ; in the swam^ 
ground, of which there » a good deal, the sugar-cane and taso is cuUi 
vated. Their burying-place is a high wooden pile, of a quadrangular 
form, situated on the side of a hill. The river is not quite a hundred 
yhtds over lu the widest part, gliding idong m a ckar smootii stream, 
except in tamy weather, when the body of water is moie tumiltii^tie 
• and muddy. 

On the 3d of March weitrlied, and made sail for the coast of America, 
and on the X'Uh of April saw Montager Island, coming to anchor m the 
harbour, where tiiere is sufficient shelter from the prevaiUnj^ wmds. la 
tiie eTemog several canoes come oS, with one of two men m each, who 
were highly delighted with the barkincr of some dogs on board, beginning 
to whistle, and calling out Towzer I Towzer ! hrre ! here f whic h occa- 
sioned considerable surprise to th^ir visitors, who coald not account for 
these few words of Koglish and tins manner oi addressing Uiese animals. 
Boats were employed in wooding and watering, others in picking up 
si i'lUfish or shooting wild ducks and geese, of which there were a few. 
The country was covered with snow; the Russians, from several traces 
in the wood^, had evidently been here. The weather continued very 
variable, several unsuccessful attempts being made to get into Prince 
William's Sound ; and only a single straggling inhabitant oeing seen now 
and then, so that there was no opportomty to trade. 

Captain Dixon now made an excursion in his boats up the sound ; and 
rccelvinr^ ?onie hints from the natives of a vessel being there, continued 
his search for several days, and at length got on board a vessel called the 
Nootka, from Bengal, commanded by Mr. Meares, which had wintered 
in Snug-corner Cove. The senrvf had made draodAil havoc among 
them, nearly all tlic oflficcrs and many of the crew havinrr died of this 
frightful disorder, so that at length the captain was the only person on 
board able to walk the deck. Along with his first mate he soon after- 
ward visited the ships, met with a hearty reception, and received audi 
assistance as he wmted and as the others could afford. From him tbej 
learned that few or no furs could be procured here ; that several vessels 
from India had been already on this coast for the purposes of trade ; and 
that two or three were expected next month in tiie same pursuit, which 
immediately determined our voyagers to separate and push for dliffcrent 
parts of the coast, in order to be Mfore thehr espoeted rmdt ; the Qneen 
Charlotte to proceed to King George's Sound, and Messrs. Hayward and 
Hill to Cook's River, in the King (Sorgo*s long*boat, the latter to remahi 
where she was for the present. 

On the I3th May several canoes visited them, in one of which was a 
chief of great eooeequence, named Shvenaawa, whose party, tike most 
others, were detetiained thieves, exerting their ingenuity and tricks for 
this purpose in an extraordiuHrv dctrrpe. They danced, siin^, laijnrhed, 
and diverted the attention of the seamen in every possible w;iv, wliile 
slyly their hands were seizing everything on the decks, so that hterahy 
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the meantiiiM the Queen Cbailolle uid the losff-bott sailed, while the 
Kmg George shifted to Hinchinbroko Cove. The appeaiance of the 
iand hero was ferj unpromising, being covered though at this season, 

with deep snow ; a few natives made their appearance with skins, who 
told ihem that, as the summer advanced, some salmon would be found in 
the fresh water riTulets, of which theie are seyeral in the vicinity. Some 
of the boats were sent oat te trade, which were tolerably eaccessfnl ; 
bot they also soffBved from continual thefts, which were sometimes ac- 
companied by men?^<*e«i, if thoy attotnptcd to resist the plunderers. 

June 9tit, iht iVoofka left her former anchorage, where she h i I t ren 
frozen in, and caaie close to the King George, when the crew ul ihe 
latter weie partly employed in rendering her assistance. Two days 
efterwatd the long-boat returned from Cook's River with a very vood 
car^o, nnd was arrain sent off with orders to return by the 20th of July. 
On the IDih the Nuotk i saiied. Next day the surgeon look the invalids 
on shore for an excuri^ion, who, by the use ol spruce-beer, which tiiey 
now brewed in abundance, were rapidly rocdveiing. In the evening' 
observed two Indian boats and several caaoee, in which were about 
twenty-five natives, who came alongside next morning. Their chief, 
named Taatucktellingnuke, was paralytic on one side, had a long beard, 
and seemed about sixty years of age ; his country was cuUcd Oheenee- 
cock, situated toward the soath-west part of the sound. He ajq^eared 
very friendly, made Portlock a present of a skin and some salmon, and 
would not be satisfied without taking two of the seamen with him for 
the night, leaving three of his own people as hostacrea ; these men were 
treated most kindly by the old chief, and were conducted on board again 
in due time, satisfied with their host. 

July 1 Ith, hanled the seine freqnently, when not less than 8000 salmon 
were caught at ench haul ; and so great were tbeb anmbers, that ships 
prepared for the purpose might have obtained any qoantity they wished. 
The long-boat returned on the 21st, tho iuh without so much success as 
formeriy. On the 26th sailed from, this place. The natives in general 
are short in statrno, with fiat faces and noses, ill-fonned legs, but good 
tootfi and eyes ; they wear their hair, which is- black and straight, very 
long, but cut it short on the death of a relation, this seeming tneir only 
method of mourninfr The tiun and women dider little ui appearance; 
both are extremely fond of ornaments, jet are very filthy in person ; and it 
IS said will, when piesssd for food, devour Uie vermin oat of their heads* 
They are attentive to their womeovbut jealous of them. Their thiev- 
ing habits seem fited, the most dexterous beiqgmost in esteem, and re- 
ceiving the trreatest applause for the exertion of his talents ; he is also 
distinguished by a fantastical dress, whicn, while it excites the notice of 
the spectators, gives the owner additional opportunities of exerting his 
fingete at tiieir expense. They live upon whatever animals cbmco 
throws in the way, in addition to fish ; the latter are dried in the sun, 
and when eaten fresh are roasted before a fire. Their winter habitations 
seem but ill-contrived, being from four to six feet high, ten feet long, 
oight broad, and built with thick plank in these conned huU great num- 
bers eomettmes live together ; in summer they wander lo and fro as incli- 
nation or necessity dictalss^ taking shelter under tempoiaij atroctuies ol 
branches, assisted bv their canoes. 
^By the 3d of August iiad made little progress, from the shifting of the 
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rtiose of the people of Prince William's Sound ; a few skint WOfe pfO* 
cured of them, but not dressed or stretched like those of the sound. At 
the approach oi evening they wished to take one ol the seamen with 
th^ (m.flliora for the night, who aeeordiogly went, two hostages being 
left behind for hia aafetyi next day they returned with him. Their 
residence, it serms, wa« near the foot of a hil!, beside a rivulet of fresh 
water ; their house was only a temporary habitation, and they possessed 
scarcely anything to trade with, in the meautiuie ine lotiM-bual waa 
despatched to seek for fan near Caao Edgecombe. Joseph Woodcock« 
one of the seamen, again slept on snore with the natives, m a bay near 
the ship. On the Sth two large boats visiter! them, with twenty-five men, 
women, and children on board, who, very different from their other 
visiters, seemed very honest, and who were mvited to diuuer in the cabin, 
when they relished the Englbh cookeij ao well, that the diahea were 
quickly obliged to be replenished. Theae departed in the eYening well 
plrascd with their entertainment, promiaiiig to retum with the meana of 

trading with their new frienda. 

On the iiih a new tiibe visited them (roin the eastward, with about 
the aame . nnaiber of persona aa the last ; four daya after the long-boat 
tetamed, haTing had pretty good success, notwithstanding some acts of 
hostility which they had been compelled to retaliate upon tbe Indiana. 
Another party, from the north-west, wern extremely addicted to thieving; 
nothing could escape tiiem ; and, when detected, were very impudent, 
and omn tbvealened those they robbed. The men were of the size of 
Europeans, of a fierce and savage aspect, using daggers and fong apears, 
easily provoked and ready to indulr^c their anger. The women at this 
anchorage, which wa« named Portlock's Harbour, disiigure themselvef? 
by making an incision in the upper hp, in which they wear a piece of 
wood of an oval form, larger according to their age, ao thai aome weia 
of the siae of a tea-saucer ; the weight of tAis encumbrance draga the 
lip down, exposing the whole of the lower tpeth, which makca a moet 
unsighily appearance, and must also be a real inconvenience. 

August ^d, weighed and made sail from this coast, having done as 
much as it aeem^ ukely they could do in the way of trade. September 
the S8th» made Owyhee» the principal of the Sandwich group, when 
several canoes came off, with whom a brf^k trade for hogs and other 
refreshments was carried on. At Atooi they found the N*ootka and 
Qaeen Charlotte bad been there, and left letters for the King George. 
After pioeoiing what necesssiiee they wanted, Captain Fortloek directed 
hia coarse for China with his cargo of furs ; on the 4th of November saw 
Saypan and Tinian, two of the Ladrone Islands ; and on the 21st anchored 
in Macao Roads, where Captain Dixon was found, wh(Me transactions 
ahall now be noticed. 

AlFter aeparating the Qoeen Charlotte coasted it for aome iime, till, 
aesing an appearance of an inlets a boat was detncfatched, which kffxad an 
excellent h irbnnr, whfirc she soon after anchored. Several canoes came 
off, from whom some skins were procured, but by no means so many as 
they had at hrst reason to expect. The number of inhabitants was about 
aerenty ; the haibo«r» which is good, wu named Port Mn^raTO, and ia 
situated in 50 degree* 88 minutea north latitude, and 140 degrees west 
longitude. The TangTiage of these people is quite different from that of 
Pruice William's Sound, or Cook's River, being extremely uncouth and 
difficult to pronounce. The mode in which they dispose of their dead is 
mnaikihle ; the hitd ia aopicated ftorn tbe body, and botfi mapped 
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in furs, thf» former being put intoaboi, the latter iivto an oblong cbflsCy 
which are afterward preaerved aou dk&posed of iu a iancifol way. 

June 4th, quitted tbb place, and kept beating to Ihe eottthifatd | a liar- 
%ottr waa pereeived at a diatance, whicb, upon wamitiatieB bf the boat% 

was founa to extend to a considerable distancp, with a rwmbcr of covee 
here and there, very well calculated for anchor-i^T ; it was named Norfolk 
Sound. The people were at firat civil aod weU-behaT&d but aoou 
came troubleseme wad ^ieyiah, like akaoet aB tbeur brethian on this 
•oaat. Their nimibers exceed 450^ including women and chiUren ; in 
l^ppeannce they resenoble the j/eoydc oT i*ort Mulgrave, their faces being 
■imilarly painted, and the lipe of the women distorted in tiie satae inan- 
aer. One of the chiefs waa in posaeseimi oi a white shirt, chi which he 
aet ajrreat vahie ; apoii examiiialion, it prored te bsof Spauehaake, 
two aoqit of that nation having been eo thia coaat in 1776. Trade heie 
was not very brisk. A creek of considerable extent received the name 
of Port Banks, in honour of Sir Joseph} they coBtimied atanding io and 
Iro with various success in trade. 

July Ist, saw an iskni^ and were eooa aaraoiided 'bf Indians, who, 
after gratifying their curiosity in examining the vessel, began to trade, 
and soon parted with all their skins. Several fresh tribes visited tl em 
almost daily, who, delighted with European articles of barter, were content 
to leave their furs behind in exchange. The residence ^ne was 
•trongly fortified, reaembling a hippah, er f<Artified phic% in HUm Ze ala nd ; 
and, from some eiteamstances wnich transpired, Dixon wae tenopted also 
to believe they were also, like the New Zealanders, cannibals. Our 
traders now found it better to keep shifting to and fro than to remain m 
enc place. Proceeding. to the eastward, eieven canoes came alongside 
en the 24tli with 190 perms ; but curiosity was the prevailing motive^ 
as they had nothing to sell ; uid five di^ after, no less than 200 men, 
women, and ebiklren, in eighteen canoes, came off to indulge their cuxi* 
osity ; a number tbr.t, on this coast, is rarely fonnd in one community. 
Their chief had the most savage aspect of any yet seen, his whole appea- 
lance sufficiently marking him as the leader of a tribe of caimibaU. His 
atatore was above the comnKm aiae, hia body spare and thin, and, l^ongh 
seemingly lank and emaciated, his step was bold and firm, his limbs strong 
and muscular ; his eyes, which were Iftrge and gogglini^, seemed ready 
to start from th<;ir sockets; his fureiiead detiply wrinkled, as well by aga 
as an habitual frown, which, joined to a long visage, hollow eheeks, hi^ 
cheek-bones, and natanil ferocity of temper, renmad Idm a mnH teaai* 
dable figure. Be however behaTcd yety well to the EogUAy and, by 
means of a present or two, became their fast friend. 

August 1st, thoui?ht now of joining ihe King George m the saund of 
that name ; and, making sail for th^t puipose, iell in, on the 3th. with the 
Prince of Wales and Pnncesa Royal, two meeb fitted out bf Vhe own- 
ers of the Kbg Cteoige and Queen Charlotte, and hearing from them 
tbat the former vessel was not in the ecvAd, Csptaui Dim nade eaii Ibr 
the Sandwich Islands. 

This extensive portion <^ America exhibits on the whole the appea- 
ranee of a lat]^ ccotinaed forest, eorered with pinee of diflSsrent epeeiee, 
intermixed with alder, birch, hazel, and ui the Tallef a with wild goose- 
berry, currant, nnd rnspbrrry trees ; be^;if]cs a vast quantity of low brush- 
wood. The soil on the hills is a compound of rotten moss and decayed 
Xiften, which, being carried down with the snows mto the valleys, and 
wixing there with a light sand, forms a soil in 'which most English vage- 
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tables might grow, if assisted a little by art or attentioil. The numoer 
of inhabitants, from Cook's River to King Georfje'a Sonnd, may be aboat 
10,000 ; but the country muat be Tery thmly peopkd, to which their con- 
tinual wars necessarily tend. / 
September Sd, made Owyhee, and, after procuriiig le/lreahaenta, stood 
^ tai for MHiahoe, being visited the next day by Abbeoooe and the king, by 
whose commands they received abundant supplies of wood, \va»er, and 
ro visions, of which tiiey were in extreme want, several of tlie crew 
eing nearly dead with the scurry. Atooi was their ntxi deiiLiu.iUoa, 
where the ehieft inqnired partioalariy afWr their fnend Fe-pote, (Captain 
PefHodc) and were derinros of eontribtiting all in their power to the 
assistance of the ship, every one snpplying the captain with a liberality 
Ra unbounded as it was unexpected, but which did not go unrewarded ; 
saws, hatchets, nails, and other iron iubirumeuts being given to the men, 
and battens, beads, and a variety of ornaments to the women. 

September i3th» made sail for China, and anchored In Macao Road ^ the 
Bth of Novomber, wherp being joined, as already noticed, by the Kin^ 
George, their mt'cluin; was extreuxely agreeable. Captain Portlock v'ms 
very much surpni>ed in Canton with his old fncud Tiauua, from tiiu 
Sandwieh Islands, who was no less pleased at seeing him, embracing the 
captain in the most cordial and affectionate 'manner. As soon as his 
transports subsided, he asked several questions concerning the people of 
the islands, and Said that ho had accompanied Captain Mcares hither, vyho 
placed him under the immediate care of Mr. RosS) his first mate, to wiiom 
ne was mul!h attathed. 

During his stay, Tiaana was introduce 1 1 > every place worthy of notice x 
he was usually dressed in a cloak and fine feathered cap, and, to show that 
he was a person of consequence, carried a spear in his hand. Afterward, 
at the persuasion of Mr. Ross, he wore a light satin waistcoat and a pair 
of tronssfs. He freqoently attended places of public wonhipi behavtiig 
with the greatest decorum^ and joining the Congregation in the eeramoniei 
xjf kneeling or standing, as if he had been all his life regularly accustomed 
to them. Some of the customs of the Chinese displeased him e^vceed- 
tngly, and, during the voyage, was nearly Uuowing the pilot Overboard for 
some teal or imaginary offenco ; he was, however, of a kind dispositioui 
displaying fteqeent inetaneee of hnmanity as well as genefOskjf. Being 
once at an entertainment, ^ven by one of the captams at Macao, his com- 
passion was strongly excited after dinner by seeintr a nUmber of poor 
people, in Sampans, Crowding round the vessel and asking alms ; he soli- 
eited his host's permission to give them some food, cemdrking it was a 
great shame to let poor people want victuals, and that in his country there 
were no beggars. In cdnpitancc with his importunities, the broken meat 
was collected under his care, and be distributed it in the most equal and 
impartial manner. Tiaana was six feet two inches high, exceedingly 
well made, but inclined to curpuicncy ^ he had a pleasing animated 
countenance^ diie eyes, and otherwise eipfesshre as well Us agreeable 
features. He was universally liked ; and, previous to his departure for 
Atooi, the gentlemen at Canton furnished him wiih bulls, cows, sheep, 
goats, rabbits, turkovs, (Src., c5tc., besides all kinds of seeds which could be 
useful in his island, with directions how to rear and propagate thoui. ^ 
The beet shine of their cargo were dii|ioeed of to the Bast India eom« 
pany for 50,000 dollars, whne theinferioT ones were sold to the Chinese, 
both vessels rrcpivin^; in rctnrn cargoes nf tea. Februnrv fn!?. 17SS, 
weighed and maide sail duwa the hver^ t^uittmg Macao linaliy a clay or 
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two nftprwnrf'!. On llio 20rh saw the Island of Pu!o ^apnta, four lenrrnei 
distant, and on the 25th the Islands of Aratnln ; threo days atterward 
Mr. Irfiuder, surgeon of the Queen CaailoUe, died, havnig bceu ill for some 
tioM, tod atteiid6d br hii brother enr^on, Mr. Hoggan, of the Kiof 
George. On the 80th of March the ships a^rreed to separate, and make 
the best of their way to St. ITflon.i, where t\\e Kinrr Ce-rrge arrived the 
13lh of June, and the Queen Charlotte on the I8i h. The former at length 
reached England, without any oceurrence worthy oi remark, on the 82d 
of August ; and the latter the 17tb of Septeiiher. Nor was the voyage 
unfortunate; fof tbotigh no grea.X gain wat made, jet tUMbu^ wee hwlt 
which, u a newconuneioiai ipeciiJMOD, is not an oncoaunoii oceonaaeo. ■ 



MONSIEUR DE LA PEROUSE — 178.'S-88. 

FiAVOE becoming jealoua of the renown acquired by (he English ctr« 
cnmnari^tors, determined to send out an expedition which, in its scien- 
tific equipments, should vie with them in every respect. Two ships were 
appointea to this service, the Boussole and Astrolabe, the former com- 
manded hf La Perouae, tb« latter by M. da Laogle, both oaptaim in the 
navy, and men of considerable attainmenta, beaidae being aaatelad by men 
of !<rioncf and artists. The voyage is interesting as far as it goes ; but, 
unfortunately, the ships, after quitting Botany Bay, in 4 788, hnvo npver 
since been heard of, to the regret of all lovers of science and huniauily, 
on accoant, not only of the ae^toiromenta, bat amiable character of the 
commander. 

On the Ist of August, 1785, they quitted Brest, and on tho 1 3th 
reached Madeiia ; stoppino; lirre ilireo days, they saw Tenoriffe on the 
lUth, and on ihe IGih ol Ui toner the Island of Trinidada, barren, rocity, 
and with avioleBt omf breaking on thodioiea, where refredmienta notbet^g 
obtainable, the commander steered for St. Oatherine's, on the Biazit coast 

This island is cTtrf'mfH' fertile, producing all sorts of fruit, vrfretables, 
and corn, al most spontaneously. It is covered with trees of everlasting 
green, but they are so curiously interwoven with plants and briars, that 
It is impossible to pass throngh tho forests wilhoot opening a path wttha 
hatehet ; to add to the difficulty, danger is also to b« appiaheadod fiom 
snakes, w}in?:p bite is mortal. The habitations are bordering on the sea. 
The woods are deli;ihtfnllv frs^frrant, occa^^ioned by the orange trees, and 
oth«r odoriferous plants and shrubs, which iorm a |>ait of them. But 
amid alt these advantages, the country is extremely poor, and totally des* 
titute of manufactured commodities ; the peasants are ragged, and aimoet 
naked. The soil, which is well calculated for the cultivation of sugar, 
remains untilled, as they are too poor to purchase slaves for that necessary 
purpose. The whale-fishery is indeed successful, but it belongs to the' 
crown, and Is famed fay a company at hisbon* which has three large 
establishments on the coast. They kill, aboot 400 whales aonoaUy, the 
produce of which is sent to Lisbon by the way of Rio JaneiffO. 

On the Mth of January the navi«jator» struck ground on the coast of 
Patagonia. On the 25th LaPerousc took bearings a league to liie south- 
ward of Cape San Diego, forming the west point of the Straits of Le Maire. 
At tliree he entered &e straits, and saw some breakers, which oztsnded 
abont a mile ; he also percetfod others much farther in the ofRng, which 
induced him to «?!f»er to the south-east to nvoid them. On the 0th of 
Febru.^ry he was abreast of the Straits of MageUao. Examining liw 
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fuaatity of provisions ha bid on bond. La Peroose dlaoofend lio hod 

very little flour and bread left in store ; having been obliged to leave a 
hnndred barrels at Brest. The worms had aNo taken possession of the 
biscuits, and consumed or rendered useless a dith part of theta. Under 
tbeee circamfltancee, La Peroute preferred Conception to the laUod of 
Joan Fernandez. ■ ■ . > 

The Bay of Conception, in Chili, is a most excellent harbour ; the water 
is smooth, and almost without any current, ihonjjh the tide rises s\x feet 
three inches. The new city of Conceptian, afier the destruction of the 
old one by an earthquake) in 1751, was not resolved on till 1763. The 
. new town, wbieh eootami tboai 10,000 inhabitant^ ie the resideiieo of 
the bishop, and of the major-general, who govemi in the militarj depart- 
ment. This colony inakos but little progress in prosperity or population ; 
the influence of the government counteracts that of the climaie. The 
productions of this kingdom, under proper management, would suffice for 
the food ana manafactoiea of half Eorope^ and yet the coonliy is dastitiilo . 
of commerce. A few aaiill voasels indeed arrived hem yearly from Lima, 
with tobacco, sugar, and some articles of European manufacture, which 
the natives can only purchase at second or third band; heavy duties 
having been imposed upon them first at Cadiz, then at Lima, and after* 
ward on their entering Chili. Tbef can only give in eichange wheat, 
(which is of little valae,) hides, tallow, and a few plaalDi ; so that the ba- 
lance of trade is always against Chili. The women wear a kind of plaited 
petticoat, formed of antique gold and silver stuffs. These peilicuat;^, 
however, are never summoned upon duty but on gala-days, and may he 
entailed in a ftmify, deeeendlng» in regular gradation, mm the gnnd- 
mother to the granddaughter. A small number of females, however, M 
thus gorgeously habited } the najoiity have barely infikient to cottBtat 

their Daicedness. 

At daybreak, on tho 15lh oi March, La Perouse made the signal to 
prepare to sail. On the I7tht about noon, a light breeie sprung up, with 
which he got under way. On the Odi of April, about noon, they saw 

Easter Island. The Inatans were unarmed, except a few who had a kind 
of slight wooden club. Some of them assuincil an apparent superiority 
over the others, which induced La Perouse to consider the iurmer as 
chiefs, but he soon discoverad thsl tbeee eeleeted persons were tho most 
notorious offenders. Having bat a few hours to remain upon the island, 
and wishing to employ his time to the best advantarre, La Peronse left 
the care of the tent, and other particulars, to his first lieuteriaiii, M. 
D'Escures. A divisiou was then made gf the persons otigaged in the 
adventare ; one part, under the command of M» Do Langle, wee to pene- 
trate inio tiie interior of the isUod to eocoorage and promote vegetation, 
by disseminating seeds, &c., in a proper soil ; and tlie other divi.«;ion 
mdrrtook to visit the nioiiurnents, plantations, and habitations, within 
vtic compass oi a league of the establishment. The largest of the rude 
ousts upon ono of the toiiseee is fMiiteen feel six mdisa in height, sid 
tho breadth and other particulars appeared to be proportionate, y ^ i -n 

A small part of this island is under cultivation. It is, however, generally 
agreed that three days* labour of an Indian will procure bun subsistence for a 
year. From the ease with which the necessaries of life are procured. La Pe- 
roose supposed the prodnctioMoftibio earth wen in coaMMn» Howisoon* 
vinced, indeed, that the houses were common, at least to a whole viUaoe or 
district. One of these habitations near his tent was three hrmdredand ten 
feet io ioagil^ ten liaet in breadth, and ten liast in height toward 4be 
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middle. The whole ereetton is capable of containing 200 peoplp. ft 

forms a kind of hamlet of itself, is tot-^lly unfurnished Two nr thre^ 
sioall houses appear at a little di:^t:^nco from it. Perouse does not 
pretend to decide whether the womea are conunon to a whole district^ 
tnd tlw ehidrwi to die repubHe i but lie uiertt tint no Indin teemed 
to exercise the authority of a hinband orer sny one of the finnelee. If 
fliey are private property, it is akind of which the posses-ors nre rerv liberal. 

Returning about noon to thf tent, La Perouse found almost every man 
without either hat or handkerchief; so much had forbearance encouraged 
the andacity of the thieree, that he ileo egpei i enced aeinrilar depredatioti. 
An Indian, who had assisted him in descending from a terrace, rewarded 
Wmself for his tronble by tnkincr a\«'nv his hat. Some of them had dived 
under water, cut the ?nKil} cabie of the Astrolabe's boat, arrd taken awa^ 
her grapnel. A tiori of chief, to whom M. De Langle made a present of 
« male kh8 female goat, reeeived the animsle wkb one band, and robbed 
bim of his handkerchief with the Otbef. 

On (he 2Bth of May they saw the mountains of Owyhee, corered 
with .^now, and afterward those of Mowee, which are less elerated. About 
16U caiioes were eedn putting oflf from the shore, iaden with fiuit and hogs, 
^cb the Indians proposed to eidiange for pieces of iron of the Freodi . 
nvigaton. Most of them came <m board ofone or tiie Other of the ▼enelti 
init thnv pracccdec! so fast through the water that they filled alongside. 
Ti e Induins were obliged to quit then>[>rg thrrr.vn them, and, leaping into 
the aea, swam after their hogs — when, takmg thein in their arms, the/ 
emptied tKeir canon of the water, and resumed their seat. 

After havbig nnted a village, M. IPe Langle eave ordett that aiz aol« 
oiPT^, with n sergeant, should accompany him : the others were left upon 
thr beach, under the command of M Pierrevrrt, the lieutenant ; to 
them was committed the protectioa of tlie ship's hoata, from which not a 
aingie laiior bed landed. The party xe-embarkcd at eleven o'clock m 
▼ery good order, and arrived on board abont noon, wbere If. de Clenaid 
had received a visit from a chief, of whom he had pvrcbased a cloak, and 
a helmet adorned with red fcithers ; he had also ptnrhaserj a hundred 
hogs, a quantity of potatoes and bananjis, plenty of stuffs, mats, and 
▼anOQS other attic les. On their arrival on lK>ard, the two frigates drag- 
fled their anchors ; it blew fiteefa ftom the aootb-eaat, and tbef were driving 
down upon the Island of Morokinne, which was howf ver at a anfficient 
distance to c^ive them time to hoist in their boats T,a Pcron?en>ade the? 
Signal for weighing, but before they co'^ld purchase the inchor, he was 
abliged to make sail, and drag it till he had passed MorokinnOi to hinder 
mm from driving pate the ehannel. 

A fair wind accompanied the navigatora 00 then' departure from the 
Sandwioh Islands. Whales and wild geese convinced them thnt thpy 
were approaching land. Early in the morning of the 23d they ri. scned 
It ; a sudden dispersion of the fog opened to them the view of a long chain 
of moontiina covered with snow. They distinguished Beering's Ifmmt 
9t. Ellas, on the north-west eoaat of Ameriea. 

While the navigators were at the entrance of a bay, they were ron- 
thiually surrounded by the canoes of the Indians. In exchange for iron 
they were offered fish and variety of skins, as well as sundry articles of 
» ^ nathrea jhsplayed much ability in their commercial dealings ; 
but iron was more eagmljr coveted than anj ottter modiom of barter. 
They indeed consented to take some pewter pots and plates, bat th^y 
received them with indifference. Iron was tfamr lavoaiifte metal ; a dag- 
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far of it hxmg fiem the necks of many of thin. Tho import of thoir 

arrival having spread itself to the adjacent parts, several canoes arrivedf 
filled with otter-skins, which thn native? Iinrtorcd for kijives, hatchetSi 
and bar-iron. The sea otter is supposed to be more common heo^ than 
in any part of Ameriea. Hie Astrolabe caught one, which probably had 
Meapea from the Indians, as it was severely wounded. It weighed eeven^ 
pounds, and peiliaps had attained its full growth. The sea otter is an 
amphibious animal, remarkable for the beauty of its skin. The Indians of 
Port Fran^ais call it akecter. Some naturalists have noticed it under the 
denomioBtion of wrie&mefmet but the description of that animal in Buflbn 
' his no affinity witht]ii% wbidi has nozMcniblance totho ottor of Oanadaf 
nor to that of Europe. 

Having taken in as much wood and water as was required, the navi-» 
gators esteemed themselves the most fortunate of men, in having arrived 
at such a distance from Europe without having a sick person among them, 
or any one afllieted with the M^arvy ; hot a bmontable misfortune now 
awaited them. At the entrance of tiua baiiKnv perished twenty bravo 
seamen, in two boats, by the suff. 

Ou the 30th of July, at four in the afternoon, La Perouse ^ undst 
way. Hiis bar or hafboor, to which he gave the name of Port oes Fran- 
9ais, is sitontea in 58 degrees 37 minutes north latitude, and 199 degrees 
50 minutes wfst Icrnrritude. Tn difTprrnt pxcursion?, he 9n.ys, he found 
the high- water mark to he tifteen feet above the surface of the sea. The 
climate of this coast is mhnitely milder than that of Hudson^s Bay, in the 
same degree of fattitade. Pines weie teen of «x feet diameter and one hm- 
dred and forty feot in height. Vi^gMalion ie figonma dnrmg three or iisnf 
montiis of the year. The men wear different small ornaments, pendadt 
from the ear-; and nose, scarify their arms and breasts, and file their teeth 
* close to their gums, using, for the last operation, a sand-stone formed into 
H pertiMdar tmper They paint the face and body with soot, ochre, and 
plumbago, mfated with tram-oil, making themselves most horrid figures. 
When Completely drc^RGcl, their flowing hair powdered, and plaited with 
♦h3 down of sea birds ; but perhaps cnilv the chiefs of certain distinguished 
families are thus decorated. Their shoulders are covered with a skin, and 
the rest of the body fensaa naked, except the head, on which is generally 
worn a little straw-hat, |ilailed with great taste and ii^;enuity. Sometunesi 
indeed, the head is flpcomted with two homed bonnets of cafrlrs' feathers. 
Their hoad-<Jres?( s are extremely various, the grand object in view being 
only to render themselves terrible, that they may keep their enemies in 
awe. Some Indians have ekiita of otfer-eXinB. A great ohiaf wore a 
shirt composed of a tanned skin of the elk, bordered 1^ a fringe of beake 
of birds, which, when dnnring, imitated the noise of a bell ; n romman 
dress among the savages of Canada and other nations in the eastern parts 
of America. The passion of these Indians for gaming is astonishing, and 
^ey pursve it with grewk avidity. The sort of play to wUcfa they are 
I- most devoted, is a certain game m ehance : out of thirty pieces of wood, 
each distinctly marked like the French dicp, they hide seven ; e:ieh plays 
in succession, and he who guesses nearest to the whole number marked 
upon the seven is the winner of the stake, which is usually a hatchet or a 
' piece of iron. " i;.>^.«> • :• .■ ,.a * 

At length, alW a ^fsay li% MB^-on the 11th of SepMb^ 
the afternoon, the navirfators got sight of Fort Monterey, and two three- 
rrs'x.^tpd v*':'?els which lay in the road. Th<^ cmnmander of these two ships 
having been luform^, by the Viceroy of Mexico, of the probable arrival 
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M Ae two French frigates, sent them pilots in the coone of the ni^t. 
Loretto, the only presidency of Old California, is situated on the east coast 
of ihi« peoinsula, and has a garrison of fifty-four troopers, who furnish 
detachnioiite to fifteen mueionft ; tbe duties of which are performed bf 
Dominieum friiin» About four thooMod Indians, converted and residing 
in these fifteen parishes, are the sole produce of the long labours of the 
difff rrnt religious orders which hare succeeded each other. A small 
navy was established by the S|>aiiii>h goverunicnt in this port, under the 
orders of the Vieeroj of Mexico, conaiettng of four corvettes of twelve 
guns, and one goletta. They are destined to tupidy with necessaries the 
presidencies of North California ; and they are sometimes despatched as 
packet-boats to Manilla, when the orders of the court r^aire the utmoet 
expedition. ... 

The company were teeeived with all poesible poUteneet end mpect : 
the pieeideBt of the missions, in his neerdotal vestmrat, with the holy 
water in his hand, waited to receive them at the entrance of the church, 
which was splendidly illuminated, as on their lii<Thest festivals . he then 
conducted them to the foot of the iugh altar, wlierc i c Dcum wa^i sung 
is thanksgivings for titeir arrival. E^fore they entered the church they 
ptincid a range of Indians : the perish church, though covered with straw, 
18 neat, and decorated with paintings copied from It alian originals. A 
picture of Hell is there represented^, in which the imagination of Cailot is 
absolutely exceeded ; but the senses of new converts must be struck with 
the most lively impresaieiui. A lepiesentation of Pkradise, placed oppotile 
to lhat of i« eoppoeed to produce less e£bct on them. The Indiana, 
as well as the mi??!ionaries, rise with the snn, and devote an hour to 
prayers and mass, during which time a sprrif^s of boiled food is prepared 
for them : it consists of barley-meal, the gram of which has been roasted 
fweTioae to tie being boiled. It ie cooked in the centre of the a^oaie, in 
three large kettles. This repast is called atole by the Indiana, who con- 
sider it as delicious ; it is destitute of salt and batter, and must con- 
sequently be insipid. The wom^n have little more to attend to than their 
housewifery, their children, and the roasting and grinding of several grains ; 
the latter operation is long and laboriona, as they employ no other meana 
than thai oi crushing it m pieeea with a cylinder npon a atone. 

The converted Indians preserve those ancient usages which are not 
Mohibited by their new religion ; the same cabins, games, and dresses. 
The dress of the richest consists of an otter-skin cloak, to cover their 
loins, and descend below the giotn : the most indolent are satisl^od with a 
simple piece of Unen cloth, furnished by the mission to conceal their 
nakedness ; a cloak of rabbit-skin, tied under the chin, serves as a veil 
for their slioulders ; the rest of the body remains absolutely naked, except 
the head, which is sometimes ornamented with hats of straw, curiously 
matted or i^ted. The women have cloaks of deer-skin, tanned ; those 
of the missions make a email bodice, with aleevee of the aame material. 
This, with a small apron of rushes, and a petticoat oi etag-skin, which 
descends to the middle of the le^, the whoir of their apparel. Girls 
under the age of nine years have only a smiple gudie, and boys are com- 
pletely naked. 

The Indiana of the TmieherU», or independent villagea, are accuatened 
to pahit their hodiea rad and* black when th^ are in moaming ; but the 

missionarjes have prohibited the former, thoun^h they tolerate the htter, 
these people being singularly attached to their Jnends. The tics of family 
are less ri^axded among them than those of friendahip : tlie ciiUdi en show 
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no filial respect to the father, having been obliged to i^nt hif t,tbill if tftfffl 
as tbey were able to procure their own subsistence. *..,- , 

A Spanish commitsary at Monterey, naiaadBl VincafltJ^fw^y, Vej^ 
lm>oght orders to the governor to collect aft the otter-ekiaa of oia miwtitnf 
and presidencies, government having reserved to itself the exclusive com- 
merce of them ; and M. Farrps assured La Perouse that he ronid annually 
furnish twenty tliousand of ihem. The Spaniards wore ignorant of the 
importaiice of thie valuable peltry till the publication of &e voyages of 
Captain Cook : that excellent man has navigated for the general benefit 
of every nation ; his own enjoya only the gloiy of the eoteipriM^ and that 
of havinnr given him birth. 

New Galilurmat though extremely fertile, cannot boast of having a single 
settler ; a few soldiers, married to Indian women^ who dwell in the forts, 
or who are dispersed among the ditferent nussion% coDatitotui|| the whole 
Spanish nation in this district of America. The Franoiecan missUmartea 
arc principally Europeans ; they have a convent in Mexico, "tlic viceroy 
18 now the sole judge of all controversies in the di^crent missions. Don 
Bernardo Galvea Mving united all the powers, Spaui allows four hundred 
piaetere to each mteai ona r y, two of whbh are afyioptiated la a panah : 
aupernumeraries receive no salary. 

On the evenirfii of the 22d everything was on board, and leave had been 
taken of the governor and missionaries. On the mommg of the 24th ihey 
aailed. On ue 3d of November the frigatea wore aoiiwuided with nod- 
dies, tema, and man-of-war birds ; and on thb 4th they made an island 
which bore west. This small island is little 'more than a rock of about 
600 toises in length. Not a tree is to be seen on it, but a frreat deal of 
graas |s visible on tlie top ; the rock is much distigured by the excrement 
of various birds ; the extremities of it are perpendicular Uke a wall, and 
the sea broke around it with such violence aa toreador it impoaaible to 
land. La Peroose named it Isle Nedcor> About an hour past one 
in the morning La Perouse saw breakers at two c;^liles' length ahead of 
the ship ; the sea being so smooth, the sound of them was hardly heard ; 
the Astrolabe perceived them at the same time, though at a greater dis* 
taoce than the Botiasole ; both frigatee inatantlyfaajal^with their heade 
to the south-east. La Perouse gave orders for sounding; they had nine 
fathoms, rofky bottom: soon after ten and twrlve fathoms, and in a 
quarter of an hour got no ground wuh sixty fathoms. They just escaped 
the moat immiii^nt danger.to which navigators can be exposed. 

The falatid of Aaewnption, to which tha Jeauita h«fe attributed six 
Icasues of circumference, from the angles now taken, was reduced to half, 
ana the highest point is about two hundred toises above the levtsl of llio 
sea. A mow honid place cannot be conceived. It was a perfect cone, 
fes black as a coal, and, very mortifying to behold, after having enjoyed, in 
inm£inatioi^,tha.^cocpaiiiita and tnitlea aipeotad to ha iirand in aoma one 
of the MaiiaoiWTlrianda. La Paipuse did not roaaa in tooch at the 
Bashees, having before been often visited, nnd having nothing particularly 
aiteresiinsf. Having dolerinincd the po>iiio:!, he continued his course 
lowaid China i and on tho Isl of January, 1787, found bottom in sixty 
fathoma ; a number of fiahiag boata eunounded him the next day. dn 
•he 2d of January our navigators made the White Rock. In the evening 
ihey anchored to the northward of I/ing-ting Island, and the following 
lay ill Macao Road. Macao, situate at the mouUi of ihe Tigris, is capable 
ff receiving a sixty-four gun ship into its road, at the entrance of the 
Tj^a i and in ita port, beu>w the city, shipa of 7Q0 tjnafaalf ladaiu The 
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mtrmee of thi« port is defended by a fortrf*'?; con^istin^ t wo >iatteriea and 
three email forls. The Portuguese limits eiti mt i i irther than about a 
league from the city ; they are bounded a waii, and guarded by a few 
•oMiera imder m nundtrb. Hits mandarin is, Indeed, the teal governor 
ef Macao, and the person to whom the Chineaa o«re obedience. He haa 
not the privilege of slp'^ping within the enclosure of the limits, yet he mmj 
visit thp place, inspect the custom-housrg. &c. And on these occa»ior>s 
the Portuguese must salute him with fire guns. But no European is 
pemriUed to set a foot on the Ohtnese country beyond the Wall ; an at- 
ten^t of that kind would subject any person to the mercy of the Chinese i 
for SQch an indiscretion large sums might be demanded of him, or he migiit 
suffer detention as a prisonpr. Some of the off ^er? of the frigates wan- 
tonly exposed themselves to this risk ; but it fortunately happened that no 
tarieoa consequences arose from their levity. The Yusinoy of Goa 
appoints an tfiemilttary and civil officers at Macao. The ffovemor and 
the 5?cnatnrs arn nnminated by him. He has lately appointed the garrison 
to consist of 180 Indian seapoys and 130 militia; the soldiers are armed 
with staves, the officer only being permitted to wear a sword ; but on no 
oecaabn to use it agaioat a Uhineae. If a robber of that nation is detec ted 
In breaking open a door, or pnrknning any effects, he must not be arreated 
without the greatr st precaution ; if a soldier, in his own defence, should 
unfortunately kill him, he is delivered over to the trovernor, nnd hnnjjrd 
m the market-place. But if a Ohiuhse kill a Portuguese, he is examined 
bv the judges of his own nation, who make a pompous parade of fulfilling 
f all the formalitiea of jnstiee, but idwaya connive at the evasion of it. The 
^ Portuguese, however, have lately made a spiriled effort, which reflecta 
honour cn them. A seapoy having killed a Chinese, they shot him them- 
selves it) Uie presence of the mandarin, and would not submit the decision 
0f the affair to those of his own country. 

The ctimate of the road of Typa is, at Ifaii aeaaon of the year, praeari* 
Ous ; most of the crtws were afflicted with colds, a^ompanied with a 
ffever ; which yielded to thp ? ilutary tcmnerature of the Island of Luconia, 
when they approached it on the 1 ^fh of 1' ebruary Wantina wood, which 
he knew was dear at Manillia, La Pcrouse came to a lesoluuun of re- 
iwaining twenty-feor hoore at Marivella to piocore aome, and early the 
liext morning all the Carpenters of the t\fVQ frigates were sent on more 
with the long boats ; the fp?it Of the ships' rnrnpanies, with the vaw!. were 
reserved for a fishing party ; but they were unsuccessfuii as iUey found 
nothing but rocks and very shallow water. ^ 
;^0a we 39eh the navigatora came to an undbM in the Poft of Cavete, 
li three fathoms, at two cables' length from the town. Oavete, eiteate 
three leagues to thr ^outh-west of Nlanilla, was fonnerlv n plnrf of impor- 
tance. It has now the commandant of the arsenal, a contiator, a few other 
officers, and 150 men in garrison. The other inhabitants consist o( 
Mulattoea or Indiatia employed at the araenal, and, with their 
families, form a population of ^ut 4000) inclddli^tho city and suburb 
of Saint Roch There are two pfiri'^hfi. anfl tlirnr rtJnvrnts of men. ITjo 
Jesuits hfid a handsome house here, which is now in the hands of gorem- 
ment. The whole place is now almost a heap of ruins. 
- Manilla ia ereeted on the baj which alao bears iteiianM,4nid Haa at the 
'Woath of a river, being one of the fmett sttoattona in line world ; all the 
rerf'^sanr" of life may be procured ther) in rtbundanre, and On reasonable 
terms ; but the cloths and other manufactures of FtT-rtpe are ettraVa- 
^gantly dear. The great possQssions of the Spaniards in America have not 
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pPTmitted ihe 2:0"7emineijt to attend miniitely to the Philippines. La 
Perouse confidently asserts, that a ^reat nation, without any o* her colony 
tbaa the Phihppines, which would establish a proper governaieni theief 
view all the Emepeaii eeUiemento in Africa and Araenee withooi 
ttivy or regret. These islands conlatn about 3,000,000 of inhabitante, 
nnd that of Luconia consists of abo'it a third of them. These p^^ople 
seem not inferior to Europeans ; they cultivate the land with skill, and 
among ihem have ingenious goldsmiths, carpenters, joiners, masons, black* 
iOudiBy Ja PuMBtf eaya ha haa lisited them at their villages, and 
ftnod fhanaibb]e> hotfntable, and honest. The 8|>aniards indeed apeak 
COntemptuocsIv of them ; hut the viccS they attribute to the Tndirme may 
with more proprmtv be placed to the govemtnent eatablisht cl aitionif tiiern. 
Cotiee, sugar-canes, cotton, and indigo, grow ihere without cuitivauon, 
and it lagenefaUjrbeGevied tfaattiwir apieea wetdd not be inlinior to tboae 
ef the Moluccas ; a general liberty m com imt e for all nationa woald 
command a sale which would encourage the cultivation of them all ; and 
a moderate duty on all articles exported would ao<m defray the azpensaa 
that government might sustain. . ~ : . 

Cin the Ml of Molding to the Fkenoli Mckonfaig, and the lOlh 
as the Manillese reckeby a«r navigatiOfa tailed and cot to the north waid ef 
the Island of T.nconia. On the 2l8t thev made the Island of Formosa, 
and experienced, in the ch:tnnel whicli divides it from that of I<Licotiia, 
some very violent currents. On the 22d they set Lamy Island, at iiie 
aonthfWeat pomt cf Formota, about three leagnea dialance. The tadc 
they then stood on conveyed them upon the coast of Formosa, near the 
entrance of the br.v of Old Fort, Zealand, where the city of Taywan, the 
capital of that island, is seated. Having been informed of ihe revolt of 
that Chinese colony, and that army of 20,000 mon, undar the santog 
of Ganton, had been deapatefaed aoainat it, Im Parooae leaolved to aaaa- 
tee a few days to leatn Oepartiei&raof thia event Only one man oeuld 
be prevailed on to come on board ; whose fish were instantly purchased 
at hw own price, to induce him to pive a favourable account of our navi- 
gators, should he venture to acknowledge that he had communicated with 
Siem. No psiBon coald guest at the^ meankw of any ef the anawew 
given by the fisherman to the questions which had been proposed to them. 

Thf' whole of the next day a dead calm occurred, in mid-channel, be- 
tween the Bashee Islands and those ot ]3oto[ 'r.ihacoxima. It is probable 
that vessels might provide themselves m this island with provision, wood, 
and water. La Peieuse presetved the name of Knmt Uand, which Father 
Gambil gives it in his chart. In the night of the S5th ov navigatora 
passed the strait of Corea, sounding very frequently ; and as this coast 
appeared more eligible to follow th;in that of Japan, they ajjproached 
within two leagues of it, and shaped a course parallel to its direction, 
dn ttfk they made the aignu to beai np and ataer eaat^ and aeon 
perceived, in the nortlMMrth-eaat, an iaiand not hud down iponany chaat» 
at the distance of about twenty leagues from the coast of Corea. Ho 
named it Isle D^^^elet, firmn the name of the astronomer, who first dia* 
covered it. The circumference is about three leagues. ^• >^ c t>] , ^ < 

On the 80th of May La Pnonae afaaped hia coorae eaatiowiad Japan, 
and on the 2d of June saw two Japanae veaaeb, one of which paaied 
within hail of him. It had a crew of twenty men, all habited in blue caa- 
Boeks resemblinfT those worn by French priests. This vewel was about 
100 tons burthen, and had a smgle high mast stepped in the middle. The 
Aetrolabe bailed her as ahe paaaeid, but neither the queation nor the anaver 
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was comprehended. She continued her course to the southward, togiv« 
the earlieat inteJligence of two foreign vessels having appeared in seas 
wdere no finvoMtn mmgator hid ever T wtaf ed. At d awwa t tiMs of 
the day oevmi Chineaa veiMb) of smallor eoMtiuetion, were eeen, wfaieh 

were better calculated to encounter bad weather. 

During the ?!e^'enty-fivr davs, since our navigators sailed from Manilla, 
Ibey had run along tnc coasts of Quelpert island, Corea, and Japan ; but 
•e &eee conntnea were inhabited by people mboapitaUe to etrangers, they 
did not attempt to vitit them. They were eztfemely impatient to lecon- 
noitre this land, and it was the only part of the globe which had escaped 
the activity of CapUin Cook The geogrriphers who had drawn the str^^it 
of Tessoy, erroneously detennined the limits of Je&so, of the Company s 
Land, and of Staten Island ; it therefore became neceasarv to terminata 
the aoeieiit diaeoeaioiie hf indiapotaUo Acta. The latitude of Baie do 
Temai was the same as that of Port Acqueis, thoogfa the description of 
it i« very different. Th'» plants which France prodnce? carpeted the 
whole of this soil. Roses, lilies, and ail European meadow-dowers were 
beheld at every step. Pine trees embelUshed the tops of the mountains ; 
and pake, giadaaBy diwimidimg in etrength and mtm t^md the aea, adorn- 
ed the less elevated parts. Tntet of mum neio ftoqnently perceived by 
the havoc they had made. By these, and many other corroborating 
circumsslances, ihe navitrators were clearlv of opinion, that the Tartars 
approach the borders of the sea, when invited tiiitiier by the season for 
fiehing and hunting ; that they aasenibto for those purposes along the 
rivers, and that the mass of people reside m die interior of the country, to 
attend to the multiplication of their flocks and herds. M. de Lan^le, with 
several other otficcrs who had a passion for hunting, endeavoured to pur- 
sue their sport, but without success ; ^et they imagined timt, by silcuce, 
pereeTerance, and posting themaelvea in anbnsh in the pasaee of thoataga 
and liearsi they might be able to procure some of them. This plan waa 
determined on for tlic next d.-iv, bnt. %vith all their address and manage- 
ment, it proved abortive. It was therefore geuerallv acknowledged that 
fishing presented the greatest prospect of success. Eac U of the five creeks 
intho B aie do Temai affinded a proper ptaeo for hauling the seine^ and 
was rendered more convenient by a rivulet, near which they established 
their kitchen. They eaoght plenty of tront, aalaHi. cod-fish, haip^h, 
plaice, and herrings. , 

On the 4th, at three in the morning, there was a &ne clear sky, and the 
aarvigatora eaw, upon their right beam, at the dietanee of two miles, in 
the weet4iorth-weat, a great ulsnd into which a river discharged itself. 
The country resembled that at Bsie de Ternai, and, though three degrees 
more to the northward, the productions of the earth differed very little 
from it. M. de Vaujuas, who had been despatched in one of the boats, 
took away one of the elk-skins, but not without leaving in exchange for 
it aome hatdieta and other inn inatmaMate of infinitoly more valne. 
That officer*s representation, nortiiatof the naturaUsts, did not encourage 
La Perouse to continue any lonrrer in this bay, on which he thOH|^t 
proper to bestow the name of Baiede Sutiren 

At eight in the morning of the 7th, he made an island which seemed 
of great extent ; he aoppoied, at Hm, lhac thia waa SMalion Island, the* 
aoodi part of which some geographers had plaoed two degrees too far to 
the northward. The nspect of this land was extremely different from that 
9f Tartary : nothin^^ was to be seen but barren rocks, the cavities oi which 
retained the snow. To the iiigheat oi the mountains La Jpcrouse gave 
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the appellation of Peak Lamanon. M. de Langle, who had come to anchor, 
came instaatljr on board his ship, having already hoisted out his long-boat 
and gnall boats. Ho sobiBitted to La Peroase whethor it would not be 
proper to land before night, in order tu reconnoitre the country, and gather 
some necessary information from the inhabitants. By the assistance of 
their glasses, they perceived some cabina, and two of the islandecahaaten- 
ii^ toward the woods. 

Our navigators were soecessfal in making the natives comprehend that 
t]i^ requested a deseiiptioii of their country, and that of the Maotohons \ ' 
one of the old sages rose up, and, with groat portpienity, pointed out Uia 
most essential and interesting particulars with the r^nd of his 8t?!ff. His 
sagacity in guessing the meaning of the questions proposed to hun was 
astonishing, though, in this particular, he was surpassea by another islan- 
der of about thirty yosis of age. The last-mentioaed native informed out 
nav^tors that th^ had a commeieial intercourse with the people who in- 
habited the banks ofSegalien River, and he distinctly marked, bv strokes 
of a pencil, the number of days it required for a canoe to sail up the river 
to the respective places of their general traffic. The bay in which they 
lay at anchor was naoied Baie de Langle, as Captam de Langle was the 
first who discovered it, and first landed on its shore. They spent the re- 
mainder of tho day in visiting the country and its inhabiiants. They were 
surprised to hnd among a ]^{^e composed of hunters and fishermen, who 
were strangers to the coltiTstion of the earth, and witikoot flocks or heeds, 
such gentle manners and such a superiority of intellect. The atton^ii 
of the inhabitants of the Bate de Langle was attracted by the arts and 
manufactures of the French : they judiciously examined them, and de- 
bated among themselves the manner of fabricating the several articles. 
They were not unacquainted with the weaver's shnttle ; a loom of their 
constmetion was brought to France, whoneo it appsarod that their methods 
of making linens were similar to those of the Europeans ; but the thread 
of it is formed of the bark of tlip willow tree Thonorh they do not cul- 
tivate the soil, they convert the spontaneous produce of it to the most 
useful and necessary purposes. ^ 

At daybrsak, on the 4m of July, La Perouse made the signal for getting 
under way ; early on the 19th he saw the land of an island from north- 
east by north, as far as east-south-east, but so thick a fop prevailed that 
none of the points could be particularly discovered. At four the fog, in 
a great degree, dispersed, and tlw navigators took bearings of the lands 
estsfn, to ttwm to the north by east. The hay, which is the best iniriiich 
he had anchored since his departure from Manilla, he named Baie 
d'Estaing. M de Lfingle, who first landed on the island, found the islan- 
ders assembled luund three or four canoes, laden with smoked fish : he 
was there informed that the men who composed the crews of the canoes 
were Mantohous, and had quitted the banu of the Seoralien Rirer to be- 
eene purchasers of these fish. In tiie eomer of the island, within a kind 
of circus planted with stakei^, eich surmoruited with the head of a bear, 
the bones of arj'inals lav scauercd. As these j!eoj)!u use do hre-arms, but 
engage the bears la close coiabat, kheir arrowb being only capable of 
womiditt; them, this eiieiis might probably be intended to perpetuate the 
memory of certain great exploit s Tlav ing entertained conjecturea relatife 
to the proximity of the const of Tartary, La Peronse at length discovered 
that his conjet: lures were well-founded ; tor when the horizon became \ 
little more extensive, he saw it perfectly. In the evening of the hs

On the 28lh, in the evenwg, uur navi^aiors were at the opening of a 
bay whach presented a safe uid conTement ancboiifn. M. de Dngle 
reported to La Perouse that there was ejccellsiit miter behind four 

islaiids ; he had landed at a village of Tartars, where he was kindly re- 
ceived, and where he discovered a waterinjT place ubouudmg wiih the 
most limpid clement. From M. de Langle's report, La Perouse gave 
orders to prepare for anohoring at tbe boiteoi of tlio bay, which was 
named Baie de Castris. 

In this bay the French navigators first discovored the use of the circle 
of lead or bons, which these people and the inhabitants of Segalien 
Island wear on the thumb ime a ri^ ; it greatly assists them in cutting 
and stripping the salmon with a kmfe, vraich is alwi^ banging to their 
cirdle. 'Thm village was built upon low marshy land^ which must doubt- 
bss be uninhabited daring the winter ; but on the opposite side of tbe 
gulf another vil!?.ge appeared on a more elevated situation. It was 
seated at the entrance of a wood, and contained oight cabins, larger and 
better constructed than the tirst. Not far from these cabins, they visited 
tbree^yoivts, or eabiefraaean hoasos. They were saffieieatly capacknia to 
accommodate the inhabitants of the whole eight cabias during the severity 
of the inclement season. On the borders of this village several tombs pre- 
sented themselves, which were hrger and more ingeniously fabricated than 
the houses ; each of them contained three, four, or tivc biers, decorated wiih 
Chineee stojIs» some pieees of which were brooide. Bows, arrows, and the 
other most esteemed artidss of these peopl , were suspended in the interior 
of these TT^oiriments, the wooden dooT of which waa cioaod bjr abar, sup- 
ported at e icli end by a prop. 

The women are wrr^ped in a large robe of nankeen, or sahnon-skinsy 
onrioQsly tanned, deseonding as low as the ande-bene, aometiBies embel- 
lished with a border of fringe manufactured of copper, and producing 
sounds like those of littlo brlls Those salmon which furnish a covering' 
for the fair, weigh thirty or forty pounds, and are never caught in summer ; 
those which were taken by the French visiters did not ei.ceed three or 
four pounds in weight; hot that disadvantage was fully compensated bjr 
the extraordinary namber and the extreme delicacy of theil flavour. 

On the 2d of August La Perouse sailed with a light breeze. Segalien 
Island terminating in a point, a distant horizon of mountains waisno longer 
seen ; many circumstances announced that he wasapproachijig its southern 
eKlremity, and that the peak was upon anoUier island. On this supposi- 
tion, whleh was realised the next day, the anchor was let go m the 
evening, as the calm rendered it necessary to anchor at the south pomt 
of Segalien Island. This point, which was named Cape Chillon, is 
situated in 46 degrees 57 minutes north latitude, and 140 degrees 34 
minutes east longitude : it terminates this island, which from north to 
south is of immense extent, s^wtated from Tartary by a channel termi- 
nated by sand-banks to the northward, between which no passage for 
ships is to be found. This island is Oku-Jesso. Ghica Island, abreast 
of our navicTfitors, divided by a ciiannel from that of Segalien, and from 
Japan to tiie Strait of Sangaar, is the Jesso of the Japanese, eztcnding 
lo the sondi sa &r as the Strait of Sangaar. The cbahi of the Kurile

• Sflwatsha Bay, or St. Peter and f Paul. The ^'g^^-housV^^ 
by the Russians on tiie cast point of the entrance, was not 
ring the night ; as au excuse for which, the governor ^^^lared he next 
day, that dl their eflforts to keep it burning had been inelTcctual , the 
vriid had constantly ettingm^hefl ihe flames, which was only aheUered 
by four planks of wood, very inditicrently cemer.ted. 

The government of Kaiiuschatka had been materially « Wed «nej 
the departure of the English, and was now ^^f ^ f^^^^.f^,^ 
of Ochotsk. These psjSulsis were communicated to our na ^' t^If 
Lieutenant Kaborof. ^vemor of the harbour of St. P^ter andj.. Paui 
having a sergeant anf forty soldiers under his command M. de Le.sop^^ 
^ho acted as interpreter, 'and who perfectly understood ihe 
fruacre. wrote a letter, m La i'crouse's name, to Oie «vsmor of Ochotsk 
fu whomLa Perou.e*aI«>wtotem French himself. He toW him tW^^^^ 
nairstiveof Cook's Isrtvoysgehad spread abroad the fame hosp u^^^^^^ 
of the Ksmtschadale govemmcut ; and he flattered himself that he shouia 
be as favourably rccefved as the En^^lish ravigatora, as ^ 
theirs, was intended for the general benefit of all «^^^J^^^; ^T^a^ 

In Ihc midst of their Uhwif. our naTigatpis devoted jntervds to 
eare, and engaged m several hunting parties on the rivers ^wa sh. ana 
PjStOUnka, wpecting to bo able to shoot a few rein-deer, bears or 
oSrTua?rWXinhr^^^^^^ of t h.t clnnale. They were oblig^^^^^^^ 
ever tTcontent (hemselves wall a lew ducks or teal , ^ ^^'^J^l.fs 
garni, which were considered a* a poof compensatoon ^Jj^^./^^^^^ 
SreiirsioQt. Bat if their own endwourt weio not « •uficesaiul as ttteu 
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sanguine expectations had predicted, their friends among the Kamtscha- 
dalcs made ample amends tor the disappointment. During their siaj 
thev had leeeiTed from the inhabitants or the village an elk, four bears, 
mi a rein-deer, with such a quantity of divers wild Ibul, that they found 
it necessary to distribiite a considerable p;irt of them among their crt^ws. 
This was rendered ihc more necpssary, as they had been cloyed by a 
superabundance of fish ; a single cajsl of the net alongside of the irigates 
wonld hare pfodnced rafficient tattenance for half a doaen ships ; hot 
there was litOe vaxiity of sjpecies ; cod, salmon, heniqg*, and plaice, were 
almost the only prodncc oi the net 

The Kamtschadales are of an imitative genius, and fond of adopting 
the customs of their conquerors. They have already abandoned the 

Cts, in which thejr were JbtmerlY accustomed to barrow like badgers, 
thinff fold air daring the whole of the winter. The most opulent 
among tnrm now build isbas, or wooden houses, like those of the Rus- 
sianti : they are divided into three small rooms, and are conveniently 
warmed hj z brick stove. The inferior peojpie pass their winters and 
Bommers m tmlagans, resembfing wooden pigeon-housea, co?eied with 
thatch, and placed upon the tope of posts twelve or thirteen feet high, 
to which the women, as well as men, find a ladder necessary for their 
ascension. But these latter buildings will probably soon disappear : for 
the Kamtschadaies imitate the mamiers and dresses of the Russians. It 
is curious to see in their little cottages a quantit;^ of cash in circulation ; 
and it may be considered as a still 8;reater curiosity, because the practice 
exists among so small a nnmber of inhabitants. Their consumption of 
the commodities of Russia and China are so few, that the balance of trade 
is entirely in their favour, in consequence of which it is necessary to pay 
them the difference in rubles. The Kamtschadaies, says La Perouse, 
appeared to me to be the same people as those of the Bay of Caatiiee, - 
on the coast of TarUry ; they are equally remarkable for their mildnesa 
and thpir probity, and their persons are not very dissimilar. 

The approach of winter now warned our navigators to depart ; the 
ground, which, ou their uirivul on the 7th of September, was adorned 
with the most beantifol Terdure, was as yellow and parched up on the 
25th of the same month as in the environs of Paris at Uie condoaioii 
of December. La Perouse therefore gave preparatory orders for their 
departure, and on the 29th got under whv M. Kaslofi" came to take & 
firal leave of him, and dined on board, lie accompanied him on shore, 
with M» de Lai^ and seTeral oflScers, and was liberally entertained 
with a good sapper and a ball. 

Signs of land were seen on the 18th and 19lh of October ; flights of 
ducks, and other birds that frequent the shore, were observed. On the 1st 
of November, after experiencinff several vicissitudes of weather, a great 
number of birds were seen ; and, among others, curiews and plovers, two 
species which are never observed at any considerable distance from land. 
On the 6th they crossed their own track from Monterey to Macao ; and 
on the 6th that of Captain Gierke from the Sandwich Islands to Kam- 
tschatka, when the birds had entirely disappeared. A heavy swell from the 
east, like that from the west in the Atlantic Ocean, constantly prevails in 
this vast sea ; they saw neither bonetas nor doradoes, nor anything but a 
few flying-fish i a distressmg circumstance, as their fresh pioTision was 
entirely consumed. 

Induced by a western gale, La Perouse attempted to reach the parallel 
of Bougainville's Navigator's Islands, a discovery due to the French, 
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where fresh provisions might probably be procured. On the 6th of - 
December, at three in the afternoon, lie saw the mo:it easterly islaud of 
hat archipelago, and atood on and off daring the rest of the evening 
and night. Aleaning to anchor if he met with a proper place, La Perouae 
pnssed throiK^h the channel between the groat and the little islands that 
Bougainville left to the south ; though hardly a league wide, it appeared 
perfectly free iiom danger. He saw no canoes till be was m the channel, 
yet he beheld several habitations on the windward side of the island, and a 

froup of Indians sitting under the shade of cocoa not tress, who seamed 
olighted with the prospect afforded hy the frigates. 
Expecting to meet with a more considerable island farther west, tiie 
navigators flattered themselves they should find a shelter, if not a port, and 
therefore deferred maktnff more estensiTO obserrationa till they airired at 
that island, which, according to M. de BougainviUe'a plan, they now ap- 
proached. At break of day they were surprised not to see land to leewara ; 
nor was it to be discovered till six o'clock in the morning, the channel being 
infinitely wider than was represented on the chart which was deii?erea 
to La Perouse as a guide. They fonnd themselyes opposite the north-east 
point of the Island of Maouna at five in the evening. Being Tinted by two 
or three canoes, which ciTnc plon<jside to exchange ho^s and fruit for 
beads, they conceived an exalted o[)iii;on of the riches of the island. 

Charmed with the beautiful dawn of the following morning, La Perouse 
reaolTed to reconnoitre the country, take a view of the inhabitants at tbev 
own homes, fill water, and immediately get under way*-prudcnco warning 
him against passing a second night at that anchorage, which M. de Langle 
also thought too dangerous for a longer stay. It was therefore agreed 
on to sail in the afternoon, after appropriating the morning in exchanging 
baubles for hogs and fruit. At the dawn or day the islandeia had sur« 
rounded the two fri^tes, with 200 different canoes laden with |HOTisions, 
which they would only exchange for beads ; axes, cloth, and other articles 
of traffic were treated by them with contempt. While a part of the 
crew was occupied in keeping them in order and dealing, the rest were 
despatching empty ca&ks on shore to be replenished with water. Two 
boats of the Boaesole, armed and conunanded by Messrs. de Clonard and 
Oolinet, and those of the Astrolabe, conunanded by Messrs. de Monti and 
Bellegarde, set off with that view at five in the morning, for a bay at the 
distance of about a league. La Perouse followed close after Messrs. 
de Clonard and de Monti, in his pinnace, and landed when they did. It 
nnfortunately happened that M. de Ijangle had formed a resolntion to 
make an excursion in his joUy*boat to another creek^ at the distance of 
about a league from their watering place ; from this excursion a dire mis- 
fortune ensued. Tiie creek toward which the lonji-boats steered was 
large and commodious ; these, as also the other boats, remainet^ iUioat at 
low water, within half a pistol-shot of the beach, and eieellent water was 
easily procured. Great order was observed by Messrs. de Clonard and 
de Monti. A line of soldiers was posted between the beach and the 
natives, who amount to about 200, including many women and children. 
They were prevailed on to sit down under cucoa trees, at a little distance 
from the boats ; each of them had fowls, hogs, pigeons, orlrnit, and aU 
of them were anxious to disposed of their articles withoat delay, whidi 
created some confusion 

While matters were tiius passing with perfect tranquillity, and the caskn 
expeditiously filling with water. La Perouse ventured to visit a charming 
vittage, situated in the midst of a neighbooripg wood, the trees of which 
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were loaded with delicious fruit. The hratet foniied « PWjJe of ib«nl 
150 toitet tlldinB«tor,lMTing an interior open space, beautifully rerdan^ 
lad shaded with trees, which rendered the air dclightfally cool and re- 
fiMhing. Women, children, and aged men attended him, and earnestly 
importuned him to enter their houses ; they even spread their finest mat* 
upon the floor, decorated with chosen pebbles, and raised a eonvenieiifc 
distance-from the ground, to preteat olieiitive humidity. La Peroiiae 
condescended to enter one of the handsomest of these huts, which was 
bnImMj inhabited by a chief, and was astonished to behold a large cabi- 
net of lattice-work, in which as much taste and elegance were displayed 
as if it had been produced in the environs of Paris. This enchantii^ 
country, blessed inth e frnitfid eoil without enltiire, and enyoying • diP 
myfa ivliich renders clothing unnecessary, holds out to these fortunate 
people an abundance of the most estimable food. The trees invite the 
natives to partake of the bread fruit, the banana, the cocoa nut, and the 
orange ; while the swine, fowls, and dogs, which partake of the surplus 
of these fruits, affiird them a rich furiety of visnds. -Hi^iiMitwM^flC 
this enviable spot were so rich, and entirely free from wants, that they 
looked with disdain on the cloth and iron tendered by the French visiters, 
and only deigned to become customers for beads. Ahounding in real 
blessings, they languished only for superfluities. ^ - ^ ^ ^ v 

The boats of the Booasolo now arrived loaded with water, and La 
Peronse made every preparation to get under way. M. de Langle at the 
aaoM instant returned from his excursion, and mentioned his having landed 
in a noble harbour for boats, at the foot of a delightful village, and near 
a cascade of transparent water. He spoke of tins watering place as 
inflnitely more commodious than any other, and begged La Peronse to 
permit him to take the lead of the fust party, assuring him that in three 
hours he would return on board with all the boats full of water. Though 
La Perouse, from the appearance of things at this time, had no great 
apprehensions of danger, he was averse to sending boats on shore with- 
out the greatest necessity, especially among an immense number of peo* 
pie, unsupported and unpercerved hy the shins. The boats put off uom 
the AiMabe at half-past twelve, and arrivea at the watering place soon 
afler one ; when, to their great astonishment, M. de Langle and his 
oflioers, instead of finding a large commodious bay, saw only a creek 
full of coral, through which there was no other passage than a winding 
channel of about twenty-five liset wide. When within, they had no mora 
than five feet water ; the long-boats grounded, and the barges must have 
been in the same situation had they not been hauled to the entrance of 
the channel at a great distance from the beach. M. de Langle was now 
convinced that he had examined the bay at high water only, not supposing 
that the tide at those islands rose five or six feet Struck with amaio* 
ment, he instantly resolved to quit the creek, and repair to that where 
they before filled water ; but the air of tranquillity and apparent good 
humour of the crowd of Indians, bringing with them an immense quantity 
of fruit and hogs, chased his first prudent idea from his recollection. , 

He landed ths casks on shore from the four boats without interruptiOL 
while his soldiers preserved excellent a«der on the beach, Ibnning them- 
srlvrs in two lines, the more effectually to an?wer their purpose. Instead 
of about 200 natives, including women and children, which M. de J^angle 
found there at about half-past one, they were, at three o'clock, increased 
: to the alannmg number of 1900. M.de Langle*s situation boeamoaveqr 
'tMtant more cnfaanassinf ; he found ueaai, howorei^ to ship hiawatert 
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hni t}M htBf Wli almost dry, and he had not any hopes of g«Uiiif off th« 
long-boats til! four in the afternoon. . He and his detachment, however, 
stepped into them, and took post in the bowa with kis musket and mus* 
keteers, feibiddiiig any one to fiw wtHioiil his eooimand ; which be knew 
would speedily be fond iMoetsary. Stones wen now violently thrown 
by the Indians, who were up to their knees in water, and siurrounded the 
long-boats, at the distance of about six feet — the VOldlMB* who won 
embarked, making feeble efforts to keep them oil. 
M. de Langle, stiil hoping to check hostiUties without effusion of blood,

t shottfy after a shower of stones, thrown with incredible force, struck 
almost every one in the long-boat, M. de Langle had only fired two 
shots, when he was knocked o?erboaid, and massacred with clubs and 
stones by about 2(MI Indians. Theloi^>boat of the Boussole, commanded 
bgr M. 4« Boatia, wm agraviid near the AataMiB, leairiiif between tham 
m channel unocevpiad by the Indians. Many anted themselTca by awin^ 
ming, who fortnnately got on board the barges, which keepinff afloat, 
forty-nine persons were saved out of the sixty-one, of which the party 
consisted. M. Boutin was knocked down b^ a stone, but fortunately fell 
" batwaan the twa Icag-beats, on boagdof which nataman tmniined m tha 
^lace of about five ndntttM. who pcaaerved their lirns by 8wian> 

ming to the two barges, received several woands ; bnt those who unhap- 
pily fell on the other side were mstantly despatched by the clubs of the 
remorseless Indiana. * . : -:^;/\, t t- • ,1 ,. ,.i 

Tha etewa of tha barges, iibo had Idllad nniiy af Ilia ttlaadaia taitli 
diait! naskets, now began to makn ttiore room by throwing Ihair watan* 
casks OTerboard. Thrv had also nearly exhausted their ammunition, nnd 
their retreat was rentieretl difficult, a number of wounded persons lying 
Stretched out upon tho thwarts, and impedui^ the working of the oars. 
To the pradanea of M. Vaujnus, and tha disciplina kept up by IC* lCo#» 
Ico^ wba commanded the Bousaala'a barge, the pttUaa are indabtad fat 
the preservation of the forty-nine persons of both crews, who escape J. M. 
BouUu liail received five wennds in the head and one m tht; breast, and 
was kept above water by the cockswain of me long-boat, who had himself 
faccifaaaaafarawoond. M.Calinatwaa^MOfwad inaatataof insanaki 
bility upon the graonel-rope of the batga, with two wannda on the head, aa 
arm frachirnd, and a finfrer broken. M. liavaux, surgeon of thc^ Astro- 
labe, was oblitred to sulier the uptration of the trepan. M. de Lamanon 
and M. de Langle were cruelly massacred, with Talio9 master-at-arms of , 
IbA Banaaola^Mdnina other peiaans belonging to tha two atawa. M. la 
Gcbieot wha eomonnded the Astrolabe's long-boat, did nal desert hia 
post till he wa3 left alone ; when, having exhausted his anummitHMi, ha 
leaped into the channel, and, notwithstandintr his wonnds, preserved him- 
self on board one of the barges. A liule ainuuinitton wa^ afteiA\ard 
found, and completely exhausted on tho infuriated ciuwd ; and tlie boats 
at length axtoaatad tbanaalfaa fram thair lamanlablaaitnation. 

At five o'clock tba offieam and eiew of the Booaaola ware informed 
of this disastrons event ; they were at that moment surrounded with 
about 100 canoes, in which the natives were disposino; of then provisions 
with security, and perfectly iimocent of the catastrophe which had hap- 
pened.

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On the 14th of December La Perouse stood for the Island of Oyolavs, 
which had been observed before they had arrived at the anchorage which 
proved so faUl. This island is separated from that of MaooiM, or arA* 
Massacre, by a wide channel, and tIm tmu Oliieito m Murtf, citoBi, 
IMUtT, wai populalkm. - At tto disUnce «f about three l^tgaes from 
ibiB ttOlth-Mit point, he was surrounded by canoes, laden with bread fruit, 
Unnmn, cocoa nuts, sogar-canes, pigeons, and a few hogs. The uihabitantj 
of this island resemble those of the laland of Maouna, whose troacheiy had 
been so faully experienced. Some earehtngwiww conduct^ with th«M 
Mkmdonwith moratmiqiiiUi^ and honestj thui at the Island of Maouna, 
m the smallest acts of injustice received immediate chastisement. 

On the 17th they approached the Island of Pola, but not a single <»noe 
came off; perhaps the natives had been intimidated by hearing of tlie. 
event which had tdum plftM «t MmM. Pofci » • rtHittt^iriMd than 
of OfdiKva, tet •qpnUjF beautiful, and is only separated from it by 
• channel four leagues across. The natives of Maoooa mlisrmed our 
vis5iters that the Navigator's Islands are ten in number, via., Opoun, the. 
most easterly, Leone, Fanfoue, Maouna, Oyolava, Calinasse, fipla, 
Ossamo, and Ouora. These kluidt form one ef tfa«i4BWtlfe^MigM. 
of the South Set, andaie at mtsfeathig with respect to arts, prodttctioos,. 
and population, as the Society and Friendly Islands, which the English 
navigators have so satisfactorily described. In favour of their moral 
characters, little remains to be noticed ; gratitude cannot find a residence, 
in iheir ferocious minds ; nothing but fear can restiaai them frooi oofc-. 
rageont and inhDnui aetmis. The huts of these islanders are elegantly 
fonned : though they disdain the febrications of iron, they finish their 
work with wonderful neatness, with tools formed of a species of basaltee 
in the form of an adze. For a few ffUss-beads they bartered laigethreo-i 
legged dishes of fpood, te well ponaM aa to hate tiie ■ppotranne eft 
bnng highly YaraMhad. They keep up a metched kind of police ; a few» 
who had the appearance of chiefs, chastised the refractory with their 
sticks, but their assumed power seemed generally disregarded ; any regu- 
lations which they attempted to enforce and to establish were trans^ 
gressed almost as soon as they were promulgated. Nawar weie aeteragp* 
aenegligently obeyed, aemweieoideraederced with eech fe a Wedi a dim a 

ef authority. . • u u 

Imagination cannot figure to itself more agreeable situations than those 
of their villages. All the houses are built under fruit trees, which render 
them delightfully cool ; they are seated on the borders of streams teed^ 
ing'dowB fiom tile menataiiie. Thoagh'tiie principal object in the» 
architecture is to protect tham from oflfenshre heat, the islanders never 
abandon the idea of elegance. Their houses are sufficiently spacious to 
accommodate several families ; and they are furnished with blinds, which 
are drawn up to the windward to prevent the intrusion of the potent raye 
of dieenii. The nathrea npoae open fine corafinrlable mats, which ate 
eautiously preserved from all hamidi^. NotUag can be said, by our 
travellers, of the religious rites of these natives, as no morai was perceived 
belonging to them. The islands are fertile, and their population is sup» 
posed to be considerable. Opoun, Leone, and Fanfoue, are soull ; MA 
Maouna, Oyolava, and Pola, may bo elaased among the krgeet and moat 
beautiful in the South Sea. Cocoa Island ia kitty, and formed like ft 
augar-loaf ; it is nearly a mile in diameter, covered with trees, and io 
aeparated from Traitor's Island by a channel about a loacrne wide. At 
eight ia.the morning Perouse brought-to to the west-south-west, al 
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two milM from a midf bay in the western fwt of the Great Island of 

Tr^iitors, where he expected to find an anchorage sheltered from eaateriy 
WMids. About twenty canoes instantly quitted iho slioxoaml approached 
tiie irigaleii, in order lo make exchanges : jseveral of them were iuadt^d 
with ezc^flut cocoa nuta, and a few yanw and baaaiuui ; one af tham 
brought a hog abd tfarae or four fowls. It ovideDtly appeared that these 
Indians l\ad before some knowlodi/e of Europeans, as tliey came near with- 
out fear, traded witli honesty, and nevLr refused to part with liieir fruit 
before they were paid for it. 1 ney s^oke* however, tiie same language, 
and the aaine fenicity appeared in Ihenr couittena&ceo ; their manner of 
tattooing and the fotm of their canoes were the saine, but they had not» 
like them, two joints cat off from the Httle finger of the left hand; two ' 
individuals had, however, suffored that operation. 

> On the S7th of December V avao was perceived, an island which Cap« 
tain Cook had never visited, but was no stranger to ita eziatence ae oiM 
of the arcliipelago of the Frieadiy Islands ; it is nearly equal in, axteni 

to that of Tongataboo, and is particularly fortunate in having no deficiency 
of freshwater. The two small islands of Hoon(T?^tonga are no more than 
two large uninhabited rocks, which are htgh enough to be seen at the 
distance of fifteen leagues. Their position is ten leagues north irf Ton^ 
gataboo ; but tliat island being low, it can hardly be seen at hslf that die* 
tance. On the 31st of December, at six in the morning, an appearance 
like the tops of trees, which seemed to ^^row in the water, proved the 
harbinger of Van Diemen's point. The wmd being northerly. La Perouse 
steered for the south coast of the island, which may, without danger, be 
appioached within tfaiee mnsketosiMits. Not the semblance of a hill is to 
be seen ; a calm sea cannot piesent a mare IcTcl surface to the eye. The 
huts of the natives were scattered irregularly over the fields, and not 
socially collected into a conversabie neighbouriiood. Seven or eight 
canoes were launched from these habitations, and directed their course 
towaid the vessels; but these islanders were awkwaid seamen, and did 
not venture to cone nesr, though the water was smooth, and no obstacle 
impr<1r(l their passage. At the distance of about eight or ten feet, they 
leaped overboard and swam near the frigates, holding in each hand a 
quantity of cocoa nuts, which they were glad to exchange for pieces oi^ 
iron, nails, and hatchets ; from the honesty of their dealings a friendly; 
intercourse ensued between the ielandera and the naTigators, and they 
ventured to come on board. 

Norfolk Ifland. oHT the coast of New South Wales, which thoy saw 
on the 13th of January, is very steep, but does not exceed eighty Loises 
^ove the level of the sea. It is covered with pines, which appear to be 
of the same species as those of New Caledonia or New Zealand. Cap- 
tain Cook having declared thrif he saw tnany cabbage trees in this island, 
heightened the desire of the navigators to land on it. Perhaps the palia 
which produces these cabbages is very small, for not a sujgle tree of 
that species eonld be diaeotered. On i3m Mth, ar nine in the morning, 
Ln Peroose let go the anchor at a mile from the north coast of Botsnjr 
Bay, in seven fathoms water. An English lieutenant and a midshipman 
were sent on board his siiip by Captain Hunter, commander of the Sirius. 
They ofieted him, in Obtain Hunter's name, all the services in his power : 
but circuriistances IvonJfliaat^jpermit him to supply them with provision, 
ammunition, or sails. An effieer was despatched from the French to the 
English captain, returning thanks, and adding, that his wants extended 
only to wood and water, cl which he should findftent^ im the bay% llhe 
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lournal of Im Parous* ^Niedb Ml fiirthin. La Perouse, according to 
his last letters from Botnnv Bt^v, was to rpturn to the Isle of France in 
For two years France in vain iiii[);iucnil y expected his return; 
perliaps the -appr^ensiooa of his counuyinen may h&MQ beea more ago- 
Aitiug than hi* aetoil wkoIBkwb : perbap* he hat bMa eaat away upoa 
•De ef Um idamlB of tha Sontti Sea, whence he aHwtahaa o«t hia mm 
toward his cotintry for protection W-^' havr not now even the caiiaoilk> 
tioQ to doubt that he' has experienced some dreadful calamity. 



CAPTAIN EDWARD BDWARDS —imuW. 

On the 10th of Aug^nst, 1790, Captain Edwards was commissioned to 
take the command of his majesty's ship Pandora, of twenty-four guns 
and 190 men, to pnaeeed to the 8mfa tfeae ; in thefiiel inaCaDee, Ce call 

Otaheite and seize mntiaeera ef the Bounty, wl>o had audactousljr 
rebelled against th*»ir commander, committed him with several otljers to 
an opeti bor^t in the midst of thr Pacific Ocean, and then ran away with 
the ship to the above-mentioned island ; and, secondly, to survey Endea- 
vour Strattt, in order that the passage to Port Jackson, New Seath 
Walee, fra« ladht might he ezpeoited, bf aaeertaintng ita advantagea aad 
dangers. Lieutenant Bltgh's voyage (commander of the Bounty) Hot 
hemp; yowvaI tho world, it ia not given in this work ; but for the informa- 
tion of the reader, it may be proper to state, that it was undertaken in 
order to introduce that great vegetable necessary of the South Seas, the 
hreed fniit, into the Weet TncUa lalande, hy aa many planta of k aa ea«Id 
he conveniently rarricd. 

Quiltinjy Enjjland, thpy touched successively at Tencriffe and RIoTaripiro, 
without any occurren^-e of consequence but the illness of several of the 
crew ; who, hewever, recovered as they approached Capo Horn, where 
the weather waa, ai WMi, cold and tenqiestnooa. January the 31at, saw 
Cape St. Juan, Staten, and New Year's Islanda. March 4th, perceived 
Ea-tor Island ; on the 16th discovered a la^joon island, about four miles 
in extent, which was called after I^rd Diicie ; In^foon islandsi aie thoFO 
which are little better than sand-banks, supposed to be raised by the 
Nttle aninoala which form the eoral roeke, with a lakey or lagoon, of eea ' 
water in the eentre, and producing in general little or noiUing for the 
''tippnrt of human life ; liundreds of tlicso are found in the South Seas, 
nrul, b^inj^ 3 little elevated above tiie surface of the water, frequently prove 
dauaerouti lo shipping, especially in the night. 

Next day (17th) saw another of these ialaoday which waa named aftev 
Lord Hoo<l, about six nules long, with several kinda of trees, but no ap« 
pearance of inhabitants. Two davs ailerward observed a third, which 
received the name of f^arysfort Island, after his lordship ; on the 22d 
passed Malei, and next day anchored in Matavai Bay, Otaneite. Early 
in the morning a canoe vnth one man vunted them, who expreaaed tlte 
greatest satiaiaotion, and was astoniahed to aee lieutenant Hay ward, (one 
of the Bounty officers,) as, he snid, the mutineers told them that Captain 
Bligh and the others had gone to Whytectakee to settle along with Cap- 
tain Cook, who was still living there. Christian, however, chief of the 
matmeerf, with rnno companiona moro attaehed to him than the others, 
and scv -ral Otaheitean men and woaaoi-, had slipped the Boanty'a oabto 
in the night, riuL', Inaving the remaining part of tko orew on abore, went 
off nobody knew whither. 
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Lieutentnts Comer and Hayward were despatched, with two fcoMO wui 

twenty-six men, to the north side of the island after the mutineers, four 
of whom in the meantime voluntarily surrendered themselves ; the boats 
returning, reported tbey had chased the remainder on shore and taken 
dieir bo^ tba mee having proceeded to the heq^ta ; faBine^Batefy opoa 
which the taaer efieer was despatched agahiat them by land with a party 
of men, by permission of Otoo, the king; while Lieutenant Hayward 
went for ihc same purpose by water, accompanied by several chiefs, par- 
ticularly Oedidee. An Englishman, named Brown, left here by an 
American Toaael, alao joined the party, and proved of eooiiderable eerrkoi 
havmg been twdve nonthe on the island, and being aoffieiently acqomited 
with the language and manners of the natives. 

Lieutenant Corner, landing at Point Venus, had several chiefs for his 
guidcj» and the common people to carry his ammunition, having to cross 
a rapid ritor, namag from the mmteina, and forming a variety of curves 
and some cataraeu in its courae to the eee. Tbia they forded aixteen 
times, the natives displaying on every occasion much more personal 
strength than the seamen ; and occasionally ropos and tackles were neces- 
sary to ascend som^ of the heights. Daring a halt, the officer expressed 
m wiah for aomethlng to eat, when ob» of the nativea iminediately ran to 
a temj^e, where meat had been regularly served to the deity of the place^ 
ana came back with a roasted pig, which had been offered to him that day. 
This remarkable instance of impiety surprised the lieutenant ; but he was 
assured by the ofl'ender, that the god had more than he could possibly 
eat ! Havinff antved at the immwoco of » great ehief, they woio hotpi- 
tiMy reeenred ; and in henoar of hia father, then deceased, fired three 
volleys over the body, the paper of the cartridges of which unfortunr^tely 
set fire to some of its coverings, which, in the estimation of these people, 
was almost a species of sacrilege. In the meantime Mr. Hayward had 
blocked up the ragitivee bf#ater, and, by the dd of Taoiainh, prince of tho 
■pper diatricts, hadee ai i ai ily left them a chance of eeeape in any direction. 

Thus cut off from every hope of assistance, the natives harassing them 
behind, while Mr. Hayward advanced in front, they took shelter, under 
cover of the night, in a hut in the woods, where they were discovered 
by Blown, who, creeping to the place when they were aeleeoi diaeo^ered 
tfiem to be Europeane^l^'the-feelof their fiset. Next day the lieutenant 
attacked the m ; but, conscious that no resistance would be availing, they 
grounded t'lfn :u!:.s ssithout opposition, and, under a strong i^uard, wero 
marched to the boats with their arms tied behind their backs. A prison 
Ibr their recaption waa built on the after-pevt of the^piarteit-deefc, in order 
thal iio conmnnlcaiion shonld take place between them and ihe ahip'e 
company. Several of the natives, it seems, were their friends ; some of 
tiie mutineers had married the daughters of neighbouring chiefs ; and at 
length a conspiracy waa formed to cut the ship's cables and allow her to 
dril ft opon- the mkaj when' ^lOy wonld not omy release their friends, but 
enjoy the plunder of the wreck. In this scheme nekAm the king nor 
any of his brothers or friends participated ; one of tiiem, named Orapai, 
ffave the first intimation of it, and they all behaved otherwise in the most 
friendly and obliging manner. The prisoners were daily visited by their 
wives and ofii^nngs, who displayed surprising grief and attachment to 
tfaeilr hnabnhda, tifv <lKfine of thev neetmgs being truly melanehob- and 
lyflRscting. these faithilil partners they were likewiee eop^ied, muring 
Aeir stay, with every delicacy of the country. 
^ On the SOth Qaptain Edwarda receiyed a visit from King Otoo and hia 
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qoMlii, oM of niidiitwm > eoinie wmniiif'iriM flrifVf yBtw of age , 

the other a delicate <me» not more than aucteen ; they all slept U>g8lli«r« 
and Schemed to be on very friendly terms ; presents of bona, hananag, and 
cocoa mil?, acrompanieU their majesties. Next day a grand heava, or 
Dlay, was oidurud, lor the entertainment of the English officers at Point 
VflOQ* ; a baadol muie ■Mended from the beeeh to cendoeitheai ta the 
ipet whera the lung and hb retinue were in waking; a riag wee fumed 
and th<? entertainment began, which consisted of sinj^inir, danf-ir^'T, nnd 
postnrp-!ndkin^, very Utile of which could by rendered iiih Ihijibli- to 
their vi5icer«. Being now ready for sea, the natives expressed ihe airong- 
eat regret at their depaitnre, eatttii|f their heads and hreaato with dM& 
in token of grief. They had promised to take several to EaglsBd ; but 
finding, on farther Inqviiry, that crery man in Erio-land must labo'jr hard 
for the bread he eats, the indolent Otaheiteans, too lazy for this, dechned 
Tiaiting such a cotmtry. King Otoo also, with his wives, wished tu make 
the same eicnrsioo, bat was peraoaded him it by his hnthar^ his eenrieee 
being wanted in the approaebing war. He deaiiedt however, as well as 
bis chiefs, to be remembeied, in aa especial manner, to his good faead 
Kin? George. 

May 8tb, passed York Island, near to Otahuiie, under the government 
of Matoara, brother and deputy of Otoo; it is abont tw^ve milss^ 

ciicnmlerence. On the three following darys examined HuaheinetUlietMf 
Otaha, and Dolaboh, for the other hodv of mntineers, b-it in vain. At 
the latter they were visiied by Ta'ahoo, the kiiiL'' , thn inhabitants are 
more warlike than any of their neighbours, who are much afraid of their 
prowess, so that the name of a Miabola man is aiwajs a terror to the 
others. A tender, about the siae of a Gravesend-beat, fitted np at Ota- 
heite, accompanied the Pandora, commanded by one of her masters' 
iTiatPs, with seven men. On the 19th made Whyteetakee, discovered by 
Captain Bligh i one of the natives recollected Mr. Hay ward in the Bounty : 
and a spear was purchased, of the jnest ezqai^te warkmansldp seen in 
any of the islands. The 28d, made Palmer^jton's Island, and, to their 
enrprise, found a yard and some spars marked Bounty, but no other trncc- 
of the mutineers. Here the joUy-boat having left the ship, and the 
weather coming on thick immediately, she was never afterward seen nor 
heard of, with her erew, thoi^h sereral days were oeenpied in the eeareh 
by the ship and other boats. June 6th, saw an island, which was called 
after the Duke of York; and on the 12th another, named after the 
Duke of Clarence ; the former not inhabited, the latter pretty populous ; 
but no intercourse took place with the people. On the ISth discovered 
a n othm' island, of greater extent than any yet seen in these seas, being 
twice the extent of Otaheite ; the nativee warlike, but Mr-dealing in their 
intCTPourse with their visiters. It was called Chatham's Island. The 
Slst, saw another, which the natives named Otutuelah, about forty miles 
king, with the people of which they traded for a ver^ delicate species of 
aeed'Cake, btnu, fowls, feathers, and other cmriosities ; they were very 
timid in coming on bond, and mnch aston i she d at everything they saw. 
In the evening separated from the tender, and cniised two uya off the 
spot to rejoin ner, but in vain ; proceeding eastward, they saw an island 
observed by Bougainville ; and on the 28th made the Hapaee Islands, 
discovered by Captain Cook. Next day they anchored in the road of 
Annamooka, one of the Fkieadly Islands. : ^ 

The inhabitants proved each determined thieves, thatnoboby dorst walk 
by himself withont danger of having the dothee etiipped fim off bia 
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back. On the 30th, Tatafec, the king of the island, paid the Pandora a 
Tisit. The women here are more masculine than those of Otaheite, but 
have verv amiable countenaDces, which render them sufficiently affreeabla ; 
MTerftl handMMne girla were broDght for disposal by their mooim, the 
price being at first an axe, but diminishing to razors, mnmon, and nails. 
A brisk trade was carried on for hogs, the pork being better than that of 
Otaheite. Several attempts were made to plunder the parties sent out to 
cut wood and ffrass, in one of which an attempt being made on the life 
of Lieatenant uomer, he ahot the Miaia deu ; duSe attempts, how^ 
ever, were not eonntenanced by the king or principal doth. His majesty, 
on the contrary, embarked for Tafoa in the Panaora, one of his tributary 
islands, the chiefs of which came off to do him homage, which he exem- 
plified by putting his foot on their heads in the act of obeisance. Con- 
tinuing &e search for the inatineers, they saw on the 14th the Navigator's 
Isles of Boagthxvflle, aiid p^reeifod Eoropeto clothes in the possession 
of the natives. The 18th, perceived a cluster of islands, which were 
called Howe's ; running down the north side they perceived a fine open 
sound, into which fell some rivers. The natives were civil, and seem- 
ingly much better disposed than those of Annamooka. On the 83d jpassed 
Pilstart Island, as supposed ; and on tike Mdi Middlebtttg Idand,' from 
which a few refreshments were procured, anchorbg soon after at Anna- 
mooka, where they were grieved to find the tender had not yet appeared. 

Once more they proceeded on their voyage, and on the 7th of August 
made Wallis^s Island ; next day another, which they named Greenville's 
Island, the men Hi eame off with MtSo liiMiilidiis, armed with 
clabs, which iheji^^bimshed in defiance; but, amaied at the site and 
novelty of a man-of-war, fled at the report of a musket. The 11th, 
passed over a shoal of coral, on which was only eleven fathoms water, to 
their great astohishment and terror, and in five minutes more could not 
'find bottom.' On^. ISH^'dileo^end an island well wooded, but not in- 
^hshited, whwh nc^<id the name of Mitre Islaod, from the shape of a 
remarkable promontory. Another small one, near it, was called Cherry's 
Island. Next day distinguished a third, named after Mr. Pitt ; on the 
17th found breakers, under both bows, at midnight ; in the morning dis- 
^ covered they were endiayed hi a donUe reef, wbieh donbtless will soon 
!be an island. • . , . 

Lieutenant Comer was now sent to look for a passage through a reef 
in their royte, and in the evening they made a signal there was one ; but 
it was judged prudent, considering their former escapes, to wait for the 
morning. The ships therefore lay-to, signals betngmide for ^ return of 
the beat, which she had no sooner done than, to the astonislmient of all^ 
the ship struck on a reef at a moment when, from the precautions taken, 
it w^as thought there was no danger near them. All hands were soon at 
the puDotps, the ship having nine feet water in the hold. At ten o'clock 
she beat over the' reef into fifteen fathoms water, the meht dark and 
' atormy, the guns ordered to be thnmn overboard, and a sail to be drawn 
under her bottom ; one of the pumps, in addition to their other distress, 
being rendered useless. The boats which were out could not approach 
for the violent surf; at daydawn the water had gained so far that there 
was no possibility of saving the ship ; a conncil-of-war acquainted the 
. crew witb this, Who were zemaikably obedient and mlrd))id in their ineea- 
sant labour at the pumps ; the prisoners were now restored to liberty ; 
the spars, hen-coops, and everything buoyant cut loose, to give as many 
as possible a las^ »uik9 for their lives, llie water now rushed in at th# 
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ports, the ship took & heel, and an officer informing the captain that an 
■ncbor at the bow was already under water, at the Mine thne leaping oTer 
tlM qowter into Um wialev, oesirinj; hkn to follow, which he did. AH 
tiie crew did tbe MM, when in an inataot she took her last heel and was 
buried in the wavce. The boats did all in their power to render assis- 
tance, but they could not save all, and the cries of the drowning were 
truly afflicting. When the sun roae they saw a Mody ke| four miles 
i»tant,towhMbfh«T-P>'Mseodeds ndfOnniostiBnqghorartiurt^^ 
men and four prisoners were misaing. 

Very fortunately a small barrel of water, a keg of wine, some biscuit, 
a few muskeU and r art ouch- boxes, had been saved ; with a saw and 
hammer, founds one of the boats, they immediately set ahout repairing 
#M whole, to it thon for • voyage to the nearest civilized port ; tbej 
mtn four in number* tfM PiiiBM> Launch, and Red anl Blue Yawls, to 
carry above 100 men. Having examined their tllowancc, it was found 
there were only two small glasses of wine and the weight of a musket-bail 
ef bread to each person foi sixteen days ; the distance to Timer, their 
aeafoet port, being 1100 inileo. No ttno wae Ihorefere to be lost. On 
the 30th of Aogtist thia little squadron put to tea, the jprin^pal provisions 
being in the Launch, to keep the boats together. The Red and Blue 
Yawls took the lead, and, examining some carts of the shore of New 
Holland, procured a small supply of \|vater ; toe natives at first aopeared 
6iendly, b«t«ooii ate kt a ahower of anows, many of which weni 
.through oak plank a» kich thick, tboufih fortunately without wounding ai^ 
of the men. Two small islands, whicn they examined in vain for supplies, 
were named Plnmb and Lafoiey's Islands; the latter being the last place 
.where any stay was likely to be mada, every man had permission to re- 
himself with aleep^ bat wore aoon awoke by the niarii^ of wild 
. koaata. lieutenant Corner was doapatched to look for water, and digging 
.four or five feet deep, found a sprmg ; a moral, or burying-place, was 
situated not far off, adjoining which were marks of a fire recently made, 
ftWith many foot-patlis toward it ; whence, friMn the bones sttewea around 
It, was judged Vktn had boon aome aaerifices. Soma of the party found 
.a few oyataciy and all fob keenly the attacks of hunger ; wild fruits were 
, eaten by several as soon as they saw that the birds also partook of them, 
a proof they were not poisonous. None of the party were permitted to 
' straggle, the natives being evidently at no great dtstanee ; every vessel 
itkey Sad waa filled widi water, and alio |faa cfipeiitei*aboota,whic^thMa 
'Aair leaking, waa first used. 

September 2d, proceeded on their voyage; in the evening saw a high 
peaked island, which was called after Lord. Hawkesbury ; and, passmg 
through a channel about two miles wide and near several reefs, about 
•;wkioh wan aomo turtle^ which codld not be caught, entOEed ^e great 
•flndiaii Ocean. Here the swell threatened destruction to their boats, for 
' the preservation of which they took each other in tow ; but the line broke 
twice, and the night proving tempestuous, they separated for a short lime, 
but in the morning again united. On the 7th the captain's boat caught a 
; booby, which, after ancking itabbod, waa divided into twentjr-fow ahares ; 

thirst being greater than hunger, sonae would not have thw aQw^rance of 
r bread. Early on the I3th saw land, for which the discoverer was reward- 
ed with a glass of water ; the boats separating, made toward it, but for 
some hours, on account of the prodigious surf, could not find a landing 
; jilaea. At length succeeding, they foottd raliftf in a toaU supply of water* 
«4M0i|«Matkwiigra«k»if5^to1^n^^^ findi^Q^ine^ 
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ehief coming up, w^iom tlMgr madt sfovible of their sufferings, he shed 
tears at thair dislrem, vai supplied Ihem with pork, fowls, ai^ other re* 
freshments, so that they once more knew the grati^cstion of a full meal 

of meat and drink. This island was Timor ; coasting along-shore, they 
reached Goupang, the capital, next evenings being most hospitably received 
by the govemor and principal people, who, it was singular, bad showed the 
same kindness to Captain Bi]gb» who also aniTod u an open boat, that 
they now displayed to the offieen who had come in pursuit of the former's 
rebellious seamen. Here they remained five weeks ; and on the 6th of 
October embarked in the Rembaug Dutch Indianian, reaching Samarangi 
in the Island of Java, on the 30th, after experiencing some bad weathery 
in which the English seameii displayed thehr superiority over even thtf 
hardy Dutchmen. To their great surprise, they Wttnd their tender here» 
ik> long supposed to he lost{ Mr. Oliver's (the oommaodsf) acieount was 

as follows ; 

" The night they parted company tiie savages attacked Ihem in a strong 
body in canoes, and, not knowinff we oflbcUof fiie*anas, were not so mocE 
daunted as they otherwise would have been : the eonfliet was severe ; the 

Eni^lish seven-barrelled pieces made great havoc amone^ them ; but, see* 
ing no missiles, they scarcely knew thai their companions were killed. 
Oae had agility enough to spring over the boarding-netting, and, levelling 
a deadly blow at Mr. Oliver, was shot before he effeetM his purpose^ 
Not finding the Pandora uezt day, they steered for Annamooka, sufferiog' 
exfromoly for want of water, so that one of the young gentlemen became 
delirious, and coDtiiuiod «o for some months. Roachinir Tafoa, close to 
Annamooka, tiie aauves, nutwiihstandmg iheir prufesiiiou ol friendship, 
attacked them, as they idways do with small vesieK howvver oivil they 
may be to largo ones» but were d^venoff by fire-arms. After sostaining 
much distress and several cncown^fvs with hostile sivn^rrs, they made the 
reef between New Guinea and New Holland, upon which the l^andora 
struck ; and not finding any opening through which to proceed, boldly 
tan sgainst it and beat over into deep water, the only altemalives being 
faaoine or shipwreck. From tlua peril tbey reached a small Dutch settle- 
ment, where the governor, having received a description of the -Boimty's 
men, and Mr, Oliver having no commission, besides, their httle bark being 
evidently oi foreign timber, he believed, with every probability, that they 
wore the motinoars. He therefore etdensd them under a goaidj.bnt 
otherwise acted with great hunanitgr^ aod^ when an opponnnity offeiod, 
sent them thither." 

Samaranir is a prf^tty town, of considerable extf^nt, the houses regular 
and handsoaiu, and the streets terminating with some public building or 
Other, which has a pleasing effect to the eye ; bat the inCrodoetion of 
canals rather injures than improves its beauty and salubrity. The govern 
norship is second only to Batavia, and so lucrative, that the person who 
fills it IS changed every five years. A rffjimentof iheDukeof Wnrt^m- 
berg was doing duty here at the time, from which Captain Edwards and 
his officers reeeiwsd many oivHities. Alligators are conuaott to the 
neighbooifaood, and to those who batho^ or fnquent the vieini^r of the 
water, extremely dangerous. The governor informed them that one day, 
in hunting, one of thn black boyp, having to cross a rivulet, was seizrd 
by one, upon which he dismouoted and sleW him, thus saving the lad's hie. 

Quittu^g Samarang, they touched at Batavia, where, andduriiu^atedi* 
one passage to the cape, they lost sevoral men by sickness* Here the 
Eiylish od^ers locsivod evoiy attoatioii md fafireshnMat afttr thtir 
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iaiiguet' Pas&mg Si. Helena and Asceusiou, ihey arrived, without any 
ftnher nuetdvenlore, at Rotterdam, wliitlier the ship was boimd ; and 
soon after had the aatis^tion of setting foot once more on titoir mttivtf 
Mil of Englaod. 



CAPTAIN G. VANCOUVER.— 17'3i-yj. 

NotWiTHBTANDiifO the talaaMc discoveries of Cook, farther investiga- 
tion was required of some of the southern regions, with which view a 
voyage was planned by his majesty in auttrnm, 1789, and the command 
destined to Uaptain Hemr Roberts, who liad aeryed under Captain Cook 
in the lasi two Toyages, Captain Vaneourer being n^ed as his second ; 
and for this purpose a ship of 340 tons was ptircnasud, in a state nearly 
finished ; and on being launched was named tlie Discovery, and commis- 
sioned as a aloop i bat the disputes with Spain respecting Nootka Sound 
for a short tone aoapeiided her oeaipmout. These aflSnrenees being 
terminated, and the flsherias and fur trade ot China being objects of 
material importance, it was deemed expedient to send an officer to Nootks 
to receive frorn the Spaniards a formal restitution of the terr'torics they 
had seized ; to eurvcy the coast, and obtain every possible information 
of the natural and political state of tlie conntry. Ta this command 
Oaptahi VaneoOTor was now appomCed. The same ship, th^ DiscoTery, 
was equipped, carrying ten four-pounders and ten swivels, with 130 men, 
inrluding officers, Captain Variroii vor being captain, Messrs. Zechariah 
Mudge, Peter Paget, and Joseph Baker, lieutenants ; and Joseph Whid- 
bey, master. She was to be accompanied by the Chatham armed tender, 
of 186 tOBo, fomr three-pounders, six 8wiydls» and forty-five men, com- 
manded by Lieutenant W. R. Bronghton ; James Hanson, second 
lieutenant; and James Johnctone, master. Mr. Archibald Menzies, a 
surgeon of the navy, was ako appointed for the special purpose' of botnai- 
cal research. 

Olr the fith of Febmary, ITM, the Diseoveiy anchored at Spitheail ; 
on die lllhof March proceeded down the channel to Falmoath, where 

Hh«» was, on the SIst, joined hv tho Chatham. On the 28th of April they 
in i(?p Teneriffe. They crossed the tropic of Capricorn th^ l^thof June, 
in 2a degrees 18 minutes, after which it was resolved to proceed by the 
Cape of Good Hope, whither they aAiveiih the IM of Jnly, and where a 
variety of necesssiy repairs employed them till the 1 1th of August. After 
he'inrr detained bv contrary winds and calms tit! the 17th, they thrn - liled 
otrt of Simon's Buy, boMud for the coast of New Holland, ami dirccltng 
their course between the tracks of Dampter and Marion, over a space 
belbre imfreqaented. Ou th» STth of September they made land, and, in 
latitude 8ft degrees 8 minotea, and longitnde 160 decrees 35 mimitea 80 
seconds, passpd by a conspirTions promontory, to which (captain Vancouver 
gave the name of Cape Chatham, after the earl. Other places, which 
they successively passed, were called Baldhead, Break-Sea Island, 
Miohaetmaa laland, and Seat Island. Having gone* on shore to fish, they 
discovered a most miserable hirnianr habitation lately deserted, in the shape 
of half a be''hive, which had been divider^ vertically in two equal" parts, 
onn of which formed the bat, three ioc{ m height, and in diameter four 
feet and a half, constructed of light twigs. To the northward they found 
a high rocky point, that attained the name of Poinr RMsession, from the 
■MBmii.ef whicii they gained an. c a e a M e n tviow of tlio aoond and the ad' 
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jiBMrt iteMMry, possessmg a mam M3i proapeel^ Wi emit, and 
the country Been Borth^westward of Cape Chatham, was taken potaeeaiaB 

of formally in the name of his majesty, the part first discoyered beii^ 
King George the Third s .So und, and the harbour behind Point Posses* 
aioQ Princess Royal Uarbouri in honour of her birthday. In their way 
•at «r lltit hsrboar they found a bsnk cvTwed wilh jnost delieioas oysters, 
and thence oalled Oy&imt Hwtwinr. Near Ptineata Ra^ Kaiboor, while 
the ships' comp'inies were employed in wooding and wntoring, was dis- 
covered a deserted villaae of two dozen miserable huts, some rather better 
than others, evmcing ue residence of petty chiefs. Tiiroughoot the 
whole coasllneaa of fiia warn pasMjptilila. ' Thaiawaraalaoaaanaavanl 
black svraiia awiiBBiuig on the water ^ bul aaamokey ar aiqriiiilleatiosof 
inhabitants. 

The natives appeared to bo a wandering people, who sometimes made 
their excursions individually ; at other times in considerable parties ; tbia 
was apparent, by tbair habteations being found «ngle and alone) aa 
as composing tolerably large villages. Bmidaa the village they visited, 
Mr. Broniihtori discovered another about two miles distant from it, of 
nearly the same ma^rnitndc ; but it appeared to be of a much later date, 
as all the huts had beeu lecentiy built, and seemed to have been very 
' lately inhabttad. The larger taaaa in the iraeinity af both villages had baan 
hollowed out by fiia» aofficiently to afford the shelter these prnpfn imamad 
to reqvnre. Upon stones placed in the inside of these hollow trees fire-; 
had been inacio. \shich proved that they had been used as habilntions, 
either lor tiie mtenor of the parly, which would argue a degree of suitor- 
dioatioii among them, or fat tlwae wbo ware too aBdotont to baild them* 
aelves the wattled huts before d a a qii b ad . 

From this coast Captain Vancouver proceeded to New Zealand, which 
he reached on the 27th of October, and anchored in Dusky Bay, when 
they encountered a heavy storm, the effects oi which required considerable 
repair, partiaalariy of tha Diacovery. Aootfaar heavy gale occurred on 
the %kd and Sdd, after which, very iinexpected1y,<tliay made land, iMmety, 
a cluster of seven craggy islands, ihe largest situated in latitude 48 de- 
grees .i rn:natps, lonj^ituJe det^rcH a '20 minutes, which had not been 
seen by Captaui Cuuk. 1 he^e sterile rocks Captam Vancouver deuomi- 
natad The Snaraa. Another now taland waa ducoforad an tiia sad of 
December, in 215 degrees 39 minutes. Several canoes omm off to thia 
ship, but tho natives would not go onboard, while they used every solicits 
tioM to induce tlie Englisii to Innd. One at lerigth ventured on board. 

These people weie evideutLy of tiie Great ^Soutii Sea nation, both from 
Unguageandaainukritytothai^oaadlylilaBdan. TWoorthiaooftfaaai 
remained on board nearly an hour ; bat eo ntoeh was their atlanUoa dia* 
tracted, that they could scarcely give an answer ns to the name of tho 
island, or otherwise. It appeared on tiie wiioie that they called it Oparo^ 
by which name it is therefore distinguished by Captain Vancouver. Tho 
topa of aix of the highest hiUa hoia the eppaaianoa of fintifiad plaoa«| 
resembling redoubts ; having a sort of block-hooaaff m the shapa of an 
English glass-house, in the centre of each, with rows of palisadoes a con- 
siderable way down the sides of the hills, nearly at equal distances. 
These, overhanging, seemed intended for advanced works, and apparently 
oapable of deiSniding tho jciiadal by a few affainat a noineraaa hoat of 
aaiailants. On all of them they noticed people, as if on dnty^ aoiuAent|y 
moving- nbout. These were the only habitations they snw. 
, On the S9th the Discooaiy reached Qtahaite^ ,«he<a (h«p hidhaji «to 
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hect«d in coDsequence o( infonnation bf M Eogiiik ¥ewol, lAidi luuai] 
Sit ^ fhi €1 HM M MpK i d nnr fWb li 
ffiired before tkem. The <%atham, during her sepention, hid seen 
several immatenal lands, named by Mr. Br<nighion snccessiTely, Knight's 
island, (the same as The Snares of Captain VancouTer,) Point Alison, 
Ifoniit Patterson, The TfPO Sisters, aod Cape Yom^. An island which 
mm&i awlhi Mm^ mid 1km unuimwm wiidi, ai mkmiik Bay, 
mm4»dtgnm 4t uwiiiM luifiii, mA 188 de^wee 25 minntee iygjluie^ 
was taken possession of in the name of his majesty. Here, haying gone 
en shore, a number of the natives canw about, held a conversation by signs 
aod gestures, and readily received Mr. Bronghtoa's presents, but would

and to proeoM waltr, at length Made signs of their intentXNi to aecomq[>an^ 
the natives, it appeared that the latter had meditated hostility, having 
collected large sticks, swinging them over their heads, as if with an inten- 
tion of Qsingtbem ; several of them likewise had spears. Yet, being well

thaj had parelMund Hm gOoaopiiiieB af the savages. They were, ho^ 
ever, mistaken ; nn attack was made so violently, that both Mr. Bronghton 
and Mr. Johnstone were reluctantly oblirred to fire, as did the gentleman 
having the charge of the boat, which occasioned the natives to fly, but not 
WfaiaaMofOemhadaiilbrtaBately pariibad. ^^^i»tUi^'A ^vnl*^ 
Oa tha IKKovary iiiii.hailiipilliii waaanvannded by csmMrMMi with 
the country production*!. Cr • * ' i Vancouver found that most of the 
friends he had left there m 1777 were dead. Otoo, now called Pomarrey, 
hie Esther, brothers, and sisters, Potatoti, and his family, were the only 
af tMr cliala voar IMikg. Gaptahi Vmneoiifar and Mr. Broughton went 
en sboiata fit on wa eligible epot fbr tents, and to pay thair w a p act i ta Ilia 
Otaheitean majesty. They found Otoo (Pomarrey's son, and new kh^) 
to be a boy of about nine or ten years of age. He was carried on 
the shoulders of a man, and was clothed in a piece of English red cloth, 
with ornaments of pigeons' fbathefa hinging over his sboalders. When 
HMf M approached within about aight paces, they ^^eredeehad to atop$ 
the present they had brought was exhibited ; and althoagh its magnitude, 
and the value of the articles it contained, excited the (^miration of the 
by-standers in the highest degree, it was regarded by this young monarch 
vntti an apparently stem and tooi indifference. Amr some other cere* 
sonies, a ratification of peace and mot&al fiModah^ being adoMwled^gad 
an both sides, the different European articles composing the present were, 
with somo little form, presented to Otoo ; and on his shaking hands with 
them, which he did very heartilv, his countenance became immediately 
ateered, and he received them with the greatest cheerfulness and cordiality. 
" On tiM Sd day of laneaiy, ITM* anivad PoniaiTey, Vfh» wae, to hid 
ffrcat gratification, sainted with foor guns. With him came Matooar^ 
Mahow, the reigning Prince of Motm, under Otoo, but who was in a deep 
decline. At one of the entertainments on board, Pomarrey having drank 
a bottle of undiluted brandy, it threw him into convnlsions ; after which, 
having slept foTan ttMy, ha wae narlbettr raeorarad. Oipttb VaneMm 

him of .lha bad coiuafaonea of iaebilaty. thm 
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chief on this accused him of being a stingy fellow, and not tio tio, (a jolly 
companion.) On this it was determined to give him his own way, and 
orders were given to let him have as much brandy or rum as he should call 
for, which had completely the effect, for in a week ho ceased to call for any. 

Pomarrey's fother, formerly called Happi, now Taow, also came on a 
visit, and a most affectionate interview took place between the three sons 
and their aged and venerable father. A very different scene was after* 
ward exhibited. It was announced that Otoo was approaching. On this 
occasion it became necessary that the grandfather should pay homage to 
his grandson. A pig and a plantain leaf were instantly procured ; the 
good old man stripped to the waist ; and when Otoo appeared in the front 
of the marquee, the aged parent, whose limbs wore tottering with the de- 
cline of life, met his grandson, and on his knees acknowledged his own 
inferiority, by presentmg this token of submission ; which, so far as could 
be discovered, seemed offered with a mixture of profound respect ar^d 
parental regard. The ceremony seemed to have little effect on the young 
monarch, who appeared to notice the humiliating situation of his grand- 
aire with the most perfect indifference and unconcern. This mode of be- 
haviour is, however, rather to be attributed to the force of education than 
to a want of the proper sentiments of affection. 

On the 14th a message was received of the death of Mahow, at Oparree, 
which district was, for some days, by a religious interdict, forbidden com- 
munication with the rest of the island. Mr. Broughton, and a party of the 
gentlemen belonging to the ships, having made an excursion for purchasing 
curiosities among the islands, landed to see the grand moral, or tapoota- 
pootatea. Mowree, the sovereign of Uhetea, who attended them, on ap- 
proaching the sacred spot, desired the party would stop until he should 
address the eatooa. Then, seating himself on the ground, he began, 
praying before a watta, ornamented with a piece of wood, indifferently 
carved, on which was placed, for the occasion, a bundle of cloth and some 
rod feathers. During this ejaculation the names of the party were twice 
mentioned. He likewise repeated the names of the several commanders 
who had visited the island ; together with those of " Keene Gorge " (that 
is, King George) and "Britarne," which were frequently expressed. 
When these introductory ceremonies were finished, Mowrce attended them 
to every part of the morai, and explained every particular. He appeared 
to be well versed in all the ceremonials and rites appertaining to their re- 
ligion, which made the party greatly lament their want of a competent 
knowledge of the language, as they wore unable to comprehend his mean- 
ing, except in a few common instances. 

The next morning they were again honoured by a visit from Otoo and 
several of the chiefs, on their way to the morai. Soon after a canoe, 
covered with an awning, was seen coming from the westward, paddling 
in a slow and solemn manner toward the morai, in which was the corpse 
of the deceased chief. On their expressing great anxiety to see Poraar- 
rcy, for the purpose of obtaining permission to attend the burial ceremony, 
they were informed that he was gone to the morai, but would have no 
objection to their bemg present. They proceeded ; and near to the rivulet 
that flows by Urripiah's hoase, they saw the queen-mother, Fier-re-te, 
and the widow of the deceased Mahow, sitting all in tears ; and, in tho 
paroxysms of their atiliction, wounding their heads with the sharks' teeth 
they had prepared the precedmg evening. The widow had a small spot 
shaved on the crown of her head, which was bloody, and bore other evident 
marks of having frequently undergone the cruel effect of her despair. The 
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niniitMid was attended by ovif: man only, at her «!tprn, up to 
middle in water, to prevfrii her driving from the spot. The priests con- 
tinued chanting their prayers, freqaeatly exalung their voices, until they 
eoded in a v«;ry »hrill tone. Tbm addrea* bdnf mdeif tbtjr all fOM «p 
and pioeaeded waatwaid along the shore, followed by the canoe in which 
was the corpse, to the mouth of the rivulet, where the three roval lai'jes 
slill continued to indulge their excessive prir.f ; and, on perceiving the 
canop, hurst foilh inlo a loud yell oi iameaiation, wiuch was accompanied 
oy mi accelerated application of the aharlbi* ta«tli» walUSL Htm blood« veiT 
iraely following, mingled wiih (hair toavs. The caaoe colored the brook 
pioeaeded toward another moral at the foot of the mountains, where 
the ceremonies to he ;)orformed on the body of the deceased required such 
secrecv, that on uo accuuot could Ihe gentlemen be pemutted to attendi 
aiUiough It was most oarneatly M^vaotod. 

In oonsequenca of a message fioai Pomamft CSaplaia Vaneovfat and 
Messrs. Broughton and Whidbey went to Oparrcc, to assist at the moiTrTi- 
ing for the death of Mahow. The concern here of the relatives was by 
no tueans such as might have been expected irom their tender regard lo 
the chief when alive. The corpse was hid ODthe tapapaoo, whieheeem- 
ed 10 hara boon ececled for tfaaaxpffaee purpose, about a ^oaiftar of a vdb . 
to the aastwanl of the grand morai, (or, as it is called, tapootapootatea,") 
and appeared to be then undergoing the latter pr^rt of the embalming pro- 
cess, in the same manner as described by Ca4>taia Uook in the instance 
of Tee. The body was exposed to the sun ; and on thatr approach tha 
eovaring wae taken off« which exhibitid the corpse in a veiy adianced 
state of putrefaction. The skui shone very bright with the cocoa nut oi} 
with which it had been anointed, and which they understood was highly 
impregnated with '^aehigh,'' or sweet-scented wood. One of the anna 
and a leg being moved, the joints appeared perfectly flexible. Thm OK* ' 
tremely offensive exhalatkma that were emitted leadered it natonl tm 
conclude, that th^ whole mass would soon be completely decomposed ; 
but if credit may be given to their assertions, which were indubitably 
confirmed by the remams of i ee, and to which the captain could bear 
testimony, this will not be the case. Fom^arrey informed them, tha 
cofpee was to Yemun a ouwth id this plaea ; than aiaoath was to be ana* 
ployed in i's visiting some of the western districts ; aitor which it was to 
be removed to Tiarrabou for another month ; whence it was to he carried 
to Morea, and there hnally disposed with his forefathers in the morai of 
the family. In the course of a few months after its arrival there, it would 
gradually bemn to moulder away, but by such Tarjr alow degree thai 
several months would elapse before the body would baeiitJfely ooiiaiiraed. 
The boat's crew were ranged before the paling that encompassed the 
tapapaoo; a piece of red cloth from them was given to tiie widow, wiio 
spread it over the dead body ; some volleys were then fired, and the cap- 
Uitt waa directed to pronounce ** Tera no oea MahoWi*' tiiat is, Fof yon^ 
Mahow. On some rain falling, the body was taken under cover and 
carefully wrapped up. They proceeded to an excellent new house of 
Whytooa's, where they dined, and returned to Matavai with too latga 
hogs, presented oq this mournful occasion by the widow of Mahow. 

A ^siiouB theft of a large quantity of linen bebnging to Mr. Braoghlon, 
as well as two soces, iiow demanded the most rigorous inqoiiy; An addi^ 
tiooal morti^at^on happened on the %Ut, Towamroiv * Saodiskhia* 
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of the preceding night, found means to elope from the ship. After much 

trouble of investigation, and some coercion, on the 33d the three royal 
brothora brought back Toworeroo, with a variety of expiatory presents. 
The linen there appeared now no prospect of recovering, without both 
losing time and haraig lecourse to unpleasaQt meaearae ; it was, there- 
lore, resolvod to depart without it ; presenta at neaal were diitribiited, 
and the srparation took place with the utmost harmony. 

Oinai, It seems, having died without children, thr house which Captain 
Cook had built for him, tho lands that were purchased^ and the hersei 
vrhich waa atill alive, together with such European coranMdities n re- 
nained at his deaths aD deeoended to Matmra, as king of the island 9 
And, when his majesty is at home, 0mai*8 house is his constant residence. 
From Matuara they learned that Omai was raarh respected, and thit he 
frequently aiibrded great entertainment to liim and the other chieis with 
the accounts of hie travels, and describing the various countries, objects, 
&e., that had lallea under his observation ; and that he died oniversally 
regretted and lamented. His death, as well as that of the two New 
Zealand boys left with him by Captain Cook, was occasioned hy a dis- 
order that is attended by a large swelling in the throat, of which very few 
recover. 

On the Mthof January the Discovery and Chatham diieeted their course 
to the northward, for the first time pointing their heark toward the grand 
object of the expedition. On the 3d of February passed Owyhee, one of 
the Sandwich Islands, and were honoured by a visit from Tianna^ the 
peraon^ mentioned in I&. ICeares's voyage, who, since hii retoni from 
China, had taken pait with Tamai^maah against TeamawheerO^ and, bein^ ^ 
victorious, these two chiefs had agreed to share the government. Tianna 
was taken on board to go on to the leeward islands. Tareehooa, who 
preferred the name of Jack, having been with Mr. Ingram, commandmg 
an American ship, ladeu with furs, from North- West America, bound to 
Boatoo by the way of China, waa desirous of Gontinning on board the 
Discovery, and to proceed the voyage, which, with consent of the chiefj 
WHS complied wilh. After passing some desolate islands, the Di.scovpry 
aocUored, on the 7th of March, in a bay called Whykete, south of the 
Uand of Woahoo, on good and ade groond. Some of the inhabitanw 
went on board, and were exceedingly orderly and docile, which appeaiad 
the more remarkable, as they'had formprly hecn rrpresented as tho HlOlt 
daring and unmanageable of any in the Sandwich islands. 

Their new ship-mate, Jack, became very useful ; he took apon liim to 
represent them in the moot fermidable point of view to all hie oountrymen ; 
macnifyiqg their powers and nmnbeia, and proclaiming that they were not 
traders, such as they had been accustomed to see ; but werf hrlonging 
to King GreOrge, and were all mighty warriors. This being his conistant 
discourse, it is not to be wondered that his cotintrvmen became much 
intimidated ; and, ae this could be productive of no ill consequences, the^ 
pemdtted Jack to proceed in hia encomiums, and nnanimocsly agreed it 
would not be his fault if they were not in high repute among the island^4 

The natives having failed in supplying water as expected, Captain 
Vancouver set sail, on the 8th, for Atooi, where he understood it was \ 
to be had without difienHy. Whyheteo Bay Uei in Utitnde tl degiee* 
16 mittntes 47 seconds, and longitude 803 degreoe 9 minutes 37 seconds. 
Next morning they mnde Wliymea Bay, on the south side of Atooi. 
Thr inhnbitintw of thie island behaved in Ute same orderly maonexi and 
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With ihe flame difltant civility expcrieftCtdtl WoAoo^Mdft^ 
CMfirr ■■tiftfiiH*^ in walorin^ ana other opetetioiM. The land here wm 
ileo much the same, and timilarly cultivated with the taro plant. Here 
were found Rowbotlom, an Englishman, Williams, a Welshman, and Cole- 
man, an Irishman, left for the purpose of coUecting pearU ai^ sandal-wood 
for their master, John Kcndrick, an AnMricaB, commanding tiM Ladf 
Washfaigtom and which waa to call for tham m her return from Chma, to 
them on board with the pearls and sandal-wood collected. They 
were visited by two chiefs, No-raa-tee-he-tee and Too, announcing that 
Eneraoh, guardian of the young prince Ta-moo-eree, who was the eldeafc 
SOD of Taio, sovereign of this and the neighbouring iehnda, together with 
Iho prinoa himeaU; would be with them hi a few days. Tha7a«coidu«|^ 
cana and behaved with the ntmoat propriety, although, from certain ap- 
pearances of fire, as well p.s the circumstance of a schooner taken by the 
Indians at Owyhee, and the cautions of ilowbottom,. Captain VanconwBf 
had not been without suspicions of treachery. £nnBial|i tmHiw wmj^^ 
board, and an ozchange waa made of praaants, which, teigh luienifl* 
the part of CapUin Vancouver, did not give satisfaction ; the great desire 
of the chief, as of all of them, being to have fire-arms and ammnmuon, 
with which the various traders toucliing at tbeii jaianda had most impro- 
perly, and even cruelly, supplied the inhabitante. ^ 

Wadnaaday, tbo 14th of Maieht the two ahips Mfldlfer the coast of 
America. On the 17th of April they saw land, being part of New Albion, 
and being then in 39 degrees 27 minutes latitude, and 236 degrees 25 
minutes longitude. On the 28th they spoke an American ship, Columbia^ 
Mr. Robert Gray, commander, of Boston, whence she had hoen abaenl| 
aightaan aonkha. On the SOth aaaharad about einfal milea withm th# 
en trance of the aqppoaad Strait of Juan de Fuc a. OF course they made s 
strict investigation of this passage, and were satisfied that it did not exist. 

Port Discovery, where the vessels now went to anchor, is a perfect!/^ 
aafe and convenient harbour, having its outer points one mile uA thm. 
qnartera aaondar, and attnatad in latitude 48 de gr a oa Tminntes, and longi* 
tude 237 degrees 20f minutes. The conntiy of riew Albion, in this neigh- 
bourhood, is of a rich fertile soil. In respect to its mineral productiona 
no great variety was ob!?erved. Iron ore, m its various forms, was gene* 
rally found ; and, from the weight and magnetic Qualities of tome 8peci«i« 
nans, appatiod tolanUr rieh,porticnhHy a kind UitSt orach raaemhle tb* 
Diood-atona. These, with qnaria, agate, the common flint, and a great 
intermixture of other sihcious matter, (most of the stones they met with* 
being of that class,) with some variety of calcareous, magnesian, and 
argillaceous earths, were the mineral productions generally found, v.-^^y 
Tba.aeil plaoa of raaaaioh waa Admiralty Inlet, when tha' aliM 
anchored off llaaloration Point The general information here ia UttMki 
The natives were much the same, equally ill-made, and their persona 
besmeared with oil and ochre, and a sort of shinning chaffy mica very 
ponderous, and in colours resembling black-lead ; but decked more with, 
copper ornamw>ta» whila tfwy wwo not wanting mneta and oflora of friao d ^ 
ahip and hoapitality, and behaved with perfect decorum and civility. 

About a dozen of these friendly people had attended at their dinner, 
one part of which was a venison paaty. Two of them expressing a 
daaire to pass the Ime of separation drawn between them, were uennitted' 
Co do ao, Thef eat down by the English, and ate of the braad and 
fli^en tiiam witfaoat the least hesitation ; but, on being offered eome oft 
tha Tawaaoflhaj conldnot bo ioducad to tnata it. 
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great dis^st, and presented it round to the rest of the pjirty, }yy whom it 
underwent a very strict ejiamination. Their coaduci on tius uccusionleit 
BO tetbt that tlMTf bdieved it to be hmank flseh, an igapr i MaB whiek il 
was highly expedient dMidd be done away. To satisfy them that it was 
the flesh of the deer, they pointed to the skins of the animal they had about 
them. In reply to thi« they pointed to each other, and made signs that 
could not be misunderstood, that it was the flesh of human beings, and 
.thlravrit down in the dirt, wiUi gwtorwof mti afcraieii md dM|ileM«ira. 
Ax length they happily convinced them of wms mistake by abowrog them 
a haunch they had in the boat, by which means they were nndeceived, 
and some of ihcm ate of the remainder of the pie with a good appetite. 

On Monday, the 4lh ui June, the ships' companies were served a good 
dmner, it being anniversary of bis majesty's batk; en wbidi dwf 
they deaigned to take formal possession of all tlw codntriaa they had latily 
been employed in cxplorinfr. Pursuing the usual forrnaHties on ^neh 
occasions, and under the discharge of a royal salute frdin ihe vessels, they 
took possession accordingly of the coast from tiiai part of New Albion 
in thelstitede of 99 degieea 80 ndiMitee, and loagtoide 8M doereea 86 
minutes east, to the entrance of this inlet of the sea, said to be the Straits 
of Juan de Fuca, as likewise all the coast, islands, (^e , by the name of 
the Gulf of Georgia ; and the continent bindmg the said gulf, and extending 
gouthward to the 45th degree of north iatitudci with that of New Georgia, 
i«i beoow of his majesty. ^ vh>> 

On the M o^ June the Discovery and Chatham sailed from' Poetesdion 
Sound. Having anchored on the 11th in Strawberry Bay, named froni 
its producing that excellent fruit in abundance, latitude 4ti degrees 36 
minutes, and longitude 237 degrees 34 minutes, and there being several 
Ihuigs neeessary to be dene, Oaptam Yanibonver and lAr. Pliget, hi thh 
Discovery's vawl, and Mr. Whidbey, in the cutter, attended bj^e Chat^ 
bam'S launch, explored the neighbourhood. As they were rowing, on 
the 22d, for Port Grey, purposing there to land and breakfast, they dis- 
covered twu vesseiii ai anchor under the land. They were a hrig and & 
atfbooDer, vfeeiing the coMra of Spaoiah yessels of war, most probably 
em|doyed in pursiiits ainnlar to their own ; and this idea was confirmed. 
These vessels proved to he a detachment from the commission of Seignior 
Malaspma, who was hunseli employed in the Philippine Islands. Seignior 
Malaspina had, the preceding year, visited the coast, Mid Aews Teasels, 
hi* Oitholieinaiesty's brig the Slitil, nnder the command of Seignior Don 
D. GaUano, with the schooner Mexicans, commanded by Seignior Don C. 
Valdes, both captains of frigates in the Spanish navy, had sailed from 
Acapulco on the 8th of iMarch, in order to prasecnte aiscovcnes on this 
coast. From these gentlemen TaocOQTer imdsvslood, that Seignior 
Qesdra, the commaiM6iM»due# 'Of the Spaniah marine at St. Bias and 
at California, was, wi^ three frigates and a brig, waiting bis arrival at 
Nootka, in order to negotiate the restoration of those territories to thi 
crown of Great Britain. Tiieir conduct was replete with that politeness 
and iriendsiup which characterize the Spanish nation ; every kind of 
wieful mfemuitioa they chsirfaHy commimicatad» and obliging expreseai 
much desire, that feoeamstances might so taaemt as to admit tfasir nt^tf 
tive labours bemg carried on together. ' «s 

On the 17th o? Angiist they were suddenly surprised by the arrival Ht 
a brig oil the entrance uf the cove, under English colours. She was the 
Venoa, betonging to Bengal, of 110 tons bnitheo, commanded by Mi;. 
0b0fM, fast ftott NoQtta, had bound im a triWi^ 
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■hores "Ry him Ihcv rrceived the plcnsant tidmrrs of the arnvai oi the 
Dedaius store-ship, iadea with a suppij oi provisioasaud stores for their 
use ; and be aeqiiiaiited Mr. BaWr, tmit Seignior Qaadn wn watting widi, 
Che ffreatest impatience to deliver up the settlement and territories st 
Nootka. Mr. Shepherd had brought witli him a letter from Mr. Thomas 
Ncwm%8fer, of the Dasdalus, mfonning Vaucouvtr of a most distressing^ 
and meUiu:hoiy event. Lieutenant Hergest, the commaiidt^ry Mr. WjUiam 
GoMich, th« aatnmomer, wilhoiieoftlw muhim belonging to Hm Dirfilot, 
bttd bMft ttatdered by the inhahtt—ti of Wlmboo, wlwo on ahow 
€urinjT w:!\tf r at that island. 

Au^st 19th, they proceeded from the last stauon, namely, Point Men- 
yiea, m latitude 62 degrees 16 minutes, longitude 232 degrees 55 minutes, 
•ad oolht Mth anhred off Nbotka Sooflil. The Cbatliam, by the partiftl 
dotring of the fog, had found her vmy in some time before ; the Dsdaloo 
store-ship and a small merchitnt brig calh d the Three Brothers, of Lon- 
don, commanded bv Lieutenant Alder, oi ttn- navy, were also there at 
anchor. Seigoior Quadra, with aeverai oi his otiicers, came on board tiie 
IHacofiij on the S9th, wbore thof bnakfaatod, md ware aalnied wMi. 
tbirtoen jons on their arriTal and departure ; tbedsf was afterward apent 
in ceremonioin of?ires of civility, with much harmony and festivity. M»- 
quinna, the native chief of Nootka, who was present on this occasion, had 
early in the morning, from being unknown to them, been prevented 
coming on board the B^orery by the aentinela aad the oflieor on «lod(, 
as there was not in his appearance the smallest indicatHin of Ids mpcrior 
rank. Of this indignity he had complained in a most angry raannor to 
Seignior Quadra, who very obliginjrlv found means to sooth him. 

Some di^ulties now occurred in respect to the particulars of the resti- 
tution *, bat, after writton and renhtd eomapondenco, it was ogreed that 
the objections on both aidee should be miorred to the respective eonrti. 
SeifTiiinr Qi:aJra, hovvrvrr, having thereafter made farther objections, an 
additional correspondence took place; but the Spanish officer insisting, 
and bemg positiveiy resolved to adhere to certain principles proi>osed by 
hhn to to too reatilation, to wfaieh Captain Vancouver could not accede* 
Hm lattor aoqntinted him that ho ahoold eonlidor Nootkn na a Spaniah 
port, and roquested his permisMon to cany on the neceaaaiy omploymenta 
on shore, which he very politely gave, with tho moat fiiond^ aaaaianco 
of every service and kind office in his power. 

It waa not till tho 12th of October that the Discovery sailed from Nootka, 
with die Ghatham and IMalao atoro-ohiiM, boond to tho oonthwaid. 
November 1 5th, discovered ancbongo in m most ezceUeat areall bay. The 
herds of cattle and florks of shp^p, qfrazincr on the swrrounding hills, wore 
n sight they had long been strangers to, and brought mauy pleasing reflec> 
tioBa* On faoieting the colours at sunrise, a ffun was fired, and in a Utile 
time afterward several people wne leen on Ebtae4Nielc, coming from bo> 
hind the hills down to the beaeh, who waved thair hats, and made oth^ 
aignals for a boat, which was imm"»d;;itc!v sent to the shore, and on its 
return they were favoured with the company of a priest of the order of 
St Franciaco, tmd a sergeant in the Spanish army, to breakfiMt. The 
geodiinar, after pdnting oat the moat eenfoniiutapotfor proeunnff wood 
and water, and repeating hospitable oflbva, in the name of the fathers of 
the Franciscan order, returned to the mission of St. Francisco, which they 
understood was at no great diatance, and to which he gave them the moat 
pieaaieg inTitatiou.

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•ome saddltid homes arrived from the commandant, with a very cordial 
inritation, which was accepted by the captain and some oi the otiicers. 
Tbey rode up to the preaidio, an appellation given to tlMur milkfti^ estft- 
blishmenta in this cotntayt and nemfying s safeguard. The vendenee 
of the friars is called a mission; The Spanish soldiers composing the 
ffarrison amounted to thirty-five, who, with their wires, families, and a 
Few Indian servants, composed the whole of the inhabitanu. On the left 
of the church is the commander's house, coonatiiiff of two rooms and a 
eloeet only, which are dtfided by ntssy walls, and comnuiikalaag with 
each other by very small doors. Between these apartments and the out- 
ward wall was an excellent poultry-house find yard, which seemed pretty 
well stocked ; and between liie roof and ceilings of the rooms was a kind 
of lumber garret ; these were all the conveniences the habitation seemed 
calculated to afford. On approaching it tlwy found his good lady, who, 
like her spouse, bad passed the middle age of Itfs, decently dressed, seat' 
ed cross-legged on a mat, placed on a sitiHil «(|«irtr*» wooden phtform raised 
three or four inches from the ground, nearly m Iront of the door, with two 
daughters and a son, clean and decently dressed, sitting by ber ; this being 
the itede observed by theee ladies when they receive ntiters. The 
decorous and pleasing behaviour of the children was really admirable, and 
exceeded anytning that could have been expected from them under the 
circumstances of their situation, without any other advantages than the 
education and example of their parents, which, however, seemed to have 
been atadiously attmed t», and lUd them great ciedit. 

The next day was appointed for viaiting the mi«mm. Accompanied 
Dy Mr. Menzies and some of the officers, and Sei^rnior Sal, the captam 
rode thither to dinner. Its distance iroia the presidiO is about a league^ 
in an easterly direction. Its situation and external a^earmce in a great 
aieaanre reaembled that of the presidio ; and, like ita neighboiithdBd, tho 
country was pleasingly diversified with fajU and dale. The uniform, mild, 
and kmd-hearted disposition of this religious order has never failed to 
attach to their iiuerest the nif'i'ctiort? of the natives, wherever they have 
eat down among them ; this is a very happy circumBtance, for their situa- 
tion otherwise woeld be eioeaaively preoaiioua, aa they are protected 
only by five soldicfar who reaide trader. ihO'directiona of a corporal, in the 
buildings of the mission at some diptnncaon the other fide of the church 
The natives, iiowever, seemed to have treated with the most perfect in- 
difference the precepts and laborious example of their truly worthy and 
benevolent paaton. J)eal to the itn^oittfnt leaaona^ and inaepaible of the 
promised advantacea, they still remained in the moat abject state of nn- 
civ?!:z^lion ; and irwe except the inhabitants of Terr^ del Fuego and those 
oi V an Diemen's Lind, they a; '* certainlv a f'^ce of tiie most miserable 
beings, possessing ihu iaculues oi huuian reason, they ever saw. Their 
persons, generally speaking, «ieT«| iUMl»tlie middle aiie, and TMy ill made; 
their faces ugly, preseat«ng a dnll, henvy^ and stupid countenaaee, devoid 
of sensibiUty or the least expression. One oT Llu ir greatest aversions is 
cleanliness, both in their persons and habitations, which, after the fasiiion 
of their forefathers, werestiliwiUiuut ilie must trivial improvement. Their 
hooaee were of a conM Jbnat^ahouiflx or aeven feet in diameter at their 
base, and are co{iBtnMtedj>y a number of stakes, chiefly of the willow tribe, 
which are dn n erect into f lic e irlh ta a circular manner, the upper ends 
of which, being s nnl! and pliable^ are brought iiearly to join at the top, 
in the centre of the circle. < . . 

On the 25th they eet aail for Iftonttfcy, where thayfonnd the Dadahia, 
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and also Sei^ior Quadra, with his broad pendant onboard the brier Acteoit. 
He, as well as liift acting governor, Seignior Anqmlla, behaved in the 
modt friendly and liberal manner. Among the articles obtained herOi 
were Kve emttto and tlwep, to be tnnnorted to ^ Atnd wich lilindt, Port 
Jackson, and New South Wolos, whither Lieuinn.i it Hanson eailed in 
the Dsednlu'^, with despatches for Commodore Phillips, havin? dirf»ctionS 
to call at Utaheite, to receive on board 21 English seamen, who had been 
cast away in that neigiibourhaod. Mr. Broughton ako, with the assistance 
of fi^kpiMT QoadtM, iMtanaliM topmeoad toEq^^md tlM^oagh New Spain, 
irilh despatches to IIm idBunlty, containing accounts of the httliert« 
transactions lA the myaso, Mr. Pogei beiBg ippiiBled to the oomaMnA 
of tiie Chatham 

Tbey sailed oa tiiti i4Lh ol January, and on the 12th of February ar- 
lifod 00 the oortb-eait ipint of Ovyfaoe. 

Ilisiog. on Uw Slst of FolfVary, reached Tyahtatooa, Captain Van- 
couver vrat hononreil with a visit from Tamaahmanh, the kjncf of the 
Isiand of Owvhec, a chief of an open, cheerful, and sensible mind, com- 
buied with great generosity and goodness ul disposition. He wasaccom* 
panied \ff iohn zoung, en Engtish ooiinw, who poMwcd smrIi in* 
Inence with him. The queen and soiBO of kio nM^esty's relations ais* 
visited on board. The fole objoct WOO CO m?ito and entreat choir pro* 
ceeding to Karakakooa. 

TlMy were uiuch pleased wiiii the decorum and general conduct of 
Uiia foyal party. Thooch k raoMiInd of Many, yot iioi omo aolieited 
orcn tba itaost iaooBiiooiaUo article, nor did thoy appear to have 
any expectation of receiving presents. Being detenminedf that nothing 
should be wanting to preserve tlie harmony and good understanding 
that seemed to have taken place between them, and having leameu 
too Young tbit the royal vinlera did not ontortaintiionoeC dietaat iden 
of accepting anything from the captain, until they had first set the er* 
ample, he considered this a good opportunity to manifest a friendly dis- 
position toward theiu, by presents snitahle to t)\pir respective rank*? and 
situations. Accordingly, such articles were distributed as tliey knew 
npOM Iflmlf to be highly aeceptaWo to the whole party; Tkio dfatribiH 
iion being finished^ and the M^lo party niKlo fory Imppy, the king, in 
addition to what he h td before received, was prefjentf^d with a scarlet 
cloak, th It readied from his neck to the ground, adorned with tinsel lace, 
trimmed with various coloured gartering tape, with blue ribands to tie ^ 
down tho ftont Tko looktng-glaasot being plaood oppo«to 1« oaoh oAei^ 
'<^q>lagred at oneo the vdkole of bis n^ral person ; this ttlod him with np 
tare, and so dplifrht^d him, that the cabin could scarcrlv contain him. His 
ecstasy produced c:iperinfT, and he soon cleared the cabin of many of their 
visiters, whose numbers iiad rendered it very hot and unpleasant. He 
hinwelf aoon foUowod, aad aftor atratthw oomo Klllo time upon dook, ox» 
posed himself in the most conn>icuous pweei^ ■ooinin^lj wilii Hin greatest 
indifference, though in reality tor thoaNepaipOiOofattracthigthOadmirfr» 
tion and appi uisc of his subjects. 

Next mormng taey redched Karakakooa, the residence of l^aahmaah ; 
fioni adionoo, before the afaip was 'wall aocorod, etrrea large oanoos pdl 
off from the shore with great order, and formed -two equal sidoB of an 
obtnse ti ianrrle. I'he largest canoe, being in the an^lar point, was rowed 
liy eighteen paddles on each side ; lu this was his Owyhean majesty, 
dressed in a printed hnen gown that Captain Cook had given to Terreoo* 
boo» and lbs aoMt elegant featba red doak they had yet seen, oompoiod 
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principally of beautiful bright yellow feathers, and reaching from hia 
shoulders to the ground, on which it trailed. On his head he wore a very 
handsome helmet, and made altc^ether a very magnificent appearance. 
His canoe was advanced a little forward in the procession, to the actions 
of which the other ten strictly attended, keeping he most exact and regular 
time with their paddles, and inclining to the right or left, agreeably to the 
directions of the king, who conducted the whole business with a degree 
of adroitness and uniformity, that manifested a knowledge of such move- 
ments and manoeuvre, far beyond what could reasonably have been ex- 
pected. In this manner he paraded round the vessels vfith a slow and 
solemn motion. This not only added a great dignity to the procession, 
but gave time to the crowd of canoes alongside to get out of the way. 
He now ordered the ten canoes to draw up in a line under their stern, 
while, with the utmost exertions of his paddlers, he rowed up along the 
starboard side of the ship, and though the canoe was going at a very great 
^ rate, she was in an instant stopped, with that part of the canoe vwherc his 
majesty was standing immediately opposite the gang-way. He instantly 
ascended the side of the ship, and taking hold of the captain's hand, de- 
manded if thoy were sincerely his friends \ To this Vancouver answered 
in the affirmative ; he then said, that he understood they belonged to 
King George, and asked if he was likewise his friend 1 on receivmg a 
satisfactory answer to this question, he declared that he was their firm 
good friend ; and, according to the custom of the country, in testimony 
of the sincerity of their declarations, they saluted by touching noses. 
He then presented the captain with four very handsome feathered helmets, 
and ordered the ten large canoes that were under the stem to come on 
the starboard side. Each of these contained nine very large hogs, while a 
fleet of smaller canoes, containing a profusion of vegetables, were ordered 
by him to deliver their cargoes on the opposite side. This supply was move 
than they could possibly dispose of ; some of the latter he was jjrevailed 
upon to reserve ; but although their decks, as well as those of the Chatham, 
were already encumbered with their good things, he would not sulfcr one 
hog to be returned to the shore. The remaining live stock on board, con- 
sisting of five cows, two ewes, and a ram, were sent on shore in some 
of his canoes ; these were all in a healthy state, though in low condition, 
and they had little doubt of their succeeding to the utmost of their wishes. 

Besides Young, hi.s Owyhean mr.jesty's favourite before-mentioned, 
there were here also John Smith, an Irishman, who had deserted from an 
American trader, and Isaac Davis, who had been captured by the islanders 
in the schooner Fair American. These men behaved extremely well, 
and had been taken under the special patronage of Tamaahmaah, who 
was much irritated at the above capture, and the treatment of the peo-* 
pie belonging to the schooner, which was atrociously taken by Tamaabmoo- 
loo, a powerful chief, and his people, but which Tamaahmaah caused to 
be deUvered up to them, to be kept for the benefit of the proprietor. Mr. 
Metcalf, who had the command of the schooner, was thrown overboard 
by Tamaahmootoo, who took out of her everything he could before the 
arrival of the king and Young. In this affair Tianna had also acted a 
scandalous part, endeavouring, by false insinuations, to prevail on the 
king to kill Young and Davis ; but his arts were unsuccessful on his 
majesty, whose sound judgment and humane attentions would have done 
credit to the sovereign of a more civilized people. 

On the 4th of March, as soon as dmner was over, they were summoned 
to a sham-fi^jht ou shore ; and as Tamaahmaah considered all ceremonies 
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•nd formalities as adding to his conaequpiice, he requosfed that the cap- 
tain would be attendfld on shore by a guard. They iouad the warriora 
■wwihini tmnnl flit nTrrth ttttt ^ '^^ *- — ^ -^fc^-* tfiUn 
hliloiiinfl gMond. The party consisted of about 160 men, armed with 
spears; these were dividptl into three paities, nrarly in equal niimhers ; 
two were placed at a littie distance from each other ; tliat on the ri^ht 
wan to rapfesent the armies of Titeeree and Taio ; that on tiie left the 
army of Tinwiiiwiih Tbm wpmn on thw oecMMNi waib Mnnt-pointed 
tMsMf wbemi the Imngik d Ms barbed oom, irbUm on each wing tliejr 
were to suppose a bodr of trnnpa placed to annoy the enemy with stones 
from their slings. The comhatants now aeivanct'd toward each other, 
seemtagiy without any pnncipai l^Mier, makins speeches as they ap- 
proadiMl, wMeh appeuM to end in Tmiita aad WMta from both parties, 
when tin battle began, bf thw w Mg tiMir sham spears at each otliep. 
These were parried in most instances with great dexterity ; but such as 
were thrown with effect produced contusions and wounds, which, tliough 
fortunately of no dangerous tendency, were yet very c<Ki8iderable ; and it 
una admirable to alwerra the great good hnnaor and averawsa of tamper 
that was preserved by tiKMe who won thoa injaMd. This battle waa m 
mere skirmish, neither party being supported, nor advancing in any order, 
but such as the fancy of the indrndoals directed. Home would advance 
eren from the rear to the front, where they would throw their spears, and 
iaatantly letreat into the midst of thenr aaaoeiatea, or wouM remain pickiiig 
up the q>ean that had fallen without odbot These tlM^ wootd aome- 
times hurl again at the foe, or hastily retreat, with two or three in their 
possession. Those, however, who valued themselves on military achieve- 
ments, marched up toward the front of the adverse party, and in a vaunt> 
ing maimer bid defiance to the wkole of thehr adfeisaries. In their left 
huid they held their spear, with whieh, in a contemptuous inanner, they 
parried some of those of tliPir opponents, while with their right they 
caught others in the act oi tiying immediately at them, and in'^tantlv rf»~ 
tor&ed them with great dextenty. In this exercise no oae seemed to 
eiee) hia Owyhean majesty, who entered the lists for a short lime and 
defended himsetf wttfi the grealeat dexterity, mneh to their anrpnae and 
admiration, in one instance particularly, against aix epeavs that were * 
hurled at him nearly at the same instant ; three he caugrit, as they were 
flying, with one hand ; two he broke, by parryina them with his spear in tha 
other ; and the sixth, by a trifling inclination of his body, passed harmless. 

This pert of the combat waa imaoded to repieaent the kmg aa having 
been suddenly discoTered by the enemy in a situation where he was least 
expected to he found ; and the shower of darts that were instantly direct- 
ed to that quarter were lulHuded lu show that he wrs in 'he most immf- 
nent danger ; until advancing a few paces, with the whole body of his 
an^ mora closely oenneeted, and throwing their apeara with the ntmoal 
exertion, ha caused the enemy to fall back m some little confusion, and he 
himaelf rejoined the English, ^yitbout havin'^ rereived the shf^htc^t injury. 

The consequence? attendant on the first man being killed, or being so 
wounded as to fail un the disputed ground between the contending armies, 
wera next exhibited. Tbta event eanaea the loaa of many Uvea and modi 
Mood in the conflict that takes place, in order to Teaene the ^infortonate 
individual, who, if carried off hv the adverse party, dead or alive, becomes 
an immediate sacrifice at the moral. On this occasion the wonnded man 
was supposed to be one of Titeeree's soldiers, and until this unhappy 
pmM no ednntage appeeridwekhwiide ; M bow the dispute became 
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very seriotis, was well supported on all sides, and victory still seemed to 
hold a level scale, until at length the supfKMed armiet of Taio and Titee- 
tee fell bnk, while that of Tumanhmaili tanmd ^ m Uiumpk Mvwtl 
st^jfioaed dead bodies, dragging the poor fellows (who already had betn 
much trampled upon) by the heels some distfince through a li^ht, looae 
sand ; and who, notwithstanding their eyes, ears, mouth, and nostrils, 
were by this means fitttd, were no Moner permitted to uae their legs, 
IdiKi they ran into the sea, washed thtmiwli— , aad t|p|ietyed «• h^li^ 
and as cheerful as if nothing had happened. 

In this riot-like engagement the principal chiefs were considered to 
bear no part i and, on its being thus concluded, each party sat quietly 
down on the ground, and a parleyi or some oth«r sort of conversadoD, 
took plaee. The chiefs were now eni^posed to have emved at the theetra 
of war, which had hitherto been carried on by the common people only 
of both partif^s ; a very usual mode of proceeding among thesie islanders. 
They now on boih aides came forward, guardod by a number of men 
aimed with spears of great length, called paUaloos. Theee weapons are ^ 
never retinquished but hy death or captivity ; the former is the most 
common. They are not barbed, bat reduced to a small point, and though 
not very sharp, yet are capable of giving deep and mortal wounds by the 
force and mamier with which they are used. The missive spears are all 
baifoed ahoat ut inohee ttum the point, and am feaeiaUy mm seven to 
eight feet long. 

The warriors armed with the paUaloos now advanced with a conside- 
rable degree of order, and a scene of very different exploits commenced; 
presenting, in comparison to what before had been exhibited, a wonderful 
degree of improved knowledge in military evolutions. This body of men, 
eomposing aeveial raaks^ formed in doee aad re|fQlar Older, conetiiated a 
firm and comiMwjt phalanx, which in actual service was not easily to be 
broken. Having reached the spot in congest, thy sat down on the ground 
about thirty yards asunder, and pointed tiieir paUaloos at each other. 
After a short interval of silence, a conversation commenced, and Taio 
wae eoppoeed to state kis opinion respecting peaee and war. The argu- 
ments seemed to be argued and supported with equal energy on both sides. 
When peace under certain siipnlations was proposed, the paUaloos were 
inclined toward the ^ound, and when war was announced, their points 
were laleed to a eertain degree of elevation. Both partiee pat on too a]!* 
pearance of being mueh upon their guard, and to watch each other with a 
jealous eye, while this negotiation was going forward ; which, however, not 
terminating amicably, their respective claims remained to be decided by 
the fate of a battle. Nearly at the same instant of time they all arose, 
and, in close columns, mat each other by slow advaneea. This move- 
ment they conducted with much ordef eiM regularity, frequently shifting 
their ground, and guarding with great circumsoection against the various 
advantages of their opponent.*? ; while the inferior bands were supposed 
to be engaged on each wing with spears and slings. The success of the 
contest, however, seemed to depend entirely on those with the paUaloo*^ 
who finaly disfNited every inch of the fliiovnd« by parrying each other*a 
lunges with the greatest dexterity* until some to the left of Titeeree's 
centre ft I! This greatly enconrr^fjed Tamaahmaah'3 party, who, rushing 
forward with shouts and great impetuosity, broke the ranks of their op- 
ponents, and victcnry was declared for the arras of Owyhee, by the sup- 
posed death of sevand of the eneoqr y these at length retreated ; and, on 
MPif dMoly pteiiied, the war was decitled by Sue iiqy^Qeed diatk^ 
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^rmam nd Taio : nnd those who had the hononi of persooatuig fcliete

He U^en 
desired to know, if three people only had been concerned The tang 
replied, that many were present at the time, but that only three ornw 
more were concerned in the murder ; who wooU hkiwioo havo aoBMM 
doath, had AoT not ftrand means to eseape to the minmums. where they 
had secreted themseWes for soma time ; but that he understood they had 
returned, and were now Jiving on or noar an estate belongmg to lomo- 

■^''^Aftt^ some farther interchange of civilities, and '"•S®^**^'; 
specting the wished^forpesoe, Oaptsin Vancouver sailed from Mo^^^^ 
18th of March, having fomohomoho on board, nxv\ on he 20'.h reached 
Whyteetce, in Whoahoo. One double canoe only m ule its apP«^rance. 
In thik came James Coleman, one of the three men they^ foonil 
left by Mr. Kendrick, at A^ooi. The 2i8t, Oohman, 
mdtianiMm^enitatehoaid. ThatwocdiisfiideiiMdtheevtHiwdd 
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attend them into the cabin ; where, after shutting all the doors, they inform- 
ed him that the man who had murdered Mr. Hergest, with two others wh» 
had been equally active and guilty, were in the forepart of the canoe, and 
that no time should be lost in securing them, lest anything should trau 
spire, and they should again make their escape. On the 22d a few of 
the natives were about the ship, but not so many as on the former days. . 
After breakfast, Coleman, with Tomohomoho and Tennavee, came on - 
board. The latter two demanded the immediate execution of the pri^ 
soners. This, however, was not complied with, as it was deemed right 
that they should again be accused by their own chiefs, in the presence of 
all the witnesses, of the crime with which they stood charged, in order, 
if possible, to draw from them a confession of their guilt, and to renew 
the opportunity which before had been given them, of producing some 
evidence in proof of their innocence. Nothing, however, could be eX" 
torted from any of them, but that they were totally ignorant of any such 
circumstances having ever happened on the island. This very assertion 
amounted almost to self-conviction, as it is not easy to believe that the *• 
execution of their comrades, by Titeeree's orders, for the same ofience 
with which they had been charged, had not come to their knowledge, or 
that it could have escaped their recollection. Neither the captain noci 0^ 
the officers discovered any reason, from the result of this farther examiaa- • 
tion, to retract or alter their former opinion of their guilt, or of delivering 
them over to their own people, to be dealt with according to the direc- 
tions of their chief. 

That the ceremony might be made as solemn and awful as possible, a 
guard of seamen and marines were drawn up on that side ol the ship 
opposite to the shore, where, alongside of the ship, a canoe was stationed 
for the execution. The rest of the crew were in readiness at the great 
guns, lest any disturbance or commotion should arise. One ceremony, • 
however, remained yet to be performed. One of these unfortunate men 
had long hair ; this it was necessary should be cut from his head before 
he was executed, for the purpose of being presented, as a customary 
tribute on such occasions, to the king of the island. They were shocked 
at the want of feeling exhibited by the two chiefs at this awful moment, 
who, in the rudest manner, not only cut off the hair, but, in the presence 
of the poor suffering wretch, without the least compassion for his situa- 
tion, disputed and strove for the honour of presenting the prize to the 
king. The odious contest being at length settled, the criminals were 
taken one by one into a double canoe, when they were lashed hand and 
foot, and put to death by Tennavee, their own chief, who blew out their 
brains with a pistol ; and so dexterously was the melancholy office per- 
formed, that life fled with the report of the piece, and muscular motiou 
seemed almost instantly to cease. 

The two chiefs were anxious that there should be an interview between 
the captain and Trytooboory . He appeared to be about thirty-three years of 
age, his countenance was fallen and reduced, his emaciated frame was in a 
most debilitated condition, and he was so totally deprived of the use of his 
legs, that he was under the necessity of being carried about like an infant. 
. Some of the islanders next day, when about midway between Whoahoo 
and Atooi, took an opportunity to visit the ship. The foremost of 
these, undertaking so distant a voyage in a single canoe, much attracted 
their attention ; on her coming alongside, she proved to be without ex- 
ception the finest canoe they had seen among these islands. This vessel 
was sixty-one feet and a half long, exceeding, by four feet and a half, the

The size of this canoe wa« not its only curiosity ; the wood of which 
it was formed was an infinitely greater, beio^ made out of an exceedingljr 
iine pine trse. At this ^mcim of tinibeMe not tlio j^odace of any of 
thoM idaods, and as tho natif at informed them il waadtiftodby tha oeaaa^ 
it was probably the growth of some of the northern parts of America. 

They now bade adien to the Sftndwich Islands, and made the best of 
their way fur Noolka. The Discovery arrived the 20th of May. Mr. 
Pttget bad arriTod with the Chatham on the 15th of April, and departed 
thoDCO the 18th of May, according to his inaCractions, to proceed ul tho 
survey of the coast. Mr. Putt's journal, a letter, and other papers, 
were left at Nootka for Captain Vancouver, who also received letters 
there from the Vicerc^ of New Spain, containing the most dattering 
assurances of every support and assistance that kingdom was capable 
of aflbtdinff. The hootet of the natiTOt in the neighboaifaoed weio mmd 
to be of a aifierent construction from any they had before seen they were 
erected on a platform, and raised and supported near thirty feet from the 
ground by perpendicular spars of a very large size ; the whole, occupy- 
ing a space of about thirty-five yards by fifteen, waa covered in by a roof 
or hoards lying nearly horizontSLl, and pavtUol to tho ptotform ; ittoemed 
to he divided into three .differ^ bouses, or rather apartments, each ha- 
ving a separate access, formptl by a long tree in an inclined position from 
the platform to the ground, wiilr notches cut in it by way of steps, about 
a foot and a half asunder. Up one of these ladders Mr. Johnstone, with 
one of his party only, wat toOnod to otoend, and by lemoviog a bwoi 
board, placed at a hold of door on the platform where the ladder retted» 
thev entered cm a small area before the door of the house or apartment 
to which the ladder belonged. Here they found tour of the naureii posted, 
each bearing a mde weqioB made of iron, not unlike a dagger. They 
ooIt pernutted Mr. Johattone to hNdi aboot lum, and ooooiedoinch atano 
to m» entering the house, which he prudently did not iuMak npea; bat» 
so far as he was able to observe within doors, their internal arrangements 
differed liille or nothm^ fram ilie domestic economy of tho Indians already 
teen on the shores of North- West America. Tiieiiumber uf inhabilama 
tooD at thit cvnoiit plaee did not exceed a dona or foortoen, hot amood 
them were neither women nor children. Mr. Johnstone daacovered from 
this that their hnding harj excitod no auiaU dtpeo of olanDy which gieatlj 

subsiiled on their dep;irlare. 

In the coutso ol conunumg the examination of the coast, they met 
with tome Indieiit of veiy different hehonoor horn thoae they had hithHto 
teen. As they advanced, they were joined by a party of fifteeo notivee 
in two canoes. A smoke had before been observed among the trees on 
the eastern shore, but they saw no appearance of any habitations. These 
people approached without much hesitation, and in iheir countenances 
was eipretted a dome of savage foroei^y bfinitely surpassing anything 
of the sort they had before (^Monred in the ▼aiious tribes that had taUon 
under their notice Many of those before seen had their faces painted 
in various modes ; but these had contrived so to dispose of the red, white, 
and black, as to render the natural ughness of their countenances more 
honib^ hideooa. Thio frightful appearaaee did not seem to be a now 
ftthipm hot to have been long adopted by their naturally ferociooe die- 
peaitioiit, and waa oonoipondeat to tho atom and aav^ depoitiBMt tb^ 
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took 80 much pains to exhibit. The eaptaia ofiered them such piCMt* 
M ha hn/i been aecintoiBed to make on simller oeeaaiont) iNit duy wera 
tejected by some with dtsdatn, while the few who deigned to teoept any- 
thing received thern with a stern and cool indifference. Among the party 
was a woman, who was additionally disfigured by extraordinary lip orna- 
ments ; this did not a little au^ent her froward, shrewdish aspect. He 
olSnad har • lookinff-fflaaa, mth aoina triokata, tmt at the iight of the 
most savage fallow of the purtj* aha oontanptaously rejected them. Thia 
Indian then arranged his spears, about six or eight in number, and placed 
them with their points just over the bow of the canoe, near where he mi ; 
he also laid near him his bow with some arrows, then put on his war- 
garment, and draw hia dagger. Sdme in the other canoa made ahntlar 
fvaparations, either to manaea an attack, or, what aaamad more likeljr, to 
convince them they were upon thairgnaidagainat anyTioIoiica they might 
be inclined to offer them. 

A party of twenty-five natives, conducted by two chiefs, visited the 
diipa at anchor off one part of the coast, and were very aoeiablo. Ono 
of the chiefs, who had a very open, cheerfol countenance, waa the finaat 
figure and tho stnntpst Indian Captain Vancouver had seen on the coast. 
The greatest trc dt which could be given them was bread and molasses, ^ 
which they admired very much ; but were also very anxious to recommend 
theu whale oil aa even a atiU greater delieaey than molaaaea. In the 
afternoon, as these new friends were visiting the Chatham, they were 
anddcnly surprised by the arrival of a large cnnnc full of men, sin^rinr^ 
a song and keeping time by the regularity of their paddhnrr Their 
course, directed toward the Discovery, seemed not to correspond with the 
wiahaa of the former party, who immediately equipped thamaalvea in their 
wap-garmenta, and their speara, which had lain in the bottovn of their 
canoes, were now got to hand, and ediched in an inclined position, with 
their" points toward t)ie new comers Thus prepared, they advanced 
slowly to meet them, making most violent and passionate speeches, which 
were answered in a aimilar tone of voice by some persons who stood op 
in the large canoe. , They continued to paddle with much regularity toward 
each other ; yet those who had now entered the harbour did not appear to 
be sohostilely inclined as those who had already occupied the port ; as tho 
lances of the former, though in readiness for action, were not disposed 
in a way so menacing. On a nearer approach, they ratted on their pad* 
dlea,and entered into a paitey ; and we could then observe, that all those 
who stood up in the large canoe were armed with pistols or blundnrbnsses, 
very bright and in good order. Their conversation seeming to have ended 
in a pacific way, the opposing party returned with their new comers, who, 
on passing by the Chatham, laid down their arma ; bot joataa they came 
alongside the Diacoveiy, one of the chiefs who had been on board drew 
with much haste, from within the breast of his wai-garment, a large iron 
dagger, and appeared to he. cTtremely irritated by something that had 
been said by those in the large canoe, who again, with great coolness, 
took up their pistols and blunderbusses ; but on an explanation appearing 
to be made, their arms were again recumed to their proper placea; their 
pistols and ammunition were carefully wrapped up, and a perfect recon- 
ciliation seemed to have taken place on both sides. 

The survey was continued sedulously till the 6th of October, when 
both vessels returned to Nootka. The usual ceremomea <tf aalotea and 
other formalitiea having pasaed, accompanied by Mr. Puget, Vancouver 
ivaited on Seignior Saavadra, the commandant of the port ; who aaid that 
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he had not rsc^ived any mteUtgence, either from Europe or from New 
Spain, siae« their departare from hence in the spring ; snd that neither 
the Daedftlttt tior any other ship with stores had Men there. 

Having quitted IVootka, toi! i vj of importance occurred till their arri. 
val, on the 19th, ia Port bt. i* raiirisco. They were soon hailed from 
the shore, upon which a boat was despalclied tiulher, and immediately 
retomed with their citiI and attentive fnend, Se%nior Sal ; who, ia ad- 
dition to the oB'era of his services and hoipitality, gratified them bf cook 
municating tiic interesting intelha^nnre of the strife of Europe, up to so 
late a date as the prcccdifiir February. After supper he retired to tho 
•bore, and the next morning the captain received from him two letters ; 
the en» reqaeetin^, in •& official rorm, that he wenld acgoeiiit him in 
writing of his arrival in Port St. Francisco, of the supplies he aboold 
want, and of the time he intended to remain in that port ; the other 
stating; that, under tlic siinprior nr;hT3 !>v which alone his conduct could 
be governed, he was obaged to make known, that no individual could be 
permitted to come on ehore, bat fm the purposes of procaring wood and 
water, excepting the captain and one officer, or midshipman, who might 
pass to the presidio, where they should be received aod ettended aa on 
* their former visit. 

These restrictions were of a nature so unexpected, ungracious, and 
degrading, that they could not but consider them as little short of a dis« 
mission mm St. Fitnciseo. ^ 

In proceeding toward Monterey, they made so little progress, that 
they were still at no great distance from St. Francisco next moninL', the 
25th, when a vessel was descried to the north-north-west ; and, on 
standing toward her, she proved to be the Dsdalus. On the Ist of No- 
vember they letched Monterey with the Etedalus. 

Having anchored before anothei' Spanish establishment, Vancouver 
sent I.ieutenant Swains to infonn the commanding offioer at the presidio 
of their arrival. 

The next mmmg, accompanied by Lieutanants Puget and Hanson, 
Yaaeoever paid lus r^pects on shore to Ss jsnior Don Phelipe Qoycochea^ 
the commandant of the establishment of «uita Barbara, and lieutenant 

in the Spp.nish infantry. The pleasinr!; society of their good fri^nrls at 
the mission and presidio was augmented by the arrival of Friar Vincento 
Santa Maria, one of the reverend fathers of the misision of Buena Ventura, 
situated abont seven leagaes from hence, on the sea-coast to the south* 
eastward. At eight in the evening they anchored in fifteen fatheme 
water, about a league to the westward of Buena Ventura. Their rrve- 
rend friend etpresf^rui ^rreat satisfaction at the mode of his return to the 
mission ; and said, that his voyage hither would probably lay the founda- 
tion for removing the aboard and deep*rooted prejudice tliat had ever exist- 
ed among the several tribes of Indians in his neighbourhood, who, from 
tiieir earliest infancTv. !md invariably regarded all strangers as their enemies. 

On their entering the mission, tlipy were received by Father Francisco 
Dome, and entertained in a manner that proved the great respectability 
of the Fianeiecan order. 

The morning, which was moat delightfttUy pleasant, was employed la 
virwino: the buildings of the mission, the arrangement of the gardens and 
cultivated land ;n its immediate vicinage. These all appeared to be in a very 
supnrior style to any of tjfio new settlements they had yet seen, and would 
have tempted a more minute inquiry, had not an anxious desire for pro- 
ceeding onward piohibited the delay it woold necesaaiily have oceaaioBed* 
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On Uie 27th TSlched St. Diego, and daipatched Lieutenant Swaine to 
the presidio, \n order to inform the rnmtnantiincr ofTicer of their arrivaj, 
and to inquire if anv dpspatchps for ihcin had been intrusted to his care, 
or ii he knew of any tiiat had passed this station on their way to Mon- 
tor«]r> A contmaadoa of ioatherlT winds eauted them to b6 deti^iMd» 
eonirary to expoctntion, until Mondij, the 9th, when thtj qoteted tho 
Port of St. Die£^o 

The fourth examination of ?hn roast was a matter anxiously wished by 
Captain Vancouver ; but iL would have exceeded the strict letter of his 
instnictions, and might possibly have ezeited additional jeakratf in liia 
Inreast of the Spanirii aetng governor. 

Nothing of consequence occurred till their arrival, on the 8th of Janu- 
ary, 1794, at Owyhee, off the Bay of Whyealea, where their return 
was proclaimed by shouts of joy, aud thej were visited by Tamaahmaah, 
rejioiced to meet lua frienda at nia hiafavoarite part of the ithnd ; but it 
faeiag found morepcoper to proceed to Kaiakakooa, the king, notwithstand- 
ing a strict taboo, consented to accompany Captain Vancouver in the ship. 
AmonfT the visitors on board Tahowmanam, the king's wife, did not ap- 
pear, a scparaiion havinc taken place in consequence of a supposed in- 
tioMcy between her and Tianna. 

Their eooiae was now directed round the eaet point of the island, 
along its south-east side ; they made tolerable good progress ; and as 
they passed tho (district of Opoona, on the 11th, the weather beinir very 
clear and pieasant, tiiey had a most excellent view of xVIowua ivoa's 
anowy aomroit and the range of the lower hille that ezlead towaid the 
eoit end of Owyhee. From the tops of these several columns of smoke 
were seen to ascend, which Tamaahmaah said were occasioned hy the 
subterraneous fires that frequently broke out in violent ernptionf;, causing 
among the natives such a multiplicity of superstitious notions, as to give 
tiae to a laligiona order of penona, who perftun ^volcanic ritea. 

Am they worked into the Bay of Karakakooa, many of the inhabitUBla 
were assembled on the shores, who announced their con prat nl at ions by 
ehouts of joy ; many of their former friends, particularly of the fair sex, lost 
no time m testifying tiie iimcenty uf Llie public sentiment in their favour. 
Younff and Davie they bad liicewiae the pleasure of finding in the eae^ 
ciae of those judicious principles they had so wisely adapted, and which, 
by their exanq>le and advice, had so uniformly been carried into efTect. 

On Thursday, the 30ih, they were favoured with the company of Ter- 
ree-my-tee, Cryuiaiaaixou, Tianna, and some other chiefs, from the dis- 
tant parte of the island. Thdr arrifal had been in eoneequeoee ef a 
smmnons from the king, who had caUed the ffrand council of the island, 
on the subject of its cession to the crown of Great Britain, which was 
unanimously desired. These chiefs brought intelligence, that a quantity 
ol timber, which had been sent for at the captain's reouest, was on its 
way hither ; it had been cut down under the direction of an Englishman^ 
named Boyd, formerly mate of the sloop Mfaahington, but who had re- 
linf^^nished that way of life, and had entered into the service of Tamaah- 
manh. He appeared in the character of a shipwright, and had under- 
taken to build, with these materials, a vessel for the king, after the 
European fashion ; but both himself and his comrades. Young and Da- 
ynMf werefMrfol of encountering too many difficulties ; especituly as they 
were all much at a loss in the first outset, that of laying down thr' kncl. 
Thia alTordcd Vancouver an opportunity of conferring on Tamaaiun:-iah 
a favour that he valued far bevund every other obligation, by penmlting 

to* 
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&» w^tAen to bigm the tturi ; frMi whose example, tni tfie mssis- 

lance of these three rniMrieers, he was in hopes that his people would 
herer^ftnr hr. able, to build iioats and n^wiW vessels for themselves. On 
Saturiiaji the 1st of i- ebruary, they laid dowa the keel, aud began to 
prepara the f rM W i mk of hb Chryhma majesty's first mtn-o^war. 
Tbe length of its keel was thirty-six feet, the extreme breadth of thm 
vessnl nine feet and a quarter, and the depth of her hold about fivn feet ; 
her name vv.is to be The liritunni.i, an<l was intended as a prctlection to 
the royal person of X auiaahtnaah ; and few circutmtances in hia hfo ever 
•fibedad him more ulitfactioa. 

Some solemn religioM tttM being now to take place, Captma VaneoiH 
vcr had frequently expressed to Tnmaahmafih a desire of being present 
on some of these occasions ; and he now mforined hnu he hnd obtained 
the consent of the priests, provided he would, during the coutmuance of 
th* uilardietiMi, attm to all the leetrwluiiii whiehmeirralkieiideiaaiid- 
od. The restraints impeeed consisted diiell|r is firar pertieiuaEs : first, a 
total seclusion from the rompany of women ; seconaly, partaking of no 
food but such as was [ireviouslv consi-crated ; tlurdly, hcmj conftned to 
the land, and not being atloat or wet witii sea-water ; and, fourthly, uut 
teeeiving, ot even teaching, the most trivial article fiooi vaj oaowhohad 
not attended the ceremonies at the morai. These restrictions wees con- 
sider e;l necessary to be observed bv the whole of the party resident on 
shore ; and about sunset they attended the summons of the king at liie 
moral, who was there officiating as high priest, attended by same of the 
fiincqMl vesidsnts of their religiona oraete, chanting an invocation to the 
eettinff sun. Their prayers seemed to have some regularity and fomii 
•tad they did not omit to pray for the welfare of his Britannic ra:^jesty, 
and their safe and happy return to their native country. A certain deirree 
of order was perceptible throughout these ceremonies, accompanied by 
nanr aopeietitieae sad myetsrioas fonnalitiee ; aoM>ng whish a veiyprnt- 
eipal one was penfomed wont the dawn of day. At this tune the moot 
profound silence was required of every creature within hearing of this sa- 
cred place. The knig llien repeaietl a jtraver in a low tone of voice with 
the greatest sulemuity, and in ttie middle of it took up a live pig lied by 
tho kp, and with one effi»rt dadbed it to death Minst the ground ; an 
operation which mast be perfonaed without the sughtest interruption or 
cry from the victim, or without the prevailinrr silence being broken by any 
noise wh itsoever, thougrh of the most trivial kind. This pan of the ser- 
vice IS supposed to auaounce their being on terms of friendship with the 
fode, on which the latther eenmenise wtte carried into oieeotion. A 
number of hoffs, plantains, and eoeoa i«its» were then consecrated lor the 
principal chiefs and priests ; the more common prodnctionf?, !?uch as fish, 
turtle, fowls, dogs, and tiie several esculent roots that compose their food 
daring the intervsls between these more sacred taboos, were not now 
served op, hot for the first tims eiaee their srrival they fored eumpto. 
Ottsly on those more delieioBS articlee. The intermediate day, the 13th, 
and the second night, were passed in prayer, during which they found no 
difficulty in complying with the prescribed re^ilations, and soon after the 
sua rose, the 14lh, they were absolved from aiiy iarthw attention to theu: 
saersd injnnctioQs. 

The cessioo of Owyhee to his Britannic majesty became now aa objoet 
of serious concern. Some little delay and difficalty, however, arose from 
the absence of two chiefs, Commanow, who from local circumstances 
could not ^uit his government, and Tamaahmootoo, chief of ivoarra, the 
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pwwn mbo had mf^m^i, tfw yrif ABwricia w l ioimr. IMrtetihh 
tation being <iver, he caught the earliest opportunity to offer an sptHmer 

for the* off(»ncfl that had so justly kept them strangers to each other. He 
complained of having been treated ver^r ill by the crews of soiru? vessels 
tii&t had visited Toeaigh Baj, and particuUnj of bis having been beaten 
by Mr. Metcalf, ooouMftding the Eleonon, at tlwtiiM wfaenhis son, 
aftervrard had the eovumnd of tli0 Fair Amirimt waa on boaid U» 

former vessel. 

The glass went freely round after dinner ; and as this ceremony was 
completely within the reach of Tamaahmootoo's imitation, he was anzioos 
to racel in thia aceompKahnmnt, bf drinking with ieaa reaenw than anj 
one at table. Vancouver th(N||^ it proper to remind him that, as he waa 
not in the habit of drinking spirituous liquors like Tamaahmanh and the 
Other chiefs present, it was necessary he should be upon his guard, lest 
the wine and grog should disagree with him ; but as his spirits becama 
cjihthorated h« boeame Imm attentive totfaaae adnooitienay until the oper^ 
tion of the liquors obliged him to retire. In this state it is not possible 
to imagine a countenance more expressive of indignation or of savage 
barbarity and resentment ; his eves were fixed on the captun as he was 
caiiied oot of the marquee, while bia tonjjtie, no longer confined within 
hie Hps, indiatinetif uttered attoou-anm, aignifying tbift he had poisoned 
him, and some present, even of their old acquaintance, seemed to be a 
little concerned for his safety. The king, however, laughed at their ap- 
prehension, and eiplained to them the cause of Tamaahmootoo's indisposi- 
tion, which, by the aaaistanee of a little waim water, waa almoat inatanllf 
leeovered, and he rejoined ^eir party, to Che gieat entertainment and 
diversion of his countrymen, who were still very pleasantly regaling theBH 
aelves, and in the perfect enjoyment of each other's society. 

At one of their evening amusements the captain was very well enter- 
tained. This waa a perionnance by a single young woman of the none 
of Pnckoo, whoae pevaon and manners were both very agreeable. Her 
dress, notwithstanding the heat of the weather, consisted of an immense 
quaiiuty of thin cloth, which was wound round her waist, and extended 
aa low as her knees. This was plaited in sack a maaner as to give a 
pretty eflRset to the variegatod pattem of the cloth ; and waa olheirwiao 
disposed with great taste. Her head andneck were decorated withwnathe 
of black, red, Mid yellow feathers ; but, excepting these, she wore no dress 
from the waist upward. Her ancles, and nearly half-way up her leg.s, 
were decorated with several folds of cloth, widening upward, so that the 
upper parte eiKtondedftoB the leg at leaatlimineheewromid; Ihiawae 
encompeaaed by a piece of net-work, wiooght very c l oa e, firom the meshee 
of which were hung- (he small teeth of dog^, gfiving this part of her dress 
the appearance of an ornamental faniiel. On her wrists she wore brace- 
lets made ol the tusks from tlie largest hogs. These were highly polished 
and filed deee together in a rii^, the eoneave aidea of the tooia being 
outward ; and Cbanr ends redooed to an uniform length, cuning naturally 
each way from the centre, were by no means destitute of ornamental effect. 
Thus equipped, her appearance on the stage, before she uttered a single 
word, excited considerable applause from the numerous spectators, who 
ob a err e d Ih^ greatest good older and deoorvm. In her performance, 
which was in ue open air, she was accompanied hy two men, who were . 
seated on the ground in the character of musicians. Their instrument! 
were both alike, and were made of the ovitsides or shells of large gourds, 
open at the top the lower ends ground perfectly ^iit, 4ud 4S Uun as pgs 
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•tble, withoot endangeTin^ their splitting-. These were elnick on thm 
frrfy^nd, rovpred with a smaii (juanuiy of dried i^rass, and in the interva) 
between each stroke they beat with ihe bauds aad hngers on the aides 
wi Ibete iiukniiiiMita, tm Aeeompanj thdr itcal mrtkms, which, with the 
vttMNit motions of thiir hsnds and bodjTt ^ viTacity of tbrir com^ 
teoaacea, plainly demonstrated the interest they had, not only in e^celliii|f 
In th^ir own parta, but also in the ajqplaiMe which the lady acquired by 
her performance, advancing or letreaUng from the musicians a few short 
•lepe in various directioiM, M the aatin ef ih^imbMctaikd the numerous 
geetmree and moltoiie of her peraon ^ e mi a d i d . Hflr «peech, or poem, 
was first began in a slow and somewhat solemn manner, and graduallj 
became energetic, probably as the subject matter became interesting ; 
nntU at length, like a true actress, the iiTehneas of her imagination pro- 
tiiceA • fodrefOM cntloa, •6oaa|naMd kf vtokol eBKriope. These 
were reeeitred with thents of greal aiipiwM ; ^ftlfk^i^thiiy wttrnol 
■officiently acquainted with the language to comprehend the subject, yet 
they could not helpbrinrr please d in a high de^ec with the performance. 

On the 25th of February ramaalimaah, King o/ Owyhee, in council 
with the princrpal chiefs of the island, assembled en hoMd his Britaniuc 
' mjeety's sloop Dtaeovery, in Karakakooa Bay, arid m the jnrflponce ef 
George Vancouver, commander of the said sloop, Lieutenant reter Poget, 
eotnmander of bis said majesty's armed tender the Chathani, and the other 
officers of the Discovery, after doe consideration, unanimously c^ed the 
Island of Owyhee to his Britaniuc majesty, and acknowledged thjemaelvee 
to be subjects of Gteat Britaia. 

As their departure was now to take place with the first breeze from tl^ 
!«nf1, Tam?iahmaah anrl hia qneen^ unwilling to take leare until the very 
last moment, remamed on board until near midnight, when they departed, 
with hearts too ibH te esqfiress the sensatioQs which the moment of separa>- 
tion produced in eaeh ; with them their hanaat and jodkiooa aoimaaUoffi^ 
Young and Davis, returned to the shore. The good sense, moderation, 
and propriety of conduct in these men, daily increased their own Te?pecta- 
bilily, and augmented the esteem and regard not only of the kmc and all 
his friends, but even of those who were professedly adverse to tne exiat* 
fng govermnant, and who eenaequently waie at ftett inintteal te thair 
ititorest. As it was a great uncertainty whether the ahiiMi riiould or 
should not return again to these islands, the captain had given these two 
worthy characters their choice of taking their passage to their native 
country, or of remaining on the island in the same situatiou which they 
bad ee long tBM wilh credit tethamaatvea, and widi ae irnirh aitiafactian 
to the king and the resA of the prawiiHd pe«>le. AHer m^re em»y«re> 
tion, thf»y prpforred their present way of life, and were desirous of con- 
tinuing at Owyhee ; observing, that, being destitute of resources, on 
their return home they must be again exposed to the vicissitudes of a Ufo 
Hf hard labour, for the purpoaa eT nuntaly acquiring a preeaiioua mpply of 
the most common necessaries of lifb, objecta whm» lar aomo jeaia pwt» 
had not occasioned them the least concern. 

Thus conchided their transactions at Owyhee, to wiuch they bade 
adiuu about three m the morning of the 3d of March. They left here, 
hewaver, a banditti of renegadoea, thalliad qnittad diffnant tmdng vaa< 
aela hi consequence of disputes with their respective commandets, who 
had r#»««ortpd to this island since the preceding year, under American or 
Portuguese colours. Among them was one PorlugiK^se, one Clnnoie, 
and one Genoese, but all the rest appeared to be me subjects of Great 
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Britaiai as teemed tile majot part of the crew of Ihe hng Wtahiiig- 
ton, althou^ they called themaelves Americans. With Kavuieerob ami 

resided a person by the name of Howell, who had come to Owyhee in 
the capacity of a clerk on board the Washtnf?ton ; he appeared to possess 
a good understanding, with the advantages of an university education, 
and had been once a clergyman in England, but had now secluded him- 
aalf from European society, so that, with Young, DaTie, and Boyd, there 
were now eleven white men on the idand ; but, excepting from these 
latter, ihcir Owyhean friends will have little reason to rejoice in any ad- 
vantages they will receive from their new civilized companions. 
, After visiting some other parts of the Sandwich Islands, the ships finally 
bade them adieu on the; 15th of March, 6om which penod, till the end 
itf Aogust, the whole time was occupied in a very extensive and minute 
anrvey of the coast of North- West America. SofBce it to say, that one 
great objnct of the voyage was, namply, to ascertain the existence of a 
north-west passage, or any water communication navigable for ship|>ina. 
The North Pacilc and the exterior of the American continent, withm 
these limits, were completely examined, and it was proved that no stich 
comm\inirf»tion did exist, notwithstanding the assertions of Fuca, Fonte, 
and others, on that subject. On the 2d of September the Dicovery an* 
cbored in Friendly Cove, Nootka Sound, where were three of his Catho- 
lic m«esty^s armed Tessels, and some English and American traders. 

At Montarsy they arrived on the 2d of November. Having on the 2d 
of December quitted it, and proceeded southward, they passed the three 
Marias Islands, andeiierward the rich, but uninhabited, Island of Cocos. 
Its produce is luxurious and abundant, as are also fowl and fish. They 
•fiterward successively passed the GalUpagos Islands, Masafnero, and 
Juan Fernandez 

On the 21th of March they gained a di«-:tant view of the lofty coa?t of 
Chili to the westward, in latitude 32 degrees 53 mmiues, and at a sup- 
posed distance of forty leagues, the immense mountains ui the Andes. 
Their destination was, however, the Bay of Valpataisei which tbey reached 
next day. 

St. Jf^fTo, the capital of Chili, stntod to have been founded on the 
12th of February, 1541. This city is the residence of the president, who 
is captain-general of the whole kingdom, and governor and presiding 
judge of the audience-ehamber or court of justice. Itis ssid to contain 
80,500 inhabitants. The subordinate cities in this great kingdom are 
Coquimbo, Chilian, Conception, and Valdivia ; and the principal towns 
are Valparaiso, Capmpo, Vailenar, St. Francisco de lioria, St. Raphael 
de la ivosa, La Li^ua, Quillpta, Los Andes, Melipilla, St. Joseph, An* 
eoncagua, St Ferdinand, Gurico, Talca, Linares, Muevu, Bilbco, Cau- 
geres, and others of less impivtanee. The kingdom of Chili is stated to 
extend, in a northern and southern direction, from the uninhabited [>'irt8 
of Atacama, which divides it from the vice-royalty of Peru, to the JStraits 
of Magellan ; and, in a western and eastern direction, from the ocean to 
the foot of the Cordilleras, which divides it from the Tice-royalty of 
Boenos Ayres. There is about a million of specie coined at St. Jago 
every year, which is the f inJ from x^ hencc thn salaries of the state offi- 
cers, the military establishment, and otticr uu-idenlal expenses of the 
government are defrayed. The army consists ot a baiiaUon of infantry in 
ponception, two squadrons of horse, one company of dragoons, and two 
of artillery. The cavalry are all well-mounted, and extremely expert 
te semen; and wen Ibey «a akiUiil in thnuteof to-aimi aa they are im 
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to any troops of this dnscription in Kurope. 

The exterior commerce of the kingdom is principaily carried on from 
the seaport! of Conception, Coquimbo, and Valparaiso ; but the latter 
haa the greatoat oIkmw of tnido» ariabf firam ito eentnl oitmlioii tnd iCa 
vicinity to tho Capital. The measared distance between St. Jago and 
BoeiMM Ayres Ihev could not Icirn, bnt understood that the post travels 
from thcncp to the capital of Chili in twenty days ; and that the counirr, 
from Buenos Ayres until it reaches the foot of itie Cordilleras, which run 
in a northern ind eoatbttni direelioii, tad pMO to Ibo OMlwwd of St. 
Jago, is one entifo desert, without trees or any other tort of Tegetatioiiy 
and that it is so comy^lelely ^ level plain, that even a hillock does not ap- 
pear on ita surface. The nearest silver mine to St. Jago is at the dis- 
tance of about seven leagues, and the nearest sold mine is to the north- 
cait of the city, at tho dtttaneo of about thiity Magoeo. 

Tho houses in Valparaiso, on account of the eartbqoaket which fre- 
quently happen in South America, like those in St. Jago, consist of the 
ground-floor onlv ; the walls are built with mud, and plastered over with 
a preparation ot hine ; they are convenient, well adapted to the climate, 
and are in gonmal handaoisely fomtiliod. In the tom and in tho vfllage 
of Almandrel there are six churches, within the diocess of the archbishop 
of St. Jago, but under the direction of a vicar, who resides at Valparaiso, 
• and i» amenable for hia conduct to the archbishop. The town and its 

neighbourhood are under the jurisdiction of tiie governor, who receives 
bis appointment, widi a aalary of 4000 doUartper aanon, from the King 
of Spain ; bat ho ia nevertheless under the immo d ialo oidMo and contrM 
of the captain-general. All civil and militnry causes are heard at St. 
Jago. Capital oflfences arc srldom coiiirnitted; a man was found guilty 
on a charge of felony, and hanged about three ^ears before their arrival, 
a poniahment that was eoldom Known to he inflietod. 

Nothing particular happened in iho voyage round Cape Horn, and 
thence to St. Helena, where the Discovery arrived on the 2d of July, the 
Chatham havinof got thither before lior. Here, in consequence of the 
hosiihtiea with Holland, CapUm Vancouver look a Dutch East Indiaman, 
the Macaaaar. On tho 18th of Septesaher mado tho woatom coaat of 
Irdaad ; when, having aeen the Discovoiy aafely moored in the Shannon, 
he proceeded to London, resigning the command of the ship to Lieutenant 
Baker, and takin£j with him j^uch books, papers, and charts, as were 
necessary to lay before the lords of the admiralty, relative to the ser- 
Tices performed. In the course of this long voyage of foar years eight 
months and twentynaino days, the Discoveij kwt by disease, out of ono 
hundred men, only one, and five by accidoott ; MM in tho Ohatiiain flol 
one died from disoaso or otherwise. 



CAPTAIN ETIENNE MARCHAND.— 1790-92. 

Captain Marchanh, bearinpr of the success of some voyarrps to the 
north-west coast of Americii lor furs, by English adrenturerg, proposed 
to the commcrcidi house of Baux, in Marseilles, a similar expedition ; 
which boing agreed to, an ofieeti?o ship, the fkM; of SOO tons, ton 
ffuns, and jfiilty officers and seamen, was placed under his comnwnd, and 
he sailed from Marseilles the 14th of December, 1790. January 15ih, 
anchored for three days in Ftet Praya, St, Jago, after which nothuig of 
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mj irapotlnea OCtWitd ^ they saw Suten Land from the m&sUhead 
the lat «f Aidl, and by tha 90th Iwd aailad quite nmnd Tana M 
Fuego into the great South Sea, wiiaii Ifaagr MMmlArad Uw faat haafj 
atorm so common in thefle regions. 

Waat of water compelled hun to ^hfipe a course for the (jroup of 
lelaada eaUed Marqaesas, diacorered by Meadana in 1595, aud since 
visited by Cook. J«m Mb, 4t8e«f«M tbom, tlw ncintty of land lif- 
ving been indicated for some daji belroa byfliglikaof torus, sea-swallowi, 
and several other birds, which are known not to proceed far from the 
shore. Steering for the Bay of Madre de Uios, ihey were met by many 
nativea in canoea and swimming, blowing concha^ singing, and beating 
tinae on the aidaa of the eumaa, at the mie tune pointmg oat when 
water was to be ppocnrad. Several wanm at the same time dto» 
played their charms, offering them by no unequivocal signs to the sea- 
men. Before the Soiidc reached the hay, a HoLilla of canoes surrounded 
her, many having come even from the Island of Domiuica. One of iheir 
old men, after pnmoaaemg a harangue, tied a piece of white doth in 
the rigging, understood to be the aignal of peace, and dying out, Tdyo ! 
Tayo ! meaning friend. Toys were distributed freely among them, and 
looking-glasses excited much admiration and astonishment. Tho crowd 
aoon increaaed 80 much, that it was no longer possible to work the ship * 
hot OB being ra^eeated to letlie, thajieomplied in e my orderly manner 
each seeming to seek his own island, thoagh it considerable diataacea. 

Early the next morning the ship was surronnded by above .^00 natives, 
all eager to go on board ; but in the mearitune strippintr off, with their 



inatriMMBte and tone §^ an Evro|)eatt to renove. A gun «ae trea ofir 

Iheir heads ; but instead of iatinudating, it only served to increase their 

audacity ; a shot, which struck the rocks, had for a moment some little 
effect, till, recovering their alarm, several threw sticks on board, and 
atruck their lances against the sidea uf the ship ; one snatched a musket 
ftom one of the men pcoteetingtfaehoata, and otfaera attempted to remove 
the leaden pump from the atem ; a man of less humanity than liWchand 
vv'ould probably have answered these hostile demonstrations as hostifolv ; 
but only hrmg two muskets sulHcictilly close for them to hear the balls 
whiz over their heads, order was m some degree restored. Women and 
young girls in hondrede todnd on board, annove to diipoae of their peiw 
eons for nails, beads, and otl^r trinkets and implenanta ; and leet taeir 
overtures should not be sufficientlv understood, the men were eager ta 
becuine their interpreters. A blanderbiiss of one of tho waterinrr party 
going off, accidentally wounded a nauve by breaking a bone of ihe arm ; 
thia excited aome UUst among them, bat no revenge ; the eurgeon, Rob- 
let, proceeding on chore to dress it, found the arm very akUfoily nuuiaged, 
ao as to display no small share of surgical knowledge ; presents and 
caresses were given to prevent any unfavourable impreaaion from thia 
onfortimate occurrence. 

In en ezeoraion mto the wooda the aame day, by the captain, one of 
the nativeaanatched hienMiaket and ran off; hot, in attempting to pareno 
him, was immediately recalled by the danger of his servant, whom he 
found seized by half a dozen islanders, who soon let go their hold, thouffh 
not without carrying away his hat and a box he had under bis' arm. nj 
the interference of a chie^ however, the mnaket waa re a tored die nwt 
day. Several fraita and vegetable refreshments were procured, widi 
•hnndeiwe of water, but ccaiciBif a hog or fimU ^* thoi^gh they didaol 
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fore, Mt off in the iMftU for MOM other bays in the neighbourhood, and 

at the second in his way prfK^ared twelve fine hoo^s, the natives civiify 
carrying the individuals of the party on shore and on board again, on 
accouat of a dangerous landxiiff place. At another bay ihey were not 
m mommM in ttoir pcnuSt, tSoogh wo wwd equally fiiindly ; Mneni 
-fbtkf thefts wan CMnmlttod, but ou A« iMa biinvKiar of tha 
natires was friendly in a mHrkpd dporee. 

Santa Christina, the only island oi the ,[^ronp hitherto visited, is sboiit 
seven leagues m circumference, the laud high and rocky, the latter seem- 
ing of a TolcMiie nalaia, many pertioBa oTit baii«B« mid, takan an lha 
whole, is infinitely less fraitMl than aMiar of the Society Islands ; aa 
that the people baye by no means the snperfluitieg of the Oiaheiteant. 
Bread fruit and cocoa nuts are here much more scarce. The sugar-cane 
ia, however, very hue j aitto a large species of chestnut. The islanders 
waJI naDamberM tin nama of Captain Cook, wbo toadMd baia ; bat 
lM»t « aiiigle European article of any daaoriptioii was now cteirvad aauwf 
them, ;^nd to a}mo?5t nil of them they seemed utter stran^rers. Ratt are 
excessivi^ly numerous, and destroy inucii of the food of tlie islamWrs; 
the hogs are small, but sweet and well-tasted ; a variety of birda abound 
in the wooda, and «i]i?eii tim wMi Ihair aongs ; looh iwii age m plenty 
in the bay ; and the ahark is little regarded by the iriaadaia» «ha eiMi 
about seemingly regardless of its fierce and ra\'cnr>us attacks. 

The people are confessedly the finest race in the South Sea for beauty 
of person, the whole being very tall, wod-fonned, inchning to corpulency 
mbeol being so, their cmata aad ahooUaia bvoad, dm uaba MBBaalir, 
and their activity on land or m water cqoaliy mnarhaWa ; the aammon 
height is about fire feet ten inches, but prreit nvimbers erceed SIX 
feet. Their colour is a bright brown, their hair of several shades, as 
£axen, auburn, black, either long or curlins. The countenance u open 
and Irank, the noaa baingeiliher flat or aeqoSkia, the eyea lar^aad kindh 
end ih (- teeth regular. They are in general naJnd, except a piece dod^ 
made of the h \rk of a tree, tied round the loins for the sake of modesty ; 
but tattooing is so general, nnd so well and neatly executed, that this 
might almost be fancied a species of clothing of itself. Tiie women are 
eqoaUy remaikabia for betoty of person ; their elothing is not nash 
more, but the tattooing considerably less than in the other sex ; in hH, 
clothing is an encumbrance, as much of their time is spent in the water. 
The licentiousness of the greater part is. however, shameless and diagaat* 
ing; even childrea of eight years old were publicly prostituted. 

Their weapons are lances, a sort of aabre, pikes or jKreUna, and dabs; 
their canoes are rude and ill formed, bearing ne comp ari ae n to the ele> 
gancc of those of Otahoite. The hooaea ate built on stone platforms 
raised fro'n the ground, as if they were exposed to innndalions from the 
•ea ; aud likewise they use very curious sitlis, apparently for the same 
- reason, on which they stalk about with great expedition. The aeeop-net 
and sweep-net GOoatitDte their fishing implementa ; their hatchet is of a 
hard species of stone ; their household utenaiU eaOMt of calabashes and 
various others, formed of wood ; and the great ajtMe of oloth 18 made 
from the bark of the paper mulberry tree. 

Jane SOih, at midnight, quitted the anchorage of Santa CbristiQa, and 
next morning diaeoifend high land m the north-^weat iparter, adfoining 
-which were several isles, upon whieh the officeia and aaamen conferrod 
.the native of laia Jtlaacband. flona aandy baya were peicaif ed» wotk a 
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few rivuleta of fine watvr running into them : a few nntives came on 
liO&r^j »OiTLe without hesitation, others with the stron<Tc^t f^ymptoms of 
t^TTOT ; t\\«y spoke the isarne language, were ol the saoie colour, and in 
Othec Te&pecU diifered little or nothing froni those of Sania Chri«tinB, 
'ttds being merely tn eHenaifm of the 18afi{tteea8 group ; bat they eeen- 
"cd utterly unacqaaiutcc! with their visiters, or wiSi Europesn commode 
ties ; for among thcfn all they preferred glass bottles to everything else. 
Appearanco-^ of other iiln ds wore (liptinrrujphed, one of which, to wind- 
Wtnrd, he could itoL reach, but cailed it Baux's Island, after the owners of 
kis ilrip ; two othera, net nraoh elevated shove the surfaeo of the wateri 
were named the Two Brothers ; while two more received the appeUl- 
tione of Masse's and Chanal's Islands, after the f.rf^t and second offirers 
of the Sohdo. The cluster had given to it the general name ol the iie- 
Volutiua Islands. Marchand's Isle is about ten or eleven leagues in cir* 
e omf e rB PCOt Baaz'e ifaoot fifteen ; the former m 9 degrees SI minateo 
X eovlh ktitude, 142 degrees 19 minutes treat longitade; the latter in 8 
4l^ree8 48 minutes south latitude, 142 degrees 31 minntcs west longitude. 

Jnne 25th, lost sight of these inland?, steering fur liie north-west coast 
of America. Indications uf laud, suck as birds, sca-weed, drift-wood 
Hot bng in the water, tod obfOtthties m the horizon, which, however, 
they had not time to examine,wefe perceived occasionally during the run to 
the American eoa?t, which wr^s seen on the evening of the 7th of AngtJSt, 
near to Cape Engaua, or E(.l,2;combe. Thoy anchored at Pitt's l5=!and, in 
I^orfolk Sound, cailed by tiie natives Tcliinkatanay, and next morning 
•boot 140nien, women, end ohUdrent came round the ship sin^ng, which, tt 
seems, is timir nsnal practice on first becoming aconainted with strainers, 
brinLnnir some fnrs, which they seemed very well to know the valne of 
by the price demanded. In this traffic they have already acquired f^reat 
Mitt and finesse, showing off their articles to the best advantage, and 
exMmintng and dotectii^f the fimlta of those given to them in retom with 
great minuteness. Woollen clothes were in the greatMt reqaest, many 
of the natives being entirely clothed with them, of EnMtsh mnnufaciure : 
they obstinately adhered to what they considered the value ot their skins, 
ami even when the ship was preparing to depart would not reduce the 
price ; ono hundred oiter-ekins prime, two hundred and fiffy cub otter* 
skins, thirty-six whole bear-skins, fifteen half skins, thirty-seven seal- 
»l(tiis, sixty bearer and racoon-skin^, n hig of squirro]- skins, a carpet of 
nioiMitain rat-skins, and a quantity of otter-skins cut into slips and worn, 
constituted their purchase here ; the latitude of the cove where the ship 
lay was 57 degrees 4 minutes north, and longitude 187 degrees S9 minotea 
west. Tchinkatanay Bay is well protected by high mountains on all 
sides, their summits covered with snow which appears never to melt> and 
their brows with wood which never comes under the axe. The sea-otter, 
on which skiu the Uhmese place so much value, is about two feet ten 
inches in length, the tail about twelve or thirteen inches ; the fur is ex- 
treme^ beaotifu), and for a prime skin from sixty to nmety dollais are 
aometunes (pven at Canton. Its beauty varies in some measure with 
the season; those killed in March, April, nnd Mav, beinor esteemed the 
best ; black is the geiieral colour, but there are many of a brownish hue ; 
the weight of the body, which, though insipid, is eaten by the natives, is 
ilrom seventy to eig:hty pounds. l%e natives of this bay were rather 
ahcrt in stature, their noses snubbed and sharp, their eyes small and sunk 
in tlie head, their cheek-bones prominent, their faces ronnd, their colour 
reddish or of & light biownj but dirt and the admutoie of various pig-

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Tbeir favourite weapon it m metal daggw, fifteen or sixteen inches long, 

in which they taki? no little pride, k«epinfT it always in the highest polish. 
They take t wo meals a day, about noon and in the evening, before which, 
perioda they regularly left the ship to be on shore in good lime. Xlier 
treat the woman with atteutioiH not giving them the kboriooa wnA wiiacfc 
k imimtfil try aoae other tnbes on the coMt of NortlipWeel Anarica ; 
and the men likewise seem to fe^l pleasure in nursing their offspring', 
wluch is not often the case among savages. The women are reserved 
and mude^it ; and the men, as may be supposed from this circumsiaxice, 
vather ieatooe, forming a reraaikable contrast to the peof^ ef ths Sovlh 
Sea iHaods, aad showing the superiority in moral feelinfir of the ptWffiW 
of a cold or temperate to those of a tropical climate, both beinff equaffy 
savages, and, of course, ignorant of the decencies of civilized iiie. Their 
language is excessively harsh and uncouth, requiring at once a stroj^ 
naaat eviration and a guttural eflbfl ; ii teem, hmve? eiv from wImH; 
could be collected, that it is copious uul varied, from the nicety wida 
which the most minute parte of an animali oi otbnr tiifial thiof^ wom 

called and descnbi d 

Marciidiid i^uiLted liiid place the 2lsl of August for Queen Chailotte*e 
Ialanda,aiid distinguished Ckmk Bay,. where be aiicfaoied; baifooadlew 
skins, a vessel havmgbeen there recently, which had carried them all oC 
A chief invited them to visit his habitation, forming a parallelogram, from 
forty-five to fifty feet in front by thirty five in depth. Six, eight, or ten 
trees, cut and piaiUed in each front, loiiu the enck>sure of a habiUiLiun, and 
ace fasteoed to each other by planks ten inches in width; the partitions* six 
or seven feet high, are aura w mted by a loof a little sloped ; in the middle 

of the roof is made a large square opening', affording at once entrance to 
the light and an exit to the smoke ; there are also sometimes a few suiail 
openings in Uie sides. These houses have two stories, though only ona 
nstble, the lower one being in fact nnder ground, tlie descent to whieh 
is fay half a dozen of steps, and here they reside during the winter. To 
one of the boats despatched to trade came a chief and several of his 
tribe, who, though possessed of several skins, seemed disitidiiif d to part 
with them, except at a high price, repealing fre(^uenlly the name of Eng' 
lukmmt as if they would give more than their present vistten. The 
arms supplied by them were in general so bad, that one discharge with a 
baU or shot would probably have burst them. At length, when the boats 
seemed prepared to depart, the natives, who had hitherto held out for 
fire-arms, oi ijiankeis and woollen clothing, were willing to accept less 
, valuable articlesi such as boilers, pewter faasms, pots, kettiM, and a variety 
of qther things of a similar nature. 

While they were quitting the place, a bri^^. about 200 tons burthen, 
with a tender along with her, hove in si^ht ; but showing no colours and 
Marchand not wishing to speak wiUi any stranger, no intercourse took 
ptece between them ; but, from the accountt of the nativea, they tstmed 
ont to be English. Fish, particularly of the shell kind, are numeroua 
here ; water also is plentiful, and of excellent quality ; seals sport about 
in the bay ; whales appear off its mouth ; birds are vei y numerous ; but 
the only quadruped observed was the do^. The natives are very foud 
of gambling, by mesne of thirty smaO sticks variously disposed ; their 
women were modest, any intercourse that took place with the seamen 
being entirply from interested motives, and evidently not from consiitu* 
tionad incitements. Another boat was now jdespatched down to ^enneU'o 
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Hkta «q>ectati<ms ; a good harbour was eaUad aftat ua aacoDd oflicA; 

Chanal's Harbonr ; but, after r\ fati^uino: exriirsion for several da7s, very 
few skins could be procured. 'J'he iSohde's course was now directed to 
Berkeley Sound, in latitude 49 degrees, most other spots seeming to 
hm baaa abaadjr atrippad of tliair eomraoditiae by Enguah ritab. 

Septambar 4th, gat tight of tha lud in this neighbourliood, and dia 
next evening anchored ; on the morninj^ of the 7th they saw five canoes 
approaching them, with mx or seven men in each, who, having no skins 
themselves, directed the ship to proceed in a direction tiie^ pointed out, 
wlMia aavaial wara to be ppaamad. Tbaaa people ware ftirar than thaaa 
en that part af the canal Oaj had left; and tbair aanoaa, baaidaa baing 
Iar|?er, were con^strncted in a very superior manner. Standing in to • 
Berkeley's ijound the day afterward, Marchand perceived a three-masted 
vessel coming out, when, finding himself anticipated here as well as to 
tha northward, and the atrangaf alao atanding to the aaothward, wMtiiar . 
ha intended to go, he fhoognt frrUier competition would not torn Ottt 
successful, and tTiat the only ch;ince of mnkiiKf the vovacro profitable was 
to proceed at once to China, and sell his skms before trier e wa^. any com- 
petikion in the nuurket. The officers a^eeing in the propriety of this 
laaolntioa, thay eat aafl |br the Sandwich lalanda, hi order to take in 
refreshments far the laaMunder of the voyage. 

October 4th, made Owyhee, the chief of the ^roup. Dreadinfr the 
character for enterprise and courage acquirecLby these islanders. Mar* 
chand thought it the most expeditious and sarest plan to porchase his 
laftaa&nanta under aail, with wfaiab he waa Kbarally ' suppliad for non and 
ether wane ;'bnt anuNig the eameaof hoga bropghl aawera intermixed 
many women, whom, however, the Solide's crew very wisely declined to 
admit on hoard. The famous mountain Mowna Roa, in Owyhee, was per- 
ceived by tiie Solide about forty-six leagues distant from the island and more 
than fifty kom ita aomait, and la computed to be ftem 16^000 to 16,090 
fMt Ugh, being the higheat sMHrntain on the globe, except Himmaleh 
and f^irnbor5wo. The mountain of FvTowee is nearly half this height ; 
Atooi 18 also much elevated, being dintinguished thirty le^^es off. On 
the 7th quitted the Sandwich Islands for the nm aeross tha Paeiffie 
Oeaan ; and on the Sd of November nnda the Island of Tinian, between 
which and Saypan he intended to pass to clear the archipelago, but 
ultimately ran to th^ northward of Savpf^n ; this cluster, though called 
by Magellan, their discoverer, Ladrono (or Thieves') islands, are also 
known now by the name of hUrj Am Idanda. On the ITlh of Nofem* 
bcff aaw the Islands of Hotel Tobago Xima, situated at the south end of 
Formosa ; and three days afterward found the ship in the midst of a 
fleet of Chinese fishint^-boats, the owner of one of which, for seventy 
dollars, promised to pilot them to Macao, in the road of which the anchor 
was dropped on the 25th. On comparing datae, it appeared they had loat 
a day by sailing ronnd the world by the woat, and, watead of the Mth, 
waa obliged, next day, to write Soi^y, the 27th. 

Here the sp^cnlation of the voyage turned out truly unfortunate, the 
sale of skins bcmg prohibited in consequence, as it was supposed, of a 
i^w treaty of commerce with Russia, by which the fare of the latter ware 
to hare a preference. Two veesels were already here with cargoes of 
thMa articles, which could not be sold ; Maichand therefore determined 
to proceed at once to the Isle of France ; had there been evpn permission ' 
to di«jK>§e of tha lading, the pnca of prune otter-skins haa taiieo from 
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«uty to fifteen doUars the preceding year. While here an Amencan 
yoMcl euoB 'in, the captain of whkh had been at the Marquesaa a momli 
before Marchand, but without landing ; and who afterward, in proceeding 

to the north-wpst, liad observed in May that rrroup which, next month, 
Marchand cxaruiiieU and called Revolution Islands, iie therefore was 
aiitici^)cited in the diticovery without knowing it : but the American had 
Mtda m aibrt to bafo any mtaicoareo with tho neiivoa, or to oxaraino 
the now lands. 

December 6th, quitted Macao, and directed the coarse so as to strike 
the bank of the Macck -^Ik id shoal by sounding, in the middle of the China 
sea j on the i itU saw ixie island of Pulo Sapata, and four days afterward 
that of Pulo Timoaa, Polo PiMmft and ie?em othmt eonnocted with the 
latter, which form high land, distinguishable at a considerable distance. 
The 18ih, distinguished the Island of" Bnnca, and passed throurrh Gaspar's 
Straits with safety, though then little known to Frei^h navigators, except 
by name j a week afterward got sight of the coast of the great Island of 
SiunatPi, and, passing through the Stmits of Sondla, made etil for tho lale 
of France ; first seemg, howeroft the Oocos Islands, in 11 degrees 54 
minutes s^th !:iMtude, a 55!na!! group thrown 165 leag^uos fo the •south- 
west of Flat Fouil, ilic most southern of Sumatra. Alter making Rodri- 
guez Idiaud, situated iOU leagues directly to windward of the Isle of 
fVance, the SoUdo reached the latter the 80th of Jannary, anehoring in 
Port Looiflt or Poft North- West, the principal hatboor of that island, aftoff 
being thirteen tnootht oi^a half, wtiA tho oaoeptiim of thirtj daya, coa* 

atantly under sail. " 

At this place they remained tiU the iSth uf April, when, getting under 
veighfl tho Solide reached St. Denia, in the laland of Ronnion, or Boaiw 
bon» «tuated mnety miles to leeward of the fonner, imaricafalo for 

produrinor fuje coffee and cotton. May 16th. passed Cape Aifjuillas, in 
Soutiie>rn Africa, steering for the Island of St. Helena, at which Marchand 
cast anchor the 4th of J uuc. This laud is sufficiently high to be discerned 
m dbav weather at tho distance of tivonty leaguen It pwaeenf at &el 
light nothing but a heap of craggy rocha, with here and there ▼aUoyabe* 
tween. On Sugar-loaf Point is sierra small fort, past which it is necessary 
to proceed, on which is this warniiiLj to yhipy conuiifT ui — Send the ship's 
boat on shore " — which, if neglected, the lurt will sometimes hre at the 
oflboder. 

Juaei Town, tho ohty one in the island, and situated in a ralley of 
the same name, is commanded by two hills on each side and nbove it, that 
on the ripht being Rupert's, and that on the left Ladder Hill. Several 
batteries and redoubts scattered in every practicable place, with the steep- 
aeeaof the ahorei^ and the difficolty, or, indeed, impoeaibili^, of aaeeoa- 
kig the rocks, reiider landing by an enemy ntterly impracticable. The 
island is therefore impregnable, for the battery of Ladder HUI alone would 
sink any vessel in the roads, or destroy any boats that attempted a dis- 
embarcatiou. All vesseb tliat require more than twenty casks of water 
pay anchorage dnee, amoooting to twenty dolbni or five pounds ; foreign* 
ers are not charged higher than the English Indiamen. In 1791 and 
1792 a great droncrht afflicted tho islanil, which caused extreme loss and 
distress. In 1789 were reckoned here ;]000 head of cattle, besides con- 
siderable numbers of sheep, goats, and poultry, and eupi Ues of potatoes 
and other Tegetablea ; bat the drought of the eaeeeediug years deatnvfed 
more than half of the live stock. 

The ialand iaaituated in tlM Atiantio Ocean, 800 leagoee fiom O&fm 
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NigPiV Am iMUml pdint of Afiiet» snd 60Q iiraiii Gtpe Aaguttlne, in 
Sootli America ; it is aboot twenty-eight miles in circuiiiifereiiee» and 

seerns only the calcined sv.rninit of an isolated mountain of vory great 
height iroin its base in the uciaii, as the sea, at a Utile distance from its 
•bores, i« uoialhomable ; nor is ihefe any land nearer to it than 700 miles. 
The popaltlioii at this time comwied of 3000 whites, about 600 soldiers/ 
and the same number of slaves. 

On the 20ih of Juno crossed the line in 25degrecs west longitude from 
Paris, and on the 2d of Anirust saw the land of Europe, near to Cape 
St. Vincent ; on the i4ih anchored in the inner harbour of Touion, alter 
40 abMaoa of Vtuatg BMUths, being tho'dwrtbat voyago round the woild 
TotafioQtad. 



MISSIONARY VOYAGE — 1796-98. 

[TtiK ninowing voyage, though not ?^ti ii ily round the world, is so connected 
with our subject^ — and besides so novel in its design, and ho truly benevolent' 
and Christian^ike in tta objeet— that we cannot withlM>ld it from our^resdera ; 
pnTiinnhr!}' a more Eicnrrn! knowledge of its details must hipM}* intrrrst a 
community so ern i nr nt\y Christian as our nation, and perhaps add to the iuods 
pf a aociety, in every point oirimWt w deferring of support and reapaet.} 

The discoveries made in tlie great southern sea by the voyages under- 
taken at ihe coinmand ol his majesty, Georpre the Third, excited wonderful 
attention, and brought, as it were, into light a world till then almost ua- * 
known. I^danda, it may be said, innumofable wm foond to covor tiio 
boaom of the Pac ific Ocean in difieiant gtonpa. Tlio maichanl eoniidafod 
if they would afTord any object of commerce ; the naturalist eagerly ex- , 
plored ihe peruliar subject of his researches, and the astronomer sought 
a station from whence he might observe the transit of Venus over the 
iun, and daduee from theiieo oaelkd improvement hi the eeleatial aemMSO. 0 
Refleetiona on their unhappy situation had dropped from the pen of llm 
humane, and pity had often swelled the bosom of the compassionate : a 
few felt for them, not only as men, hut as Christians, and wished i?ome 
mode could be devised ui cuiumumcaLmg to them iha knowledge of that 
ineatimabie book* conpirad with which all beaidea is pompous ignonmeo, 
and all the treasures of the earth Ugjhter on the balance than vanity itself. 
A Missionary Society was in consequence formed in Ign gliMl^ and leOf 
lously seconded by their brethren in North Britain. 

On notifying Iheix iatentioiisi to the public, tiie^ met a spirit of zeal and 
libetality highly encouraging ; applicatione manalbld were poured in ef 
candidates for the mission, with subscrqitians adequate to the undertaking. 
None but men the most select for piety were to be admitted ; but especial- 
ly adepts in such useful arts and occupations as would make iheni most 
acceptable to tiie heathen m that stale oi mleriur civilization to which 

thajr ware advanaod. Thirty man, aiz women, and three cbildren» weio 
appuovedt and praaented to tho diiectoia for the coromenrement ol the 
.miation.

Captain WikoQ and the first mate, bis nephew, were persons m every 
view equal to the ondortakins, and aa hearty in tho woih aa themiaaioiin* 
lies thomaol?as. Many of S» aaSora wore men of a Kko mind ; about 

Ijalf were communicants, nnd every mm was ea^er to beg^ admittance, 
under the profession of wishinc^ to be insirurne-ntal in so blessed a service, 
and the hope that he should gnin beneht and edihcation to his own suul. 

The prepaiatloha being completed, and tho nuaskmaiioa ready for on- 
bareatioD, the directors of tho aocie tv wero TSiy anzbns for the Daff*o 
sailing with the East India convoy, They now took their final departure 
from Portsmouth, and launched forth on the great deep the 24th of 
September, 1796. The signal for saihng being given, the missionariea 
came on deck, and every countonanco seeowd obted with jof H Ill9 
Ibmight of loon boing aojpli^od in tba grNl wwk. 
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Proceeding fast to ihe southward, on the 13th of October) about niM^ 
A. M., they Mw Sal, whieh it the northenifiiott of the Gepede Verde 
Isles ; it has a sun-burnt appearance, insomuch that, as tfiey aafled along 

to the eastward, about three milrs off shore, there wa^ not a tree or green 
spot to be seen. With pleasant weather, all sails set, and a fine fair 
wind, by eleven, A. M., couid discern St. Jago od the deck. At one, 
P. M., paie ed the aooth-^ttt point, and half ai\ hour after tacfcad eloae lo 
Green Island ; then made two ahott tacka* and eaaie>to with the amaK 
bower in eif^ht fathonr?. 

18th. Havintr completed their refreshments here, aud afresh taken their 
depajture, at a httie distance off the island a hne breeze sprang up, and 
•eontimied firem eaat-eeatb-eait to eeal-nanb-eaat. SSd, a Bamber of 
sharks wete. playing round the ship ; they caught two, each aboot five 
feet lonrr ; after beinrr cut into pieces, and the entrails taken out, the 
heads jijmped about the deck for a considerable time. 12th of November, 
at daylight, made sail and ran tor the harbour of Rio de Janeiro ; but the 
. breese fttlhig, and the tide contrary, it waa one o'clock in the afternoon 
befom thej reached the entrance. When nearfy there, a pilot-boat came 
alongside, in ^iHuch waa the head haibo«Haaater, wlio took charge of 
the ship. 

Quilting thia place, they now proceeded on their voyage, in hopes of 
eating it by the way of Cnpe Horn, which waa their ofiginal intention. 
The captain had laid in a fresh store of such proviaiona aa this place 

afforde*?, with sugar, wine, and whatever micrht be necessnrv in the !on^ 
run before them. 20th. I.orcrs day. Biothers Eyre and Jefferson 
preached. In leaving tbia harbour, and again iaunching into the deep, 
they thought on all the mereiea of God, who nad dealt ao wondeHU^ wim 
them, and protected them hitherto in safety through the pa^leaa ocean ; 
thev coulch witli humble dependence, trnst him for the future. 

Dunntj the first few days nothing remarkable occurred. December 3d. 
In the mornins the sea ran exceedingly high, and the wind blew a com- 
plete atorm, 'rach rednced them, to a cloee-reeled mai»'lopaail and iTore- 
•ait Several of their Uwe stock died, either by the cold or the spray of 
the sea, so that they wero in danger of losing the whole of this invahiabla 
preservative of heaUh. Not only the greater part of the rnis^ionanea 
were sea-sici^, but some of the tieameu also. Mrs. Eyre, already ex- 
haoated by continned illneta^ seemed mwUe long to aaatain these ireater 
trials. Being thus sitnatad, the captain was apprehennve that, m peiw 
severing in their endeavours to double Cape Horn, their raw, unseasoned 
company of landmen, women, and children, might fall victims to the re- 
peated storms and colder weather, which they might expect to meet wilh 
B the attempt Theteibie, the captain, after delibaately wcigiuag the diu 
eomstances, ralinqoiahed a plan which, to eiecnte, required a ship's crew 
of hardy sailors, unaccompanied by tender women and children, and adopt- 
ed the resolution of going the eastern passaf^c ; that is, to pass a few 
d^ees south of the Cape of Good Hope, to sad to the southward of the 
aoath ea^ of New HoHand and New Zealand, keeping in the track of 
the westerly winds till near the meiidlan of Otaheile, aid then to ateec 
to the northward for that island. The missionaries were now applying 
themselves to the Otaheitean hini::;uage, the most diligent giving pleasing 
proofs of their desire and aptness to acquire it. A part of each day was 
alto appropriated to reading the Rev. Mr. Graaihead*a aceoont of the 
Sooth Sea Islands ; this they styled Missionary Geognphy, fimn thence 
dwifiipf cflBigieiable kno wi edgB ; thmr minda al a o b e c aM e mnn mim it

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and a diArMM ^ <ipinion sradaaUy iasmsed cMoeittin^ the propriety 

of ihf'ir prparating, and which group appra'-ed the most ehgiblo and sate 
to settle in ; some preferred the Fnendiy Isles, and others Otaheite. 
John Uarrii» aiouc was ior the Marquesas ; he had long a^o made that 
choice, asd latill m— laei nnthihwi m Jus leaolalion, Miring only to 
luivooae or two to Moompwy Unit and for tfaalpiifiNMe was now using hia 
interest willi the young men, few of whom as yet seemed inclined to settle 
at the Marquesas, lii consequence of the probability of such a separa- 
tion taking place, a meeting of the whole body of miseionaries was heldt 
vabon* after a long convorra^on, k was noveo, " Tkat eight penans ud 
ohairman (the coptaiii) l>e chosen to draw up a eodoof thOfUk gBVI»r»> 
ment for the future rouduct of their Ultle society, togetlMC wilh COrtUI 
Wligious p-riuciples, to he signed by every individual." 

February 21sL iNimety-aeTen days had now paaaod ainee they left Rio 
JaDoizo, and, except o«e tmmI mel wkh » wmk eftar their 4le|>artar8^ 
they had not, in all this time, aeen eidier. ihip or shera, aai had sailed* 
by log, 13,820 miles, a greater distance probably than was ever before 
run without touching at any place for refreshment or seeing land. About 
•even in the mormn^ Toobouat was discovered from the ^re-yard by one 
of the eeamm, beanng aonth-eaat by east, eight or nine leagnes oflf^ showw 
ing at this distance like two sepcuiUe ishuida. This island was discovered 
by Captain Cook in the year 1777 ; and upon it the unhappy Fletcher 
Christian, with his companions, the mutineers of the Bounty, attempted 
a settlement in 1789. Having frequently discussed the subject of the 
eeparation of the brethreA among the three groups of islands, the Mar- 
^aaaaat the Society, and Fiiendly Islaade ; Febniary 27lh, being the day 
appointed, the society met, and the business of the day was opened in the 
usual manner, when there appeared for each group as in the followin:? list :

Nothing material occurred till Saturday morning, March 4th, when ihey 
beheld the long wished-for island of Olaheite, but at a ^reat distance. 
The mominff (Sunday) was pleasant, and, with a gentle breeze, they had 
bjF aavm o*claafc got abraast of tha diatrict of Atahoaioa, vdiaaca they 
saw several canoes putting off and paddling toward them widigiaatf aad; 
at the same time it fell calm, which being in their favour, they soon 
counted seventy-four canoes, many of them double ones, coinannng about 
twenty persoaa each. Being so numerous, they endeavoured to keep 
lham fim arowdiDg on baard ; bot, in spita of all afiiita to pravant H, 
there were soon not less than 100 of them daneing and capering like 
frantic persons about the decks, crying, *♦ Tayo, Tayo !** and a few broken 
sentences of Enghsa were often repeated. They had no weapons of any 
kind amimg them ; however, to keep them in awe, some of the great 
Cma woM aidatad to he haiated oat of tha hold, adiila they, aa ftaa%oai 
the apprehension as the intention of miaehia^ ehaarfully aaaiated to put 
them on their carriages. When the first ceremonies were over, the mis- 
«ionaries began to view their new friends wUh an eye of inqoiiy ; ^h ffi r 
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wild disorderly behaviour, strong smell of theeoeOft nut oil, together with 
f^MM^Ommtmim, to ai i B ii i il lliafcfiwJit^ miiMfai^ey had f&nmA 
of thett ; BMllMr tmM limf aee ti dm Aegncm end beauty m 

their women for which they havR bren bo greatly celcbratpd This at 
first seemed to deprcciato them m the estimation of the brethren; but 
the cheerluioess, good nature, and generosity of th^ kind people soon 
waoral tli« mooMBtiry prejudwM. One Ttry oM man, Mmm MimMk 
who called UinMlf a pmal of tiM eatoOtt, was very importuntte Uy b» 
tayo with the cfiptrtin ; othprs, prntpnc^incr to be chii^fs, singled out such ^ 
as had the appenranco of otiicers for their tayos ; but as they neither ex- 
ercised autliunty over the unraiy, nor bore the smallest mark of distinc- 
ikm^ Uraj thought proper to dtottii^ flk&k propoiila Cfli Ihajr IRMMt tlwfli 
and the nalaxia of the engagatnent be tter. At lUa thay seemed astonished, 
but still more when they saw their indifference about the hogs, fowls, and 
fruit, whicii they had hrong^ht in abundance. The brethren endeavoured 
tu make them understand, that this was the day of eatooa, and that m it 
they Ami aot tiade ; bat thi^ wanen repulsed, eeeaalaiied greater we** 
dar. They continued aboM the deeka till the transjpatts of their joy 
gradviallv snhsided, when many of thrm left of their own accord, and 
others were driven away by the old man and ouq named Mauroa, who 
now exercised a iiule authority. Those wiio remained were chiefly ar- 
faeiea fnm Uhetaa, ia amsber ibavt forty $ and behig htMght la aider, 
the brethren proposed having dime service upon the faafter*deelt. Mr. 
Oovpr officiated ; he, perhrips, wns the first that ever mentioned with 
reverence the Saviour's name to these poor heathens. Such hymns were 
selected as had tiie most harmouious tunes ; first, O'er the gloomy hilia of 
daih aeit then, ** Vkm fa the trmnpet, blow and, at the eancloueiii 
** Praise God, fimn whom all blessings flow." The text was from the 
first Epistle general of John, chap. iii. ver. 83. "God is love." The 
whole service lasted about an iiour and a quarter. Duniin; ser:rion .md 
prayer the natives were quiet and thoughtful ; but when the singmg struck 
up, they ■ae m e d ehannad aad ffilad with aneaamMH; eanatiawa thef 
waidd lattt and laugh, bttflt nod of the head branght thraa to order. 
Upon the whole, their anweariness and quietness wmo astonishing; 
and, indeed, all who heard observed a peculiar solenuuty and excellence' 
in Mr. Cover's address on that day. 

Thqr had hitherto veeeivad irery amatiifoetory anaweia ta Ibeir iii^iii* 
fiea after the Matilda's crew ; but at last saw two of them coming m a 
canoe : these were Swedes, dressed in the tphootn ntjd maro as the na- 
tives, and tattooed also about the legs and arms: having got on board, 
they were called into the cabin, and gave the following account of them* 
aalvea >-The youngeat, named Ai«liew Gonwlina Lind, abaal thirljr 
years of age, a native of Stockholm, said, that after the loss of the Ma- 
tilda they took to their boats, and bearing down to\rard Otaheite, landed 
on the 6th of March, 1792, on the south side of the island ; they were 
immediately plundered of ail they had, but afterward treated kindly by 
the nalieae. Sumo then the eaptan and moat of the mmr had gM* 
homeward by different methods ; six of them decked one of their boats, 
and set off toward New Holland ; but it was improbable they would ever 
reach thither. The other, whose name is Peter Hajrgerstein, aged forty, 
a native of Elsinfors in Swedish Finland, was left hero by Captain New 
of the Makw. Tlwy hath tpoha lolarahly good English, aad baiag 
waN ftcquainted with the Otaheifeean lengaoi Iba brathrai entorlaHMd a 
ha^ that they waahl pro? a'of great eetviao. 
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AlauMt iht whole aftemooQ it rained bard, till neM four O'clock, whtfQ 
tfaifhadu— iattmboffciriw mu r; thntlMcirtaiD^MaaBelfNiiM^ 
IIm Nv« Biitdei, wtik biothers Cover, Heniy, and a few nOM of th« mi** 

pionaries, went on thore, in order to examine a large house standintr on 
the extremity of Point Venns. They cnlled it E Fwharre no pnune, 
(the Briliah house,) aud saui it had been built by i'omarrey for Captaui

iliiAiwi hwlMinf , of an oblong figure, one hundred and ei ghtfe e i kiagtiMl 

forty-eight wide. About three feet %vithin the sides stand pillars all ro!ind, 
about rune foetlong, and six feet di.stanl frorn each other. About one foot 
itom these piiiara, on the outside, runs a screen of bamboo all round, 
raoopt aboirt twenty foot in the middle on both aidM. The chief of the 
diatnct (an oU mma nuutd. ^rteah) welcomed them to the tahmd, aaid 
that the house was theirs, and should he cleared for their reception thf? 
next day. Mauric Manne, the aged high j^riest, had brought five of his 
wiyea wUh him on board, not one of whom exceeded hfteea years of age, 
•ad dewed he might sleep in the eebm; end, aeeoedk^ to the eoeCooi 
of the cmnlrft verv eefdieUy deehed Captain Wileoo, hie t^, to iAm 
his choice, and could hardly perauade himself he was serions m dccUmng 
the otler ; noi laUed next morning to inquire of them which he hiS 
chosen.

ibrawNm ; when the ceptehit llf. Mbceoo, (president,) with a few 

of the missionaries, went on shore, accompanied by Manne Manne and 
Peter. The naiivcs had asscinblcil uf)on the beach to the number of 4 
or 600 1 and as the boat approached some ran mto the water, and laying 
held of her healed hm aground, then took the MfletD end miamemniee 
IMI their baehe, and carri^ them dry on shore. They were leoeived by 
the young king (Otoo) and his wife Tetna, both carried on men*s shoul- 
ders. The captam now informed the king, through Peter as interpreter, 
that their only inducement for leaTing Pretaue to come and visit them 
wee to do them g|ood, by inetraetn^ them hi the beel end meet aeelbl 
thiqgs ; and for Uus end some good men iateaded to settle among them ; 
requirinor, on their part, the free gift of a piece of land sufficiently stock- 
ed with bread fruit and cocoa nut trees, and so large as to contain a gar« 
den and admit of houses being built upon it ; that this land should be their 
own ; that thoy woabi aot» on any aeoomit, intermeddle m their wim, nor 
employ their arms but for self-defence ; and at ell times should live free 
and unmolested among them; to which, if he consented, they would stay 
OU the island; if not, they would go elsewhere. Much pains were taken 
to make this plain ; but as OLuo appeared to be a vacant-looking person, 
they doubted whether he nadeietood the half of it, though he sigaMM 
the la rge bouse was their own, and they a^ght take what laid they pleeeed. 

After dinner Otoo and his wife came off, each in a small canoe, with 
only one man paddling; while they went several times round the ship, 
the queen was frequently baiUag her canoe with a cocoa nut shell. He 
appeara tall and well nude, abont eoventeen ; hie qoeen handeoao and 
finely proportioned, about the same age, and always carried about, oa 
shore, on men's shoulders. The king^ipeaii tilOBghtfiil, apoAi littlo^ 
but surveys things with attention, 

8th. It rained hard all ihe morning till about nine o'clock, when it 
cleared np, and the niaiionartee went on ehete with their oheile and 
beds, and took posseeeaon ef their house. The first thing with the hooeo 
wee to close it quite roiind with the thicker eoit of baaiboOj.6jBi^ a dfiv 
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Ml each side, and bj; Ihat means to keep the natives from cfowding them. 
The irreial bwrtfat or aputBaenta wara neit planned, and paikitioiiB of 
onaaUer bamboo bagim ; bat, in consequence of the great dbtaneo tllo 

OAtivPfl hnd to go Tip the vn!!py for these bamboos, the work went very 
slowly on, though one m;\n stripped his own house to supply them. lOtli. 
The captain landed for the purpose of presenting some showy dresses 
* to the young Itin^ and liia wife. They met him at dbe beaeh aa Banal ; 
Peter informed him of what waa intended, and, showing him the bee 
which contained the treasure, desired Otoo to walk toward his house, a 
temporary shed they had erected for the purpose of being near our peo- 
ple. This. was complied with ^ and when they came near, the captain, 
atopping under a tree, oidered them to Horm a rk^, and placing tiie boK 
in the midst, Otoo was raqneated to alight, that the brethren might dreaa 
him ; he replied, by and by, and gazed sullenly for a considerable time, 
till the patience of the captain was pretiy well exhausted; repeat- 
ing the req^uest and receiving no answer, they opened the box, and on 
lakioff out the dreaa for the oneen, aho inatantly ali^ted firom the mai^ 
ahoiilder, and Otoo followea her eimmple. The fancy cap itted her 
exceedingly well, and she seemed very proud of it, but it was only 1^ 
unrippincr ihat the oth»:r articles could be put upon her or Otoo. The 
captam told him that the earees of Fretaue thought he was not yet so 
atont a man. Dreaaed complete in thia gaudy attire, die aononndinE 
crowd gaaed apon them with admiration. She, true to the i^blea of 
her sex, appeared delighted ; but Otoo thought little of them, saying, an 
axe, a mut^ket, a knife, or a pf^ir of scissors, were more valuable, which 
was saymg more for himseli tlian they espected, or that be had even 
eaoae to do. After dinner, next day, the pinnace waa manned for the 
women and children, and, by the captain's desire, Mr. Wilaon accent 
panied them on shore. Vast numbers of the natives crowded to the 
beach to gratify their cariosity, all behavmcr with great respect and very 
peaceable. Otoo and his wife kept for a while at a httle distance, seem* 
mg m donbt whether he ahonld approadi the women ; but thinking it 
proper to salute hinit he was a little encouraged. The house was sur- 
rounded all the afternoon by the natives, who were much di;lirrhted with the 
two children, and sent often for them and the two women to show them- 
selves at the door. In the dusk of the evening they all retired ; and 
Ihia, tiM brethraniamaifc, they bad nnifonnly done auico they firat landed. 

Before the Otahaiteatta departed they were mfoiraad no work would 
be done the next day ; and they asked if it woTild he more devoted to 
prayer than the other days, and were told it would. The Sunday passed 
very quietly, not one canoe coming near the ship, and on shore no inter* 
roption waa attempted, the natirea» the Ung and queen, attending, ani 
condoctinff themselves in peaee and good order. 

About four in the afternoon Pomarreyand his wife Iddeah, having jnat 
arrived from Tiarrabou, paid their first visit at the ship ; besides his n«oal 
attendant:^ a number of others had put themselves in his train. When 
alonsside he refused to come farther till the captain showed himself; 
thia being doa«» he hnmediately ascended the aide, and coming on to the 
quarter-deck, wrapped four pieces of cloth round the captain as his own 
present ; then taking that off, repeated the operation with the like quan- 
tity in the name of iddeah. The hrst ceremonies over, he told the cap. 
tain that he would send provisions and whatever they had occasion for 
wbilo Ihov ataid at Otaheilo. When aeated in the cabin,, he expresaed 
hia ngui for the EogUah and ealled King Geoige hb friend. On thia 
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<|ie mtaffMttruM doMl to inlwm Im IIiaI King Omvi^ 

■od that the earees of Pretane did the same ; and that, out of rrgard for 
him and his pfopln, they had sent this ship, with some of the best men, 
purposely to do ihem good : ajid then desired to know whether he was 
Dleased that part of our number should reside on hkt istend. He imtne- 
diaUly anewered in the effimelive. A piece of land for their use was 
next mentioned to him; to which, after a few words with his privy^ 
counsellor Iddeah, he answered that thf whole district of Matavni should 
be cfiven to the English, to do with it what they pleased. 14:th. This 
morning Maune Manne and several others came on board, all behaving 
respectfully to Taaaxnf. The captaiiuin order to eortivate hie friendship, 
aiade bin e ptesent of an excellent auAte-cated metal watch, with which 
he was very much pleased ; obier?iog, that no one beibie over made him a « 
present of ih« kind. 

16th. Tuis being the day appointed by Pomarrey for ceding in form 
the diatriet of ICatavd to the Englteh, the captebi landed open Point 
Venne ; waa there received by the chief and conducted near to the mis- 
sionary house. Most of the brethren from the ship, and all onshore, were 
present at this ceremony. Peter the Swede took, hs usual, the office of in- 
terpreter. The scene, says Mr. Bowell, was idid before the door of the 
missionary house, at aoma diilanee from whieb a rope waa etcetched, to 
iusep off the crowd. PonURey, Iddeah* Oioo, his wile and brothers, 
went also without the rope Mnnnn Mnnn?, who alone acted the part 
of conveyancer, remained withm witii ihc cai tam atid brethren. He 
then desired Peter to tell the captain all that he should aay, aud began 
by prefacing his oration with towa, towa, hear ! in older to attract mo^ 
lal attention ; then went on enomerating all the eatooas of OfeabeiliC^ 
Eiroeo, and the Soc ir ty Isles ; next tiic districts and their chiefs in regu- 
lar order; and, lastlv, the ships and their commanders, from Wallis, Bou- 

SiDviUe, and Cook, down tu the Duif and her capiam, concluding wiUl 
e formal autrender of the diatriet of Matavai ; obeerving, thai thejr 
might take what honaoi, trees, fruit, hoffs, &c., they thought proper. 
This strann^c speech was delivered very deliberately by the old priest, 
who, while he spokc» sat in an odd posture, half bent upon his heels, 
holding with one hand the rope, and frequently scratching his head and 
robbing bis eyea with the other. These pecnliariliea were caught by hie 
mimiekiBg coontiyment who afterward turned them into hmnofOtta paa» 
tomime. 

19th. It havinjT been made known that they intended to address the 
natives this uiorning, numbers of them assembled early round their dwei> 
ling ; among them were Pomarrey and hia aiater : he had been inquiring a 
day or two before concerning their speaking to them, and said, <*he had 
been drcamiiin^ ;tlioiU the book which should be sent him from the eatooa." 
At ten o'clock called the natives together under the cover of some shady 
trees near the house \ and a long form being placed, Pomarrej waa requested 
to seat himeelf on it with the brethren, the rest of the natitea atanding or 
sitting in a circle around. Mr. Cover then addreseed- them firom the 
words of St. John, " God so loved the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that they who believe in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting iiio the Swede interpreting sentence by sentence as he 
spoke. The Otaheiteana were aileat and solemnly attentive. After 
aervice Pomarrey took brother Cover by the hand, and pronounced th« 
word of approbation, my ty, my ty. Being naked if he had understood 
what was aaid, he rQ^ilied, " There wore no aocfa thinga before in Ola 
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heite ; and they were not to be learned at once, but that he would wait 
the coming of (the eatooa) God." Desiring to know if he might be per- 
mitted to ofttmid a^un, he ww toldt yos. Being condncted into the 
house, he and his wife dined with them and departed. 

As Peter the Swede had offered to go with them to the Friendly Is- 
lands, the captain consented, thinking that he might be service al le on 
some occasions as interpreter. He oroposed taking with hiiu u. )^uung 
woman named Tanno If anno, with whom ho had for some time lived aa 
hia wife, a man the mutineers had named Tom, and a boy called Hanm- 
way. The last two Mr. Crook, who had already made great proficiency 
in the Otahr;tean language, thou<rht mi^ht bo great helps to him. The 
' natives understood they were now about to leave them iur some months, 
but the captain'a intention was to lie a few daye at Eimeo, and, preTioua 
to eetting off for the Marquesas, to touch again in Malavai Bay, when he 
might probably leam how the nativie wore liiiely to behaYO dniii^ their 
absence. 

About an hour before daylight wciglied, with a light air from the south- 
oaat. Kept running along the edge of the coral leefa toward Taloo har- 
bour. Thia haiboar is on the north side of the island ; the bottom so 
clear thftt yon distinctly see the coral, with its beantifu! branches. 
Here they first saw a tupapow ; the flesh was quite gone ; the akin, like 
purchment stretched over the bones, remained : the natives seemed 
aYorae to their ezaminuig it. Two poets abont sis feet long are let into 
the gronnd at each end ; on these a broad jfUnk is laid, and the corpse ia 
there extended, wrapped in cloth, to dry, and a small shed, like a bor^t in- 
verted, placed over it to keep out the ram. The bad conduct of the 
captain's steward had been often noted, Liiough the missionaries were 
teraetant to complain. Tine had at last exhaaated the patience of tho 
e^ptaiut tnmed him out of the cabin before the mast This evenii^, 
going on shore with others to bathe, he secreted himself, having- contrived 
to get some of hi^^ things on shore unknown to any but the Swede. 

26th. At aix, A. M., with a light breeze from south- south-east, weighed 
lad ateod out of Tktoo haibonr. Toward Evening saw Tethuroa, low 
land, about twenty-four miles from Otaheite. 36th. About four in the 
afternoon tacked the «hip close in with One Tree Hill, hoisted the colours, 
and tired a gun; upon hearing of which, Messrs (Jover, Lewis, Henry, 
Gillham, and others, caine oH lu a double canoe, and reported thai all was 
well. The wind bein^ fieah to east, they filled their topsails, and left 
them far astern, the ship steering for the Friendly Islands. 

The day following' their departure from Matavai they passed to the 
southward of the Society Islands, in sitrht of Huaheine, Ulietea, Otaha, 
and Boiabola ; then, with a fine fair wind and pleasant weather, ^shaped 
a coarse for PahDeraton** Island, which they intended to Tiait, aa it lay 
dizoe^ in their way. Accordingly, on the lat of Apdl, a liUle before 
day, saw it bearing we^t, distant about twoleafrnefi ; then runtiin^ nearer, 
hoisted out the piniiacc and jo!lv-l>oat, and attein[itc(l landing on me south- 
easternntost isie ; but hndmg it impracticable, on account of the surf 
breaking high on every part of tho eotmnding. mef, they bere down to 
the nextiate, which is the south- weateraoMiet, uid foond it almost as bad 
to land upon as that thev had left. On Wednesday, tho 5th of April, saw 
Savage Island, hut did not get near it before dark. In passing the north 
end perceived three li^ts, and on the west side seven more. They now 
abaped a oomrae for Tongataboo. On 6ondi^« the 9lht at ten» A. M.. 
99m ihi hmd. Piiihgtotfao Mithward of Eoo-a^ voaMonth- 
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WMt, to the ftn'.rance, then west hj south and west, ap the harbonr, fol- 
lowed by a canoe and several others which put off from the east«m pvt 
ui Lht main lalaod and the isles that tie acattered upon the reef. 

Th«r foUowera w«re now ill «agir to coHwoaboiid; Intt tfaoogli Ihsf 
wen willing to grant th«m tfveiy prudent indu^ence, yet they were toa 
numeroiia to have free access. After dinner a chTef, named Futtafaihe, 
was iiilru'inced to the captain as a person of great power in Tongataboo ; 
and indeed sucli lie appeared ; he was about forty years of age, tstout 
and weU-proporlioned, of m opesi free cMntenanee, aoble Aemen a mi , 
and a gait stately, or ratder pompous, for by it alone they should hev« 
taken him a for h vfiT ^jcht man. After the capt^^in ha^^ made htm a 
present of an a\e, a lookmg-j^lass, and some other ariicli s, he took hia 
leave, and was hardly from tlio whi^ when two Europeans made their ap- 
peawnce ; they oame alongside widKMt heiitMUm, end slipping onbee»d 
>»ith ehcrity, i^axe them the unepedMUe pleaeure of hcarmf their own 
language spoken by them. One, named Benjamin Ambler, say?, thrit he 
was born in the parish of Shadwell, London, and that his parcuLs now 
keep a public-house m Gannon-street. He ia a bold, talkative, prcsumii^ 
fellow, eeeme to epeek tlie hmgoage fluently, and a^e lint he levned il 
with greet ftcillty. John Connelly ii a natrre of Oerk, in Ireland, hf 
trade a cooper, and is far less talkatire than his comrade An Irishman 
named Morgan remained at AnnaoKN^a; they had been about thirteen 
months at Tongataboo. 

Anri>ler informed them that Fnttalulin wne a gieat ckief, and pmided 
ever all the eastern part of the ulsndt tot that Ibarn waa an old man 
named Tibo Moomooe, of great power, and generally esteemed as king 
over the island : at pif sent, they said, he was in a bad state af health, 
for which reaaou he couid not gratify his desire to come on board wheu the 
ddp 6ret eamo to anchor. Abont ten oVloek in the foMnoen Ambler and 
Oennetiy eame with a fH-esent of tluee hogs and some yams from Moo> 
mooe, infonriinn; them that hiniself intrnded to follow ArcordinHy the 
Tenerable chiet was vrry soon alongside, but waa long before he durst 
venture up the ladder, tearing he had not strength sufficient for the task ; j 
he at taet, however, innde the trial, bnt waa eo exfaaneted Hieini^ that he I 
was oUiged to rest himself at the gangway, thence hia atten^nte kd bin V 
to ihr i|narti?r derk ladder, where he again sat down, saying that he ' 
would not gf lv;tore the c iptain till he was shaved ; and to please him 
in this, Mr. iiarna began the operation, and finished it, much to the satis- 
faction of this decent chief, lliey ezamnied minutely the jointing of the 
chairs and of the mahogany table, and exprassnd no imall degree of asto- 
i^i.^Vimrnt a* findinir themselves so far rxcelled ; for they cherish an idea 
of I emg superior to all their neighbours. When told that the men bi ought 
to iive among them could teach them those arts, and also better thuigs, 
they eeemed qoite transported. Thn laYoniaUe opipertnnily the enpmin 
hnprored, by mentioning every circumstance that oanld laiae io- dienr 
minds a high idea of the missionaries, interrogating^ Moomooe as to lii? 
willinprness for them to reside there, and also what provision he would 
make for them ; to which he answered, that for the present they ahuuid 
have a henee near hia own, nnii m» more eoililiie nooM be ptnvidnd ; 
they tfheuld also have a piece of land for their use ; end he would take 
care that nei^h'^r thoir property nor persotis should be mnlrstcd ; adding 
that, \{ thi y pleased, they might go on shore and examine the house, 
•when, ii tiiey did not like the situation, he would order it to be remaved 
'«o spot they |^iitond»f<ir Ante ea«U iufvtonin ntHt 
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At nine o'clock Ambler came off with Toogahowe, who had already- 
agreed with the former to take all the brethren under his protection, also 
to give them a bouse^ and the lawl attached te it, Ibr tkeir oae. Tooga- 
liowe» hf A]iiUer*a account, ia the wott powaiAil chief in the island ; is 
the greatest warrior, and in consequence not only a terror to the chiefs 
of Tongataboo, but likewise to those of the adjacent islands. In the 
afternoon a canoe came for the missionarie-^' things, and wa^ munediately 
loaded ; Bowell, Bucfaanan, Gaulton, Harper, Shelly, Veeaon, and Wu» 
kiaaon, acoempamed by B. Ambler, embnrked in it, and proceeded weaU 
ward to a place called Aheefo. A petty chief, named Commabye, was 
ordered by Toogahowe to go with them and see that nothing was lost. 
Kelso, Cooper, and Nobbs, remained on board to prepare the rest of the 
ihinga. The cam brought on shore waa sonennded by a hundred per* 
•ens, who alarmed brother Harper and another ; but My tyle ordered the 
chests into a house near, and dismissed the people, threatening if any 
man, during the night, approached to steal, he should be put to death. 
So the brethren lay down on mats, in perfect security, till waked by 
Mytyle, at One o'clock m die morning, to partake of an entertainmen!^ 
Iwhtch he had provided, of fish, hot yama, cocoa nuts, <Scc. Uth. A dia- 
egreeable night was succeeded by a morning altogether mild and pleasant ; 
and with a clear aky and gentle breeze westerly they got again under 
weigh for the Marquesas. * ; ^ >. 

CSi the sad of Ifay diaeoverod land; tt eiffht, A. M., the eaU e ini fii e 
of a low island bore from weat S5 degroca aoaUi to weet 82 degrees south, 
distant about fivo Icar^ucs. This being a new discover}'', tacked a little 
before noorj, on purpose to take a nearer view. This was named Cres- 
cent Island, on account of its form ; it is six or seven miles in circum- 
fervnee, and lies in latitode S3 degreea S3 mimitea aentb, longitede 8S6 
degrees 30 minutes east. They directed their comae west-north- west 
toward an island vvi'h two high hills that lie contiguous to each other, and 
are so lofty as to be discovered when distant fourteen or tifteen leagues. 
These, for distinction's sake, were named Duff's Mountains. 
• When within 4hiii^ lea^eea, saw a reef ahead, and the sea bratidd|g 
very high upcAkit^^Ua obliged them to alter their cowne to north-noith- 
west. After running thus about an hour, had a better view, and it appear- 
ed that Duff's Mountains were part of an island about three leagues in 
length, with several of considerable height and eitent to the south and 
eonth^eaat of it ; the whole fimning a group five or aiz leagoea long, lying 
in a directi<m nearly north-east by north and loalli-west by south ; and a 
reef which lies off about three miles from the main island, and probably 
encircles the who)e as a defensive barrier, extended as far each way as 
they could see. The group was named Gambier's Islands, in compliment . 
to the worthy admiral ef taat name, who, in hta department, coBBtenanccd 
their equipment. Doff^s MouDtMna, which he in the centre, ue in lati* 
tude 23 degrees 12 minutes south, and in longitude 225 degrees east. 

The 26th, at half-past five in the morning, just as the day broke, thought 
they saw low iaiKi anead, when the day presented to view the imminent 
danger they, had eacaped. Hub iaiand, lying in latitude 31 degrees 8€ 
aainutes south by obaervation, and in Intrude 224 degrees 36 minutes 
cast by chronometer, is probably the same crlled Lord Hood's Island by 
Captain Edwards, who discovered it, in the Pandora, 17th of Maich, 1791. 
On the 2dth, at noon, observed, in latitude 18 degrees 34 minutes 801^^^^ 
Mid about three in the afiemoon ditcovercd aiouier low iflandr JgiMp- 
Hortli-eMt. Tbia lecttfed the MBie of Seari'^ Iaiand, m fifunplintont uT 
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a grenlleman of that ii?ime now ia the Transport-ofiice, and author of 
Hors Soliuriaa and oiher valuable works. From this nothing materiel 
ocearrod aata th^ mado tbo MarqoeMa. , „ , 

On the 5(b of Jrnie, when wklun fonr miles of Resolution Bay, saw two 
men paddling toward them to a small wretched canoe %vhich they kept 
above waier^'by constant bailing. Though it was now dark, two females 
swam off, in hopes, no doubt, of a favourable feceptkm t bat finding they 
could not be admitted, they kept swimming aboat the ship for near h ill an 
henr, caUing oat, in a pitiful tone, "Waheine! waheine !" that is, Wo- 
man ! or, We are women ! They then r* tnrnod to the shore in the same 
manner as they came. The 6th, their hrsl visiters from the shore came 
early ; they were seven beautiful young wotnen, ewimming quite naked, 
excepi a lew green leavee tied round their middle : they kept playing 
round the ehip for three hours, calling Waheine ! until several of the 
native men had got on board ; one of wnom, being the chief of the island, 
requested that his sister might be taken on board, which was complied 
^ilh : she was of a fair complexion, inclining to a healthy yellow, with a 
tint of red in her che^k, ivaa rather atoat, but possessing such aymmetry 
of features, aa did all her companions, that, as models <^or the statnarv and 
painter, their eoual can seldom be found. Their Otah< u an girl, who 
was tolerably fair and had a comely person, was notwithstanding greatly 
eclipsed by these women. The chief above noticed ie named Tena^ 
eldeat son of Honoo, the reigning prince in Captain Cook*a time ; he came 
in a tolerably good canoe, and introduced himself by presenting the captain 
with a srnocth staff about eight feet long, to the head of which a few 
locks of human hair were neatly plaited ; and, besides this, he gave a few 
head and breast ornaments. Observing a musket oo the quarter-deck, he 
took it with care to the captain, end begged him ** to put it to sleep." He 
received an axe, a looking-glass, and neck-chain to hang it, also a pair of 
8ci? ?ors; the latter, an article much prized at the Friendly and Society 
isles, he was either indifferent about, or totally ignorant of their use. 

Their intention of MttUng two men amon? than being made known to 
the chief, he seemed highly delighted with Uie propoeal, and said that he 
woald give them a house and a share in all that himself luul. After this 
he went on shore; Mr. Wilson followed, with Mr. Hams, Mr Crook, 
Peter, and Otaheitean Tom. Tenae received them upon tiie beach, and 
conducted them to one of hii beat houses, intimatmg that it waa for the 
nae of the brethren, and that they might occupy it as soon as they pleased^ 
To convey an idea of what this an ! all their best-built honsrs are like, it 
is only necessary to imagine one of our own of one story hiL^h, \\ uli a high 
peaked roof; cut it lengthwise exactly down the middle, you would then 
have two of their houses, only buflt of different materiala. 

The 8th, Tenae was now more familiar than at his first viait,aiid sur^ 
Veyed the cabin with a degree of attention, but not with the penetration 
and discernment of the Friendly islanders. HaMpcn:!)!!; to touch the wire 
of the'cabin-bell, he was struck with astonishment and savage wonder ; 
he rang the bell again and again, and puazled himaelf a quarter of an hoar 
to find whffiMse the eound proceeded. Sunday, the natives crowded off 
aa usual ; but, on being told that, the ship was taboo for thnt day, they all 
swam back to the shore. On the 20th Mr. Harris and ( rook came on 
board, and held a meeting with the captain respecting their stay. Mr. 
Harris complaiaed of the poverty of the place ; aaid that he eoold not eaa ' 
the mahie, '5&c. ('rook declared his determination to atay, even though 
Harrie ek^ leave him. On the 9ith tfao fiahenMn, whom thev haiM 
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ift at the qoaiter-galleiY at first eoming, twmm off at brealcof day, and in* 

formed them that Mr. Harris had been on the beach all the night with hit 
chest, and had been robbed of most of his thinpf^v Tcnnr, ir seems, 
wanted to treat them with an excursion to another valley, to 'vhich Croolc 
readily agreed, but Mr. Harris would not consent. The chief seeing this, 
and desirous of obliging him, not considering any favour too great, left 
him his wife, to be treated as if she were his own, till the chief came back 
again. Mr. Harris told him th it hp die! no* want the woman ; however, 
she looked up to him as her husband, and findingherself treated with total 
neglect, became doubtful of his sex, and acquainted some of the other 
females with her suspicion. Discovering so many atrangers, he was great* 
ly terrified ; and, perceiving what they had been doinc, was detemiined 
to leave a place where the people were so abTnf?onrd nnd given I'p to 
wickedness, a cause which should have excited a contrary resolution. 
Crook is a youn^ man of twenty-two, remarliably serious and^ steady, 
always employed m the improvement of his mind, and applied with great 
diligence to the attainment of the language. He also possesses a veiy 
good geniug, and no doubt will contrive many things to benefit tl^f poor 
rreatureshe lives with ; and as the valley is capable of great improvement, 
they should not be surprised to hear of this and the islands adjacent be« 
coming very plentifol places by his means. He has varioos kinds of 
garden seeds, implements, medicines, an Encyclopedia, and other 
useful hook?. 

The 27ih, at four in the moniing, they weighed and stooH ont of the 
bay with a light air easterly. Their religious ceremonies reaeinbie those 
of the Society Islands. They have a morai in each district, where the 
dead are buried beneath a pavement of large stones, but with such excep- 
tions as in the case n{ the Chief Honoo. They have a multitude of deities. 
Those most frcqii< ntlv mentioned are Opooamanne, Okeeo, Oenamoe, 
Opee-peetye, Onooku, Oelanow, Fatee-aitapoo, and Onoet^e ; but none 
who seem superior to the rest, though the extent of infimnationis smdt on 
this head. They only offer ho^s in sacrifices, and never men. TheChief 
Tenae presides over four districts, Ohitnhon, Taheway, and Innam^i, nil 
opening into Resolution Bay, and Onopoho, the adjoining valley to the 
southward. He has four brothers ; Aeowtaytay, Natooafeedoo, Ohee- 
phee, and Moeneenee ; but none of them seem invested with any authority ; 
and Tenae himself with loss than the Otaheitean chiefs. There is no 
regular government, established law, nor pnnishmenta ; but custom is the 
general rule, 

July 3d, fell in with Tlookea, a lagoon island, many of which lie scat* 
tered about this part of the ocean, and render the navigation m dark 
weather dangerous. Qn tile 6th, at aeten in the morning, they saw the 

high land oiOtahcite ; and at noon, bein^ close in, ran between the 
Doljihin Brink and Point Venus Reef, and came to anchor in Matavai 
Bay. I'ae natives crowded oti*, all exceedingly glad to see them ; the 
brethren followed in a flat-bottomed boat, which they had been desired 
to build for the purpose of passing the rfiallow entrance of the river with 
the goods. The report they gave was ple^^inq" to all. They h^.d in 
general enjoyed good health. The natives had constantly observed tbe 
same respectful behaviour toward ihem as at first, and had never failed a 
day to supply them sbundantly vrith all kinds of provisions. One of the 
arreoies, the tayo of brother Henry, came to tlie missionaries with hts 
wife big with child ; they were taking their leave, in ordrr, durincr their 
absence, to destroy the infant which should be born, according to the 

3i* 
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Wdbtnce of that diabolical socirty. They thoaght this a proper oppor- 
tunity to remonstrate with them against this horrid cuatom. The mother 
felt with lendemees, and appoared willing to spare the infant ; but the 
brutal chief continaed obttmatoly bant on hb purpose, though' he ac- 
knowledged it a Moody act, pleading the established custom, his loss of 
ill privileges, and the dissolution of the pocietv, if this should become 
general. They offered to bnild tliem a house, lor the pregnant women, 
and take every child which should be boru luto Uieir unmediate care, 
^ They threatened him, that soeh an onnatorat act would exclude him from 
their friaodihip for 6Ter, and more, that the eatooa (their God) would 
certainly punish him. He said, if he saw the arreoies destroyed by the 
eatooa for it, he would desist i and asked if their forefathers were suflfer- 
ing for these practices. ^ . j t 

iPomaney and Iddeah etma at noon, and going into tho matried bio-. 
thr«n*s apartment, found them conTersing with the arreoies on the evil of 
destroying inf^ints. IcUlnah was particularly addres<^pd on the subject, as 
she ioo was pregnant by a loulou, who cohabited with her, and was aUo 
of the arreoie society. Pomarrey and Iddeah had for some lime ceaae<| 
to cohabit ; he had taken another wife, nnd she one of her servants ; but 
they Uved in the same stato of ftiendship, and with no loss of dignity. 
The brethren endeavoured to convince her of the dreadfulness of murder^ 
in a mother especially. They promiaod to receive the child immediately, 
and it should be no trouble to her j but she was sullen and made no reply. 
They then addrassed Pomanesr, and entreated hia interference in snppnss* 
ing such acts of inhumanity, and to give orders that no more human sacrifices 
should be otfered. He replied he would ; said that Captain Cook told 
him it should not be done ; but did not stay long enough lo instruct them^ 

A fact was reported to them, which, if true, was shocking. In one of 
Captain Cook'a visits he left a great monkej, who waa made a chief ai 
Atahourou ; he had a wife and thirty eervaata, and abundance of every-* 
thing ; they called him Tiata oore harrai, the great man-dog. One day 
the woman seeing him catch Hies and cat them, which they abominate, 
•he ran away into the mountains ; the monkey-end^ his toutoos pursued, 
but being met by Temanro, who was joabus of his authorit^r* he knocked 
him (bwn with a club and killed him. One of the brethren this evening 
sitting in his birth writintr, a voung airl came in, and expressed her sur- 
prise that they behaved so dilierent to them from what all their country- 
men had done. He told her that such practices were wicked, and if thay 
did such things God would be angry. « Oh,*' said ahe, *< but I will come 
to yon in tho ni^t, and then none can see us." 

They had desired Peter, that if a mawhoo came in their way, he should 
point hun out ; and here there happened to be one in Pomarrey*s train. 
He was dressed Uke a woman, and uiimicked the voice and every pecn* 
liarity of the sex. They asked Ponuurrey what he was, who answered 
**Taata, mawhoo," that is, a man, a mawhoo. As they fixed their eyes 
upon the fellow, he hid his face : th\^ they at first construed into shame, 
but found it afterward to be a womanish trick. These mawhoos chooso 
. this vile way of life when young ; putting on the dreas of a wontan, they 
follow tho sameen^loyments, are under the same prohibitions with respect 
to food, dc&t and aeek the courtship of men the same as women do ; nay, 
are moro jealous of tho men who cohabit with thom, and always refuse 
to sleep with women. 

The great morai of Oberea stands on a point to the eastward ; thither 
Ihfy wont» to have ft yiaw of so great » cnoosity^ Otoo has ona q£ ham 



ing whMier thsfwere goiiig, ib11o«ed> and were vety assiduoas in ex- 
plaining everything. This moral is an enormous pile of stono-work, in 
ibrm of a pyramid, on a parnlleiogram area ; it has a flight of ten steps 
quite round it, the Aist of which, from the ground, i» six feet high, the rest 
about iivttfetti; k is in length, at tlwlMii^tw«inndMdaBd seventy feet; 
width, at ditto, ninety-four feet ; at ^ top it is one hundred and eight^ 
feet lonq-, nnd nhout six widn ; thn steps are composed partly of regular rows 
of squared coral stones, about eightpcn inches hicjh, and partly with bluish 
coloured pebble stones, nearly quite round, of a hdf d texture, all about six 
inches Aaoielsr, ani in Asir mtmil unbiMm state : this is the outside. 
The Inside, thet is i» say, what tmninses the solid mass, (for it has no holp 
Ipw space,) is composed of stonf>s of various kinds and shapes. It is % 
wonderful struture ; and it must iiavc cost thpm immense time and pains 
to bring such a quantity of atones together, and particularly to square the 
coibI Of the Steps with die IboIb they had wiMa It imieised; for it WIS ' 
before iron came among them ; and as they were ignorant mortar ov 
cement, it r^^qnired all the care they have taken to fit the stones regularly to 
each other, that it might stand. When Sir Joseph Banks saw this place, 
there was, on the centre of the Kunmit, a representation of a bird, carved 
in wood ; and elqeehy it the fifuie of eiish, esmdin stone ; but both aie 
now gone, and the stones of tne upper steps are in many places fallen ; 
the walls of the court have also gone much to niin, and the flat pavement 
is only in some places diflcernible. The above gentleman, speakmg of 
this court, says, The pyramid constitutes one suie of a court or square 
the sides of whishisisso nearly equal ; and the nHioIe wss walled in and 
paved with flat stones : notwithstainding which pavement, several plantains 
tind treps, which the natives call etoa, grew within the enclosure." At 
present liiere is within this square a tiousc, called the house of the eatooa, 
in which a man constantly resides. Sir Joseph farther says, that at a 
smell dietaoee to the #est«wd of this ediike wee another paved square, 
that contained several small stages, called ewattas by the natives, which 
appeared to be altars whereon they placed the offerings to their gods 
and that he afterward saw whole hogs placed upon these stages or altars. 
The guide led lotiiis s^ot, which appears slso to faeve gone mneh to rum ; 
to showed theeltsiv whieh is* heap of stones, and how they lay their offer- 
ing upon it ; he then went a few vards hack, an J layiii LT hold of an upright 
stone like a crravestone, he knelt with one knee, and looking upward, began 
to call on the eatooa, by crying, Wiiooo, whooo and by afterward 
making a whistling noisn, inthneted it to be the waj in irtiieh the eatooa 
mnswered them. 

Before dinner they set off with the chief to see a raorai, where it was 
said the ark of the eatooa was deposited, and which had been conjectured 
by some visiters to bear a similitude m form to the ark of the covenant. 
Though it was shoot noon, m the lond they firit Uttle of the heat of the 
*ean : lo(^ bread firait trees afforded then a plessent shade ; and, as there 
was but little underwood, they felt no annoyance, except from a few flies. 
Turmeric and ginger abounded, as a!so the wild cotton tree. The moral 
stands on the north side of the valley, about a mile or more from the 
beach ; it is eieeled on level ground, enclosed wi^ a square wooden 
fence, each side ol whish sMy meesnw thirty or fioicty yards. ,About one- 
half of the platform, next the interior side of the. square, is paved ; and 
on this pavement, nearly in the middle, there stands an altar upon sixteen 
wooden piilars, eagh eight feet high; it is j'oJty feet long and sevea ieet 
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wide : <wi thf» top of th<» y>il?ars thf» platform for the offerings it Imid with, 
thick matting upon it, whjch, overhanging each side, forms a deep fringe 
idl around it. Upon this matting are i^ehngs of whole hoga, turtle, laxge 
flib, plaataint, joang cocoa Biit% te*p Uw wImIs in a aUto of pntrafiio- 
tkm, wbieh acaida m offensive soo^ aU round the place. A largo space 
on one sidi? of the fence was broken <!own, and a hpap of rough stonp? laid 
in the gap : upon these stones, and in a line with the ieace, were placed 
what thej call tees ; these were boards from six to seven feet high, cut 
into variom ahapea. At a coiBariiaar dib atood a bogaa and two alieda» 
men constantly attended. They entered the hooae, and found at 
one end the little house or ark of the eatooa : it was made exactly like 
those they set on their canoes, but smaller, being about four feet iong, 
and three in height and breadth. As it .contained nothing but a few 
pieces of cletb^ thay huiairad wharathajr hadhid the aatooa t toey anawei^ 
ed, that it had been taken in the morning to a small moral near the water- 
8\f\p-, hi7t that they woiiM immef^iatelv brii>g it, which they did in about 
half an hour. Though the English had not viewed this place without feel- 
ing for the poor creatures, yet, when thay laid their eatooa on the gro\md» 
they could hardly restrain a laugh. It waa m ahape exactly Uke a aaikkt'a 
hammock lashed up, and composed of two parts, the larger one just the 
size of the house, and the lesser, which was lashed wpon it^ v/as about 
half that size ; at the ends were fastened kttle bunchea of red and yellow 
feathers, the offerings af the weal^y. 

Oil thim my back they cattad tt> aea tody of Oi«piah» aa paeaar?^ 
tn a tupapow : he had not been Qiany months dead, and was now in a 
perfectly drv state. The man to whom the performance of this opera- 
tion was entrusted lived close by, and came near when he saw them. He 
seemed quite willing to oblige, and aakad if they would like to see the 
body unshrouded ; for, as it lay, nothng eaold to aaan hat tto iaat. 
Answering in the affirmative, he drew it out upon the uncovered staga» 
and took several wrappers of cloth off it ; and, lan^hint? all the whue, 
2>Iaced the corpse in a sittii^ posture. The body had been opened, but 
tto skht every whaia elaa was unbroken, and, adhering close to the bonea, 
it appeared like a skeleton covered with oil-clath. It bad Ikrfda or no 
smell, and would, notwithstanding the heat of the climate, remain ao 
preserved for a considerable time. The method they lake for this is, 
to clear the body of the entrails, brain, &c, ; then washing it well ; they 
TOb it daily outaida aad ia with eoeoa nut oil, till the flesh is quite dried 
. lip ; after whieh they leave it to the all-destroying hand of Time. Thia 
tupapow was constructed by driving four long stakes in the ground, about 
six feet asunder, lenfjthwise, and four in breadth : besides these, two 
. others, not so loi^ by three feet, are driven on a Ime, and six feet from 
tto former four ; a stage is then made at the height of tto stortaat two^ 
and the corpse toing laid at one end, a tfaatehed roof ie laiaad apon tto 
four highest stakes, to shelter it from tto rain; the vacant part of the 
stage is to pull it upon, either for rubbing with the oil, or exhibiting it to 
the friends and relations of the deceased. On the adjoining trees plan- 
taina and bread Iroit hon^ for tto use of the dead. They asked them 
where they thought his apuft, or thinking part, had gmm 1 At tfiia ttogr 
amiled, and said, Harre po,^' that is, ** Gone to the night." 

They were now extremely anxious to ascertain the {K>pulation of tto 
island, which, from a variety of curcumstanccs, appearea to them iufi- 
nitely leas popukma thaa aa represented by Gaptain Cook and otheva. 
For thla popeae two er ihNe of than eel oS, umm^M I17 Ptf9r> thft 
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Swede, as inteTpntar* Stopping at tiie hlMse of Inona IMai, wiikw 

of Orepiah, they communicaled their purpose to her head servant, Aheine 
Eno, apparently an intelligent fellow, who instantly suggested a mode of 
cuuiiting, which they afterward adopted. He said that in Wbyripoo 
theie were foor matteynas, and to eaeh mattejna tfame were ten teet. 
A matteyti^. lie said, was ft principal lioase« dittingniahed either by a do* 
jrrf e of Tar:k in its ancient or present owner, or by h portio;! of land !)eing 
attached to it ; and sometimes on account of its central situation to a 
few other houses. It seta up a tee or image at the morai, which enti> 
ilea it to the liberty of worahtoping there, Md the other houses claim a 
pavl in. Ihe same privilege, and are thenca called tees ; ftom what they 
K»w ^Mowing six peiaoiis to each matteyna and te^ Ihe population is as 
follows :

In the dusk of the evening of the 27th, one of the seamen, William 
Tucker, made his escape from the ship. About ten at night a native 
paddled oif, calling out, as he approached the ship, All's well.'* His 
Duainess, it seemed, was to communicate something conoernuig fucker ; 
but he was so stopified with aya, that he could not articulate a word. 
The coming of another canoe explained the matter. In this last were 
tiiree of the missionaries, Iddcah, two of O^oo's servants, and Tucker 
bound, who cursed Otoo heartily for his treachery. It appears that Otoo 
had been privy to the whole affair, and had himself daily fed Tucker. 

August 4th. Light airs of wind. At eight, A. M., weighed anchoi; 
and stood out of MataTai Bay. When to leeward of Huaheine, canoes 
came alor^jf^lffp • \^r^ one of thfm was Connor, one of the ^fntilda's crew. 
To their astonishment, he had torgotten his native tonguei being able 
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to recollect only a few wordB : &nd if be began a seateoce in English, he 
waa obliged to finish it in the language of the ielandi. Atuoou next day 
WMre DO fafthsr tlmi b«twien Ouiha and Bolabola. A lew canoaa eUM 

off from both islands ; but as it wm Sunday, agreeably to the rule urra>, 
riably followed, thoy had no intercourse with them. On the 17th, came, 
in sight of Eooa, and next day moored ship in the harbour of Tongata- 
boo. Before they liad anchored, George Veesoni odb of the missiona- 
iki, cime oS^ and mfomied them tlMtfc tbt brothran vme ail welU Itue 
NoUm excepted ; and that, for reaaoM jod^^ed most prudent, they had 
separated in*o small pnrties, and were now with ditToTcnt chiefs Bowell 
and Harper were together with a chief named Vaarjce, who resides at a 
place called Ardeo, Veeson with Molicemar, a chief of the di;tfliici of 
Ahoge, thirty miles Arom Aheefo, end Cooper with Mooree at Ahoge, 
the rest were etill at Aheefo. 

At the fnnrrril of Moondoe, who died in April, brother Bowell went 
with Ambler to iianghye to see the ceremony, and found about 4000 
persons sitting round the place where the hatooka stands. A few mi- . 
nutea after their arrival they heard a great shoutbg.and blowing of ooneh 
shells at a small dietmce ; soon after about 100 men appeared, aimad 
with clubs and spears, and rushing into the area, began to cut and man- 
gle themselves in a most dreadful manner ; many struck their heads vio« 
iently with their clabs ; and the blows, which might be heard thirty or 
forty yards oflf, they repeated till the blood ran down in streams. Others* 
who had speaiSi fhrust them through their thighs, arms, and cheeks, all 
the while calling on the deceased in a most affectionate manner. A 
native of Fcejee, who harl been a servant of the deceased, appeared 
quite frantic ; he enterud lixu area witii lite in his hand, and havins pre- 
viously oiled his hair, set it on fire, and ran about with it att on iane. 
When they had satisfied themselves with this manner of torment, they 
sat down, beat their faces with their fists, and then retired. A second 
party went through the same cruellies, after them a third entered, 
shouting and blowing the shells: iuur of lue ioremost held stones, 
which ttkey used to knock out their teeth ; tblDse who blew the shells 
cut their heads with them in a shocking manoei. A man that had a 
spear run it through his arm just al^ave the elbow, and. with it slickin:^ 
fast, ran about tlie area for some luiie. Another, who seemed to be a 
]>rmcipal chiei, ucled as if quite bereit oi his senses ; he ran to every 
comer of the area, and at each station beat his heed with a club till the 
blood Howed over his sbtfulders. A great heava or mat was performed at < 
the fiai'x^kri of Moomoe ; first by women in their best garments and finest 
mats : pieces of English cloth or silk were added as ornaments ; the 
peifutued cocoa nut oil dropping from their hair. Two drums and a 
vocal concert of men sitting round aecoapanied the women, who also 
sung and danced, performing yarions evolutions in ■ most gncefol man- 
mer. An old chief at intervals called out, "fyfogee," or, encore, and 
sometimes " inarca," or, well done. 

The natives expressed much surprise at observing how different the 
missionary manners were liem those of their eounkymen, whose time is 
spent in idleness and profligacy. One of them has lour wives, anotfaec 
three, and the other two With such men it was impossible for them to 
n)aintain any fellowship, and their envy and enmity they bitterlv experi- 
euctid. Ambler and Morgan having heard that they suspected them of 
havinff driven off their hogs, came to their house and began to abuse them ; 
nod Morgan even kicked one of their nnmber. Seemg them deteminad 
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to proceed farther* a acufiie ensued ; Morgan ajgain struck with his club 
the person he had before kicked, but the blow did no great injury. They 
Umh desisted, finding thentselTSS overpowered, but not fiou atteruig the 
most horrid execrations both on them and also on themselTes, if iliey did 

not prove bitter enemies, and murder them before morning. 

The government of Tongataboo is so complex in itself, and the natircs' 
account of it so different, each taking a particular pride in exalting his 
own chief above others* that it is difBcoIt to come to any cwtainty con- 
cerning it. The following appears most consistent with the truth : 

This island bears an unrivalled soverc5:^nt3'' over the whole group, 
Feejee not exropted. The inhabitants of Fei jre having long ago dig^ 
covered this island, frequently invaded and committed great cruelties in 
it ; bnt in an expedition which the Ton^a people made against them lately, 
under the command of Tongahowe, FiTatonga, and Cummavie, they cooBi* 
pletely routed and brou^Tht them into subjection, so rhnt they now pay 
tribuN' to Tongataboo on certain occasions, the same as the othei Kslamls^ 
of which they saw an mstance at the death of Moomooe. Tongataboo is 
divided into three hoge districts, viz., Aheefo, at the north-west end, 
over which Dngonaboola reigns with absolute sway. Mooa, the middlo 
district, is under the same subjection to Futtafaihc ; and Vaharlo has the 
same power over Ahoge, situate at the south-east part, each claunintj a 
right of disposal over the lives and property of his own subjects, which the 
Etvlieh have seen exercised most despotically. 

The people fully answer to the most favourable representations the worUi 
has ever received of them ; for surely no appellation was ever better ap- 
plied than that given to them by our countiymen, of which they seem very 
proud, since the brethren made them acquamted with it, and very studious 
to render themselves more deserving of it. Thev possess many excellent 
qualities, which, were they enlightened with the Knowledge of the gospel^ 
would render them the moj?t r^miable people on earth ; for instance, their 
bounty and liberality to strangers is very great, and their generosity to one 
another unequalled. It is no uncommon thing for them to complain they 
are dying of hunger, and, as soon as th^ receive food, to divide it among 
as many as are present, the f^rst receiver generally leaving himself the 
smallest sharo, and often none at all. 

Their marriages are attended with very little ceremony ; the only one 
seen was that of Vaarjee, with v^m brothers Bowell and Harper were 
sometimes resident. This was conducted in the following manner : A 
young female having attracted his attention, he first informed his mother 

that he wished to add her to the num! r if his wives. She immediately 

communicated this to the damsePs father, and the proposal meeting his 
approbation, he clothed ber in a new garment, and witn attendants, and 
such a quantity of baked hogs, yams, yava root, dec, as he conld affiirdt 
she was sent to her intended ppnusc, wlio, hr'in;T apprized of her coming, 
seated himself in his house, and received her in the same manner and with 
as little emotion as he would have done any other visiter ; feasting on the 
Iffovisions, and a good draught of yava conanded the whole, and tnebrido 
was at liberty either to return to her father till agahl sent for, or take up 
her residence with her husband, which in this instanro ^hn prcfcrrod- 

Futtafaihe, on one occasion, roasted a large hog for dinner, after which 
he accompanied them to the tiatookas of los ancestors: they he ranged 
in a line eastward from bis house, among a grove of trees, and aio many 
in number, and of different constructions ; some in a square form were 
not in the least raised above the level of ibe common ground i a row of 
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large ttones formed the sides, and at eacli corner two high stoneg wero 
placed upright at right angles to each other, and in a line witb their re- 
^spective tides ; othen wer« each ts the brethren deeeribe thftt of Moo- 
mooe to be, and a third sort were built square like the iint ; the largest 
of which was at the base 156 feet by 140; it had four atepe from the 
bottom to the top, that run quite round the 
pile ; one stone composed the height of each 
atepr a part of it being annk m the cmmnd ; 
ana aome of lhaae stonee in the wall of tbo 
lower are immensely large ; one, which they 
measured, was twenty-four feet by twelve, 
and two feet thick ; these Fattafathe inform- 
ed them were bzooght m doable oanoea 
from the Island of Lefooga. They are coral 
stone, and are hewn into a tolerably good 
shape, both with respect to the straightness 
of their sides and the flatness oi their surfaces. 
Thay are now ao hardened by the weather, g-, f . 
that the great difficulty they had in braaking 
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a specimen of one corner made it not cnsy f . PK>fil« W »• 
to conjecture how thelabourof hewing them g 
St first had been effected ; as, by the marks ^ 
of antiquity which aome of them bear, they ' 

must have been built long before Tasman snowed the natives an iron tool. 

On the 7th of September weighed, and sailing from To: ja taboo by the 
northern passage, passed close by the small islands of Honga Harpy and 
Honga Tonga. They had brisk gales and a hollow sea all the night ; ex- 
tenaive reefs aarrounded them. In Tiewing their aitoatioo from aloft it 
appeared very critical, and occasioned the island alieadf to be called 
Danger Tslnnrh At daybreak, on the l^ih, bore away, and ran a!onfT the 
north side of Sir Charles Middieton's Islands. At nine o'clock aL night, 

res safe j but were presently 
upon which the sea hardly 
; warnmg. All lianda were upon deck in an instant, 
arid, as she stuck fast, became under great apprehensions of being ship- 
wrecked ; a misfortune whicli presented itself with a thousand frightful 
ideas. Judging it lu be a weather reef, the moment she struck the sails 
were hove aback, and in about five or aiz minutea they beheld with joy 
that she came astern, and shortly ifti r was quite afloat ; when they were 
i^in deUvered from their fears, ami found the ship, which had kept up- 
right the whole time, seemed to have rccoived no jiijury. 

16th. Observed at noon, in latitude 13 degrees 13 minutes south, and 
at five, P. M.,aaw the Island of PLotumab, bearmg north-west by weat At 
eight, A. M., on the 25th, saw land from the maat-head bearing north-west 
by north, and immediately steered for it. About five o'clock in thr eve- 
ning, as they drew near to the land, found that it consisted of ten or uieveii 
separate islands, two or tiiree of which were of considerable bize, and saw 
a canoe commg toward them, in which were two men ; they approached 
within hail, but would come no nearer. 

The largest of this group they named Disappointment Island, and the 
whole cluster Dull s Group. On the following day again saw land m the 
south-west quarter, and steered for it, which proved to be Swallow Island 
and Yolcana Island; and ftrther to the aottth*west they coold discern 
Glgmont Ishmd ; all theae wen diacoverod by Captain Carteiot. On the 
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- J5th of October came in sight of a low island bearing west by north, and 
presently perceived some canoes coming toward them. Just at this time 
. William Tucker and John Connelly were discovered swimming close under 
tfeni, with a Tifiw to make their escape to the canoes, and bv their 
tlnilkicg appeared afraid of being fired at ; but the captain, enraged at tliB 
formpr for his iiv ratitude and deceit, and willing to part with the latter, 
told them, that il they chose to go they might, for he would not fire at 
them. Connelly answered, " Thank you, sir and they both swam to 
the canoes, and wera leeeiyed bj tlia nvages with great aMbtings. Soon 
after, a breeze springing up firomthe north-east, they resumed their course 
and left them behind. Connelly was brought by force from Tongataboo 
for threatening the missionaries. They did not imagine a third person 
could be found willing to follow their example ; but such is the prevalence 
flf habit and the enervating inflnence of idleness over the mind, that 
Andrew GoneHae Lind came to the captain, and begged earnestly to be 
set on shore upon the jieit island they should discorer. To this request 
not only consent was given, but likewise a promise to let him have a se- 
?ection of useful articles wherewith to benefit the natives, and the belter 
to introdnce and gtre him importance among them. 26th. At midnight 
^ey saw another island, and as the day fafoke shortly after, coonted sis 
of these low islanfls ; and soon had a great number of canoes about the 
fthip, into one of which Andrew, after taking leave of his shipmateSi went, 
ana was received with joy by the sav^es. 

mh. Abont ten, A. M came in sight of another low island. Aboat 
fbnr, A. M., next day, discovered other islands. About this time it fell 
c^?m, which continued : aTi(! ?.t (^rivbrr^k counted six, which might, from 
their size, merit the name of islands, and seven isles or keys ; to the 
whole of which they g^ave the name of the Thirteen Islands. To visit 
the Pelew Islsnds bemg their next object, thoy aceoidingly shaped a 
eoQVse thither, bat had rather a tedious passage of nine days, owing to 
light and varinbl^ wint^s. On tho fith, v.hrn it became more seltlp<?, ;!;ot 
sight of the land, lin inng west-south-west, distant ten or eleven ]raf^i:e«. 
When they hove- to they were opposite to the southern part of tiie dis- 
trict of Artinnll. Two himdrea persons or more were collected upon 
the beech, and presently shout a dozen canoes were seen upon the water, 
some of which were under sail, and others paddling ; but as the weather 
at this time wore a most gloomy aspect, three of them only came far 
enough otf to get alongside. This was all the intercourse they had with 
the Pelew islanders, a ehcamstsnee much regretted by them, as it had all 
along been the captain^s intention to stay here a few days, for the purpose 
of learning what they coubJ of tbr* inhabitants respecting the eTpcdi«ncy 
of settling a mission among them, and to prepare the way for missiona* 
ries, by distributing some useful articles retained in the ship. 

November 21st. At ten o'clock, A. M., passed between the Grand 
tiemma and Potoy, and leaving all the islands, except Lingting, to the 
ponth, pailf^f! thrmirrh with a fnf easterly breeze. At three, P. M., caino 
in sinjht of Macao, and at half-past four anchored in the road, the town 
bearing west two leagues. 

January 8d. Three English men^f-war and seven of the Bombay cotton 
rilips were at anchor, wailing for the Duff to sail with them. Everything 
relative to the fleet's departure being arranged, and the ships in readi- 
ness, early on the 5ih they put to sea. On the 10th passed Pulo Sapata, 
snd continuing their course, at two, A. M., on the 16tn, eame^to with the 
email bower m Malacca load; On the' tMMi failed with the fleet. The 
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16th of March, in the morning, made thei3ape Lasd, aikL foil in witk 
two Uaiisports from Amboyna. At night hove-to, ami waited for day to 
luo for Tablo Bay. lo a fow day* thoy had got what water and atodc 
wofo wolrtied, but it was not until the Ut of April that the signal ibraijl- 
ing was made, and they put to sea, with the addition of the transport 
Beiiuna to iheir Heet. On the 23d of June saw tiie coast of Ireland* 
west of Kinsale. On the 8th of July pasted the Doviia; on the 11 th 
ouna to anchor in the River Thamee, and in a lew dajs discharged their 
cano of tea, «ydi waa landed in as paiiiMi ocdw as thsgr lecaived it mi 
ChSuL 



CAPTAIN D'ENTRECASTEAUX.— li91-&3. 

Oh September 38th, 1791, in the two sloops, La Recherche and L'EIa- 
perance, of sixteen guns and 110 men eacli, they weighed from the har* 
DOur of Brest, completely equipped for a voyage of circumnavigating tho 

8 lobe. The coveroment had previously sent on board a nnmber oi gea* 
lemen, versed in astionony, natnitl Justory, botany, painting, &c., and 
had provided an apparatus of astronomical instruments, marine time* 
pieces ; in fine, every article that appeared likely to render the expedi- 
tion subftervient to the purpoi>es of science. The conduct of the expedi- 
tion was assigned to Captain D'Entrecasteaux. The leading object of 
the voyage was to endeavour to procure intelligence relative to Captain 
La Pttouse, who had long been missing in the South Seas, and to make 
R rompleie tour of New Holland, an island by far the largest in the 
world, comprehending an immense circuit of at least 5000 (French) 
leagues. The accomplishment of this last point vraa essential to the 
history of geography, and what had not been efiected by either Cook or 
Xa Perouse. 

The first port they made was Santa Crnz, in Trneriffe ; they arrived 
there on the 17th of October, and, having ukcu m wines and provisional 
proceeded on thehr foirte to the Gape of Good Hope ; and while they con- 
tinued there, the a&peditum snstamed a considerable misfortune m the 
death of the astronomer Bertrand. February 16th, 1792, they loft the 
Cape, and bore away for the Island of New Guinea, some parts of which 
they expUured ; they reached the Islands Arsacides on July tho 9th, and 
New Ireland the I7th. They afterward made for Amboyna, one of 
the Molucca Islands, and sfiived September dth* October 11th. They 
left Amboyna, and sailed immediately for the west part of New Holland, 
along which th»>y intended to coast, as being the least known, and then 
to proceed along the southern shore ; they were always driven back, 
however, by east and south-east winds, and this part of the enterfmsa 
was consequently frustrated. 

Drr'>tnher 3d, 1792, they arrived at the cape which is at the soutli- 
west extremity of New Holland, and sailed along the southern shore till 
January 3d, having by this means traced and aaeertamed about two-thirds 
of the whole extent of tho sonthem coast. In consequence of the went 
of water and the prevalence of high soath>essterly winds, they bore away 
for the Capo de Diernes, the south-east extremity of this extensive island. 
Tn this part of the southern coast they observed a number of hold and 
noble harbours. After a delay here of three weeks^they shaped a course 
for New Zealand, and afterward for the Friendly Islands. 

On the lUh of March thcv psssed very near the North Cape of New 
Zealand, and making for tba shofe, senitl oanoea cama aloofude^ 
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They procured a number of ornaments from Ihft MTlgefy Mtd puliiiig 

from them relnctanlly. continuf^d their route. 

On tiic itiiii diey discovered two small islands at a little distance from 
each other. The nuMt eMtem one liee in 90 dogi eas 17 mmutes Mmth 
latikode, and in 179 degrees 41 minutet east loi L^itade. 'On the 17tli 
discovered an island about five leagues in circumli rence, conspicuoas by 
its elevated situation. It lies in 29 degrees 3 minutes south latitude, and 
in 17^ degrees 54 uurmtes east luagitude. Oa the 2d oi Marcli they saw 
Eboua, tlM meet eouth-westedy of the Friendly Islands. The next day 
anchored at Tongataboo, the laigest of the Frendly Islands. A multitude 
of canoes crowded abont them, and the beach wag soon covered with the 
natives, who welcometl their arnvai by every possible expression of joy. 
Tills satisfacliua was sometimes interrupted by ilie imprudence of somo 
ef their people, and sometimes by the ezcessiTe cnriosi^ of the islandersy 
to see and possess everything that was Euiopeaa. After a tedious voy- 
age, which had often forced them to put into -uninhabited places, how 
grateful was the satisfaction they experienced to lind themselves so hos- 
pitably entertaiued by a people auiorig whom ca lii^^auoii is already con- 
siderably adyanced. Among these idanders they frequently meet with 
men six feet high, their limbs shaped in the most comely pn^ortion. The 
fertility of the soil, which exempted them from the necessity of extreme 
labour, may conduce not a little to the unusual perfection of their forms. 
Their features have a^ slioug icscmblance to those oi Europeans. A 
homing sky has inainreesed a slight diseolonr on their skins. Those 
amon^ the women who are hot little exposed to the rays of the snn» are 
sufficiently fair. Some of them are distiniyviished by a beautiful carnation, 
which gives a vivacity to their whole figure. A thousand nameless graces 
are visible in their gestures, when engaged in tiie siighteat employments. 
In the dance their movements are eneliaotiiig. 

The language of this people bears an anak^gy with the gentleness of 
their manners ; it is well adapted to music, for which they hnve a pecu- 
liar taste. Their concerts, wherein every one pertorms his part, demon- 
strate the just ideas which they entertain of harmony. The women, as 
well as the meo» have their shoulders and iHreasts ndted. A cotton clotbn 
or rather a piece of stuff manufactured with the bark of mulberry tree 
into paper, serves them for apparel. It forms a beautiful drapery, reach- 
ing from a little abovo the waist down to the feet. The art of pottery 
has made some progress among them. They saw several vases of potter's 
earth, tolerably well baked, in which they preserved their water ; theso 
vases are manufactured in an island nanaed Seidgy, lying, according to 
the best accounts they could gather, about one htmdred leagues north of 
the place where thoy were to anchor. These islands produce a species 
of nutmegs, which differ very little in form from tho^e of the Moluccas. 
They are, however, aromatief and almost twice as large. Hiey collected 
in the island a number of objects which may prove useful for the study of 
natural history. They also procured the bread fruit tree, for the purpose 
of transporting it into the West India Island*' ; they were obliged to leave 
it, however, at Sourabaya, in the Island oi Java. At their departure 
from thence they took a receipt from La Haye, the Detch gardener there, 
for eleven yooog plants of this invalualde tree, and as many roots ana 
stocks, all in prime condition, which they had brought away from the 
Friendly Islmds. afff^r havin^T had them nearly eleven monllis in their 

Eossessioii. Tiie routs aud plants together amount to twenty-two, all in 
jgh preservation; and as the tree grows very rapidly, this (^uantitjf wiU

•nfllee to replenish the islands with Ihem in six or eight years time. They 
jvere at Jarnannc, in the Island of Java, on the 20th of March, 1795. 
The? must not couiound these excellent species of bread fruit tree with the 
wild species of it found in the MoIqccm, nd observed for • long ttim 
pul in the Isle of France. In thii Mcond Mft the grains do not mis- . 
carry, while in the good fruit tree they aro rpp!?tce<^ bv a food truly deli- 
cions, when baked under ashc? or in the oven In other respects it is a 
mo&i wholesome viand, affording a pleasant repast during the whole time 
of their contioQtnco on Ihit itlm, and for whidi tiiey willingly relm- 
qoithod the ship's stock of baker's bread. The Molacca sort produces 
tnirty or forty small fruits ; while every tref> of the Friendly Islarids 
oroduces three or four hundred extremely largf", of an oval form, tho 
greatest diameter being from nine to ten mches, and tae smallest trom 
eeven to eight. A tree would be oppressed with toch an enormooi load 
if the fruit were to ripen all at once ; but sagacious nature has to ordered 
it, that the fruit s-it rred each other, during eight months of the year, thus 
providing the nations with a food equally salubrious and plentiful. Every 
tree occupies a circular space of about thirty feet diameter. A single 
acre ocenpied br this vegetable would supply the wants of a nnmber of 
lamilies. Nothing in nature exhibits a similar fecundity. As it pre dnc es 
no seeds, it has a wonderful facially of throwing o it suckers ; r^nd its 
roots frequently force their way up to the surface of the earth, and there 
give birth to fresh plants. It thrives exceedingly in a tropical climate, 
m a soil somewhat elevated above tift level of the eea ; and suite very 
well with a marly soil in which e nnxtnre of argiHaceons elaj piepoii- 
derates. 

They quitted the Friendly Islands on the 10th of April, 1793. The 
next day observed a small island named Tortoise April 15, saw Errouan, 
the most eastern of ihe islands of llie archipelago of the Holy Ghost, and 
afterward that of Anatom. The eroptions of the volcano of Tana pre- 
sented in the night a spectacle truly sublime. April 27lh, steering for 
New Caladonia, in a night darker than usual, they ran among some 
islands surrounded with breakers, not noticed till then by navigators \ 
thev were only apprized of danger hjf an uncommon eirenmstance, the 
flight of a flock of sea-fowl over their heads about three o^clock in the 
morning. This indication of the proximity of land induced the officer 
upon watch to slacken rail, and lie-to, at a critical juncture, when an 
hour's more sailing must have dashed them to pieces against the rocks. 
T%ese new-discovered islands lie about thirty leagues north-east of New 
Caledonia, where they anchored April 26th. 

After the description that Cook and Forster have given of the inhabi- 
tants of New Zealand, they expected to find realized the advantag'eous 
portrait given of them by those celebrated voyagers. They had rbason, 
Dowever, partly to suspend their belief of those accounts, when they af- 
terward observed a number of human bones broiled, which tiie savages 
were devouring, eagerly fastening on the smallest tendonous parts which 
adhere to them. This fact at least suffices to prove that the New Zea- 
landcrs are cannibals. They often attacked their boat ; but the good 
countenance exhibited prevented their assailing or massiicring any of 
their company. Notwithstanding these hosUlities, the ship was evety 
day visited by numerous bodies of the islanders. The soil being every* 
whore barren, they perceived but few vestiges of any taste for agriculture ; 
stiU, however, they observed in some gardens the Colocasia, the C inhbe 
cabbage, ihe banana tree^ and the sugar- cane. The cocoa tiee bears 
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tot very teimillfv IMl, the water of which u fipr from beiog pleasant. 

- The barbarous customs of the natives did not prevent ibnir reiterated 
excursions into the inienor parts of the country. On these occasions they 
kept together to the number of twenty, always well armed. As e7ening 
caiQe op, thejr eoauiMniljr look their Miea on aome eletated pott m tho 
mountains, where they passed the nigl^ in a titaation which protected 
them from hoetHe aasindta. To goaid agaiaat eQi|iriee» the^ kept watch 
by turns. 

Observations made for twenty days together in this extensive region, 
ef which Foreter had hat a gtimeeey (heiog eiek all the eight dajw^ hie 
being off the island,) furnished them with a variety of novel materials, es- 

pecially in the vefrptable kingdom. On the sixth of Mav they last 
Citizen Huon, captain of the Eaperance. He had been for some time 
before afflicted with an incurable marasmus. They buried him in Obser- 
• Tatioa Island. May 9th, they weighed anchor, and eailed beforo the 
wind for tho north. In their coarse observed the eastern part of the 
Tcefs and islands, the western side of which they saw the year before. 

May 2lst, were close on the Island of St. Croix, and sent in two boats 
to look out for an anchoring place. While the aailora were employed in 
sounding, one oi the natives, at a distance of upward of eighty paces, 
lanced an arrow, which slightly wounded the forehead of one of them. 
A volley of fire-arms, howeyer, soon dispersed the group of canoes which 
had surrounded the boats, and from which the Unce proceeded. Although 
the wound wee apparently ineonaidefahle, it was attended with a te* 
farnis, which proved nunrtal to the nnfortanate sailor after only eight 
days. The arrow did not apper^r to have been poisoned, as it is well 
known that beasts pierced with tho same wpapons do not experience 
any fatal symptoms. In India it is no uncommon thin^ to see the 
slightest puncture followed by a spasm, which ai a certam foreruimer 
«f death. 

After this they proceeded to visit the Arsacides Islands and ^Uk 
part of TiOuisiade which Bougainville did not explgre, the northern p-irt 
of which is very difficolt of access. They anchored after this near 
•ORie very lofty moontaine on tiie aoath^eaat eoaet of New Gaiaea. 
After having passed through DaaipieT'e Stiaite, thej discovered the 
northern side of New Britain.* 

July IGtli and 17th, they sailed in view of the Anchoret Islands of 
Bougainville. On the ^Oth they lost D'i^ntrecasteaux, the captain. 
He died of oonvnlsions, every fit of which was succeeded by a speeds* 
less stupor. After having taken some notice of Traitor's Islands end 
part of the * h vated lands of New Guinea, thcv anchored al Waigiore. 

Aogest idih, !793, in 129 degrees 14 minutes of cast loijn^itude, and 
80 near the equator that they were only half a minute to the south. 
Here die inliiihitante branght veij iam eea*tttitiee, tlie soup of which 
they experienced to be a salutary remedy for the^eorvy, which was now 
prevalent among them. In this island they procured a number of inte- 
resting objects, and quitted it August the 2yth, and sailed for Bouwo, 
where they anchored September the Hd^ 1793. In this mountainous isle, 
wiiere the prodaetione or natore are extremely ▼aried, they had a favour-

fAanbrnM hoisted the white flag Febrawy I9th, 1794, and auireodeBed 
the two vessels to the D itch. Hn also seized all the joamals, charts, 
and memoirs, which werecomiecled with tne voyaere, nr.d anosted all those 
of the ships' companies that were obnoxious to hia own poiiticai sentiments. 
Ob* j««nial»howv¥eivwu Ibrtoiiateljr wred,by haying bM atowedio a 
box of ^ In this hazardona, yoi ia pwttwit, Y«yaABi of 315 pavsoiM 
thirty-sir lost their lives ; the astronomer, Pearson, died at Ja?a ; and 
Ventenat at the isle of France. Kiclie, the naturalist, remained at Java^ 
aa well as iiiiladiere. Laha^, tbe botamst, also stopped taere j having 
ttudur hm car« the braid ftnit treet bvovgbt hon the f nendW UUndi. 
FSvm, the painter, tartiad with the goyemor of Souiabaya ; ntt aftac-v 
«nd letoniad ta Eofopa, and pubtiihad an aaeooiil of tka loyaga.

Whili second officiT in the Barwcll, in her last voyaga to China, in 
17i^9, the first officer of that ship (Mr. John Buyers) and Mr. TurnbuU 
bad every reason to suppose, from actual observation, that the Americans 
aamad oa a aoat loentm ikda to thennth-waat of thaiwit eantinaiiL. 
Stnngljr impwiaied with thia paraiiaaion, they reaolfedk>«ii thair latom- 
home, to represent it to some gentleman of well-known mercantile cntei* 
prise. They approved of the speculation, and loat no time m propating 
for ita oxaeutiaii. 

A naw dttfi, caUad tha Margaret, flMmaftmg tea cainaga guns, with imo 
swivels, and a proportionate quantity of small arma, and built wholly of 

British oak, was at lon^^th ptirchased, and the command given to Mr. 
Buyers, while the cargo an J truimfj part were intrusted to Mr. Turnbull. 

They proceeded to Portsinouib in the latter end of May, ibUO; and 
having here joinad tha Aotiye frigate and tha Kaat India fleet, procaedad 
on their voyago. Qn tha l'7th of July had aigfat of the Island of Mi- 
deira ; bnt the commodore abandoning all hopes of reach-ng Funchal 
roads beioro dark, coatiaued under sail till ci^lit, P. M., and tlu n liove-to, 
with the ship's head to the uurth-cast, tacking occasionally tiii tlie morn- 
ing. At d^igfat nade aaU, and tun balweaa the Doawtw and the island ; 
and the morning being fine and clear, and the island at not more than sis 
or seven miles distance, had a full nnd advnnta;:;eons view of it. Fun- 
chal, the largest and most popui ous town ui tlio isiaiid, is most beautifully 
aituated on the south side of tlie ducUvity of a hill f«kcing the sea ; the 
houses riaing gndnally abate aaeh other, till thay teach the aonunit of 
the first range of hills, where tiia furospect is bounded by another range, 
planted with vines and fruit trees, and adorned with country houses and 
gardens. The peculiar excellence of the wines is in a great degree oc» 
caaioned by the care taken in selecting the largest and best grapes for 
that of the first quality ; tha next beat fat the aacond quality. Some 
of thaaa gyi^ Mt M large ea Gogliah plumbs The viqe of th^ 
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that qualhy, called Madeira Malmsey, is made from a ^6 i mpo rt ed by 

one of the Portuguese princes from Candia. A very small quantity 
of this wine is made, and it is of course monopolized for the best houses. 
The next sort is what is ocdi&arily drank in London for Madeira. The 
|irice of Malmsey, in 1811, was as iiigh as £80 per pipe. Loodon per* 
ticular £G0 ; and London Madeira £M* The wines of inferior qawi^ 
are generally used by the populace. 

The anchorage lies about one mile and a quarter from a high roclr, 
separated from the main ocean by a narrow channel of from forty to fifly 
yards wide, ealled the Loo or Lee roek, whieh is foitilled so as to defimd 
both the town and shipping in the bay against any sudden atten^it ot 
surprise from an enemy. This island is reckoned at about thirty-seven 
miles in length by eleven in breadth ; and, according to the latest estimate, 
its population may amount to 65,000 inhabitants, of which the town of 
Ftinchal, the capital, lonns one^fth. 

Learing Madeira in the erening, at sunrise on the morning of the 2^ 
saw the Island of Palm ft, one of the Canaries, or Fortunate Islands, . 
bearing south-west. During the farther progress of their voyage they 
were so hampered by the soath«rly winds, aim a entrent setting on ^ 
American coast, as to have approached within two degrees and a half of 
the coast of Brazil ; and the vessel being new, and therefore unseasoned, 
was in a very leaky slate. These circumstances induced them to bear 
up for Salvador, that the vessel might have the necessary repairs 
jprevious to enteimg into high latitudes. Thia city is Isrge andpopulous, 
and appears divided by nature into an npper and warer town. The npper 
is seated on the summit of an eminence ; it commands an uninterrupted 
view of tho hay ^vA harbour of All-vSaints, the sea and clouds alone 
terminating tiie boundless prospect. It is the seat of the viceroy, ^e 
em! and military officers, and principal merchants ; while the lower town, 
which contains the wharfs, store-houses, and custooKhoose, is, for tho 
most part, occupied by inhabitants of the inferior order, retail tradesmen, 
adventurers, and persons following mechanical trades. The houses have 
lattice-'windows and balconies ; but the streets in many parts of the town 
are so nanow, that two neigMnnirs in opposite balcmnes might almost 
shake hands. Hie population is estimated at from 90 to 100,060. The 
inhabitants mny be classed into three divisions, whites, mnlattoes, and 
blacks, of which the latter is by somewhat the largest. 

In the dock-yard a ship of 64 guns, named the Prmcipe de Brazil, was 
on the stocks ; it waahttilt of the eoontiy wood, a weold of a spaeiea of 
Indian teek, and undotthtedly nmefa atronger than any European oak. 
The iron, pitch, and tar, are understood to have been brought from Lis- 
bon, the policy of the parent-country requirmg everything wrought or 
manufactured to be imported from thence. This yard, from its commo- 
dionsness, and still mdrolrom its capabilities of fsiwer improvenMRt and 
Mdargement, attracted much attention. It ia a large sqnire area of greond, 
immediately fronting the water, enclosed on all sides ; and its internal 
arrangements and accommodations are on a scale of magnitude and con* 
venience which would not disgrace a similar estaUishment in Europe. 
Hune are houses, apartments, and lodgings, for all the ooperior asid nnder 
4^feev8 ; the intendant of marine and master-builders have lespeetaMo 
accommodations, and the blacksmith and other han^daftsmon ate «Mn» 
fortably provided. 

On quitting this harbour they gave chase to every sail that came in 
eight ; bat, though they brought-to several, they all piOf«d FailBfMM. 



On the 7th of November, at noon, ihry saw the land about the Cape of 
Gouu HoDe, bearuj|{ ea4»t by &ouih, m«uiut tive or six leagues. Ai nooa < 
brought UM ikap to an aacMr in Table Bay, Oapa Towa bearing wfl«4- 
aovtfa-weat, 4iataiit balf a mila. Thaii aUj at tha cape had now bmm 

near a month, and it wia necessary to obey the calls of business, no4 
proceed on the voyage. Thev accordingly took an affectionate leave of 
their friends on the eTeaiiig ol the 7 ik o( December} 1800. 

For the firat tan daja after leaTiig the ca|ie bad, with aome Utile vana- 
tioQ. fair winds iihd moderate weather ; bat at [nidn|^t» OO the 18th» beiiig 
in iaiilude 40 degrees 14 minutes, longitude 35 de^^roes 40 minutes, they 
experieiicrd n very stroncr jr^le of wiad, accompanied '.vith shoivers of 
aktet aud hAu-;}iaues, from iha weal. At e^hi u cluck, un the 'Zlilij the 
oohmm on the aoath head, whkb poinle out the entranee to Port Jack- ] 
eon, bote north and by west, diatant half e mile. At this place b station* 1 
r\ rorporal and party, for the purpose of communicating, by si^iaj, the | 
ijit. lliijencc of the arrival of any vessel to the colonists of Sr'dr.ey. whoj«o I 
di^uuicc from lUis is belweea six and seveu miles. A piloi, lu geiteral, • 
*'ia in attendance here. At nine bioi^t vp in Neatial Bay, a place a{»- 
pointed bf the port regulations for aupe to anchor in ptOYioiia to their 
entrance into Sydney (^ove, and to make tlieir report to the governor. 
At half-past two gut uadcr weiijht, and at half-past throe cdme to an 
auchur m this most beautiful basoii of water, lu seven fauiums, m most * 
mceUent holding ground, and within half a fuatolrehot of the ahore, with- 
out one sick person on board. The captain end Mr. TurnbuU agreed 
that the latter should conliniie at Port Jackson to di'spo^e of the cargo in 
th«; best manner possible, while the former should proceed m the vessel 
upon the nortli*we&i speculatiooi which he did ou the dih of Match, 1801. 

The town of Sydney, the cajiital of the oolonv and the aeat of the 
govemnent, is divided into two parts by a river, wnich empties itself into 
a rove named after the town. Sydney Cove has thus a double advaji- 
tage, ihat of being well and plentifully provided with excellent water, and 
at the same tune possessing a harbour which might coiUam with ease all 
the loyel navy of Qrett Britain. Tbeae twofold advantages rendcxed it 
much more eligible than Botany Bay, the original deattnation. 

The police of the colony is invested in the magistrates, who are ap- 
pointed by the governor, one or more to each principal district. Under 
them, in every uistrict, is a head and petty constable, and (or the better 
preeertation of order, n eeitain nnmber iff wmtehmen, where the ciream- 
etenoet aeem to reunite it The oelebiated Geoige Barringiou held the 
office of high-constable of Paramatta for many years, and in the faithful 
and vjfTorous discharge of his duty acquitted himself much to the satis* 
facaoa of the ffovernment. But he was now a mare living slceleton ; he 
waa emaciated, and apparently in the laet atage of human life/ Having 
absolutely loat the ose of his inteUeetoal iacnitiee, he had retired on n 
small pension allowed him for former aervioea, a melancholy instance of 
abused talent.s, aad the force of remor.se and conscious sensibility operating 
on a mind capable of better things, 'i'ins extraordmary character hmshed 
Im conrae on the 98th of December, 1804. 

The lend in the ndg^bourhood of Sydney, to the extent of eight or ten 
miles to the westward, is, with some exceptions, a light mould mixed with 
sand : about Paramatta it hccomes somewhat deeper, and mixed with 
clay, but seldom produces more than from twelve to fourteen bushels per 
•CM. In the town of Paramatta the governor had a large commodioua 
hWH»indeifetniofficewofthoftfil<rtaMiihBieatteti&^ inthit 
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men. There m £nv fiee people residing here ; the gietter part of the 
inhabitants nrc conviele, wh« Jkm|i in cuUivitioA mdm adjaeeat liqde he» 

longing to the crown. 

About iweaty miles west of Paramatta is the Kawkesbury settlement } 
and en the road, aboot foar milaa Irom Paranatta, Has Toungabie, a aet* 
ilement where the government keep their principal flocks of sheep and 

cattle, and a number of convicts for the cultivation of about four hundred 
acres of land beloogiQg to the down, piodttcipg at aa average twwily 
buaheU per acre. 

Turn this pface aw loado leading to Pennant hOI, Baihham hiU» and 
Castle hill, diatricta containing tracts of tolerably good land. Tb0 

Hawkesbnry settlement is fully six miles long ; the governor has a cottage 
hpre, add there is a good barrack for a small detachment of troops ; the 
farms are situated on each side of the rivei, which is capable ol admitting 
veasela of 800 tone op to the ffovemor'a aottage, a diakaaae iron the sea 
of about forty miles ; but, by the windingarad tttminga of the river, is up* 
ward of 120. The banks of ilils river arc composed of a rich black 
mould, trom eight to ttn or twclvi^ (cet deep ; ihis, however, onlv extends 
within a few chains of tho ^ -^d oi tho river, and ajppeara to hii\ii baeii 
fomad fton ila Iroqnont im Watuma. Beyond this the country around 
appaara tobeaatiff land, composed of oand, earth, and clay, and improves 
moch by cultivation. Higher up the river is the settlement of Richmond 
hill, where the land appears tho same, hui subject to the same incon- 
Yenieuce ui inundation. On the head oi a creek arisiug out ol iiotany 
Bay, anc^^ termmatiog in a email iiYer named Qemge'e and about 
eight miles from Puamalta, uo oovenK tana yiddiog from Iwutoea to 
eighteen bushels per acre. 

The aboriginal inhabitants of thia distant region are indeed beyond 
comparisuu tlie must barbarous on the surface of the ffiube. The resi- 
denooof EoMpeanahaeheiobeenwhony inoifeetaal; theontifoenraatiU 
In the state as at our first settlement. Their aumicking the odditiea* 
dress, walk, gait, and looks, of all the Europeans whom they have seen, 
from the time of Governor Phillips downward, is so exact, as to be a kind 
of historic reffister of their several actions and characters. Governor 
Phillipe and <S)lonel Grooe they unitate to the lile. And to this day, if 
there be anything peculiar in any of our countrymen, ofl^cers in the corpa, 
or even in the convicts ; any cast of the eye, or hobble in the gait ; any trip 
or strut, stammering or tluck speakmg, they catch it in a moment, anid re- 
present it in a manner which renders it impossible not to recognise the 
originaL They are moreover great pioficianta in the langoage wad New- 
gate slang of the conYicts ; and, in case of any qnanoli are hy no meana 
unequal to them in the exchange of abuse. 

I'heir prmcipal subsistence is drawn from the sea and rivers, the grand 
atore-house of nature in all the lands and isluids of the Pacific. When 
a dead whale ia oast on ehore, they lt?e iiunptuoaoly, ikiokinff to it in 
great numbers, and seldom loavii^f it till the bones are well picked. 
Their substitntc for bread is a species of root, something resembling the 
fern; it is ro^tsied, and pounded between two stones, and being thus 
mixed with fish, 6u;., constitutes tiiu ciuef part of their food. They have 
eyatera of an eztraoiduiaiy ■jne» thiM being aoifieieDt for any ordinary 
man. The rocks are covered with oUiers of a smaller size, and which 
may be had for the trouble of earriaofe and tho labour of knocking them 
ott They ai« by no iue»iii: deUcieot m pertonal cour^ ', in their pitched 
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Datties, of one part of the country against Ihe other, or one individual 
ibgainet another, their display tbm mott iktwiiiind bfaviny. They defend 
Ammitrm aplpir we apeareof thes Mnflaats by oppoeing only a dynii 
ef thick bark ; preyioas to their onset they join in a kind of song, and 
graduaUy increage th^ir noiftf* till they work themselves up into & frantic 
nury, their countenances being in the meantune convuUed, and evei^ 
feature of their ftea expreetive of the ftre of their niDiL 

OMof fMst ^Uili, Bameleag, a warrior of great repala, it k eail, 
WM caught by a very aingolar expedient: haying taken a hking to a 
tailor's jacket, it was ofFerpd to him without hesitation, and a sailor or- 
dered to aasist him in putting it on i the fellow obeyed* and by putting 
the back of the jacket in front, ooBtriYed to ham^ the arms, and thus 
e ih e Ual ty eeoend the sturdy eavagat 

While he was iti England, he was presented to many of the principei 
tkobility and first families of the kingdom, and Tceeived numerous pre^fenti 
ef clothes and other articles, which a savage of any other country would 
have deemed inestimable. It wte not ao, feowem, wkh Bemdong ; hm 
was no sooner rjimda d m km tfwn miuiUiy thin he forgot, or at leael 
laid aside, all the ornaments and improvements he had reaped from hie 
trave1«», and returned, as if with increased relish, to all his former loath- 
some and savage habits. His clothes were thrown away, as burthensome 
restraints on the freedom of his limbs, and he became agam ae complel* 
a New Hellnder m If he had nam left his native wilds. 

Having before tent a small adfantote to Norfolk Island, Mr. Tnmboli 
resolved to give it a trial m pet8in» aad iaft Sydmj Ux (hat pinpoea m 
the 2dth of August, 1801. 

In point of climate the situation of this island is ddiglrtful and salo* 
bvimis ; the latitude is 39 degrees, and therefova the getMnl alaia af the 
weather is seklooa in extremes, neither intolerably hot nor excessively 
cold. Without the aid of any manure the soil yields two harvests in the 
same year : the tirst ia of wheat, which, being sown m April or the bo- 
ginning of May, ia wnHj fMHPad In OtBlober ; the ground » th«i turned 
«p aftinh, and planted wA nuaa, nhiah is ready wi puHii^ against tiia 
next seed-time. He was moreover informed, that many of the fttrmers 
have practiced this course of cropping for a long series of vears. and 
without having experienced any duninotion in the productive powers of 



Tha afdfaMty price of podi hare is sicpaM f«it jfmnd, dead, or foi»* 
penee, alive ; but if the pieiyment is made in spirits, it may be obtained fat 

half that sum ; for jg^overnraent very wisely having prohibited any distilla- 
tion, the settlers will purchase spirits at almost any price. Wheat ta 
a^{hl«hitting8 per bushel i aiaiie, four; ladian naeal, five ahflMBga ; po- 
tiftoee, about six ehillinga aad sixpence; aniaat^ fiam e^ht to ten anil* 
lings per hundred ^vf^icrht ; a fowl, eighteen pence, and a goose from five 
to SIX shilbngs. The quantity of land hitherto granted by the crown to 
a settler is nearly as follows : twentv-five acres to a convict whose time 
ie expired, «nd a llaw a d toaettle ; tfaarty la a arivale soMier ; and fifty to 
a non-commissioned ofllear. T'beee gtaata, Aowafar, are net made n*- 
discriminately ; they are given only to such as have recommended them- 
selves by the sobriety and decorum of their genera! deportment, and are 
seldom obtained without the interest and recommendation of the supehn- 
iMdhig alBeeia. 

Adjacent to Mbfffelk lalMid are two smallar iilaadi, knowtt bw tka 
vm^ Pkaipm^ii^pmiy^UMi»,^fnm9^ half iho aua^ 
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JNorfoIk island, and situated about six or seven Ues to the south of (t ; 
wholly uncuUivatedi but abundant in herbage. That it might be rendered 
as usefil tm pomUle to the govaf mtnt, several hogs were tMne4 Ioom^ 
in the eipectation that, in the process of time, they would maltiafy eo §M 
to form a convenient stock. It does not, however^ 9ffB9t Ihm IM «itftt 
ol ihis first experiment justified the expectation. 

Lefk Ncnrfolk Island on the 0th of August, 180!^, with a fair wind, 
, whieh ooMuiMd finr •tent a weak, during vmli iima thay had pioceedad 
as far to the eastward as tha longitude of 179 decrrees west. On tha 
23d of September made the smiill Island of Maitia, situated about a 
degree to the eastward of Otaheite, the sovereignty of which it admow 
Mns. 

Cantioiiiiig thair eodna during the night, with a Moderata bPMia, ftmd 

themselves by daylight imdar the Islaiif «f Otaheila. Tba natives having 

•already discovered the vessel, were assembled in great Dumbers on the 
aeefs which extend along the shore, viewmg the ship, as it passed along, 
with the HM>8t attentive curiosity, the island exhibiting an appearance 
aqoaUy beautitul aad picturesque. At half-past ten, on the manwy af 
the 24tb of September, 1802, anchored in Matavai Bay, situated in the 
latitude of 17 degzeaa 39 iwQataa «<Mkb» and laii^itiida 149 dagiaaa 86 
jmuutes west. 

Af aaim aa tba vtmA wm aaefaored they were visited by the maatar #1 

iha Porpoita, lying there, who gave an account of a very destruotiva war 
which, lor a considerable time, had prevailed in the island, said to be ok* 
cited by the oppressive and tyrannical government of the fHmil}' of Poraar- 

I rey. During this conversation, some of the missioaaries settled ia Ota- 
hwe came off to congratulate them on their arrival, with Captain House, 
formerly conuaaadar of 'tka Iiibrfolk, wkich had baan maeked there, aad 
a Mr. Lewin, a landaeiqpe pmister, sent hither from Botany Bay, for the 

.purpose of taking views and making drawings of objects in this island.' 
These gentlemen confirmed the account of uie war in the country, and 
tbaganiial dawth in consequence of its ravagtt. 

l^a King Otoo, with his concert Tetua, caiaa alongside in eapaiata 
cnnops, bo'h dressed in their teboota^ a dre'^s appropriated for ihe use of 
the royal family and females of the first distiuciion This part of dress 
is merely an pbiong piece of cloth, having an opemng in the middle, to be 
{^ssad over the hMo, aad lianging dawn bafina and babiod, but opaa at 
the sides, allowing the waaiar io nova wilb giaat freedom. The queen 
had besides a piece of co-jntry cloth wrnpprd round her waist, nnd her 
hair dressed with a sort olr bonnet made uf tiie leaves of the cocoa tree. ^ 
jShe appeared to be about twenty-four years of ace, with good features, 
and in «ia abova Iba aidinary atandaid af Brilaft ladiaf t aba waa aai^ 
pkifad in tha bamUa aftoa of baiUi^ lha water out of bat aanoa. Sba 
and Otoo were cousins, and her sister was married to Terenaveroa, King 
of Tiarrabou, Otoo's brother ; following the patriarchal system in this 
respect, of marryiog their nearest relations. This lady, at their first in- 
tamaw, waa aonavSaU reaarvad ; but, upon ballar aaqnaantanaa, bacaaM 
mora famibar. Tba king appeared in hia ttkoota and aiama, Ibia last 
being a narrow piece of cloth passing between the legs and round the 
middle, wuh the ends folldad inward ; thaaa two aitidaa coostituta a 6(Mn- 
plete Otaiieitean dress. 

^ Tba biog bein^ very desirous to obtain tome of their aao, UmU is, sni* 
ittnoos liquors, tney gratified him with a small quantilf in the ahell of a 
ay<anniW whiabiwa h a n ^a d dofm Wbiin im bw oapa» Oat^mmiog 
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the pr«Mnt he said aloud, my ty tt tola, 1113^ ty U pahiA-^vexf good men, 
^ery good ehip ; and wHh tab eonipliiMDl in hb iBMlh, took lib lewra 

to pay a simiiar visit, and with a ttnttw pvpose, to tfatt Porpoise. They 
afterward learned th:it hisi maifsty wk^ somewhat too much addicted to 

"the use of such liqnors, and ih it he would ao any length to procure them. 
His falheri Pomarrey, had not yet returned from the expedition agaiast 
|y« enenitM in ttbtbor part of tin idMid. It tBsy be m c et wiy hem to 
obwtvo, thet, by tlie laws of Otaheito, the son, immediately on his birA, 
•ucceeds to the dignity of his faihrr, the father frnm that instant be- 
coming only administrator for his chdd. Otoo, therefoio, wa« king; aod 
Pomarrey, his father, regent. 
About thb tMM tlie king's nolber, Edeah, appeared alongsido m • 

-csnoo, Moikbd bf hst fiivoQiitOi a chief of the Island Huabomo, a man 
of most savfi^o fin-Tirf* nnfl manners. This lady had for come years 
been spjiarated from l^cr husband, Pomarrey ; but had not on this account 
■utiered any diminution of power or respect in the country, liiess two 
paiaoiiagat eioo on beaTd tho ahip with thoir ehanolatbtb fianknoao, 
and worn treated with all possible attention, having baniad from the 
gentlemen of the mission thit Edcah rn^ovcd such influence in the 
state, that her favour might be e.ssentialiy uselui, as they had everything 
to fear from her resentment. Ko pains, therefore, were spared to gain 
ber good wilh abo and faor favoorite ebbf fvan ooBdueled to tho ottio, 
ODd tbate entenaiiiod with grog, tobaeeOr &e.t dec. Several preaoDCa 
vere offered her, on which she seemed to set very Httle value ; but ex- 
pressed great eagerness lo possess a poo jm^y^ or musket. This queen 
dowager and her paramour continued to diink and interchange tobacco 
tiH IMJ «»oro nearW incapable of bating tbo abip^ each appoariBg to be 
•faatly delighted with their entertainment. The attendant was so well 
pleased, that, on tnking leave, he nrged Mr. Tumbull to accept him ns a 

' tayo^ or intimate friend, a civility he deoiused in the way least iikely to 

• give umbrage. 

Ponanrey having by thb tnae hoatd of Iheir «nifal» baatened to wel- 
tome them to his coontty, doubtlesa m the ke|ie of reoeiving his shave of 

the presents. His approach, with two canoes, was conducted with many 
formalities. When he came alon'T5?de he ordt^rcd his arrival to he an- 

r~;. 

nounced in due form, and reiused to come on board until they were ail 
fai leadbeaa to veeeive him with doe raepeet. On enteriag the riiqi ho 
pieeented to Mr. Tumbull a plantain led; the Otabeitean token of peace 
and friendship, nnd behaved on the whole with much afibbilityt'ooao^od 
with a certain fechng of hif^ former difrnified rank. 

Mr. Turnbuli was particularly distinguished by Pomarrey, who ena* 
braeed bin in the eotmtrjr feahioB, that is, by tonehiog noses ; after 
which, Pomarrey squeezed him gently all over the body, and swaddlod 
him up in a quantity of cloth, so that he could wiUi difficulty movo 
his limbs, being iiiorally miisket-pioof. Pomarroy informed him that 
this was the practice in his country m muking a kmo or tnend, at the 
oane time giving hb own nano to hie aowtyuadopted toyo, whose nanw 
lie took to hiflBself in exchange. Pomarrey was not less than six feet 
four inches in heifiht, remarkably stout and well-proportioned. Hb 
eon Otoo is upward of six feet two inches hi^h, and equally wtll-built 
la the train of followers was a dwarf, only thirty-nme luches high, fuU* 
- tfioeni, and duly proportioBod in eeoij tespect, his age between twontf« 
three and twenty^four. 

On ihe day Mowing tbagr toooieod onethir fbit horn tho ipwotor pKf 
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of the royal family, so that it became necessar y to distribute presents, in 
order to sec ore t£e good underataodiiu; already begun. Nothing was so 
•cceptabto to thmn u lira-aimi, for noj conaiderad orery thing oIm w 
Ifselesa tvAm They accordingly gave to Pomtrnj t biimd«iboB8, wiUi 
^hichbe seemed lo be much delighted ; and to his son, the reigning King 
Otoo, who lay a little off from the shij) in his canoe, ihey ollered a 
musket. This disUibution was not, however, reiii^hed by Oloo : being 
now a greater man than Us father, ho insistod on hit riflfat to the hlaft> 
dcrbuas, and Pomaitejr was cempeOed to content hunaelf with a mMknt 
A fresh difficulty emse in making an acceptable present to the queen 
dowag^ir, Edeah. Wiialevcr \v;is offered to her, cloth, looking-glasses, 
ecis^iiurs, eveu axes, she lejecied witii disdain, making tliem understand 
thai she was as ea|MU6 as any man in the oeantry or Dsakinf nee of fire* 
wma. Thej had indeed been informed that she was not leas expert as a 
warrior than as a politician ; and that her resentment wns mnch more to 
be dreaded than that of her late husband, Pomarrey Thty therefore 
explained tliat the articles presented to her were such as would have 
been eagerly preleifed by their ooootiy women; end ooncloded by giving 
her a musket. 

It ha?5 already been mentioned that a minons war had lately prevailed 
in Otaiieite. This, as far as could be learned by the Europeans resident 
on the island, had been occasioned by an unusual oppression of the several 
monben of the royal Cunily, and partieulaily by tho son of Peoitfrey, the 
yonqg Slii^ Otoo, who, it was reported, set no bounds to hie haoj^y, 
domineering disposition. His administration has at all times given extreme 
offence to tne inhabitants of the district of Atahourou, who considered 
him only as an usurper, and were constantly disposed Lo resist his measures 
end to throw off ua yoke. 

In this war the missionaries hadcoBTerted thfi& dwelling-hoase at that 
place into a sort of fortress, having procured the gtins of the Norfolk, which, 
as already meniioneil, had been wrecked on the shore. With these guns 
being planted on tiie upper story of the house, and having laid in a laJUO 
aupfrfy of bread Ivnit, ooeoa noUi and other necesaariesy they were ano 
to withstand a abio vigproos siege dian that of the Atahonriana. Happily 
for Pomsrrey, the crew of the Norfolk, and other European residents in 
the island, in number about thirty, and ail accustomed to the use of fire- 
eims, espoused his cause lu this extremity. On this, indeed, as on former 
oecaaunia« hinself and family were eolely indebted to hie European aUioi. 

They now resolved to leave this island, and touch at that of Huahehie, 
to learn what supplies might be there procured Leaving Oiaheite on 
the following day, they arrived at Huaheine, after a run of nearly thirty 
leagues to the nurtii-west. This haibuux, Owharrow, is large, spacious, 
and perfectly safe fiom all wmda, bem|^ defended by a reef of foeke, the 
natoral barrier to moat of the harbonia m these seas. The tow land next 
the water has a most beautiful appearance, abounding with bread fruit, 
cocoa nut, and other trees. The Island of Huahein*, m proportion to 
its magnitude, appeared far more abundant than Otaheite ; though in 
Hnaheuie, as m Otaheite, the whole hope and dependence of the istondeie 
seemed to be in the fertility of that narrow elip or border of land ^i^iich 
surrounds the whole island next to iho water; this bolder is common to 
most of the inlands of the South Seas. 

Having made the necessary inquiries as to the chief object of the voyage, 
and finding that it would be hot of little advanUge to continne hmger hi 

Huaheme^ th^ took letTO of the fiiendly clueftb 
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fortnietea, a mwch larger island, about eight leagues to the westward. Thd 
ststure of the kiug here was not inferior to that of his brother soTerei^, 
9nd he appeared equally flattered v^ith the esute assigned Air eurioeity, 
that of gra'tifyiog their cottntiymen upon their return. Bat, thoogh 
equalling Pomarrey in stature, he was less corpulent, and, in the general 
contour of his person, did not appear to possess the same portly dignity. 
His name was Tomaqua, and that of his queen Teerimonie. At Ulietea 
they were surprised by the appearance of one df their <?oafitryineii, ft mai 
of the name of Pulpit ; he came ofT with the king, and watf accompanied 
by his wife, as he called her, an Otaheitean girl, of fonrtorn nr fifteen 
years of afff , drf ssed in a piece of black cloth of British rnanufictTire, 
wrapped round her body by way of a marra. After some hesitation, this 
young woman was allowed to comd Oft board with her hnshand. The 
poor leUow was no sooner upon the deck than, with a wildness of look 
and gestures which evinced his sii.cf rify, he uttered an impassioned excla- 
mation of gratitude to heaven, *' that he had escaped out of the hands of 
these savage murderers." In answer to their demand of an explanation, 
he Slid, that, but a very riiort time before, himself and wife had been 
compelled to preserve their lives by flight, escaping with difficulty from 
Huaheinc to Ulietea ; that he had been landed in the former island by 
Mr. Bass, of the Venus, (the intrepid discoverer of the straits so named,} 
who, bein^ a part owner and supercargo of this Tessel,had, like themseWea 
come to an over-stocked market at Port Jackson ; and, in order to makw 
tho most of a bad busuiess, had entered into a contract with the govern^ 
ment for supplying the seitlement with a certain quantity of pork at a 
stated price j and, in return for his voluntary service on board that ship, 
had received from the above-named gentleman such articles as he con- 
ceived might be useful to him on the island. Among these artidee wer9 
a musket and a double barrelled gun, which so powerfully worked on the 
minds of the natives, that, finding all other means and artifices to get 
possession of them inefft'ctual, they at last resolved to murder him, and 
in that manner procure tlic wiiole of his little property. This, their hor- 
rible purpose, had been discovered to him bj the Otaheitean girl, who 
understood the language, and overheard their consul ations npon the 
subject. Rendered desperate by this information, he rcsoK * d to lose his 
life rather than suifer himself to be plundered of everj'thing by which 
life, in such a situation, could be rendered supportable. He was, there- 
fore, continually on the watch against his foes, and was faithfully assisted 
by the young Otaheitean, who was well aware of the fate awaiting her 
in the event of her lover's murder. This course of life continued for 
some days, until being at Ust overpowered by incessant nnxiety, watching, 
and fatitfue. Pulpit was surprised by a party of natives, his property 
piUsged, his person seizedt and led away as a sacrifice to some of their 
divinities. 

Ho was conducted about half a league from the spot, expecting every 
moment to be his last. The natives, however, began to dispute among 
taemselves respecting the treatment he was to receive ; when an elderly 
woman, who seemed to possess much authority among them, and who 
had constantly opposed all sanguinary measures, tiiireatened to leave the 
island if they persisted in their designs. Her remonstrances appeared to 
have firrnt inflnnico with the natives; thoy therefore desisted from their 
project, and conducted him back to his former place of residence, which 
was now entirely stripped. Being an ingenious man, they made him pro- 
mise to repair some muskets beloQgiiig to Uiemselv^s ; and having sqp- 
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filed lifan Mid iIm (Haheitoan girl whli Kmie |iioviaioi»» 9» m p a a c tf -o fl teing', 
thej withdraw. Piil{Ht now bent all fan thoughts on making his escape ; 

«nd, an opportunity soon ocrnrrin^, he availf^d i'.imsclf of a dark night to 
seize one ol their canoes, and, accompanit cl by his heroic wife, mndc the 
beat of his way to Uhetea. Here agftin, not finding himself comtortab!/ 
aitoBted with the iahindera, he had taken the present eoportonity to seek 
a refuge in their ship. From tho account given by Pulpit of the inhabi- 
tants of Ulietea, thrv seemed to be mucYi of thp same charactPf and natural 
habits with iho'^v in Huaheine ; it was, iherelore, i!n]if)^is!li!'' to prevail on 
him to return to the shore. Take tne to the bandwich islands," said 
he, with the ntmoat eaneatnesa, or to anj other place ; only Iet?e mo 
not here to be murdeved." He was, therefore, tnffered to remain on 
hoard, as well as the young female from Ot:ihoite ; nor was it long l)r fore 
they h'3tl good reason to be satisfied thnt his unfavourable character of 
these isianders had neither origmateti in malice nor a disordered imagina- 
tMm, both of whieh they had proTiousIy suspecied might haire infloeneed • 
htttt in his narrative. In the night before the Margaret'a intended departure 
from Uhetea, it was discovered that the followmg persons had deserted 
from the ship, wr. , David Clark, an apprentice, I'homas Sinitli, a cooper 
by trade, 'iimothy Gauntcy and VViiham Andrews, sea mo n ; the last 
three wore Botany Bay eonn6t8,a]^ had tempted to their party two Ota- 
heiteans, who had come with tiieni from that island. This project had 
doubflpss originated with some of the chiefs of the island, wlio had acted 
as tai/os to one or other of the deserters. As soon as t!ie discovery was 
made, which was about two in the morning, Mr. l urnbuU went smgly on 
ahore, to request the king to use his utmost authority to have the people 
leatored. 

When he was informpd what had happened, with a dis?i!n'il^:tion worthy 
of a courtier, the kintj expressed the utmost surprise, accompanying it 
with a declaration, that the men had certainly not landed near tbetn, nor 
been seen by then on shore. They had good vsaaoo, bowevartai^Mrward 
to believe that the deserters were at that very tima in the iomiediale 
neighbourhood. 

A whole day had been lost in this fruitless iir(rnt tation ; about half an 
hour past ten o ciocic at night, TurnbuU was roused from sleep by the 
Toiee of the captain, who then held the watch, eiclahBtng, ** TomboU, 
oar diip ia on ahore — the ship is on shore. " Jumping inatantly out of bed, 
and running upo'i deck in his shirt, he fo'ind there w:is no wind to affrct 
the ship: and it Ijfinrr too dark to ser- !hc ^tiorc, soiiiidf-l a:;d found iif>- 
ward of twelve fuihoms of depth, and no sensible inuiion oi the siup or 
wmt^, Examiouig the eablee, he fonudthem both lying slack on the doek, 
which confirmed atill more tlie idea that the captain was mistaken ; but 
the seamen Scin:T commanded to haul the cables, the first pull brought 
tho ends uf both of them on board. It is impossible to describe the jr<*neral 
sensation oroduced by this discovery, that their cables were cut, and they 
were drifting on ahore. Another anchor, baring an iron atock, was im* 
mediately ordered to be cleaied away ; but such was the alarm and confa« 
sion, that it was not till after repeated trials they clfected the stockir^g of it. 
It happened very providentially that there was not a breath of wind stirring, 
otherwise the ship must have speedily gone to pieces, for she now lay with 
her broadside against a reef of cotal rocka, the edges of whieh were as 
sharp as flints, having twelve ftUMms of water on the outside. 

It was fortunate, in this distrcs?, that, for soinn slight offence given 
by individaals f the crew, the natives had threatenod to uardec theui 
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whaatTf an ^p pt tt mi tf riwoM oftr itottfl af^idMonoos of t&M 
■MB w«i» now ozlieiiie ; and conwOTnicaUng Char fesn to the oth«r 

teamen, and persuading ihem that one common lot awaited them withottl 
dislinciion, thev irnited fi!l bands in one effort of endeavouring to rescue 
Ibe vcsst:! I'focn her present very periloiu suualioo. Having bent the 
■wmhiing part of OM of iho «iA>le8, ab<rot thirty iathoint» to the ancliory 
it was carried oat in the long-boat to ( ighteen fathoms water, and tlie 
•hip hauled seven or eight fathoms olT from the reef. While this was 
doing, they suddenly heard a loud and clamorous noise <fmoDg the natives 
on aoore, and seemingly close under the ship's stern ^ the wretches w vm 
lendored oatiafBOoa by Iho disappointment of thetr hopes, the ship being 
uow visibly moved from the rocks. They had hitherto maintained a pro-- 
found silence, in the expectation that her bulmng would give the signdl 
for the commencetneut of their plunder. They now began an assault 
with stones in such quantities and with such force that, lu the hopes of 
• ibtMudtting them, the f^nglish were compelled to dischaige some awiTole 
and muakets over thek headt). This, liowcver, |Hroduced a volley of 
lausketry from the natives stationed on d liferent points of the shore. 

As daylight wa? now approachuig, they hoped to be enabled to dis- 
lodge the enemy from their shelter, and menaced, in thcii turn, an 
effiBotnal revenge ; of this, however, they appeared toenleftahi no appre- 
henaion. The ahip riding with her stem towaid the shore, it became 
necessary to take every precaution for the defence of this vulnerable > 
point ; and the swivels on the stern having been dismounted an the first 
fire, they brought up two great guns ; but, upon the approach ot daylight, 
had the mortidcation to discover thai the n&tivea aaemed to be bot littio 
afraid of what they could do against them. They were sufficiently ae« 
quainted with the use of guns to watch the motions on board, and when 
ready to fire, they suddenly skuiked beliiud the rocks or trees along th« 
shore, so that their hre oiily wasted the stock of ammunition, and, instead 
of removing their eneaiioa, aeemed rather to encourage their attacks^ 
80 intent were they on the destruction of the vessel, that such of the 
natives as had no fire-arms betook themselves to the mountains which over- 
hung* the ship, and thence annoyed her by discharging volleys of stones, 
many of them of incredible size. Their firing and assaults slackening 
a Uttto about ten in the forenoon, the captain judged it to be a favoura- 
ble moment for weighing the anchor, and carrying the ship fvther out t9 
sea, and accordingly mMined the boat with volunteers for this aervifie* 
The natives, however, as soon as they discovered this, recommenced 
their fire, directing it chiefiy at the boat, and this with such manifest 
daiiges to the men, that they were compelled to give over the attempt^ 
and return to the ahip for protoeiion. At thb time they could diacovoK 
two of their former shipmates as active aa the most furious 0^ the savages. 

The boat was again manned afresh, and the attempt made, when a 
well-directed fire suddenly commenced on it a second time ; ihe people 
were again compelled to relinquish their plan, and once more belako 
themaeFvea to the ahip. Never was a aitoation more alarming than wmo 
theirs the whole of this day. It wia now four in the afternoon, and 
they were all fully employed in n\aking every preparation to repel the 
grand attack expected in the m^^'^ht. Each man was furnished with 
twelve rounds of ball-cartrklges and twenty-four pistol-buUets. The 
musketa, bemg thirty in noii£er, were well cleaned and freah flinled ; 
the great guns and swivels were double-shotted and filled with old iron ; 
and hlunderbuaaea and catktaee disUibuted on the deck| to be ready for 
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service at a moinentS noticp Anr^, as mnrh i^; possiWp, to prevent 
the stones thrown by the natives from doing injur\ , ;i\vnin<:s were spread 
over the deck, and every other precaution taken to enable them to sell 
^ir liv«t «t the detrast nie and defend the ship to the last eztremtty; 
About faatf>patt six in the 6vaiiin^« tho wind« which had hitherto blown 
from the sen, shifted grnt'v round tn a land breeze, furnishing them an 
opportunity of getting away unperceivcd in tlie night. That their ope- 
rations mi^t not be discovered, they mutiied the pawls of the windlass, 
and began to hea'w away apoa one anchor at a time. In all these trans- 
actions thef reoeiYed signal services from poor Pulpit, whom they had 
taken on bnnrd hpre ; for he was an pxcr Ifent rmrksman, and w.ts wcW 
aware of what his fate would be, should he again fall into the hands of 
the Ulieleans ; he therefore* fought like a lion, resolved never to yield but 
with his Isst breath. His youngr Ofeahettean wifii likewise behaved lilie 
a heroine, canying powder to the men, and exerting herself to the ut' 
Boost in every way in which she could be useful 

Their next stntion was the island called Maura or Mobidic, being the 
most leeward and smallest of the Society Islands. It is only about four- 
teen or fifteen miles m circvit, and appears to be smronnded by a reef 
of coral rocks, which render the approach to the shore very difficult. 
LeavincT this, they bade adieu for the present to the Society Is! mcls, 
and now shaped a course for the Sandwich Islands. The wind was so 
scanty during the whole of the passage, that it was with difficulty they 
made Wboahoo, an island subject to Tamahama, the great chief of this 
Sandwich Islands, on the 17th of December, 1802. Here they were 
informed that the kinrr, Tamnhama, attended by the greater part of his 
chiefs, was at present at Movvcp. It is the wise policy of this chief, that 
all those who possess any authority or influence in the coimtry, should 
aecompany him in his progress throvgh his dominions, that he may have 
fhem constantly under his eye, and not leave them eicposed to the seduc- 
tions and conspiracies of his rival chiefs. From farther information 
received here, Tamahama seems to be mnking rapid progress in his 
schemes of aggrandizement. After having defeated the rightful sove- 
reign of this Mand of Whoehoo, and all Mie kings of the other islands 
to the eastward, he has forced liim, after many ineflbctoal struggles, to . 
take refuge in the Island of Atooi Thus the sovereign nnthority over 
all these islands remains m his family, and his power and riches, from 
his intercourse witii shipping, were hourly increasing. He was at this 
time making great preparatKms to eztermmato the fugitive long, even 
from his place of retreat. 

Upon leaving; Wboahoo, directed their course to Atooi, ofT which 
island they arrived the 26th of December, 1802. The exdea King of 
these islands bears a character infinitely superior, in a moral point of 
Tiew at least, to that of his more'powennl rival, Tsmahama. He ap- 
peared to be loved almost to adoration, and his aulhority, from affection, 
seemed to be increased almost in the same proportion as hh nctnal pow- 
er had become dinninished On the following? morning they received a 
visit from this good kin?, and were welcotued very heartily by him to 
Atooi. From sottte Englishmen, who bad followed bis fortunes for seve- 
ral years, this nnlbrtmiaw chief had aeqoired such an acqnaintaoce vritli 
their language, that he was able to nnderstand and answer any plain ques- 
tion that was put to him 

Having collected about three tons of yams, they set sail to the east^ 

ward of Owyhee. Soon after their arrival they received a vt^it from 

33» 
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their countryman, Mr. Youog, who had resiticd there for fourteen year* 
past, from whorn thev had a confizmatioQ of the particulars respecting 
Tamiiliiimii. Hia putca is built afWr the Ea« n ntn style, of briek, um 
fiszed windows, and defended by a battery of ten guns. He has Euro- 
pean and American artificers about him of almost nvrry description. In- 
deed his own subjecU, from their intercourse with £uropeans, have 
act^uired a great kuovviedge of several of the mechanical arts, and have 
thtts enabled him to increase his navy, a very fatoofile ebieei with him. 
Hia dominion seems now to be completely established. He is not onlj 
a great warrior and poUtician, but a very acutR trndor, and a nwitch for any 
European in driving a bargain. He is we!! acfiuamtcd with the different 
weights and measures, and the value which ail articles ought to bear ia 
excnani^ with each other ; and is ever ready ,to take the advantage of 
the necessities of those who apply to him or hia people for supplies. 

Tamahama's ardent desire to obtain a ship from Captain Vancouver 
was, in all probability, firnt excited by the suggestions oi Young' and his 
countrymen, JDaris ; but such was the effect of this undertaking, that Ta- 
nuthama became immediately more sparing of his visits on eoaid the 
Discovery ; his time being now chiefly employed in attending to the car- 
penters at work on this new man-of-war, which, when finished, was 
namrd the Britannia. Tliis was ihe beginning of Tamahama's navy ; and, 
from his own observations, with the assistance of Messrs. Young, Davis, 
iic,, Tie has laboured inflexibly in inqiroving his marine force, whidi be 
has now brought to a respectable state ; securing to him not only a 
cided superiority over the frail canoes of his neighbours, but the means 
of transporting his warriors to distant parts. Some of his vo!««;els are 
employed as transports in carrying provisions froiii uiie island tu anuiiier, 

* to supply his warriors ; while the largest are used as men-of-war, and 
are occasionally mounted with a few light guns. No one better under- 
st?inds his interest than this ambitious chief; no one belter knows how to 
improve an original idea. The hvonr^ of Vancouver and his other Euro- 

ean benefactors would, have been thrown away on anv other savage ; 
. ut Tainahama possesses a genius above his situation. His body-goards» 
who may be considered in some respects as regularly disciplined troops, 
goon duty not unfrequcntly with the drum and fife, and relievn each ntht-r 
as in Europe, callin-T oi!t. " ?^1! is v. c !l " at every half hour, as 0:1 buard 
oi ^niy. i lieir utiiiuxm ut tliis uiiic was simply a blue great-coat with 
yellow facings. 

On the evening of the 2l8t of January stood aloi^ the shore to the 
(pastward, taking the ndv.intage of a land-breeze. On the 5th of March, 
in standing to iho Durihward, at about half-past eleven, P. M., saw land. 
At eleveii^ A. M., another low island, almost level with the water, was 
aeen from the maintop by one of the seamen. At noon* on the 7th, it 
low ialsndy seen in the morning, bore from north by west half west to 
north by east half east, distant five or six miles. On the l Otb of March, 

• continuing their course to the T'.orthward, an island was seen bearing from 
north-east to north-east by east, at from twelve to fourteen miles distiii^co 
In compliment to the late SheriflT of London, Sir Richard Phillips, th&y 
named it PhilUp*s Island ; it is situated in latitude Ifl degrees 24 minutes 
south, and longitude 143 degrees 37 minutes west. To another in its 
Tieighbourhood, situated in latitude 16 degrees 12 minutes south, and lon- 
gitude 1 13 degrees 57 minutes west, they gave the name of Holt e island. 
iProceeding again, they arrived at the aaaU Island of Maitia, (the Reciea^ 
(ion of R^eweto,) situated in (he latilade of lH degreei 49 minnita 
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aooth, and longitude 147 degrees 58 minutes west. At daylight, on the 
%\9X^ the Island of Otaheite bore from south bv east to west by north half 
north, distant fire miles. At noon anchored m Matayai Bay. During their 
Hbsence, they found the ship Nautihis had been at O t^l > and takea 
away all the horrs she could procure. The captain and Mr. Turiihull now 
concorrod in opinion to sail with the ship to some of the ishnHs Iving to 
wnidward \ and thence procuriuga live stock of hogs, should bring them 
to Otaheile to be slaiignterad* The latter gentleman fvitb two or three 
tasistants were tp remain at Otaheite on the salting business. 
. Mr. Turnbull, after some time, became uneasy with respect to the 
ship, as she had now been away two months instead of three weeks. 
Otoo frequently said the ship was Ktikd dead by the stoneSt* he was 
oertain or it ' At length the fatal remains of the Margaret were diaco- 
▼ered by the natives, about thret- leaorues to the northward of the island. 
Th(7 conjectures of the royal family, the rinissionaries, and the native*?, 
seemed all to lead to one point ; and, by their expressive looks, it was 
nut diiiicuil to comprehend their object. The si^ht of the sail contirmed 
.these apprehensions beyond any farther donbt ; it was as large as three 
of the boat'ar aiMl could belong to nothing but a ship. From contrary 
winds and lee currents, it seems, the ship had been a fortnight in getting 
to windward; and it was only the evening previous to the accident thr»t 
the captain had commenced trading with the natives. The business of 
the captain, as he proposed to renew the trade for pearls (the pritleipal 
.<ri>iect of his visit) on the succeeding morning, was to keep his station 
during the night ; but while in the act of plying to windward for this pur- 
pose, the ship was unfortunately lost on a low reef of rocks and sand- 
.banks, in the vicinity of a cluster of islands called the Pallisera, inlati* 
tndo 16^ degrees 38 minntes south, and longitude 146 degrees 80 minntee 
.met, which had never before been discovered. The captain and the 
erew landed with much difficulty, and employed themselves in saving 
whatever stores were within their reach; but during the eiisuiiig night 
the boat was stolen, through the treachery of two Otaheitean natives who 
belonging to the ship, and could never afterward be recovered. As » 
last resource, therefore, the deck of the ship was broken up, and, with 
the boards and nails it afforded, a kind of punt was made. Bein^ flat- 
bottomed, it of consequence doated in less water ; and even that with 
some difficulty was got over the reet The craft being finished, the crew, 
to the number of eighteen, enibarked, having on board only a few mtiskets» 
a small quantity of powder, one bag of bread, and ten gallons of water. 
Even this was so brackish that nothing but their present situation could 
. have induced them to have made use of it ; for the sand-bank being only 
about forty yards across, and not more than four feet above the level of 
the «#a, it was only by digging a good dej^th that any could be 'obtauied. 
After a voyage of five days in this moat miserable of crafts, they ftt lei^^ 
. leached Otaheite, nearly exhausted. 

After the unfortunate circumstance of the loss of the Margaret, their 
prospects at Otaheite were very gloomy. Having saved little or no pro- 
perty from the wred^,it became a subject of serious consirlor dion in 
what manner to subsist, Otaheite is as little ca!cn! atod Europe for 
those who are without money. The blessiiiLr of Providence, however, 
again interposed \ for, after they had been about three months in sus- 
pense, on too afternoon of the 37th of August, 1803, a shout of fe pdhia^ 
U paid^ (a ship, a sbip,)re80undinff through the island, aroused them 
into Q0W oipeetationa, ttopo and sear now alternately prevailed j tbej 
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tppreTien^e^ that the captain might have some poesible objection ; that 
he ought be eoing to China, or on some other more circuitous voyage. 
It so happened, however, that the goodneti of PlOf Mte n ce WM complete ; 
ihit ship WM going ta Uw very place to which cf all cthcta they wiabed» 
to Port Jackson. 

There were «o many ceremonies to be performed at At^vhourou, that 
the busmess had not hSen finally settled when the ship arrived. The in* 
lelligence of this event, however, brought Pomarrey noma to prepare his 
presanta ; ha got hia hofa in the canoe, and waa luilf way to the ahip^ 
when ha was seized audoenly with a fit, and, falhng with hia hands on 
the side of the canoe, expired. The poor fellows m the canoe imme- 
diately paddled back as fast as poesible to hia house at Opanree, where, 
•n her way likewisa to viail the ship, Edeah had fay ^ia ttma arrived. II 
haa been before mentiotied, that they inq;Mited the death of otbeie to th* 
prayers of the missionaries ; and that they are persuaded the prayers of 
these holy men have this kind of sacred witchcraft. Under such imprea- 
aions, it may readily be conceived that the situation of the missionaries 
M not the moat pleaaant in the world. They indeed neglect nothing to 
lender their iniaaion auccessful ; on every Sabbath-day they tiaverseA 
the country, two by two, in different directions. But, it is feared, their 
efforts win for a long ppriod be unavailing. The nf\tives consider thera as 
very good meii, and iove and esteem them accordingly ; but they do not 
comprehend, and thtiefore do not believe, the aitidee of their relinoii. 
.One Sunday evening Mr. Jefferson reqneated penniaaioii to exhert Ocoo 
and Terenaveroa, with all their followers ; Otoo sent a messenger to 
Mr. TumbuII on the occasion, saying that he wished to see him ; he ac- 
cordingly went, and found Mr. Scott and Mr. Jefferson in the act of ex- 
• hortation. Their congregation might amount to tiboitt fifty. Upon ita 
conclusion, Mr. TumbuII demanded of Otoo what he wanted with hia. 
Ht; asked, upon the dopartnrr of the mi.ssionaries, whether it was all tmo 
they had pr< iiched 1 lie rephed in the affirmritivp ; that it was strictly 
ao according to his own belief, and that of ail the wiser and better part 
.af hie countiyinen. He demanded where Ichovah lived ; Mr. Tumball 
pointed to the heavena. He said he did not bidieie it. His brother wae» 
if possible, still worse. EJrah was looking on, with a kind of haughty 
and disdainful indifference. It was all haven/, or falsehood ; addinjr, they 
would not believe unless they could see ; and observed, as they could 
'hnnfl down the aun and moon hf meana of a quadrant, vri^ ceidd fbmj 
Mt Eriog down their ScTioar bjr e ainibr operation 1 

The missionaries apparently lived together in the greatest love and 
harmony, and all of them presented an eiample of industry Their situa- 
tion, however, was by no means so comfortable as many of their country- 
aaen may be inetioed to imagine ; Ibr 'aa their aCoeh of EaropeaR articlee 
decreaaea, thay must proportionably lose their influence over the nativea. 
They possessed a public garden very well stocked and cultivated, and the 
greater part of them a private one not much inferior. The space en- 
closed within the palisades of the public garden is about four acres. It 
eeeme mtnrel to ima^ne that ita beauty and utililj wanM have acted M 
a stimirius to the natives to imitate their indeetiy ; hot the indolence of 
the Otaheiteans is beyond the cure of any common remedy. In the gar- 
dens of the missionaries are lemon, Ume, orang^e, peach, and citron trees, 
ui great number and perfection ; they have, moreover, patches of the tarra 
* loot, Indian com, and indigo. It moat he aome vears, however, before 
thqrcanexpMltoderiie anycttlitidenifaleldreiitageta Mr. 
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Jelierson had opened a Bchool, but only one native attended ; this was 
the daughter of a Suiopean, one of the crew of the Matflda. These good 
men, at Mr. TumbuIPs departure, were very anxious to receive intelii* 
gence from their friends in England, and wore in daily eipectation of the 
arrival of one of their ships. Edeah observed, in a manner which it was 
not diflicult to interpret, that this ship was a long time coming.* 

Thejr took their final leave of Otaheite on the 8d of September, 1803, 
bendiitg their course for the Friendly Islands. On their way thither made 
Savage Island ; and the wind being fair and a commanding breeze, sailed 
within the distance of three miles of the Bi)ore. They next made the 
Island of £ooa,t or Middleburg, the easternmost of the Friendly Islands,^ 
.and lay off and on the greater part of the day, trading with t»i nativee 
for cocoa note and cnrioaities. These people, in their mamiers and ap* 
pearance, have a great resemblance to the Sandwich islanders. Their 
canoes, with the exception of those of the Sandwich Islands, were the 
neatest seen in these seas. The people appeared to be persuaded that 
their cnrioaities were inestimsble, for they obsenrecl no moaeration in they 
demands. They trade as if they had been accustomed to extortion aU 
their lives ; they wanted axes and scissors in exchange for their worth- 
less trumpery. From the short visit paid this people, it is impossible to 
say anything with regard to their habits and manners ; the uncommon 
ferocity of vmx looks, however, must excite an involuntary surprise at a 
first interview with them. This perhaps appeared more striking, as they 
had but then left the Otaheiteans, whose looks rather invite to confidence. 

It is said that some of the missionaries, in their efforts to improve the 
condition of this people, have lost their lives. The remainder were mo- 
TJdentially preserved by the arrival of a Spanish prize, on board of which 
was one of their brethren of the name of Harris, who, in despair of effeet* 
ing any useful poipose, had left the Marqnesas. He had joined this prize 
as a kind of navigating pilot at Otaheite, on her way to Port Jackson ; 
and, in consequence of his interest, had niocured the admission of the 
other missionaries on board, and thns, in sO probability, saved their lives. 
Since that tune» nearly the whole of the Portland's crew have fallen victims 
to the treachery of these islanders; and three of the sailors belonging to 
the Union, who landed among them, have been barbarously and inhumanly 
murdered. And, while on Uum subject, we cannot omit a circumstance 
of a peculiar nature, which Cook place at Tavao^ one of the neighbour* 
ing islands, in August, 1801-. The last missionaiy ship, on her passsge 
from Otaheite to China, waiving all intercourse with Tongataboo, made 
choice of the harbour of that island, which is represented as large and 
capacious, for the purpose of recruiting her stock of water, &c., dec. On 
clearing the harbour, thoy observed a large double canoe, which had just 
arrived from the Hapaee Islands^ and had an European on board. Curi- 
osity led them to send the pinnace to hear the state of those islands ; 
at onot P. M., the pimiaoe returned with the Earopeaoi who proved to 

* The oontinned acts of oppression that have been exefdsed by Fomarrey, 
or Otoo, since the death of nis father, has, exactly as was fiweseen, brooght. 

upon him a just and merited punishment. The whole people, unable to en- 
dure their hard lot, and stimulated by a desire of liberty and of vengeance, 
had reeoune lo arms ; and after various engagements, in which they were 
always successful, at last drove him and the whole of his partisans from the 
island. The missionaries, alarmed, and under the most serious apprehen- 
aions lor the safety of their lives, eame to a resolotioa of abaadsinng tha 
kland, and ratifing to Port Jackson. f Or SaoOtMtb. . 
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Mr. Geor^ Veeson, who was left at TongaUboo^ by the Duff. Th« 
pinnace had some diificulty in getting him, as the'chief had given orders 
Co take him on shore, and then destroy him, that he might not give infor- 
matton respecting several Europeans that had hecn murdered by them at 
the Hapaee Islands. He had made several altetnpts to get away previous 
to this, and was often on the point of escaping, but the vigilance of the 
savages rendered them all abortive. 

On making the land about Port Jackson, some young Otaheiteans on 
board were in raptures, probably thinking it was England ; but seeing tho 
barrenness of the country as they entered the harbour, and the scragginess 
of the trees, their spirits evidently sunk. On coming to an anchor in 
Sydney Cove, there was a coach and four standine almost opposite the 
ship. This astonished them beyond measure. Eadi inquired of the other 
their opinion of this wonderful phenomenon. They concluded th;it it must 
be a travelling house; but they could find no name for the horses, having 
in their country no larger animals than hogs, though some of them indeed 
were of an uncommon size, weighing front thirty to thirty-five score. 
The Otaheiteans therefore called them by the name of mighty hogs. 

During Mr. Ttirnbuirs absence, from the colony in 1801, and return in 
the latter end of 1803, many stone buildings had been erected, and the 
appearance of the whole town much changed for the better, the governor 
encouraging the erection of these edifices by mtt &e means in his power. 
The discovery of lime-stone in various parts at this time essentially con* 
tributed to the execution of these patriotic efforts. Many of the houses, 
which had been erected at the first settlement of the colony, were in a 
state of rapid decay ; the governor, therefore, with a laudable provision 
for the gradual improvement of the town, prohibited the proprietors from 
rebuilding them int he old style. If Uiey were in circumstances to rebuild, 
with stone, they were to do so ; if not, they were at all events to introduce 
some improvement upon the ancient method, or the governor refused them 
his sanction and assistance. 

The most common indigenous animals of this country are the dog, whicli 
is here of the wolf nature, and much eaten by tihe natives. The kangaroo 
is likewise considered by them a great delicacy ; and, iu times of scarcity, 
was much sought after by the European inhabitants. They used it as a 
substitute for beef ; it does not eat unlike it, and usually weighs from 
twenty-five to one hundred and forty pounda. 

Bass*s Straits, since their discovery, have afforded employment for a 
number of h;mds, who are engaged by different individuals at Port Jack- 
son, and carried thither in small colonial vessels. They are stationed in 
different places, in gangs of ten or twelve, more or less^ to collect the oil 
of the sea-elephant, and seal*skins, widi which the etnite abounded on 
their first discovery. The elephant oil, next to the spermaceti, is said to 
he the most valuable of any. A mercantile gentleman resident in tho 
colony. Mr. Robert Campbell, who, from his public spirit and the genera! 
accommodation he affords the settlers, is deserving of every encouragement, 
was making up a cargo x>f it for the English market. When Mr. Turn- 
ball left the colony, he had collected about 180 tons. The seal-skins are 
gcnera!Iy disposed of to American and other ships ^oing to China, but 
latterly they have found a much n)ore proiiiably market in England. Soma 
few are tanned and worked up for various purposes in the comiiry. 

The country having been originally covered with wood, and the stump* 
of the trees still remaining in the ground, agriculture is prevented iroiR 
beii^ carried on ity the kelp of cattle. U is by manual labour OiAj, aml- 
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chiefly by the hoe, that the toil is cultivated, which much enhances the 
value of the produce. The cultivation of the coumry, therefore, has taken 
jUinee bat in patchw, wb«re aome peenlttr advantageoot enrcwitttances, aji 
good land, a navigable eraek or river, Sui., lutve induced a family to eettle. 
They hold their landa as a perpetual grant under the hind of the gover- 
nor and seal of the colony ; and the only clause is a quit- rent of two 
ahillin^s and sixpence per annum for every 100 acres, and a reservation of 
euch timber for tbe erowa as may be fit for naval purposes. The quantity 
of land liitherto granled bf the crown to settlers is twenty-five acres to a 
convict whose time is expired, and who has been allowed to settle ; thirty 
to a private soldier ; fifty to a non-commissioned officer ; one hundred to 
a commissioned ditto; and one hundred and eighty to a free man from 
Bn^Umd. But of late the regulation in some instances has been broken 
through, and govemmoBt has been bmm Iftieral in their grants. The 
appearance of the farms bespeaks the industry of the owners, and every 
farmer keeps as many men as the produce of his land will admit of. The 
seed-time for wheat is from the b^namng of April to the middle of May, 
and it is reaped in Deoenriier. Iiwian com is Ranted in tbe mon^ of 
October ana Noveiheiy and pulled in Apri^ ana May. The produce, of 
course, is different according to the various natures of the land, from twelve 
to forty bushels per aero. At Hawkesbury the land, when first cultivated, 
is said to have produced sixty bushels per acre, but on calculation they 
do not make the ftvaiage of the colony, in ordinary years, more than 
fifteen bushels par aofe. The quantity of oeod-wheat required is from 
one and a half to two and a half bushels per acre, and that of Indian corn 
two quarts per acre. Potatoe?? may be planted and dnjr throughout the 
whole year. The grape answers well, but is little cultivated in the country. 
• Tbe day's work, throughout the year, is fixed at ten hoars, and six on 
Satorday. If • master esaploys any prisoner in hie own time, his payi> 
ment is not to be more than at the rate of one shilling per diem. Clothing 
for the convicts is issued twicp annuallv, viz., in December and June. In 
December each man is furnished with one frock, one shirt, one pair 
trousers, one pair b s ecahe a, and one pair ehoes ; in June, with two jackets, 
two ahiita, one pair breecheo or trooaers, one hat, and two pair shoes. 
Masters not having an opportunity of clothino; such prisoners, on appK* 
cation, arc supplied with the above articles at the government price. By 
bis agreement with goveramen^'the employer is to hnd sufficient lodging 
for such servant on hia fiurm or habitation ; nor ii the prisoner to abeent 
himself on any aeeismitj vsithout leave from his emphiyer. One great dif* 
ficulty in the government of this settlement is to prpvont the escape of 
the convict!?. Scarcely a s!iip leaves the port, without some attempt 
being made ; and the failure ot one is only the commencement of another. 
Very severe is the penaliy^'ler'Onnying pilMieia «wiiy vrhoae Cerma of 
transportation baV* not expired. In tMW the mantcr of a Teasel was fined 
£800 for having contravened the port orders, by secreting three convictSi 
The usual method of payment in this colony is by the harter of one com- 
modity for that of another. Spurits, tea, sugar, and tobacco, are in greatest 
demand: and next to these, the maanfiMtareii and W«id«nCkin»«r M 
mother oomit^. These artielea are l eoe if d in^eamange to the great 
advantage of the seller. There is scarcely any specie in circul ition. 
The most common money, if such it may be called, is the notes of-hand 
of individuals, which, however respectable, aa in some instances may be 
the credit of the drawon, in very uconvenient to advontaren^ hAa citt 
ntny nn^ » ceitiin titm^ ttd caaMi e«peot to ciloalatn aiwb natei^^ 
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ihi c«langr. Thare is, however, • good qpwliljr if «i^pf« ill liiiim 

lition, which passes for double its Talue. 

The Calcutta having completed her repairs and cargo, the captain and 
Mr. Turnbuli embarked on board that ship on the evening of the i6th uf 
Mmkf 1804, ia ▼eiy ill hoaltb, brought on by a «Qiin0 S Junbbipi and 
hlfigm* And on the following day bade adieu to thia eettlement, where^ 
from party divisions and the bad habits of the convicts, it requires some 
\ discretion in a stranger to steer clear of offence. On the 27th of April 
founded Cape Horn. On the 22d of May arrived oS the harbour of iiio 
JvMiio, m Mtitnde SS degrees 64 nkmUm wmUht mkI longitude 4S degrees 
48 mimitee weet. At length, after •& aboence of Ibqr yoMt and twenty* 
one days, the long-lost shores of Albion made their appearance. Two day* 
after they anchored at Spithead, in the OMdat oi a float ol ahipa, the do- 
fence and |ust pride of their country. 



, On the 7th of August, Captain Krvaansterik was appointed to 
tbo eoamand ot m oipedilion preparing for Iba norlls-WMl coaak of 

America ; but it was not uatil Febiuwyv 1809, that two ships, one of 
450 tons, the other of 370 tons, had been purchased, for £17,000 sterling, 
ki London. In addition to this sum, their repairs had cost £5,000. The 
first of these two vessels was called JNadesbda, or the Hope, the other 
tfM Naifa; tbelMMr awwiaiiad fcgr kmmtX, tM fetter by Captain ' 
IiisiaBakajr. M. da Raaanoff — ibaibad in the Nndaahdn* as uitesaador* 
extraordinary to the court of Japan. Valuable presents were prepared to 
secure the favour of the monarch and his ministers.; and, to effect this 
with the greater certainty, some Japanese, who, in 1796, were captureil 
in the Alantiaa lalanda, aodi of tiM«^ M laaat, aa M nol ambncad lha 
Christian religion and viabod ta valam bonw, wara to ba canvajrad back 
iFom Irkutsk, the place of their confinement. 

On the 6th of June, 1803, the ships destined for the voyage arrived at 
Cronstadt. On the 7th of August, at nine in the morning, they sailed. 
CbtlMSOthof SbptaaidMrerosaadtlMaMridiaBofGraenwieh; aoonaftac 
saw St. Ann*s, the eastern point of tba aatrance to Falmouth, and 
Pendennis Castle, which ia lha wastanMMtt. At aif hi »*claek anchored 
in the Carreck road. 

The wind was iM>w favourable, and they waited .with considerable im> 
patianea for M. Raaaneff, who, at length, arrivad al Fatoanih aarly in 
the morning of the 5th. The same day they sailad fiam Cariaek road* 
On the 19th anchored in Santa Cruz, Teneriffe. About twelve at noon, 
an the 27ih, ihey weighed with a pleasant southerly breeze. On the 6th 
af November, at daybreak, perceived the Island of St. Antonio at the dia- 
tanca of fian twaniy-fifa to Iwenty-eight milaa. Daring the whole time 
that the trade wind lasted they were accompanied by an infinite number of 
bonitos, and harpooned some of them almost daily. They made a fresh 
and palatable dish for the people. They caught but one shark, part of 
which was eaten, although it was not so good as a bonito. The Japanese, 
hawavar, ata tha head, and aaamed ta relish k nnidk. At dayhiaak, . 
Pecamber 11th, saw the Island of Frio, which lies near Cape Frio, and 
is easily distinguished by a deep valley which divides the island into two 
equal parts. They now held a course directly for St. Catharine's, the 
depth of the road of which dintoiahe^ gradoaiiy io&v^ fathou^, in whicii 
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The town, which is very plefrsantly ^ituatpd, consists of one hundred 
ill-constructed houses, and is inhabited by two thousand or three thousand 
poor Portuguese and negro siaTes. The governor's bouse and the bar- 
nckB am & only boHdingp distin^ished bf Ihmr appeannce abov« tko 
ntt. Thsf were, at tbk tiiiie> boiMhiig M ebureh/ wbidi » many ObiImn 
lie countries is thought more of thnn cither haspitrrls or any other useful 
buiiding. On the main, aa weli as in the island, the soil is remarkable 
fruitful. Excellent codee and sugar are cultivated here. The rum 19 
«ot equal to that of Janaioa ; experieneo eonfineed them thot it biqnovet 
age and trayelling, and Tiolds then in noti^ng to the rum of SiiBte 
Crut. But as foreign ships are only allowrd to purchase for ready-moner, 
and none of the inhabitants of this government are permitted to send their 
produce to Europe, the prospect of selling it falls entirely to the ground. 
Where the muM it oveivtoeked, iodttetij moot natunuly bo checked ; 
and th^f only crithaie, theiofoi»» aoflSeioat fut their own nse, and to 
enable tnem to send yearly one or two small vessels, of about seventy to 
eighty tons, to Rio de Janeiro, to barter inl^ind productions against Euro- 
pean goods i for the inhabitants of these parts receive only from Rio de 
^oeifo tho iDoat indiopennMo aitieloo of fife* 

On the SSd of January the Neva reeehred a new fofonaat, and on the 
25th a mainmast. Day nnd night the crews of both ships rverc employed 
in getting her ready far aca. On the 2d of February the ambassador 
came on board, accoiopaiiied by the governor and several of his officers. 
The ffuna of ill the thioo forte fired tlw momolit the boat'hovo in sight. 
On the SOth of Fobntafy hud eight of the whole coast of Staten L^d, 
trending from south to south-east, at a distance of from thirty-five to forty 
Tuilea. The land formed nearly a straight line, lying east and west, and 
appeared to consist entirely of pointed hills, separated from each other by 
deep hollows, and cot nrpcn bf the sea. At eirtt o*cloek>, in Ch« 
morning of the dd of March, four weeks after their departure from 8t. 
Caiharine'j^, they doubled Cape Horn. On the 24th, so high a wind arose 
at north-north-east, veering to north*north-west, with lofty waves and foggy 
weather, that they lost sight of the Neva. At daybreak, on the 6th of 
May, saw Fetuga Island, one of the Marqoeiai, watant firom thirtyofiva 
to tidrty-eight miles. This island is lofty, but is not of a great circom« 
ference ; it consists of a single high, and at the summit almost flat rock, 
with a gentle incUnation from north to south. On the northernmost point 
is to be perceived, Uiough not very distinctly, a dttiaion forming two hills. 

AboQt five in the afternoon pareaifed Nokabiwa wrapped in fag, which 
prevented their forming any correct judgment of its distance. At aloTon 
o'clock next day they perceived to the westward a canoe rowing off ; it 
had an out-rigger, and was paddled along by eight Indians : they were 
much struck by a white flag it had hoisted, a token of peace that led 
them to eipect some Envopeaa on board of ft ; thahr eipectations were 
K>on eonfirmad. Theta was an Englishman in the boat, who at first had 
quite the appearance of one of the islanders ; hia dress being entirely in 
iheir fashioji, consisting merely of a girdle round the waist. He showed 
the certificates of two Americans, (to whom he had been of assistanca 
daring their stay here, partieiriarly by procuring them wood and water,) 
in which it waa attested that he had conducted himself well ; and he 
offered his service, which they readily accepted, being glad to procure so 
good an mterpreter, by whose assistance tbey hoped lo obuin soma pac^ 
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whMO mime wu Roberto, told them that he had been seven yean upon, 
the islaod, and two years prefiously in that of Santa Christina ; that he 

had been put on shore on the latter out of an English merchant-ship, the 
crew ot wtxich had mutinied against their captam, and coald not prevail 
upon him to joia their party ; and ill Nuloiliiwa he bad lately married • 
reliction of tfae kiagy by which he acquired great consideration ; so that 
it would be very easy for him to of a5?istance to them. At the same 
time he warned them against a Jr reiichrnan, who had deserte 1 from an 
Jt^Qglish merchant- ship, and had likewise resided here for some year.s. 
This FrenebflMn be deieribed m bisbitleiest enemy, wbo omitted nothing 
to blacken him in the eyee of the king and the islanders* and bad often*, 
he added, made attempts against his life. Here, too, the innate hatred 
between the French and Eni'^lisli appeared. I\oi content to disturb the 
peace of the wiiule civilized world, even (he iniiabicaiitd of the latel[^- 
dieeovered ieiande of tbit ocean must feel tbe inflaenee of their riTslsbip 
without so much as knowing the origin of il. At noon anchored in Porl 
Anna Maria ; the small Island of Nf utanoe, which forms the western, 
side of ihe euirance, bearing soutlt-weet thirty degcees, and Mattau, on 
the east side, nearly south. 

They bad scarcely let go tbeir aocfaer, when the ahip wa^ Banamuled 
by several bondred of the inhabitants, who brought cocoa, nuts, bread 
fcait, and bananas, for sale. The only things they conld give them in 
exchange were pieces of old iron hoop^s, four or five ^inches long, with 
which they had suppl.^^U boUi shipa for tiiis purpose while at Cron&tadt. 
Such a piece was nsuall y the price of five eoeoa mite and three or four of 
the bread iinitii bat thoogh they seemed to set a very high value on 
these, axes and hatchets were the chief objects of thrir wishes. They 
showed a chiiduih joy on receiving even a small \uece of iron hoop, and 
usually evinced their satisfaction by a loud laugii, displaying their newly- 
•q^nired riehes with an air of trinmpb to their less fonnnate companions)^ 
who s\yam round the ship. This expression of pleasure was perhaps a 
proof of the hale opportunity which they have hitherto had of procuring 
this valuable metal ; and, indeed, they collected from the account of 
Roberts, liial only two small xVmericau merchant-sUips had loucuod here 
in the space of seven years. 

. At four in the afternoon the kina and his eot^ came on board. His 

name was Tapega Kcttenowee. He was a very strong, welt-mide mr^n, 
with a thick and extremely fat neck, from forty to forty-five years ol age» 
Uis body was tattooed, with a dark colour approaching to black, so com- 
pletely, that it even exlmded to spots On bis bead, from which his bair 
nad been cut away. He was in nowise to be distinguished from the 
lowest of his subjects, being, with the exception of ihe tschiabu,* entirely- 
naked. The captain led him to his cabm, and gave him a knife and a 
piece of red cloth about twenty ells long, which he immediately bound 
round bis loins. To his suite, consisting chiefly^ of bis relations, he also 
made bomo presents, although Roberts advised bim not to be so generous, 
as not one of them, not even the king, would ever make any return for 
them At sunaet all the men without exception went on shore ; but 
about one. hundred females still remained near the ship, round which they 
had been swimming during five hours. In this time they bad made uso 
of every art in their power to declare the object of tbeir viaitt nof could 

♦ Tschiahu is the girdle whioftf the savages Wear vound their wsist ; iziibe 
ft^mfaT^ iikttt is ftsHprt mjnwi. - 
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they doubt that their wishes were understood, since neither their panto- 
mime nor their attitudes could be mistaken. \ 

At ten o'clock next day, accompanied by the ambassador and most of 
the officers of the ship, the captain went on shore. Although, from the 
friendly footing on which they stood with the king and his relations, and 
the perfectly unsuspicious disposition of the islanders, they had every 
reason to calculate upon an amicable reception, it was prudent, and in- 
deed necessary, not to appear otherwise than well armed. They there- 
fore took a boat besides the barge, of which all the men, as well as the 
officers, were armed, the former with a brace of pistols and a sabre, and 
six of them with fire-arms. The Englishman and Frenchman acted as 
interpreters. A vast concourse of people of both sexes were collected 
on the beach, but the landing, owing to the heavy surf, was not effected 
wilhout difficulty. Although neither the king nor any of his relations 
were among these people, lliey conducted themselves with great decency \ 
and respect. After they had examined the water and found it good, 
they directed their course toward a house not far from the beach, where 
the king was waiting to receive them. About 500 paces from this house, 
the king's uncle, who is at the same time his step-father, and is here al- 
ways called the king's father, came to meet them. He was an old man 
of seventy-five years of age, yet seemed to enjoy perfect health. His 
eye was very brilliant, and the features of his countenance displayed the 
marks of an intrepid and determined character. He was one of the 
greatest warriors of his time, and was now suffering from a wound on 
his eye, over which ho wore a bandage. In his hand he held a long 
staff, with which he endeavoured, but in vain, to keep back the crowd.; 
He took Krusenstern by the hand, and led him to a long narrow building, 
in which the king's mother and all his relations of her sex were seated 
in a row, and appeared to be e.itpecting them ; and they had scarcely en- 
tered the precincts of this building, when the kin^ likewise came, and 
welcomed them with much familiarity and friendship. The people here 
stood still, and separated in two bodies, the king's dwelling being tahbu. 
The captain was forced to sit down in the middle of the royal ladies, 
who all examined him with a great deal of curiosity, holding his hand 
by turns, clasped within theirs, and only dropping it to examine his clothes, 
the embroidery of his uniform, hat, &c. 

Notwithstanding all their exertions, they could not succeed in procuring 
hogs. In three days they had got but two, of which one was a present 
made in return for a parrot, and the other received in exchange for a 
hatchet. On the lOth of May received word from the shore that a three- 
masted ship was visible from the hills ; and as they imagined that this 
ship must be the Neva, immediately sent a boat with an officer to bring 
her into the bay. Captain Lisianskoy said, that he had waited some 
days at Easter Island in the hopes of finding them there ; that strong 
westerly winds had prevented him Orom anchoring, but that he had sent 
a boat to Cook's Bay, to procure some bananas and potatoes from the 
natives. 

A misunderstanding now taking place, the two captains sot off at 
eight o'clock, having sunt their long boat at seven for water. They land- 
ed, accompanied by twenty men under. arms, and their own party consisted 
of more than twenty persons all armed, while the crews of the two long- 
boats, both of which viexe fitted with a couple of one-poui»der swivel 
guns, consisted of eighteen men under the command of two officers. 
They might thajrefore have bid the whole island defiance, in case of any

fcoslile attempt A|[untt them, bat nobody appeared on the beich at their 
landing. The kmg met them about 100 paces from his dweihng, whith- 
er, alter a hearty welcome^ be accompanied them. thlB Whola iiuniljf 
Mieiiihiad tMie» lod teemed Terv much rejoiced at their yIsU ; in* 
deed, they had reaaon to be eo, fin- they received oresents from every 
one of the party, and the queen expressed particular satisfaction at • 
smal! lookinrt-glass which was given to her. They asked the king what 
had mdaceii him to spread a false report, which had well nigh destroyed 
the hermony that had btthetto eiieteo between them, and might have led 
to consequences not likely to have proved to his advantage. He said, 
thnt ][o had never feared thev should use him ill; but that the French- 
man had told hiin Kruaenstern would put him in irons without fail unless 
hogs were brought on board ; and this he bad betioTed. They soon set 
* Hat on their return to the boata ; bat coold not, bowever, withstand the 
request of die friendly Roberts, to visit his house ; nor did they regret 
the little round thev were obliged to make in order to get thr.To. It was 
built after the fashion of the island, was quite new, and stood m the 
midst of a wood of cocoa trees. Upon one side flowed a small stream, 
and qpon the other, in the middle of a rock, waa a apring of mineral 
water. They all seated themselves round his house on the rocks, .which 
formed the b:\nks of the rivulet, and refreshed themselves in the shade 
of the lofty cocoa trees, after their walk, which, owing to the extrome 
heat, had greatly fatigued them. About twenty of the islanders were 
busied throwing down cocoa nata from ^e trees, which others cleared 
of the husks and broke with great skilfulness. The kernel quieted the 
hunger thpy be^an to feel, and quenched their thirst with the fine oold, 
milk, which was extremely refreshing. Koberts's wife, a pretty young 
woman, of about eighteen years of age, seemed in some measare to 
liavB departed from the custom of her countiy, and very moeh to her 
advantan-r, for she had not rubbed her body over with cocoa oil, which, 
although it gives great lustre to the skin, produces a very powerful smell. 

The group of Washington Islands was discovered in the year 179 L 
by Captain ingr^am, of the American merchant-ship Hope, of Boston, 
m bb voyage from the Mendoza Islands to the north-west coast of Ame- 
rica. A few weeks afterward they were again seen by Marchaod, in 
the French ship Le Solide. But the fact is, they all beknug tOtheglOUp 
of the Marquesas, discovered by Mendana, in 1595. 

The NDkahiweta are infariably of a large stature and well made ; 
they are vety masculsr, with a long handsome neck, have a great regu- 
larity of countenance, and an air of real goodness, which was not belied 
by their dealings ; but when we consider the crnelties of which these 
men are capable, the prejudice in their favour, which the beauty of their 
person is yery likely to create, so(m vanishes, and their own countenance 
seems to Indicate nothing but apathy. An animated eye none of them 
possess. By tattooing their bodies very much and rubbing them with 
H dark colour, they acquire a black appearance ; otherwise, their natural 
colour is clear ^ at least, that of the boys and women who were not tat- 
tooed was so ; nor do they dtfler very much from the coloarof the 
Boropeans, being only rather more yellow. Among the very handsome 
people of this island, they observed two in particular, who excited the 
admiration of them all. The one was a great warrior of Tayo Hoae, 
and, at the same time, what, in the language of the country, is called 
Fire-lj^hter to the king ; bis name was Ifan-lui-n, and be was perhaps 
cue of the handsomest men that eycr existed i hewaa suleet tvpoinobeB 
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high, and erery pJirt of his body perfectly bnauliful. The other wns 
Bauting, kin^ of the vale of Schegua, who, notwithstauding his age, for 
he certaioly was not less than fifty, was sttU extremely haodsMne. The 
women aU looM well, at btai nothing coold he Hud agpnat thear eoun- 
tUMMten. A weU-pnoportloMd haad, * face rather roood than long, a 
large sparkling eye, blooming colour, very good teeth, cnrlrd hair, which 
they ornamented with a white band in a manner very becoirung to them 
all, and the remarkably clear colour of their bodies, may perhaps entitle 
them to a pfefeienoe over the iahebitaiits of the Sandiiieii, Society, and 
Ptiendly lalande* 

A very important member of the royal family is the fire-maker ; his 
duty consists partly in being always near the king's person to execute his 
orders : but the business wherein his master generally employs him is 
ef a nature perfectly characteattie of the nuxiarch of Nukahiwa. On 
qwttiag his honee fit any tune, hie fire-maker does not accompany him, 
but must, in erery seose^ represent his person with the queen, who finds 
in him a second husband during the absence of the first. He is the 
guardiui of her virtne, and his reward the enjoyment of that which he 
fias to protecft The kings of Nekahrwa probably kate a notion that it 
te better lo ahare with one, what would otherwise be divided among 
several ; bnt perhaps the daty of fire-maker is only a royal luxnry with 
him. Ther herculean Mau-ha-u filled this post near the queen of Tayo 
Hoae ; but he certainly did not merit the confidence of his sovereign, 
lor he appewed lo be a vaiy bed goeidlan of the mcnle of hie wifa. 
- It may easily be Imagined thai a people who find pleaenre in eating 
human flesh, will frequently wage war with their neighbours to pro<;ure 
swne of this delicacy, although there should be no other sufficient reason 
^r it ; and, ui their art of war, there is a perfect similarity between the 
jtbeiaeter of these saTagee and of wild beasts. They seldom meet in 
lai^ paitiee in the field, but their usual mode of mtxfm ie to be con- 
stantly watching for, and secretly seeking to butcher their prey, which 
they devour on the spot. He who evinces the greatest skill in these arts, 
who can lie the longest on his belly perfectly motionless, who can breath 
the loweit,ns the ewifteet, and spring with the greateat agility from one 
precipice to another, acquires no less reputation among hie eonurades than 
the brave and powerful Mau-ha-u. In ail these attainments the French- 
man particularly excelled, and he since frequently amused them with a 
relation of his exploits, and of the numbers whom he had shun in this 
modeofwerlare; entering into a particidar detail of all the ciicttmafenrea. 
Bat be assured them, and even Roberta* hie enemy, did him the jostice to 
acknowledge, that he had never eaten human fiesh, always exchanging his 
victims for ho^s. It is with the nati^'es of the neighbouring valleys, such 
as Home, Schegua, and Hottyscbewa, that those of I'ayo Uoae wage a 
«enti«ied warfare, ae well ae irith tbe inhabitants of another valley far 
intend. The warrior* of Home, wboae nomber is abont 1000^ have a 
name peculiar to themselves, tai-pihs, which signifies warriors of the 
great ocean ; with thp«?e tai-pihs the people of Tayo Hone do not carry 
on war by sea, but merely by land. The son of Kettenowee is married 
lo the daughter of the kmg of the tai-pihs ; and as she joined her hua- 
bend bj w«ter» the eea which dividee tlMee two vaUefaietahba,that ia to 
say, nmst not be contaminated by any blood. 

Whenever one of the hitrh priests of the valley dies, three human 
bodies must be sacrificed to him. These are never chosen from among 
the people to wluch ihQ priest belonged, but must be taken from aasoA of 
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'Ae neighbours, and several canoes nrn immpdiately despatched to proeoft 
them. Robms was able to give but very l:tile insight into the religioue 
opinions of his new countrymen, probably because their idea* are but 
confused upon this head ; althoo^, perhaps, bo had not troubled hiiBMlf 
to obuin any knowledge of them. The following he described m the 
tisual funeral ceremonies, in which the spirit of thoir origin cannot be 
mistaked : After the corpse is washed, it ia laid upon a platform, both 
being covered over with a piece of entire new stuff, and the next day 
the fimilj of the deeeaaed gives a grand ftaet, infiting their heat finiida 
and relationa. To these, at which the priests must alwaya be praeeDt^ 
the women are on no ncconnt allowed admittance ; they produce their 
whole stock of ho!T?, (seldom eaten but upon these occ if^ions,) of tarra root, 
and of bread fruit j and, as soon as the guests are a:»eetiibied, they cut of the 
hog's head to propitiate the godn, and obtain for the deeeaaed a aale and 
peaeeaUe paange throngh the lower regions. This gift, which the pnMt ^ 
takes possesf^ion of, is secretly devnnrod hy him, and he only leaves a 
small piece of it under a stone. The friends or nearest relations ol the 
deceased must then watch for some months over the corpse, and rub it 
eooatantly with cocoa oil, to prevent pnlreihetion. * By thia eonthmed ' 
applieation it becomes hard as a atone, and qnite ineonnptible. Twelve 
months after the first f- ast, a second oqiially extravagant meal is givon^ 
to thank the gods for having permitted tlio deceased to arrive safe m ihe 
Other world. After this the corpse is broken into pieces, aud the bones 
are packed In a email box, made of the wood of the bread frait tree, and 
earned to the morai or burial-place, where no woman ia allowed to ap» 
proach under pain of death. 

Roberts, although he appeared to be an enthusiast and of no setrl d 
character, was a man of strorg understanding, and a good man. i no 
worst that hit bitter enemy, the Frenchman, eouM say against htm, waa^ 
that he evinced no akSl in stealing, and therefore waa in constant danger 
fjf dvingof hunger. He had, however, bv decrees aeqirired that esteem 
Ifom the savages, which reason must ohtruii from 8typidif\', nnd he had 
more influence over them than any of their most distinguished warriors. 
To the king he bad become parttcttlarly neceesary, and, no denbt, he would 
effect more good than the miaaionary Crook, who remained for some time 
^pon this ishirid, wr?5 nhle to perrorrn ; for the latter had no other idea 
than that uf cniiverting tiie Nukahuvers to Christianity, without recollect- 
ing that it was first necessary to make tiiein men ; for this purpose 
Roberta appeara more proper, aa well on accoeift of the eiaiiiple 1m v 
afforded and of his activity, aa th€f esteem which they nnrrersally bore 
him, than either Crook or any other missionnrv wliatever. He has built 
a very neat house, and possesses a piece of land, v!i!c:h he culti\ iit * 
with care and diligence ; and he never fails, wiiero it can be done, of 
irilrodaefns improvementa b^ore mknown to them. F!rom ilia own 
count, he led a happy independent life, and was only troulited by ttsm 
thoughts of being surronndod by cannihnls, for which reason he was pal^> 
ticulariy fearful of the next war. Thev offero ] to convey him to the 
Sandwich Islands, from whence he would easiiy find an opportunity of 

Setting to China, bnt he eonld not pimil mt himaelf to qaii hie wile, who

The information with regard to the population of the isiami in drawn 
tfetlainly from a very arbitrary estimation. But where no positive accouni

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Tnyo FToa«», according to Roberts, can send 800 wgrriora ap^ainst itt 
enemies ; Home, 1000 ; Scbegua, 500 ; Maudavh?\s 1200 ; Iloitvscliewa, 
to the south-west of Tajo Hoae, and auulhex valley to lae north-east, 
litve eaeh IMO. Thtne wmbum Robects meatioiwd «t landomi, lunriiig • 
BO positive information oil tlio MAjeet, bat bofieviiig, ho Mid» fbat tfafff 
were rather below than above the mark. The warriors, therefore, amount 
to 6,900 ; and if we take three times that nnmber for the wunieii, children, 
and old people, which is not too little, cou^ideriiig that their marriages 
KTO very on p iodu e t i to^ tbo whole anonnl of th« population io 17,700^ or, 
in round numbei% 16^000. 

The two Europeans, who had both resided here for several vear«?, 
agreed in their assertions, lliat the nativea were a cruel intractable pi'0[)l(', 
«Dd, without even the exception of the ieuiale sex, very much addicted 
to CMnboKsm. They dooeriM, m o^e-witaoMOSj the barboro«o aooBOo 
ilttt are acted, particularly in liinei of wimt; the desperate rage with 
which they fall upon thnir victims ; immediately tear on their head, and 
•ip their blood out of the skull with the most disgusting greediness, com- 
pleting in this manner their horrible repast. In times of famine the men 
Mtaher their wives and children and tAoir aged patente ; Ihn bake and 
'stew their flesh, and devour it with the greatest satisfaction. Some years 
ago an American merchant-ship put into Port Anna Maria, and the cap- 
tain, who was a Quaker, suffered his people to go on shore unarmed ; but 
the natives oo 80<mer perceived their defenoelese condition, than they 
aoaembied in order to attack and drae them into the mountains. Roberts 
succeeded, with the greatest difficulty, and with the assistance of the 
kinnr. to whom he represented the treachery of their conduct and the 
consequences it would infallibly bring upon the whole island, in rescuing 
them out of the hands of these cannibals. 

< On the 18th of May they set sail, in Teiy bad wealfaer, from the Bay 
of Tayo Hoae, or Anna Maria. On the 7th of June, at half-past eight, 
saw land, and immediately perceived it to ho Owaihi, distant about thirty- 
six miles, bearing north-west, yet could not distinguish Mowna Hoa. 
AAot elandins in to aboot six mHes from the shore, pat ^ ship about, 
and steeredafong the coast under nothing but topsails, beavins-to as soon 
as they saw any canoes put off. Their cargoes, however, did not in the 
least answer expectation. Some potatoes, half a dozen cocoa nuts, and 
a small sucking-pig, were all they were able to procure out of six canoes ; 
and tboae Ihey oia not obtain wilhoet difficnhy and at • very high price, 
as the venders would take nothing but cloth in payment, and they bad not 
a yard on board to dispose of. This unfortunate circumstance made 
KrusensLern determine upon loosing no more tune, and on quitiing the 
coast immediately for Kamtschatka, where he should arrive witiiout fail 
ritont thb middle ol Jnl^. Captain Liaianskey, whose time was nbt of 
aqml consequence ta bim, resolved, on the other hand, to ran into Kara*- 
kakooa Bay for a few day?, and then continue his voyage to Kodiac. At 
daybreak, July 14, saw lo the north a hitrh mountainous land, which, from 
its direction, must have been Shipunskoy-noss. About eleven next day 
laa into Awmtsha Bay, and at one anehoied in the harbour of Si. Peter 
and St. Paul, after a very good passage of thirty-five days from Owaihi 
They did not find the Governor of Kamtschatka at the harbour of St» 
Peter and St. Paul, his nsual residence beinr^r at Nizrici Karntskchatkoi, 
about 700 worsts from thence. On the iiih of August he arrived, ao- 
comptttted by ^ younger broUiei:, ii4io acted ae bia idjatintt flad.bir 
Qa|»iaiii FMANff Mid.au^y tnen^ wfaoia bt h«d bionfht with bhA it wm 
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teqaest of M. de Resanoff, and it was settled that they should sail in 4 
week aftfr liis arrival On the 29ih of August the ship was quite ready 
ioi t»ea, auii uu tiie ;iUlh left the harbour of St. Peter and St. Paul. About 
noon, Septonber aOth, tlw W9tAin MmamtA an a|i|iMtaaM tbbt M m 
doobl of «hat wonli mo follow. The waves m wnomttmrn Mgk fi«A 
IIm aoatb-east ; the snn was of a dead pale colour, and was soon conceal- 
ed behind the clouds, which flew with rapidity from the same quarter; 
and the wmd, wiuch increaaed gradually, rose by one o'clock to such a 
liiigitt M to prafiMtt thdr taloB^in tbttr toniite 
graolAt difficulty and danger, the tackle, toongli obnnst wXL new, maolfy 
giring way. About three o'clock in the afternoon the atorm had increased 
to each a degree as to rend ail the sturm-saiU, the only ones set.

About sir o'clock, October 10th, saw the land of Japan, bearing west- 
north-west, distant nearly forty-hve miles. Tiie country in general ap- 
peared to be very mountainous, and the hiUa, among which were some 
fMoy lefty peaks, weie in doobie and aonMliBMa m UMoe aa4 four nma. 
A abort time b^»e sunset, on the Stiiof OiBtaber, «• lhagr sailed paiaM 
with the south-west coast of Satzuma, saw in the north-west a hirrh land 
looking like an island, which they afterward learncf] was ihe Isinnd of 
Meacsuna. The land that surrounds Satzuma Bay is very mountainous, 
and a high laad is ptrtieoiariy distingoishaUa to the aorliiwatd, upoa 
which runs a tine of noaoluns of a wavy form, hiring a high peak in 
the centre. To the north-westward of these there is a double peak, ad- 
joining to a tabie-raountain, from -whence a constant smoke ascends. 
This, irom its description, seems to he the Unga mountain, so remarkable 
darii^thepersecatioaoftheOhnetianeui Japan; Ar itwaBtotiuB|ilBM 
that the unfortunate enthusiasts, to whom the Jesuits had imparted thav 
religion, were brought and afterward plunged, if they persisted in not re- 
turmngto the religion of their forefaitiers, into the crater of the volcano. 
Won Gana Homo to the entrance of r^anga^aiu there were several small 
bights behind the vocka, boideied kf the neat beautiftd vaflefa. Tba 
land in general bore decided proofs of the most diMgeart; eoltivatioBi 
affording a beautifu! prospect, in\proved by very lov.rr avenues of tref>s ; 
behind we ralleys bonieringon the coast the land to the northward formed 
Itaalf into a chain of mountains. A boat now came alongside, having a 
i a p a a aw aiiear on board, which, after p«ttin|r8MiaqMalioBa, tmmediala. 
ly returned ; nearly two hours after another faoal aaoM, and eoaCiBiaed 
with them until about half-past fifo, when liiay eaaa torn a&eiwr at 
entrance of Nangasaki Bay. 

Bwny ana kniowa the insulting jealousy which is observed toward 
flirangm in Japan ; the RnaaiaM Sad no right to expeet a vava fefoan^- 
ble treatment than other nations ; yet, as they had an ambassadnran board, 
who was seat merely with assurances of friendship, by the monarch of m 
jKywerful empire, bordering upon these people so snspicious m ihoir poli- 
tics, they hoped not to be received unfavourably. Ai tiiough they expected 
la be allowed more liberty than the Dateh enjoy here, they foond Hhmm- 
8nl V C3 trrcHtly mistaken. The first proof of their jaalaaay was evinced ia 
Ihsir takmg from them all ibeirpowder and fire-arms, even to the fowlmcr- 
fneces belouj^ing to the otficers, among which were some of considerabTo 
^^lae I and H was not until after four months' constant entreaties and 
tilit thaaa lattav ware Mtaamad to Am arde^ to 
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bo cleaned, thoagh many of them were eutirely destroyed by the time 
they were restored. The officers were indeed allowed to retain their 
iiworda, a Umm which wis never shown to the Dutch, and the soldien 
were permitted to keep their muskets and bayonets. They were not only 
forbidden to go onshore, but not even allowed to row about within a short 
distance of the ship ; nor was it until after a six weeks' negotiation that a 
jUace was granted them, at a trifling distance, as a walk, and this only in 
consideration of the pretended illness of the asabasssdor. This place was 
close to the shore, in a confined bay, and was shut in on the land side by a 
high wall of bamboos ; and although its whole length did not exceed 100 
paces, and its width at the most was forty, there were two watch-houses 
erected in its immediate vicinity. One single tree, but not a blade of 
grate, adoroed this pramenade, whieh*was entirely upon a loeky ground* 
4L» toon at any boat put off from the ahip lor Kihatsch, for so this pio* 
menade was called, a fleet of ten or fifteen vessels immediately put them- 
selves in motion, surrounding the boat on ail sideai, and in this tame 
manner it was conducted back again. -i . . .> 

. The acquaintance lomed on the fiist day of taslr airival with the csfh 
taint of the Dutch shipt made a continuation of their inteiconnMi may 
desirable, hut the Russians were never allowed to visit them, nor was any 
Putchman permitted to go on board their ship. When the Dutch ships 
tailed, they were ordered upon no account to ^end a boat oflf to them ; and 
when Kratenttem withed OvpHtam Mnsquetier and Behnaik a happy Toy^* 
age, as they patted by, and inquired after their health, the only answer he 
received was a sign with the speaking-trumpet ; for which the chief of 
the Dutch factory i4>ologized in a letter to the ambassador, saying, that 
the captains had been most positively forbidden to utter the least sound 
In aaitwer to their qvettiont. When the ambattador at len^ feoeived 
permiaakm tolaDdt#contiderabIe building was appointed for his residence ; 
but the seven towers of Constantinople were hardly so well guarded as their 
Megasaky, for this was the name of the Russian Dezima. The house 
was situated upon a neck of laud so near the sea, that on the south and 
east tidee the water at high-tide eame dote oader the wtadowe* When 
we say windows, this wonl can scarcely apply to a square space about a 
foot wide, provided with a double lattice-worli, and which therefore adr 
mitted but very little lifiht into the room. 

They steered about mur o'clock in the afternoon, in company with a 
iapaneae boat, toward Naogattki, and andMMred abont half-past five at 
the entrance of the harbour. The same evening, about ten o clock, they 
anchored, received the visi^ of several magistrates, or banjos, as they are 
called in Japan, from Nangasaki, who, without waiting for an invitation, 
walked at once into the cabin, and seated themselves on the carpet. The 
attendants of these great men consisted of abont twenty peraoptf among 
whom were several Japanese interpreters of the Dutch language. 
The opperhoofd, or director of the Dutch factory, Mynheer Van Doeff, 
was also brought along with the banjos ; but it was upward of an hour 
before he was permitted lo come on board. He had scarcely entered the 
cabin with his suite, consistinflof his secretary, the two captains of the 
thiteh ships that were here, and a BanmP^bst, when they west all obliged 
to remain during several mirmtcs in an inclined posture, which thejf 
^ere called upon to do by a most insolent order from the interpreter: 
•* Mynheer Opperhoofd^ compliment voor de Opper Banjos.^* This sub* 
mtssivo, and at the same time degrading, attention was not aoowered even 
bysBod. Thoo9mpliiiuat«va8thej4l» jmM> of Ihel^ 
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Dung bettVMIl the bows of the Earopeans and Japanc-^c, which 1a<?t consist 
in throwing yourself flat on the ground, touching the earth with your hrad, 
Bfid cronchinfT backward and forward according as you maybe spoken to 
by your superior. 

Th» • Etta w dinir y respect wMi whkh the Inlsfpteten tpolwtotlM bta- 

fOtga^ at first a very high idea of the character of these magistrntcp, 
Vibce rank they afterward learned was very inconsiderable ; and that 
nothing but a commission from the governor imparts to them a temporary 
elevation. Whenever m interpreter had anything to timntbte, he cai^ 
'hiniMlf on tib buidt aod knew before the banjos ; and In tlus attitndet 
with hie head hangh^ down, he made a hissing noif^o two or thrpp times 
with hi'' mouth, as if he were inhalin«T the air that surrounded his master. 
He then reported to the banjos, in a tone of voice scarcely audible, and 
mixed with repeated sighuigs, in short, broken eepteneea, the coaTVtraCioB 
^jfhieh in Doldi hnd lasted several minutes. If a Japanese was addressed 
Iff a banjos he crouched to him, bowed his head to the ground, rcpc.nrAnrr 
constantly the monosyllable Eh I eh! intending; to sitmify, "1 under- 
stand." The banjos always conducted themselves with ^eat dignttv ; 
they never laughed, but occasionally showed their satwftvetion by • emue. 

The etolbaig of HtSb banjos, as well as of die interpretera, consieted of 
m eheit upper garment with very wide sleeves, and under this a complete 
gown, reachintT quite down to their feet, and fastened round the neck, 
and very similar to the female dress in ii^urope, except in being much 
narrower from the hips downward, so as to render !t extfemely difficidC 
Hmt them le wnUc; indeed, they never walk but when they nie abeolatel^ 
compelled to do so. This is the usual dress of all the Japanese ; nnd the 
only diflFerence between the clothes of the rich and of the poor is, that 
those of the former are made of silk, while the latter are clad in coarse 
woollen stuffii ; the upper eannent is generally black, but theio are soma 
or diileient colours, and um lower dress is mostly of mixed coloors. 
Ever,' one has his family arms \^orked into his clothes, in different places, 
about tiie size of n half doilai, a practice usnal to both sexes ; and in this 
manner any person be recognised, and the family to which be be- 
longs eaai^ ieeMt«in#a. A jomag lady wean her father's sims itntif 
after her aUHPriage^ when she assomes those of her husband. The gieatsst 
mark of honour which a prince or a governor can confer upon any ono 
:b to give him a cloak with his arms upon it, the person having such a 
toe wearing his own arms upon his under dress ; and the ambassador 
Was freqneirtly toM how soprome a happiness would be conferred ujpoa 
hmu a the e m peio f was to pfesenttim witli a gtunnent bearing the im- 
pearial arms. 

About four o'clock the next afternoon a present, consisting of fish, 
Xtee, and fowls, was brought on board from the governor. At midnight 
tbsy weighed anohoi\ and were towed by about sixty boats to a new an- 
chorage, which was nearly two milee and a half oif They could not but 
admire the order with which this was effected ; the flotilla divided itself" 
into five lines, of twelve or eighteen boats each, which kept their places 
so regularly, that they were not once broken ; and, notwithstanding a 
M wind, they adfaneed at the -rate of two miles an hour. About four 
ill thensniing they anchofed m twenty-five fkthoms water, and were in- 
stantly surrounded by thirty-two guard-boats, which formed a eirete nmnd 
the ship that no vessel was allowed to break through 

Their arrival at Nangasaki was too important an event in Japan for 
tiM eoim not to bo informed of tho most trifling circumstances ^ so that, 
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after each visit of the>interpretf!rs to the ship, a courier was despatched 
wilh an account of every word and gesture, which frequently were of n 
nature to increase the suspicion and injure the pride of this jealous and 
haughty people. They afterward learned that the cubo, or western em- 
peror, could determine nothing on this momentous occasion without con- 
sulting the dairy ; and that he had even sent an embassy concerning 
them, to ascertain the wishes of this important personage, whom the 
Japanese, although he has no executive authority, hold in the greatest 
veneration on account of his religious character. 

On the 17th of December the ambassador was conveyed on shore, for 
• which purpose the Prince of Fisen sent his own boat, a vessel e.tceeding 
in size (being 120 feet long) and magnificence everything they had 
hitherto seen. The walls and ceilings of the numerous cabins were all 
varnished over in the handso.'iiest manner, and the stairs, which were of 
/ red wood, were polished so highly as to have the appearance of lacker. 
The decks were covered with mats and the most costly carpets ; the 
curtains to the doors were of rich stuffs ; ^nd the whole boat was hung 
wilh double rows of silks of different colours. As the ambassador stepped 
on board, the Russian imperial standard was hoisted and waved together 
with the flag of the Prince of Fisen ; and his guard, which accompanied him 
on board the vessel, took their place on the upper deck, close to the standard. 

On the 19th of February the ambassador received an official notice that 
the emperor had sent a person, attended by eight nobles, to Nangasaki, 
with full powers to treat with him. The interpreters did not exactly tell 
him that he would not now have any occasion to travel to Jeddo, yet this 
was easily to be inferred. The person whom the emperor had sent was 
of the highest rank, and, according to the expression made use of by the 
interpreters, was permitted to see the emperor's feet, though never to 
exalt his looks higher ; (an honour which even the Governor of Nangasaki 
could not boast ;) and it was not to be supposed that so great a character 
would be sent merely to accompany the ambassador to Jeddo.- 

It was only, however, on the 13th of March that Skeyaeima, the chief 
interpreter, acquainted the ambassador that he would not be permitted to 
travel to Jeddo ; and that the Japanese plenipotentiary would arrive in 
ten or fifteen days in Nangasaki, after which the ship must return to 
Kamtschatka as soon as she could possibly be fitted for sea. 

On the 30lh of March the plenipotentiary arrived from Jeddo. The 
negotiations, with respect to the ceremonies of the audience, which were 
conducted with great warmth on both sides, commenced on the 3d of 
April, when it was concluded that the ambassador should pay the re- 
presentative of the Japanese emperor an European, and not a Japanese, 
compliment. 

On the 4th of April the ambassador had his first audience, to which 
he was conveyed in a large boat, adorned with flags and curtains. His 
suite consisted of five persons. Major Frederici, Captain FeodorofT, Lieu- 
tenant Koscheleff, Dr. Langsdorff, and Counsellor Fosse, besides a ser- 
geant, who carried the standard ; and he landed at a place to the north 
of Dezima, which the interpreters called Mussel Trapp. On this occa- 
sion merely an exchange of compliments took place, and a few insignifi- 
cant questions were put to him. The second audience was conducted 
with the same ceremonies, and here the negotiation terminated ; the 
necessary documents being delivered into his hands, which contained an 
order that no Russian ship should again come to Japan ; and the pre- 
8eutS| and even the letter from the Emperor of Russia, were all refused. 
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On the 16th of April the ambassador had his last audience of the 
'plenipotentiary ; immediately after which they began to brmg the cannon, 
anchors, cables, and provisions on board. The satisfaction which the 
prospect of soon quitting Japan occasioned to the ship's company, was 
evinced in their activity, and the working sixteen hours a day, to get the 
-ship in readiness. 

At four in the morning of the 17th of April, they hove in their first an- 
chor ; and at five the next morning sailed out of the bay, with a moderate 
breeze at east-south-east, very glad to be released from so little honoura- 
ble confinement, which might have been the prelude to a harder fate. 
At daybreak, on the 21st, perceived the land, and they held a course 
parallel with the Island of Tsus. The north extremity of this island at 
that time bore west by north, and a high flat mountain, not far from this 
point, south-west 85 degrees ; at one the north end of the island bore 
nearly west. On the 1st of May perceived again the land of Japan bear- 
ing east-north-east, at the distance of about eighteen or twenty miles : it 
had quite the appearance of island, and they had no doubt of its being 
that of Iwo-sima, laid down in the charts nearly in 39 degrees, between 
Cape Sangar and Jacata Bay ; the next day they wete convinced that 
it was no island, but a promontory projecting very much to the west, and 
distinguishable by a high mountain, with a rounded summit lying in the 
centre of it. 

In latitude 40 degrees 50 minutes and longitude 219 degrees 54 minutes 
perceived a town, with a port and several vessels lying at anchor ; the 
valley in which it was built appeared in the highest degree cultivated. 
Corn-fields, meadows in which a considerable quantity of cattle were 
grazing, and groups of trees, apparently more the work of art than of 
nature, beautified this district. About five o'clock four large boats put 
off from the town, which then bore south-east, and rowed toward them in 
the greatest hurry. The number of people, of whom there were twenty- 
five or thirty in each boat, rendered their intention rather suspicious ; but 
though it was scarcely probable that they could be hostile, considering 
the well-known strictness of the Japanese government, still they thought 
it prudent to load the guns and put the soldiers under arms. By six 
o'clock they overtook them ; they called to them in Japanese, requesting 
they would come on board ; but of this they appeared afraid. After 
having sailed twice round the ship, and considered it with the greatest 
attention, they hauled up their sails, and returned toward the town. On 
the 4th they were nearly opposite the middle of the Straits of Sangar, in 
which, even from the mast-head, they were unable to perceive any land ; 
but on both sides, to the eastward of Cape Sangar and Cape Nadeshda, 
were several promontories. The line of coast from Cape Nadeshda to 
Cape SineJco is north-west, the distance between the two being eighteen 
miles. Between these, in a large but open bay, is the town of Matumay, 
whose name the Japanese have extended to the whole Island of Jeso : 
it is of considerable size, and the residence of the governor ; but is the 
only town of any magnitude in the whole island. Before they had wea- 
thered along point of Jeso, they perceived a boat with four of the natives 
rowing off. They continued about a quarter of an hour alongside the 
ship, but could not be prevailed upon to come on board, and at length 
returned. However,^ they had scarcely cast anchor when several paid 
them a visit, who immediately came on board without the least signs of 
fear. As they came on deck they fell on their knees, laid their two hands 
on their heads, passing them down their faces and their bodies, at the 
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Kamp time that they made a low bow. On the ITth, at nine in the morning, 
some Japanese arrived with an officer at their head, m a large boat, rowed 
hj the natives of the island. The officer appeared extremely alarmed al 
wmt wnvrai, requesting mott earnettly they woold inunedtttaly sail ham 
hence. The Japanese discipline exists even here, the Arthest boundaij 
of their possessions, in all its force. The officer could in nowisp be pcr- 
■uaded to accept a trifling present which the ambassador offered him, and 
even refused to take a glass of Japanese sakky, their favourite beverage^ 

They now eteered toward Aiiiwa Bay ; the weet eide of wbieh it 
throughout fery monntamooe, and even now was covered in part wilk 
snow. At ten, next morning, Krusenstern went with the ambassador on 
board a Japanese ship, where they were handsomely received, and treated 
with sakky, rice bread, and tobacco. The manner in which hsh are 
caught here is a sufficient demonstration of their abundance ; as tbey do 
not even employ a net for this purpose, but dip for them with a paiL du- 
ring the ehh. Thia article is so important, and is become so necessary 
to the poor people in the north of Japan, that the most absolute orders of 
their government could not prevent them from coming to Aniwa Bay to 
procure them, let the possessors of Aniwa be who they would ; and in all 
wohahiUty they might obtain them at a much more reaeonaUe rate from 
Enropeans than from their avarieiona benjoa. 

The Ainos, or natives of Jeso, are rather below the middle stature, 
bemg at the most five feet two or four inches high, of a dark, nearly black, 
complexion, with a thick, bushy beard, black, rougii hair, hanging straight 
down ; and, excepting the beard, they haTo the appearance of the Kam- 
tachatdalea, only that ^ir coontenance is much more regular. The women 
•re aufficiently ugly : their colour, which is equally dark, their coal-black 
hair combed over their faces, blue-painled lips, and tattooed hands, added 
to no remaikable cieaniiiiess in tiieu clothing, do not give them any great 
jnetenaiona to loTeliness. The characteristic quality of an Aino b good- 
neaa of heart, which is expreased in the strongeat manner in his coun- 
tenance; and, so far as thpv wf^re enabled to observe their actions, they 
fully answered this expression. Their dress consists chielly of the skins 
of tame dogs and seals ; but some were in a very dilTerent attire, which 
resembled &e Parkis of the Kamtschatdales, and is, properly speaking, a 
white shirt worn over their other clothes. In Aniwa Bay they were all 
claf^ in furs ; their boots were made of seal-skuis, and in these Ukowiae 
the women were invariably clothed. 

On the 28 til they had a, lugh wind from west-north- west, which in- 
ereaaed toward evening to a storm, and, conceiving themselves to bo bat 
only a short distance from the Kuriles, lay-to under a reefed topsail and 
storm-sails. Next day the wind had become so moderate that thny 
were enabled to carry all sail ; and at eight o'clock perceived, at a short 
distance, a high peak, which must have been the twelfth island, or that 
called Matua. The strait between these two, from the description of the 
Kuriles in Pallas's new northern editions, is thirty miles wide, and per- 
fectly safe ; but in Sarytscheflf's chart it is only twenty. At two in the 
afternoon of the 3d of June discovered the coast of Kamtschatka. The 
wind continued moderate from the south-east, and it was not until the 
6th that they cast anchor in the harboor of St Peter and St. Paul, forty- 
eight days after leaving NangasakL 

On the 5th of July Krusenstern proceeded from this harbour to examine 
what was called Sachalin Tj5hruj, but which is now known to be a penin- 
sula oi Tartary. The narrative atibrds on|y nautical detaUs, of no general 
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inlsrwt wlutflter ; on th* north part of it were found Tartar inhabiUnts, 

and on the sooth Ja[)anese, pach of which seem to have usurped their 
••uihority from the Ainos, or proper natives On the 30th of Au gust re* 
turned lo JKLamuchaika, where their speedy return excited Mne wtprina 
And fear. 

Thefirtt prospect of St. Peter ud St. Paul might raise in the mind of 
n person newly arrived, and ignorant of this Russian estabhshmer.t, the 
idea of its being a colony founded a few years, but recently abandoned, 
l^otbmg is visible here that could at all persuade any one of ito beug in- 
habited by civilized people ! not only Awateha Bay, but the three ad- 
joining onM, aro ontireiy forlorn and uninhabited ; nor is the beautifnl 
harbour of St. Peter and St. Paul enlivened by a single boat. Instead ol 
this, the shores are strewed with stinking fish, among which a number ol 
half-starved dogs are seen wallowing and contending for possesaion^It 
is perfectly in vain that you look about, upon landing, for aven ooa wott- 
knilt hoiisa ; m vain doaa the eye seek a road, or even a ivell-beaten path, 
along which a person may walk in safety to the town : r\o {tanien, no 
meadow, no plantation nor enclosure of any kind, indicative of the least 
cultivation ; the oiiiy things to be perceived are a few huts, mostly ina 
decayed state, Balagans and Jurten. Instead of bridgea orer the few 
amalt brooks that flow from the neighbonriog moontains mto the valley 
where the town stands, are merely planks laid across them, and these 
only pas'Sable with the greatest attention. Five or six cows feeding in the 
vicinity of the bouses, and innumerable dogs lying about m holes, which 
they dig as resiiug-places and as a shelter agauiflt the fliea, render ttf u 
not impoaaible, at least extremely dangerous, to walk after dark. 

Those who hafO resided several years in the interior of the country 
concnr in the opinion of the climate of the north, hnt ospecially of the 
middle provinces of Kaintschatka being mhniteiy superior to liic sou- 
thern parts, particularly near Werchnoy and on the banks of the Kam* 
taebatka RiTer, where the soil is inrariably very fr u i t ful The length of tha 
winter ianoobstaele to cultivation ; it reigns equally long in the nonhern 
provinces of Russia and in Siheria, where the vegetation is so extremely 
rapid, that, notwithstanding the shortness of the summer, several spe- 
cies of corn are brought to perfection. In the interior of Kamtsehatka 
many kinds of vegetables are eoltivated, and every sort of corn ; bui not 
a suffideney for the use of the inhabitants and of the military. As to the 
climate of Kamtschaika, it is not so bad as it is represented ; that the 
frequent fogs prevent any vegetables from coituiig to perfection is merely 
an excuse made by the inhabitants in order not to work, their indolence 
knowing no bound, the munoderate nso of spirits rendering them incapa- 
ble of every exertion ; for the officers who are garrisoned there, and who 
hnve laid out gardens for thnmselves, produce (with the exception of 
peas and beans) almost every kind of verrc table necessary for the table, 
and, indeed, in such quantity, that they were enabled to supply the 
de^ida ^vtth a constdetable stock. If, therefore, the coltivation of these 
planta aoceeode in two or three gardens, it is very evident that every 
inhabitant, every soldier, might obtain a supply of cabbages, carrots, and, 
at any rate, of potatoes for his own use, sulhcient in some degree to se- 
cure him against the scurvy, so common here m the winter months, from 
the total want of vegetable and animal food. The reason why this is not 
dona is, that they do not begin to eQltivate their gardens until the early 
part of July, so that the seeds do not come to anything before the end of 
that month. L£ the possesMr of a garden, or, to speak more correctly.

uy iiidiMtrkHitp«fMa« (for it is open to every one to cultivate as much 
land as ke pleapps,) wptp to begin to till his r^round in May, there is no 
doubt but that be rnighl furnish his table throushont thr summer, not 
only with salads, radishes, cucumbers, dtc., but also with cabbage, which 
they obstioately refuse to plant, and peat and beans in perfection. At an 
oatrog, or small village in Awatsha, near the month of the river of that 
name, the captain saw, in the month of June, a small garden in blossom, 
at the very same time that they were maintaining, ai 8t. Peter and St. 
Paul, that it was stiil too early to plant ; because they have never been 
in the habit of doing so before the month of July. 

It may not be superflaoos to say something on the mode of Kving of 
tiie RnssiaDs in Kamtschatka, which wHl account for the gieat mortality 
that roicrns there. There is scarcelv anv difrVrence between the lifp of 
the otlicer, the merchant, the priest, or ttie soldier; the one may, indeed, 
possess more money than the other ; but as money is not held here in any 
estifflation« this naturally produces a. great equality in their rank, at leasi 
in their mode of living. Nor does this prejudice the discipline of the 
troops ; the soldier fpnls 1p«s than any one the distress that reigns in 
Kamtschalka, not only bt:cause me Russian soldier is accustomed from 
his infancy to forego the comforts of life, (and he only then feels the 
hardship of his lot when he does not meet with that indulgence which is 
due from the officer to him, or experiences any Injastice in the service,) 
but because the soldiery thcTf have an opportunity of enrichinij thrmpolveB 
which is not open to the otticers, and there are at tnis tune many who 
possess several houses. In the winter, for instance, when they are not 
upon duty, they are allowed to go sable-hunting, and a soldier w21 veiy 
mqaently earn from three to five hundred roubles in the eourae of the 
season ; but as most of them are unmarried, and can purchase nothing 
but spirits for their money, their earnings nro as speedily squandered. 

There can be no doubt that the married men, at least, would maice a 
better use of their money if any opportunity were afibrded them ; for a 

freat change was very soon observable in the dress of the people of St. 
'eter and St. Paul, especi;\lly of the wompp, after the arrival of the Na« 
deshda. How easy wouM it be to supply Kamtschatka with every neces- 
sary, by sending a ship there annually, direct from any Russian European 
port i the prices of every article would not only fall several hundreds per 
cent, in the same m:mner as spirits fell ehortiy after their arrival from 
twenty to sixty roubles the stof, and sugar from seven roubles to one and 
a half the pound, bat even the north-eastern part of Siberia might be snp- 
plied at a much lower price with a variety of foreign goods, from St. Feier 
and St. Paul itself, than it can by an overland carriage across the whole 
•f Russia and Siberia. It may serve as a proof of what has been here 
asserted, that several articles put on board the Nadeshda by the Ameri« 
can company were sent from thrnce to Ochotsk for sale. The difficulty 
of conveyance tVorn the EuroiM ui provinces of Russia to Ochotsk, and 
ixom thence to Kamtschatka, iius hitherto been assigned as the reason 
why the inbabitanta of this province sre not only suffered to want all tho 
comforts of life, but even many of the necessaries. Gin is the only article 
which the merchants never suffer to be wanted The prop€n''itv to 
strong liquors is greater there than at other places, and is besides more 
pardonable, as the merchants endeavour by every means to keep it up ; 
and a bout of drinking with some of tbeir companions (which is seldom 
done at less expense than fifty roubles) is the only means which they havo 
#f disposing of their troubleaome, but haid-etroed, winnings. 
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BtoMd and are two articles invariably possessed by the poorest 
bemr in Europe ; but in Kamtschatka, where, owing to the increased 
number of the military, the consamption of bread is very considerable, 
aod the coDveyance m so very difficult and expenaive, the MMier obteina 
only half hia latioD in flour, and the otber half in money, yet never to an 
aniottt sufficient to enable him to purchase it ; for the merchant of 
Kamtschatka will not import flour, because it is frequently injured during 
the journey, by which means the cost is sacrificed, while, on the coutrary, 
gin is always sure to produce a clear and immediate profit ; and floor hee 
no establkbed mice at Kamtaehatka, althoog^i it is ger rally eatunated 
•iten ronblea tiie pnd. The soldier's pay is never sutRcient to purchase 
it at this rale ; and it would be infinitely better for hitn i£ he received 
his flour in kind; nor can it be imagined that there would ever be a 
superfluity of this article in Kaintschatka, not only becadta the eoldier 
does not actuallT leceiTe hia enstomary scbtwhy and meat, but also be- 
canie the flour la veiy moch injured by the length of the overland con- 
veyance in leathern skins, and the full d«livery can never l>e baked. This 
is likewise the case with grus Fisli they never experience the want of, 
and during Uie summer season it alfords them a wholesome and igreeaUe 
nourishment ; but in winter thev are reduced to eat it in a dried atate, (in 
which condition it is called jukula, in Kamtschatka,) and without anything 
tOzeltah it ; and such diet, when InnfT rontinupd, cannot but be extremely 
injurious to health. Thescamtv of salt isstih rroaier than that ot bread: 
on their arrival a few pounds of salt were couaidered as a valuable pre- 
sent ; and great as was their partiality for spirtta, thoae who brought fiab, 
heiriea, or game, were infinitely more thankful for a little of the former 
than when they rewarded their labours with gin, which fhpv scarcply 
ever gave to them. If there were no want of salt, and it were sold at a 
jnst and reasonable price, the inhabitants would not be compelled to eat 
their fish in a dried atate ; aaH fiab woald at any rate prove an agreeable 
ehaage ; and how many other occanons are there for this most necessary 
article. Every soldier receives a pound of salt monthly, but the Kam- 
tschatdale gets none. In the vicinity of St Peter and St Paul there 
were iwo salt-pans, which once produced a sufficiency for the coinsump- 
tiou of whole of Kamtschatka, but they have both be«n aaflrered to go to 
roin for eome yeara paat ; probably becanee the conveyance of the kettles 
and other neceeMury articles, by land, was considered as too difficult. 

On their arrival a paiifri! of vprv bad gin cost J 60 roubles, and a stof 
twenty. This price was established by the actual governor; for, previous 
to (US Lime, the merchants, whose avarice is unbounded, and who were 
weU auared that the propenaity to gin-drinkinff would not be diimnished 
by any ezorbiUnce of price, had aiieady increased it to more than 300 
• roubles th'> j)?iilful. The price of sugar is usually from four to five roubles 
the ponn J, but often risp:* to seven ; tobacco, five roubles ; butter and salt 
one and one and a iiali luubles the pound. Soap, candles, &c., are seldom 
to be had nnder two roobiee the ponnd. Many other neceaiary articles 
of honeekeeping are in a like proportion ; but it is seldom that even the 
greatest necessaries are to be procurrd Rum, braridv, wine, coffee, 
spit es, vinegar, mustard, oil, rice, flour, butter, and otii r smuUr articles, 
which are to be met with in the poorest villages of Russm, are never im^ 
ported for lale ; neither aro any of thoae neeeaaary for clothing, with th» 
exception of aomoTcry coarse linen, silk handkerchiefs, and blue nankeeiL 
The otfirer^ procure from Irkutsk the cloth and other ihiiifrs requisite for 
then uniforms, but alwaya at a very expensive rate. Hiack bread* axul 
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fiah drewed without sauce or spice, without salt, vinegar, or pepper, am 
the only proTiiiona which the officers, as well as the men, are able, for a 

constancy, to set upon their tables. There is nothing a hardy soldier will 
not ondiire so long as he is in good health ; but if iie falls sicks, to what 
a wretched, miserable, helpless coaditioii is he reduced. No physician, 
no medicine, no reviving draught, nor strengthening diet, are to be pro- 
cured at St. Peter and St. Paul ; he cannot even straggle against death, 
which seizf s him in this most painful condition. 

At St, Peter and St. Paul the number of homed cattle amounted to 
ten cows and, perhaps, as many young heifers ; there was, consequently, 
no butter, and very little milk. It would be extremely easy to support 
acme hundred head there, as not only close to St. Peter and St. Paul, but 
on the banks of the Awatsha River, there is plenty of the finest grass, if 
there were a sufficiency of men to collect a quantity of hay equal to the 
support of so large a dock during a long winter; independent of the mili- 
tary, who, indeed, constitute the greater part of the inhabitatits, arid are 
so much employed in other works. The breeding of hogs is difficult, 
owing to the scarcity of corn ; but it wouUl be easirr to have sheep, goats, 
and ])oultry, the former requiring nothing but good hay. Although m the 
vicinity of St. Peter and St. Paul they met with no short delicate grass, 
there can be no doubt that these speciM eilai in these parts. 

Most of the inhabitants suffer from scurvy throughout the winter. Of 
five people whom they had l^rought as passengers to Kamtschatka, and 
who had been in perfect health during the whole voyage, they found, on 
their return from Japan, ohIv one in good health, the rest having sulfered 
Tery much during the winter from this disorder. The prospect of any in- 
a9MB of the inhabitants of Kamtschatka was very anch diminished, not 
only by the smallness of the number of the remaining Russians and Kam- 
tschatdales, but by that of the women bearing no kind of proportion to the 
men. At St. Peter and St. Paul, where the number of inhabitants, in- 
cluding the military, amounts to one huudered and fifty or one hundred 
and eighty persons, there are not twenty-five females. 

The Kamtschatdales never inhabit the towns built by the Russians, but 
live scattered about the interior of the country, in small villages, called 
ostrogs, of dilierent dimensions. Since the last epidemic disorder, in the 
years 1800 and 1801, during which 5,000 Kamtaehatdales perished, it is 
Teiy rare to meet more than fifteen or twenty persons in an ostrog ; in 
many there are scarcely the half of this number, although there may be 
others where the population is more extensive. Plijch an ostrog is xmde.r 
tho iiatnediate command of a tayon, or chief, who is chosen from among 
the inhabitants, and whose character is similar to that of a starost, or 
elder, in the Russian villages. Under him he has an officer, who bears the 
title of jessaul, and vv!io. properly speaking, holds the executive authority 
of the ostrog, as the tayon does no more than deliver his ordprs to him. 
In the absence of the tayou the jessaul assumes his place, and the eiuest 
Kamtschatdalo in the ostroff takes upon him that of the jessaul. ^ Th» 
tayon^s power is considerable, since it even extends to the inflicting of 
corporal punishments, though these must never exceed twenty lashes. 
They generally select as tayon an active Kamtschatdalo, who has dis- 
tinguished himself by his good conduct. His duty consists, besides the 
discharge of the internal regulations of his ostrog, in collecting the belt 
nbles, which each Kamtschatdalo pays annually as a tribute, and cany* 
iotfthem, sealed np, to the town, where they are examined in the presence 
€1 certain magistcates, and taxed by a penon authoiized by the ciowji 
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The amount of ihe duties to be paid by ihe ostrog i« then deducted from 
the Ttlue of the sables, and wimiever ihere is exceeding it is paid inmone^ 
to the tayon, who divides it proportionaUy ainong the inbabitaote of bio 
oetiog The annual taxes of tbe Kamtochatdales amovnty exclaaiTe of 

the capitation tax, to nhnut thrre ronb!es, n-hich, howeveft afO nOt paid 
in monev, hat in sables, in the manner above described. 

In the winter they are obliged to conduct travellers and couriers from 
OM oetrog to aaotber; they supply the dogo of tboae who troTel with 
jdnihi ; they also lodge the travellers ; this, however, they arc not obliged 
to do. This hospitable people has, of its own accord, engai^ed to lodge 
every traveller, and to feed his dogs without demanding any remnrjeration 
In every ostrog there is a supply of fish set apart iur tins purpose. In 

Siieta], the sovenior and aO officers keep dogs, so that in this respeet 
ey are not borthensome to the Kaflstschatdale*. These people, in sfntte 
of their extreme poverty, are an rxaniplc of honesty '■ in this rp<:pect it 
is altogether impossible to exceed them, and it la as rare to tind a cheat 
among the Kamtschatdales as a man of property. Travellers, on theii 
•ttivu in any ostrog, nsoally give their money, papers, and valuables, and 
even their stock of brandy, tea, sonTt tobacco, <Slc., into the hands of the 
tayon, and there is no loslaaee w any one having been lobbed to the 
. amallest extent. 

On the 9th of October quitted St. Peter and St. Paul, and on the 20th 
of November, without any event of consequence, anchored at Macao, 
where, the 8d of December, they were joined by the Neva, with a cargo 
of furs from the coast of America. On the 9th of February they left 
Canton ; the ships separated the 15th of April, reaching St. Helena the 
3d of May. August 19th, 1806, anchored in safety at dronstadt, after ^ 
absence of three years and twsive days, without the loss of one man of 
Ihe ship't crew«

Tn Uiaaia was fitted out at Todon m the eaily part of 1817, and 
famished with every article netessaiy for a long voyage ; she received a 
picked crew* and her offieen were distinguished by the eitent of their 

knowledge. 

Contrary winds obliged them to put into Gibraltar on the i 1th of Oc^ 
til>eft and she did not arrive at Santa Grai, in Ishad of TBtuKiSe, 
before the 22d of the same month. 

On the 6th day of December Cape Frio was o^^serred, and its geo^- 
phical position verified. The Urania entered Kio de Jaoeiio the same 
night, where she remained until the 2Bih oi January. 

The passage from Rio Janeiro to the Cape of Good Hope was maiked 
by a melancholy event, which deprived M. de Freycinet of one of his 
aWest colleagues. M Laborde, an officer of distinguished merit, an ac- 
curate observer, a good draughtsman, and who joined to these excellent 
quaiiiiea a character the most sociable, died in the flower of his age. 

Tbe Urania remained ui Table Bay from the 7th of M areh till 3io 6th 
of April, and from thence she sailed to Port Louis, hi the Ida of Franoo^ 
where thev arrived on the 6th of May. 

Port Louis, placed nearly in the same latitude as Rio de Janeiro, and 
St a distance of more than 100 degrees in longitude, was favourably 
aitoatod for observations le^ectmg the peadufamL Tboae were made ia 
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detail, as weli as experiments, the objects of which were to enlarge the 
■tody of magnetism, and of moteoioloffy. 

A very coosiderable damage, whichnad torn off the copper>aheathiog 

of the Urania, did not allow them to put to sea until the 16th of Jul^. 
The corvette stopped only some days at the Tsle of Bonrhon to take in 
provisions, and then directed her course toward the coast ot Now Hol- 
land, the northern extremity of which was aoen on the 11th of Sep- 
tember, IS 18. 

The Urania coasted along at a moderate distance ; and having fallen in 
with Endracht's Land, she followed it until she arrived at the entrance 
of Sea- Dog s iiay, from whence, after a short slay, she sailed on the 13ih 
of September, to the anchorage before the peninsula of Peron. 

An obaorvatory waa at first established on shoie, and thon they wera 
employed in procuring, by means of distillatllHi, water fit to be drank. 
Two stills had been shipped at Toulon for this purpo'^e. Numerous de- 
fects, which It may probably be easy to remedy in other vessels, rendered 
ahnost null the products of the apparatus placed on board the corvette ; 
bat that whieh was put up on shore gave, in snffieient abundance, wator 
pleasant to diink, and in which they could discover no noxious quality. 

The Urania sailed on the 26th of Septemhor ; the intention of m. do 
Freycmf t being to sail for Timor, in order to ascertam some pomts respect- 
inff its geugraphical positions, of which he had doubts, lie consequently 
mied near tho Isles of Dorre and Bemior, which he coasted along at a 

ffood distance to the eastward, and in sh^low water ; when, the corvetto 
laving struck on a sand-bank, he was obliged to abandon tho labour 
begun, and to bear off from tlic .sliorc 

This event had no disagreeable cuusequence ; the time passed at the 
aaeboraflo on the bank was employed in exploring its figure and oonnding ; 
and M. oe Freydnot gave it the name of the fiink of Urania. 

The corvette proceeded on her course, and cast anchor in the Bay of 
Coupaiirr, in the Island of Timor, after having coasted on the west side 
of tiie isiea of Limas and Retti, which belong to that archipelago. 

The inhabitants of Coupang wore then only bnsiod in preparations for 
the war which the Datch goTommont was gomg to mako on the Rajah, 
Louis d'Amanoebano-. 

This circumstfiiice rendered it difBcuft to purchase the provisions neces- 
sary to victual the corvette ; but it did not hinder the scientific operations, 
which were carriod on with tho greatest seal, in spite of the excessive 
bsig^t of the temperature: at the observatory it stood, u times, at 188 
degrees of Fahrenheit, while in the shade it was from 106 to in 

The Urania sailed from Coupang on the 23d of October, 1618, very 
badly provisioned, and with several men attacked with dysentery. Cala» 
and' contrary carronts dotained them a lon^ time between Timor ud 
Ombay. This was taken advantage of to visit the village of Bitoca : it 
is situated on tho south coast of the latter of these islands ; has bncn, 
till now, little frequented by Europeans, and it is peopled by a warliko 
and ferocious race, some of whom are anthropophagites. 

Meanwhile, the number of dyaentoric patienis increased on board dio 
corvotto, and all the skill of M. Quoy, the surgeon, was not sufficient to 
overcome the influence of a devouring climate. The harbour of Coupang 
had furnished them with but few refreshments : it became therefore neces- 
sary to take a new station at Timor, and accordingly the Urania anchored 
at tKoly, tho chief pUeo among the Portuguese establishments on tho 
north coast of that island. 
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A iDMt obligiug reccplion was given to the expedition by Don Jos6 
Pinto Akoforado d'Azev^o e Souza ; and the corvette was abondaatly 
proviaioned, tliroogh kis eare, with aveiything that ahe wanted. 

Their stay here vras only for five days, after which the Urania bent her 

course still along the coasst of Timor, in order to get through the straits 
to the eastward of Vitt«;rs, by the chaonei that separates that isle from 
those of Kiifer and Koma. 

On the S9ib of Noyember they were in sight of Geram and Ambojnia, 
and streteUng into the strait between the latter island and Bournu, they 
bent thoir course toward the Isle of Gasse, which they doubled to the 
ea«iwiijd at a small distance, during a vjolenf . storm. A great number 
of lales were observed, among whicii Lae iuu:iL remarkable are those of 
Damoter, Gilolo, and 6«rt>6. 

In this passage the Urania fell in with aerenl aimed canoes belonging 
to the Kimalaha of Gu^b6. This prince came on board, and passed an 
entire day with them, during which his fine flotilla towod astern of the 
corvette. It was to the Isle Guebe that M. de Pavrc was sent formerly 
by M. de Coitiva, to take drawings of the nutmeg trees, which have aince 
multiplied so much in the Indian and American coloniea. The Ga6b6aiis 
recollected that circumstance very well, of which they were themselves 
the first to s])eak ; and M. de Freycinei attributes to their former relations 
with the French the very particular amity which they testified toward him. 

The Urania, eontintutig her trade, patted, on the 13th of December, 
the strait which separatee the Itle of Mondox from Gu6b6, and stretched 
to the eastward ; she ran some risk in the strait formed by the Islet of 
Kouib and of Balabalak, and by the Wyag Islands, where, during a calm, 
violent currents set upon shallows : but she was fortunately able to keep 
her anchorage, and to wait for toch winds as permitted Irar to keep her 
way until ahe had got clear of that penlooa titnation. 

She cast anchor, on the IGih of December, at the Isle of Rawak, after 
having at a short distar.ce coasted alon^r the northern side of Wai'Tion. 

An observatory was established on shore, and us position, in latitude 
only 1 ^ minutes south, was the most favourable for experiments with the 
pendalnm which they could got under the equator. The p«iod of ttut 
ttay wat employed in researches respecting geography and natural history. 

Two or three days before they sailed, they benrd on a sudden the 
martial music of tom-toms, kettle-drums, &c. Some moments after there 
appeared, at the large point of the island, the Hect of the Kimalaha of 
Gu6b6, who, faithlul to hit promite, bad oome to pay the Titit he had 
before announced. This little squadron pretented a apectacle at once 
imposing and whimsical. The Gucb^an prince w accompanied by his 
brothers and sons, to the number of eight ; all, like i.itjisplf, of (jood mien, 
and remarkable for their intelligence. They remaiaed on boiiid uuul the 
moment of the corvette*t departure ; they gave, as pretenta to M. de 
Freyoinet, Ttriout curiosities of their country, and among othert, hatt 
made of straw interwoven with talc, worked with admirable art. 

Having sailed from llawak on the 5ih of Jannarv, 1819, the Urania 
stretched towaid tixe Ayou i:>ie^ which they saw on the Odx aud tiiix of 
the same month. 

The dysentery continued still to torment the crew ; it was long before 
It was joined to fevers, one of the first victims of which wns M. Labiche, 
the second lieutenant, an olTicer of great merit and of the most amiable 
disposition, 'I his was the second loss of the kind during the voyage, aud 
tf wat keenly felt 
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jUker hAvmg vkhed seven! of the Caroline Isles, whieh are not poiatod 

out on the mnps, and having received throup;hout the mott friendly recep- 
tion from the islanders, M. de Freycitiet arrived, on the 17tb of May, in 
sight of tho Isle of Guam, and cast anciior on ihe night of tiie same day 
in (he rosdstemd of HumtUL Thb delay, aod that which the cofveUe 
made at Port San Louia, in the aame island, restoted health to the crew ; 
thanks to the E^enerous eagerness with which the governor, Don Jos6 de 
Medinillo y Pineda, anticipated ail the wants of the expedition, by pro- 
curing them refreshments and comforts of all kinds. 

M. de Fraycioet appeata to ham eottccted, respecting the people of the 
Marianne lalanda, information more extenaive than that with which pre- 
ceding voyagers have enriched their accounts. He gives various details 
respecting their manners, language, and laws, as well as that singular 
government of which much has been saidi and m which the women act 
an important pert. 

Two montoa were employed in making these reaeaichae ; and at Hhm 
same lime they were occupied wiih those observations and experiments 
which formed the prmcipal object of the expedition. M, de Medinillo 
had, during all this time, the kindness to provide the corvette abundantly 
with freah provinone, to which he added provitiona for the voyage, and 
for which ne afterward refused to accept any reimbursement. 

The course of the Urania, from Guam to the Sandwich Islands, presents 
noihintr remarkable. On the 5th of A'ij[f'ist, 1819, slie made the Island 
of Owyhee, and anchored in the Bay of Harahona lu three days after. 

Tamahama, king of the Sandwich Isles, was dead ; his palace had been - 
reduced to aahea, and almoat all the hoga on the ialand had been ahiogh- 
tered on account of lus obaequies, according to the custom of the countiy, 
which was a real disappointment in the reviclualling the corvette. 

Uno iiio, the eldest son and successor of Tamariaiua, enjoyed at that 
time but a badly-established authcriv. The ciiiefci, compelled to submit 
to the arma of hia father, raianiff eacraordinarv pretenaiona, cauaed him 
to dread an approaching war. He came with his wives and a numerous 
suite on board the Urania, on the occasion of the ba{ tism of one of ths 
principal chiefs of the island. That ceremony was performed with much 
pomp by the Abb6 Quelen, chaplain of the vessel. 

Tne Sandwich lalanda were, like the Marianne, the object of the 
aaaiduoua reaearches of M. de Fieycinet and of the officers under hia 
command. Numerou<^ observations were made in eeareh of the magnetic 
equator and its fnflexions, in the Great Ocean. 

On the 30th of August the Urania sailed from Port Jackson, passing 
through the iaianda of the Anatral Polyneaia. By taking thia track, the 
position of the dangerous Isle of Byron was rectified, as well as that of 
the Island of Pyletant, the roost southerly of the Friendly Islands, and 
also that of Howe Island. A new island, snrroanded by dangerous reefs, 
was discovered to the east of Tonga, wiiich M. de Freycinet named 
Rose Island. 

The Urania anchored in Port Jackson on the 18th of November, 1819 ; 
she remained there till the 2.5th of December, and this interval waa em- 
ployed, as at all the preceding stopf)acjps, in scientific inquirLes. M. d© 
Freycinet speaks in this respect with gratitude for the assislarice ailurded 
to him by General Macquane, the go? emor of the colony. 

On quitting Port Jackson, the course of the corvette was shaped to 
pass between Van Dieman's Lmd and New Zealand. On the 7th of 
January, 1820, the aouthcm eLUemity of the latter islanda waa doubled

In fight of CampbeU's Island. From that moment until nearing the 
coast of Terra del Fuego the winds were constantly favourable. The 
Urania reached 59 degrees of south latitude, and she found floating ice 
in the 54th degree. 

O0 Ihe Alh of FebrnaiT the coest of Term del Faego was seen in tlui 
nei^iboinrbDOd of Cape Desolation ; the season was as frightful as ^ob 
adjoining shore? In the impossibilily of reaching Christmas Harbour, 
It became necessary to maiie lor the Bay of Good Success, in the Straits 
of Le Maire ; but scarcely had the wchor dropped, when a furious storm 
ceuted the ehip to drive. Thece wm not a momeot to be loet in cotciiig 
the cable and letting sail with til speed, to get out of the bay, and she 
idiirted at a veiy ehort distanee the rocks and breakeia which lie upon ite 
north point. 

This tempest lasted two days, and drove the vessel considerably to the 
noTthwaid, which deterauned M. de Freycinet to bear up for the Falkland 
Islands, in sight of which they arrived on the 14th of FtbfiMrf, accord- 
in^ to their reckoning, but the I3th accordincT to Baropeaa tune, tblj 
having gained a day m circumnavigating the globe. 

The Urania was lost in consequence of striking on a sunken rock at 
the entrance of French Bay, in the FaUdaad luaoda, when Ihey were 
taken off by an American whaler, and taken first to Rio Janeiro and afleiw 
\v:^rd to Havre de Grace, where they arrived with most of the CoUectaons 
made during the voyage, on the 13th of NoTember, 1820. 
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
